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SEVENTH  ANNUAL  REPORT 

OF  THE 

CONSERVATION  COMMISSION 


Pursuant  to  statute,  the  Conservation  Commission  begs  to  sub- 
mit, for  the  consideration  of  your  honorable  body,  a  report  of  its 
work  for  the  past  year,  as  well  as  certain  recommendations  which 
it  trusts  will  meet  with  your  approval. 

In  the  text  of  this  report  the  discussion  of  the  work  of  the  Com- 
mission  has  been  carried  down  to  the  end  of  the  calendar  year, 
December  31, 1917.  Rnancial  and  other  tables  which  are  directly 
related  to  the  fiscal  year  are,  however,  carried  only  to  the  end  of 
the  fiscal  year,  June  80,  1917.  This  method  of  preparing  the 
report  has  been  adopted  because  of  the  fact  that  the  L^islature 
each  year  must  consider  many  questions  of  conservation  which 
require  knowledge  of  the  department's  doings  down  to  date,  and 
not  merely  information  that  is  already  six  month's  old. 

Under  the  statute  the  work  of  the  Commission  is  grouped  into 
four  divisions.  This  report  accordingly  considers  each  division 
in  turn,  preceding  them,  however,  with  a  discussion  of  general 
topics.  This  is  followed  by  the  report  of  the  Conservation  Bureau 
of  the  Attorney-General's  office  and  the  Annual  Financial  State- 
ment of  the  Commission.    The  arrangement  is  as  follows :

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GENERAL  TOPICS 


CONSERVATION  AND  THE  WAR 

The  declaxation  of  war  in  April,  1917,  brought  to  a  clearer 
focus  than  ever  before  the  vital  relation  of  conservation  to  national 
welfare.  It  turned  the  attention  of  conservationists  everywhere 
to  a  reappraisal  of  the  value  of  effective  conservation  as  a  national 
asset.  Everywhere  throughout  the  country  state  conservation  com- 
missions, under  whatever  names  they  are  known,  and  the  national 
conservation  departments,  chief  among  which  are  the  Forest  Serv- 
ice, the  Bureau  of  Fisheries  and  the  Biological  Survey,  made 
plans  to  meet  the  new  conditions  imposed  by  the  war  and  to  make 
their  machinery  effective  to  the  greatest  possible  extent  in  utiliz- 
ing the  natural  resources  that  come  under  their  jurisdiction. 

It  very  early  developed  that  in  addition  to  effecting  the  utiliza- 
tion of  natural  resources  as  fully  as  regard  for  the  future  will 
permit,  the  conservation  forces  of  the  oountiy  had  to  face  another 
war-time  problem  in  the  shape  of  ill-considered,  but  none  the  less 
clamorous,  demands  that  the  safeguards  of  conservation,  which 
have  been  so  laboriously  built  up  during  the  last  few  years,  be  let 
down.  It  is  of  the  utmost  importance  in  a  time  of  such  tremendous 
national  stress  that  every  proposal  of  this  sort  be  most  carefully 
scrutinized  and  that  no  steps  be  taken  which  will  react  disastrously 
upon  all  that  conservation  has  accomplished. 

Conservation  Provides  a  Food  Supply.  The  war  has  brought 
a  fuller  appreciation  than  ever  before  of  the  food  value  of  the 
country's  game  supply.  When  deer  are  used  as  an  illustration  of 
this  statement,  its  truth  is  clear  enough.  Deer  are  large  animals, 
ranking  as  big  game,  and  dressed  carcasses  will  yield,  on  an 
average,  more  than  one  hundred  pounds  of  excellent  meat.  More- 
over, deer  are  prolific,  and  under  proper  protection  will  hold  their 
own,  so  that  they  may  be  taken  each  year  in  considerable  numbers. 
One  therefore  needs  little  imagination  to  clearly  visualize  the 
importance  of  the  food  resource  that  New  York  State  has  in  ita 
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white-tailed  deer.  The  law  requires  no  report  from  hunters,  as 
in  some  other  states,  of  the  deer  that  they  shoot,  and  accordingly 
the  Commission  endeavored,  during  the  last  deer  season,  to  get  an 
approximate  idea  of  the  number  of  deer  killed,  by  requiring  game 
protectors  to  make  estimates  for  their  territory,  based  upon  their 
own  observations  and  inquiries.  For  the  open  season  of  1917  they 
reported  in  all  5,543  deer  killed.  Other  investigations,  such  as  the 
number  of  Adirondack  deer  hides  sent  to  the  State's  largest  tan- 
neries during  the  season,  ascertained  to  be  in  excess  of  6,000,  lead 
to  the  conclusion  that  the  reports  of  the  game  protectors  are  far 
too  low.  This  is  due  to  the  large  territory  that  each  man  must 
cover,  and  to  the  fact  that  a  great  many  deer  are  killed  which  it 
is  impossible  for  a  single  man  to  trace.  The  Commission  feels, 
as  a  result  of  all  of  the  investigations  that  it  has  made  on  that 
subject,  that  the  total  number  of  deer  killed  in  the  State  each 
year  will  run  between  8,000  and  10,000.  On  the  basis  of  100 
pounds  of  meat  to  each  deer,  this  means  between  800,000  and 
1,000,000  pounds,  or  between  400  and  500  tons,  which  releases  an 
equivalent  amoimt  of  other  food. 

It  is  far  more  difficult  to  make  an  appraisal  of  the  food 
resources  in  the  smaller  game.  This  has  been  attempted  by  some 
states,  but  the  Conservation  Commission  does  not  feel  that  it  is 
possible,  with  any  reasonable  degree  of  accuracy,  to  state  in  figures 
the  number  of  rabbits,  ducks,  pheasants,  and  other  small  game  that 
are  used  as  food  in  the  course  of  a  year.  This  does  not  in  any  way 
mean,  however,  that  this  food  resource  is  not  of  tremendous 
importance.  In  fact,  if  it  were  very  much  less  important,  and  if 
small  game  was  not  taken  so  universally  everywhere,  it  would  be 
far  easier  to  make  an  estimate  of  its  amount.  This  small  game  is 
found  in  all  parts  of  the  State,  and  it  is  taken  by  sportsmen  in 
sufficient  abundance  to  induce  approximately  200,000  of  them 
to  take  out  hunting  licenses  each  year  and  to  hunt  consistently  in 
the  proper  seasons.  The  food  value  of  the  game  that  they  take 
in  the  aggr^ate,  quite  aside  from  the  healthful  and  aesthetic 
value  of  the  recreation,  is  surely  a  very  large  factor  in  the  State's 
food  economy,  and  one  which  it  would  be  the  utmost  folly  to 
impair  in  any  d^ree.

The  fish  of  the  State  are  of  even  more  importance  than  the  game 
as  a  food  supply.  New  York  State  is  abundantly  supplied  with 
both  large  and  small  streams  and  lakes,  and  nearly  all  of  these  are 
fish  producers  to  at  least  some  degree,  while  some  of  them  are 
wonderful  breeding  waters.  This  makes  it  possible  for  the  State 
to  permit  commercial  taking  of  fish  to  a  considerable  extent. 
Fishing  is  a  more  imiversal  recreation  than  hunting,  and  in  many 
cases  is  constantly  practiced,  simply  because  it  yields  an  important 
supply  of  food  for  the  table.  Fish  are  more  easily  propagated 
than  game,  and  stocking  the  waters  with  fish  yields  results  with 
greater  rapidity  and  certainty  than  stocking  game  covers.  It  must 
not  be  lost  sight  of  that  a  pound  of  even  the  gamest  of  game  'fish 
is  quite  as  valuable  as  a  substitute  for  a  pound  of  meat  as  is  a 
pound  of  the  coarser,  so-called  ^^  food  fishes."  As  a  matter  of  fact 
all  edible  fishes  are  food  fishes,  and  in  appraising  the  State's  fish 
resources  we  must  take  full  account  of  the  large  number  of  trout, 
bass,  and  oth^r  game  fisL  For  all  of  these  reasons  the  fish  food 
resources  outweigh  the  game. 

Since  the  declaration  of  war  the  Commission  has  permitted 
increased  netting  of  fish  in  certain  waters,  and  has  endeavored  to 
make  the  fish  resources  as  available  as  possible  without  impairing 
future  supply.  Objection  to  this  course  has  come  from  many 
sportsmen.  The  Conmiission  feels,  however,  that,  if  fish  can  be 
netted  commercially  in  certain  waters,  without  undue  depletion, 
their  food  value  is  greater  in  the  present  emergency  than  if  used 
for  angling  only.  "When  coarser  fishes,  such  as  carp  and  suckers, 
are  netted,  angling  is  actually  improved. 

One  of  the  most  important  results  of  conservation  is  that  follow- 
ing upon  the  protection  of  song  and  insectivorous  birds,  which  are 
so  important  for  agriculture.  Since  this  protection  became  eflfeo- 
tive,  independent  reports  from  all  quarters  have  proved  con- 
clusively that  the  birds,  without  which  agriculture  would  be  impos- 
sible, have  increased  greatly.  Without  attempting  to  repeat  here 
statistics  upon  the  number  of  insects  annually  consumed  by  birds, 
and  the  crops  that  insects  would  destroy  were  it  not  for  our  bird 
allies,  it  is  enough  now,  in  this  discussion  of  the  relation  of  con- 
servation to  the  wftr,  to  point  out  that  this  one  benefit  from  effective 
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conservation  is  undoubtedly  enough  to  justify  all  of  the  effort  that 
is  expended. 

Strange  as  it  may  seem,  the  first  effect  of  the  war  upon  conserva- 
tion was  to  bring  forth  suggestions  which  would  impair  the  woric 
of  years.  These  suggestions  originated  in  several  independent 
quarters.  Their  common  traidency,  however,  was  to  let  down  the 
bars  of  conservation  and  to  run  absolutely  counter  to  the  lessons 
which  conservation  has  taught  us  through  many  hard  years  of  con- 
structive work.  The  Commission  has  given  due  attention  to  all 
of  these  suggestions,  and  believes  now,  as  it  did  when  they  were 
first  advanced,  that  if  the  principles  and  methods  of  conservation 
have  been  correct  in  the  past,  this  is  the  time  of  all  others  when 
they  should  be  most  carefully  observed. 

It  must  not  be  forgotten  that  it  has  been  very  difficult  to  stem 
the  tide  of  waste,  and  that  in  some  respects  this  has  even  yet  not 
bean  accomplished.  The  laws  upon  the  statute  books  permit  every 
drain  upon  our  valuable  wild  life  resources  that  they  are  capable 
of  standing,  and  with  some  species  of  both  birds  and  fish  it  is 
apparent  that  still  more  stringent  measures  must  be  enacted  if  we 
are  to  save  those  species.  Accordingly  to  let  the  bars  down  would 
undo  all  of  the  work  that  has  been  done,  and  would  immediately 
be  felt  in  a  loss  of  the  annual  food  that  these  species  now  provide. 
The  argument  may  be  thoroughly  summed  up  in  the  familiar 
phrase  that  we  must  not  '^  kill  the  goose  that  lays  the  golden  ^ggs." 

This  does  not  mean  that  the  war  has  not  taught  us  already  a 
great  many  things  that  must  be  done  to  increase  our  wild  life 
resources.  It  has  made  it  increasingly  dear  that  constructive  con- 
servation, the  kind  of  conservation  that  creates  more  resources, 
while  utilizing  them  as  fully  as  possible,  must  be  given  a  powerful 
impetus.  The  work  of  fish  propagation  must  be  intensified.  The 
lakes  and  streams  of  the  State  are  by  no  means  producing  their 
maximum  amount  of  fish  food.  Measures  for  accomplishing  this 
will  be  found  in  the  report  of  the  Bureau  of  Fish  Culture.  In  a 
similar  manner,  more  game  birds  and  animals  can  be  provided 
under  more  intensive  systems  of  propagation  and  protectioiL 
These  measures^  which  will  be  discussed  further  in  the  following 
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pages,  are  constructive,  while  letting  down  the  bars  of  conserva- 
tion would  be  destructive  and  ruinous. 

It  is  a  just  criticism  of  the  haphazard  methods  of  wild  life  con- 
servation which  have  characterized  preceding  generations  that  the 
present  crisis  finds  both  the  State  and  country  far  from  its  ulti- 
mate goal  in  this  work.  The  war  should  drive  home  to  every  one 
the  vital  necessity  of  conservation  and  the  importance  of  increas- 
ing effort  all  along  the  line.  We  must  produce  more  of  those 
natural  resources  which  cost  so  little  in  mon^,  but  so  much  in 
care  and  foresight,  in  order  that  we  may  have  them  for  food  in 
greater  abundance. 

Forestry  and  the  Wan  The  war  has  placed  an  added  emphasis 
upon  the  importance  of  correct  forestry  practices.  Enormous 
amounts  of  timber  of  all  sorts  are  needed  for  war  purposes,  and 
among  the  warring  European  nations  the  main  reliance  for  such 
wood  supplies  has  been  upon  forests  that  have  for  many  genera- 
tions been  administered  in  accordance  with  the  principles  of  scien- 
tific forestry.  In  many  cases  the  forests  that  have  been  drawn 
upon  have  been  planted  forests.  So  great  is  the  need  for  this 
timber  that  American  lumbermen  and  foresters  are  now  at  work 
in  the  forests  of  France  getting  out  timber  for  the  Allied  armies. 
Upon  the  conclusion  of  the  war  the  forestry  efforts  must  be  intensi- 
fied in  all  of  the  regions  that  have  been  fought  over,  on  account  of 
the  practically  complete  destruction  by  shell  fire  of  all  trees  in  the 
war  zone.  Americans  are  familiar  with  the  appearance  of  this 
destruction,  from  many  published  photographs  showing  nothing 
remaining  but  stumps.  It  is  significant  that  such  devastation  is 
almost  identical  in  its  appearance  with  the  devastation  wrought 
in  our  own  country  by  forest  fires. 

This  country  has  not  only  been  wasteful  of  its  timber  resources, 
but  it  has  not  yet  practiced  the  constructive  forestry  that  has  char- 
acterized France  and  Germany.  Forest  fires  have  been  permitted 
to  cause  a  devastation  over  wide  areas  similar  to  the  war  devasta- 
tion that  now  arouses  so  much  resentment.  While  it  is  true  that 
in  New  York  State  our  forestry  policies  are  already  thoroughly 
developed,  it  is  nevertheless  true  that  diey  are  not  yet  sufficiently 
executed.    One  of  the  lessons  of  the  war  should  be  that  we  mtist 
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imoiiediatelj  mtensify  our  work  in  this  direction.  This  is  par* 
ticularly  true  of  reforestation.  It  is  important  that  the  State 
reforest  more  of  its  own  land,  and  equally  important  that  the 
private  land  owner  be  given  more  encouragement  than  ever  before 
to  bring  waste  areas  again  under  tree  growth.  This  can  be  done 
by  assistance  from  the  Oonservation  Oommission,  and  also  by  a 
revision  of  the  laws  regarding  the  taxation  of  forest  lands.  A 
system  that  appeals  most  to  those  who  have  given  careful  study 
to  the  problem  is  that  of  exempting  the  trees  upon  planted  land 
from  taxation  until  they  have  attained  a  proper  age,  and  then  to 
impose  a  cutting  tax  in  proportion  to  the  yield. 

The  coal  diortage  has  brought  forceably  home  the  great  impor- 
tance of  wood  for  fuel.  A  conference  of  representatives  of  the 
State  Orange,  the  Farm  Bureaus,  the  Collies  of  Forestry  at  Cor- 
nell and  Syracuse  Universities,  the  Empire  State  Forest  Products 
Association,  and  the  Conservation  Commission  was  called  by 
Governor  Whitman  on  December  26th  for  the  purpose  of  insti- 
tuting a  campaign  to  obtain  a  more  general  substitution  of  wood 
for  coal.  Because  of  the  fact  that  the  Conservation  Commissioner 
was  appointed  a  member  of  the  Conservation  Committee  for  New 
York  State  of  the  United  States  Fuel  Administration,  it  was  imme- 
diately possible  to  make  comprehensive  plans,  and  to  begin  the 
work  at  once  in  all  parts  of  the  State  with  the  most  whole-hearted 
cooperation  from  all  concerned. 

Soon  after  the  declaration  of  war,  the  recruiting  of  a  forestry 
regiment,  known  as  the  Tenth  Engineers,  was  authorized.  This 
work  was  placed  in  charge  of  the  United  States  Forest  Service, 
and  received  the  cooperation  of  the  Forestry  Departments  of  States 
throughout  the  entire  country.  The  Superintendent  of  State 
Forests  has  acted  as  recruiting  officer  for  this  regiment  and  for 
&e  second  forestry  regiment,  knovm  as  the  Twentieth  Engineers. 

Water  Power  and  the  War.  While  the  country  has  labored 
under  the  tremendous  handicap  of  a  fuel  shortage,  enough  water 
power  has  been  running  to  waste  in  the  State  of  New  York  to 
make  up  a  very  large  proportion  of  the  deficiency  within  our  own 
borders.  Factories  have  been  shut  down  for  lack  of  coal,  when 
they  might  have  been  run  by  hydro-electric  power.     Buildings 
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have  gone  unhealed  that  might  have  been  heated  with  coal  released 
through  a  proper  development  of  the  State's  latent  water  power. 
Everywhere  throughout  the  State  lightless  nights  have  been 
decreed,  that  would  have  been  unnecessary  were  we  thoroughly 
utilizing  the  white  coal  of  the  waterfalls. 

For  this  situation  the  State  can  offer  few  excuses.  The  need 
has  been  known  for  a  long  time  without  effective  action  being 
taken. 

Realizing  the  importance  of  this  subject  at  the  present  time, 
Governor  Whitman  appointed  a  committee,  composed  of  the 
Attorney-General,  the  State  Engineer,  the  Superintendent  of 
Public  Works,  and  the  Conservation  Commissioner,  to  study  the 
subject  and  to  recommend  to  him  a  comprehensive  policy  for  the 
development  of  the  State's  latent  water  power.  The  Committee's 
recommendations  have  already  been  transmitted  to  the  legislature 
in  the  Governor's  annual  message.    They  are  as  follows : 

"  Your  committee  has  decided  upon  submitting  to  you  four  sug- 
gestions, the  first  two  of  which,  while  concrete  in  themselves, 
necessarily  have  a  direct  bearing  upon  the  third,  and  in  the 
opinion  of  your  committee  should  be  effected  in  order  to  permit  of 
a  proper  and  pertain  accomplishment  of  the  third  suggestion. 

'^  1.  To  amend  the  Constitution  so  as  to  take  from  the  Legisla- 
ture the  power  to  grant  away,  by  private  bills,  the  water  powers 
of  the  State. 

"  2.  To  repeal  Article  7-a  of  the  Conservation  Law,  which  pro- 
vides for  river  regulation  by  storage  reservoirs. 

'^  3.  The  immediate  passage  of  appropriate  legislation  to  enable 
the  State  to  develop  the  undeveloped  water  powers  of  the  State 
through  a  commission  to  be  appointed  by  the  Governor  and  to 
market  the  power  thus  developed  under  the  direction  of  such 
commission. 

^^  4.  The  immediate  passage  of  appropriate  legislation  author- 
izing the  Superintendent  of  Public  Works,  with  the  approval  of 
the  Canal  Board,  to  dispose  for  proper  returns  by  lease,  of  surplus 
water  power  created  as  a  result  of  the  construction  of  the  Barge 
Canala" 
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Steps  should  be  taken  immediately  to  put  these  recommenda- 
tions into  effect  In  no  other  way  can  the  State  of  New  York 
exert  such  influence  for  good  and  such  tremendous  help  to  the 
nation,  as  by  taking  the  lead  in  water  power  development,  which 
goes  to  the  yery  heart  of  national  preparedness. 

Saratoga  Springs  as  a  War  Sanitarium.  In  the  State  Beser^ 
vation  at  Saratoga  Springs,  New  York  has  a  natural  asset  of  the 
greatest  value  for  the  treatment  of  men  incapacitated  by  the  war. 
The  hydro-therapeutic  treatments  given  at  the  State  Bath  Houses 
are  particularly  valuable  following  many  operations.  They  are 
equally  useful  in  the  treatment  of  many  disorders  induced  by  the 
war,  among  which  may  be  mentioned  rheumatism,  affections  of 
the  joints,  stomach  and  metabolic  disorders^  and  both  organic  and 
functional  nervous  diseases.  There  will  be  many  cases  of  cardiac, 
renal  or  circulatory  disturbances  which  must  be  treated  under 
army  medical  supervision.  These  cases  should  be  given,  in  addi- 
tion to  hydro-therapeutic  treatment,  the  advantage  of  graded  hill 
climbing  exercises,  for  which  the  parks  of  the  State  Reservation 
are  designed,  and  of  massage  and  electrotherapy. 

The  State  Reservation  offers  unequaled  advantages  for  the 
treatment  of  all  of  these  disorders,  and  can  supply  besides,  in 
mezhaustible  quantity,  its  tonic  and  medicinal  drinking  waters. 

All  of  these  facts  have  been  placed  before  the  Surgeon-General 
of  the  United  States  Army,  with  an  offer  from  the  Commission 
to  cooperate  to  the  fullest  possible  extent  in  making  the  therapeutic 
resources  of  the  State  Reservation  at  Saratoga  Springs  available 
for  the  benefit  of  injured  and  incapacitated  soldiers. 

EDUCATION 

Throughout  the  year  the  Commission  has  given  consistent  atten- 
tion to  its  educational  work.  A  large  number  of  lectures  have 
been  delivered  in  all  parts  of  the  State,  and  these  have  been  illus- 
trated with  both  lantern  slides  and  motion  pictures.  For  lecture 
purposes,  and  also  for  the  purpose  of  illustrating  articles  and 
reports  upon  the  work  of  the  Commission,  additional  photographs 
and  motion  pictures  have  been  taken  from  time  to  time.  The  col- 
lection now  brought  together  is  sufficiently  comprehensive  to  con-

stitute  an  important  factor  in  visual  instruction  in  conservation. 
While  lantern  slides  have  been  loaned  frequently  to  schools  and  to 
outside  lecturers,  the  motion  picture  films  have  been  loaned  with 
much  greater  frequency,  several  of  them  being  out  for  this  pur- 
pose almost  continuously  during  the  winter  months. 

The  audiences  which  have  been  reached  during  the  year  by  lec- 
turers include  forest,  fish  and  game  associations,  rod  and  gun 
clubs,  granges,  churches  and  church  organizations,  Y.  M.  C.  A/s, 
colleges,  public  schools,  civic  and  commercial  associations,  and 
general  public  gatherings.  The  lectures  have  been  given  by  many 
different  men  in  the  Commission,  each  man  speaking,  as  far  as 
possible,  upon  the  subjects  that  come  within  his  own  particular 
sphera 

A  large  amount  of  material  has  been  written  for  the  press  and 
for  magazines  and  class  publications  particularly  interested  in 
conservation,  much  of  this  material  being  illustrated  with  photo- 
graphs. 

The  Commission  has  also  issued  its  usual  number  of  bulletins 
of  an  educational  nature,  and  has  brought  out  a  monthly  magazine 
called  The  Conservationist. 

COLLEGE  COURSES  IN  CONSERVATION 

The  L^islature  last  year  made  an  appropriation  of  $15,000 
for  the  establishment  of  an  experimental  game  farm  at  Cornell 
University.  It  was  the  purpose  of  this  appropriation  to  establish 
a  game  farm  to  be  operated  in  connection  with  courses  on  practical 
game  farming  to  be  offered  at  Cornell  University  as  a  part  of  the 
general  work  of  the  Department  of  Poultry  Husbandry.  The  farm 
is  to  be  operated  in  cooperation  with  the  Conservation  Commis- 
sion. The  appropriation  of  this  money,  however,  has  had  a  far 
wider  effect,  and  one  which  the  Commission  believes  will  ulti- 
mately be  of  incalculable  benefit  to  the  entire  cause  of  oonserva- 
tion.  It  focussed  attention  upon  the  need  for  men  of  special 
training  in  various  lines  of  conservation  work,  which  led  to  the 
formulation  of  plans  by  Cornell  University  to  give  a  special  course 
in  conservation,  which  will  fit  men  to  take  up  practically  any 
phase  of  this  work.    This  special  course  will  be  in  addition  to  tb<» 
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abort  course  in  game  breeding,  wbicb  it  was  originally  intended 
to  conduct  in  connection  witb  tbe  experimental  game  famu  It 
will  now  sbortly  be  possible  not  only  for  young  men  to  fit  them- 
selves  to  become  superintendents  of  game  preeerveSy  but  also,  of 
more  importance  for  botb  State  and  national  goyemmants,  to 
obtain  the  services  of  men  who  have  had  a  thorough  training  in 
the  natural  sciences  that  tmderlie  all  effective  conservation,  and 
who  have  been  given  the  educational  foundation  and  breadth  of 
view  80  essential  for  broad,  constructive  work  in  this  field. 

RECEIPTS   AND    DISBURSEMENTS 

It  will  be  noted  in  the  financial  statement  of  the  Commission, 
which  appears  at  the  end  of  this  report,  that  the  receipts  for  tbe 
fiscal  year,  exclusive  of  those  for  the  Division  of  Saratoga  Springs, 
were  $402,616.11.  For  the  fiscal  year  ending  on  June  30,  1916, 
they  were  $347,979.06.  The  latter  year,  however,  included  only 
nine  months,  and  accordingly  gives  hardly  a  fair  comparison.  The 
fiscal  year  ending  September  30,  1915,  which  was  a  full  twelve 
month  period,  showed  receipts  of  $321,568.77,  or  $81,047.34 
less  than  those  for  the  twelve  months  covered  in  the  present  report. 

Disbursements  for  the  year  ending  June  30,  1917,  were  $752,- 
485.68.  When  these  disbursements  are  compared  with  those  of 
the  fiscal  year  of  twelve  months,  ending  on  'September  30,  1915, 
which  were  $702,124.66,  it  ia  seen  the  increase  is  less  than  the 
increase  in  receipts  during  the  same  period,  the  increase  in  dis- 
bursements being  $50,361.02,  while  the  increase  in  receipts,  as 
stated  above,  was  $81,047.34. 

More  detailed  analyses  of  receipts  and  disbursements  show  that 
receipts  are  increasing  more  rapidly  than  expenditures,  as  the 
work  of  the  Department  is  better  organized  and  more  efficiently 
conducted  from  year  to  year.  When  to  these  receipts  are  added 
the  fish  hatchery  and  game  farm  products,  the  values  of  which 
were  discussed  in  this  connection  in  the  last  annual  report,  it  is 
clear  that  the  Conservation  Commission  returns  to  the  people  of 
the  State  each  year  in  cash  or  its  equivalent  more  than  the  entire 
amount  that  is  appropriated. 
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DIVISION  OF  FISH  AND  GAME 


RECEIPTS 

During  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30, 1917,  a  new  high  record 
was  established  in  the  receipts  from  resident  and  non-resident 
hunting  and  trapping  licenses,  the  total  amount  paid  to  the  State 
being  $230,683.90.  This  was  $14,240.22  over  the  receipts  from 
the  same  source  for  the  preceding  year. 

The  total  number  of  actions  successfully  prosecuted  was  2,779, 
which  included  an  increase  of  495  actions  more  than  the  record  of 
the  preceding  year.  The  receipts  from  fines  and  penalties  during 
the  fiscal  year,  totaled  $70,614.35,  which  was  an  increase  of 
$21,110.23  over  the  preceding  year.

THE  FISH  AND  GAME  LAWS 

Few  changes  are  needed  in  the  laws  affecting  fish  and  game. 
The  "New  York  code  of  fish  and  game  laws  has  had  many  years  of 
practical  test  and  has  been  found  to  work  very  satisfactorily  from 
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the  standpoint  of  all  concerned.  The  Commission  accordingly 
believ^BB  that  the  fewer  changes  that  are  made  in  these  laws  each 
year,  the  better.  Frequent  changes  result  in  great  imcertainty 
m  the  minds  of  sportsmen  and  increase  difficulties  of  law  enforce- 
ment. The  history  of  such  legislation  teaches  ue  that  whereas 
the  conditions  of  wild  life  ordinarily  do  not  change  rapidly,  the 
laws  affecting  this  wild  life  have  been  subject  to  the  most  erratic 
changes,  in  accordance  with  every  new  idea  that  haj»  developed. 
This  lack  of  stability  in  legislation,  which  has  itself  been  due  to 
lack  of  adequate  information  regarding  wild  life,  has  frequently 
reacted  most  adversely  on  the  work  of  conservation.  The  Com- 
mission feels  that  it  is  important  to  maintain  as  much  stability 
as  possible  in  the  fish  and  game  laws,  making  only  such  changes 
each  year  as  are  clearly  seen  to  be  necessary.  Certain  changes  of 
this  nature  will  be  recommended  in  the  following  pages. 

GAME  PROTECTION 

The  continued  efficiency  of  the  game  protective  force  is  indi- 
cated by  the  fact  that  the  total  number  of  cases  successfully  prose- 
cuted during  the  year  was  2779,  against  a  total  of  2284  for  the 
preceding  year.  This  is  a  gain  of  495.  Beceipts  from  fines  and 
penalties  were  $70,614.85  against  $49,504.12  for  the  preceding 
year.  The  receipts  this  year  included  a  single  penalty  of  $16,000, 
which  was  received  in  settlement  of  a  case  of  illegal  trapping  of 
wild  ducks  on  Long  Island.  After  deducting  this  large  single 
fine,  the  year's  record  of  receipts  is  still  $6,110.23  ahead  of  the 
best  previous  year. 

The  Commission  feels  that  the  increased  efficiency  in  game  pro- 
tection is  due  to  two  causes,  one  of  them  being  a  greater  public 
cooperation  than  has  ever  before  been  experienced.  The  public 
have  gradually  come  to  realize  more  fully  than  ever  before  that  the 
State's  wild  life  resources  are  public  property,  which  it  is  the 
duty  of  every  citizen  to  protect  for  the  common  good.  Beports 
from  the  game  protectors  r^arding  assistance  that  they  receive  in 
the  conduct  of  their  work  indicate  a  very  healthy  growth  of  this 
idea.  While  it  is  to  be  regretted  that  certain  sections  of  the  State 
are  still  blind  to  their  own  best  interests,  and  apparently  still  feel 
that  a  game  protector  is  not  entitled  to  the  public  cooperation  that 
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other  police  officers  eajoy,  it  is  none  the  lees  true  that  this  condi- 
tion exists  only  in  certain  localities  and  is  not  general  throughout 
the  State.  Another  factor  of  great  influence  in  increasing  the 
efficiency  of  game  protectors  is  the  uniform  which  they  have  been 
required  to  wear  for  about  a  year  and  a  half.  The  wearing  of  the 
uniforms  has  had  a  beneficial  effect  not  only  on  the  protectors 
themselves  but  also  upon  the  public  generally.  The  esprit  de 
corps  of  the  men  has  increased,  their  personal  appearance  has  been 
improved,  and  the  effect  upon  their  general  efficiency  has  been  that 
which  always  results  from  a  similar  cause  in  any  police  or  military 
organization.  Upon  the  part  of  the  public  and  the  officials  with 
whom  the  protectors  have  to  deal,  the  effect  of  the  uniforms  has 
been  equally  apparent.  The  number  of  cases  obtained  and  the 
recoveries  are  themselves  sufficient  evidence  of  the  truth  of  these 
statements.  As  long  as  violations  of  the  law  occur,  it  must  be  the 
aim  of  the  Commission  to  detect  more  and  more  cases,  and  to 
make  it  increasingly  hazardous  year  after  year  for  men  to  violate 
the  law. 

It  must  not  be  lost  sight  of,  however,  that  a  protector's  efficiency 
is  by  no  means  determined  simply  by  the  number  of  cases  that  he 
obtains.  As  the  business  of  game  protection  has  developed,  it  has 
become  apparent  that  the  protector  has  many  other  duties  than 
the  mere  apprehension  of  violators.  This  has  led  to  a  revision  of 
the  method  of  rating  protectors.  Whereas  originally  the  pro- 
tector's rating  was  determined  almost,  entirely  by  the  number  of 
cases  secured,  under  the  system  adopted  this  year,  the  number  of 
cases  counts  only  two  points  in  a  total  of  ten.  The  other  factors 
making  up  the  rating  are  number  of  days  worked,  one  point, 
recoveries,  one  point,  and  general  efficiency  six  points.  It  is 
possible  under  this  system  for  a  protector  who  has  comparatively 
few  violations  in  his  territory  to  obtain  a  good  rating,  whereas 
under  the  old  system  this  would  h>ve  been  impossible.* 

Under  the  system  of  rating  now  in  force,  protectors  are  divided 
into  three  grades.  Those  that  make  the  first  grade  in  any  year 
are  given  an  annual  increase  of  $100  in  salary.  In  the  practical 
working  out  of  this  plan  a  comparatively  small  number  of  men 
have  made  the  first  grade.  It  is  felt  that  a  greater  incentive  will 
be  offered  to  all  of  the  men  to  improve  their  work  if  this  syston  ia 
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changed  to  provide  that  all  men  making  the  first  grade  shall 
receive  $100  increase  for  the  year  and  that  those  in  the  second 
grade  shall  receive  $50  increase.  In  addition  to  famishing  such 
an  incentive  for  better  work^  the  plan  will  result  in  moderate 
increases  in  salary  which  are  well  justified  by  the  greatly  increased 
cost  of  living. 

HUNTING  LICENSES  AND  BUTTONS 

Mention  has  already  been  made  of  the  fact  that  receipts  from 
hunting  and  trapping  licenses  during  the  year  were  $14,240.22 
more  than  the  receipts  from  the  same  source  for  the  preceding 
year.  These  are  the  largest  receipts  from  this  source  in  the  his- 
tory of  the  Commission  and  are  attributed  to  the  fact  that  hunters 
have  been  required  to  wear  a  hunting  license  button.  From  all  of 
the  information  that  the  Commission  has  been  able  to  obtain,  it 
appears  that  the  war  has  resulted  in  a  decrease  in  hunting  license 
fees  in  every  other  State  where  licenses  are  required,  New  York 
being  the  only  State  that  has  shown  an  increase.  The  only  cause 
assignable  is  the  button,  which  was  worn  during  the  last  fiscal 
year  for  the  first  time.  Violations  of  the  hunting  license  law  have 
always  been  more  numerous  than  any  other  violations,  because 
of  the  fact  that  heretofore,  if  the  hunter  was  not  met  afield  by  a 
game  protector,  no  one  woidd  question  him  regarding  his  license. 
Evasions  of  the  law  were  thus  easy  and  very  numerous.  Under 
the  present  system,  if  a  hunter  is  afield  without  a  button,  it  is  at 
once  apparent  to  every  one  whom  he  meets  that  he  is  violating 
the  law.  This  has  induced  men  who  heretofore  have  practiced 
such  violation  to  take  out  licenses.  The  color  and  character  of  the 
button  is  changed  from  year  to  year,  so  that  it  will  be  impossible 
for  a  hunter  to  use  in  one  year  a  license  button  for  the  preceding 
year.  The  buttons  for  1918  will  be  somewhat  smaller  and  less 
conspicuous  than  those  for  1917,  and  will  be  more  substantially 
made,  thus  meeting  some  criticism  against  them.  In  the  experi- 
ence of  the  protectors,  there  is  no  disposition  to  criticize  the  wear- 
ing of  a  button  among  sportsmen  who  understand  its  purpose. 

LICENSES  FOR  OAME  BREEDING 

The  war  has  caused  a  large  increase  in  the  number  of  persons 
who  are  engaged  in  the  commercial  production  of  wild  game  under 
license  from  the  Commission,  the  number  being  175  this  year,

against  145  a  year  ago.  On  account  of  the  cuttiiig  off  of  ship- 
ments  from  Europe,  chiefly  of  grouse,  pheasants  and  venison,  the 
demand  for  domestically  reared  game  has  greatly  exceeded  the 
supply  and  has  made  it  possible  for  private  game  breeders  to 
command  exceedingly  attractive  prices.  The  field  is  large,  open 
and  profitable,  and  without  doubt  will  continue  to  be  developed. 
While  the  effect  of  the  war  is  temporarily  to  enlarge  the  profits 
from  this  work,  the  Commission  feels  that  the  greater  and  more 
permanent  benefit  will  be  found  in  the  fact  that  more  people  are 
becoming  interested  in  game  breeding,  and  will  continue  to  prac- 
tice it  after  conditions  have  returned  to  normal. 

THE  GAME  FARMS 

The  year  1917  was  a  very  successful  one  at  the  three  State 
game  farms  located  at  Brownsville,  Jefferson  county,  Sherburne, 
Chenango  county,  and  Middle  Island,  in  Suffolk  county.  The 
total  number  of  live  birds  shipped  to  applicants  was  9,141,  while 
approximately  65,040  eggs  were  shipped  for  hatching  by  the 
applicant  under  setting  hens. 

The  applications  for  eggs  and  birds  showed  that  60  per  cent  of 
the  applicants  already  have  pheasants  on  their  premisesi  This 
is  very  accurate  and  valuable  information  and  shows  that  the 
State's  efforts  to  stock  the  covers  with  pheasants  is  being  pro- 
ductive of  most  excellent  results. 

Experiments  in  the  hatching  of  eggs  in  incubators  and  rearing 
the  pheasant  chicks  in  brooders  were  carried  on  during  the  year 
at  the  Jefferson  County  Farm  with  very  gratifying  results.  It  is 
believed  that  if  this  method  can  be  more  fully  perfected,  and  if 
sufficient  supplies  of  insect  food  can  be  found  for  the  chicks^  the 
output  of  the  game  farms  can  be  very  materially  increased, 

ELK 

Since  the  liberation  of  a  car  load  of  elk  in  the  Adirondacks  in 
April,  1916,  through  cooperation  with  the  Benevolent  and  Pro- 
tective Order  of  Elks,  these  animals  have  been  given  special  atten- 
tion by  the  game  protectors,  and  the  reports  all  agree  in  stating 
that  they  have  wintered  satisfactorily  and  are  breeding  normally. 
Unlike  the  elk  liberated  in  1901,  which  came  from  a  private 
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preserve,  the  animals  recently  liberated  are  much  wilder  and  are 
keeping  much  more  in  the  deep  woods.  It  is  believed  that,  when 
financial  conditions  make  it  possible,  the  liberation  of  another  car 
load  will  establish  the  elk  in  the  Adirondacks  upon  a  secure 
foundation. 

THE   HBATH    HBN 

A  year  ago  the  Conunission  reported  that  through  the  courtesy 
of  the  Commissioners  of  Fisheries  and  Game  of  the  State  of 
Massachusetts,  a  number  of  heath  hens  had  been  obtained  from  the 
Island  of  Martha's  Vin^ard,  and  had  been  liberated  upon  the 
state  game  farm  on  Long  Island.  It  is  very  disappointing  to  be 
obliged  to  state  this  year  that  none  of  these  birds  have  survived, 
all  of  them  having  died  from  some  form  of  intestinal  disease.  It 
is  equally  discouraging  to  have  to  announce  that  a  severe  mortality 
has  occurred  on  Martha's  Vineyard  and  that  very  few  of  the  birds 
are  left.  The  heath  hens  are  thus  nearer  than  ever  to  absolute 
extinction.  The  State  of  Massachusetts  is  using  every  effort  to 
increase  the  Martha's  Vin^ard  flock,  but  it  is  not  possible  at  this 
time  to  state  what  success  may  be  expected  from  their  efforts.  The 
experience  with  the  heath  hen  is  another  illustration  of  a  fact, 
often  observed  with  other  species  of  birds  and  game,  that  when 
their  numbers  have  been  reduced  sufficiently,  it  seems  almost 
impossible  to  bring  them  back.  It  teaches  that  conservationists 
must  be  constantly  on  the  alert  to  keep  the  remaining  supply  of 
wild  life  from  falling  below  that  danger  point. 

CHECiaNQ   PREDATORY   CATS 

The  Commission  has  before  called  the  attention  of  the  Legisla- 
ture to  the  great  damage  inflicted  upon  many  forms  of  wild  life 
by  uncontrolled  numbers  of  predatory  cats.  Since  the  filing  of 
the  last  annual  report,  evidence  of  this  destructiveness  has  con- 
tinued to  accumulate.  In  fact,  it  is  universally  admitted  by 
those  who  have  made  a  study  of  this  subject  that  uncontrolled 
cats  are  one  of  the  greatest  menaces  with  which  bird  life  has  to 
contend.  The  Conmiission  accordingly  recommends  that  the 
Legislature  empower  it  to  take  effective  steps  to  limit  the  number 
of  unnecessary  cats. 
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This  suggestion  is  in  no. way  directed  at  valuable  house  cats  or 
cats  that  are  necessary  about  barns  and  other  farm  property.  If 
a  license  costing  only  a  nominal  sum  is  required  for  all  such 
valuable  cats,  it  will  impose  no  hardship  upon  agricultural  com- 
munities. At  the  same  time  it  will  make  it  possible  to  systematic- 
ally destroy  the  unlicensed  cats,  many  of  which  claim  no  home 
and  live  entirely  on  the  country.  The  resulting  benefit  to  bird 
life,  and  thus  to  agriculture  and  to  sport  in  general,  will  be 
unquestionable. 

GAME  CENSUS 

The  work  of  the  game  census  has  been  continued  throughout 
the  year  and  game  protectors  have  been  required,  as  before,  to 
make  weekly  reports  to  the  Commission,  through  their  Division 
Chiefs,  of  the  game  actually  seen  by  them  in  the  course  of  their 
patrol  work.  Special  reports  upon  game  conditions  have  also 
been  required  from  time  to  time.  The  quality  of  these  reports 
has  increased  noticeably  as  the  work  has  been  continued,  thus 
proving  that  one  of  the  important  results  of  such  reports  is  that 
it  makes  the  protectors  themselves  more  observant  and  gives  them 
more  exact  information  regarding  game  conditions  in  the  territory 
which  they  cover.  It  is  of  course  fundamental  that  no  man  can  be 
an  efficient  game  protector  unless  he  has  first-hand  knowledge  of 
the  game  which  he  is  required  to  protect. 

It  is  impossible  to  state  in  figures  the  amount  of  game  in  the 
State,  except  with  such  large  animals  as  deer.  The  game  census 
is  accordingly  not  conducted  with  an  idea  of  making  a  numerical 
estimate  of  any  game  except  the  deer,  the  work  being  directed  for 
the  purpose  of  obtaining  as  much  information  as  possible  regard- 
it^g  ganie  conditions,  and  the  general  abundance  of  different 
species  in  different  sections.  Some  of  the  more  important  results 
of  this  work  are  briefly  covered  in  the  following  paragraphs. 

Deer.  From  the  beginning  of  the  game  census  in  August,  1915, 
to  October  1,  1917,  the  game  protectors  have  reported  14,369  ob- 
servations of  deer,  stating  on  their  report  cards  whether  the  sex 
was  undetermined,  or  whether  the  deer  observed  were  bucks,  does 
accompanied  by  fawns,  does  unaccompanied  by  fawns,  or  fawns. 
The  very  large  number  of  observations  made,  covering  every 
season  of  the  year,  makes  it  possible,  in  accordance  with  estab- 
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lifihed  principles  of  Btatiatical  interpretation,  to  reach  definite 
concliudonfl  regarding  the  working  of  the  buck  law.  It  may  be 
stated  briefly  here  that  in  the  14,36&  observations  upon  deer,  it 
was  not  possible  in  7,561  cases  to  determine  the  sez,  due  to  the 
fact  that  the  deer  were  too  far  off,  or  that  the  observation  was 
made  in  the  winter  or  early  spring  before  the  horns  of  the  bucks 
had  appeared.  In  5,743  cases,  however,  the  sex  was  positively 
determined,  the  summary  of  the  observations  showing  that  1,989 
bucks  were  seen,  and  3,743  does,  or  a  proportion  of  approximately 
two  does  to  one  bucL  Inasmuch  as  a  proportion  of  four  does  to 
one  buck  has  been  found  to  be  thoroughly  safe,  it  is  thus  apparent 
that  the  buck  law  is  accomplishing  the  purpose  for  which  it  was 
designed.  In  view  of  the  rarity  with  which  fawns  are  seen  in 
the  woods,  and  because  of  the  well  known  fact  that  does  secrete 
their  fawns  and  often  travel  about  unaccompanied  by  them,  it  is 
interesting  to  find  that  of  the  total  number  of  3,754  does  observed, 
718  were  accompanied  by  fawns.  The  total  number  of  fawns 
seen  was  1,075.  These  facts  alone  indicate  that  the  deer  are 
breeding  normally. 

In  interpreting  the  statistics  of  the  deer  census,  it  is  recog- 
nized that  the  same  deer  will  sometimes  be  seen  more  than  once. 
The  reports  of  '^deer  seen"  accordingly  mean,  in  exact  lan- 
guage, "observations  of  deer."  The  very  large  number  of  ob- 
servations, made  continuously  over  a  long  period  of  time,  nullify 
the  effect  of  any  duplicated  observations  upon  the  same  animals. 

In  the  deer  hunting  season  of  1916,  and  again  in  1917,  the 
protectors  were  required  to  report  the  estimated  number  of 
hunters  in  their  districts  during  each  of  the  seasons,  and  the  esti- 
mated number  of  deer  that  they  shot.  In  1917  they  obtained  the 
cooperation  of  hotels,  boarding  houses  and  guides  in  compiling 
their  reports  and  before  transmitting  them  to  the  Albany  office 
discussed  their  conclusions  in  their  monthly  Division  meetings. 
The  reports,  even  though  they  are  estimates,  are  accordingly 
based  upon  careful  observations  and  deliberate  judgment.  It  is 
much  easier  to  obtain  information  regarding  the  number  of 
hunters  in  a  district  than  the  number  of  deer  shot,  and  the  reports 
of  the  number  of  hunters  are  for  that  reason  considered  more 
accurate.  The  total  number  of  deer  hunters  reported  in  the  state 
for  the  season  of  1917  was  37,067. 
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The  protectors  reported  that  these  37,067  hunters  shot  5,543 
deer.  Eaports  from  tanneries,  however,  show  5,886  Adirondack 
deer  hides  purchased  since  October  1,  1917,  with  a  great  many 
still  coming  in  from  local  fur  buyers.  On  the  basis  of  this  evi- 
dence, the  Commission  believes  it  justifiable  to  assume  that  the 
annual  deer  kill  of  the  State  is  between  8,000  and  10,000. 

For  two  successive  years  the  protectors  have  made  examinations 
of  their  districts  in  the  late  winter,  when  the  snow  was  deepest 
and  the  deer  were  yarded,  for  the  purpose  of  estimating  the  num- 
ber of  deer  in  each  district  The  results  of  the  second  examina- 
tion were  thus  based  upon  the  experience  gained  in  making  the 
first,  as  well  as  upon  the  knowledge  acquired  while  making  weekly 
reports  of  all  deer  seen  during  more  than  a  year  and  a  half.  The 
conclusions  were  discussed  in  the  monthly  Division  meetings,  and 
checked  by  the  Division  Chiefs  before  transmittal  to  the  office. 
The  Commission's  estimate  of  the  total  deer  population  of  the 
State  is  thus  based  upon  a  long  examination  and  careful  weighing 
of  the  reports.  It  is  estimated  that  there  are  approximately 
50,000  deer  in  the  State. 

The  large  number  of  hunters,  who  find  every  part  of  the  woods 
more  easily  accessible  than  ever  before,  on  account  of  roads  and 
automobiles,  make  it  apparent  that  the  condition  of  the  State's 
deer  herds  must  be  watched  with  great  care.  The  present  deer 
law  is  working  very  satisfactorily,  but  the  Commission  believes 
that  it  would  be  improved  by  opening  the  season  on  October  15, 
instead  of  October  1,  thus  cutting  out  two  weeks  when  the  leaves 
are  thick  on  the  trees  and  it  is  very  difficult  to  distinguish  a  buck 
from  a  doe.  It  is  imperative  that  every  safeguard  possible  be 
thrown  about  the  does,  in  order  to  maintain  a  continuous  deer 
supply.  It  is  also  advisable  to  reduce  the  bag  limit,  allowing  one 
buck  to  a  hunter,  instead  of  two  as  at  present.  Hunters  should 
also  be  required  to  report  deer  killed  by  them,  as  in.  no  other  way 
can  absolutely  accurate  information  regarding  the  annual  kill  be 
obtained.  These  subjects  were  discussed  more  fully  in  the  last 
annual  report. 

Waterfowl.  Reports  on  waterfowl,  which  have  been  very  com- 
plete during  the  last  year,  prove  conclusively  that  these  birds, 
which  were  formerly  hunted  throughout  their  entire  migratory 
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range,  but  which  are  now  protected  by  the  Federal  Migratoiy 
Bird  Law,  are  increasing  at  a  very  rapid  rata  Many  of  the  birds 
ne9t  in  the  far  north,  but  reports  of  game  protectors,  in  localities 
where  the  birds  would  naturally  breed,  show  a  very  marked 
increase  in  the  extent  to  which  waterfowl  are  now  breeding  within 
the  State  of  New  York.  The  Conamission's  statistics  on  water- 
fowl constitute  an  important  addition  to  the  mass  of  evidence  that 
has  been  collected  in  all  parts  of  the  United  States  on  the  prac- 
tical effect  of  the  Federal  Migratory  Bird  Law. 

Song  and  Insectivorous  Birds.  The  game  census  reports  show 
the  same  increase  in  song  and  insectivorous  birds,  and  in  fact  in 
practically  all  migratory  species,  as  in  the  waterfowl.  This 
increase  has  been  so  marked  with  certain  species,  such  as  meadow 
larks^  bobolinks  and  robins,  that  many  protectors  have  voluntarily 
written  special  reports  about  it  It  is  of  the  utmost  significance 
to  farmers,  since  these  birds  are  tremendous  destroyers  of  noxious 
insects  and  weed  seeds.  Definite  information  of  this  sort  is 
invaluable  as  a  bulwark  against  any  attempt  to  impair  the  opera- 
tion of  the  laws  protecting  these  birds. 

Ruffed  Orouse.  The  alarming  decrease  in  the  number  of  ruffed 
grouse  in  all  parts  of  the  State  caused  the  Commission  to  make  a 
special  investigation  of  this  subject.  Special  detailed  reports  on 
the  grouse  situation  were  required  from  every  game  protector 
and  forest  ranger,  and  in  order  to  insure  uniformity  in  these 
reports  and  facilitate  ease  of  tabulation  and  interpretation,  a 
printed  questionaire  was  provided.  In  addition  the  questionaire 
was  sent  to  every  fish  and  game  association  in  the  State  with 
a  request  that  the  association  supply  the  information  desired. 
The  great  interest  of  sportsmen  in  this  game  bird  was  overwhelm- 
ingly indicated  by  the  character  of  the  replies.  To  these  reports 
there  were  then  added  summaries  of  all  of  the  weekly  game  census 
reports  on  grouse  sent  in  by  the  game  protectors  since  August, 
1915,  and  also  tables  of  statistics  on  rainfall  during  the  last  three 
nesting  seasons.  All  of  this  data  was  turned  over  to  the  Ameri- 
can Game  Protective  Association  for  use  in  connection  with 
reports  from  all  parts  of  the  United  States,  in  an  effort  to  bring 
about  comprehensive  measures  to  save  the  grouse  in  every  State 
where  it  is  now  threatened  with  extinction. 
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The  causes  resulting  in  the  decrease  of  grouse  are  not  easy  of 
analysis,  and  it  is  difficult  to  make  a  proper  appraisal  of  the  value 
to  be  attached  to  each  cause.  Without  attempting  to  go  into  a  com- 
plete discussion  in  this  short  report,  it  may  be  stated  here  that 
they  include  cold,  wet  nesting  seasons  during  the  last  three  years, 
an  increase  in  predatory  animals  and  birds,  and  greatly  increased 
hunting  during  the  open  season.  The  increased  hunting  is  due  to 
the  fact  that  the  automobile  and  improved  roads  have  made  it  pos- 
sible for  hunters  to  go  much  farther  afield  than  formerly,  and  to 
hunt  over  far  more  covers  in  a  single  day  than  was  ever  before 
possible.  Other  causes  have  undoubtedly  also  contributed  to  the 
decrease. 

Closing  the  season  for  a  period  of  years,  that  the  remaining 
Inrds  may  have  a  chance  to  increase,  was  overwhelmingly  favored 
by  both  sportsmen's  associations  and  the  Commission's  field  force, 
the  larger  number  considering  two  years  a  proper  time. 

Woodcock.  Data  on  woodcock  very  similar  to  that  collected 
on  the  grouse,  though  not  so  complete,  has  been  collected.  It  is 
much  more  difficult  of  interpretation,  because  of  the  fact  that  the 
woodcock  is  not  thoroughly  understood  by  men  who  have  not 
hunted  it  extensively  or  made  a  careful  study  of  its  habits.  The 
woodcock  reports  are  accordingly  somewhat  conflicting  and  a 
proper  interpretation  of  them  requires  that  the  qualifications  of 
the  person  reporting  be  properly  appraised. 

Qeneral  Comments  on  Qame  Census  Work.  In  the  conduct 
of  the  game  census,  it  has  become  increasingly  apparent  that  until 
this  work  was  started  the  department  had  very  insufficient 
information  regarding  the  wild  life  that  it  is  required  to  conserve. 
The  game  census  has  been  one  of  the  means  adopted  to  overcome 
this  difficulty.  It  has  become  evident,  however,  that  work  of  this 
sort  is  work  for  a  specialist,  such  as  is  not  now  available  in  the 
department.  Questions  of  fact  regarding  wild  life  are  continually 
arising,  which  require  for  their  proper  solution  as  accurate 
information  as  a  stockman  has  regarding  his  own  herds.  For 
instance,  under  the  present  system  in  force,  if  a  petition  is  filed 
asking  for  additional  protection  for  a  certain  species,  or  asking 
that  protection  be  modified,  as  by  permitting  the  taking  of  rabbits 
with  ferrets,  a  hearing  is  held  in  the  county  where  the  petition 
originates.     Tbese  hearings  are  usually  well  attended  by  the 
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signers  of  the  petition,  though  by  no  means  invariably  so,  and  it 
frequently  happens  that  there  are  no  appearances  on  the  opposite 
side.  The  Commission  then  makes  its  decision,  largely  in 
accordance  with  the  evidence  presented  at  the  hearing.  It  is  true 
that  the  Commission  may  make  an  independent  investigation,  and 
frequently  does  so  to  the  extent  of  its  facilities.  Such  investiga- 
tions, to  be  properly  conducted,  should  be  made  by  a  trained 
naturalist,  and  there  is  now  no  provision  for  such  a  man  in  the 
appropriations. 

JURISDICTION  OVER  TIDAL  WATERS 

It  is  desired  to  call  the  attention  of  the  Legislature  again  to  the 
fact  that  the  Conservation  Commission  is  without  adequate  juris- 
diction over  the  waters  of  the  marine  district.  Thus  those  waters 
are  open  to  uncontrolled  commercial  exploitation.  No  objection 
could  arise  from  this  if  that  exploitation  did  not  impair  future 
fish  resources.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  however,  it  greatly  impairs  it, 
and  in  some  cases  is  resulting  in  the  practical  extinction  of 
valuable  species  of  fish. 

The  Commission  believes  that  it  should  be  given  the  same 
jurisdiction  over  tidal  waters  that  it  has  over  other  waters,  in 
order  that  the  size  of  fish  taken  may  be  regulated  in  accordance 
with  the  ages  at  which  they  spawn,  and  that  they  may  be  permitted 
to  reach  their  spawning  beds  unmolested.  Until  such  regulation 
is  put  into  effect,  the  marine  fisheries  will  continue  to  be  the 
weakest  link  in  the  State's  entire  scheme  of  conservation. 

BUREAU  OF  INLAND  FISHERIES 

The  receipts  from  the  licensing  of  nets  and  set  lines  for  the 
fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1917,  were  $19,902.23,  which  was  an 
increase  of  $3,011.95.  Licensed  fishermen  reported  for  the  same 
period  a  total  of  5,001,847  pounds  of  fish  taken.  The  number  of 
shad  taken  in  the  Hudson  river  showed  a  decided  falling  off,  the 
total  being  only  25,206  pounds,  as  against  87,114  pounds  for  the 
year  1912,  five  years  ago.  It  is  thus  clearly  apparent,  upon  these 
figures  alone,  that  unless  some  restriction  is  placed  upon  the  use 
of  nets  below  Verplank's  Point,  so  that  the  shad  can  reach  their 
natural  spawning  grounds,  the  shad  fishery  in  the  Hudson  river 
will  not  long  survive. 
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BUREAU  OF  MARINE  FISHERIES 

The  receipts  of  the  Bureau  of  Marine  Fisheries  from  rentals, 
taxes,  penalties,  license  fees,  sanitary  certificates  and  miscellane* 
ous  sources,  for  the  fijscal  year  ending  June  30,  1917,  were 
$33,077.73.  During  this  period  leases  were  executed  for  a  total 
of  2,239  acres.  At  the  close  of  the  year  246  leases,  covering 
13,529.15  acres,  and  645  franchises,  covering  13,659.11  acres, 
were  in  force.  This  gives  a  total  of  27,188.26  acres  under  lease 
and  franchise.  The  total  number  of  acres  surveyed  during  the 
year  was  1,325.5. 

As  stated  in  the  last  annual  report,  the  new  rental  charge  for 
leases  has  been  advanced  to  $2  per  acre,  instead  of  the  former 
price  of  25  cents  per  acre.  The  old  price  was  altogether  too  low 
and  it  is  believed  .that  the  new  rental  of  $2  per  acre  is  equitable 
for  both  parties.  It  of  course  increases  the  receipts  of  the  bureau 
very  materially. 

During  the  year  the  United  States  government  has  restricted 
the  use  of  large  areas  of  oyster  beds  on  account  of  war  considera- 
tions. Whenever  these  restrictions  are  removed,  the  further  culti- 
vation of  the  beds  will  yield  very  important  returns. 

In  the  last  annual  report  the  Commission  recommended  that  all 
boats  working  the  State  oyster  grounds  be  required  to  take  out 
licenses  and  fly  a  distinctive  flag.  A  nominal  fee  of  not  to  exceed 
$5  for  each  boat  was  recommended.  Such  a  license  provision 
would  permit  much  more  effective  supervision  and  would  also 
prevent  the  residents  of  other  states  working  the  New  York  State 
grounds. 

The  oyster  business  in  the  State  in  the  past  two  years  has  met 
with  some  quite  severe  reverses,  owing  to  the  fact  that  the  oyster 
seed,  upon  which  the  oystermen  depend,  has  been  very  small 
in  comparison  with  previous  years,  thereby  forcing  the  planters 
to  purchase  a  large  portion  of  their  seed  from  southern  and  east- 
em  waters  at  a  very  great  additional  cost  to  them.  Only  the 
larger  planters  were  able  to  do  this  to  any  great  extent.  How- 
ever, in  spite  of  this  fact,  there  has  been  a  normal  yield  of  mai^ 
ketable  oysters  during  the  past  year. 

The  majority  of  the  oyster  dealers  are  in  sympathy  with  any 
enactment  that  will  tend  to  raise  the  standard  of  purity  of  the 
oysters  before  the  general  public.     Therefore  it  is  especially  neces- 
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saiy  for  this  Bureau  to  be  provided  with  a  bacteriologist.  At 
the  present  time  it  is  necessary  to  depend  upon  information 
furnished  by  bacteriologists  of  the  New  York  City  Bureau  of 
Chemistry,  who  furnish  this  data  to  the  Bureau  out  of  courtesy. 

During  the  past  year  the  State  boat  ^^  Bednav  "  has  been  of 
great  service  to  the  Bureau,  in  aiding  the  Acting  Surveyor  and  his 
assistants  in  making  surveys  and  examinations  of  the  menu* 
ments  and  signals  in  the  marine  district.  For  that  work,  it  is 
very  essential  that  the  ^^Hednav'^  be  supplied  with  a  suitable 
power  doiy  of  sufficient  size  to  carry  material  to  and  from  shore. 
During  the  past  year  there  were  nine  original  surveys  made, 
covering  513.9  acres,  and  24  relocation  surveys,  covering  1,054.6 
acres.  During  the  period  of  June,  July  and  August  an  inspec- 
tion was  made  of  the  survey  and  triangulation  stations  along 
the  north  shore  of  Long  Island.  As  these  points  control  the 
entire  system  of  shell  fish  ground  surveys,  it  is  essential  that  they 
be  maintained  and  inspected  annually.  A  total  of  127  stations 
were  inspected  and  new  measurements  taken  to  preserve  their 
location,  and  eighteen  tripods  were  painted  and  otherwise  repaired. 
It  is  interesting  to  note  that  in  the  survey  for  a  new  chart  of 
Huntington  Bay,  made  for  the  United  States  Coast  and  Geodetic 
Survey  during  1916,  the  geographical  positions  of  the  tripods 
under  jurisdiction  of  the  Conservation  Commission  in  this  vicin- 
ity, as  computed  by  the  Bureau  of  Marine  Fisheries,  were  used 
by  the  Coast  and  Geodetic  Survey,  without  any  new  survey  being 
necessary. 

From  April  16th  to  27th  an  examination  of  the  natural  growth 
of  oysters  was  made  in  Staten  Island  Sound,  from  Ward's  Point 
to  Elizabethport,  and  at  a  hearing  a  few  days  later,  the  Commis- 
sion decided  not  to  issue  leases  for  this  area. 

The  "  Rednav  "  also  assisted  in  an  examination  to  determine 
the  condition  and  extent  of  the  mussel  beds  on  the  north  shore 
of  Long  Island,  in  an  investigation  conducted  by  the  United 
States  Bureau  of  Fisheries. 

BUREAU  OF  FISH  CULTURE 

Since  the  filing  of  the  last  annual  report,  the  State  has  suffered 
a  great  loss  in  the  death  of  Dr.  Tarleton  H.  Bean,  who  had  occu- 
pied the  position  of  fish  culturist  for  the  last  ten  years.      Ih*. 
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Bean  was  a  jfish  culturist  of  world-wide  experience  and  reputation, 
and  under  his  direction  the  fish  cultural  work  of  the  State  of  New 
York  took  first  rank  among  all  of  the  states  of  this  country. 

Following  Dr.  Bean's  death,  steps  were  taken  to  ohtain  a  fish 
culturist  who  would  be  able  to  build  upon  the  foundation  that 
Dr.  Bean  had  left,  and  introduce  constructive  methods  of  fish 
propagation  that  would  make  it  possible  for  the  great  number  of 
streams  and  lakes  in  New  York  to  yield  their  maximum  supply 
of  fish.  It  was  felt  that  the  problem  presented  was  not  simply 
that  of  producing  greater  numbers  of  the  more  interesting  game 
fish,  but  rather  that  of  making  the  State's  waters  give  a  maximum 
yield  of  the  food  varieties.  This  means  an  intensive  development 
of  the  State's  fish  cultural  work  in  all  directions.  Acting  upon 
the  advice  of  Hon.  Hugh  M.  Smith,  Commissioner  of  Fisheries 
of  the  U.  S.  Bureau  of  Fisheries,  John  W.  Titcomb,  who  had  been 
for  many  years  in  charge  of  the  Bureau  of  Fisheries'  Hatcheries 
and  Field  Stations  in  the  United  States  and  Alaska,  had  intro- 
duced fish  cultural  work  into  South  America,  and,  as  Fish  and 
Gkune  Commissioner  of  the  State  of  Vermont,  had  been  very 
successful  in  the  intensive  cultivation  of  that  State's  fishing 
waters,  was  appointed  Fish  Culturist. 

Since  Mr.  Titcomb's  appointment  on  March  1,  1917,  a  very 
careful  study  has  been  made  of  all  of  the  State  hatcheries  and 
of  methods  of  securing  the  maximum  results  from  their  operation. 
The  declaration  of  war  last  April  and  the  necessity  that  immedi- 
ately arose  for  developing  increased  food  resources  gave  an  added 
stimulus  to  the  work  of  developing  this  Bureau.  The  Com- 
mission feels  that,  great  as  the  strides  in  fish  culture  have  been, 
there  are  greater  ones  still  to  be  taken.  Our  lakes  and  streams  are 
by  no  means  yielding  their  maximum  in  fish  food.  The  Commis- 
sion is  satisfied,  as  a  result  of  the  study  that  has  been  made  during 
the  last  few  months,  that  they  are  capable  of  a  tremendous  increase 
in  this  direction.  Some  of  the  plans  that  have  been  worked  out  for 
accomplishing  this  end  are  briefly  covered  in  the  following  para- 
graphs. It  will  be  evident  upon  considering  these  plans  that,  in 
general,  they  can  not  be  made  to  yield  immediate  results.  It  must 
be  remembered  that  it  takes  several  years  to  grow  fish  to  edible 
size,  even  after  all  preliminary  steps  to  plant  the  fish  have  been 
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taken.  If  such  an  increased  food  supply  had  been  created  for 
thifi  year's  emergency,  it  would  have  been  necessary  to  have  started 
the  work  several  years  ago.  The  importance  of  undertaking  the 
work  at  this  time  is  therefore  all  the  more  apparent  if  we  wkh 
to  save  the  State  in  the  future  from  finding  itself  in  a  position 
where  a  large  amount  of  most  valuable  food  might  have  been 
available  had  adequate  measures  been  instituted  in  advanca 

The  work  of  tfie  Commission  in  developing  the  wider  utilisa- 
tion of  food  fishes  is  capable  of  taking  a  long  step  forward,  until  it 
is  comparable  within  the  State's  borders  to  develoimiental  work 
conducted  by  the  U.  S.  Bureau  of  Fisheries.  Properly  directed, 
Buch  pi(meer  work  will  be  productive  of  enormous  quantities  of 
food  fishes  in  the  future.  The  end  to  be  kept  in  view  in  all  fish 
cultural  woik  is  not  simply  the  stocking  of  fish  in  the  waters,  but 
rather  the  ultimate  taking  of  fish  in  large  quantities* 

The  propagation  of  fish  comes  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the 
Fish  Oulturist,  while  the  issuance  of  licenses  for  the  commercial 
taking  of  fish  is  in  charge  of  the  Superintendent  of  Inland  Fish- 
eries. Accordingly,  in  the  effort  to  develop  greater  quantities  of 
fish  food,  both  the  Fish  Oulturist  and  the  Superintendent  of 
Inland  Fisheries  have  cooperated 

Financial.  Ihiring  the  fiscal  year  1916-1917  the  wages  of 
hatchery  employees  amounted  to  $41,913.55.  During  the  last  six 
months  of  that  fiscal  year  there  was  a  general  increase  in  the  wages 
paid.  The  appropriation  for  the  present  fiscal  year  is  $40,000,  or 
$1,913  less  than  provided  last  year,  and  the  increased  wages  which 
prevailed  for  only  six  months  last  year  must  prevail  for  twelve 
months  this  year.  In  order  to  avoid  a  deficit,  the  for^nen  were 
instructed  to  reduce  the  number  of  employees  to  a  minimum  with- 
out hampering  the  work  during  the  periods  of  egg  collections.  By 
this  means  a  saving  has  been  effected  for  the  first  six  months  in  the 
year  of  $1,146.11,  and  it  is  now  believed  that  it  will  be  possible  to 
continue  operations  through  the  balance  of  the  fiscal  year  without 
asking  for  an  increase  in  the  appropriation.  It  is  not  believed 
that  ^ciency  in  strictly  fish  cultural  matters  has  at  all  been 
sacrificed.  In  matters  pertaining  to  the  physical  conditions  of 
the  stations,  undoubtedly  more  work  would  have  been  done  had 
funds  been  available,  and  this  favorable  financial  statement  cannot 
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be  used  as  a  basis  for  the  appropriation  for  the  next  fiscal  year. 
More  increases  in  wages  will  have  to  be  granted  in  order  to  hold 
the  best  men  in  the  service,  and  with  the  plans  for  the  increased 
rearing  of  fish  to  fingerlings  and  an  extension  in  field  operations, 
the  larger  appropriation  already  asked  for  seems  to  be  desirable 
and  necessary.  It  is  believed,  however,  that  at  some  of  the  stations 
the  efficiency  of  past  years  can  be  maintained  with  less  employees 
than  it  has  heretofore  been  the  custom  to  keep  on  the  payroll.  On 
the  other  hand,  as  the  usefulness  of  some  stations  will  be  expanded, 
it  may  be  necessary  to  increase  the  number  of  employees. 

It  must  be  borne  in  mind  that  the  opportunities  for  field  work 
in  fish  culture  are  limited  only  to  the  amount  of  funds  available 
for  its  prosecution. 

Improving  the  Efficiency  of  Hatcliery  Employees.  The 
system  in  force  in  paying  employees  at  the  hatcheries,  other! 
than  the  hatchery  superintendents,  has  been  that  of  classifying 
them  as  laborers  with  a  per  diem  rate  of  pay.  It  is  believed  that 
far  better  results  can  be  accomplished  by  grading  them  according 
to  their  terms  of  service  and  giving  them  a  monthly  salary. 

The  man  who  is  a  real  fish  culturist,  competent  to  go  into  the 
field  and  set  devices  for  taking  spawning  fish,  ^trip  the  fish  and 
secure  good  eggs,  is  worth  far  more  to  the  Commission  than  is  the 
ordinary  laborer,  no  matter  how  competent  the  latter  may  be  at 
unskilled  work.  The  fish  culturist  should  be  encouraged  by 
receiving  more  wages  than  the  man  who  is  taken  on  temporarily 
during  the  busy  season.  To  get  the  best  results  at  any  hatchery, 
practically  all  of  the  employees  should  be  trained  in  fish  culture, 
but  at  present  there  is  not  a  sufficient  incentive.  It  is  just  as 
necessary,  in  order  to  get  the  best  results  at  a  fish  hatchery,  to 
have  the  employees  trained  in  fish  cultural  T^ork  as  it  is  in  the 
army  to  have  trained  soldiers. 

The  present  policy  of  paying  men  wages  by  the  day  results  in 
very  few  real  fish  culturists  at  the  hatcheries.  Even  at  an  old 
established  station  like  the  Caledonia  Hatchery,  only  three  men 
out  of  ten  on  the  payroll  understand  stripping  fitsh.  The  propor- 
tion at  some  of  the  other  hatcheries  is  the  same  as  at  Caledonia, 
while  at  a  few  of  the  stations  not  one  of  the  men  besides  the  fore- 
man is  competent  to  go  into  the  field  and  collect  eggs.     If  the 
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employees  are  placed  upon  a  monthly  salary  and  promotion  is 
based  upon  efficiency  in  j&sh  cultural  work,  this  will  result  in 
securing  ambitious  young  men  who  are  anxious  to  take  up  fish 
culture  as  a  profession.  All  employees  in  the  United  States  Bureau 
of  Fisheries  secure  their  positions  through  a  Civil  Service  exam- 
ination. They  are  taken  into  the  service  as  Apprentice  Fish  Cul- 
turists  and  promoted  according  to  their  efficiency  and  period  of 
service.  As  a  result,  the  field  personnel  of  the  Bureau  is  made  up 
very  largely  of  young  men  who  are  a  real  asset  to  the  Bureau. 

Fish  Food.  The  item  of  fish  food  is  a  very  important  and 
unavoidable  one  in  connection  with  the  rearing  of  fish  to  finger- 
lings  before  planting  them.  Approximately  100,000  pounds  of 
food  are  annually  purchased  and  distributed  to  the  various  hatch- 
eries. During  the  past  year  the  prices  of  the  usual  foods,  such  as 
beef  and  hog  livers,  have  been  steadily  going  up.  Hog  livers  cost 
now  more  than  was  paid  for  beef  livers  a  year  ago.  In  order  to 
keep  within  the  appropriation  of  the  past  year,  other  foods  have 
been  substituted  for  liver.  This  food  cannot  be  used  exclusively ; 
but  by  mixing  it  about  half  and  half  with  the  beef  and  hog  livers, 
it  produces  satisfactory  results.  At  the  Chautauqua  Hatchery 
during  the  latter  part  of  the  season,  carp  caught  in  the  nets  set 
for  maskalonge  work  were  ground  up  and  satisfactorily  used  as 
fish  food.  Salt  cod  roe  was  substituted  to  some  extent  in  order 
to  reduce  the  price  of  food;  but  the  price  of  this  food  is  con- 
stantly rising.  Each  foreman  has  been  cautioned  to  use  any  kind 
of  food  which  is  available  locally,  and  this  will  include  the  rough 
fish  which  are  caught  during  the  spawning  season  when  the  men 
are  taking  more  desirable  fish  for  spa^vning  purposes. 

A  student  from  Cornell  University,  who  has  had  training  in 
fish  food  experiments,  is  employed  at  the  Caledonia  Hatchery, 
and  is  devoting  a  large  share  of  his  time  to  experiments  with 
different  kinds  of  fish  food,  with  a  view  to  ascertaining  their 
nutritive  qualities,  and  in  the  hope  that  a  cheaper  substitute  may 
be  found  to  replace  the  foods  which  have  been  commonly  used  in 
the  past. 

Distribution  of  Fish,  The  total  output  of  fish  fiy  and  finger- 
lings  fluring  the  calendar  year  1917,  as  detailed  in  the  accompany- 
ing table,  was  475,729,328,

This  figure  has  been  arrived  at  in  a  most  conservative  manner, 
and  while  it  apparently  indicates  a  falling  off  from  the  number  of 
the  preceding  year,  which  was  541,751,567,  it  nevertheless  gives 
results  which  will  compare  favorably  in  ultimate  results  with  that 
of  any  other  season.  The  smaller  number  of  fish  distributed  is 
largely  attributable  to  a  very  cold  spring,  which  resulted  in  a 
falling  off  in  the  pike  perch  work,  and  further  to  the  fact  that  in 
the  report  of  shad  and  black  bass  propagated  in  1916,  the  figures 
were  estimated.  Moreover,  in  1916,  8,000,000  tuUibee  were  propa- 
gated, whereas  in  1917  tuUibee  were  not  handled  at  all,  the  reason 
for  this  being  that  tullibee  are  not  taken  by  fishermen  at  the 
present  time,  and  their  extensive  propagation  accordingly  appeared 
unwise. 

During  the  year  3,537  applications  for  fish  were  filled  as  com- 
pared with  3,436  for  the  year  1916.    With  the  exception  of  a  few 
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applications  for  pike  perch,  and  a  larger  number  for  botli  large 
and  small  mouthed  black  bass,  the  allotments  to  applicants  were 
as  liberal  as  in  previous  years. 

Fish  Planting,  During  the  last  year  the  Commission  has  con- 
tinued its  work  of  thoroughly  educating  all  applicants  for  fish  as 
to  the  proper  methods  of  planting.  Large  numbers  of  a  booklet 
entitled  "Fish  Planting  in  Public  Waters,"  which  gives  these 
instructions  more  fully  than  any  other  publication,  have  been 
distributed. 

The  proper  observance  of  instructions  on  how  to  receive  and 
plant  jElah,  after  they  have  arrived  at  the  railroad  station  designated 
as  the  point  of  delivery,  is  highly  essential  to  successful  residts. 
It  is  quite  as  important  as  propagation  of  the  fish  at  the  hatcheries. 
Unless  the  fish  are  to  be  properly  planted  it  would  be  better  for 
the  State  not  to  incur  the  expense  involved  in  producing  them. 

In  many  instances,  if  funds  were  available,  it  would  save  wast- 
age if  trained  messengers  of  the  Commission  could  personally 
supervise  the  planting  of  every  can  of  fish,  but  this  would  involve  a 
special  messenger  trip  to  each  individual  applicant  and  multiply 
the  expense  now  incurred  in  fish  propagation.  The  only  alterna- 
tive is  to  furnish  each  individual  applicant  with  explicit  directions 
as  to  the  importance  of  regulating  the  tranperature  of  the  water 
in  the  cans  to  that  of  tlie  waters  to  which  the  fish  are  to  be  intro- 
duced, and  to  observe  all  other  precautions  conducive  to  successful 
results.  With  this  end  in  view,  the  acknowledgment  of  each  appli- 
cation has  printed  on  it  Instructions  How  to  Plant  Fish,  When 
notice  is  sent  to  the  applicant  on  what  train  to  expect  fish  to 
arrive,  it  also  gives  definite  instructions  on  how  to  plant  fish. 

In  some  counties  there  are  well  organized  clubs,  the  directing 
heads  of  which,  appreciating  the  importance  of  observing  instruc- 
tions, impress  it  upon  their  assistants ;  in  these  counties  very  good 
results  are  being  obtained  from  the  intelligent  annual  plantings 
which  are  being  made. 

Stream  Survey  of  Oneida  County.  The  stream  survey  of 
Oneida  county,  which  was  undertaken  two  years  ago  upon  an 
experimental  basis,  has  been  completed  and  the  results  have  been 
published  in  a  bulletin  and  distributed  largely  throughout  the 
county.  This  is  the  first  time  that  the  Commission  has  had 
available  complete  and  absolutely  ao^vrate  data  regarding  stream 
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conditions  over  any  large  area.  Strange  as  it  may  seem,  the 
State  has  for  years  been  shipping  millions  of  fish  for  public 
waters  without  having  authentic  infonnation  regarding  the  suit- 
ability of  those  waters  for  the  fish  shipped.  It  is  believed  that 
the  intensive  study  of  Oneida  county  and  the  working  plans  that 
have  been  evolved  as  a  result  of  this  study  will  eventually  over- 
come this  difficulty  for  that  one  county.  It  is  the  intention  of  the 
Bureau  of  Fish  Culture  to  obtain  similarly  reliable  information 
as  rapidly  as  possible  for  all  of  the  State's  public  waters.  This 
is  absolutely  necessary  if  hit  or  miss  methods  in  fish  planting  are 
to  be  avoided,  and  if  the  efficiency  which  has  already  been  devel- 
oped in  the  hatcheries  is  to  be  extended  to  the  streams. 

The  Whfteflsh,  A  careful  study  of  the  work  that  has  been 
done  during  many  years  in  the  stocking  of  many  lakes  with  white- 
fish  leads  to  the  conclusion  that  the  policy  of  the  State  with  regard 
to  this  fish  has  never  been  thoroughly  worked  out.  While  the 
whitefish  is  not  to  be  classed  for  a  moment  with  a  number  of  other 
species  as  regards  destructiveness  to  the  spawn  of  other  fishes,  it 
nevertheless  is  a  fact  that  the  whitefish  does  eat  spawn  and  young 
fry  in  lakes  inhabited  by  trout.  Moreover  an  examination  of  a 
number  of  whitefish  stomachs  indicates  that  in  some  of  these  lakes 
the  principal  food  of  the  whitefish  is  the  same  as  that  of  the  trout 
existing  under  similar  conditions.  Thus  it  is  a  competitor  of  the 
trout  and  in  trout  lakes  that  have  been  intensively  stocked  with 
whitefish  the  latter  is  unquestionably  being  fostered  to  the  detri- 

_  • 

ment  of  the  trout  In  such  lakes,  however,  most  of  which  are  in  the 
Adirondacks,  there  is  a  more  serious  argument  against  practices 
heretofore  in  force.  Though  the  State  has  for  years  been  stocking 
these  lakes  with  whitefish,  it  is  nevertheless  contrary  to  law  to 
take  them,  other  than  in  the  great  lakes,  except  by  angling.  In 
a  limited  number  of  the  Adirondack  lakes  whitefish  are  caught 
by  angling,  but  in  many  others  they  are  not  taken  by  angling  at 
all,  and  thus  for  all  practical  purposes  are  given  protection 
throughout  the  year. 

It  is  important  that  the  entire  policy  with  regard  to  whitefish 
be  revised  and  that  the  taking  of  these  fish  commercially  be  per- 
mitted in  some  of  the  lakes  where  they  are  abundant,  thus  making 
it  possible  for  the  public  to  obtain  some  benefit  for  the  expendi- 
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tures  which  have  been  made  in  stocking  these  waters.  In  other 
lakes,  where  it  is  not  advisable  to  permit  commercial  fisheries 
operations,  it  would  seem  that  the  whitefish  should  be  able  to 
maintain  themselves  by  natural  reproduction  in  suflBcient  num- 
bers to  compensate  for  all  that  may  be  removed  by  angling  alone, 
and  that  annual  stocking  hereafter  is  unnecessary  in  those  waters. 
In  other  words,  the  Commission  believes  that  the  whitefish  product 
of  the  hatcheries  should  be  planted  almost  exclusively  in  waters 
which  are  fished  commercially.  Plans  to  this  end  are  being 
developed. 

The  Adirondack  frost  fish  is  one  of  the  minor  white  fishes  which 
is  abundant  in  some  of  the  Adirondack  lakes.  It  has  been  propa- 
gated by  the  State  for  years.  It  is  not  taken  by  angling,  how- 
ever, and  it  is  unlawful  to  fish  for  it  by  any  other  method.  It 
therefore  seems  futile  to  continue  the  propagation  of  this  species 
unless  some  means  are  found  whereby  they  may  be  caught  and 
utilized  as  a  food  fish. 

The  tuUibee,  another  species  of  whitefish,  has  been  extensively 
propagated  at  Constantia  and  yet  the  public  has  derived  no 
benefit  from  the  expense  thus  incurred.  For  this  reason  the  work 
was  discontinued  during  the  last  spawning  season.  Attempts  are 
being  made  by  the  Commission,  however,  to  develop  a  method  for 
establishing  and  regulating  a  commercial  fishery  for  this  species 
and  if  they  are  successful  its  propagation  will  be  resumed. 

The  Carp.  The  German  carp  was  introduced  to  the  waters  of 
New  York  a  great  many  years  ago,  at  a  time  when  its  habits  and 
requirements  as  to  water  supply  were  not  fully  understood.  As  a 
result,  they  were  planted  in  many  of  the  clear  water  lakes  and 
streams  where  they  do  not  multiply  or  grow  rapidly  and  can- 
not take  the  place  of  the  indigenous  food  fishes  of  those  waters. 
Nevertheless,  they  have  thrived  sufficiently  to  become  a  menace, 
in  that  they  are  destructive  to  the  spawn  of  other  fishes.  Ordi- 
narily, both  the  large  and  small-mouthed  black  bass  are  perfectly 
competent  to  protect  their  nests  against  all  native  fishes,  and  it  is 
the  custom  for  the  male  bass  to  guard  the  nest  until  the  young 
have  hatched  and  scattered ;  but  the  carp  travel  in  schools  and  are 
thus  enabled  to  crowd  the  bass  from  the  nest.  Their  activities 
are  not  confined  to  the  spawning  beds  of  the  bass,  but  have  a 
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detrimental  effect  upon  the  spawning  operations  of  all  species 
with  which  they  come  in  contact. 

For  this  reason  it  seems  desirable  to  reduce  the  carp  to  a  mini- 
mum in  all  of  the  inland  lakes  of  the  State,  not  for  the  purpose  of 
fostering  a  commercial  fishery,  but  for  the  purpose  of  clearing 
these  lakes  of  a  fish  which  is  so  hostile  to  more  valuable  food  and 
game  fishes.  The  Commission,  therefore,  intends  that  information 
be  gathered  and  plans  be  made  to  provide  for  the  removal  of  the 
carp  next  spring  during  the  spawning  season,  either  with  State 
nets  or  by  licensing  fishermen  to  operate  under  proper  restric- 
tions. In  waters  where  the  bottom  permits  of  seining,  this  will  be 
the  best  method  to  effect  the  capture  of  the  carp,  because  any  of 
the  more  valuable  food  or  game  fishes  which  are  taken  in  the 
seine  may  be  returned  to  the  water  without  injury.  They  can 
also  be  caught  in  pound  or.  trapnets  and  the  more  valuable  fishes 
culled  out  and  returned  to  the  waters  unharmed. 

Marine  Fish  Hatchery  Needed.  In  the  absence  of  a  marine 
hatchery  the  Commission's  efforts  to  increase  the  production  of 
marine  fishes  is  quite  limited.  Eggs  of  the  flat  fish  and  tom 
cod  are  obtained  from  fish  destined  to  market,  the  points  of 
collection  being  a  day's  journey  from  Cold  Spring  Harbor, 
where  the  facilities  for  hatching  them  are  also  limited.  Never- 
theless this  work  is  conservation  of  the  most  important  kind. 
Plans  are  under  consideration  for  the  extension  of  this  work  by 
the  establishment  of  inexpensive,  permanent  collecting  stations,  at 
which  the  eggs  may  be  held  in  hatching  jars  for  periodical  trans- 
fer to  Cold  Spring  Harbor,  and  at  which  a  liberal  portion  of  the 
eggs  may  be  hatched  with  a  view  to  distributing  the  product  near 
where  the  eggs  are  collected. 

The  lobster  cannot  be  extensively  propagated  under  existing 
conditions,  but  if  the  Commission  had  facilities  to  rear  the  fry 
through  the  early  embryo  stages,  far  better  results  would  follow. 

For  such  operations  and  for  an  extension  of  marine  fish  culture 
on  a  scale  commensurate  with  its  importance,  a  suitably  located 
marine  hatchery  is  necessary. 

Fish  Cultural  Recommendations  Requiring  Legislation 

In  the  further  development  of  fish  cultural  operations,  the  Com- 
mission desires  to  make  a  number  of  recommendations  which  will 
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require  legislation   before  they   can   become   effective.      These 
recommendations  are  detailed  in  the  following  paragraphs : 

Utilization  of  Portions  of  tlie  Erie  Canal  for  the  Production 
of  Food  Fishes.  It  is  recommended  that  such  portions  of  the  old 
Erie  Canal  as  can  be  supplied  with  water  by  gravity  and  drained 
by  gramty  be  developed  for  the  propagation  of  various  species  of 
food  fishes  which  are  handled  by  the  method  Jcnown  as  pond 
culture. 

Following  the  construction  of  the  barge  canal,  many  sections 
of  the  old  Erie  canal  have  fallen  into  disuse.  Some  sections 
will  be  retained  by  the  State  as  a  protective  measure.  Some 
sections  have  already  been  turned  over  to  the  Land  Board  for 
disposal.  Some  of  the  sections  retained  for  protective  measures 
and  some  of  the  condemned  sections  may  be,  at  nominal  expense, 
supplied  with  water  and  drained  by  gravity.  By  arranging  to 
regulate  the  water  supply  and  by  the  construction  of  baffle  dams  at 
the  locks  or  at  other  locations  favorable  for  economical  construc- 
tion, many  sections  of  the  canal  may  be  converted  into  fish  ponds 
quite  as  favorable  for  pond  cultural  operations  as  the  ponds  of  the 
St.  Lawrence  and  Oneida  hatcheries,  but  having  the  advantage  of 
being  of  mudi  larger  area. 

The  i)onds  at  these  hatcheries  are  now  used  for  the  propagation 
of  black  bass.  In  order  to  successfully  produce  the  basses,  either 
large  or  small  mouth,  it  is  customary  to  maintain  a  series  of  ponds 
of  from  one-half  to  one  or  two  acres  in  area,  and  a  well  built 
pond  cultural  station  costs  anywhere  from  $25,000  to  $100,000. 
While  it  is  evident  that  we  must  depend  very  largely  upon  a  pro- 
tective close  season,  when  the  bass  are  spawning,  for  maintaining 
the  supply,  the  present  pond  cultural  facilities  are  entirely  inade- 
quate for  meeting  the  demands  of  applicants. 

The  Oneida  hatchery  has  seven  ponds,  the  total  area  of  which 
is  approximately  two  and  one-third  acres.  The  St.  Lawrence 
hatchery  has  five  ponds,  the  total  area  of  which  is  a  little  less  than 
three  acres.  A  section  of  the  old  Erie  canal  less  than  one-third  of 
a  mile  long  has  more  area  than  the  entire  pond  system  at  Con- 
stantia.  The  entire  pond  area  of  the  St.  Lawrence  hatchery 
amounts  to  less  than  a  half  mile  section  of  the  Erie  canal. 
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The  sections  of  the  canal  to  be  selected  for  pond  cultural  opera- 
tions will  run  from  60  to  70  feet  in  width,  although  there  will  be 
some  places  where  they  are  wider.  The  length  of  each  section 
will  be  gauged  generally  by  the  distance  between  the  locks,  but  in 
most  instances  will  run  from  a  quarter  of  a  mile  to  two  miles  in 
length.  It  is  estimated  that  somewhere  between  twenty  and 
thirty  miles  can  be  advantageously  utilized  with  a  very  smaU 
outlay  in  arranging  the  water  supply  and  drainage.  In  other 
words,  at  comparatively  small  expense,  we  can  produce  in  the 
abandoned  portions  of  the  canal  somewhere  from  20  to  50  times 
as  many  food  and  game  fishes  as  it  is  possible  now  to  produce  at 
the  pond  stations. 

There  are  many  desirable  food  fishes,  like  the  yellow  perch  and 
the  catfish,  which  can  be  produced  and  distributed  as  fingerlings. 
It  may  even  be  possible  to  produce  pikeperch  fingerlings  under 
such  favorable  conditions  as  the  canal  offers. 

The  canal  should  be  used  largely  for  producing  common  food 
fishes,  although  the  basses  should  be  raised  in  some  sections  to 
enable  the  Commission  to  fill  the  many  applications  which  it  is 
now  impossible  to  supply  adequately. 

The  Superintendent  of  Public  Works  and  the  State  Engineer 
are  ready  to  cooperate  in  this  plan  to  make  productive  sections  of 
the  canal  which  otherwise  are  of  no  value  except  for  the  purpose 
:)f  protection  against  damage  by  floods. 

The  State  of  New  York  has,  in  the  abandoned  canal,  an  oppor- 
tunity for  pond  cultural  operations  exceeding  in  area  all  of  the 
ponds  for  similar  work  now  under  the  control  of  the  United 
States  Bureau  of  Fisheries. 

Protection  of  Black  Bass.  It  is  recommended  that  the  close 
season  an  the  black  bass  be  extended  to  July  1st  in  order  to  more 
nearly  cover  the  entire  spavming  season. 

It  is  well  know^n  to  anglers  that  the  male  bass,  both  lai^e- 
mouth  and  smallmouth,  protects  the  nest  while  the  eggs  are  incu- 
bating and  for  a  short  period  after  the  fry  have  hatched,  after 
which  time  the  young  scatter  to  forage  for  themselves.  While  pro- 
tecting its  nest,  the  bass  resents  any  intrusion,  and  will  seize  almost 
anything  dropped  onto  the  nest  He  will  take  even  an  unbaited 
hook  dragged  over  it.  The  capture  of  these  guardians  of  the  eggs 
and  very  young  fry  is  easy  and  requires  no  skill ;  but  it  is  a  con- 
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servative  statauent  to  say  that  for  every  adult  bass  removed  from 
the  nest  there  is  a  corresponding  destruction  of  from  500  to  5000 
eggs  or  fry,  a  number  exceeding  the  average  of  little  bass  supplied 
by  the  Commission  on  each  application  for  stocking  purposes. 

In  normal  seasons  the  basses  have  finished  spawning  in  most 
New  York  waters  on  or  about  July  1st  The  past  season  was  so 
late  that  the  spawning  season  extended  well  past  the  middle  of 
July. 

If  the  nesting  bass  are  protected  until  the  1st  of  July,  it  is 
believed  that,  in  waters  suitable  for  them,  they  will  be  able  to 
maintain  themselves  by  natural  reproduction  to  the  limit  of 
the  natural  food  supply. 

Reflation  of  Fish  Planting  in  Public  Waters.  The  impor- 
tance of  a  permanent  policy  with  regard  to  the  selection  of  species 
which  should  he  introduced  into  public  waters  should  he  recog- 
nized, and  any  person  should  he  penaMzed  who  obtains  fish  hy  mis- 
representaiion  or  who  plants  fish  obtained  from  the  staie  in  waters 
other  thwn  those  which  his  applicaiion  describes. 

It  is  well  recognized  that  many  of  the  waters  in  this  State,  as 
well  as  elsewhere  throughout  the  country,  have  been  so  changed  by 
the  denudation  of  forests  or  by  other  causes  connected  with  the 
advance  of  civilization  that  the  kind  of  fish  which  will  thrive  best 
in  them  is  often  not  an  indigenous  species.  It  is  well  known  also 
that  in  the  early  history  of  fish  culture  a  great  many  mistakes 
were  made  by  the  introduction  of  foreign  species  of  fish  to  waters 
to  which  they  are  not  naturally  well  suited.  The  carp  was  indis- 
criminately introduced  throughout  New  York  and  New  England, 
where  the  waters  are  very  generally  cold  and  clear,  without  regard 
to  the  nature  of  their  habits  and  natural  requirements.  The  carp 
is  a  warm  water  fish  and  produces  best  results  in  sluggish  streams 
with  muddy  bottoms  and  having  a  prolific  growth  of  vegetation. 
It  is  very  destructive  to  spawning  beds  of  other  fishes.  Even  the 
black  bass,  which  protects  its  nest  during  the  period  of  incubation 
and  for  a  short  period  after  the  fry  have  hatched,  is  unable  to  cope 
with  the  German  importation,  which  has  a  habit  of  approaching  in 
massed  formation,  driving  the  bass  from  the  nest  and  completely 
destroying  the  eggs  or  fry.  There  are  very  few  waters  in  the 
State  of  New  York  in  which  the  carp  should  be  at  all  encouraged, 
and  in  most  waters  where  they  now  exist  every  possible  effort 
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should  be  made  to  keep  their  numbers  reduced  to  the  minimum  by 
licensing  the  use  of  nets  during  the  spawning  season,  when  they 
may  be  most  easily  taken,  or  at  other  seasons  of  the  year  under 
proper  r^ulations. 

The  black  bass,  both  large  and  small  mouth,  are  naturally  warm 
water  fishes,  but  in  the  early  days  of  fish  culture  they  were  intro- 
duced into  a  great  many  cold  water  ponds  and  lakes  much  better 
suited  to  the  trout  and  salmon  family.  As  a  result,  they  produced 
rather  indifferent  fishing,  but  in  many  instances  have  practically 
exterminated  the  trout 

The  brown  and  rainbow  trout  have  been  extensively  and  success- 
fully introduced  into  many  waters  of  this  State.  In  some  of  the 
larger  streams  in  which  the  conditions  have  changed  as  to  water 
temperature,  it  is  possible  that  the  waters  are  best  suited  to  these 
species.  They  are,  however,  very  destructive  to  the  native  brook 
trout,  and  care  should  be  taken  to  safeguard  the  streams  which  are 
still  suitable  for  and  inhabited  by  the  native  trout. 

One  might  go  on  almost  indefinitely  in  making  illuBtrations 
such  as  these;  but  they  are  sufficient  to  show  the  importance  of 
proper  regulations  and  the  necessity  for  the  cooperation  of  all 
anglers,  to  the  end  that  the  integrity  of  our  waters  may  be  pre- 
served against  the  introduction  of  species  of  fish  foreign  to  them 
without  the  careful  deliberation  and  approval  of  this  Commission. 

Regulation  of  Fish  Planting  in  Private  Waters.  Legislation 
is  recommended  m^aking  fish  planting  in  private  waters  subject  to 
regtUaiion  and  control  of  the  Commission. 

Anglers,  like  other  people,  have  their  fads.  Some  men  prefer 
bass  fishing  to  any  other  kind.  It  may  happen  that  a  man  who  is 
fond  of  bass  fishing  will  stock  his  private  waters  with  black  bass, 
notwithstanding  the  fact  that  the  waters  are  better  suited  to  trout 
Perhaps  no  harm  is  done  in  such  a  case,  unless  the  introduction 
of  bass  into  these  private  waters  leads  to  the  stocking  also  of 
public  waters  with  bass  to  the  sacrifice  of  the  trout.  In  another 
instance,  the  angler  may  prefer  brown  trout  to  the  native  brook 
trout,  and  proceed  to  introduce  them  into  native  trout  waters 
which  do  not  contain  the  foreign  species,  thereby  introducing  a 
species  which  will  destroy  the  fishing  for  native  trout  in  waters 
to  which  the  private  waters  are  tributary.  This  is  the  argument 
for  recommending  a  law  which  will  place  under  the  control  of  this 
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Commission  the  regulation  of  all  plants  of  fish  made  by  indi- 
viduals, whether  in  streams,  ponds  or  lakes.  It  is  the  only  safe- 
guard against  the  ruin  of  many  fishing  waters^ 

State  Fish  for  Private  Waters.  It  is  recommended  that  the 
Commission  be  empowered  to  sell  fish  at  cost  for  stocking  private 
waters,  when  the  applicant  is  so  situated  that  he  cannot  easily 
obtain  them  from  commercial  hatcheries  or  other  commercial 
sources,  in  the  same  way  that  it  sells  young  trees  for  reforestation. 
The  farmer  shovM  be  encouraged  to  build  farm  fish  ponds  by 
giving  the  Commission  authority  to  furnish  sufficient  fish  for  brood 
stock  free  of  charge. 

It  is  often  very  inconvenient  for  individuals  who  wish  to  stock 
privately  posted  waters  to  obtain  &ah.  suitable  for  them.  Probably 
more  people  use  trout  than  any  other  species,  and  trout  are  usually 
obtainable  from  commercial  hatcheries ;  but  in  some  instances  the 
cost  of  transportation  is  almost  prohibitive.  It  is  recommended 
that  the  State  have  authority  to  sell  to  individuals  fish  for  stock- 
ing their  privately  controlled  waters,  just  as  the  Division  of  Lands 
and  Forests  has  authority  to  sell  young  trees  for  reforestation,  pro- 
vided that  it  does  not  interfere  with  the  supply  necessary  to  fill  all 
applications  for  public  waters.  The  overflow  from  privatdy 
stocked  waters  is  almost  invariably  beneficial  to  public  waters 
below  them,  and  this  is  one  reason  why  the  restocking  of  private 
waters  should  be  encouraged. 

In  this  connection,  attention  is  called  to  the  fact  that  men  who 
have  been  encouraged  to  build  farm  fish  pcmds  have  been  accus- 
tomed to  ask  for  some  common  fish  like  the  ydlow  perch,  catfish, 
or  some  other  warm  water  species.  They  cannot  lawfully  go  to 
public  waters  and  net  the  fifih,  and  to  stock  such  a  pond  by 
angling  is  rather  slow  and  difficult.  The  Commission  believes 
that  it  should  furnish  sufficient  fish  for  brood  stock  to  any  farm 
fish  pond,  and  that  the  first  stock  of  brood  fish  be  furnished  free  of 
charge  when  the  species  most  euitable  for  such  waters  is  not  other- 
wise obtainable  in  the  vicinity.  Pennsylvania  has  a  law  of  this 
kind  which  is  reported  to  work  well. 

Control  Over  the  Lower  Hudson  River.  Control  by  the  Com- 
mission of  the  fisheries  of  the  Hudson  River  shovld  be  ex- 
tended to  its  mouth,  in  order  that  the  shad,  striped  bass  and  other 
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anadromous  fishes  may  have  proper  protection  in  their  annual 
migration  to  their  natural  spawning  grovmds  in  fresh  water. 

Efforts  to  materially  increase  the  shad  cultural  work  at  the 
Linlithgo  hatchery  by  obtaining  large  quantities  of  spawn  from 
the  Hudson  river  has  resulted  in  the  conclusion  that  unless  proper 
regulations  can  be  instituted  over  the  fisheries  in  the  Hudson 
river  below  the  spawning  grounds,  and  in  the  salt  and  brackish 
water  at  the  entrance  of  the  stream,  the  shad  fishery  on  the  Hud- 
son river  is  doomed.  Notwithstanding  the  fact  that  the  work  of 
spawn  collection  was  placed  under  the  personal  supervision  of 
the  Field  Superintendent,  who  devoted  his  time  to  it  with 
very  excellent  cooperation  from  fishermen,  the  total  number 
of  eggs  which  it  was  possible  to  collect  amounted  to  only 
450,600.  This  fact  indicates  that  the  Hudson  at  the  present  time 
is  almost  depleted  of  shad.  The  Commission's  lack  of  jurisdic- 
tion below  Verplank's  Point  makes  it  impossible  to  restrict  the 
laige  number  of  nets  below  that  point,  so  that  the  shad  which  run 
in  from  the  sea  to  spawn  do  not  reach  the  upper  waters  of  the 
river.  The  extinction  of  the  entire  species  in  the  Hudson  river 
is  therefore  in  danger  unless  conditions  are  changed.  It  seems 
to  the  Commission  that  the  very  limited  interest  of  the  few 
fishermen  on  the  lower  reaches  of  the  river  should  at  last  give 
way  to  the  very  much  larger  public  interest  in  preserving  these 
fish. 

The  conditions  which  now  prevail  with  reference  to  the  shad 
are  equally  true  with  reference  to  the  striped  bass,  the  white- 
perch  and  other  valuable  anadromous  food  fishes.  The  fact  that 
some  of  these  fish  do  enter  the  Hudson  and  are  caught  before 
they  reach  the  spawning  grounds  is  sufficient  argument  for  laws 
which  will  permit  their  reaching  the  spawning  grounds  in  order 
that  with  the  aid  of  artificial  propagation  there  may  be  hope  of 
restoring  the  fishery. 

The  Private  Posting  Law.  It  is  recommended  that  an 
amendment  be  made  to  section  182,  suhdivision  5,  of  the  Private 
Posting  Law,  so  that  the  owners  of  fishing  rights  shall  not  he 
entitled  to  exemplary  dam^es  unless  they  annually  stock  the  por- 
tions of  streams  posted  by  them,,  and  making  it  unlawful  to  mcdn- 
tain  a  private  poster,  of  the  kind  prescribed  by  law,  beyond  the 
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period  of  one  yea/r  after  the  waters  ha/ue  been  stocked  at  the 
owner's  expense. 

Section  182,  subdivision  5,  of  the  law  provides  that  owners  of 
lands  or  of  hunting  and  fishing  rights  thereon  may  obtain  ex- 
emplary damages  in  the  sum  of  $25  for  each  offense  or  trespass 
after  such  lands  or  waters  have  been  duly  posted  in  accord- 
ance with  the  provisions  of  section  361.  This  means  that  a  person 
owning  land  through  which  only  a  small  section  of  a  stream  flows 
may  post  this  section  against  fishing,  notwithstanding  the  fact  that 
the  State  is  stocking  portions  of  the  stream  which  are  not  posted. 
Anglers  refrain  from  stocking  many  streams  for  the  reason  that 
it  will  benefit  individual  owners  of  posted  portions. 

There  appears  to  be  no  provision  which  safeguards  public  rights 
in  fishing  against  private  posting  of  certain  sections  after  the 
entire  stream,  not  posted  up  to  that  time,  has  been  thoroughly 
stocked  from  the  State  hatcheries.  It  will,  of  couise,  be  acknowl- 
edged that  any  landowner  has  a  perfect  right  to  prohibit  the  public 
from  trespassing  on  his  land,  either  for  fishing  or  for  other 
purposes,  notwithstanding  the  fact  that  the  fish  in  the  stream 
flowing  through  his  land  are  State  property.  The  point  at  issue 
is,  whether  such  landowners,  whose  waters  have  benefited  by  the 
introduction  of  fish  from  the  State  hatcheries,  should  receive,  in 
addition  to  actual  trespass  damages,  exemplary  damages  in  the 
sum  of  $25,  under  the  existing  law,  unless  the  landowners  them- 
selves have  been  to  personal  expense  to  improve  the  fishing  in 
the  portions  controlled  by  them. 

It  is  suggested  that  a  remedy  for  the  present  apparent  incon- 
sistency in  the  law  may  be  effected  by  requiring  that  every  land- 
owner who  wishes  to  privately  post  his  stream  against  fishing  and 
receive  exemplary  damages,  shall  himself  personally  stock,  at 
his  own  expense,  annually,  the  portion  of  the  stream  which  he 
desires  to  control,  and  annually  file  a  notice  with  the  town  clerk 
when  the  stocking  is  done,  making  affidavit  to  the  number  of  fish 
introduced.  Provision  should  be  made  in  this  law  for  the  number 
of  fish  which  an  owner  must  introduce  in  a  given  length  or  area 
of  stream  which  he  controls,  varying  the  number  according  to  the 
size  of  the  fish  introduced. 

When  a  stream  has  been  annually  stocked  hy  the  State  for  a 
nmnber  of  years,  the  owner  should  not  be  allowed  to  exclude  the 
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public  from  the  portion  flowing  through  his  lands  without  filing 
notice  of  his  intention  to  do  so  five  years  in  advance. 

When  stocked  at  private  expense,  a  riparian  owner  has  some 
real  reason  for  expecting  more  protection  than  is  afforded  by  the 
common  trespass  law.  A  great  many  of  the  people  who  now 
privately  post  undoubtedly  do  contribute  fish  for  stocking  their 
waters.  If  all  individuals  who  privately  post  portions  of  streams 
should  stock  at  their  own  expense,  it  will  then  be  quite  proper  and 
just  that  the  State  stock  the  portions  of  the  stream  which  still 
remain  open  to  the  public. 

Legal  Size  of  Whitefish.  The  law  which  provides  a  mini- 
mum weight  of  one  and  three  quarters  pounds  in  the  round  for 
the  Oreat  Lakes  Whitefish  should  he  amended  so  that  this  pro- 
vision shall  nx>t  apply  to  the  Adirondack  Lakes.  In  place  of  this 
limit  by  weighty  there  should  be  provided  a  statutory  limit  of 
twelve  inches  in  length. 

It  has  been  found  that  the  whitefish  in  the  smaller  Adirondack 
lakes  seldom  attain  a  weight  of  one  and  three-quarters  pounds. 
In  the  fish  cultural  operations  at  Lake  Clear  it  was  noted  that  the 
average  length  of  mature  fish  is  about  12  or  13  inches. 

The  practical  working  out  of  the  law  in  the  Adirondack  lakes 
accordingly  has  been  very  largely  to  prevent  the  taking  of  mature 
fish  perfectly  capable  of  providing  considerable  food  supply. 
Amending  the  law  to  provide  a  minimum  length  of  twelve  inches 
will  thus  protect  the  fish  until  they  have  reached  spawning  age 
and  make  their  taking  legal  when  they  are  large  enough  for  this 
purpose. 

Eliminating:  Bass  and   Perch  from  Trout  Waters.     Whcji 

found  in  waters  which  are  being  stocked  with  trout,  the  black  bass 
should  not  be  protected  during  the  spawning  season. 

It  is  inconsistent  to  protect  any  of  the  spiney  rayed  fishes  in 
waters  where  their  elimination  is  much  to  be  desired.  The  Com- 
missioner should  have  authority  to  annul  the  protective  close 
season  for  bass  in  such  waters,  thus  permitting  angling  for  bass  to 
begin  when  the  open  season  for  trout  begins.  On  such  waters 
there  should  be  no  statutory  limit  on  baas.  The  elimination  of 
the  spiney  rayed  yellow  perch  in  such  waters  is  also  to  be 
encouraged. 
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DIVISION  OF  LANDS  AND  FORESTS 


The  work  of  the  Division  of  Lands  and  Forests  has^  during  the 
year,  increased  in  each  of  the  usual  lines  of  work,  and  other  new 
duties  have  been  added.  In  addition  to  the  general  work  of  admin- 
istration of  the  Forest  Preserve,  forest  fire  protection  and  reforest- 
ing, it  has  been  necessary  to  include  the  examination  and  purchase 
of  lands  as  additions  to  the  Forest  Preserve,  make  and  execute 
plans  for  the  control  of  white  pine  blister  rust,  and  respond  to  the 
demands  that  have  been  made  upon  us  due  to  the  war.  These 
various  topics  will  be  discussed  under  appropriate  headings. 

THE  FOREST  PRESERVE 

General.  The  plan  of  protection  pursued  in  previous  years  has 
been  followed  the  past  year.  Surveyors  have  been  engaged  in 
relocating  the  old  lines,  which  constitute  the  boundaries  of  the 
State  lands,  as  part  of  a  comprehensive  determination  of  boun- 
daries and  location  of  the  State's  property.  Surveys  have  also 
been  made  for  use  of  the  Attomey-Gteneral  in  prosecuting  cases  in 
litigation.  A  vast  amount  of  work  has  been  done  in  perfecting 
records  regarding  titles  of  land. 

Area.  The  extent  of  the  Preserve  has  been  slightly  increased 
by  purchases.  It  has  also  been  reduced  as  a  result  of  litigation,  in 
which  the  courts,  after  due  trial,  decided  that  the  State  was  not 
the  owner  of  the  land.    The  figures  as  to  area  are  as  follows:

These  figures  include  but  a  few  hundred  acres  of  land  pur- 
chased under  the  referendum  appropriation.  A  large  area  has 
been  accepted  by  this  Commission  and  the  Commissioners  of  the 
Land  Office,  but  is  not  included  above  because  the  Attorney-Gen- 
eral has  not  yet  certified  as  to  title  and  payment  has  not  been  made. 

Trespass.  The  taking  of  wood  from  state  land  has  almost 
ceased.  There  is  probably  no  property  of  large  size  in  the  State 
where  trespass  is  comparatively  less.  The  rangers,  who  have  been 
very  diligent,  have  discovered  and  reported  thirteen  cases  of 
cutting  trees  or  removing  wood.  The  aggregate  value  of  the 
material  is  calculated  to  be  $377.16.  Almost  three-fourths  of  the 
total  is  included  in  one  case,  where  the  trespasser  had  a  deed  to 
the  land  where  the  trees  were  cut  and  supposed  that  he  was  cutting 
on  land  which  the  State  did  not  claim. 

Occupancy.  The  policy  inaugurated  in  the  fall  of  W16,  of 
clearing  up  all  cases  of  occupancy,  has  been  pursued,  and  now  there 
are  but  164  cases  of  known  occupancy  of  State  land.  Of  these, 
124  cases  are  in  the  hands  of  the  Attorney-General,  and  actions 
are  either  pending  or  the  cases  are  in  preparation  by  him.  The 
remaining  40  cases  are  in  preparation  for  litigation  or  determina- 
tion of  essential  questions.  The  clearing  of  the  Forest  Preserve  of 
the  many  cases  of  illegal  occupancy  will,  in  the  course  of  a  few 
yeaiBy  save  the  State  vast  sums  of  money.    There  were  scores  of 
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cases  where  people  would  in  a  year  or  two  more  have  been  able  to 
claim  adverse  possession.  This  is  all  prevented  and  a  vast  amount 
of  expensive  litigation  made  unnecessary.  At  the  same  time  the 
State's  interests  have  been  safeguarded  and  the  title  made  secure. 

Fire  Loss.  During  the  past  year  but  two  hundred  and  eighty- 
three  acres  of  the  State  land  were  touched  by  fire.  This  means 
that  only  one  acre  out  of  every  six  thousand  four  hundred  and 
four  acres  owned  by  the  State  was  injured.  None  of  this  land 
contained  valuable  timber  and  the  damage  is  relatively  small. 

Acquisition.  The  Legislature  in  1917  made  available  two  and 
one  -half  million  dollars  of  the  seven  and  one-half  millions  author- 
ized for  the  purchase  of  additional  lands  for  the  Forest  Preserve. 
During  the  summer  and  fall  seasons  several  timber  appraisers 
and  foresters  with  field  parties  have  been  engaged  in  making 
appraisals  and  valuation  surveys  of  lands  offered  whose  purchases 
were  desirable.  We  have  so  far  examined  268,468  acres,  of  which 
the  purchase  of  13,609.84  acres  has  already  been  approved  by  thq 
Commissioners  of  the  Land  OflSce.  Negotiations  are  now  com- 
plete or  pending  on  many  other  parcels. 

Protecting  Lalce  George  Islands.  The  Legislature  last  year 
appropriated  $10,000  to  be  expended  in  protecting  the  shore  lines 
of  a  large  number  of  islands  in  Lake  George,  that  were  being 
rapidly  washed  away  by  wave  action.  The  work  was  started  in 
the  early  part  of  the  summer,  and,  at  the  time  of  writing  this 
report,  approximately  5,000  tons  of  stone  have  been  moved  and 
placed  on  the  shores  of  twenty-seven  islanda  Seventeen  of  these 
islands  are  entirely  completed.  The  work  is  being  continued  on 
the  ice,  and  it  is  expected  that  several  more  islands  will  be 
fished  in  this  way.  Up  to  date  this  has  all  been  done  for 
the  expenditure  of  only  approximately  $6,000.  Li  designing  the 
protecting  walls,  similar  structures  upon  privately  owned  islands, 
which  have  withstood  the  elements  for  years,  have  been  used  as  a 
guide,  both  as  r^ards  permanency  and  harmonizing  with  the 
surroundings. 

One  of  the  most  gratifying  features  of  this  undertaking  has  been 
the  very  practical  and  valuable  cooperation  of  a  great  many 
private  individuals  interested  in  the  welfare  of  the  Lake  George 
islands.  The  men  employed  by  the  State  have  had  free  use  of 
nearly  all  of  the  equipment  employed,  including  two  motor  boats, 
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three  barges^  one  hoist^  two  houses,  a  number  of  small  boats,  and 
one  house-boat  all  equipped.  In  addition  to  this  all  of  the  stone 
used  has  been  donated.  This  cooperation,  together  with  careful 
supervision  to  make  the  appropriation  go  as  far  as  possible,  has 
resulted  in  a  lower  cost  than  that  originally  estimated. 

It  is  of  the  utmost  importance  now,  not  only  for  the  protection 
of  other  islands  still  seriously  threatened,  but  also  in  the  interest 
of  ultimate  economy,  that  the  work  be  continued  through  another 
year.  By  retaining  the  present  equipment  and  gang  of  men,  the 
original  estimate  of  $30,000  for  completing  the  work  should  be 
materially  reduced.  An  appropriation  this  year  of  $10,000 
would  finish  protecting  all  of  the  islands  in  the  greatest  peril  of 
being  destroyed,  and  fully  80  per  cent  of  all  that  should  be  done 
could  be  completed. 

Unless  the  protection  of  these  islands  is  quickly  effected,  some 
of  the  most  beautiful  of  them  will  lose  the  large  trees  which  add 
so  much  to  the  beauty  of  the  lake,  and  will  be  stripped  of  their 
soil,  making  it  impossible  to  ever  bring  them  back  to  their  former 
condition.  Others  which  are  made  up  entirely  of  soil  deposits 
will  completely  disappear,  leaving  nothing  but  shoals  under  the 
surface  of  the  water,  as  obstructions  to  navigation. 

REFORESTING 

The  establishment  of  forests  on  the  unproductive  forest  areas 
of  the  Forest  Preserve  has  progressed  at  a  greater  pace  than  ever 
before,  and  in  the  face  of  many  labor  difficulties ;  but  the  reforest- 
ing of  privately  owned  lands  has  decreased.  The  same  methods 
as  used  heretofore  have  been  followed. 

Nurseries.  An  inventory  of  the  trees  in  the  State  nurseries 
on  November  16,  1917,  showed  a  total  of  23,504,800. 

This  is  4,570,550  less  trees  than  at  the  corresponding  time  last 
year.  The  decrease  is  chiefly  in  the  quantity  of  one  yearK)ld 
seedlings,  due  to  the  fact  that  on  account  of  the  white  pine  blister 
rust  no  white  pine  seeds  were  sown  in  the  nurseries  last  spring. 

A  transplant  nursery  was  established  last  spring  near  Qoli- 
smith.  At  this  place  866,250  white  pine  seedlings  were  trans- 
planted by  «convict  labor  supplied  by  Dannemora  prison.  About 
twenty  men  were  engaged  in  this  work  and  they  rendered  very 
efficient  service. 
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The  output  of  the  nurseries  may,  owing  to  the  scarcity  of  seeds, 
be  reduced  for  the  next  few  years.  The  Norway  spruce,  Scotch 
pine  and  European  larch  seeds  are  imported,  and  at  the  present 
time  good  seeds  are  not  obtainable. 

The  total  output  of  trees  from  the  several  nurseries  during  the 
year  was  6,761,000.  This  is  an  increase  of  15,000  over  the  quan- 
tity supplied  in  1916. 

State  Institutions  Receive  Trees.  There  were  supplied  to 
various  state  institutions  1,065,800  trees  for  reforesting  their 
lands.    This  stock  was  furnished  without  charge. 

Reforesting  the  Forest  Preserve.  A  new  high  record  has  been 
made  this  year  in  reforesting  the  State  land  in  the  Forest  Pre- 
serve. The  spring  and  fall  planting  made  a  total  of  4,059,000 
trees.  This  is  an  increase  of  1,029,000  trees  over  the  highest 
number  ever  planted  in  a  single  year  and  1,184,000  more  than 
planted  during  1916. 

The  planting  during  the  spring  was  the  most  extensive.  There 
was  then  planted  2,855,970  trees  at  an  average  cost  of  $6.77  per 
thousand.  The  fall  planting  required  1,103,350  trees  and  the 
average  cost  of  planting  was  $6.37  per  thousand.  An  additional 
100,000  trees  were  planted  during  the  fall  by  inmates  of  the  Home 
Custodial  Colony  at  Indian  Lake,  at  a  cost  of  88  cents  per 
thousand  for  supervision. 

On  account  of  the  scarcity  of  help,  women  were  employed  for 
some  of  the  field  planting  at  Onchiota,  Bloomingdale  and  Mer- 
rillsville,  with  excellent  success. 

Sale  of  Trees.  The  purchase  of  trees  by  private  owners  for 
planting  decreased  nearly  50  per  cent,  the  sales  amounting  to 
1,636,215  trees.  The  receipts  from  this  source  were  $4,368.65. 
The  decrease  is  due  to  shortage  of  labor  and  the  restrictions  placed 
upon  the  sale  of  white  pine. 

White  Pine  Blister  Rust.  The  discovery  of  the  white  pine  blis- 
ter rust  has  had  a  very  important  bearing  on  our  reforesting  plans. 
Before  this  danger  was  encountered  the  white  pine  was  the  most 
satisfactory  tree  for  planting. 

The  plans  were  to  use  it  most  generally  and,  therefore,  its  seed 
was  extensively  sown  in  the  nurseries.  Sowing  the  seed  stopped 
last  year  as  soon  as  th6  seriousness  of  the  situation  developed,  and 
none  of  these  seeds  will  be  sown  next  spring.     We  still  have  in 
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our  nurseries  nearly  ten  million  white  pine  seedlings  and  trans- 
plants, and  it  is  planned  to  use  this  stock  where  there  are  few  or 
no  currant  and  gooseberry  bushes  and  the  disease  can  be  con- 
trolled at  a  minimum  cost.  This  method  will  save  this  planting 
stock.  The  use  of  white  pine  in  other  places  will  be  discontinued 
until  some  practical  plan  of  disease  .control  at  a  reasonable  cost  is 
worked  out.  It  is  also  planned  to  sell  these  trees  at  a  reduced 
price  to  land  owners  who  will  clean  their  planting  sites  of  goose- 
berry and  currant  bushes. 

FOREST   FIRBS 

Fire  Conditions  and  Losses,  The  season  of  1917  has  been  one 
of  the  most  successful  fire  seasons  on  record.  While  the  year 
19 IG  saw  a  somewhat  smaller  acreage  burned  over  than  in  1917, 
the  total  number  of  fires  in  1917  and  the  combined  cost  of  damage 
and  expense  was  less  than  in  any  previous  year  for  which  authen- 
tic records  are  available. 

The  record  is  particularly  good  in  the  Adirondack  r^ion,  but 
this  may  be  attributed  to  a  great  extent  to  the  unusually  wet 
weather,  which  prevailed  for  a  greater  part  of  the  season.  There 
was,  however,  a  very  dry  period  during  a  portion  of  the  month  of 
Aup^st  in  certain  parts  of  the  Adirondacks,  and  during  the  month 
of  November  before  the  snow  came. 

In  the  Catskills,  however,  there  was  a  prolonged  period  of 
extremely  dry  weather  in  the  early  spring  and  another  compara- 
tively dry  time  in  November,  which  resulted  in  rather  a  large 
acreage  being  burned  in  that  section.  However,  it  redounds 
greatly  to  the  credit  of  the  fire  protective  force  that  the  damage 
and  expense  of  fire  fighting  were  kept  down  to  such  small  figures, 
for,  unquestionably,  severe  fires  would  have  resulted  in  the  dry 
periods  had  not  our  organization  been  prepared  to  attack  each 
blaze  as  soon  as  it  started. 

The  tables  accompanying  this  report  summarize  the  fires  of  the 
year,  classified  by  counties  and  causes.  The  total  acreage  is  less 
than  half  of  that  burned  over  in  any  year  since  1907,  with  the 
exception  of  the  year  1916.  It  is  particularly  notable,  however, 
that  not  an  acre  of  virgin  timber  was  damaged  by  fire  in  1917. 
The  average  acreage  per  fire,  16  acres,  is  slightly  larger  than  the 
average  for  1916,  but  this  is  due  to  a  few  fires  of  comparatively 
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large  acreage  which  occurred  in  the  early  spring  and  late  fall 
when  fire  travels  fast  In  the  fall  fires,  particularly,  practically 
no  damage  was  done,  since  the  flames  went  over  the  ground  so 
rapidly  that  they  only  scorched  the  top  layers  of  dead  leaves  on 
the  ground  and  hardly  damaged  the  standing  trees.  Out  of  a 
total  of  234  fires  reported  in  the  Adirondack  and  Gatskill  regions, 
nine  burned  over  an  area  of  over  100  acres. 

The  damage  done  by  fires  is  reported  as  $2,630.  Considering 
the  acreage  burned  over,  this  is  very  slight  and  demonstrates  the 
fact  that  fires  were  for  the  most  part  kept  out  of  the  valuable 
timberhmds.  ITearly  two-thirds  of  the  acreage  burned  was  brush 
and  waste  land. 

Preventive  Measures.  There  is  not  a  great  deal  of  new  work 
to  report  in  the  conduct  of  the  campaign  of  education  which  the 
Commission  is  constantly  carrying  on  to  make  the  public  appreci- 
ate the  danger  of  forest  fires.  Warnings  have  been  continued  in 
railroad  time  tables,  telephone  directories,  and  other  similar 
publications.  Two  new  types  of  cloth  fire  notices  have  been 
prepared  and  posted  in  the  woods  by  the  members  of  the  protective 
force. 

In  the  early  part  of  the  year,  a  large  additional  quantity  of 
"  Care-Carelessness ''  posters,  which  were  originally  published  in 
1916,  were  distributed  throughout  the  State.  The  Boy  Scouts 
aided  mat^ally  in- the  distribution  of  these  posters. 

It  is  felt  that  considerable  good  has  been  accomplished  by  the 
preparation  of  the  motion  picture  reel,  entitled  "  The  Match  in 
the  Forest."  The  Department  has  this  year  endeavored  to 
strengthen  this  reel  and  to  prepare  a  new  reel  which  will  be  even 
more  attractive  and  will  teach  the  lesson  of  care  with  fire  even 
more  forcibly  than  the  original. 

Work  with  the  various  railroads  in  the  State  has  been  con- 
tinued with  the  idea  of  insuring  the  clearing  of  railroad  rights-of- 
way  of  inflammable  material  and  of  insuring  the  operation  of 
only  those  locomotives  which  are  properly  equipped  with  fire 
protective  devices. 

About  five  thousand  inspections  have  been  made  of  locomotives 
operated  within  the  State,  although  the  Commission  has  adopted 
the  policy  of  requiring  the  railroad  companies  to  make  their  own 
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inspections  pursuant  to  the  law,  and  to  check  up  those  inBpections 
as  far  as  possible.  Generally  speaking,  the  railroad  compaoies 
have  complied  with  the  law.  However,  during  the  past  few 
months,  the  demand  for  all  available  motive  power  has  been  so 
great  and  the  labor  situation  so  acute  that  in  some  cases  defective 
locomotives  have  been  operated. 

The  labor  situation  has  also  prevented,  in  a  few  cases,  the  clear- 
ing of  rights-of-way  to  the  best  advantage,  but  on  account  of  the 
lack  of  serious  fire  danger,  the  Commission  was  disposed  to  be 
lenient  in  those  cases.  It  is  believed  that  all  right&K)f-way  will  be 
placed  in  a  satisfactory  condition  before  the  beginning  of  the  fire 
season  of  1918. 

The  only  really  bad  case  of  failure  to  maintain  locomotives  in 
proper  condition  occurred  on  one  of  the  railroad  lines  operated 
in  the  Oatskill  region,  and  on  this  line  fires  were  started  by 
defective  locomotives.  The  Department  has  already  transmitted 
the  facts  to  the  Attomey^eneral,  with  the  request  that  actions  be 
brought  in  accordance  with  the  statute,  which  prohibits  the  opera- 
tion of  locomotives  in  a  defective  condition. 

Causes  of  Fires.  The  classification  of  all  the  fires  in  the  fire 
towns  during  the  year  1917  by  causes  has  been  made  and  is  here 
submitted :

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Smokers  caused  the  largest  number  of  fires,  as  has  beea  the  case 
for  several  years  last  past.  Locomotives,  however,  have  been  a 
close  second  in  causing  fires,  although,  with  the  exception  of  the 
one  or  two  fires  in  the  Catskills  referred  to  above,  only  a  small 
acreage  was  covered  by  these  fires.  It  is  notable  that  many  of 
the  fires  caused  by  locomotives  burned  less  than  one  acre.  The 
rendering  of  reports  of  railroad  fires  by  both  our  own  rangers 
and  the  patrolmen  employed  by  the  railroad  insures  every  fire 
being  reported,  and  the  damage  is  nowhere  near  commensurate 
with  the  number  of  firea 

Fishermen,  berry  pickers  and  hunters  caused  about  the  same 
number  of  fires.  It  has  been  our  effort  to  appeal  to  these  people 
through  the  fire  signs,  which  are  posted  throughout  the  woods,  but 
the  fact  that  those  people  are  in  the  woods  when  conditions  are 
best  for  fires,  and  the  dry  spring  and  fall  of  this  year,  resulted  in 
some  damage  by  them.  However,  it  is  believed  that  if  an 
accurate  count  could  be  made  of  the  total  number  of  persons  of 
these  classes  who  were  in  the  woods,  it  would  be  found  that  only  a 
very  small  percentage  of  them  were  careless  enough  to  start  forest 
fires. 

Violations  of  the  Fire  Law.  Violations  of  the  fire  law  have 
been  kept  down,  as  will  be  shown  by  the  following  table:

This  table  shows  violations  of  the  so-called  Top  Lopping  Law, 
as  well  as  violations  which  included  the  causing  of  forest  fires 
through  n^lect  and  the  setting  of  fires  to  clear  land  without  per- 
mit   The  rangers  are  constantly  instructing  the  public  with  regard 
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to  the  permit  law  and  the  niunber  of  fires  set  in  this  manner  is 
decreasing  slowly. 

Fewer  violations  of  the  Top  Lopping  Law  were  reported  in  1917 
than  in  1916.  The  majority  of  the  lumbermen  are  in  sympathy 
with  the  law  and  it  is  notable  that  few  violations  are  reported 
against  the  large  lumber  companies^  whose  employees  are  usoaUy 
familiar  with  the  provisions  of  the  statute. 

In  settling  cases  of  violation,  it  has  not  been  the  endeavor  of 
the  Commission  to  collect  large  sums  of  moneys  as  penaltiesi  bat 
rather  to  bring  the  violators  to  an  appreciation  of  the  necessity  for 
compliance  with  the  sections  which  have  been  designed  primarily 
to  prevent  forest  fires.  The  land  owners  as  a  whole  are  in  hearty 
sympathy  with  the  statute  and^  in  fact,  some  of  the  provisions  have 
been  inserted  at  the  suggestion  and  with  the  backing  of  large  asso- 
ciations of  timberknd  owners. 

Protective  Measures.  A  force  of  65  rangers  and  62  observers 
was  employed  during  the  greater  part  of  the  fire  season.  An 
attempt  has  been  made  to  improve  the  equipment  of  observation 
stations  and  telephone  lines.  About  18  miles  of  new  telephone 
lines  have  been  constructed  during  the  season,  including  a  line 
10  miles  long  from  Elk  Lake  in  Essex  county  to  lumber  camps 
north  of  it,  and  lines  in  the  vicinity  of  the  Adams  Mountain 
observation  station.  Six  miles  of  line  in  District  4  have  been 
built  to  connect  with  a  new  observation  station  placed  on  Hadley 
mountain. 

Seven  new  cabins  were  built  for  observers  on  mountain  stations 
to  replace  buildings  which  had  deteriorated  and  were  unfit  for 
further  use.  These  cabins  were  placed  on  the  following  moun- 
tains: Hurricane,  Blue,  Eempshall,  Bondaze,  Hadley,  Tremper, 
Twadddl. 

Continuing  the  policy  of  providing  most  of  the  observation 
stations  with  steel  observation  towers  equipped  with  an  enclosed 
room  on  the  top,  the  Department  erected  thirteen  towers  during 
the  year.  One  of  these  was  of  the  lighter  type  of  steel  tower 
puTChased  in  1916,  and  was  placed  on  Hadley  mountain  in  Sara- 
toga county.  Our  experience  with  the  towers  purchased  in  1916 
demonstrated  that  greater  satisfaction  could  be  procured  by  using 
a  heavy  type  tower,  equipped  with  stairs,  instead  of  the  ladders 
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which  were  on  the  1916  towers.    Twelve  new  towers  of  this  type 
were  therefore  purchased  and  erected  on  the  following  stations:

Practically  all  the  labor  in  the  erection  of  these  towers  was 
performed  by  members  of  the  ranger  forca  The  total  average 
cost  of  the  towers,  including  the  original  purchase  price,  transpor- 
tation and  expense  of  erection,  exclusive  of  ranger  labor,  waj? 
about  $530.  For  the  expenditure  of  this  amount  the  State  has 
secured  the  finegrt  kind  of  an  observation  tower  for  the  stations, 
and  it  is  hoped  that  practically  all  the  stations  may  be  so  equipped 
within  the  next  two  or  three  years.  . 

In  this  connection  the  Department  desires  to  acknowledge  the 
assistance  given  by  lumber  companies  and  other  timberland 
owners  in  the  transportation  of  these  towers  from  the  railroad  to 
the  mountains.  In  a  number  of  instances  the  entire  expense  of 
such  transportation  was  borne  by  the  lumber  companies  whose 
lands  were  protected  by  the  station  in  question. 

New  observation  stations  were  established  on  two  mountains, 
one  on  Hadley  Mountain,  in  Saratoga  county,  as  has  been  men- 
tioned abova  This  was  to  take  the  place  of  the  station  formerly 
maintained  on  Ohmer  Mountain,  in  Saratoga  county,  which  was 
discontinued  in  1916.  The  second  was  constructed  on  Tremper 
Mountain,  near  Phoenicia,  in  Ulster  county.  There  is  a  large 
territory  covered  by  this  mountain,  much  of  the  land  being  owned 
by  the  State,  which  was  not  visible  from  any  of  the  stations  pre- 
viously operated  in  the  Oatskills. 

Weeks  Law.  Under  the  provisions  of  the  Weeks  Law,  an 
allotment  of  about  $4,860  was  made  by  the  Federal  Department 
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of  Agrictiltiire  to  New  York  State  for  fire  protecstion  on  the  water- 
sheds of  navigable  streams  within  the  fire  towns.  This  allotment 
was  used  to  pay  the  salaries  of  observers  on  mountain  stations. 

Through  the  cooperation  of  the  post-office  department,  rural 
mail  carriere  and  star  route  carriers  were  requested  to  report 
forest  fires,  but  so  far  as  it  has  been  possible  to  asoertain,  no  fires 
were  reported  by  these  men  during  1*9 17. 

Salaries  of  Rangers.  On  account  of  the  increased  cost  of  living 
and  the  higher  wages  being  paid  to  labor  everywhere,  it  is  becom- 
ing more  and  more  difficult  to  secure  first  class  men  for  the  ranger 
force.  The  rangers  are  now  receiving  a  minimum  salary  of  $70 
per  month  and  a  maximum  of  $75  is  all  that  is  allowed  by  the 
statute.  There  can  be  no  logical  objection  to  the  placing  of  the 
forest  rangers  upon  an  equal  footing  with  the  game  protectors  as 
regards  salary,  and  it  is  accordingly  recommended  that  the  law  be 
amended  to  permit  paying  rangers  a  minimum  salary  of  $75  per 
month,  with  promotions  in  salary  as  they  may  be  deserved,  up  to 
a  maximum,  to  be  attained  after  at  least  five  years  in  the  service, 
of  $1,300  per  annum. 

Non-Fire  Towns.  The  law  enacted  in  1916,  providing  for 
better  fire  protection  iii  the  non-fire  towns,  has  not  been  generally 
used.  The  town  officials  have  discretionary  powers,  except  that 
the  supervisor  must  file  with  this  Commission  a  list  of  fire  war- 
dens. Over  90  per  cent  of  the  supervisors  have  done  so,  and  the 
Commission  has  endeavored  to  be  of  assistance  to  all  such  officers. 
The  changes  in  organization  to  effectively  handle  fires  in  these 
towns  will  be  gradual. 

FOREST  PRODUCTS 

The  statistics  gathered  by  the  office  from  the  nimierous  manu- 
facturers of  wood  cut  in  the  State  have  been  compiled  and  show 
a  total  of  863,932,860  board  feet. 

A  comparison  of  the  total  product  for  1916  with  other  years 
shows  a  slight  increase.  A  careful  analysis  of  the  figures  show 
a  decrease  in  lumber  and  an  increase  in  round  wood.  The  short- 
age of  wood  in  the  market  has  increased  the  price  of  pulp  wood, 
which  has  stimulated  cutting  and  also  putting  some  material  into 
cord  wood,  which  formerly  went  into  lumber. 
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WHITE  PINE  BLISTER  RUST 

We  continue  to  face  a  most  serious  menace  to  our  forests  and 
reforesting  program  in  the  white  pine  blister  rust.  This  disease 
attacks  only  pine  trees  whose  needles  are  in  bundles  of  five.  The 
only  pine  of  this  kind,  native  to  this  State,  is  the  best  and  finest 
tree  for  all  purposes  that  ever  grew  in  the  State  —  the  white 
pine.  If  this  tree  cannot  be  saved,  then  resources  worth  millions 
of  dollars  are  doomed,  the  future  use  of  millions  of  acres  of  poor 
land  is  questionable,  and  the  tree  that  has  been  expected  to  furnish 
the  major  part  of  our  local  timber  supply  will  fail. 

Owing  to  lack  of  investigation,  it  has  been  impossible  before 
this  time  to  know  the  distribution  of  the  disease  and  plan  any 
control  work.  The  Legislature  of  1917  enacted  chapter  288  of 
Laws  of  the  State  and  made  appropriation  for  the  work.  With 
this  authority  and  assistance,  the  work  of  investigation,  control 
and  eradication  has  been  pursued  the  past  season.  The  results 
of  that  work  are  submitted. 

Summary  of  Results,  1916.  White  pine  blister  rust  was  not 
known  to  be  generally  prevalent  in  New  York  State  until  late  in 
the  summer  of  1916  and  further  discoveries  made  during  that 
year  did  not  show  that  the  infections  found  were  of  more  than 
local  extent.  Diseased  native  pines  were  found  in  Essex  county 
and  imported  pines  were  found  diseased  in  four  forest  plantations 
which  had  been  annually  inspected  for  blister  rust  since  1909, 
it  was  found  also  in  three  plantations  made  with  trees  imported 
by  commercial  nurserymen  and  on  imported  pine  stock  in  three 
commercial  nurseries.  The  disease  was  located  on  currants  and 
gooseberries,  both  wild  and  cultivated,  in  the  Champlain  valley, 
from  Port  Hairy  to  the  Canadian  line,  and  over  extensive  areas 
in  Columbia,  Rensselaer,  Washington  and  Saratoga  counties,  as 
well  as  along  the  western  boundary  of  the  State  in  the  counties  of 
Chautauqua,  Erie  and  Niagara.  Cultivated  currants  in  several 
commercial  nurseries  and  fruit  tree  plantations  in  different  parts 
of  the  State  were  also  found  to  be  infected  with  the  disease. 

The  eradication  work  done  in  New  York  state  in  1916  consisted 
of  the  destruction  of  diseased  currants  in  commercial  nurseries, 
the  removal  of  diseased  white  pine  from  plantations,  and  the 
establishment  of  an  immune  zone  (Eradication  Zone  No.  1)  sui> 
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roimding  the  western  boundarj"  of  the  infected  area  in  Columbia 
counly.  The  object  of  this  zone  was  to  prevent  the  westward 
spread  of  the  disease  by  the  removal  of  all  cultivated  currants  and 
wild  gooseberries  from  the  open  land  in  a  strip  at  least  two  miles 
wide,  extending  from  Copake,  Columbia  county,  along  the  Har- 
lem division  of  the  New  York  Central  Railroad  and  the  Boston 
and  Albany  Bailroad  as  far  as  Lebanon  Springs. 

Plan  of  Work,  1917.  The  work  to  be  done  in  1917  was  planned 
upon  the  information  in  regard  to  the  disease  which  was  then  at 
hand 

Steps  were  taken  to  prevent  the  further  spread  of  the  disease 
as  follows : 

1.  By  re-working  and  extending  Eradication  Zone  No.  1,  in 
order  to  remove  any  cultivated  bushes  which  had  been  overlooked 
the  previous  season,  and  als  to  do  more  thorough  work  in  remov- 
ing wild  bushes  and  to  widen  the  strip,  in  order  to  prevent  the 
disease  from  crossing  it 

2.  By  the  establishment  of  an  immune  ssone  (Eradication  Zone 
No.  2)  surrounding  the  infections  in  Essex  and  Clinton  counties. 
The  purpose  of  this  zone  was  the  same  as  that  in  Columbia  county. 

3.  By  forming  an  eradication  zone  (Eradication  Zone  No.  3) 
along  the  Niagara  river,  in  co-operation  with  the  Province  of 
Ontario,  Canada,  where  a  similar  zone  was  established  on  the 
western  side  of  the  river.  The  purpose  of  this  zone  was  to  prevait 
the  spread  of  the  disease  from  Canada  into  New  York  state. 

In  addition  to  the  formation  of  these  eradication  barriers  to 
prevent  the  spread  of  the  disease,  a  comprehensive  plan  for  scout- 
ing the  whole  state  was  determined  upon,  so  that  by  the  end  of 
the  season  of  1917  a  complete  knowledge  of  the  blister  rust  situa- 
tion in  the  state  would  be  available.  This  scouting  was  to  be 
done  on  pine  trees  early  in  April  and  continuing  until  July  first, 
and  then  continued  on  the  Ribes  until  the  leaves  were  off  the 
bushes. 

The  eradication  work  in  Eradication  Zone  No.  1  was  started 
June  1,  in  Eradication  Zone  No.  2  on  May  25,  and  in  Eradication 
Zone  No.  3  on  May  16.  A  local  man  was  placed  in  charge  of 
the  work  in  each  eradication  zone  and  given  authority  to  employ 
men  for  eradication  of  cultivated  currants  and  wild  currants  and 
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gooseberries  in  the  territory  which  he  was  to  cover.  In  addition 
to  the  eradication  zones  mentioned,  an  eradication  area  (Eradica- 
tion Area  No.  1)  for  controlling  the  disease  was  started  in  the 
infected  pine  region  of  Essex  County.  This  work  was  begun  on 
June  4.  During  the  first  part  of  this  work  high  school  boys  were 
assigned  to  one  foreman,  and  the  ground  was  worked  over  accord- 
ing to  the  strip  method.  During  the  latter  part  of  the  season  it 
was  possible  to  secure  local  labor,  as  there  were  many  farmers 
in  that  section  who  were  wUling  to  work  out  by  the  day  when 
their  farm  work  was  completed.  The  work  done  by  the  local 
labor  proved  to  be  more  satisfactory  than  that  done  by  the  high 
school  boys,  since  the  local  men  were  able  to  work  harder  and  they 
were  more  accustomed  to  the  country,  and,  therefore,  could  accom- 
plish better  results  than  the  boys  who  were  not  accustomed  to  hard 
work  when  they  began.  The  draft  did  not  affect  the  labor  prob- 
lem very  much  this  year,  although  it  will  probably  be  felt  to  a 
greater  extent  next  year,  especially  if  the  work  is  started  early 
in  the  season. 

The  second  area  (Eradication  Area  No.  2)  was  started  Septem- 
ber 1,  in  the  vicinity  of  Cadyville,  N.  Y.  No  diseased  pines 
have  been  found  in  this  section,  although  the  disease  was  quite 
plentiful  on  currants  and  gooseberries  throughout  that  region. 
Local  men  were  employed  for  this  work. 

The  third  eradication  area  (Eradication  Area  No.  3)  was 
started  in  Washington  county  near  West  Fort  Ann,  N.  Y.  The 
same  policy  was  followed  there  as  in  Clinton  County,  employing 
local  help  for  the  eradication  work.  No  diseased  pines  were 
found  there,  although  the  disease  was  very  abundant  on  currants 
and  gooseberries. 

A  number  of  other  small  eradication  areas  were  made  in  con- 
nection with  the  protection  of  plantations  in  different  parts  of 
the  state. 

Scouting.  During  April,  three  men  were  employed  scouting  on 
pines.  Twelve  scouts  were  employed  during  the  month  of  May, 
scouting  native  pines  throughout  the  Champlain  Valley  and  mak- 
ing inspections  of  planted  pines  throughout  the  state.  The 
number  of  scouts  on  this  work  during  the  month  of  June  was 
increased  to  nineteen.    During  the  month  of  July,  fourteen  men 
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were  employed  on  scouting  for  Ribes.  The  scouting  was  done  first 
in  places  where  the  disease  had  occurred  the  previous  year  and 
was  gradually  continued  until  the  entire  State  was  covered.  The 
scouting  in  the  vicinity  of  diseased  areas  was  more  intensive  than 
in  other  places,  except  in  instances  where  new  centers  of  the  disease 
were  found.  This  same  policy  of  scouting  was  continued  throu^- 
out  August,  September  and  October.  Sixteen  scouts  were 
employed  during  August,  fourteen  during  September  and  seven 
during  October.  The  result  of  scouting  gives  us  a  good  idea  of 
the  location  of  diseased  areas. 

There  is  a  general  infection  of  currants  and  gooseberry  bushes 
throughout  practically  all  of  Clinton  county ;  in  Franklin  county 
south  of  the  D.  &  H.  R  R  and  east  of  N.  Y.  C.  R  R,  as  far 
south  as  Saranac  lake ;  in  Essex  county  over  all  of  the  northern 
portion  and  the  eastern  half ;  in  Warren  county,  east  of  the  Hud- 
son river;  in  Washington  county  over  nearly  all;  in  Saratoga 
county  over  a  wide  belt  extending  east  and  west  across  the  middle 
part  and  wide  enough  to  include  half  of  the  county;  in  Fulton 
county  in  the  easterly  half.  A  narrow  belt  exists  along  the  east 
end  of  the  State,  which  was  included  in  Eradication  Zone  No.  1. 
Large  areas  were  found  in  the  southwestern  part  of  Columbia 
county  and  the  northwesterly  part  of  Niagara  county.  Local 
infections  have  been  found  on  currants  and  gooseberries  at  Dun- 
kirk, Fredonia  and  Silver  creek  in  Chautauqua  county;  Hobart 
and  Arkville  in  Delaware  county;  Millerton  and  Bangal  in 
Dutchess  county;  Constable  and  Malone  in  Franklin  county; 
Batavia  and  Bochester  in  Monroe  county;  Glen  Cove  in  Nassau 
county;  Lockport  in  Niagara  county;  Clinton  and  Forestport  in 
Oneida  county;  adjoining  the  Indian  Reservation  in  Onondaga 
county;  Geneva  in  Ontario  county;  near  Phoenix  in  Oswego 
county ;  Cooperstown  in  Otsego  county ;  Sharon  Springs  and  Scho- 
harie in  Schoharie  county;  Huntington,  Bellport  and  Brookhaven 
in  SufFolk  county ;  near  Ithaca  in  Tompkins  county ;  and  at  Wall- 
kill  in  Ulster  county. 

Infections  on  pine  have  been  found  over  a  large  area  in  the 
vicinity  of  Lewis  in  Essex  county.  There  are  infections  at  An- 
thony's Nose  in  Washington  coimty  and  smaller  infections  at 
Harkness  in  Clinton  county;  North  Hudson  in  Essex  county; 
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Qloveraville  in  Fulton  connty;  Forestport  in  Oneida  county; 
Greneva  in  Ontario  county;  Westbury  in  Suffolk  county;  and  at 
Paul  Smiths  and  Saranac  Lake  in  Franklin  county. 

Control.  The  control  work,  which  was  carried  on  in  addition 
to  the  eradication  zones  and  eradication  areas  already  mentioned, 
consisted  of  the  eradication  of  currants  and  gooseberries  in  the 
vicinity  of  the  following  plantations  and  nurseries :  Finch/  Pruyn 
plantation,  North  Hudson;  State  nursery  at  Comstock;  planta- 
tion of  the  Olark  Estate,  Cooperstown ;  plantation  of  Great  Bear 
Spring  Water  Company,  Fulton;  Paragon  Plaster  Company, 
Forestport;  A.  G.  Lewis  plantation,  Geneva;  State  nursery  and 
plantation.  Goldsmith ;  and  plantation  of  the  Gloversville  Water- 
works. Diseased  currants  were  destroyed  in  some  places  where 
isolated  infections  were  found,  and  diseased  black  currants  have 
been  destroyed  in  several  nurseries. 

Eradication.  Experiments  in  eradication  of  currants  and 
gooseberries  have  been  carried  out  on  areas  in  Clinton  county  and 
in  Essex  county.  The  white  pine  is  of  great  importance  in  these 
localities.  The  purpose  of  this  work  was  to  determine  the  cost  of 
eradication  and  its  practicability.  The  Essex  county  area  covered 
about  ten  thousand  acres,  all  of  which  have  been  worked  over  and 
cleaned  up  at  an  average  cost  of  $1.12  per  acre.  The  Clinton 
connty  area  embraced  about  four  thousand  acres  and  the  work  was 
done  at  an  average  cost  of  twenty-three  cents  per  acre.  The 
difference  in  expense  is  due  largely  to  the  character  of  the  land. 

Co-operation.  The  work  has  been  carried  on  in  co-operation 
with  the  U.  S.  Bureau  of  Plant  Industry.  They  have  given  much 
technical  assistance,  kept  us  advised  of  work  in  other  states,  and 
have  contributed  $21,629.50,  which  has  been  used  to  pay  wages 
of  employees. 

Future  Control  Methods.  In  view  of  the  further  information 
which  has  been  brought  forth  during  the  work  of  the  past  season,  it 
seems  advisable  to  change  the  general  plan  of  blister  rust  control,  as 
it  has  been  practiced  during  the  past  season,  and  place  it  on  a  some- 
what different  basis.  It  has  already  been  shown  that  the  disease 
is  now  present  throughout  the  valuable  pine  districts  of  the  State. 
It  is,  therefore,  not  necessary  to  conduct  any  further  extensive 
scouting,  except  to  make  sure  that  the  disease  is  not  present  in 
localities  where  it  has  not  yet  appeared. 
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In  order  to  gain  lasting  results  from  the  eradication  work,  it 
seems  most  advisable  to  put  it  entirely  on  a  co-operative  basis  with 
the  individual  land  owners  or  the  majority  of  the  land  owners  in 
a  given  community.  The  work  will  not  be  successful  if  it  is  done 
only  once,  as  wild  currants  and  gooseberries  will  be  sure  to  appear 
again  in  subsequent  years,  after  they  have  been  eradicated.  It 
is  comparatively  an  easy  matter  to  remove  cultivated  ribee  and 
place  a  quarantine  against  further  planting,  and  this  could  be 
done  by  the  State  without  the  aid  of  individual  land  owners.  The 
eradication  of  wild  currants  and  gooseberries,  however,  is  an 
entirely  different  proposition  and  a  very  expensive  one,  if  it  is 
carried  on  over  a  long  period  of  years.  It  seems,  therefore,  that 
in  order  to  obtain  satisfactory  results  the  work  should  be  confined 
to  areas  where  the  land  owners  are  willing  to  co-operate  and  to  sec 
to  it  that  the  work  is  not  allowed  to  lapse  after  a  year  or  t\vo. 
From  the  experience  gained  this  summer  in  Essex  county,  it  seems 
that  such  a  plan  as  this  should  work  out  very  satisfactorily.  It 
will  probably  be  possible  to  interest  communities  or  townships  in 
the  same  way.  This  plan  will  naturally  cause  the  work  to  be  done 
in  localities  where  white  pine  is  of  the  greatest  value. 

WAR  WORK 

Last  summer  the  Superintendent  of  State  Forests  was  asked  by 
the  United  States  Forest  Service  to  act  as  listing  officer  for  this 
State  in  raising  a  regiment  of  foresters  and  woodsmen  to  go  to 
France.  The  War  Department  had  asked  the  Forest  Service  to 
raise  such  a  regiment.  The  necessity  was  emphasized  by  General 
Joffre,  when  the  French  Commission  visited  the  United  States. 
We  gladly  accepted  and  great  assistance  was  given  by  the  field 
force  of  Forest  Rangers  and  Game  Protectors.  Several  hundred 
excellent  men  were  obtained,  who  joined  either  the  Tenth  Engi- 
neers (First  Forestry  Regiment)  or  the  Twentieth  Engineers 
(Second  Forestry  Regiment.)  This  task  required  publicity, 
canvassing,  many  interviews,  and  replying  to  a  vast  amount  of 
correspondence. 

A  short  time  ago  the  United  States  Forest  Service  suggested 
th^t  we  take  active  steps  to  increase  the  available  wood  supply 
and  encourage  the  use  of  wood  as  a  substitute  for  coal. 
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The  Assistant  Superintendent  of  State  Forests  is  in  charge  of 
the  Wood  Fuel  Bureau  to  carry  out  this  suggestion. 

LANDS  PURCHASED 

Purchase  of  the  following  lands  have  been  recoQimended  by 
the  commission,  the  purchase  approved  by  the  commissioners  of 
the  Land  OflSce,  the  title  approved  by  the  Attorney  General  and 
payment  made  by  the  Comptroller:

THE  CUBA  RESERVATION 

The  Cuba  Beservation  is  in  excellent  condition  and  is  returning 
a  gross  revenue  of  approximately  $2,700  per  year  to  the  State. 
During  the  lajat  year  a  caretaker  has  been  employed  to  look  after 
the  property  and  to  see  that  it  is  kept  in  a  proper  condition.  After 
deducting  the  expenses  of  administration,  the  net  revenue  is 
approximately  $2,100. 

THE  ST.  LAWRENCE  RESERVATION 

During  the  last  year  a  forest  ranger  has  been  assigned  to  the 
St  Lawrence  Keservation  and  has  done  effective  work  in  patrol- 
ing  and  in  looking  after  the  sanitary  condition  of  the  property. 
The  docks  and  pavilions  have  never  before  been  in  better  condi- 
tion, and  the  people  who  use  the  Beservation  have  shown  a  much 
better  disposition  to  use  it  properly  since  this  supervision  has  been 
instituted. 

THE  JOHN  BROWN  FARM 

The  John  Brown  Farm  continues  to  be  visited  by  large  num- 
bers of  tourists  each  year,  and  is  one  of  the  important  historic 
points  of  interest  in  the  Forest  Preserve.  The  property  has  been 
kept  in  good  condition  by  the  caretaker. 
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DIVISION  OF  WATERS 


WATER  POWER  DEVELOPMENT 

For  some  time  past  the  inventory  and  preliminary  studies  of 
the  water  powers  of  the  State  have  reached  a  point  where  the  vast 
resources  of  the  State  in  this  most  valuable  natural  asset  have 
stood  fully  revealed.  In  the  face  of  this  fact  and  of  the  over- 
whelming need  for  power  at  the  present  time,  we  can  no  longer, 
without  serious  danger  of  becoming  economic  slackers,  sit  with 
folded  hands  while  the  power  of  our  streams  runs  uselessly  to 
waste. 

The  Commission  again  recommends  the  placing  of  the  power 
to  act  and  the  fixing  of  responsibility  for  action.  It  believes  that 
the  State  should  immediately  select  some  of  the  largest  and  most 
available  storage  and  power  projects  and  proceed  at  once  with 
their  development,  in  accordance  with  the  policy  expressed  by  the 
Governor  in  his  annual  message  to  the  Legislature.  Additional 
power  at  Niagara,  the  development  of  the  Long  Sault,  the  con- 
struction of  the  Sacandaga  and  Portage  reservoirs,  present  oppo^ 
tunities  to  develop  power  at  a  cost  which  is  a  fraction  of  the  price 
at  which  it  is  now  being  sold  in  the  vicinity  of  these  water  powers. 

Steel  and  nitrogen  compounds  and  the  products  of  many  chem- 
ical industries  are  basic  necessities  for  winning  the  war.  The  vast 
resources  of  the  State  of  New  York  in  water  power  used  in  the 
production  of  these  things  mean  more  ships,  more  food,  more 
explosives  and  more  munitions,  in  quantities  sufficient  to  exert 
great  influence  upon  our  success  in  the  war  and  in  the  work  of 
peace  after  the  war. 

WATER  POWER  AND  STORAGE  SURVEYS 

Below  is  given  a  brief  synopsis  of  each  unit  of  work  carried  on 
by  the  State  during  the  past  year  upon  the  various  streams  of 
the  State. 

Black  River.  As  reported  in  the  last  annual  report,  a  power 
survey  of  the  Black  River  was  made  during  the  year  1916.    A 
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considerable  amoxuit  of  additional  field  work  on  this  river  has  been 
done  during  the  past  year,  and  the  ofBice  studies  have  been  carried 
forward  as  fast  as  possible  with  our  limited  engineering  force. 
It  is  expected  that  these  studies  will  be  completed  in  the  near 
future  and  that  a  special  report  on  this  river  will  be  issued. 

Qrass  River.  A  complete  power  survey  of  the  Grass  River  has 
been  made  and  office  studies  are  now  under  way.  A  profile  of 
the  river  from  Grass  River  Flow  to  the  St.  Lawi^nce  River  was 
run,  surveys  were  made  to  determine  the  feasibility  of  various 
storage  basins,  and  brief  surveys  of  all  undeveloped  storage  sites 
were  mada  All  developed  powers  on  the  river  were  inspected  and 
data  secured  as  to  head  in  use,  turbine  installation  and  use  of 
power.  As  soon  as  the  office  studies  have  been  completed,  this 
information  will  be  published  in  a  separate  report. 

Upper  Hudson  and  Schroon  watersheds.    The  opportunities 

offered  for  storage  on  the  Hudson  watershed  above  Hadley  were 
pointed  out  in  the  fourth  annual  report  of  the  State  Water  Supply 
Commission. 

I>nring  the  past  season  a  survey  has  been  made  for  the  pur- 
pose of  making  a  preliminary  estimate  of  the  cost  of  developing 
this  storaga  The  profile  of  the  upper  Hudson  was  extended 
from  Indian  River  to  Tahawus  and  surveys  of  dam  sites  for 
power  and  storage  were  made  at  Tahawus,  the  outlet  of  Rich 
Lake,  Newcomb  Lake  and  Ord  Falls.  Profiles  were  also  run  on 
the  Goodenow  River,  including  detail  surveys  to  two  possible 
dam  sites.  A  partial  profile  of  the  Cedar  River  was  run,  includ- 
ing the  dam  site  at  the  outlet  of  Rock  Lake.  A  profile  of  the 
Boreas  River  from  its  mouth  to  Cheney  Pond  was  also  made, 
together  with  dam  site  surveys  at  various  points  on  the  river 
and  at  Cheney  and  Boreas  ponds. 

The  creation  of  a  storage  reservoir  by  raising  the  level  of 
Schroon  Lake  has  been  advocated  for  many  years.  The  growing 
popularity  and  rapid  development  of  the  Schroon  Lake  region  as 
a  summer  resort  has  greatly  increased  realty  values  in  the  storage 
basin.  With  a  view  of  estimating  the  feasibility  of  securing  an 
equivalent  amount  of  storage  at  other  points  on  this  watershed, 
surveys  of  dam  sites  for  possible  storage  reservoirs  were  made  at 
Olmsteadville  on  Minerva  stream,  Natural  Bridge  on  Trout 
Brook  and  Schroon  Falls  on  the  Schroon  River. 
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POWER  STUDIES 

St.  Regis  River.  A  survey  of  the  power  and  storage  possibilities 
on  the  St.  E^is  River  was  made  during  1914  and  1915.  This 
survey  included  a  profile  of  the  main  river  and  east  and  west 
branches  from  the  mouth  to  the  headwaters,  as  well  as  detail  sur- 
veys at  all  possible  dam  sites  for  power  development  and  storage 
reservoirs.  Data  concerning  existing  power  developments  was  col- 
lected through  the  courtesy  of  the  power  owners. 

During  the  past  two  years  studies  have  been  made  to  show  the 
benefit  of  storage  regulation  on  the  present  power  developments 
on  the  river,  as  well  as  to  determine  the  possibilities  of  a  further 
development. 

The  present  installation  on  the  river  amounts  to  about  4800 
horse  power,  which  is  developed  on  a  total  fall  of  270  feet.  In 
nearly  all  cases  the  present  flow  of  the  stream  will  run  these  wheels 
at  full  capacity  throughout  the  year. 

The  profile  of  the  stream  shows  a  gross  fall  of  2518  feet  below 
the  dam  sites  of  the  proposed  storage  reservoirs.  With  regulation 
afforded  by  the  storage  reservoii's,  83,500  horsepower  could  be 
economically  developed  on  the  stream.  A  special  report  on  the 
power  possibilities  of  this  stream  is  being  prepared. 

Hudson  River.  During  the  past  year  office  studies  have  been 
made  in  connection  with  the  benefits  which  are  to  be  expected 
from  the  regulation  which  would  be  afforded  by  the  lai^r  stor- 
age reservoir  projects  on  the  Hudson  River,  namely,  the  proposed 
Sacandaga  and  Indian  Lake  Reservoirs.  This  entailed  a  com- 
plete revision  of  previous  studies,  as  nearly  six  years  of  actual 
stream  flow  measurements  have  been  made  available  since  the 
last  study  was  made.  It  is  proposed  to  make  the  principal  results 
of  this  study  the  subject  of  a  special  report 

Ausable  River.  A  complete  survey  and  investigation  of  the 
power  possibilities  of  the  Ausable  River  was  made  in  1915  and 
oflSce  studies  were  made  in  1916-1917-  The  results  of  these 
studies  will  be  made  the  subject  of  a  special  report. 
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UPPER  HUDSON  RIVER  REQULATION 

Several  hearings  have  been  held  during  the  past  year  upon  the 
petition  of  the  Glens  Falls  Chamber  of  Oommerce,  praying  for 
the  organization  of  the  Upper  Hudson  Eiver  Begulating  District, 
in  aocordanee  with  the  provisions  of  chapter  662  of  the  Laws  of 
1915.  At  a  hearing  held  December  12,  1917,  the  petition  was 
withdrawn  and  the  proceeding  was  closed. 

DRAINAGE 

Hearings  were  held  during  the  past  year  upon  the  petitions  of 
certain  owners  of  swamp  lands  near  Sodus  and  Wayne  Center, 
Wayne  Coimty.  At  these  hearings  the  reports  and  estimates  of 
cost  made  by  the  Commission  were  presented.  In  the  case  of  the 
Sodus  project,  the  owners  of  the  land  affected  were  about  equally 
divided  in  favor  of  and  against  proceeding  with  the  work.  At 
Wayne  Center  only  a  small  percentage  were  willing  to  proceed. 
The  conmiission  withheld  its  decision  in  both  cases. 

A  petition  was  received  this  year  from  certain  owners  of  lands 
in  the  towns  of  Pendelton  and  Lockport,  Niagara  County,  setting 
forth  the  necessity  of  drainage  of  said  lands.  Upon  receipt  of 
this  petition  the  Commission  ordered  that  a  survey  be  made  and 
preliminary  plans  and  estimates  prepared.  The  survey  has  been 
completed  and  maps  and  plans  are  in  the  course  of  preparation. 

CANASERAOA  CREEK  IMPROVEMENT 

The  work  of  maintenance,  consisting  chiefly  of  the  extension  of 
pile  and  brush  bank  protection  as  begun  in  1916,  was  continued 
during  the  1917  season.  The  experience  gathered  from  the  1916 
work  indicated  that  it  would  be  advisable  to  purchase  and  operate 
our  own  pile  driver  plant.  The  commission  accordingly  pur- 
chased a  pile  driver  and  constructed  about  one-third  of  a  mile  of 
this  protection  work  during  the  past  season  at  a  considerable 
saving  over  last  year's  contract  prices. 

From  an  agricultural  viewpoint,  the  past  season  was  especially 
discouraging  to  the  land  owners  in  the  district  April  and  May 
were  cold  months,  the  spring  in  general  being  particularly  unfav- 
orable for  winter  grains  and  meadows;  garden  and  early  sown 
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crops  were  slow,  and  in  many  cases  replanting  was  necoBsaiy. 
The  months  of  June  and  July  were  excessively  wet  and  planting 
and  cultivating  proceeded  very  slowly.  August  was  normal  and 
favorable.  September  was  one  of  the  coolest  Septembers  on 
record,  but  conditions  were  generally  favorable  from  an  agricul- 
tural standpoint.  October  was  also  an  exceedingly  cold  month 
and  the  rainfall  was  extremely  heavy,  and  severe  rains  the  last 
week  resulted  in  the  highest  floods  recorded  at  this  season  of  the 
year  in  this  section  of  the  State.  In  spite  of  the  unfavorable  sea- 
son and  rainfall  conditions,  the  improved  channels  provided  a 
much  quicker  run-ofF  of  flood  waters  and  a  vast  improvement  in 
conditions  was  apparent. 

In  the  matter  of  the  certiorari  proceeding  to  review  the  com- 
mission's final  determination  of  benefits  accruing  to  the  lands  and 
properties  in  the  district,  the  Hon.  Herbert  A.  Hemmingway  of 
Coming  was  appointed  referee  by  the  Supreme  Court.  Proceed- 
ings in  the  matter  are  now  pending. 

SUPERVISION  OVER  DOCKS  AND  DAMS 

Jurisdiction  over  the  docks  and  dams  of  the  State  is  conferred 
upon  the  Conservation  Commission  by  section  22  of  Article  3  of 
the  Conservation  Law.  Briefly,  this  statute  provides,  with  the 
exceptions  stated  below,  that  no  structure  for  the  impounding  of 
water,  or  no  structure  used  as  a  landing  place,  shall  be  erected 
or  reconstructed  without  notifying  the  Commission  and  complying 
with  such  conditions  as  it  may  prescribe  for  safeguarding  life 
and  property.  Whenever  public  safety  shall  require,  power  is 
also  conferred  upon  the  Commission  to  make  and  enforce  an  order 
requiring, — (a)  the  submission  of  plans  and  specifications  for 
such  proposed  construction  or  reconstruction  work;  (b)  the 
revision  of  such  plans  or  specifications;  (c)  the  removal,  repair, 
or  reconstruction  of  any  such  existing  structures ;  or  (d)  the  com- 
pletion of  the  necessary  work  in  accordance  with  the  plans  and 
specifications  approved  by  the  Commission. 

The  section  does  not  apply  to  a  dam  forming  a  part  of  the 
State's  canal  system,  nor  to  any  other  where  the  area  draining 
into  the  pond  formed  thereby  does  not  exceed  one  square  mile, 
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unless  the  dam  is  more  than  ten  feet  in  height  above  the  natural 
bed  of  the  stream  at  any  point,  or  unless  the  quantity  of  water 
which  the  dam  impounds  exceeds  one  million  gallons;  nor  to 
a  dock,  pier,  wharf  or  other  structure  under  the  jurisdiction  of 
the  department  of  docks,  if  any,  in  a  city  of  the  first  class. 

The  location  and  inspection  of  existing  structures  was  con- 
tinued by  several  summer  employees  under  the  direction  of  the 
Inspector  of  Docks  and  Dams.  The  assistants  located  the  docks 
and  dams,  and  reported  as  to  their  condition,  their  dimensions, 
and  other  data  required.  During  the  year  twenty-eight  applica- 
tions for  the  construction  or  reconstruction  of  dams  and  three 
applications  for  the  construction  or  reconstruction  of  docks  have 
been  considered  by  the  Commission  and  the  Inspector  has  made 
two  hundred  and  twenty-two  personal  examinations  of  new  struc- 
tures or  of  others  reported  to  be  unsafe. 

WATER  SUPPLY  AND  SEWERAGE 

The  prevailing  high  prices  for  labor  and  material  and  the 
absorption  of  investment  funds  by  the  federal  government  in  the 
liberty  loans  have  caused  considerable  reduction  in  waterworks 
constroction  during  the  past  year.  The  most  noticeable  activity 
in  this  line  has  been  the  purchase  of  existing  privately  owned 
waterworks  systems  by  several  municipalities.  This  tendency 
appears  to  be  due  to  the  low  rate  of  profit  earned  by  these  com- 
panies, and  to  the  difficulty  experienced  by  all  public  service  cor- 
porations in  obtaining  funds  for  renewals  and  extensions. 

An  increasingly  large  number  of  sewerage  applications  have 
been  submitted  for  approval.  Most  of  these  applications  involve 
the  construction  of  works  for  the  sanitary  disposal  of  sewage. 
This  appears  to  indicate  a  growing  realization  of  the  necessity  for 
adequate  treatment  of  municipal  wastes  in  order  to  prevent  the 
pollution  of  public  waters.  Among  these  applications  are  a  num- 
ber involving  the  treatment  of  wastes  from  tanneries,  acid  fac- 
tories and  other  manufacturing  establishments.  This  matter  is 
being  given  detailed  study  in  order  to  determine  the  degree  of 
purification  necessary  to  safeguard  public  water  supplies  and  to 
prevent  the  destruction  of  fish  life. 
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ENGINEERING  ASSISTANCE 

St.  Lawrence  Reservation.  Plans  and  specifications  for  a 
new  dock  on  the  State  Reservation  at  Cedar  Point  were  prepared 
by  this  Division  and  contract  for  the  work  was  let  September  13, 
1917.  This  work  is  now  under  construction,  but,  owing  to  the 
difficulty  in  obtaining  la^bor  and  to  unfavorable  weather,  the  con- 
tractor was  obliged  to  discontinue  work  in  December.  Time  for 
completion  of  this  dock  has  been  extended  to  May  15,  1918. 

Fish  Hatchery  at  Dunkirk.  General  plans  for  a  new  fish 
hatchery  on  Point  Gratiot,  in  the  city  of  Dunkirk,  have  been  pre- 
pared by  this  Division  in  co-operation  with  the  State  Architect. 
Contracts  for  its  construction  were  let  July  20,  1917,  and  the 
building  is  now  being  constructed  under  supervision  of  the  State 
Architect.  Although  the  contractors  have  experienced  great  diffi- 
culty in  securing  labor,  it  is  hoped  that  the  building  will  be  ready 
for  operation  during  the  spring  of  1918. 

AMENDMENTS  TO  CONSERVATION  LAW  RECOM- 
MENDED 

Supervision  of  hydraulic  structures.  Attention  is  called  to 
the  provision  of  section  22  of  article  3  of  the  Conservation  Law 
relating  to  "structures  for  impounding  water."  Under  the  pre- 
sent law  the  Commission  has  no  jurisdiction  over  structures 
which,  while  not  erected  for  that  purpose,  do  nevertheless  im- 
pound water.  This  results  in  considerable  danger  to  life  and 
property.  The  desirability  of  placing  such  structures  under  the 
jurisdiction  of  the  Commission  was  brought  out  during  the  past 
season.  As  the  result  of  a  severe  rain-storm,  two  small  mill  dams 
failed,  causing  the  loss  of  two  lives  and  considerable  property 
damage. 

In  the  course  of  its  investigations,  the  attention  of  the  Com- 
mission was  called  to  the  fact  that  an  insuiRcient  stream  open- 
ing through  a  railroad  embankment  above  the  upper  dam  had 
become  clogged  with  driftwood,  and  that  water  had  been 
impounded  above  the  embankment,  causing  its  failure.  The 
resulting  flood  wave,  together  with  the  debris  accumulated  behind 
the  embankment,  caused  the  washing  out  of  the  embankment  and 
the  failure  of  the  dams,  with  the  above  mentioned  results. 
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In  order  that  the  Commission  may  have  sufficient  authority  to 
remedy  conditions  similar  to  this,  it  is  respectfully  recommended 
that  the  law  be  so  amended  as  to  apply  to  all  structures  which  in 
any  way  impound  the  natural  flow  of  the  streams  over  which  the 
Commission  has  jurisdiction  under  this  section. 

Drainage  Law.  Section  488  of  article  7  of  the  Conservation 
Law,  known  sa  the  Drainage  Law,  provides  that  if  the  final  deter 
mination  of  the  Commission  in  the  matter  of  the  formation  of  a 
drainage  district,  is  that  the  proposed  improvement  shall  be  pro- 
ceeded with,  it  shall  enter  a  final  order,  which  order  shall  be 
approved  by  the  governor. 

A  further  reading  of  this  article  indicates  that  further  actions 
of  the  Commission  are  to  be  approved  by  the  governor. 

In  reference  to  the  power  of  the  Commission  to  make  minor 
changes  in  the  final  plans  and  order,  the  statute  now  reads  that 
"the  commission  may  make  such  changes  in  such  final  order  as 
approved  by  such  act  of  the  Legislai/u/re/'  As  this  is  manifestly 
an  error  in  the  original  intent  of  the  law,  it  is  respectfully  recom- 
mended that  the  same  be  amended. 

Advertising.  In  articles  VII  and  VIII  of  the  Conservation 
Law,  relating  respectively  to  River  Improvement  and  Drainage, 
provision  has  been  made  for  advertising  notices  of  hearings  and 
requests  for  bids  and  proposals.  In  some  cases  the  law  states 
that  said  notices  shall  be  published  for  two  successive  weeks  and 
in  others  once  a  week  for  two  successive  weeks. 

In  order  to  comply  strictly  with  the  law  the  Commission  has 
felt  it  necessary  to  make  "daily"  publication  for  two  successive 
weeks,  unless  otherwise  provided  for,  which  has  resulted  in  large 
expenditures  for  this  purpose.  It  is  respectfully  recommended 
that  the  law  be  amended  to  specify  the  number  of  times  such  pal>- 
lication  shall  be  required. 
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DIVISION  OF  SARATOGA  SPRINGS 


REVENUE  PRODUCINQ  DEPARTMENTS  MAKE  A  PROFIT 

Since  the  State  Reservation  at  Saratoga  Springs  was  turned  over 
to  the  Conservation  Commission  on  April  26, 1916,  every  revenue 
producing  division  has  paid  a  profit  over  and  above  its  cost  of 
operation.  When  it  is  considered  that  during  all  of  this  time  the 
Reservation  has  been  undergoing  extensive  reorganization  in 
machinery  and  other  equipment,  that  extensive  repairs  had  to  be 
made,  and  that  a  large  amount  of  experimental  work  had  to  be 
done  to  devise  effective  methods  for  bottling  water  satisfactorily 
in  large  quantities,  a  net  profit  is  a  matter  for  much  satisfaction. 

The  accompanying  statement  of  receipts  and  disbursements 
from  April  26,  1916,  to  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year  on  June  30, 
1917,  shows  that  the  Spring  Water  Division  paid  a  net  profit  of 
$7,714.59 ;  the  Bath  House  Division  a  net  profit  of  $1,015.64,  and 
the  Miscellaneous  Division  a  net  profit  of  $10,557.37,  or  a  total 
profit  for  all  income  producing  divisions  of  $19,287.60. 

The  total  expense  for  conducting  the  departments  not  produc- 
tive of  income,  exclusive  of  extraordinaiy  expenditures,  was  $38,- 
933.61. 

INCREASES  FOR  THE  YEAR 

During  the  last  fiscal  year  the  total  amount  paid  into  the  State 
Treasury  by  the  Division  of  Saratoga  Springs  was  $59,518.06. 
The  largest  amount  ever  turned  into  the  State  Treasury  prior  to 
this  administration  was  $14,891.22.  It  ie  thus  apparent  that 
the  business  of  the  reservation  is  growing  at  a  most  satisfactory 
rate.  The  effort  of  the  commission  has  been  so  to  organize  the 
business  of  the  reservation  and  so  to  develop  the  physical  proper- 
ties that  a  steady  and  healthy  growth  may  be  looked  for  contin- 
uously. 

The  amount  of  business  done  in  the  season  of  1916  was  greater 
than  in  any  previous  year,  and  that  of  1917,  following  the  dose 
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of  the  fiscal  year,  was  similarly  greater  than  that  of  1916.  The 
Commission  has  no  reason  to  doubt  that  the  season  of  1918  will 
show  a  corresponding  advance. 

To  gain  a  knowledge  of  the  increased  amount  of  business  trans- 
acted at  Saratoga  Springs,  both  in  the  sales  of  mineral  water,  and 
in  the  giving  of  baths  and  other  treatments  at  the  various  bath 
houses,  the  following  comparisons  are  submitted : 

The  total  number  of  patients  treated  at  the  bath  houses  operated 
by  the  State  in  the  calendar  year  1916  was  17,081,  while  the  total 
treatments  for  1917  were  21,959,  showing  an  increase  of  4,878,  or 
281^  per  cent 

The  accompanying  table  gives  a  tabulated  comparison  of  the 
receipts  for  the  calendar  years  1916  and  1917,  showing  an  increase 
for  1917  of  nearly  $14,000. 

It  must  be  taken  into  consideration  that  no  advertising  of  any 
moment  has  been  done  by  the  Division  of  Saratoga  Springs, 
because  of  the  reorganization  and  other  work  that  had  to  precede 
a  selling  campaign.  With  a  proper  amount  of  newspaper  and 
other  advertising,  the  Commission  may  confidently  expect  to 
double  or  triple  these  figures,  more  particularly  those  relating  to 
the  sales  of  bottled  mineral  waters.

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Bottling  Difficulties  Overcome 

One  of  the  most  important  accomplishments  of  the  Commission 
during  the  year  and  a  half  that  it  has  had  control  of  the  State 
Reservation  at  Saratoga  Springs  has  been  the  development  of 
methods  and  the  installation  of  machinery  to  make  possible  the 
bottling  of  Saratoga  waters  in  their  natural  state  and  with  entire 
assurance  that  no  chemical  changes  will  result  in  the  bottle. 

The  Conservation  Commission  at  the  very  start  adopted  the 
policy  of  bottling  the  waters  in  their  natural  condition.  This 
means  that  the  water  must  go  into  the  bottle  as  it  comes  from  the 
earth,  with  nothing  added  to  or  taken  from  it,  and  that  it  must 
stand  up  indefinitely  in  this  natural  condition.  Great  difficulty 
has  arisen  in  accomplishing  this,  because  of  the  fact  that  the  most 
minute  quantity  of  air  in  the  bottle  will  bring  about  chemical 
reactions  with  the  constituents  of  the  water  and  cause  a  precipi- 
tation of  much  of  the  mineral  matter  in  solution.  While  the 
result  is  not  in  the  least  harmful,  it  nevertheless  entirely  destroys 
the  appearance  and  palatability  of  the  water. 

It  is  easy  enough  to  bottle  a  mineral  water  of  the  Saratoga  type 
and  have  it  retain  all  of  its  minerals  in  solution,  provided  citric 
acid  is  added.  The  water  may  also  be  bottled  easily  if  it  is  exposed 
to  the  air  in  tanks  until  the  precipitation  has  occurred.  This 
means,  however,  that  it  loses  a  large  part  of  its  mineral  content  and 
must  be  recarbonated  artificially.  It  is  also  easy  enough  to  pro- 
cure a  good  ground  water,  free  from  the  troublesome  minerals, 
add  certain  soluble  salts,  and  then  carbonate  and  bottle  the  water. 

During  the  many  years  preceding  State  ownership  of  the  Sara- 
toga Springs,  and  even  subsequent  to  their  operation  by  the  State, 
numerous  bottled  waters  from  Saratoga,  put  up  in  accordance  with 
one  of  the  above  methods,  were  to  be  found  on  the  market.  At 
first  little  was  demanded,  either  by  the  National  government  or 
by  the  consumer,  in  the  way  of  sanitation  or  freedom  from  adul- 
teration. Under  present  conditions,  however,  a  clean,  sterile, 
unadulterated  product  is  required,  and  adulteration  by  citric  acid, 
or  in  any  other  way,  must  be  noted  on  the  label.  In  other  words, 
if  waters  are  to  be  bottled  and  sold  as  natural  waters,  they  must 
be  in  fact  natural  waters.    It  is  of  course  particularly  important 
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that  the  State  of  New  York  scrupulously  observe  every  require- 
ment of  cleanliness^  sanitation  and  unchanged  natural  condition. 

It  was  discovered  at  the  very  outset  of  the  Commission's  investi- 
gation that  the  manufacturers  of  bottling  machinery  had  never 
before  had  to  meet  the  conditions  imposed  by  the  Commission's 
policy.  The  one  bottler  who  had  marketed  an  absolutely  natural 
Saratoga  water  had  put  out  only  75  cases  of  2  dozen  pints  in  a 
ten  hour  day.  Filling,  crowning  and  labeling  by  hand  were  his 
only  methods.  His  equipment  provided  for  completely  filling  the 
bottles  with  carbon  dioxide  gas  before  the  water  was  introduced. 
As  the  water  rose  in  the  bottle,  it  pushed  out  the  carbon  dioxide, 
gas,  so  that  no  air  ever  came  in  contact  with  the  water.  The  bottle 
was  then  quickly  crowned  before  air  could  displace  the  small 
amount  of  carbon  dioxide  gas  left  in  the  neck.  It  was  discovered 
that  under  actual  working  conditions  the  operator  became  very 
much  less  eflScient  after  a  very  short  period,  so  that  the  bottles 
were  not  thoroughly  filled  with  carbonic  acid  gas.  This  meant 
contamination  of  the  water  with  a  small  amount  of  air,  and  caused 
precipitation  and  other  chemical  changes  within  a  few  hours  after 
bottling. 

In  addition  to  the  inefiiciency  of  this  method,  the  water  put  up 
was  very  expensive  and  the  output  did  not  b^in  to  supply  the 
demand.  The  Commission  has  felt  that  under  State  ownership  it 
is  necessary  that  the  waters,  which  are  public  property,  be  put 
into  every  one's  hands  at  the  smallest  possible  cost.  This  can  be 
accomplished  only  by  the  use  of  automatic  machinery,  capable  of 
handling  large  volumes  of  water  with  absolute  freedom  from  air 
contamination. 

The  Commission,  with  the  cooperation  of  the  manufacturers  of 
bottling  machinery,  has  made  exhaustive  experiments  to  solve  the 
problems  presented.  Machines  capable  of  being  remodeled  to 
meet  the  special  conditions  imposed,  were  installed,  the  necessary 
changes  were  made  in  them,  and  comparative  tests  obtained. 
During  this  experimental  period  very  little  water  that  was  mar- 
ketable was  produced,  the  amount  varying  from  twenty-five  to 
fifty  per  cent  of  the  entire  output. 

The  experiments  finally  resulted  in  the  designing  and  building 
of  a  machine  that  automatically  displaces  the  air  in  the  bottles 
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with  carbon  dioxide  gas  and  feeds  them  to  the  filling  machine. 
This  equipment  has  resulted  in  increasing  the  capacity  of  the 
plant  at  the  present  time  to  one  himdred  cases  of  two  dozen  pints 
per  hour,  or  more  than  thirteen  times  the  capacity  which  the 
bottling  establishment  had  a  year  and  a  half  ago.  Difficulties  in 
bottling  Saratoga  waters  in  their  natural  state  have  now  been 
eliminated,  and  by  the  installation  of  additional  machinery  of  the 
same  type,  the  capacity  of  the  bottling  plant  can  be  increased  to 
any  extent.  Had  these  chemical  and  mechanical  problems  not 
been  solved,  the  bottling  of  Saratoga  waters  in  large  quantities, 
as  they  come  from  the  ground,  would  have  been  impossible. 

PARKS  AND  DRIVES 

The  amount  of  work  done  in  1916  on  parks  and  drives  of  the 
State  Reservation  to  bring  them  back  to  presentable  condition 
made  it  a  much  easier  matter  to  put  these  walks  and  drives  in 
condition  for  the  1917  season.  Because  of  the  lack  of  appropria- 
tion, it  was  not  possible  to  make  proposed  replacements  of  the 
foot  and  road  bridges  in  Geyser  Park.  These  bridges  are  in  a 
very  bad  state  of  repair,  because  of  rotting  of  timbers.  If  the 
roads  of  Geyser  Park  are  to  be  used  during  the  season  of  1918, 
the  bridges  must  all  be  repaired,  and  most  of  them  must  be 
replaced,  to  insure  the  safety  of  visitors. 

As  practically  all  the  available  land  on  the  Reservation  had  been 
reforested  during  previous  years,  the  reforestation  work  in  1917 
consisted  only  in  replacing  some  young  trees  that  had  died  and  in 
the  planting  of  ornamental  shrubs  and  trees  about  the  Lincoln 
Bath  House,  the  Saratoga  Bath  House  and  in  other  places  on  the 
Reservation. 

The  work  on  the  grounds  at  the  Lincoln  Bath  House  was 
finished  in  the  spring  of  1917,  the  fountain  having  been  recon- 
structed and  the  roads,  paths  and  lawns  put  into  the  best  of  con- 
dition. Considerable  work  was  done  in  Geyser  Park  about  the 
Hathom  No.  2  and  Ilathom  No.  3  springs,  the  unsightly  ditch 
at  the  side  of  the  State  road  having  been  completely  filled  and 
graded  and  the  uneven  contour  of  the  land  changed  to  a  general 
even  slope.  Paths  and  walks,  as  well  as  parking  place  for  auto- 
mobiles, have  been  provided.     Re-surfacing  of  the  Avenue  of 
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Pines  with  new  gravel  was  begun  at  the  southern  end,  and  con- 
siderable grading  was  done  along  this  road  to  put  it  in  better 
shape  for  the  large  amonnt  of  traflSc  which  now  seeks  this  short 
cut  between  South  Broadway  and  the  Geyser  district. 

BUILDINGS 

The  large^  unsightly  buildings  over  Hathorn  No.  2  and  Coesa 
springs,  which  were  not  in  good  condition,  have  been  torn  down 
and  replaced  with  small  pump  houses  of  a  design  which  fits  into 
the  general  scheme  of  buildings  on  the  State  Keservation.  The 
pump  houses  over  Congress  "No.  2,  Minnonebe  and  Polaris  springs 
were  shingled  and  painted  to  fit  into  this  design.  An  ornamental 
pavilion  has  been  erected  over  Hathorn  No.  3  spring,  which,  in 
conjunction  with  the  landscape  work  done  about  this  spring,  makes 
it  one  of  the  most  attractive  spots  on  the  reservation. 

The  Formel  building,  in  the  Vale  of  Springs,  which  has  been 
used  only  for  storage  purposes,  is  now  being  torn  down  to  make 
way  for  a  landscape  gardening  scheme. 

An  addition  to  the  Femdell  bottling  works,  provided  for  by 
the  last  Legislature,  is  now  tinder  way,  but,  because  of  the  increased 
cost  of  construction,  an  additional  appropriation  to  complete  this 
building  will  be  necessary. 

The  ramshackle  buildings  next  to  the  Saratoga  baths  have  been 
removed  and  a  small  well  kept  lawn  now  affords  a  better  view  of 
the  baih  house. 

The  interior  of  the  Saratoga  Bath  House  was  entirely  redecorated 
during  the  winter  of  1917  and  the  bath  departments  are  now 
finished  &roughout  in  white  enamel,  making  this  bath  house  a 
very  bright  and  attractive  place. 

The  Commission  will  not  operate  the  High  Rock  Bath  House 
during  another  season.  This  decision  has  been  reached  because 
the  building  is  old  and  dilapidated  and  a  discredit  to  the  State  of 
New  York ;  because  the  tubs,  the  plumbing,  and  the  heating 
system  would  have  to  be  renewed  at  a  cost  of  at  least  ten  thousand 
dollars;  and  because  it  has  been  found  impossible  to  supply  enough 
mineral  water  for  the  needs  of  the  past  two  years  at  this  bath 
house  without  seriously  affecting  the  flow  of  the  Emperor  Spring. 
Additional  reasons  for  discontinuing  its  use  are  lack  of  proper 
resting  room  facilities,  and  its  location  in  a  very  undesirable  part 
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of  town,  with  the  Boston  and  Maine  railroad  directly  back  of  it, 
and  coal  pockets  and  a  planing  mill  very  near. 

A  number  of  improvements  were  made  to  the  drink  hall  at  the 
Hathom  building,  among  them  being  extra  facilities  for  serving 
the  waters  hot. 

WELLS  AND  SPRINGS 

The  care  and  maintenance  of  the  various  mineral  wells  and 
springs  has  gone  forward  constantly.  The  tubings  in  the  Con- 
gress, Geyser,  Congress  No.  2,  Smith  and  Island  wells  have  been 
taken  out  of  the  wells,  examined  and  replaced  with  new  where 
necessary. 

The  wells  whose  waters  are  bottled,  and  also  a  few  others,  are 
tubed  with  the  best  electrolytic  copper  that  can  be  purchased, 
while  all  the  other  wells  are  tubed  with  wrought  iron  or  copper 
steel.  It  has  been  the  experience  of  every  wellman  in  Saratoga 
that  ordinary  steel  pipe  will  not  endure  the  severe  action  of  the 
carbonated  mineral  waters.  The  use  of  wrought  iron  pipe  for  this 
purpose  accordingly  became  universal,  and  when  the  State  took 
possession  every  well  was  tubed  with  this  metal.  It  was  observed 
that  while  wrought  iron  was  much  more  serviceable  than  steel, 
still  the  maximum  period  of  satisfactory  service  was  four  years, 
and  in  certain  wells  as  low  as  two  years.  Some  other  metal  that 
would  better  withstand  the  action  of  the  water  was  needed.  Evi- 
dently the  former  Reservation  Commissioners  acted  on  this  belief 
when  they  ordered  the  tubing  of  several  wells  with  pure  electro- 
lytic copper.  While  we  have  found  that  copper  withstands  the 
action  of  the  mineral  waters  much  better  than  iron  or  steel,  we 
have  nevertheless  ascertained  that  a  certain  disintegration  of  the 
copper  takes  place,  forming  chemical  compounds  which  are  not 
beneficial  to  the  waters.  With  this  fact  in  mind,  several  wells 
have  been  retubed  with  copper  steel  pipe  and  one  pipe  line  of  more 
than  one-half  mile  in  length  has  been  laid.  After  twelve  months' 
test  under  working  conditions,  this  pipe  was  found  to  be  in 
excellent  condition. 

In  order  that  we  might  obtain  some  information  as  to  the  com- 
parative values  of  copper  pipe  and  copper  steel  pipe,  a  length  of 
each  was  immersed  for  one  month  in  the  strongest  sulphur  water 
on  the  reservation.    The  copper  steel  pipe  showed  no  effect  from 
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this  test,  while  the  copper  pipe  was  covered  inside  and  out  with  a 
black  deposit  which,  upon  analysis,  proved  to  be  mostly  sulphide 
of  copper.  Wherever  copper  has  been  removed  from  a  well  for 
the  purpose  of  replacing  a  seal,  the  pipe  has  always  been  coated 
with  the  same  black  deposit,  even  with  waters  containing  but 
little  sulphur. 

There  are  now  ten  wells  tubed  with  a  total  of  over  2400  feet  of 
copper,  and  it  seems  advisable  to  pull  each  one  of  these  wells  and 
retube  them  with  copper  steel  pipe.  The  sale  of  the  copper  at  its 
present  high  prices  will  more  than  cover  the  expense  involved. 

The  arrangements  for  serving  water  at  the  Congress  Spring 
were  improved  by  the  addition  of  a  large  fountain  with  three 
spouts,  thus  allowing  several  persons  to  be  served  at  the  same  time. 
This  new  arrangement  was  in  constant  use  throughout  the  season 
of  1917. 

STORAGE  SYSTEM 

The  storage  system  for  mineral  waters  for  the  bath  houses  was 
completed  in  1917  and  was  in  use  throughout  the  season.  By  this 
system  the  excellent  water  from  the  Lincoln  tract  was  conv^ed 
both  to  the  Lincoln  Bath  House  and  to  the  Saratoga  Bath  House, 
with  very  satisfactory  resulta 

BOTTLING  PLANTS 

The  task  of  completing  and  adjusting  equipment  at  the  mineral 
water  bottling  plant  in  the  Geyser  building  has  gone  forward 
throughout  the  year  without  interruption.  The  labeler,  filler, 
crowner  and  soaker  have  been  so  adjusted  as  to  give  the  maximum 
of  efficiency.  An  additional  glass  lined  storage  pressure  tank  has 
been  installed  in  order  to  increase  the  overnight  storage  capacity 
from  the  various  springs. 

The  present  Geyser  building  is  so  old,  and  has  been  so  com- 
pletely out  of  repair  for  a  long  time,  that  it  is  not  in  any  way 
suitable  for  housing  such  excellent  equipment  as  is  now  in  place. 
In  view,  however,  of  the  extremely  high  cost  of  construction  at 
the  present  time,  the  Commission  does  not  contemplate  putting  up 
a  new  building  until  some  future  date,  when  construction  costs 
may  be  more  within  reason. 

A  new  rinsing  and  sterilizing  unit  will  soon  be  put  in  place, 
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which  will  make  the  plant  completely  automatic  from  end  to  end, 
will  do  away  with  a  large  amount  of  labor  cost,  and  will  insure 
bright,  clean  bottles. 

FERNDELL  PLANT 

The  success  of  bottling  the  mineral  waters  with  a  system 
entirely  free  from  air  has  led  to  the  conclusion  that  it  is  wise  to 
bottle  the  water  from  the  Femdell  Spring  in  the  same  manner. 
With  this  in  view,  driven  test  wells  have  been  sunk  near  the  Fem- 
dell  plant  and  the  same  water  secured.  With  several  large  driven 
wells,  we  will  be  able  to  pump  directly  from  the  well  into  the  bottle 
without  exposure  either  to  light  or  air.  The  capacity  of  this  plant 
has  been  increased  from  the  old  capacity  of  80  5*galloii  demi- 
johns, so  that  it  will  now  be  possible  to  bottle  two  carloads  of  water 
per  day. 

This  plant  is  being  enlarged  by  the  addition  of  a  storehouse 
and  boiler  room  in  the  rear  of  the  present  building.  When  this 
is  completed,  the  machinery  lay-out  will  be  somewhat  rearranged 
to  give  better  efficiency  and  larger  capacity.  The  increased 
storage  room  will  work  to  advantage,  in  that  a  larger  amount  of 
supplies  and  more  bottled  water  may  be  stored  in  it,  thus  making 
it  possible  to  have  always  on  hand  a  reserve  supply  of  this  water. 

EXPERIMENTAL  WELL  ON  THE  SMITH  PROPERTY 

During  the  summer  and  fall  the  bore  known  as  the  Smith  well 
was  increased  in  depth  from  420  to  635  feet.  The  well  was  then 
explored  from  the  bottom  to  the  top  and  chemical  tests  made  upon 
the  water  from  each  stratum.  This  was  accomplished  by  insert- 
ing a  piece  of  perforated  pipe  20  feet  in  length  into  the  well, 
between  two  rubber  seals,  so  that  the  lower  seal  rested  within  a 
foot  of  bottom,  with  the  upper  seal  necessarily  20  feet  higher. 
The  seals  were  then  raised  20  feet  at  a  time,  up  to  103  feet>  which 
marks  the  lower  end  of  the  six-inch  casing.  After  pumping  the 
water  from  each  twenty  feet  for  a  period  of  about  twelve  hours, 
samples  were  taken  and  tested.  It  was  found  that  in  all  the  strata 
between  554  feet  and  594  feet  the  water  was  similar  to  the  present 
Hathom  No.  3,  with  a  chlorine  content  of  6000  parts  per  million 
and  an  alkalinity  of  3550.  Between  535  feet  and  555  feet  a 
spouting  vein  was  encountered,  which  contained  4600  parts  of 
chlorine  and  3650  parts  of  alkalinity.    The  same  held  true  up  to 
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420  feet  The  portion  of  the  well  above  420  feet  gave  the  same 
results  as  the  year  previous,  that  is,  a  very  powerful  gas  and  water 
vein  between  350  feet  and  370  feet,  with  a  very  high  alkaline 
bicarbonate  water  between  164  feet  and  307  feet,  and  a  strong  salt 
vein  at  the  very  top. 

Every  effort  was  made  to  obtain  a  constant  flow  of  the  alkaline 
bicarbonate  water,  but  without  success.  The  seals  were  placed  so 
as  to  take  water  between  164  feet  and  307  feet,  excluding  the 
stronger  brine  veins  above  and  below.  For  the  first  hours  of 
pumping  the  alkaline  water  was  obtained,  but  as  soon  as  the  pump 
b^an  to  draw  directly  on  the  veins,  the  stronger  veins  from  below 
would  break  through  and  b^n  to  spout  through  the  pump.  It  was 
then  thought  advisable  to  draw  the  seals  closer  together,  thus 
removing  both  upper  and  lower  seal  further  from  the  strong  salt 
veins.  Accordingly  the  seals  were  placed  at  104  feet  and  206 
feet  and  pumping  began.  Again  the  well  began  to  spout  and  the 
character  of  the  water  was  changed.  It  is  evident  that  the  power- 
ful gas  veins  from  below  have  broken  through  somewhere  in  the 
rock  itself  and  in  a  place  where  it  is  impossible  to  exclude  them 
with  our  seals. 

It  might  be  possible  to  obtain  this  highly  desirable  water  by 
drilling  into  the  shales,  but  not  through  them. 

DRINK  HALL  AND  BATH  HOUSE 

The  need  for  a  new  and  adequate  Drink  Hall  and  a  th(M*oughly 
modem  Bath  House  became  increasingly  acute  as  the  last  season 
at  Saratoga  reached  its  climax.  In  the  last  annual  report  this 
need  was  emphasized,  and  the  Commission  wishes  to  repeat  again 
this  year  that  it  is  important  to  meet  it  as  soon  as  construction 
can  be  begun  consistently.  It  is  recognized,  however,  that  this  is 
not  a  time  to  seriously  advocate  such  an  extensive  builditig  pro- 
gram for  Saratoga  as  a  Drink  Hall  and  Bath  House  would  entail. 
Prices  of  material  are  very  high  and  labor  is  almost  unobtainable. 
Accordingly,  while  realizing  that  this  complete  program  for  Sara- 
toga must  be  d^erred  until  more  favorable  conditions  have 
developed,  the  Commission  desires  to  reaffirm  the  need  and  to 
state  that  it  is  absolutely  fundamental  in  the  ultimate  development 
of  the  State  Beservation.

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SUMMARY    OF   LEGISLATIVE    RECOMMENDA- 
TIONS 


A  summary  follows  of  the  more  important  recommendations 
requiring  legislative  action.  Certain  of  these  recommendations 
are  not  discussed  in  the  body  of  this  report,  because  they  were 
fully  covered  in  the  report  of  a  year  ago,  but  have  not  yet  been 
enacted  into  law.  Other  minor  recommendations  are  suggested 
in  the  body  of  the  report,  or  will  be  made  to  the  legislature  at 
proper  times. 

DIVISION  OF  FISH  AND  GAME 

It  is  recommended  that  the  law  r^arding  rating  of  game  pro- 
tectors be  changed  to  provide  that  all  men  making  the  first  grade 
shall  receive  an  increase  of  $100  in  their  annual  salary,  and  that 
those  in  the  second  grade  shall  receive  a  $50  increase. 

The  deer  season  should  be  shortened  by  cutting  oflF  the  first 
two  weeks  in  October,  when  the  leaves  are  still  on  the  trees,  in 
order  to  minimize  the  accidental  shooting  of  does  and  to  increase 
the  safety  of  hunters.  The  number  of  deer  allowed  to  each 
hunter  should  be  reduced  to  one  buck  only  and  every  hunter 
should  be  required  to  report  his  deer  to  the  Commission. 

Jurisdiction  of  the  Conservation  Commission  should  be  extended 
to  all  of  the  State's  tidal  waters,  and  laws  should  be  passed  placing 
size  limits  and  closed  seasons  on  certain  fish  and  giving  the 
Conmiission  regulatory  power  over  nets. 

Hatchery  employees  should  be  placed  upon  a  monthly  salary 
basis,  instead  of  the  present  per  diem  basis,  and  provision  should 
be  made  for  promotion  and  increased  salary  as  a  result  of 
efficiency  in  fish  culture  work. 

Provision  should  be  made  for  the  establishment  of  a  marine 
fish  hatchery  for  the  propagation  of  those  food  fishes  of  the  sea 
that  will  respond  to  artificial  propagation,  in  order  that  their 
numbers  may  be  increased  in  New  York  State  waters. 
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Provision  should  be  made  for  utilizing  portions  of  the  old  Erie 
canal  for  the  production  of  food  fishes  on  a  large  scale. 

The  closed  season  on  black  bass  should  be  extended  to  July 
1st,  in  order  to  more  nearly  cover  their  entire  spawning  season. 

L^islation  should  be  enacted  making  fish  planting  in  both  pub- 
lic and  private  waters  subject  to  regulation  and  control  by  the 
Commission. 

The  Commission  should  be  empowered  to  sell  fish  at  cost  for 
stocking  private  waters  and  to  furnish  without  charge  sufficient 
fish  for  the  initial  stocking  of  farm  fish  ponds. 

Control  by  the  Commission  of  the  fisheries  of  the  Hudson  Kiver 
should  be  ei^ended  to  its  mouth,  in  order  that  migratory  fishes 
that  spawn  in  its  upper  waters  may  have  proper  protection  in 
their  annual  migrations. 

An  amendment  should  be  made  to  section  182,  subdivision  5, 
of  the  Private  Posting  Law,  so  that  the  owners  of  fishing  rights 
shall  not  be  entitled  to  exemplary  damages  imless  they  annually 
stock  the  portions  of  streams  posted  by  them. 

The  weight  limit  of  one  and  three-quarters  pounds  for  white 
fish,  which  now  applies  universally,  should  be  changed  to  provide 
for  a  limit  of  twelve  inches  in  length  for  the  Adirondack  lakes. 

When  found  in  waters  which  are  being  stocked  with  trout,  the 
black  bass  should  not  be  protected  during  the  spawning  seasoiL 

DIVISION  OF  LANDS  AND  FORESTS 

Provision  should  be  made  for  continuing  the  work  of  protecting 
the  shore  lines  of  Lake  George  Islands  by  the  appropriation  of 
$10,000,  which  will  substantially  complete  the  work  that  is  of 
immediate  necessity. 

Provision  for  steel  towers  on  a  number  of  additional  mountain 
stations  should  be  made  in  the  interest  of  more  effective  fiire 
pvatection. 

Provision  should  be  made  for  placing  forest  rangers  upon  an 
equal  footing  with  game  protectors  as  regards  salary,  and  for 
increases  in  salary  as  they  may  be  deserved. 

Provision  should  be  made  for  continuing  the  campaign  against 
the  white  pine  blister  rust  upon  an  increased  scale,  in  order  to 
check  the  disease  before  it  has  gained  such  headway  that  this  is 
impossibla 
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DIVISION  OF  WATERS 

A  law  fihould  be  enacted  putting  into  effect  the  recommenda- 
tions of  the  Governor  regarding  deveLopnient  of  the  State's  latent 
water  power  resouroes. 

Section  22,  article  3,  of  the  Conservation  Law  shonld  be 
amended,  to  give  the  Commission  supervioion  over  all  struotuxes 
which  in  any  way  impound  the  natural  flow  of  the  streams  over 
which  the  Commission  has  jurisdiction  under  this  section. 


REPORT  OF  CONSERVATION  BUREAU 
ATTORNEY- GENERAL^S  OFFICE 


The  Attomey-Oeneral,  having  charge  and  control  of  the  legil 
business  of  the  Conservation  Commission,  has  turned  over  to  tibe 
Commission  the  sum  of  $80,077.81  in  penalties  collected  for  viola- 
tions of  the  Conservation  Law  during  the  year  1917.  This  is 
esdusive  of  judgments  uncollected. 

During  the  year  1917  various  appeals  have  been  taken  to  the 
Appellate  Division  and  Court  of  Appeals.  Among  them  was  the 
action  against  Louis  P.  Clair,  originally  brought  to  recover  penal- 
ties for  selling  partridges  in  violation  of  the  Conservation  Law.  The 
trial  court  dismissed  the  complaint  upon  the  ground  that  the  facts 
shown  did  not  ccmstitute  a  sale  within  the  Jneaning  of  the  statute. 
The  Appellate  Division,  Fourth  Department,  affirmed  the  judg- 
ment of  the  trial  court.  The  Court  of  Appeals,  however,  reversed 
the  judgment,  thereby  determining  that  serving  protected  game  as 
part  of  a  meal  furnished  by  a  hotel  or  restaurant  to  a  guest,  as 
part  of  board  paid  for  by  the  day  or  we^,  constitutes  a  saiie  of 
game  within  the  prohibition  of  sections  176  and  180  of  the  Oon- 
servation  Law. 

The  Appellate  Division,  Thitd  Department,  roidered  a  decisieak 
in  an  actioii  against  the  Now  Yoric  Central  and  Hudson  Bivek* 
Railroad  Company  for  setting  fires  to  forest  lands  i^  the  Adiron- 
dack Park  and  affirmed  the  judgment  of  the  Supreme  Court  in 
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favor  of  the  People.  The  amount  of  the  judgment  in  this  action 
has  been  paid. 

Several  actions  ai*e  pending  in  Clinton  County  involving  title  to 
lands  in  Lot  33^  Township  3^  Old  Military  Tract.  One  of  these 
actions^  entitled  The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York  v.  Heman 
E.  Baker,  was  tried  before  Justice  Heniy  V.  Borst  in  the  trial 
court  and  decided  in  favor  of  the  state.  The  Appellate  Division 
reversed  the  judgment  and  an  appeal  from  the  order  of  reversal  is 
now  pending  in  the  Court  of  Appeals. 

In;  1914  a  motion  was  made  by  defendants  for  an  order  that 
judgment  against  William  Payne  and  Martha  Payne  be  vacated 
and  re-openedy  upon  the  ground  that  the  judgment  was  irregularly 
entered  without  making  proper  proofs.  This  judgment  was 
recovered  by  the  People  in  1904  in  an  action  in  ejectment^  the 
premises  being  located  in  Township  40,  Hamilton  County.  Judge 
Van  Kirk  denied  defendant's  motion  for  such  order  and  the 
Appellate  Division,  Third  Department,  has  rendered  a  decision 
affirming  same. 

In  the  matter  of  the  application  of  the  Attomey-Gkneral  for  a 
writ  of  mandamus  addressed  to  Jacob  Taubenheimer  as  Supervisor 
of  the  town  of  Bellmont,  for  payment  of  moneys  to  the  Conserva- 
tion Commission,  being  the  amount  due  from  the  town  of  Bell- 
mont on  account  of  expenditures  made  by  the  Commission  for 
fighting  forest  fires,  the  motion  was  heard  before  Judge  Henry  T. 
Kellogg  and  order  entered  directing  that  a  peremptory  vnrit  of 
mandamus  issue  out  of  and  under  the  seal  of  the  Court,  directing 
said  Taubenheimer,  aa  supervisor,  to  pay  to  the  Commission  the 
amount  due.  Appeal  was  taken  by  said  Taubenheimer  to  the 
Appellate  Division,  Third  Department,  and  the  order  was  unani- 
mously affirmed. 

In  Oswego  County  an  action  was  commenced  by  Orville  H. 
Smith  against  Daniel  Miller,  the  defendant  being  the  foreman  of 
the  state  fish  hatchery  located  at  Constantia,  to  recover  damages 
for  an  alleged  trespass.  Judgment  for  the  plaintiff  was  rendered 
by  the  trial  court;  appeal  was  taken  to  the  Appellate  Division, 
Fourth  Department,  and  judgment  was  affirmed.  Appeal  is  now 
pending  in  the  Court  of  Appeals. 
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There  is  pending  in  the  Appellate  Division,  Third  Department, 
an  action  entitled  The  People  v.  Levi  B.  Dedrick.  This  is  an 
appeal  by  defendant  from  a  judgment  in  favor  of  plaintiff, 
adjudging  that  the  defendant  and  every  person  claiming  under 
him  be  barred  from  all  claim,  interest  or  easement  in  or  lien  upon 
certain  premises  located  in  Great  Lot  2,  Small  Lot  B  or  2,  in  the 
24th  Allotment,  Kajaderosseras  Patent,  town  of  Corinth,  county 
of  Saratoga.  Several  actions  involving  title  to  premises  in  Great 
Lot  2  are  being  held  awaiting  the  result  of  the  appeal  in  this 
action. 

The  Court  of  Appeals  affirmed  an  order  of  the  Appellate  Divi- 
sion of  the  Supreme  Court,  Fourth  Department,  reversing  the 
order  of  the  County  Court  of  Chautauqua  County  and  remanding 
the  judgment  debtor  to  the  custody  of  the  sheriff.  This  was  a 
proceeding  commenced  by  Harry  Locke  imder  the  provisions  of 
the  debtor  and  creditor  law  in  the  County  Court  to  effect  his  release 
from  the  Chautauqua  county  jail,  where  he  was  imprisoned  by 
virtue  of  an  execution  against  his  person,  issued  on  a  judgment 
recovered  against  him  in  Supreme  Court  in  an  action  by  the 
People  to  enforce  a  penalty  prescribed  for  a  violation  of  the 
Conservation  Law. 

In  an  action  entitled  The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York  ex 
rel  Alfred  Olsen  v.  The  Sheriff  of  Erie  County,  the  relator  Olsen 
was  confined  in  the  county  jail  of  Erie  County  under  a  body  execu- 
tion issued  upon  a  judgment  recovered  in  the  Supreme  Court  in 
Erie  County  for  a  penalty  upon  the  verdict  of  a  jury  in  an  action 
brought  by  the  People  to  recover  the  penalty  prescribed  by  the 
Conservation  Law  for  unlawfully  using  a  gill  net  in  the  waters  of 
Lake  Erie.  The  relator  took  no  appeal  from  the  judgment  and 
after  confinement  in  jail  for  some  time,  sought  to  test  the  juris- 
diction of  the  court  to  render  judgment  by  habeas  corpus  proceed- 
ings. Appeal  to  the  Appellate  Division  was  taken  from  an  order 
directing  the  sheriff  of  Erie  County  to  discharge  said  Alfred  Olsen 
from  his  custody.  The  Appellate  Division  reversed  the  order 
appealed  from  and  remanded  the  relator  to  the  custody  of  the 
sheriff.     The  Court  of  Appeals  has  a£5rmed  this  order. 


108  OoirdEBVATroN  CoMicisdiotr 

There  is  pending  in  the  Court  of  Appeals  an  action  entitled 
The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York  against  Leroy  T.  Bradford. 
This  is  an  appeal  by  the  People  from  a  judgment  of  the  Appe- 
late Division  reversing  the  judgment  of  the  Fulton  County  Trial 
Term.  The  action  was  to  recover  a  penalty  for  violation  of  the 
Conservation  Law  in  that  the  defendant  failed  to  exhibit  a  hunt- 
ing license.  The  defendant  by  his  answer  claimed  immunity  from 
all  liability  on  the  ground  that  in  a  John  Doe  proceeding  thereto- 
fore had,  he  had  testified  as  a  witness  for  the  People.  The  trial 
court  held  as  a  matter  of  law  that  his  appearance  and  examination 
a:^  a  witness  was  fraudulent  and  collusive  and  directed  a  vel^ict 
for  the  plaintiff.  Upon  appeal  to  the  Appellate  Division,  "ttie 
judgment  entered  upon  the  verdict  was  reversed  upon  the  ground 
that  the  trial  court  erred  in  refusing  to  dismiss  the  complaint  on 
the  ground  that  it  did  not  state  facts  sufficient  to  ccmstitute  a 
cause  of  action. 

In  1909  the  State  of  New  York,  through  the  Forest  Preserve 
Board,  appropriated  11,187  acres  of  land  in  Herkimer  County, 
which  land  was  owned  by  the  Taggarts  Paper  Company.  A  claim 
Was  filed  for  damages  to  claimant  and  its  assignor,  Kobert  J. 
Gaffney,  in  the  sum  of  $475,880.  A  decision  has  been  rendered 
by  the  Court  of  Claims  awarding  claimant  the  sum  of  $1*75,743.27 
for  the  property  actually  taken  and  the  sum  of  $14,800  for  dam- 
ages to  the  remainder  of  his  property,  resulting  from  said  appro- 
priation, amounting  in  all  to  the  sum  of  $190,543.27.  The  trial 
of  this  action  in  the  Court  of  Claims  occupied  several  days  and 
elaborate  arguments  of  the  law  questions  involved  were  made  on 
both  sides,  and  carefully  prepared  briefs  filed.  The  case  is  of 
the  utmost  importance  as  others  of  a  similar  characto*  aftd 
involving  large  sums  of  money  are  to  follow. 

In  1914  an  action  was  commenced  against  the  Chateaugay  Ore 
&  Iron  Company  and  others  to  recover  penalties  for  cutting  treed 
on  Township  5,  Old  Military  Tract,  Clinton  County.  The  question 
of  title  involved  necessitated  a  survey  of  the  entire  township.  The 
case  was  referred  to  Judge  Irving  G.  Vann,  Official  Referee,  and 
several  hearings  were  held  and  a  decision  by  the  referee  on  the 
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questioii  of  title  was  Tendered  holding  that  the  People  ol  the  State 
of  New  York  are  entitled  to  all  the  land  ii^cluded  in  the  descrip- 
tion. The  question  of  damages  is  to  be  detennined  upon  pvoodk 
to  be  presented.  The  taking  of  proofs  of  the  amount  of  damages 
was  commenced  December  6th,  but  has  not  been  completed. 

The  claim  of  the  Herkimer  Lumber  Company,  involYing  $73,- 
017  was  finally  submitted  to  the  Court  of  Claims  in  January, 
1917.  This  case  is  important  on  account  of  the  law  questions 
inTolved,  it  being  claimed  on  behalf  of  the  State  that  the  claimant's 
alleged  damages  resulting  from  an  injunction  procured  by  a  former 
Attorney-General,  restraining  lumbering  operations  of  the  claim- 
ant, should  have  been  assessed  in  the  Supreme  Court,  by  the  Judge 
who  tried  the  equity  action,  or  by  a  Referee  appointed  for  that 
purpoee,  and  that  the  Court  of  Claims  had  no  jurisdiction  to  hear 
or  determine  the  claim.  This  action  remains  undetermined  in  the 
Court  of  Claims. 

Another  action  of  great  importance  to  the  State  is  that  of  the 
Saratoga  State  Waters  Corporation  and  others  against  George  D. 
Pratt,  individually  and  as  Conservation  Commissioner  of  the 
State  of  New  York.  On  motion  of  defendant's  counsel,  the  plain- 
tiffs were  required  to  elect  whether  to  proceed  against  George  D. 
Pratt  individualy  or  as  Conservation  Commissioner  and  they 
elected  to  proceed  against  him  individually.  This  actioR  was 
brought  to  recover  damages  for  an  allied  trespass  by  the  defend- 
and,  based  upon  his  refusal  to  let  the  plaintiffs  into  possession  of 
certain  property,  being  part  of  the  State  Reservation  at  Saratoga 
Springs,  which  the  plaintiffs  claim  under  and  by  virtue  of  a  con- 
tract entered  into  with  them  by  the  former  commissioners  of  the 
State  Reservation  at  Saratoga  Springs,  and  which  contract  the 
defendant  as  Conservation  Commissioner  refused  to  carry  out 
This  action  was  submitted  to  a  trial  court,  Mr.  Justice  Borst 
presiding,  in  the  month  of  March  1917,  both  by  oral  arguments 
and  by  the  submission  of  briefs  at  a  later  date,  but  no  decision 
has  yet  been  reached. 

Two  actions  were  brought  during  the  latter  part  of  1917  against 
George  D.  Pratt  as  Conservation  Commissioner  of  the  'State  of 
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New  York  and  Clifford  R  Pettis  as  Superintendent  of  Lands  and 
Forests,  one  by  Arthur  L.  Byron-Curtis  and  the  other  by  George 
E,  C.  Kenyon.  These  actions  were  to  restrain  the  defendants 
from  carrying  into  effect  alleged  threats  to  tear  down  and  remove 
camps  located  on  lands  claimed  by  the  defendants  to  be  part  of 
the  Forest  Preserve.  The  only  question  involved  in  these  actions 
is  the  location  of  the  line  westerly  of  that  claimed  by  the  State  in 
the  Town  of  Wilmurt,  Herkimer  County.  Another  action  involving 
the  same  question  was  brought  in  the  latter  part  of  1917  by  the 
People  against  Charles  T.  Sperry  to  recover  possession  of  land 
claimed  by  him  and  occupied  as  a  camp  site.  This  action  and  the 
two  equity  actions  above  mentioned,  were  tried  together  before 
Mr.  Justice  Crouch  at  a  Special  Term  of  the  Supreme  Court  held 
in  TJtica  on  the  12th  day  of  December,  1917.  On  the  trial  of  these 
actions  the  State's  title  to  the  land  in  question  was  fully  intro- 
duced in  evidence,  and  at  the  close  of  the  hearing,  Mr.  Justice 
Crouch  annoimced  that  he  would  hold  the  matter  open  with  leave 
to  the  adverse  parties  to  make  further  proof,  if  possible,  within  a 
reasonable  time,  in  an  effort  to  establish  another  line  than  that 
claimed  by  the  People.  Counsel  for  the  Commission  are  confident 
that  no  further  effort  will  be  made  by  adverse  claimants  and 
that  the  decisions  will  soon  be  rendered  in  favor  of  the  State  in 
all  these  actions. 

From  the  orders  received  upon  resolution  of  the  Commission  to 
commence  action,  the  following  are  pending:  77  actions  involving 
title  to  lands  in  the  Forest  Preserve ;  6  actions  involving  trespass 
on  lands  of  the  State;  2  actions  involving  violations  of  the  top- 
lopping  law;  1  action  for  fire  violation,  and  42  actions  for  viola- 
tions of  the  fish  and  game  provisions. 

The  following  orders  have  been  finally  disposed  of  during  the 
past  year:  32  cases  involving  title;  12  cases  involving  trespass;  3 
cases  involving  fire  violations,  and  88  cases  involving  fish  and 
game  violations. 

Orders  undisposed  of  are  as  follows:  73  orders  involving  title; 
26  orders  involving  trespass;  8  orders  involving  fire  violations, 
and  12  orders  involving  fish  and  game  violations.

Dear  Sib. —  I  beg  to  forward  herewith  my  report  on  the  Bureau 
of  Marine  Fisheries  for  the  period  of  twelve  months,  from  July 
1, 1916  to  June  30,  li917. 

The  total  receipts  of  the  Bureau  for  that  period  were  $38,580.03. 
The  oyster  bu«iness  in  the  State  in  the  past  two  years  has  met 
with  some  quite  severe  reverses,  owing  to  the  fact  that  the  oyeter 
set  which  the  oystermen  depend  on  for  seed,  has  been  very  small  in 
comparison  with  previous  years,  thereby  forcing  the  planters  to 
purchase  a  large  portion  of  their  seed  from  southern  and  eastern 
waters  at  a  very  great  additional  cost  to  them,  and  only  the  larger 
planters  were  able  to  do  this  to  any  great  extent.  However  in 
spite  of  this  fact,  there  has  been  a  normal  yield  of  marketable 
oysters  during  the  past  year. 

The  majority  of  the  oyster  dealers  are  in  sympathy  with  any 
enactment  that  will  tend  to  raise  the  standard  of  purity  of  the 
oysters  before  the  general  public.  Therefore  I  believe  that  it  is 
especially  necessary  for  this  Bureau  to  be  equipped  with  a  bac- 
teriologist that  it  could  depend  on  for  first  hand  data.  At  the 
present  time  it  is  necessary  for  this  Bureau  to  depend  upon  the 
information  furnished  by  bacteriologists  of  the  New  York  City 
Bureau  of  Chemistry,  who  furnish  this  data  to  the  Bureau  out  of 
courtesy. 

During  the  period  of  this  report  leases  were  executed  for  a  total 
of  2,239.0  acres,  and  at  that  time  there  were  under  leaae  and  fran- 
chise 27,188.26  acres.  Divided  among  246  leases  Qnd  645  fran- 
chises, 13,669.11  acres  were  under  franchise,  13,529.15  acres  were 
under  lease.  A  number  of  the  15  year  leases,  are  expiring  and 
are  being  renewed  by  th^  holders.  The  rental  under  the  old  lease 
was  at  25  cents  per  acre,  which  the  rate  for  the  renewal  now  is 
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$2.00  per  acre,  thus  increasing  the  revenue,  which  I  trust  will 
keep  the  receipts  of  the  Bureau  up  to  the  standard  of  previous 
years. 

I  am  in  favor  of  a  law  licensing  all  boats  engaged  in  working 
naturfU  growth  oyster  grounds  in  the  State.  This  can  be  done  by 
charging  a  normal  fee  of  $5.00  for  each  boat,  giving  the  license 
holders  ft  flag  for  the  boat  and  limiting  the  issuance  of  licenses  to 
residents  of  this  State  only.  The  purpose  of  the  law  would  be  to 
prevent  non-residents  of  the  State  from  working  in  Kew  York 
State  waters.  During  the  past  year  the  State  boat  Eednav  has 
been  of  great  service  to  the  Bureau,  in  aiding  the  acting  Surveyor 
and  his  assistants  in  making  surveys  and  examinations  of  the 
monuments  and  signals  in  the  marine  district.  In  doing  the 
work  it  is  very  essential  that  the  Rednav  should  be  supplied  with  a 
suitable  power  dory  of  sufficient  size  to  carry  material  to  and  from 
shore,  foJr  the  efficiency  pertaining  to  the  necessary  work  of  this 
Bureau.  During  the  past  year  there  were  nine  original  surveys 
made  covering  544.5  acres,  and  24  relocation  surveys  covering 
781.0  acres,  and  during  the  period  of  June,  July  and  August  an 
inspection  was  made  of  the  survey  and  triangulation  stations 
along  the  north  shore  of  Long  Island.  As  these  points  control  the 
entire  system  of  shell  fish  ground  surveys,  it  is  essential  that  they 
be  maintained  and  inspected  annually.  A  total  of  127  stations 
were  inspected  and  new  measurements  taken  to  preserve  their  loca- 
tion, and  eighteen  tripods  were  painted  and  otherwise  repaired. 
It  is  interesting  to  note  that  in  the  survey,  for  a  new  chart  of 
Huntington  Bay,  made  for  the  United  States  Coast  and  Geodetic 
Survey  during  1916^  the  geographical  positions  of  the  tripods 
under  jurisdiction  of  the  Conservation  Commission  in  this  vicin- 
ity, as  computed  by  the  Bureau  of  Marine  Fisheries,  were  used  by 
the  Coast  and  Geodetic  Survey,  without  any  survey  being 
necessary. 

From  April  16th  to  27th  an  examination  for  the  natural  growth 
was  made  of  Staten  Island  Sound  from  Ward's  Point  to  Eliza- 
bethport,  and  at  a  hearing  a  few  days  later,  the  Conservation 
Commission  decided  not  to  issue  leases  for  this  area.  During  the 
past  few  months,  however,  the  State  of  New  Jersey  has  issued 
leases  for  a  considerable  portion  of  the  Sound  lying  within  the 
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New  Jersey  juristiiction.  As  the  boundary  line  lying  between 
the  State  of  l^ew  Jersey  and  New  York  in  Staten  Island  Sound 
corresponds  nearly  with  the  center  line  of  the  Sound,  and  as  the 
State  of  New  Jersey  now  leases  its  portion,  of  which  are  approxi- 
mately 2,100  acres  in  each  State,  I  would  respectfully  recommend 
that  the  Commission  reconsider  its  resolution  and  lease  grounds 
aijcordingly.  The  State  boat  Rednav  has  again  shown  its  worth 
and  usefulness,  as  it  was  employed  during  the  entire  summer  and 
also  assisted  in  an  examination  to  determine  the  condition  and 
extent  of  the  mussel  beds  on  the  north  shore  of  Long  Island,  in  an 
examination  being  conducted  by  the  United  iStates  Bureau  of 
Fisheries.

PUBLICATIONS 

In  addition  to  this  report^  the  following  publications  have  been 
prepared  and  published  during  the  year  1917. 

Bulletin  7.  Shade  Treea  was  completely  revised  and  a  new 
edition  published.  This  pamphlet  answers  a  great  many  ques- 
tions in  regard  to  planting  of  shade  trees. 

Bulletin  9.  The  Farm  Woodlot  was  also  rewritten  and  a  new 
edition  published.  This  is  a  very  useful  publication  for  owners 
of  wood  lands.    It  has  been  in  great  demand. 

Bulletin  15.  The  White  Pine  Blister  Bust.  A  new  publica- 
tion for  the  purpose  of  informing  the  public  as  to  this  disease.  • 

Adirondack  Map.  This  is  the  large  map  that  shows  the  State 
land  in  red  coloring.  The  last  previous  edition  of  1911  had 
become  exhausted  and  both  republication  and  revision  was 
necessary. 

Catskill  Fire  Map.  A  new  map  for  the  Catskill  r^on  similar 
to  the  one  published  last  year  for  the  Adirondacks  was  issued. 
It  shows  all  the  conditions  necessary  to  properly  plan  and  carry 
out  forest  fire  protection.  A  limited  edition  was  printed  for  this 
purpose.  Both  of  these  maps  have  many  times  saved  their 
original  cost. 

Blister  Rust  Poster.  A  large  colored  poster  for  general  use 
informing  the  public  as  to  the  blister  rust  has  been  issued. 

Blister  Rust  Cards.  A  large  edition  of  post  cards  illustrating 
in  colors  the  appearance  of  the  disease,  both  on  the  pine  and  on 
the  leaves  of  currant  bushes.  This  has  been  very  useful  in 
instructing  the  people  what  to  look  for  and  how  to  distinguish 
the  disease. 

Forest  Fire  Manual  for  the  use  of  Town  Supervisors  and  Fire 
Wardens.  This  publication  was  greatly  needed  by  these  officials 
in  towns  outside  of  the  fire  towns  where  this  Commission  is 
chained  ivith  forest  fire  protection.

DIVISIONS  OF  REPORT 

In  accordance  with  the  Conservation  Law,  the  work  of  the 
Division  of  Waters  is  divided  into  the  following  parts : 

I.  Water  Storage. 

II.  Hydranlic  Development. 
III.  River  Improvement. 
IV.  Drainage. 

V.  Inspection  and  Supervision  of  Hydraulic  Structures. 
VI.  Water  Supply  and  Sewerage. 

The  close  relation  and  interdependence  of  heads  I  and  II  make 
it  desirable  to  treat  them  together  in  the  report. 

A  general  summary  of  the  work  of  this  division  is  given  in  the 
brief  report  to  the  L^slature  required  by  law.  This  report, 
which  is  reprinted  in  the  forgoing  pages,  enables  the  reader  to 
obtain  in  a  short  space  a  general  view  of  the  work.  Further 
details  are  given  in  the  following  pages. 

WATER  STORAGE  AND  HYDRAULIC  DEVELOPMENT 

Upper  Hudson  River  Regulatioji. 

In  connection  with  the  matter  of  the  petition  of  the  Glens 
Falls  Chamber  of  Commerce  praying  for  the  organization. of  the 
Upper  Hudson  River  Regulating  District,  revised  studies  were 
made  by  the  Division  of  Waters  to  determine  the  effects  of  storage 
upon  the  developed  and  undeveloped  water  power  on  the  Hudson 
River. 

The  results  of  these  studies  are  shown  in  a  series  of  eleven 
tables  appended  hereto.*  The  tables  show  in  detail  the  head, 
wheel  capacity,  drainage  area,  installation,  available  flow,  power 

*  Inserted  in  pocket  inside  of  the  back  cover. 
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and  energy  at  tiie  various  plants  now  installed^  and  at  the  unde- 
veloped sites;  both  under  present  conditions  and  as  affected  by 
the  proposed  reservoirs. 

The  data  from  which  these  tables  were  computed  were  duration 
and  mass  curves  based  on  stream  flow  records  hereinafter  described 
immediately  following  the  explanation  of  the  tables. 

Table  I.  This  table  shows  the  present  conditions  along  the 
Hudson  Kiver  and  the  first  seven  columns  are  self-explanatory. 
Column  VIII  shows  the  minimum  monthly  flow  at  the  several 
sites,  as  obtained  from  the  streamflow  records.  Column  IX  shows 
the  amount  of  continuous  24rhour  power  available  from  the  present 
regulated  flow  during  the  driest  month.  Column  X  gives  the 
amount  of  energy  in  horsepower  years  per  annum  obtained  from 
the  present  regulated  flow  with  the  present  installation  and  head 
and  80  per  cent,  wheel  efficiency.  Column  XI  shows  the  esti- 
mated present  regulated  flow  at  the  various  sites  for  60  per  cent 
of  the  time,  as  obtained  from  tiie  '^  Duration  Curves."  Colmnn 
XII  gives  the  wheel  installation  necessary  to  utilize  the  flow 
shown  in  Column  XI  and  head  in  Column  V  for  a  24rhour  power 
with  80  per  cent  turbine  efficiency.  Column  XIII  shows  the 
energy  available  in  horsepower  years  per  annum  from  the  present 
regulation  with,  the  installation  as  shown  in  Colunm  XII. 

Tables  II  to  XI,  inclusive,  give  the  results  which  could  have 
been  obtained  from  the  several  storage  reservoirs  with  regulations 
fpr  different  sites.  These  tables  compared  with  Table  I  show  the 
benefits  derived  from  the  proposed  regulationa 

Table  II  shows  the  conditions  after  regulation  by  30  billion 
cubic  feet  storage  in  the  Sacandaga  reservoir  and  the  present 
4.6  billion  cubic  feet  storage  in  Indian  Lake  reservoir.  Both 
these  reservoirs  are  so  regulated  as  to  produce  the  best  effect  at 
Spier'  Falls. 

Table  III  shows  the  conditions  after  regulation  by  35  billion 
cubic  feet  storage  in  the  Sacandaga  reservoir  and  the  present  4.6 
billion  cubic  feet  in  Indian  Lake  reservoir.  Both  reservoirs 
regulated  for  Spier  Falls. 

Table  IV  shows  the  conditions  after  regulation  by  30  billion 
cubic  feet  storage  in  the  Sacandaga  reservoir  and  4.6  billion 
cubic  feet  at  Indian  Lake  reservoir.     The  Sacandaga  reservoir 
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ia  r^;ulated  to  produce  the  best  results  for  Hadlej  and  the  Indian 
Lake  reservoir  is  regulated  for  Spier  Jb'alls. 

Table  V  is  similar  to  Table  IV  except  that  35  billion  cubic  feet 
is  stored  on  the  Sacandaga  instead  of  30  billion. 

Table  VI  shows  conditions  after  regulation  by  30  billion  cubic 
feet  of  storage  in  the  Sacandaga  reservoir  and  10  billion  cubic 
feet  of  storage  on  the  Indian  River.  The  Sacandaga  reservoir 
is  regulated  to  produce  the  best  results  at  Hadley  and  the  Indian 
Kiver  reservoir  is  regulated  for  the  dam  site. 

Table  VII  is  similar  to  Table  VI,  except  that  36  billion  cubic 
feet  is  stored  on  the  Sacandaga  instead  of  30  billion. 

Table  VIII  shows  conditions  after  regulation  by  30  billion 
cubic  feet  storage  on  the  Sacandaga  Biver,  10  billion  cubic  feet 
on  the  Indian  Baver  and  12  billion  cubic  feet  on  the  Schroon 
River.  The  Sacandaga  reservoir  is  regulated  for  Hadley,  Indian 
River  reservoir  for  the  dam  site  and  Schroon  River  reservoir  for 
Tumblehead  Falls. 

Table  IX  is  similar  to  Table  VIII,  except  that  35  billion  cubic 
feet  is  stored  on  the  Sacandaga  instead  of  30  billion. 

Table  X  shows  conditions  after  regulation  by  10  billion  cubic 
feet  of  storage  on  Indian  River,  regulated  to  produce  best  results 
at  dam  site. 

Table  XI  shows  conditions  after  regulation  of  12  billion  cubic 
feet  storage  on  the  Schroon  River,  regulated  to  produce  the  best 
results  at  Tumblehead  Falls,  and  the  present  Indian  Lake  reser- 
voir of  4.6  billion  cubic  feet,  regulated  to  produce  best  results  at 
Spier  Falls. 

The  explanation  of  columns  XIV  to  XXVI,  inclusive,  in  the 
above  tables  is  as  follows : 

Column  XIV  shows  the  amount  of  energy  which  the  proposed 
regulation  would  add  to  the  output  of  the  present  regulation  of 
the  river  with  the  present  installation  and  head  as  shown  in 
column  V,  Table  I.  Columns  XV  and  XVT  indicate,  approxi- 
mately, the  elevation  above  sea  level  of  the  crest  of  the  dam  and 
the  working  head  at  the  several,  power  sites  after  the  available 
fall  shall  have  been  developed.  Notice  should  be  taken  that  it  is 
possible  to  increase  the  head  in  use  at  some  of  the  present  develop- 
ments and  where  the  head  shown  in  column  XVI  is  greater  than 
that  shown  in  column  V,  Table  I,  a  portion  of  the  increased  power 
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shown  in  succeeding  columns  is  due  to  increase  of  head  and  should 
be  considered  as  "Undeveloped  Power."  Oolumn  XV 11  shows 
the  minimum  flow  which  could  be  maintained  in  the  driest  month 
with  the  proposed  regulation,  and  colunm  XVIII  is  the  power 
available  with  this  flow  and  the  head  of  column  XVI.    Columns 

XIX  and  XX  show  the  regulated  flow  and  power  available  for  60 
per  cent,  of  the  time.  Column  XXI  shows  the  amount  of  energy 
available  from  the  present  regulation  with  the  installation  as 
shown  in  column  XX  and  head  of  column  XVI.  Column  XXII 
shows  the  additional  energy  obtained  by  the  proposed  r^ulation 
and  installation  in  colimm  XX  and  head  in  column  XVI.  Colunm 
XXIII  shows  the  total  energy  available  in  the  average  year  due 
to  r^ulation.  Column  XXIV  shows  the  auxiliary  power  necee- 
sary  to  maintain  the  full  capacity  output  as  shown  in  column  XX 
and  is  the  difference  between  column  XX  and  column  XVIII. 
Column  XXV  shows  the  amount  of  auxiliary  power  required  in 
the  average  year  for  continuous  year-round  power.  These  quanti- 
ties are  the  differences  between  column  XX  and  column  XXIII. 
Column  XXVI  shows  the  increase  in  economic  capacity  due  to 
the  proposed  r^ulation.     This  is  obtained  by  comparing  column 

XX  with  column  XII,  Table  I,  and  is  the  difference  between 
these  two  columns.  By  comparing  column  XXIII  with  column 
XIII,  Table  I,  the  increase  in  the  hydraulic  energy  for  an  aver- 
age year,  due  to  the  regulation,  is  apparent. 

Streamflow  Records. 

The  records  used  for  the  monthly  flow  of  the  Hudson  River 
and  tributaries  in  the  study  of  the  "  Upper  Hudson  Emulation  " 
are  found  in  the  annual  reports  of  the  State  Engineer,  State 
Water  Supply  Commission,  State  Conservation  Commission  and 
Water  Supply  Papers  of  the  United  States  Geological  Survey. 

The  longest  discharge  records  for  the  Hudson  are  Mechanic- 
ville  at  the  West  Virginia  Pulp  and  Paper  Company's  dam  with 
a  drainage  area  of  4,517  square  miles.  These  records  are  avail- 
able from  December,  1887,  to  date;  they  have  been  carefully 
recorded  and  may  be  considered  authentic.  In  supplying  data 
lacking  for  several  periods  at  various  stations  along  the  Hudson 
and  tributaries,  the  Mechanicville  flow  has  been  used  as  the  base 
of  conversion.     The  next  gaging  station  on  the  Hudson  is  at 
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Spier  Falls  or  immediate  vicinity.  The  earlier  records  were  taken 
at  Corinth  about  five  miles  up  stream  from  Spier  Falls.  The 
river  at  this  point  has  a  drainage  area  of  2,760  square  miles  and 
the  available  records  are  from  June,  1904,  to  December,  1912. 
During  October,  1912,  an  automatic  gage  was  established  imme- 
diately below  Spier  Falls  dam  and  these  records  are  available  to 
date.  The  drainage  area  for  this  gage  is  2,777  square  miles.  At 
Thurman,  about  2,000  feet  below  the  confluence  of  the  Schroon 
and  Hudson,  a  gage  has  been  kept  from  September,  1907,  to  date. 
These  records  are  used  in  connection  with  the  Schroon  River  flow 
in  computing  a  set  of  monthly  flows  for  the  Hudson  just  above 
the  mouth  of  the  Schroon. 

The  gaging  station  at  North  Creek  has  a  drainage  area  of  792 
square  miles  and  was  established  in  September,  1907,  and  the 
records  have  continued  to  date.  The  records  at  this  station  are 
considered  good,  especially  during  the  open  water  period. 

The  principal  tributaries  of  the  upper  Hudson  River  where 
streamflow  records  have  been  kept  are  the  Mohawk,  Hoosic, 
Sacandaga,  Schroon  and  Indian  rivers.  The  Mohawk  River  rec- 
ords are  used  in  connection  with  the  Mechanicville  flow  in  com- 
puting the  flow  at  Troy.  The  earlier  records  available  for  the 
vicinity  of  the  mouth  of  the  Mohawk  are  at  Dunsbach  Ferry 
and  are  recorded  from  August,  1900,  to  January,  1911.  This 
gage  had  a  drainage  of  3,440  square  miles.  From  April,  1911,  to 
July,  1913,  gagings  were  taken  at  Tribes  Hill  and  from  July, 
1913,  to  June,  1916,  the  gage  was  a  Vischers  Ferry,  later  known 
at  Lock  No.  7.  This  gage  covers  a  drainage  area  of  3,400  square 
miles. 

The  records  of  the  Hoosic  River,  entering  the  Hudson  about 
three  miles  above  Mechanicville  with  a  drainage  area  of  715 
square  miles,  are  used  in  connection  with  the  Mechanicville  flow 
to  establish  the  monthly  flow  for  the  Hudson  at  Stillwater.  The 
records  were  kept  at  Buskirk  and  at  Eagle  Bridge. 

The  records  for  Buskirk  are  recorded  from  October,  1903,  to 
January,  1909.  Early  in  1909  a  dam  was  put  in  operation  about 
five  miles  down  stream^  causing  backwater  at  the  Buskirk  gage, 
thus  destroying  the  value  of  these  records.  In  August,  1910,  a 
gage  was  placed  about  one  mile  up  stream  from  Eagle  Bridge 
and  these  records  are  available  to  date. 
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The  Sacandaga  Kiy^  gage  was  established  in  September,  1907, 
about  two  and  one-half  miles  west  of  Hadley,  and  has  a  drainage 
area  of  1,060  square  miles.  In  January,  1911,  an  automatic 
gage  was  put  in  operation.  It  is  stationed  about  one-half  mile 
west  of  Hadley  and  the  records  are  available  to  date. 

The  Schroon  River  has  a  drainage  area  of  668  square  miles  and 
the  gaging  station  is  at  Riverbank,  about  twelve  miles  above  the 
confluence  with  the  Hudson  River.  This  gage  was  established  in 
September,  1907,  and  records  are  available  to  date.  The  gaging 
station  covers  a  drainage  area  of  534  square  miles. 

The  discharge  records  of  the  Indian  River  are  based  on  the 
gage  readings  of  Indian  Lake  reservoir.  This  gage  was  CBtab- 
lished  in  July,  1900,  and  the  records  are  continuous  to  date.  The 
drainage  area  of  this  gage  is  131  square  miles. 

About  twelve  miles  above  the  mouth  of  the  Indian  River  the 
Cedar  River  enters  on  the  left.  A  gage  was  established  in  July, 
1911,  about  two  miles  west  of  Indian  Lake  Village  and  the  records 
are  available  to  date,  with  the  exception  of  a  few  scattering 
months.  These  records  are  used  in  connection  with  the  Indian 
Lake  Reservoir  gagings  for  computing  a  set  of  discharge  records 
for  the  Indian  River  at  the  proposed  dam  site. 

RIVER  IMPROVEMENT. 

Canaseraoa  Creek  Improvement. 

The  work  of  maintenance,  consisting  chiefly  of  the  extension 
of  pile  and  brush  bank  protection  as  begun  in  1916,  was  continued 
during  the  1917  season.  The  experience  gathered  from  the  1916 
work  indicated  that  it  would  be  advisable  to  purchase  and  operate 
our  own  pile  driver  plant.  The  Commission  accordingly  pur- 
chased a  pile  driver  and  constructed  about  one-third  of  a  mile  of 
this  protection  work  during  the  past  season  at  a  considerable 
saving  over  last  year's  contract  prices. 

From  an  agricultural  viewpoint,  the  past  season  was  especially 
discouraging  to  the  landowners  in  the  district.  April  and  May 
were  cold  months,  the  spring  in  general  being  particularly  unfavor- 
able for  winter  grains  and  meadows.  Garden  and  early  sown 
crops  were  slow,  and  in  many  cases  replanting  was  necessary. 
The  months  of  June  and  July  were  excessively  wet  and  planting 
and  cultivating  proceeded  very  slowly.  August  was  normal  and 
favorable.      September  was  one  of  the  coolest  Septembers  on 
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record,  but  conditions  were  generally  favorable  from  an  agricul- 
tural standpoint.  October  was  also  an  exceedingly  cold  month  and 
the  rainfall  was  extremely  heavy,  and  severe  rains  the  last  week 
resalted  in  the  highest  floods  recorded  during  this  season  of  the  year 
in  this  section  of  the  State.  In  spite  of  the  unfavorable  season 
and  rainfall  conditions,  the  improved  channels  provided  a  much 
quicker  run-off  of  flood  waters  and  a  vast  improvement  in  con- 
ditions was  apparent. 

In  the  matter  of  the  certiorari  proceeding  to  review  the  Com- 
mission's final  determination  of  benefits  accruing  to  the  lands 
and  properties  in  the  district,  the  Hon.  Herbert  A.  Hemmingway 
of  Coming,  was  appointed  referee  by  the  Supreme  Court.  Pro- 
ceedings in  the  matter  are  now  pending.

DRAINAGE. 

Wayne  Center  Drainage  Improvement 
A  petition  praying  for  the  drainage  of  swamp  lands  in  the 
towns  of  Galen,  Eose  and  Lyons,  Wayne  County,  N".  T.,  was 
received  on  June  27,  1916.  The  usual  reconnaissance  was  made 
by  the  Commission's  engineers  who  reported  that  it  was  practicable 
to  drain  the  same,  and  the  Commission  thereupon  ordered  a  sur- 
vey  and  the  preparation  of  preliminary  plans  and  estimates  of 
cost  A  hearing  upon  the  preliminary  plans  and  estimates  was 
held  at  Lyons  on  April  4,  1917.  The  Commission  at  the  close  of 
this  hearing  held  its  decision  in  abeyance  on  account  of  the  large 
number  of  objections  presented.  A  map  of  the  district  is  to  be 
found  on  Plate  L  The  engineer's  report  and  estimates  of  cost 
follow. 

Engineer's  Report. 

The  natural  drainage  for  this  district,  the  total  area  of  which 

is  1,394  acres,  is  via  Black  Brook,  but  through  a  large  part  of 

the  swamp  there  is  practically  no  channel.     The  improvement 

district  naturally  divides  itself  into  two  sections,  which  have 
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been  designated  as  the  northeast  section  of  978  acres  and  the 
southwest  section  of  416  acres.  The  estimate  of  cost  of  draining 
the  entire  area  of  1,394  acres  is  $32,360,  or  at  the  rate  of  $23.25 
an  acre.  The  annual  charges  are  estimated  as  $3,150,  or  at  the 
rate  of  $2.26  an  acra  The  estimate  of  cost  of  draining  the  north- 
east section  is  $16,560,  or  at  the  rate  of  $16.95  an  acre,  the  annual 
charges  being  estimates  as  $1,800,  or  at  the  rate  of  $1.84  an 
acre.  Of  course,  as  the  bonds  are  retired  from  year  to  year,  the 
annual  charges  would  be  reduced  because  of  the  decreasing  amount 
of  interest,  so  that  at  the  end  of  the  bond  period  the  only  charge 
would  be  that  for  maintenance. 

The  soil  is  a  well  decomposed  muck,  varying  from  ten  feet  to 
fifteen  feet  in  depth.  The  only  apparent  drawback  from  the  pro- 
ject is  the  fact  that  such  a  large  proportion  of  the  district  is 
heavily  wooded,  610  acres  out  of  the  1,394  acres  being  wooded 
and  320  acres  of  the  416  acres  of  the  southwest  section  being 
wooded,  although  of  the  978  acres  constituting  the  northeast  sec- 
tion but  290  acres  are  wooded. 

The  channel  has  been  designed  for  a  carrying  capacity  of  20 
cubic  feet  per  second  per  square  mile  of  tributary  drainage  area, 
which  is  16  square  miles.  This  results  in  a  maximum  channel 
of  25  feet  bottom  width  and  five  feet  deep,  with  one  to  one  side 
slopes.  The  main  channels  vary  from  this  mazimum  width  to 
a  five-foot  width,  the  laterals  varying  from  two  to  four  feet  in 
width  and  depth.  It  has  been  planned  that  the  excavation  would 
be  done  with  a  land  dredge,  and  in  estimating  the  price  for  the 
excavation  the  experiences  of  the  Western  New  York  Farms 
Company  in  draining  Oak  Orchard  Swamp  were  considered.  W^ 
were  advised  by  them  that  on  all  work  of  a  similar  nature  to  tha< 
which  would  be  encountered  in  the  Wayne  Center  drainage  pro; 
ject,  the  excavation  was  made  at  a  cost  of  12ly^  cents  per  cubii) 
yard,  exclusive  of  the  cost  of  clearing.  Taking  into  considerftt 
tion  the  clearing  that  would  have  to  be  done,  and  the  increase  u| 
the  price  of  labor  and  materials,  and  the  comparatively  smsJi 
amoimt  of  excavation,  the  unit  cost  of  the  excavation  for  thif 
project  has  been  estimated  at  25  cents  per  cubic  yard. 

In  the  estimate  of  the  Wayne  Center  drainage  improvement; 
$2,000  is  set  aside  for  the  repairs  and  rebuilding  of  the  variom 
bridges  and  culverts  across  Black  Brook  and  its  tributaries.  ¥<A 
lowing  is  a  brief  description  of  the  contemplated  changes. 
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A  2'  X  3^  concrete  box  ciUvert  is  to  be  placed  under  the  road  near 
Philip  SchoenthaJer's  farm.    No  culvert  exists  there  at  present. 

The  walls  of  the  concrete  bridge  near  Saxon  Barton  may  have 
to  be  strengthened^  as  the  channel  under  it  is  to  be  lowered  about 
three  feet  The  same  change  is  proposed  for  the  bridge  between 
Anthony  Faulke  and  Charles  Kobinson.  It  is  said  that  the  town 
is  planning  to  build  a  new  bridge  here,  in  which  case  no  repairs 
will  be  necessary. 

The  bridge  at  David  Eobinson's  farm  is  in  poor  condition  and 
is  not  large  enough  to  properly  discharge  the  flood  flow.  It  is 
proposed  to  rebuild  this  bridge,  the  new  one  to  have  a  span  of 
15  feet 

A  new  4'  x  6'  concrete  culvert  will  be  built  across  the  road 
between  the  farms  of  Anthony  Faulke  and  Chas.  O.  Baker.  No 
culvert  exists  there  now. 

A  new  concrete  culvert,  size  3'  x  4',  will  be  built  across  the 
road  between  Henry  Steitter  and  Elmer  Van  Riper.  The 
present  culvert  is  in  poor  condition.

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SoDUfi  DSAXS^AGB  ImPBOVSMENT. 

A  petition  praying  for  the  drainage  of  certain  swamp  lands 
situated  in  the  town  of  Sodus,  Wayne  County,  N.  Y.  was  filed 
with  this  Oommission  on  September  5,  1916.  A  reconnaissance 
of  the  swamp  lands  in  question  was  made  upon  receipt  of  the 
petition  by  our  engineers  who  made  a  favorable  report  thereon 
and  under  date  of  September  29,  1916,  the  Commission  ordered 
that  a  survey  and  preliminary  plans  and  estimates  of  cost  be  pre- 
pared. Public  hearings  were  held  at  Sodus  on  April  18,  19 
and  May  1,  1917,  at  which  time  the  owners  of  only  1094  out  of 
a  total  of  1892  acres  appeared  as  favoring  the  carrying  out  of 
the  plans.  In  view  of  the  small  majority  recorded  in  favor 
thereof,  the  Commission  withheld  its  final  determination.  A 
map  of  the  district  appears  on  Plate  11.  The  report  of  such 
survey  and  estimate  of  cost  follows. 

Engineer's  Report. 

The  swamp  area  naturally  divides  itself  into  two  sections 
which  have  been  designated  as  the  section  near  Sodus  Center 
and  the  section  above  Joy.  Each  one  of  these  drainage  improve- 
ments can  be  developed  independently  of  the  other.  Above 
Sodus  Center  is  a  large  area  of  deep,  well  decomposed  muck, 
but,  on  account  of  the  rock  barrier  across  the  creek  at  Sodus 
Center  it  has  never  been  possible  to  develop  any  of  this  land  and 
most  of  it  is  still  covered  with  a  good  stand  of  timber.  There 
are  four  tributaries  entering  Salmon  Creek  between  Sodus  Center 
and  Joy  which  drain  large  bodies  of  muck.  The  first  rises  in 
the  southern  edge  of  Sodus  Village.  Nearly  all  of  this  muck 
has  been  cleared  and  is  under  cultivation.  At  present,  there  is 
a  movement  on  foot  to  have  this  channel  enlarged,  the  work  to 
be  done  by  a  commission.  The  muck  on  Fly  Creek  is  being 
rapidly  cleared  of  timber  and  put  under  cultivation.  The  present 
channels  are  not  adequate  to  carry  the  flood  flows  and  the  crops 
are  frequently  damaged  by  high  water.  The  third  branch  rises 
near  East  Williamson.  The  muck  here  is  over  10  feet  deep  and 
a  good  quality,  but  has  no  drainage  whatever,  and  consequently 
is  entirely  covered  with  timber  except  about  50  acres  at  the  upper 
end.  The  flood  water  is  kept  from  this  small  tract  by  a 
dyke  and  the  surface  water  removed  by  pumping.     The  fourth 
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tributary  is  the  outlet  to  Mud  Pond.  This  swamp  was  once 
drained  by  a  commission  ditch.  During  the  past  season  this 
ditch  was  cleaned  out  and  enlarged.  This  ditch^  however,  ends 
abruptly  about  one-half  mile  from  Salmon  Greek  so  that  the  land 
lying  along  the  lower  mile  of  it  receives  but  very  little  benefit. 

The  muck  lying  immediately  above  Joy  is  cleared  to  a  con- 
siderable extent  and  put  under  cultivation.  This  land  was 
drained  by  cutting  a  channel  through  the  rock  ledge  at  Joy. 
This  channel  has  proved  inadequate  and  the  owners  above  are 
extremely  anxious  to  have  it  enlarged  as  they  have  suffered 
severely  by  high  water.  Our  computations  show  that  the  channel 
through  the  muck  should  also  be  enlarged  to  properly  carry  ofiF 
the  floods  that  may  be  expected  during  the  crop  season. 

The  tributary  watershed  area  at  Sodus  Center  of  Salmon  Creek 
is  40  square  miles.  As  there  are  no  streamflow  records  of  this 
creek,  to  determine  the  necessary  carrying  capacity  of  the  drain- 
age channels,  a  study  was  made  of  various  records.  The  run-ofi 
records  at  Linden,  with  a  drainage  area  of  22  square  miles,  indi- 
cate that  but  once  during  the  months  from  April  to  October,  has  the 
run-off  exceeded  20  cubic  feet  per  second  per  square  mile,  and 
then  (May  16,  191G)  it  reached  37  cubic  feet  per  second  per 
square  mile.  The  records  of  Orwell  Brook  at  Altmar,  with  a 
drainage  area  of  22  square  miles,  show  that  during  these  months 
the  discharge  at  one  time  reached  24  cubic  feet  per  second  per 
square  mile  and  at  another  time  reached  22  second  feet  per  square 
mile.  The  Alplaus  Kill  records  show  no  discharges  greater 
than  20  cubic  feet  per  second  per  suare  mile  during  the  crop 
season.  For  the  Sodus  Drainage  Project  the  channels  are  designed 
for  a  carrying  capacity  of  20  cubic  feet  per  second  per  square 
mile  of  tributary  drainage  area. 

In  designing  the  channels  through  earth  comparatively  large 
coefficients  were  used.  The  rock  encountered  in  this  vicinity  is 
limestone.  When  this  is  taken  out,  the  sides  of  the  channel  will 
be  quite  rough,  and  it  is  necessary  to  use  a  lower  coefficient  with 
the  result  that  the  cross  section  in  the  rock  cut  is  somewhat 
larger  than  in  the  earth. 

The  profile  of  Salmon  Creek  at  Sodus  Center  shows  a  sharp 
rise  of  22  feet  in  4,600  feet,  or  25  feet  to  the  mile.  From  Sodus 
Center  to.  Joy  the  rise  is  very  uniform  and  averages  2.64  feet 
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to  the  mile,  the  total  rise  from  the  upper  end  of  the  rock  at 
Sodus  Center  to  the  lower  end  of  the  lock  at  Joy  being  10  feet. 
At  Joy  there  is  a  rise  of  17  feet  in  2,000  feet,  or  45  feet  to  the 
mile.  Above  Joy  the  creek  again  rises  uniformly  and  here  the 
rise  is  4  feet  to  the  mile. 

In  rock  the  sides  of  the  channel  will  be  vertical.  In  muck  the 
sides  will  be  on  a  one-to-one  slope  and  a  berm  of  10  feet  will  be 
left  between  the  edge  of  the  channel  and  the  spoil  bank.  In 
rock  this  may  be  reduced  to  5  feet.  At  Sodus  Center  the  rock 
cut  will  be  27  feet  wide  and,  starting  at  the  upper  end,  the  bottom 
will  be  6  feet  below  the  surface  and  will  be  carried  forwjird  on  a 
slope  of  1.5  feet  per  thousand  feet.  From  Sodus  Cent^  to  the 
mouth  of  Fly  Creek  the  earth  channel  will  be  6  feet  deep  and 
30  feet  wide  on  the  bottom.  From  Fly  Creek  to  the  Espenmiller 
bridge  it  will  be  20  feet  wide  on  the  bottom  and  from  th^  Espen- 
miller bridge  to  Joy,  14  feet.  Fly  Creek  will  be  4  feet  deep  and 
4  feet  wide  to  the  highway  bridge  on  Ward's  farm;  above  this 
bridge  2  feet  wide  and  3  feet  deep  will  be  sufficient.  The  channel 
toward  East  Williamson  will  be  4  feet  deep  and  8  feet  wide  on 
the  bottom,  except  that  at  the  upper  end,  the  slope  is  flatter 
and  the  bottom  width  must  be  5  feet.  The  channel  from  Mud 
Pond  outlet  will  be  6  feet  wide  and  4  feet  deep.  This  work  will 
be  carried  only  to  the  south  line  of  the  Waters'  property;  south 
of  this  line  the  channel  was  recently  enlarged. 

The  channel  through  the  rock  at  Joy  will  be  26  feet  yide  and, 
beginning  4  feet  below  the  surface  at  the  upper  end  of  the  rock, 
will  be  carried  through  on  a  slope  of  9  inches  in  a  •''lousand 
feet.  Above  the  rock  the  earth  channel  will  be  18  feet  ^wide  on 
the  bottom  for  2,400  feet.  A  branch  enters  from  the  west  at  this 
point  which  is  to  be  7  feet  wide  and  4  feet  deep. 

If  it  should  be  deemed  advisable  to  design  the  chai^nels  to 
have  a  carrying  capacity  of  but  10  cubic  feet  per  second  per 
square  mile,  the  rock  cut  at  Sodus  Center  would  be  17  ft  o  wide; 
at  Fly  creek,  20  feet  wide;  from  Fly  creek  to  Espenmiller  bridge, 
18  feet  wide  and  from  Espenmiller  bridge  to  Joy,  10  feet  wida 

Estimates  of  cost  were  prepared  for  three  separate  proposi- 
tions: Proposition  No.  1,  for  a  carrying  capacity  as  described 
above;  Proposition  Wo.  2,  for  a  carrying  capacity  of  20  cubic  feet 
per  second  per  square  mile  of  tributary  watershed  —  for  remov- 
in  the  rock  only;  Proposition  No.  3,  estimate  of  cost  for  the 
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district  below  Joy  with  a  channel  designed  for  a  carrying  capac- 
ity of  10  cubic  feet  per  second  per  square  mile  of  tributary 
watershed.  After  informal  hearings  held  in  order  to  ascertain 
the  wishes  of  the  land  owners^  the  final  estimate  was  based  upon 
plans  designed  for  channels  carrying  20  cubic  feet  per  second 
per  square  mile  of  tributary  watershed. 

In  laying  out  the  system  of  laterals  it  is  the  aim  to  have  one 
touch  each  separate  parcel  of  land  in  the  swamp.  Where  pos- 
sible these  are  placed  along  property  lines  so  as  to  avoid  unnec- 
essary bridges.  The  laterals  are  small,  averaging  1.5  feet  wide 
and  2.5  feet  deep,  will  be  dug  by  manual  labor,  and  are  esti- 
mated to  cost  $1.00  per  rod. 

The  highway  bridges  found  in  the  Sodus  drainage  district 
are  all  in  good  condition.  With  one  exception  the  openings 
under  them  aie  all  large  enough  to  carry  the  floods  expected. 
This  exception  is  the  double  arch  bridge  one-quarter  of  a  mile 
northwest  of  Joy.  These  arches  are  semi-circular,  with  a  radius 
of  3^  feet.  Even  by  deepening  the  chaimel  here  by  2  feet,  as 
proposed  in  the  plans,  the  openings  woulpl  be  insufficient  to  carry 
the  300  second  feet  expected,  except  under  a  head.  Thus  there 
would  be  danger  of  backwater  flooding  the  muck  above.  There  is 
also  the  further  danger  of  stray  planks  coming  down  stream  and 
blocking  the  small  openings.  With  these  things  in  mind,  it  seemed 
best  to  take  out  this  bridge  and  replace  it  by  a  single  16  foot 
span. 

The  unit  price  for  earth  excavation  is  placed  at  twenty  cents 
per  cubic  pard.  It  is  believed  that  this  work  can  be  done  by  a 
land  dredge  machine,  especially  if  the  rock  at  the  lower  end  is 
first  removed.  A  machine  of  this  type  was  used  to  some  extent  in 
reclaiming  the  upper  part  of  the  Oak  Orchard  Swamp,  and  the 
average  cost,  as  given  by  the  Western.  New  York  Farms  Com- 
pany, was  .12%  cents  per  yard.  This  price  included  digging  out 
some  stumps,  but  excluded  clearing.  The  wood  obtained  may 
cover,  to  a  large  extent,  the  cost  of  clearing,  but  as  there  will 
be  a  large  number  of  stumps  at  Sodus,  and  as  the  cost  of  labor 
and  materials  has  advanced  enormously  in  the  past  year,  the  imit 
price  for  earth  excavation  for  this  estimate  is  placed  conserva- 
tively at  20  cents  per  yard.  In  the  estimate  for  the  work 
above  Joy,  earth  excavation  is  placed  at  twenty-five  cents,  as  this 
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work  may  be  done  independently  of  that  farther  down  stream. 
If,  however,  all  the  work  should  come  under  one  contract,  the 
lower  unit  price  would  hold. 

A  channel  has  been  cut  through  the  rock  ledge  at  Joy,  and 
also  at  Sodus  Center.  An  estimate  of  the  quantities  removed 
indicates  that  at  Joy  the  cost  was  $1  per  yard  and  at  Sodus 
Center  $1.25.  These  costs  are  very  low  compared  with  the 
figure  generally  used  in  estimating  rock  excavation  and  with 
the  figures  obtained  on  Barge  Canal  contracts.  We  have  accord- 
ingly estimated  the  cost  of  rock  excavation  at  $2  per  cubic  yard. 
It  may  be  that  a  credit  can  be  obtained  by  crushing  this  rock 
and  selling  it  for  use  in  road  or  concrete  construction. 

The  acreage  tributaiy  to  Salmon  Cre^  below  Joy  is  1,585,  of 
which  1,130  are  covered  with  woods,  and  the  area  of  swamp  land 
affected  above  Joy  is  355  acres,  of  which  120  acres  are  woods.

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WATER  SUPPLY  AND  SEWERAGE 

Among  other  duties  the  Commission  is  charged  with  the  appor- 
tionment of  the  sources  of  potable  water  supply  among  the  vari- 
ous communities  and  with  supervision  over  new  or  additional 
sources  of  supply  as  r^ards  safety  of  works  and  sanitaiy  quality 
of  water.  This  jurisdiction  is  conferred  by  Article  IX  of  the 
Conservation  Law,  which  provides  that  no  water  supply  ^stem, 
whether  publicly  or  privately  owned,  may  be  constructed,  nor 
a  new  or  additional  source  of  water  supply  be  utilized  or 
acquired,  until  the  project  has  been  approved  by  the  Commission. 

In  order  to  protect  the  purity  of  existing  water  supplies  and 
to  prevent  the  pollution  of  streams  which  may  hereafter  be  used 
as  sources  of  water  supply,  the  statute  also  requires  that  all 
sewerage  or  sewage  disposal  projects,  plans  for  which  must  be 
approved  by  an  other  State  authorities,  must  also  be  submitted 
to  the  Conservation  Commission  for  approval. 

During  the  past  year  the  activities  of  the  Commission  have 
been  largely  confined  to  the  consideration  of  new  water  supply 
systems,  including  the  purchase  of  several  privately  owned 
systems  by  municipalities,  and  to  new  sewage  systems  and 
industrial  wastes  disposal  plants. 

During  the  year  1917,  twelve  water  supply  applications  were 
filed  with  the  Oommission.  All  these  were  finally  approved,  after 
certain  modifications  and  additional  requirements  had  been 
imposed.  Six  water  supply  systems  were  completed  in  course  of 
the  year  and  permits  to  operate  were  issued.  Ninety-six  sewer- 
age applications  were  filed  during  the  year  and  disposed  of  as 
indicated  in  the  following  pages.

Decision,  February  28,  1917. 

Approved. 

Brodie  G.  Higley,  acting  on  behalf  and  in  the  name  of  the  Spring  Brook 
Water  Company,  of  which  he  is  the  president,  on  November  27,  1916,  made 
application  to  the  Conservation  Commission  for  approval  of  the  project  of 
that  company  for  acquiring  an  additional  source  of  water  supply  on  Walling 
brook.  This  application  was  filed  in  the  office  of  the  Conservation  Commis- 
sion November  28,  1916.  On  January  30,  1917,  the  Commission  caused  the 
site  of  the  proposed  works  and  the  proposed  source  of  water  supply  to  be 
inspected  by  one  of  its  engineers. 

After  due  notice  published  in  the  Hudson  Falls  Herald,  a  hearing  was  held 
on  this  petition  in  the  Washington  County  Court  House  in  the  village  of 
Hudson  Falls  on  January  30,  1917,  at  10:00  o'clock  in  the  forenoon.  At  this 
hearing  the  Commission  considered  the  petition,  maps  and  plan&  submitted, 
examined  witnesses  and  heard  arguments  for  and  against  the  project,  as 
shown  by  the  minutes.  The  petitioner  was  represented  by  Rogers  &  Sawyer 
(John  E.  Sawyer,  Esq.,  of  counsel)  its  attorneys.  The  following  appeared 
in  opposition:  Young  &  Young,  by  W.  E.  Young,  Esq.,  who  appeared  on 
behalf  of  and  filed  objections  for  Frank  D.  Carlton;  Fisk  &  Lewis,  by  L.  A. 
Lewis,  Esq.,  who  appeared  on  behalf  of  and  "filed  objections  for  J.  Raymond 
Lylc;  David  S.  Fisk,  Esq.,  attorney  for  the  village  of  Hudson  Falls,  who 
appeared  on  behalf  of  and  filed  objections  for  said  village. 

This  project  contemplates  the  use  of  Walling  brook  as  an  additional  source 
of  water  supply  for  the  Spring  Brook  Water  Company.  At  a  point  on  this 
stream  about  1.25  miles  east  of  the  center  of  the  village  of  Hudson  Falls  a 
dam,  about  14  feet  high,  is  to  be  constructed  on  this  brook,  thus  forming  a 
reservoir  of  one  million  gallons  capacity.  Near  the  western  end  of  this  dam 
a  substantial  pumping  station  is  to  be  built,  containing  a  duplex  plunger 
pump  of  300  gallons  per  minute  capacity,  run  by  a  25  horsepower  crude  oil 
engine.     This  pump  is  to  force  water  through  4066  feet  of  8-inch  diameter 
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cast-iron  pipe  into  the  existing  distribution  system  in  the  village  of  Hudson 
Falls. 

The  various  objections  filed  were  {M-iacipally  directed  towards  the  reserva- 
tion of  the  rights  of  the  objectors  in  the  matter  of  obtaining  compensation 
for  such  damages  aa  might  be  caused  them  by  the  diversion  of  water  from 
Walling  brook  and  the  general  protection  of  the  rights  of  the  inhabitants  of 
the  village  of  Hudson  Falls. 

After  due  study  of  the  petition  and  its  exhibits,  the  evidence  and  argu- 
ments given  at  the  hearing  and  the  report  of  the  engineers  of  the  Commission 
on  this  application,  it  appears  ^s  follows: 

Hudson  Falls  is  an  incorporated  village  in  Washington  county.  It  lies 
adjacent  to  the  westerly  boundary  of  that  county  on  the  left  bank  of  the 
Hudson  river  between  Glens  Falls  and  Fort  Edward. 

Spring  Brook  Water  Company  is  a  domestic  corporation,  organized  in  1888 
under  the  provisions  of  the  laws  of  the  State  of  New  York,  which,  since  1889, 
has  been  supplying  water  for  public  purposes  and  domestic  use  to  the  inhabit- 
ants of  the  village  of  Hudson  Falls  and  of  the  surrounding  territory.  This 
company  has  outstanding  $30,000  in  capital  stock  and  $200,000  in  bonds. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Spring  Brook  Water  Com- 
pany held  January  29,  1917,  this  project  was  formally  adopted  and  the  acts 
of  Brodie  G.  Higley,  President  of  the  company,  in  applying  to  this  Commis- 
sion for  approval  thereof,  was  ratified. 

Since  the  waterworks  system  of  this  company  has  been  in  its  present  con- 
dition, said  company  has  never  been  unable  to  supply  its  customers  with 
water.  At  times,  however,  the  available  supply  has  been  so  low  as  to  cause 
grave  anxiety  to  the  officials  of  said  company,  and  it  is  evident  that  ordinary 
prudence  requires  it  to  develop  some  additional  source  of  water  supply. 
At  present  the  fire  protection  in  certain  portions  of  the  village  of  Hudson 
Falls  is  somewhat  poor.  Deficiency  of  pressure  has  been  particularly  aotice- 
able  in  the  easterly  section  thereof  along  the  Glens  Falls  Feeder  canal,' 
where  there  are  several  lumber  yards.  The  force  main  from  Walling  brook 
would  connect  with  the  present  distribution  system  in  this  section  of  the 
village,  so  that  the  carrying  out  of  this  project  would  result  in  material 
improvement  of  the  fire  protection  of  the  lumber  district.  It  would  also 
benefit  fire  conditions  all  over  the  village,  not  only  on  account  of  the 
increase  in  the  quantity  of  water  available  and  the  pressure  thereof,  but 
also  because  it  would  be  a  separate  and  independent  source  of  supply,  prob- 
ably available  in  the  case  of  breakdown  at  one  of  the  existing  pumping 
stations. 

Walling  brook  was  first  suggested  as  an  auxiliary  source  of  water  supply 
for  this  company  by  Cornelius  C.  Vermeule,  Consulting  Engineer.  Surveys 
of  the  brook  and  the  land  proposed  to  be  acquired  were  made  by  iMajor  James 
McCarty  of  Hudson  Falls,  and  land  taking  maps  and  tentative  designs  for 
the  proposed  structures,  prepared  by  him,  were  submitted  with  this  applica- 
tion. 

Walling  brook  lies  in  a  deep  ravine  cut  into  the  escarpment  forming  the 
southeasterly  boundary  of  the  plain  on  which  the  village  of  Hudson  Falls 
stands.  It  runs  in  a  southerly  direction  into  the  old  Champlain  canal 
near  the  junction  of  that  canal  and  the  Glens  Falls  feeder.  It  is  fed 
almost  entirely  by  springs.    Gagings  of  this  brook,  made  at  the  site  of  the 
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proposed  dam  during  the  coldest  weather  of  the  present  winter,  showed  a 
flow  of  about  260,000  gallons  per  day.  As  the  discharge  of  such  streams  is 
greatly  reduced  during  the  winter,  this  measurement  should  be  a  fair  indica- 
tion of  the  amount  of  water  which  can  be  obtained  from  this  stream  at  all 
times.  By  developing  this  additional  source  of  water  supply  the  company 
will  be  able  to  meet  the  probable  requirement  of  its  customers  for  some  years 
to  come. 

Analyses  of  water  from  Walling  brook  were  submitted,  which  indicate 
that  the  quality  thereof  is  usually  suitable  for  drinking.  The  stream  now 
is  contaminated  at  times  by  wash  from  highways  near  the  head  of  the  ravine. 
This  wash  can  and  must  be  eliminated,  as  it  readily  can  be  by  ditching. 
It  is  proposed  to  divert  this  road  drainage  and  to  obtain  the  enactment  by 
the  State  Department  of  Health  of  rules  and  regulations  for  the  sanitary 
protection  of  the  watershed  of  this  brook.  The  company  also  proposes  to 
purchase  about  9%  acres  of  land,  a  tract  which  includes  the  whole  of  the 
ravine  above  the  dam,  to  fence  this  area  and  prevent  the  entrance  of  cattle 
or  of  unauthorized  persons  within  the  enclosure.  If  these  measures  are 
carried  out,  the  quality  of  the  water  will  probably  at  all  times  be  suitable 
for  drinking  purposes.  In  order  absolutely  to  safeguard  the  health  of  the 
customers  of  this  Company,  this  Commission  will  reserve  the  right  to 
require  the  sterilization  of  this  water,  if  changed  conditions  or  future 
analyses  shall  show  necessity  therefor. 

It  is  estimated  that  the  proposed  works  can  be  installed  for  about  $7000. 

The  structural  plans,  as  submitted  with  the  application,  arc  not  in  all 
respects  satisfactory,  nor  is  there  now  at  hand  sufficient  data  to  permit  iha 
making  of  final  designs  for  these  structures.  The  Commission,  therefore, 
will  not  approve  this  application,  except  in  general  terms.  Detailed  struc^ 
tural  plans  and  additional  d<ata  with  regard  to  the  nature  of  the  soil  at 
the  site  of  the  proposed  reservoir  must  later  be  submitted'  to  it  for  approval, 
and  no  work  must  be  started  on  the  dam  or  pumping  station  until  such 
plans  have  been  so  submitted  and  approved. 

Although  there  are  numerous  other  neighboring  sources  of  water  supply 
which  could  be  used  to  augment  the  water  resources  of  this  company,  it 
seems  that  the  Walling  brook  project  is  the  proper  one  for  present  develop- 
ment. 

The  carrying  out  of  this  project  will  not  adversely  affect  the  water  supply 
interests  of  any  community  in  the  State. 

The  legal  damages  which  may  be  caused  by  the  execution  of  the  plans  of  the 
petitioner  do  not  appear  to  be  such  as  to  require  any  special  consideration 
or  legislative  enactment  in  order  that  they  may  be  equitably  determined  and 
paid. 

Most  of  the  water  now  pumped  by  the  Spring  Brook  Water  Company  is 
sterilized  by  the  addition  of  liquid  chlorine  before  delivery  to  the  distribution 
mains.  The  sterilizing  apparatus  is  installed  in  the  newer  of  the  two  piunp- 
ing  stations  now  operated  by  said  company.  This  is  the  station  ordinarily 
used.  The  older  of  these  stations  —  that  on  Cold  brook  —  is  kept  as  a  reserve 
and  used  in  case  of  emergency.  As  no  sterilizing  apparatus  has  been  installed 
in  the  Cold  brook  station  and  as  it  is  connected  to  the  distribution  system 
by  an  independent  force  main,  the  water  pumped  in  it  is  untreated.  Condi- 
tions about  the  sources  of  water  supply  now  used  by  this  company  are  such 
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that  only  by  proper  sterilizatioa  can  any  of  thia  water  be  made  entirely 
safe  for  drinking.  Due  proviaion  for  the  protection  of  the  Walling  brook 
water  from  contamination  can  be  made  only  by  keeping  it  f r(Hn  being  mixed 
with  contaminated  water.  To  this  end  the  Commisaion  will  require  the 
Spring  Brook  Water  Company  to  install  suitable  apparatus  for  the  steriliza- 
tion of  all  water  pumped  by  it,  at  either  of  the  existing  pumping  stations, 
from  any  of  the  sources  of  supply  which  it  has  heretofore  developed  or  used, 
and  it  will  further  require  that  thereafter  no  water  from  such  sources  of  supply 
shall  be  distributed  until  it  haa  been  sterilized  to  the  satisfaction  of  this 
Commission. 

In  consideration  of  the  above,  and  subject  to  the  modifications  hereafter 
stated,  the  Commission  therefore  finds  and  determines: 

First*    That  the  plans  proposed  are  justified  by  public  necessity. 

Second.  That  said  plans  provide  for  the  proper  and  safe  construction  of 
all  work  connected  therewith. 

Third,  That  said  plans  provide  for  the  proper  protection  of  the  supply 
and  the  watershed  from  contamination  and  that  filtration  is  at  the  present 
time  unnecessary. 

Fourth,  That  said  plans  are  just  and  equitable  to  the  other  municipanfiea 
and  civil  divisions  of  the  State  affected  thereby  and  to  the  inhabitants  thereof, 
particular  consideration  being  given  to  their  present  and  future  necessities 
for  sources  of  water  supply. 

Fifth.  That  said  plans  make  fair  and  equitable  provisions  for  the  deter- 
mination and  payment  of  any  and  all  legal  damages  to  persons  and  property, 
both  direct  and  indirect,  which  will  result  from  the  execution  of  said  plans 
or  the  acquiring  of  said  lands. 

Provided  however  that  the  said  application,  maps  and  plans  as  submitted 
shall  be  modified  and  the  Commission  does  hereby  determine  that  they  be 
modified  and  that  the  work  done  thereunder  be  subject  to  the  following 
conditions: 

1.  All  the  woric  proposed  in  this  application  shall  be  completely  con- 
structed in  accordance  with  plans  which  shall  have  been  submitted  to 
this  Commission  and  approved  by  it. 

2.  No  contracts  shall  be  let  or  construction  started  on  any  part  of 
the  proposed  pumping  station,  dam  or  reservoir  until  plans  and  specifi- 
cations for  such  structures  have  been  approved  by  this  Commission. 

3.  The  Spring  Brook  Water  Company  shall  make  reasonable  provisions 
for  the  diversion  from  Walling  brook  of  road  wash  from  Maple  street 
and  Burgoyne  avenue,  by  'deepening  and  proper  grading  of  the  drainage 
ditches  along  the  sides  of  these  roads,  and  thereafter  this  drainage  system 
shall  be  maintained  by  the  company  in  serviceable  condition.  All  the 
land  to  be  acquired  by  the  company,  as  shown  by  the  land  taking  maps 
filed  with  the  application,  shall  be  securely  fenced  and  the  entrance  of 
cattle  and,  as  far  as  possible,  of  unauthorized  persons  within  the  enclo- 
sure shall  be  prevented.  The  company  shall  obtain  the  enactment  by  the 
State  Department  of  Health  of  suitable  rules  and  regulations  for  the 
sanitary  protection  of  the  watershed  of  Walling  brook  above  the  pro- 
posed dam,  and  thereafter  shall  vigorously  enforce  the  provisions  of 
such  rules  and  regulations. 
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4.  If  changed  conditions  or  future  analysed  shall  indicate  that  tlm 
water  from  Walling  hrook  is  not  of  proper  quality  for  drinking  pu;  • 
poses,  the  company  shall,  upon  order  of  this  Commission,  install  satis- 
factory apparatus  for  the  sterilization,  by  liquid  chlorine  or  other  means, 
of  all  water  pumped  from  that  stream,  and,  if  the  installation  of  such 
apparatus  is  required,  it  shall  thereafter  pump  no  water  frcmi  Walling 
brodc  unless  such  water  is  steriMzed  to  the  satisfaction  of  this  Com- 
mission. 

5.  Nothing  in  this  decision  and  approval  contained  shall  be  held  to 
authorize  the  Spring  Brook  Water  Company  to  develop  Walling  brook 
as  an  additional  source  of  water  supply  until  said  company  shall  have 
installed  satisfactory  apparatus  for  the  continuous  sterilization,  with 
liquid  chlorine  or  otherwise,  of  all  water  pumped  at  either  of  the  present 
stations,  and,  after  the  installation  of  such  apparatus.  Spring  Brook 
Water  Company  shall  pump  into  its  distribution  mains  no  water  from 
the  sources  of  supply  now  in  use  which  has  not  been  sterilized  to  the 
satisfaction  of  this  Commission. 

6.  After  these  works  have  been  constructed  they  shall  be  inspected  by 
and  be  subject  to  the  approval  of  this  Commission,  and  such  works 
shall  not  be  operated  until  permit  to  do  so  has  been  issued  by  this 
Commission,  as  provided  by  section  523  of  the  Conservation  Law. 

Wherefore,  the  Conservation   Commission  does   hereby   approve   the  said 
application  of  the  Spring  Brook  Water  Company  as  thus  modified.

Wilfred  Woodhcad,  acting  on  behalf  and  in  the  name  of  the  village  of  Canton, 
of  which  he  is  the  president,  on  Deceml)er  5,  1916,  made  application  to  the 
Conservation  Commission  for  its  approval  of  the  acquisition  by  said  village  of 
a  new  and  additional  source  of  water  supply  and  of  the  plans  for  the  structures 
necessary  to  make  such  source  of  supply  available  for  the  uses  of  the  inhabi- 
tants of  said  village.  This  application  was  verified  December  7,  1916,  and 
filed  in  the  office  of  the  Conservation  Commission  December  11,  1916. 

On  January  11,  1917,  the  Commission  caused  the  site  of  the  proposed  works 
and  the  proposed  sources  of  water  supply  to  be  inspected  by  one  of  its 
engineers. 

After  due  notice  published  in  the  St.  Lawrence  Plaindealer  and  Commercial 
Advertiser f  both  of  Canton,  a  hearing  was  held  on  this  petition  in  the  office 
of  the  Village  Board  of  Canton  on  January  10,  1917,  at  10:00  o'clock  in  the 
forenoon  and  thereafter  duly  continued  in  the  rooms  of  the  Grand  Army  of 
the  Republic  in  the  same  place.  At  this  hearing  the  Commission  considered 
the  petition,  maps  and  plans  submitted,  examined  witnesses  and  heard  argu- 
ments for  and  against  the  project,  as  shown  by  the  minutes.  Lawrence  Rus- 
sell, Esq.,  village  attorney,  appeared  on  behalf  of  the  applicant,  the  village 
of  Canton;  Hon.  George  E.  Van  Kennen  appeared  and  filed  objections  for 
Melvin  S.  Allen,  Michael  O'Brien,  Isaa£  and  Isiah  Fountain,  Elva  Maithews, 
Carlton  G.  Howard,  Odo  B.  Farns,  Dennis  J.  O'Brien  Michael  O'Brien,  Jr., 
George  A.  Moore,  Walter  D.  Boyden,  Alonzo  Todd,  Joseph  F.  Gray,  X/eslie  A. 
Boyden,  Theron  G.  Allen,  Milan  E.  Pitt  and  Henry  A.  Bacheller.  Joseph  F. 
Brown,  Esq.,  appeared  at  the  hearing  and  filed  objections  on  behalf  of  Mrs. 
Nellie  Stone. 

It  is  proposed  to  abandon  the  source  of  water  supply  now  used  by  this  vil- 
lage and  to  obtain  a  supply  of  water  from  a  group  of  springs  situated  in  the 
town  of  Pierpont,  eight  miles  southeast  of  Canton.  Water  is  to  be  taken  from 
the  outlets  of  these  springs  at  five  points  and  conducted  by  lines  of  castiron 
pipe  to  a  proposed  reservoir  on  Waterman  Hill.  The  site  of  this  b^in  is  near 
the  intersection  of  the  common  boundaries  of  the  towns  of  Canton,  Russell  and 
Pierpont,  about  5%  miles  southeast  of  the  village.    This  reservoir  is  to  have 
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a  capacity  of  two  million  gallons.  It  is  to  be  constructed  of  earth  embank- 
ment and  to  be  lined  with  concrete.  Th^  water  flowing  from  it  is  to  be  meas- 
ured by  a  venturi  meter  and  there  will  be  room  in  the  gate  house  sufficient  for 
the  installation  of  a  chlorinating  device.  In  order  to  reduce  the  iron  content 
of  the  water  it  is  to  be  aerated  as  it  enters  this  basin.  A  1 2 -inch  cast-iron 
pipe,  laid  in  the  highways,  is  to  connect  this  reservoir  '  with  tlie  existing 
waterworks  system  in  the  village.  This  new  system  is  to  operate  by  gravity. 
No  filtration  plant  is  to  be  provided. 

Objection  was  made  to  this  project  by  many  persons.  These  objections  were 
directed  towards  the  preservation  of  the  right  of  the  objectors  to  collect  com- 
pensation for  any  damage  caused  them  by  the  diversion  of  water  from  their 
farms.  Little  actual  opposition  to  the  taking  of  the  water  was  expressed  in 
them. 

After  due  study  of  the  petition  and  its  exhibits,  the  evidence  and  arguments 
given  at  the  hearing  amd  the  report  on  this  application  of  the  engineers  of  this 
Commission,  it  appears  as  follows: 

Canton  is  a  municipality  in  the  town  of  Canton,  St.  Lawrence  county.  It 
was  incorporated  as  a  village  by  a  special  act  in  1845,  was  re-organized  under 
the  provisions  of  the  general  village  law  in  1897,  and  its  sta^tus  has  since 
remained  unchanged.  This  village  has  a  separate  Board  of  Water  Commis- 
sioners. It  is  situated  on  the  Grasse  river  and  on  the  division  of  the  New 
York  Central  Railroad  which  runs  from  Richland  to  Massena.  Within  it  are 
situated  the  court  house  and  other  county  buildings.  St.  Lawrence  University 
and  a  State  Agricultural  School.  It  has  some  industries,  principally  operating 
on  water  power  from  the  Grasse,  but  in  the  main  it  is  a  residence  community. 

By  the  census  of  1915,  the  population  of  Canton  was  2624;  the  village 
authorities  estimate  the  present  population  about  the  same  and  believe  it  to 
be  practically  stationary.  By  the  last  roll  the  total  assessed  valuation  of  tax- 
able property  within  this  village  was  $1,477,470.  Village  bonds  are  outstand- 
ing in  the  amount  of  $35,000  for  sewers  and  $14,000  for  water  worka. 

Since  about  1889  there  has  been  a  municipally  owned  and  operated  water- 
works system  in  Canton.  Water  is  taken  from  the  Grasse  river  just  south  of 
the  village  and  is  pumped  into  the  mains  without  treatment.  There  are  dis- 
tribution pipes  and  mains  in  the  built-up  streets  of  the  village  and  a  standpipe 
on  College  Hill  equalizes  the  draft  and  gives  fire  protection.  This  fire  pro- 
tection is  rather  poor.  The  existing  pumping  equipment  is  old  and  worn  and 
in  need  of  replacement. 

The  water  pumped  into  the  distribution  mains  of  this  village  is  exceptionally 
bad.  It  is  not  only  contaminated  with  sewage  from  small  communities  and 
manufacturing  plants  and  with  organic  matter  washed  from  the  extensive 
drainage  basin  of  the  Grasse  river,  but  also  it  is  polluted  with  pulp  and  paper 
mill  wastes  and  with  acid  wastes  from  pyrites  mines.  The  water  is  highly 
colored,  has  a  disagreeable  odor,  particularly  during  warm  weather,  $,nd  the 
organic  matter  therein  can  be  seen  and  tasted  and  accumulates  in  the  pipes, 
clogging  house  connections  and  hot  water  systems.  Most  of  these  wastes  come 
from  the  Stella  mines,  by  way  of  Harrison  creek,  which  enters  the  Grasse  a  few 
miles  south  of  Canton,  and  from  the  mills  of  the  DeGrasse  Pulp  and  Paper 
Company,  situated  on  the  Grasse  about  seven  miles  upstream  from  the  village. 
These  pulp  mills  use  the  sulphite  process.    It  is  perhaps  fortunate  that  this 
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oontaminated  water  is  physically  so  disagreeable,  as  it  is  probable  that  but  few 
people  drink  it.  As  a  matter  of  fact  the  water  is  unsuitable  even  for  wash- 
ing or  bathing.  It  i«  evident  that  the  water  supply  situation  in  Canton 
imperatively  requires  improvement. 

During  1916  two  projects  for  obtaining  a  better  supply  of  water  for  this 
village  were  submitted  to  the  voters  thereof.  First,  on  June  2,  a  project  for 
pumping  and  filtering  wa/ter  taken  from  Little  river,  near  the  village  limits, 
at  a  total  expenditure  of  $50,000.  Second,  on  July  22,  a  project  for  piping 
Little  river  water  from  above  the  village  limits  to  the  existing  pumping  sta- 
tion and  using  it  without  purification,  at  a  cost  of  $10,000.  Both  these  pro- 
jects were  voted  d^wn  by  large  majorities.  On  November  6,  1010,  the  Board 
of  Water  Commissioners  of  Canton  petitioned  the  Board  of  Trustees  thereof 
to  submit  the  project  under  consideration  to  a  vote  of  the  taxpayers.  Acting 
on  this  petition  the  Board  of  Trustees,  on  November  6,  1916,  called  a  special 
election  for  this  purpose.  This  election  was  held  November  23,  1916,  and  the 
project  was  carried  in  the  affirmative  by  a  vote  of  411  to  99.  The  making  of 
this  petition  to  the  Conservation  Commission  was  authorized  by  joint  resolu- 
tion of  the  Board  of  Trustees  and  the  Board  of  Water  Commissioners  at  a 
meeting  held  December  5,  1916. 

Charles  E.  Perry,  a  civil  engineer  having  an  office  in  ihe  city  of  Albany, 
acted  as  engineer  for  the  village  in  these  matters.  Surveys  of  the  present 
project  were  made  by  him,  as  well  as  reports  thereon  and  estimates  of  the 
cost  thereof.  Detailed  plans  and  property  surveys  have  not  been  made,  but 
these,  together  with  specifications  for  the  work,  will  be  submitted  for  approval 
later  if  the  application  is  approved. 

It  is  proposed  to  abandon  the  present  source  of  supply  entirely  and  per- 
mission is  sought  for  the  right  to  divert  all  of  the  flow  from  the  above  men- 
tioned springs  which  reaches  the  points  of  diversion  indicated  on  the  maps. 
In  this  region  there  is  an  extensive  sand  plain,  Beach  Plains,  bounded  by 
somewhat  abrupt  escarpments.  The  rain  which  falls  on  this  plain  percolates 
through  the  sand  until  it  emerges  in  numerous  springs  in  embayments  in  this 
escarpment.  The  plain  is  about  820  feet  above  sea  level,  the  springs  issue  at 
elevations  from  30  to  100  feet  lower.  During  July  and  August  of  the  past  sum- 
mer gagings  were  made  of  the  outflow  from  these  springs.  These  were  months  of 
unusual  dryness  and  the  rainfall  for  several  years  preceding  has  been  below  the 
average.  It  is  probable  that  the  flows  then  measured  were  materially  lower 
than  usual.  During  these  two  months  the  sum  of  the  minimum  measured 
flows  was  592,000  gallons  per  day,  while  the  sum  of  the  maximum  flows  was 
701,000  gallons  per  day.  On  this  basis,  it  is  reasonably  probable  tliat  the 
yield  of  these  springs  will  supply  the  needs  of  this  village  for  some  years  to 
come.  A  demand  exceeding  this  yield  could  be  met  by  drawing  a  supply  of 
water  of  inferior  quality  from  neighboring  streams.  The  upper  portion  of 
Little  river  has  been  selected  as  the  most  favorable  of  such  additional  sources 
of  supply.  At  the  point  where  it  is  to  be  crossed  by  the  pipe  line  from  the 
southernmost  springs,  the  lowest  recorded  flow  of  this  stream  was  432,000 
gallons  per  day.  The  village  does  not  ask  permission  to  use  Little  river  at 
present,  but  calls  attention  to  the  fact  that  it  may  need  it  in  the  future  and 
now  proposes  to  install  a  pipe  pf  capacity  sufficient  to  carry  water  from  it 
to  the  distributioii  reservoir. 
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As  it  emerges  from  the  ground,  the  water  of  these  springs  is  probably  of 
great  purity.  In  flowing  from  the  springs  to  the  proposed  intakes  it  is  exposed 
to  contamination  by  surface  wash  from  highways,  cattle  pastures,  farm  lands 
and  farm  buildings  on  the  tributary  drainage  basins.  There  is  an  old  ceme- 
tery on  the  edge  of  two  of  these  basins,  but  it  is  too  remote  from  any  spring 
to  be  regarded  with  apprehension.  Analyses  of  the  water  from  the  various 
springs  have  been  submitted,  which  indicate  general  purity  thereof,  but  show 
some  traces  of  contamination,  doubtless  due  to  the  above  enumerated  causes. 
Water  from  two  of  the  springs  has  a  variable  and  sometimes  high  iron 
content. 

It  is  proposed  by  the  village  to  acquire  the  greater  part  of  the  apparent 
drainage  basins  above  the  intakes.  This  land  is  to  be  securely  fenced  to 
exclude  cattle  and  probably  forested.  It  is  not  proposed  to  take  the  entire  area 
of  all  the  watersheds,  but  those  parts  which  are  not  to  bo  taken  are  ren&ote 
from  the  streams,  are  generally  k'vel  and  used'  for  pasturage  and  general  farm- 
ing purposes.  The  soil  of  these  portions  is  porous  sand  and  it  is  improbable 
that  much  surface  wash  flows  from  them  to  the  streams,  except  possibly  dur- 
ing spring  thaws.  If  this  project  is  carried  out,  the  principal  danger  of  con- 
tamination of  the  water  will  be  due  to  road  wasli  and  this  is  not  seriously 
dangerous  and  can  in  large  measure  be  eliminated  by  ditching  and  otherwise. 
The  sanitary  condition  of  these  drainage  basins  is  to  be  protected  by  the 
enactment  of  State  Department  of  Health  rules  and  regulations.  All  buildings 
are  to  be  removed  from  them. 

As  it  enters  the  distribution  reservoir  the  water  is  to  be  aerated  in  order  to 
oxidize  the  iron  therein  and  so  cause  it  to  settle  in  the  reservoir.  It  is  prob- 
able that  for  the  present  no  further  purification  would  be  necessary.  As  it  is 
possible  that  the  proposed  method  of  cleaning  up  and  protecting  the  water- 
sheds might  not  prove  to  be  entirely  effective,  particularly  during  some  periods 
of  the  year,  this  Commission  will  reserve  the  right  to  require  the  sterilization 
of  the  water  by  the  application  of  liquid  chlorine  or  other  means. 

It  has  been  estimated  by  the  village  engineer  that  this  project  can  be  carried 
out  at  a  cost  not  exceeding  $180,000.  This  estimate  was  made  on  a  liberal 
basis  and,  as  the  completed  surveys  have  shown  that  the  quantities  used 
therein  were  somewhat  large,  it  seems,  at  this  time,  that  the  appropriation 
available  for  this  work  is  reasonably  adequate.  As  prices  of  materials  and 
labor  have  been  increasing  rapidly  for  some  time,  predictions  as  to  the  cost  of 
work  hold  good  but  for  short  periods  of  time.  Unless  the  village  lets  contracts 
for  this  work  promptly,  the  cost  thereof  may  be  considerably  greater  than  has 
been  estimated. 

Questions  as  to  the  safety  of  the  works  and  the  lands  to  be  acquired  must 
of  necessity  be  left  for  later  determination,  as  detailed  plans  of  all  structures 
and  full  land  taking  maps  have  not  been  submitted.  This  Commission  will 
approve  only  of  such  structural  plans  and  specifications  as  provide  for  a  safe 
and  adequate  system.  The  amount  of  land  which  the  village  proposes  to 
acquire  seems  to  be  that  which  is  necessary  in  order  properly  to  protect  the 
purity  of  the  supply  and  to  enable  it  to  construct  the  necessary  works. 

Canton  could  be  supplied  with  water  from  several  other  sources.  On 
account  of  excessive  pollution  with  industrial  wastes,  it  would  be  inadvisable 
to  attempt  to  purify  the  Grasse  river  water.    It  could  be  so  purified,  but  the 
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cost  of  ao  doing  would  be  ezceBsive.  The  engineers  of  the  CommiBsion  are  of 
the  opinion  that  the  best  and  cheapest  solution  of  the  water  supply  problem  in 
this  village  is  the  $50,000  project  recently  voted  down.  This  involved  taking 
water  from  Little  river,  the  stream  which  drains  the  springs  above  described, 
purifying  it  by  mechanical  filtration  and  pumping  it  into  the  present  distri- 
bution system.  Little  river  enters  the  Grasse  just  south  of  the  village  and  the 
water  waa  to  be  taken  from  it  near  the  southerly  village  line.  This  stream  is 
not  polluted  with  trade  wastes  and  water  from  it  could  undoubtedly  be  filtered 
with  ease  and  certainty,  as  is  now  done  in  numerous  places  in  this  State. 
Although  we  believe  that  more  water  of  equal  purity  could  be  more  cheaply 
obtained  from  Little  river,  still  the  project  under  consideration  is  not  so  unrea- 
sonable as  to  require  that  this  Commission  reject  it. 

The  carrying  out  of  this  project  by  the  village  of  Canfton  will  not  affect  the 
water  supply  interests  of  any  other  community  in  the  State. 

The  legal  damages  which  may  be  caused  by  the  execution  of  the  plans  of  the 
petitioner  do  not  appear  to  be  such  as  to  require  any  special  consideration  or 
legislative  enactment  in  order  that  they  may  be  equitably  determined  and  paid. 

In  consideration  of  the  above,  and  subject  to  the  modifications  hereafter 
stated,  the  Commission,  therefore,  finds  and  determines: 

First,    That  the  plane  proposed  are  justified  by  public  necessity. 

Second,  That  said  plans  provide  for  the  proper  and  safe  construction  of  all 
work  connected  therewith. 

Third,  That  said  plans  provide  for  the  proper  protection  of  the  supply  and 
the  watershed  from  contamination  and  that  filtration  is  at  the  present  time 
unnecessary. 

Fourth,  That  said  plans  are  just  and  equitable  to  the  other  mimicipalities 
and  civil  divisions  of  the  State  affected  thereby  and  to  the  inhabitants  thereof, 
particular  consideration  being  given  to  their  present  and  future  necessities 
for  sources  of  water  supply. 

Fifth.  That  said  plans  make  fair  and  equitable  provisions  for  the  deter- 
mination and  payment  of  any  and  all  legal  damages  to  persons  and  property, 
both  direct  and  indirect,  which  will  result  from  the  execution  of  said  plans 
or  the  acquiring  of  said  lands. 

Provided,  however,  that  the  said  application,  maps  and  plans  as  submitted 
shall  be  modified  and  the  Commission  does  hereby  determine  that  they  be 
modified  and  that  the  work  done  thereunder  be  subject  to  the  following 
conditions : 

1.  Before  any  contracts  are  let  or  work  started  on  the  construction 
of  this  system,  full  detailed  maps,  plans  and  specifications,  covering  all 
the  works  to  be  constructed,  lands  to  be  taken  and  easements  to  be 
acquired,  shall  be  submitted  to  this  Commission  for  its  approval,  and 
thereafter  this  system  shall  be  completely  constructed  in  full  accordance 
with  plans  and  specifications  which  have  been  so  submitted  to  and 
approved  by  this  Commission. 

2.  All  land  purchased  by  the  village  for  the  protection  of  the  sanitary 
quality  of  this  water  shall  be  securely  fenced,  shall  not  be  fertilized  or 
used  as  pastures,  and,  as  far  as  possible,  the  entrance  of  animals  and 
of  unauthorized  persons  into  these  enclosures  shall  be  prevented.     No

buildings  must  be  allowed  to  remain^  or  to  be  built  within  the  apparent 
drainage  basins  of  any  of  these  springs  above  the  intakes.  In  addition, 
.  the  village  must  secure  the  enactment  by  the  State  Department  of  Health 
of  flEuitable  rules  and  regulations  for  the  protection  of  the  sanitary  quality 
of  water  drawn  from  theee  various  watersheds,  and  thereafter  it  shall 
diligently  enforce  the  provisions  of  these  rules  and  regulations. 

3.  If  future  analyses  or  inspections  or  approved  changes  ia  the  plans 
indicate  that  purification  of  the  waters  from  these  springs  is  necessary, 
the  village  authorities  shall,  upon  order  from  this  Commission,  install 
at  the  reservoir  on  Waterman  hill,  or  elsewhere,  suitable  devices  for  the 
sterilization  of  the  water  by  liquid  chlorine  or  otherwise,  and  thereafter 
shall  maintain  such  devices  and  operate  them  continuously,  or  at  such 
times  as  the  Commission  may  require,  to  the  satisfaction  of  this  Com- 
mission. During  such  times  as  the  Commission  may  require  such  steriliza- 
tion, the  village  shall  permit  no  unsterilized  water  to  be  taken  from  any 
part  of  its  water  supply  system  for  any  purpose.  , 

4.  After  these  additions  to  the  waterworks  system  of  Canton  have 
been  put  into  operation,  the  village  shall  abandon  the  Grasse  river  as  a 
source  of  water  supply,  the  present  pumping  station  shall  be  disconnected 
from  the  system  and  thereafter  no  Grasse  river  water  shall  be  pumped 
into  any  part  of  such  syst^n  unless  and  until  due  application  for  such 
use  of  Grasse  river  water  shall  have  been  submitted  to  and  approved  by 
this  Commission. 

5.  After  these  works  have  been  constructed  they  shall  be  inspected  and 
be  subject  to  the  approval  of  this  Commission,  and  such  works  shall  not 
be  operated  until  permit  to  do  so  has  been  issued  by  this  Commission,  as 
provided  by  section  523  of  the  Conservation  Law. 

Wherefore,  the  Conservation  Commission  does  hereby  approve  the  said  appli- 
cation of  the  Village  of  Canton  as  thus  modified.

Wilson  M.  Main,  acting  on  behalf  and  in  the  name  of  the  village  of  Fort 
Ann,  of  which  he  is  the  president,  on  December  9,  1916,  made  application  to 
the  Conservation  Commission  for  its  approval  of  the  acquisition  by  said  village 
of  a  water  supply  and  the  installation  therein  of  a  water  supply  system.

December  12,  1916.  On  July  6,  1916,  this  Commission  had  caused  the  proposed 
source  of  water  supply  and  the  sites  of  the  proposed  structures  to  be  inspected 
by  one  of  its  engineers;  this  inspection  having  been  made  in  connection  with 
another  water  eupply  application. 

After  due  notice  published  in  the  Hudson  Falls  Herald  and  the  Whitehall 
ChroniclCf  a  hearing  was  held  on  this  application  in  the  Town  Hall  in  the 
village  of  Fort  Ann  on  the  16th  day  of  January,  1917,  at  10:00  o'clock  in  the 
forenoon.  At  this  hearing  the  Commission  considered  the  petition,  maps  and 
plans  submitted,  examined  witnesses  and  heard  arguments  for  the  project, 
as  ehown  by  the  minutes.  Fisk  &  Lewis,  represented  by  David  S.  Plsk,  Esq., 
appeared  at  the  hearing  on  behalf  of  the  applicant.  J.  Ward  Russell,  Esq., 
appeared  on  behalf  of  the  Kancs  Falls  Electric  Company  in  support  of  the 
application.    No  objections  were  filed  and  no  one  appeared  in  opposition. 

It  is  proposed  to  install  in  the  village  of  Fort  Ann  a  municipally  owned 
and  operated  water  supply  system,  capable  of  supplying  water  for  domestic, 
public  and  fire  fighting  purposes  to  the  inhabitants  of  that  village.  The 
water  is  to  be  obtained  from  the  mill  pond  of  the  Kanes  Falls  Electric 
Company  on  Halfway  creek  in  Kanesville  at  a  point  about  one  mile  northwest 
of  the  village  and  is  to  be  pumped  into  the  village  mains  by  electric  power 
furnished  by  that  company.  No  standpipe  or  reservoir  is  provided,  but  direct 
and  continuous  pumping  is  to  be  relied  upon. 

As  the  water  is  drawn  from  the  pond  it  is  to  be  treated  with  coagulating 
chemicals  applied  by  apparatus  installed  in  the  house  covering  the  head 
works  of  the  Electric  Company,  and  discharged  into  an  existing  basin  of 
about  66,800  gallons  capacity,  which  is  to  be  utilized  as  a  sedimentation  basin. 
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If  necessary  the  water  level  in  this  basin  can  be  held  down  so  as  to  reduce 
the  detention  period  in  it. 

From  the  sedimentation  basin  the  water  is  to  pass  through  an  8-inch  cast- 
iron  pipe  to  a  filter  house.  This  is  to  be  a  substantial  masonry  building,  in 
which  are  to  be  installed  two  gravity  mechanical  filters  of  the  "  Jewell " 
wooden  tub  type  with  a  combined  normal  capacity  of  450  gallons  per  minute. 
These  are  to  discharge  into  a  concrete  clear  water  well  of  3800  gallons 
capacity.  K^gulating  devices  are  to  be  installed  in  connection  with  these 
filters  and  also  a  wash  water  pump,  which  is  to  take  its  water  from  the 
dear  water  well.  As  the  water  leaves  the  filter  house  it  is  to  be  sterilized  by 
cUnrharging  into  it  a  controlled  quantity  of  water  highly  charged  with 
chlorine  gas.  The  sterilized  water  is  to  flow  through  an  8-inch  cast-iron  pipe 
to  the  pumping  station. 

Adjacent  to  the  power  house  of  the  Kanes  Falls  Electric  Company  and 
connected  to  it  is  to  be  constructed  a  substantial  masonry  building,  in  which 
are  to  be  installed  the  necessary  pumping  units.  Two  such  units  are  to  be 
provided,  one  of  100  gallons  per  minute  (144,400  gallons  per  day)  capacity, 
operated  by  a  five  horsepower  motor;  the  other  of  600  gallons  per  minute 
(864,000  gallons  per  day)  capacity,  operated  by  a  40  horsepower  motor.  These 
are  to  be  centrifugal  pumps;  the  motors  are  to  operate  on  current  derived 
from  the  generators  of  the  Kanes  Falls  Company.  As  direct  pumping  is  to 
be  relied  on,  the  smaller  of  these  imits  is  to  run  continuously;  Uie  larger  unit 
is  to  be  depended  upon  for  fire  protection  and  as  a  reserve.  These  pumps  are 
to  force  the  water  through  an  8-inch  diameter  cast-iron  force  main  4,467  feet 
in  length  to  the  village.  All  the  water  entering  this  main  is  to  be  measured 
by  a  meter  installed  near  the  pumping  station. 

In  the  built  up  streets  of  the  village  of  Fort  Ann  a  distribution  system, 
composed  of  6825  feet  of  8-inch  and  6-inch  diameter  cast-iron  pipe,  is  to  be 
constructed.  Thirteen  fire  hydrants  are  to  be  provided  for  fire  fighting 
purposes. 

After  due  study  of  the  petition  and  its  exhibits,  the  evidence  and  arguments 
given  at  the  hearing  and  the  report  of  the  engineers  of  the  Commission  on 
this  application,  it  appears  as  follows: 

Fort  Ann  was  incorporated  as  a  village  by  a  special  act  in  1820.  It  was 
re-organized  under  the  provisions  of  the  general  village  law  in  1912.  This 
village  is  located  near  the  center  of  the  southerly  boundary  of  the  town  of 
Fort  Ann  in  Washington  county.  It  is  traversed  by  the  Delaware  and  Hudson 
railroad  and  by  the  Champlain  canal.  The  population,  by  the  census  of 
1915,  was  436  and  has  been  stationary  for  many  years.  By  the  last  roll 
the  total  assessed  valuation  of  taxable  property  within  the  village  was 
$175,560.    The  village  has  no  outstanding  bonded  indebtedness. 

At  present  there  is  no  public  water  supply  system  in  the  village  of  Fort 
Ann.  The  inhabitants  thereof  obtain  water  for  domestic  purposes  from  some 
dug  wells  and  from  numerous  attic  tanks  and  cisterns.  In  certain  houses 
this  supply  has  frequently  been  insufficient,  so  that  at  times  water  has  had  to 
be  carried  to  them  from  considerable  distances.  There  is  now  practically  no 
water  available  for  fire  fighting  purposes.  Dependence  was  formerly  placed 
on  the  Champlain  canal,  which  traversed  the  village,  but  the  new  canal  was 
re-located  at  such  a  distance  from  the  inhabited  area  where  it  is  not  available 
for  this  purpose. 
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On  September  14,  1916,  a  taxpayers'  petition,  asking  for  the  submisBion  of  a 
proposition  to  install  a  waterworks  system,  was  filed  with  the  Port  Ann 
Village  Board.  By  resolution,  adopted  at  a  meeting  held  September  18,  1916, 
said  Board  called  a  special  election  to  vote  on  a  proposition  for  installing  this 
water  supply  system  and  issuing  village  bonds  for  that  purpose  in  the 
amount  of  $25,000.  This  election  waa  held  on  September  30,  1916,  and  the 
proposition  was  carried  in  the  afifirma4;ive  by  a  vote  of  67  to  22.  The  making 
of  this  petition  to  the  Conservation  Commission  was  authorized  by  a  resola- 
tion  of  the  (Board  of  Trustees,  adopted  at  a  meeting  held  December  2,  1916. 

Charles  E.  Perry,  a  civil  engineer  of  Albany,  N.  Y.,  was  engaged  by  the 
village  authorities  to  prepare  plans  and  estimates  for  such  a  water  supply 
system.  His  plans  and  the  estimates  and  report  on  this  water  supply  project 
were  submitted  to  this  Commission  with  the  application. 

At  the  proposed  point  of  diversion  Halfway  credc  has  a  drainage  area  of 
about  76  square  miles.  (Mr.  Perry  estimates  the  maximum  probable  consump- 
tion of  this  village  at  70,000  gallons  per  day,  this  amount  being  approximately 
that  due  to  a  consiunption  of  125  gallons  per  capita  per  day  by  a  population 
of  450,  increased  by  a  commercial  draft  of  12,000  gallons  per  day.  It  is 
improbable  that  the  consumption  of  water  in  this  village  will  reach  this 
amount  for  many  years  to  come.  There  can  be  no  question  but  that  Halfway 
creek  will  furnish  ample  water  for  the  supply  of  this  community. 

The  watershed  of  Halfway  cre^  above  the  plant  of  the  Kanes  Falls  Electric 
Company  is  comparatively  level,  sandy  country,  principally  devoted  to  farm- 
ing. There  are  some  hills  and  considerable  wooded  areas  within  its  limits. 
The  population  thereon  is  not  dense,  nor  is  it  so  situated  as  to  cause  concen- 
trated pollution  of  the  creek  or  its  tributaries,  the  worst  conditions  being 
near  the  head  of  the  valley,  where  a  portion  of  the  village  of  Glens  Falls  lies 
within  the  drainage  area.  Nevertheless,  the  conditions  of  use  of  and  number 
of  inhabitants  on  this  watershed  are  such  tha/t  the  water  from  Halfway 
creek  could  not  be  permitted  to  be  used  for  domestic  purposes  without  purifi- 
cation. Analyses  of  this  water  indicate  some  pollution  and  bear  out  the  above 
findings.  With  proper  operation  of  the  proposed  purification  plant  this  water 
will  be  safe  for  all  purposes.  It  will  be  required  that  no  water  be  furnished 
for  any  purpose  until  it  has  been  filtered  and  sterilized  in  a  satisfactory 
manner,  involving  in  this  case  the  increase  of  dosage  of  coagulating  and 
sterilizing  chemicals  to  comparatively  high  amounts  when  the  larger  pump  is 
being  operated  to  full  capacity  —  a  rate  which  somewhat  exceeds  the  usual 
capacity  of  the  filters.  In  addition  it  will  be  required  that  no  direct  discharge 
of  sewage  into  the  mill  pond  be  permitted. 

It  was  originally  estimated  that  this  system  could  be  constructed  for 
$25,000.  It  is  improbable  that  it  could  be  completely  constructed  for  this 
amount,  unless  unexpectedly  favorable  bids  were  to  be  received.  In  view  of 
the  present  extreme  difficulty  of  making  predictions  as  to  the  cost  of  any 
works,  it  would  seem  unequitable  to  reject  this  application  on  account  of  an 
apparent  insufficiency  of  funds.  It  will,  therefore,  be  approved,  subject  to 
the  condition  that,  before  any  contracts  therefor  are  let,  or  work  thereon 
started,  the  village  authorities  shall  receive  bids  for  the  construction  of  the 
complete  system  and  thereafter  shall  show  to  this  Commission  a  reasonable 
probability  that  sufficient  funds  are  in  hand  to  construct  either  the  complete

system  or  such  modified  system  as  the  Commission  may  approve — the  esti- 
mates being  based  on  the  actual  bids  received  and  the  amount  available  being 
either  that  already  voted  or  a  greater  sum  which  may  hereafter  be  authorised 
for  the  purpose. 

Generally  speaking  this  system,  if  carefully  constructed  in  accordance  with 
the  plans  and  specifications  submitted  of  suitable  materials  and  satisfactory 
workmanship,  will  be  safe  and  adequate  for  the  purpose  for  which  designed. 
As,  however,  the  plans  submitted  are  not  final  and  the  village  may  desire  to 
modify  them  in  some  particulars,  and  as  further  certain  minor  details  thereof 
are  not  entirely  satisfactory  to  this  Commission^  these  plans  will  be  approved 
only  in  general  terms  and  it  will  be  required  that  complete  detailed  plans  be 
submitted  and  approved  before  any  construction  work  is  started. 

Local  conditions  have  made  possible  a  somewhat  unusual  method  of  operat- 
ing this  system.  The  village  of  Fort  Ann  and  the  Kanes  Falls  Electric 
Company  have  entered  into  a  contract,  whereby  the  operation  of  these  works 
will  be  carried  on  practically  entirely  by  the  company.  This  contract  is  for 
a  term  of  ninety-nine  years.  By  its  provisions  the  company  provides  the 
land  on  which  the  coagulating  basin,  filter  plant  and  pumping  station  are 
to  be  erected,  permits  the  diversion  of  water  from  its  pond  and  engages  to 
operate  the  pumps  under  the  direction  of  the  village  authorities.  In  return 
for  these  services  the  village  is  to  pay  for  all  power  used  in  pumping  at  the 
scheduled  rates  for  such  power,  subject  to  such  further  modifications  as  the 
Public  Service  Commission,  Second  District,  may  direct  or  permit.  It  is  to 
pay  for  all  water  consiuned  approximately  the  amount  which  the  company 
would  have  received  for  the  electric  current  which  it  might  have  generated 
by  passing  that  same  water  through  its  wheels.  It  is  to  pay  a  specified 
stand-by  charge  based  on  the  capacity  of  its  motors.  The  village  also  engages 
to  allow  the  company  to  connect  fire  hydrants  for  the  protection  of  its  plant 
at  Kanes  Falls  to  the  proposed  pipe  line,  and  to  draw  water  therefrom  for 
fire  fighting  purposes.  It  is  also  to  supply  the  company  with  such  quantity 
of  filtered  water  as  it  may  need  —  1200  gallons  daily  to  be  furnished  without 
charge,  any  additional  amount  to  be  paid  for  at  the  regular  rates.  Many  of 
the  provisions  of  this  contract  are  peculiar  and  must  needs  be  so  on  account 
of  the  unusual  conditions.  Apparently,  however,  by  this  means  the  village 
will  obtain  the  benefit  of  expert  and  continuous  operation  at  comparatively 
low  cost. 

Alternative  sources  of  supply,  offering  advantages  superior  to  the  one 
oontcHplated  to  be  used,  do  not  seem  to  exist. 

The  carrying  out  of  this  project  will  not  adversely  affect  the  water  supply 
interests  of  any  other  community  in  this  State. 

The  legal  damages  which  may  be  caused  by  the  execution  of  the  plans  of 
the  petitioner  do  not  appear  to  be  such  as  to  require  any  special  consideration 
or  legislative  enactment  in  order  that  they  may  be  equitably  determined  and 
paid. 

In  consideration  of  the  above,  and  subject  to  the  modifications  hereafter 
Btated,  the  Commission  therefore  finds  and  determines: 

First.    That  the  plans  proposed  are  justified  by  public  necessity. 

8ec(md.  That  said  plans  provide  for  the  proper  and  safe  construction  of 
all  work  connected  therewith. 
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Third,  That  said  plans  provide  for  the  proper  protection  of  the  supply 
and  the  watershed  from  contamination  and  for  the  proper  filtration  of  such 
additional  supply. 

Fowrth.  That  said  plans  are  just  and  equitable  to  the  other  municipalities 
and  civil  divisions  of  the  State  affected  thereby  and  to  the  inhabitants 
thereof^  particular  consideration  being  given  to  their  present  and  future 
necessities  for  sources  of  water  supply. 

Fifth,  That  said  plans  make  fair  and  equitable  provisions  for  the  determi- 
nation and  payment  of  any  and  all  legal  damages  to  persons  and  property, 
both  direct  and  indirecti  which  will  result  from  the  execution  of  said  plans 
or  the  acquiring  of  said  lands. 

Provided,  however,  that  the  said  application,  maps  and  plans,  as  submitted, 
shall  be  modified  and  the  Commission  does  hereby  determine  that  they  be 
modified  and  that  the  work  done  thereunder  be  subject  to  the  following 
conditions: 

1.  All  the  works  proposed  in  this  application  shall  be  completely 
constructed  in  accordance  with  the  plans  as  hereby  revised,  or  as  hereafter 
may  be  approved. 

2.  Nothing  in  this  decision  and  approval  contained  shall  be  held  to 
authorize  the  village  of  Fort  Ann  to  let  contracts,  buy  materials  for  or 
start  construction  on  any  part  of  this  proposed  waterworks  system,  or  to 
take  or  acquire  any  lands  or  water  rights  therefor,  unless  and  until  said 
village  shall  have  submitted  further  and  satisfactory  proof  of  its  ability 
to  complete  this,  or  some  safe  and  satisfactory  modification  of  this  system 
at  a  reasonable  cost,  not  exceeding  the  amount  which  now  is,  or  which 
hereafter  may  have  been  authorized  to  be  expended  for  such  purpose,  and 
this  Commission  shall  have  issued  a  certificate  to  that  effect.  To  that 
end  the  village  may  hereafter  submit  a  statement  showing  the  funds 
available  and  the  probable  cost  of  the  entire  system,  together  with  such 
maps,  plans,  specifications  and  reports  as  the  Commission  may  require. 
All  estimates  of  cost  of  construction  and  materials  must  be  based  on 
actual  bids,  duly  received  as  required  by  law,  unless  the  Commission  shall 
otherwise  permit.  .  This  Commission  will  not  give  final  permission  to 
construct  any  waterworks  system  if,  in  its  opinion,  the  project  has  been 
so  changed  as  to  require  a  modification  of  the  determinations  above  made. 
It  may  hold  a  further  hearing  on  such  revised  project. 

3.  The  village  of  Fort  Ann  shall  not  sell  or  furnish  for  any  purpose  to 
any  person,  corporation  or  municipality  any  water  which  it  has  not 
purified  by  filtration  and  sterilization  to  the  satisfaction  of  this 
Commission. 

4.  The  village  authorities  shall  prevent  the  direct  discharge  of  any 
sewage  or  dangerous  wastes  into  the  waters  of  the  mill  pond  of  the  Kanes 
Falls  Electric  Company  on  Halfway  brook  at  Kanesville. 

6.  After  these  works  have  been  constructed  they  shall  be  inspected  by 
and  be  subject  to  the  approval  of  this  Commission,  and  such  works  shall 
not  be  operated  until  permit  to  do  so  has  been  issued  by  this  Commission, 
as  provided  by  section  523  of  the  Conservation  Law. 
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Whsrefobe,  the  Conservation  Commission  does  hereby  approve  the  said 
application  of  the  village  of  Fort  Ann  as  thus  modified. 

In  witness  whebbof,  the  Conservation  Commission  has  caused  this 

determination  and  approval  to  be  signed  by  the  Commissioner  and

STATE  OF  NEW  YORK  —  CONSERVATION  COMMISSION. 

In  the  Matter 
of  the 
Application  of  the  ViLLAiOB  or  Hebxhieb,  for 
approval  of  its  acquisition  of  an  additional 
source  of  water  supply  and  of  its  financial 
and  engineering  plans  for  the  construction  of 
the  same. 

Application  filed  January  12,  1917. 
Hearing  held  in  Herkimer,  February  1,  1917. 
Decision,  March  9,  1917. 
Approved. 

Albert  F.  Ertman,  acting  on  behalf  and  in  the  name  of  the  village  of 
Herkimer,  of  which  he  is  the  president,  on  January  10,  1917,  made  application 
to  the  Conservation  Commission  for  approval  of  the  plans  of  that  village  for 
the  acquisition  of  a  new  and  additional  source  of  water  supply  and  of  the 
financial  and  engineering  plans  for  the  development  of  such  additional  water 
supply.  This  application  was  filed  in  the  office  of  the  Conservation  Commission 
January  12,  1917. 

On  February  2,  1917,  the  Conunission  caused  the  site  of  the  proposed  works 
and  the  proposed  sources  of  water  supply  to  be  inspected  by  one  of  its 
engineers. 

After  due  notice  published  in  the  Herkimer  Citisen,  the  Herkimer  Telegram- 
Urcord,  the  Newport  Journal  and  Utica  Press,  a  hearing  was  held  on  this 
petition  in  the  office  of  the  Village  Clerk  in  the  Municipal  Building  in  the 
village  of  Herkimer  on  February  1,  1917,  at  10:00  o'clock  in  the  forenoon.  At 
this  hearing  the  Commission  considered  the  petition,  maps  and  plans  sub- 
mitted, examined  witnesses  and  heard  arguments  for  and  against  the  project. 
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as  shown  by  the  minutes.  The  petitioner  was  represented  by  James  H. 
Greene,  Esq.,  Village  Attorney,  and  by  Charles  D.  Thomas,  Esq.,  of  counsel. 
The  following  appeared  in  opposition:  Milo  Morey,  who  appeared  and  filed 
objection  in  person;  Keman  &  Kernan,  by  G.  H.  Brown,  Esq.,  who  appeared 
and  filed  objections  for  Joseph  J.  Cruse  and  Howard  K.  iMoon. 

It  is  proposed  to  utilize,  as  a  new  source  of  water  supply  for  the  village  of 
Herkimer,  Mill,  Taylor  and  Russia  brooks,  small  tributaries  of  West  Canada 
credc,  situated  in  the  town  of  Russia,  about  18  miles  north  of  the  village. 
Water  from  these  streams  is  to  be  diverted  by  small  dams  and  conducted  by 
gravity  through  a  supply  main  to  a  proposed  distribution  reservoir  near  the 
village  and  connected  to  the  present  distribution  system  therein  by  a  cast-iron 
supply  main.  The  present  sources  of  supply  are  to  be  abandoned  and  the 
pumping  plant  dismantled. 

On  'Mill  brook,  about  a  mile  northeast  of  Gravesville,  a  small  reservoir  is 
to  be  formed  by  the  construction  of  an  earth  dam  with  a  concrete  spillway. 
Water  from  Taylor  brook  is  to  be  diverted  by  a  small  dam  and  a  pipe  line  into 
this  reservoir.  Water  from  Russia  brook  is  to  be  diverted  directly  into  the 
supply  main.  Flow  from  Mill  brook  reservoir  will  be  regulated  by  a  gate 
house,  which  is  to  be  equipped  with  the  necessary  valves  and  screens  and  alao 
with  a  weir  for  measuring  the  rate  of  outflow.  If  necessary  apparatus  for  the 
sterilization  of  the  water  can  be  installed  in  this  gate  house. 

The  proposed  supply  main  from  Mill  brook  gate  house  to  a  point  midway 
between  Newport  and  MiddleviUe  is  to  be  of  IG-inch  diameter  cast-iron  pipe, 
the  remainder  of  the  supply  main  is  to  be  14-inch  diameter  cast-iron  pipe. 
At  the  point  of  change  in  diameter  an  equalizing  standpipe  is  to  be  erected. 
In  case  the  cost  of  a  cast-iron  main  shall  be  found  to  necessitate  a  greater 
total  expenditure  than  has  been  authorized,  it  is  proposed  to  substitute  in  the 
higher  portions  of  the  line  such  lengths  of  wood  stave  pipe  as  may  be 
necessary  to  keep  the  total  cost  within  the  appropriation.  Eventually  a  second 
main  is  to  be  constructed,  but  this  is  not  included  in  the  present  application. 

On  high  ground  northwest  of  the  village  and  immediately  adjacent  thereto,  a 
distribution  reservoir  of  about  45  million  gallons  capacity  is  to  be  constructed. 
This  basin  is  to  be  formed  partly  by  excavation,  partly  by  earth  embankments 
with  concrete  core  walls.  A  suitable  gate  house  is  to  be  provided,  equipped 
with  valves  and  other  apparatus,  whereby  the  flow  into  and  out  of  the  reservoir 
can  be  regulated,  or  water  frcnn  the  supply  main  turned  directly  into  the 
village  system.  The  amount  of  water  supplied  to  the  village  is  to  be  measured 
by  a  venturi  meter.  This  reservoir  is  to  be  connected  to  the  present  distribu- 
tion system  by  a  16-inch  cast-iron  main.  Eventually  a  duplicate  reservoir  and 
connecting  main  are  to  be  installed,  but  these  are  not  included  in  the  present 
project. 

Objections  to  the  granting  of  this  application  were  filed  by  certain  riparian 
owners  on  Mill  brook  and  West  Canada  creek  below  the  proposed  point  of 
diversion.  These  objections  were  made  to  protect  the  rights  of  the  objectors 
in  future  proceedings  for  the  determination  of  such  damage  as  may  be  caused 
them  by  the  carrying  out  of  this  project. 

After  due  study  of  the  petition  and  its  exhibits,  the  evidence  and  arguments 
given  at  the  hearing  and  the  report  on  this  application  of  the  engineers  of  the 
Commission,  it  appears  as  follows: 
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Herkimer  ia  an,  incorporated  village,  having  originally  been  incorporated 
by  special  act  in  1807.  Waterworks  matters  in  this  village  are  in  the  hands 
of  ttie  Municipal  Commission  of  the  village  of  Herkimer,  which  exists  under 
the  provisions  of  chapter  162  of  the  laws  of  1910.  This  village  is  the  county 
seat  of  Herkimer  county. 

Herkimer  is  situated  adjacent  to,  north  and  west  of  the  Mohawk  river  and 
West  Canada  creek  at  the  point  of  junction  of  those  streams.  It  is  traversed 
by  the  main  line  of  the  New  York  Central  Bailroad  and  the  branch  of  the 
same  road  which  runs  from  Herkimer  through  Prospect  to  R^nsen.  Near  the 
southern  boundaries  of  the  village  are  the  Barge  Canal  and  the  West  Shore 
Railroad.  It  is  also  connected  by  an  electric  railway  with  Little  Falls,  Utica 
and  points  to  'the  west  and  with  Richfield  Springs  and  Oneonta.  Many  manu- 
facturing industries  are  located  in  this  village  and  it  is  a  place  of  growing 
population  and  importance.  The  population  of  Herkimer  by  the  census  of 
1916  was  9,577,  it  is  estimated  now  as  between  9,900  and  10,000.  The  assessed 
valuation  of  taxable  property  therein,  by  the  last  roll,  was  $4,884,186.18. 
Bonds  of  this  village  are  outstanding  in  the  amount  of  $184,741.71.  This  sum 
includes  bonds  issued  for  waterworks  construction  amoimting  to  $34,000. 

Since  1888  there  has  been  a  mimicipally  owned  and  operated  water  supply 
system  in  the  village  of  Herkimer.  Water  therefor  has  long  been  obtained 
from  dug  and  driven  wells  on  the  flats  just  west  of  West  Canada  creek  in  the 
northeasterly  corner  of  the  village.  This  water  is  pumped,  at  a  combined 
pumping  and  electric  lighting  station.  Into  the  distribution  system  and  through 
it  into  a  standpipe  situated  in  the  westerly  part  of  the  village.  This  standpipe 
is  60  feet  in  diameter,  25  feet  high  and  contains  530,000  gallons.  The  present 
distribution  system  consists  of  from  14  to  15  miles  of  cast-iron  pipe,  to  which 
are  connected  about  140  hydrants. 

The  safe  yield  of  the  wells  now  in  use  is  somewhat  short  of  one  million 
gallons  per  day.  The  demand  for  water  in  this  village  exceeds  this  amount. 
During  periods  of  scarcity  or  of  great  demand,  as  during  fires,  the  wells  have 
been  pumped  practically  dry,  at  great  risk  to  the  pumping  machinery.  It  is 
evident  that  more  water  is  needed.  On  account  of  water  shortage,  low  eleva- 
tion of  the  standpipe  and  the  small  mains,  fire  pressures  are  frequently  so  poor 
as  to  'be  inadequate  for  fire  fighting  purposes.  It  is  proposed,  in  developing 
this  additional  water  supply,  to  remedy  these  conditions  by  providing  for 
higher  pressures  and  by  strengthening  the  system  with  larger  mains. 

At  times,  attempts  have  been  made  to  augment  the  flow  from  these  weUs  by 
the  downward  percolation  into  them  of  water  from  West  Canada  creek 
pumped  onto  the  level  lands  in  which  the  wells  have  been  sunk.  The  creek 
water  is  contaminated  and  probably  would  not  be  efficiently  purified  during 
its  passage  through  the  ground.  Furthermore,  the  credc  has  recently  been 
dredged,  facilitating  the  passage  of  water  directly  from  it  to  the  wells,  probably 
with  injurious  effect  on  the  quality  of  the  well  water. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  this  village,  held  October  4,  1916,  a 
special  election  was  called,  to  be  held  on  October  19,  1916,  to  vote  upon  a 
proposition  for  developing  this  proposed  new  source  of  supply  and  to  authorize 
the  issue  of  village  bonds  in  the  amount  of  $350,000  in  order  to  finance  the 
project.  This  election  was  held  and  the  proposition  carried  in  the  affirmative 
by  a  vote  of  392  to  28.  This  application  to  the  Conservation  Commission  was 
authorized  at  a  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  held  December  13,  1916. 
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For  some  years  Robert  E.  Horton  of  Albany  has  been  acting  as  consulting 
engineer  for  the  Municipal  Commission  of  the  village  of  Herkimer.  He  has 
made  extensive  studies  of  the  water  supply  situation  in  and  of  the  available 
sources  of  supply  for  this  village.  Plans  of  the  proposed  system  and  his 
reports  thereon  were  filed  with  the  application. 

Mill,  Taylor  and  Russia  brooks,  above  the  proposed  points  of  diversion,  have 
drainage  basins  respectively  of  5,  0.81  and  1.27  square  miles  in  area.  The 
underlying  formation  is  a  thick  bed  of  permeable  sand  resting  upon  limestone 
rock,  which  causes  the  run-off  from  these  streams  to  be  unusually  uniform. 
Discharge  measurements  have  been  made  on  these  streams  during  the  last 
three  years.  These  indicate  that  the  combined  yield  of  the  three  will  seldom, 
if  ever,  fall  below  three  million  gallons  a  day.  By  the  installation  of  a  large 
storage  reservoir  on  Mill  brook,  a  site  for  which  exists,  but  which  is  not 
included  in  the  present  project,  a  yield  of  possibly  seven  million  gallons  a  day 
can  be  made  available.  At  present  the  village  applies  for  permission  to  divert 
from  these  streams  as  much  water  as  can  be  carried  by  the  proposed  conduit, 
this  amount  not  to  exceed  four  million  gallons  per  day.  If  more  water  is 
desired  in  the  future,  the  village  proposes  to  make  further  application  therefor. 
The  amount  of  water  available  from  these  watersheds  is  sufficient  to  meet  the 
reasonable  requirements  of  the  people  of  this  village  for  water  for  many  yearn 
to  come. 

The  drainage  basins  of  these  streams  are  sparsely  settled  farming  country, 
the  greater  part  of  the  land  being  used  for  grazing.  There  are  no  villages  or 
hamlets  on  the  basins.  On  the  Mill  brook  drainage  area  there  are  but  37 
houses,  several  of  which  are  unoccupied.  Practically  none  of  these  are  situated 
close  to  Mill  brook  or  its  tributaries.  It  is,  therefore,  probable  that  the 
waters  of  Mill  brook  now  receive  organic  pollution  only  by  surface  wash  from 
pastures  and  highways.  Results  of  analyses  of  the  water  from  these  brooks 
were  submitted  with  the  application,  which  indicate  this  to  be  the  case  and 
that  the  elimination  of  the  more  dangerous  sources  of  pollution  will  probably 
make  this  water  potable  without  further  purification.  The  village  proposes 
to  secure  the  enactment  by  the  State  Department  of  Health  of  rules  and  regu- 
lations for  the  sanitary  protection  of  this  watershed,  to  remove  the  sources 
of  dangerous  pollution  or  to  remove  the  danger  by  the  installation  of  small 
sewage  disposal  plants,  probably  of  the  subsurface  irrigation  type.  If  this 
is  done  and  the  rules  and  regulations  vigorously  enforced,  further  treatment 
will  probably  not  be  required.  Nevertheless,  the  Commission  will  reserve 
the  right,  in  the  event  that  future  developments  shall  make  such  treatment 
necessary,  to  require  sterilization  of  the  water  from  these  streams  by  the 
use  of  liquid  chlorine  or  otherwise. 

It  was  originally  estimated  that  the  intake  and  diverting  works  and  the 
cast-iron  supply  main  to  the  distribution  reservoir  could  be  constructed  for 
about  $300,000,  and  that  the  reservoir  itself  would  cost  about  $90,000.  It 
was  assumed  that  the  proceeds  of  a  $350,000  bond  issue,  augmented  by  an 
existing  surplus  in  the  water  fund,  would  be  sufficient  to  pay  for  the 
construction  of  this  system,  Since  the  estimate  was  made,  the  price  of  cast- 
iron  pipe  has  advanced  sharply  and  there  is  little  probability  that  the  work 
as  first  proposed  could  now  be  carried  out,  except  at  a  cost  exceeding  the 
funds  available.    The  village  authorities  now  propose  to  keep  the  cost  within 
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the  appropriation  by  the  substitution  of  wooden  stave  for  cast-iron  pipe  in 
the  higher  portions  of  the  supply  main. 

Specifications  of  the  proposed  structures  have  not  been  submitted^  nor 
are  the  plans  in  all  respects  complete.  Therefore,  this  Commission  now  will 
approve  this  application  only  in  general  terms  and  will  require  that  full 
detailed  plans  of  and  specifications  for  all  structures  be  submitted  to  it  for 
approval  before  contracts  for  the  work  are  let. 

By  the  carrying  out  of  this  project,  as  originally  designed,  the  village  will 
obtain  a  supply  of  water  of  good  quality,  ample  in  quantity  for  its  needs 
for  some  years  to  come  and  capable,  by  additional  expenditure,  of  being 
materially  augmented  in  quantity.  This  water  will  be  delivered  to  the  dis- 
tribution system  in  the  lower  part  of  the  village  at  pressures  of  from  95 
to  100  pounds  per  square  inch,  which  is  more  than  is  usually  afforded  for  fire 
protection.  The  large  storage  reservoir  near  the  village  will  supply  the  system 
with  water,  even  though  a  break  throws  the  supply  main  out  of  service,  for 
a  considerable  length  of  time.  In  nearly  every  respect  this  system  will  be 
adequate  and  safe  and  the  abandonment  of  the  wells  now  in  use  will  be 
justified. 

For  reasons  of  economy  it  is  proposed  to  use  wood  stave  pipe  for  a  portion 
of  the  supply  main.  It  was  stated  at  the  hearing  that,  except  for  the  recent 
increase  in  the  cost  of  cast-iron,  wood  stave  pipe  would  not  be  considered, 
and  that  it  is  expected  to  replace  the  wood  with  cast-iron  pipe  in  the  near 
future.  According  to  the  best  information  which  can  be  obtained,  this  type 
of  pipe  has  never  given  entire  satisfaction  in  water  supply  systems  in  thdui 
State.  Some  wood  pipe  systems  have  been  in  service  for  twenty-five  years 
or  more,  but  these  have  long  passed  the  age  when  they  should  have  been 
removed.  Most  of  the  places  which  installed  wood  pipe  have  discarded  it  and 
rebuilt  their  systems  of  cast-iron.  Some  wood  pipe  systems  in  this  State 
went  to  pieces  completely  and  were  replaced  within  two  or  three  years.  It 
seems  that  the  village  of  Herkimer  can  expect  that  the  useful  life  of  the 
wooden  portions  of  this  pipe  line  will  have  passed  before  all  the  bonds  issued 
to  pay  for  it  have  been  retired. 

To  carry  out  the  project  as  outlined  appears  to  us  to  be  a  matter  of  doubtful 
policy  and  of  bad  finance,  certainly  it  will  increase  the  danger  of  interruption 
of  the  service  by  failure  of  the  supply  main.  Such  failure  will  cause  incon- 
venience, will  increase  the  fire  risk  and  may  cause  damage  to  property  near 
the  point  of  failure,  payment  for  which  must  be  made  by  the  village.  We 
consider  the  use  of  this  type  of  pipe  to  be  ill  advised  and  are  unable  to  find 
that  it  is  a  proper  material  of  which  to  construct  a  vital  part  of  the  water- 
works system  of  a  community  of  the  size  and  importance  of  Herkimer. 

Under  present  conditions  the  proposed  system  can  be  constructed  of  cast- 
iron  pipe  only  at  a  cost  greater  than  the  appropriation  now  available  for 
this  purpose.  The  project  can  then  be  carried  out  only  if  the  price  of  pipe 
falls,  or  if  more  money  is  appropriated  therefor.  It  will  be  required  that 
before  contracts  for  any  part  of  the  proposed  additional  system  are  let,  or 
any  work  thereon  started,  the  village  show  to  this  Commission  a  reasonable 
probability  of  being  able  to  complete  the  project  submitted,  or  some  satisfac- 
tory modification  thereof,  without  exceeding  the  funds  available  for  the 
purpose. 
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-Land  is  to  be  acquired  by  purchase  or  condemnation  for  intake  dams, 
reservoirs  and  for  rights  of  way  for  the  pipe  lines.  In  addition  certain  water 
rights  must  be  acquired  before  water  from  (Mill  brook  and  other  streams  can 
be  diverted  to  the  village.  Detailed  land  taking  maps  have  not  yet  been 
filed. 

Mr.  Horton  appears  to  have  made  an  exhaustive  study  of  all  the  country 
about  Herkimer,  with  a  view  to  determining  the  cheapest  method  by  whidi 
that  village  can  be  supplied  with  water.  He  reports  that,  although  there  are 
available  sources  of  water  supply  nearer  the  village  than  Mill  brook,  never- 
theless he  finds  the  Mill  brook  project,  now  under  consideration,  to  be  the 
cheapest   and  the  most  favorable  one. 

Mill,  Taylor  and  Russia  brooks  could  be  used  as  sources  of  water  supply 
for  many  other  villages,  notably  Mohawk,  Ilion  and  Frankfort.  These 
communities  arc  now  supplied  with  water  and  two  of  them  have  recently 
constructed  additions  to  their  water  supply  systems,  and  these  new  sources 
of  supply  could  be  still  further  developed.  Numerous  unappropriated  sources 
of  water  supply  exist  in  the  neighborhood.  It  does  not  appear  that  the 
carrying  out  of  this  project  by  the  village  of  Herkimer  will  adversely  affect 
the  water  supply  interests  of  any  other  community. 

The  legal  damages  which  may  be  caused  by  the  execution  of  the  plans  of 
the  petitioner  do  not  appear  to  be  such  as  to  require  any  special  consideration 
or  legislative  enactment  in  order  that  they  may  be  equitably  determined 
and  paid. 

In  consideration  of  the  above,  and  subject  to  the  modifications  hereafter 
stated,  the  Commission  therefore  finds  and  determines: 

First.    That  the  plans  proposed  are  justified  by  public  necesaity. 

Second.  That  said  plans  provide  for  the  proper  and  safe  construction  of 
all  work  connected  therewith. 

Third.  That  said  plans  provide  for  the  proper  protection  of  the  supply 
and  the  watershed  from  contamination  and  that  filtration  is  at  the  present 
time  unnecessary. 

Fourth.  That  said  plans  are  just  and  equitable  to  the  other  municipalities 
and  civil  divisions  of  the  State  affected  thereby  and  to  the  inhabitants  thereof, 
particular  consideration  being  given  to  their  present  and  future  neceasities 
for  sources  of  water  supply. 

Fifth.  That  said  plans  make  fair  and  equitable  provisions  for  the  deter- 
mination and  payment  of  any  and  all  legal  damages  to  persona  and  property, 
both  direct  and  indirect,  which  will  result  from  the  execution  of  said  plana 
or  the  acquiring  of  said  lands. 

Provided,  however,  that  the  said  application,  maps  and  plans  as  submitted 
shall  be  modified,  and  the  Commission  does  hereiby  determine  that  they  be 
modified  and  that  the  work  done  thereunder  be  subject  to  the  following 
conditions: 

1.  All  the  work  proposed  in  this  application  shall  be  completely  con- 
structed in  accordance  with  plans  which  have  previously  been  submitted 
to  and  approved  by  this  Commission. 
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2.  No  contracts  shall  be  let  or  construction  started  on  any  part  of  this 
waterworks  system  until  complete  plans  and  specifications  therefor  have 
been  submitted  to  and  approved  by  this  Commission. 

3.  Nothing  in  this  decision  and  approval  contained  shall  be  held  to 
authorize  the  village  of  Herkimer  to  let  contracts,  buy  materials  for  or 
start  construction  on  any  part  of  this  proposed  waterworks  system,  or  to 
take  ur  acquire  any  lands  or  water  rights  therefor,  unless  and  until  said 
village  shall  have  submitted  further  and  satisfactory  proof  of  its  ability 
to  complete  this  or  some  safe  and  satisfactory  modification  of  this  system 
at  a  cost  not  exceeding  the  amount  which  now  is,  or  which  hereafter 
may  have  been,  authorized  to  be  expended  for  such  purpose,  and  this  Com- 
mission shall  have  issued  a  certificate  to  that  effect.  To  that  end  the 
village  may  hereafter  submit  a  statement  showing  the  funds  available 
and  the  probable  cost  of  this  system,  together  with  such  maps,  plans, 
specifications  and  reports  as  the  Commission  may  require.  This  Com- 
mission will  not  give  final  permission  to  construct  any  additional  water- 
works system  if  in  its  opinion  the  project  has  been  so  changed  as  to 
require  a  modification  of  the  determinations  above  made. 

4.  The  village  of  Herkimer  shall  procure  the  enactment  by  the  State 
Department  of  Health  of  rules  and  regulations  for  the  sanitary  pro- 
tection of  all  watersheds  used  by  said  village,  shall  put  these  watersheds 
in  proper  sanitary  condition  and  thereafter  diligently  shall  enforce  the 
provisions  of  these  rules  and  regulations. 

5.  If  future  analyses  or  inspections  or  changed  conditions  shall  indicate 
the  necessity  therefor,  the  village  of  Herkimer  shall,  upon  order  of  the 
Commission,  install,  at  a  suitable  point,  apparatus  for  the  sterilization 
of  all  water  drawn  from  these  streams,  to  the  satisfaction  of  this  Com- 
mission, and,  if  sterilization  shall  be  so  ordered,  the  village  shall  there- 
after permit  no  water  to  be  taken  for  any  purpose  from  any  part  of  its 
supply  or  distribution  system  until  such  water  has  been  sterilized  in  a 
satisfactory  manner. 

6.  The  amount  of  water  which  the  village  of  Herkimer,  by  virtue  of 
this  decision,  may  divert  from  these  tributaries  of  West  Canada  credc 
is  limited  to  the  amount  which  can  be  carried  in  the  supply  main  laid 
on  the  grades  shown  by  the  plaAs  filed  with  the  application,  on  the 
assumption  that  the  main  is  construected  of  cast -iron  pipe  16  inches  and 
14  inches  in  diameter,  as  there  shown;  except  that  this  amount  shall  not 
exceed  four  million  gallons  in  any  one  day.  If  in  the  future  the  village 
of  Herkimer  desires  a  greater  supply  of  water,  to  duplicate  the  mains 
and  reservoir  now  proposed  to  be  constructed,  or  to  construct  additional 
storage  reservoirs  on  the  watersheds  of  these  streams,  due  application 
for  approval  of  such  projects  must  be  made  to  the  Conservation  Com- 
mission. 

7.  After  these  worka  have  been  constructed  they  shall  be  inspected 
by  and  be  subject  to  the  approval  of  this  Commission,  and  such  wqrks 
ahall  not  be  operated  until  permit  to  do  so  has  been  issued  by  this  Com- 
mission, as  provided  by  section  623  of  the  Conservation  Law. 
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WuEBEFOKE,  the  Conservation  Commissioii  does  hereby  approve  the  said 
application  of  the  village  of  Herkimer  as  thus  modified. 

In  witness  whereof,  the  Conservation  Commission  has  caused 
this  determination  and  approval  to  be  signed  by  the  Deputy 
Commissioner  and  has  caused  its  official  seal  to  be  affixed  hereto 
[l.  s.]  and  has  filed  the  same  with  all  maps,  plans,  reports  and  other 
papers  relating  thereto  in  its  office  in  the  city  of  Albany  this  9th 
day  of  March,  1917.

John  A.  Wilbur,  acting  in  the  name  and  on  behalf  of  Ocean  Beach  Water 
Company,  Inc.,  of  which  he  is  the  president,  on  January  16.  1917.  mndo 
application  to  the  Conservation  Commission  for  approval  of  the  acquisition  by 
the  applicant  of  a  source  of  water  supply  and  the  installation  of  a  water 
supply  system  in  that  part  of  Fire  Island  beach  known  as  Ocean  Beach. 
This  application  was  filed  in  the  office  of  the  Conservation  Commission 
January  22,  1917. 

After  due  notice  published  in  the  Bay  Shore  Jowrnal  and  Islip  Herald^  a 
hearing  was  held  on  this  petition  in  the  office  of  William  H.  Robbins  in  the 
village  of  Bay  Shore  at  11  o'clock  in  the  forenoon  of  February  16,  1917.  At 
this  hearing  the  ('ommission  considered  the  petition,  maps  and  plans  sub- 
mitted, examined  witnesses  and  heard  arguments  for  the  project,  as  shown 
by  the  minutes.  The  petitioner  was  represented  by  William  H.  Robbins, 
Esq.,  its  attorney,  and  John  A.  Wilbur,  its  president,  and  A.  J.  Provost,  Jr., 
its  engineer,  appeared  at  the  hearing. 
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It  is  proposed  to  obtain  a  supply  of  wnter  for  Ocean  Beach  from  four 
driven  wells  sunk  to  a  depth  of  about  20  feet  in  the  sand  dunes  adjacent  to 
the  Atlantic  ocean.  Adjacent  to  these  wells  a  pumping  station  is  to  be  con- 
structed, in  which  are  to  be  installed  one  triplex  plunger  pump  of  120  gallons 
per  minute  capacity,  direct  connected  to  a  6  horsepower  gasoline  engine,  and 
one  triplex  plunger  pump  of  80  gallons  per  minute  capacity,  direct  connected 
to  a  4.5  horsepower  gasoline  engine.  These  pumps  are  to  supply  water  to  a 
distribution  system,  consisting  of  about  2.1  miles  of  cast-iron  pipe.  A  wooden 
tank  of  24,000  gallons  capacity,  supported  by  a  steel  tower,  is  to  be  erected 
near  the  pumping  station  and  connected  to  the  piping  system.  Thirty-eight 
fire  hydrants  are  to  be  installed  for  fire  protection  purposes. 

After  due  study  of  the  petition  and  its  exhibits,  the  evidence  and  arguments 
given  at  the  hearing  and  the  report  on  this  application  of  the  engineers  of  this 
Commission,  it  appears  as  follows: 

Ocean  iBeach  Water  Company,  Inc.,  is  a  domestic  corporation,  organized 
under  the  provisions  of  the  Transportation  Corporations  Law.  This  company 
obtained  a  permit  from  the  Town  Board  of  the  town  of  Islip  March  25, 
1916,  and  its  certificate  of  incorporation  was  filed  in  the  office  of  the  Secretary 
of  State  April  7,  1915,  and  in  the  efilce  of  the  County  Clerk  of  Suffolk  county 
April  9,  1915.  The  company  has  authorized  capital  stock  in  the  amount  of 
$40,000,  about  half  of  which  has  been  issued.  The  company  has  no  bonds 
outstanding,  nor  is  it  expected  that  any  bond  issue  will  be  authorized.  This 
company  will  not  operate  on  any  public  streets  and  roads.  The  right  to  lay 
mains  has  been  given  to  it  by  deed  by  the  Ocean  Beach  Improvement  Company, 
the  owner  of  all  the  streets  in  Ocean  Beach.  This  deed  is  dated  April  24, 
1915.  The  making  of  this  petition  to  the  Conservation  Commission  was  au- 
thorized by  resolution  duly  adopted  by  the  Board  of  Directors  of  this  company 
at  a  meeting  held  Decemlber  2,  1916. 

Ocean  Beach  is  a  summer  colony  located  on  Fire  Island  beach,  a  few  miles 
east  of  Fire  Island  inlet  and  about  a  mile  west  of  the  boundary  line  between 
the  towns  of  Islip  and  Brookhaven.  At  present  there  are  in  thk  district 
about  160  cottages,  a  hotel  and  two  stores.  The  present  summer  population 
thereof  is  about  800.  It  is  stated  that,  if  the  district  is  ever  fully  developed, 
the  population  will  not  exceed  3000.  The  winter  population  at  present  is 
less  than  10.  The  buildings  in  this  district  are  principally  low  wooden 
structures,  elevated  on  posts  above  the  surface  of  the  ground. 

There  is  now  no  public  water  supply  system  in  Ocean  Beach.  Water  for 
domestic  purposes  is  obtained  from  individual  wells  sunk  into  the  water 
•bearing  stratum  proposed  to  be  tapped  by  the  company's  system.  There  is 
no  water  available  for  fire  protection  purposes.  A  sewer  district  has  been 
formed,  which  includes  Ocean  Beach  and  some  adjacent  territory  and  the 
sewerage  system  and  sewage  disposal  plant  for  this  district  are  now  prac- 
tically complete.  This  sewerage  system  cannot  be  put  into  operation  until 
a  public  water  supply  system  has  been  installed.  It  is  evident  that  the  need 
for  such  a  system  is  imperative. 

Plans  of  the  proposed  waterworks  system  were  prepared  by  the  firm  of 
Lederle  &  Provost,  Consulting  Engineers  of  New  York  City. 

It  has  been  found  that  there  exists  in  the  sand  of  fire  Island  beach  a 
body  of  fresh  water  a  few  feet  in  depth,  derived  from  the  rainfall  on  the 
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beach  itself  and  seemingly  floating  upon  the  salt  waters  which  saturate  the 
sands  at  greater  depths.  It  is  this  body  of  ground  water  which  the  Ooean 
Beach  Water  Company  proposes  to  utilize  as  a  source  of  supply.  Experience 
at  Point  CWoods,  IV2  miles  east  of  Ocean  Beach,  and  at  other  neighboring 
places  indicates  tliat  the  four  wells  proposed  to  be  sunk  may  yield  as  much 
as  30,000  gallons  of  water  per  day,  an  amount  which  should  be  suflficient  for 
the  needs  of  this  community  for  many  years  to  come.  A  greater  amount  of 
water  can  readily  be  obtained  by  the  sinking  of  additional  wells.  As  these 
wells  will  be  pumped  for  but  a  few  months  of  each  year,  it  is  probable  that 
the  yield  therefrom  will  be  greater  than  under  ordinary  circumstances  where 
pumping  is  continuous. 

Analyses  of  this  water  taken  from  some  wells,  which  have  already  been 
sunk  by  this  company,  indicate  that  it  is  of  good  sanitary  quality,  entirely 
satisfactory  for  domestic  use.  Experience  at  Point  O'Woods,  where  the 
waters  are  obtained  from  the  same  stratum  and  where  the  sewage  disposal 
conditions  are  vastly  worse  than  they  will  be  in  Ocean  Beach,  indicates  that 
the  quality  of  this  water  should  remain  good  for  many  years.  Apparently, 
on  account  of  the  intermittent  occupancy  of  this  colony  and  the  excellent 
natural  filter  formed  by  the  Long  Island  sands,  even  comparatively  gross 
pollution  of  the  surface  of  the  ground  within  a  few  thousand  feet  of  these 
wells  will  not  necessarily  injure  the  quality  of  the  water. 

In  order  to  protect  the  quality  of  this  water,  precautions  must  be  taken 
to  prevent  the  disposal  of  sewage  or  organic  wastes  on  the  surface  of  the 
ground  within  the  immediate  neighborhood  of  the  wells.  To  this  end  it  will 
be  required  that  all  sewers  and  pipes  connecting  the  houses  with  the  sewers, 
within  a  distance  of  300  feet  of  any  well  used  by  the  applicant,  shall  be 
constructed  of  cast-iron  pipe  with  carefully  caulked  lead  joints.  It  will  be 
required  further  that  all  buildings  within  this  restricted  area  be  equipped 
with  sanitary  pliunbing  connected  with  the  sewerage  system. 

As  there  is  always  a  possibility  that  prolonged  occupancy  of  this  district 
may  result  in  the  contamination  of  the  ground  water  supply,  this  Commission 
will  reserve  the  right  to  require  that,  if  such  contamination  shall  be  found, 
the  company  shall,  upon  order  from  this  Conmiission,  either  change  its  source 
of  water  supply  by  sinking  deeper  wells  or  additional  wells  in  another  locality, 
or  shall  purify  in  a  satisfactory  manner  all  water  pimiped  from  the  wells  now 
proposed  to  be  sunk. 

As  nearly  as  can  be  judged  from  the  maps  and  descriptions  which  have 
been  filed,  this  system  will  be  safe  and  capable  of  supplying  for  many  years 
the  needs  of  this  community  for  water  for  domestic  use  and  affording  fire 
protection  sufficient  for  the  requirements  of  this  colony.  This  Commission 
will  require  that  detailed  drawings  of  the  proposed  elevated  tank  and  tower 
shall  be  submitted  to  it  for  approval  before  this  structure  is  built. 

The  company  proposes  to  acquire  two  lots,  25  feet  by  100  feet  each,  on 
which  to  construct  its  pumping  station  and  elevated  tank  and  to  sink  its  wells. 

Wells  of  the  type  proposed  might  be  sunk  almost  anywhere  on  Fire  Island 
beach.  These  would  draw  water  from  the  same  water  bearing  stratum.  At 
a  depth  of  nearly  400  feet  below  sea  level  the  water  bearing  gravels,  from 
which  practically  all  the  water  supplies  of  southern  Long  Island  are  obtained, 
can  be  tapped.    It  is  probable  that  these  gravels  would  yield  an  ample  supply 
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of  water  of  excellent  quality,  and,  except  for  the  greater  expense  of  sinking 
the  deeper  well,  this  would  be  the  best  source  of  supply  for  this  community. 
If,  in  the  future,  any  difficulty  is  experienced  with  the  quality  of  the  water 
from  the  upper  gravel  layers,  it  will  be  comparatively  easy  to  sink  a  deeper 
well  <and  pump  water  from  it  with  the  equipment  now  proposed  to  be 
installed. 

The  carrying  out  of  this  project  by  the  Ocean  Beach  Water  Company,  Inc., 
will  not  affect  the  water  supply  interests  of  any  community  in  the  State. 

The  legal  damages  which  may  be  caused  by  the  execution  of  the  plans  of 
the  petitioner  do  not  appear  to  be  such  as  to  require  any  special  consideration 
or  legislative  enactment  in  order  that  they  may  be  equitably  determined 
and  paid. 

In  consideration  of  the  above,  and  subject  to  the  modifications  hereafter 
stated,  the  Commission  therefor  finds  and  determines: 

Firat.    That  the  plans  proposed  are  justified  by  public  necessity. 

Second,  That  said  plans  provide  for  the  proper  and  safe  construction  of 
all  work  connected  therewith. 

ThireL  That  said  plans  provide  for  the  proper  protection  of  the  supply 
and  the  watershed  from  contamination  and  that  filtration  is  at  the  present 
time  unnecessary. 

Fourth.  That  said  plans  are  just  and  equitable  to  the  other  municipalities 
and  civil  divisions  of  the  State  affected  thereby  and  to  the  inhabitants  thereof, 
particular  consideration  being  given  to  their  present  and  future  necessities 
for  sources  of  water  supply. 

'Fifth,  That  said  plans  make  fair  and  equitable  provisions  for  the  deter- 
mination and  payment  of  any  and  all  legal  damages  to  persons  and  property, 
both  direct  and  indirect,  which  will  result  from  the  execution  of  said  plans 
or  the  acquiring  of  said  lands. 

Provided,  however,  that  the  said  application,  maps  and  plans  as  submitted 
shall  be  modified  and  the  Commission  does  hereby  determine  that  they 
be  modified  and  that  the  work  done  thereimder  be  subject  to  the  following 
conditions : 

1.  All  the  work  proposed  in  this  application  shall  be  completely  con- 
structed in  accordance  with  the  plans  as  hereby  revised. 

2.  Detailed  plans  and  specifications  for  the  elevated  tank  and  tower, 
proposed  to  be  constructed  in  connection  with  this  system,  shall  be  sub- 
mitted to  this  Commission  for  approval  before  work  thereon  is  started, 
and  this  elevated  tank  and  tower  shall  be  completely  constructed  in  strict 
accordance  with  plans  and  specifications  which  have  been  so  8id)mitted  to 
and  approved  by  this  Commission. 

3.  Ocean  Beach  Water  Company,  Inc.,  must  not  allow  any  sewer  or 
sewer  connection  to  be  constructed,  or  to  remain  within  300  feet  of  any 
well  used  by  it  as  a  source  of  water  supply  for  this  community 
unless  such  sewer  or  connection  be  made  of  cast-iron  pipe  laid 
with  lead  joints,  carefully  caulked  to  prevent  leakage;  nor  shall  this 
company  allow  any  house  to  be  constructed  or  to  rem-ain  within  the 
same  distance  of  any  such  well,  unless  such  house  shall  be  equipped  with 
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suitable  sanitary  plumbing  fixtures  connected  with  the  sewerage  system 
of  the  Ocean  Beach  Sewer  District.  Within  this  same  area  the  company 
shall  prevent  the  pollution  of  the  surface  of  the  ground  by  sewage 
or  organic  wastes. 

4.  If  future  analyses  of  the  water  supplied  by  this  company,  or  inspec- 
tion of  the  surroundings  of  its  wells,  shall  indicate,  to  the  satisfaction 
of  this  Commission,  that  the  quality  of  the  water  supplied  by  said  com- 
pany is  no  longer  of  such  quality  as  to  be  safe  for  drinking  purposes,  said 
company  shall,  upon  order  of  this  Commission,  discontinue  the  use  of  such 
polluted  sources  of  water  supply  and  take  such  steps  as  may  be  necessary 
to  obtain  a  supply  of  wholesome  water  from  new  sources  of  supply,  or 
to  purify  the  water  from  these  proposed  wells  in  a  manner  satisfactory  to 
this  Commission. 

5.  After  these  works  have  been  constructed  they  shall  be  inspected  by 
and  be  subject  to  the  approval  of  this  Commission,  and  such  worics  shall 
not  be  operated  until  permit  to  do  so  has  been  issued  by  this  Commission, 
as  provided  by  section  623  of  the  Conservation  Law. 

Whbbktobb,  the  Conservation  Commission  does  hereby  approve  the  said 
application  of  the  Ocean  Beach  Water  Company,  Inc.,  as  thus  modified. 

In  witness  whebeof,  the  Conservation  Commission  has  caused 
this  determination  and  approval  to  be  signed  by  the  Commis- 
sioner and  has  caused  its  official  seal  to  be  affixed  hereto  and 
[L.  s.]  has  filed  the  same  with  all  maps,  plans,  reports  and  other  papers 
relating  thereto  in  its  office  in  the  city  of  Albany  this  15th  day 
of  March,  1917.

Walter  I.  French,  acting  on  behalf  and  in  the  name  of  the  viUage  of 
Sherburne,  of  which  he  is  the  president,  on  January  23,  1917,  made  application 
to  the  Conservation  Commission  for  its  approval  of  the  acquisition  by 
said  viUage  of  a  new  and  additional  source  of  water  supply.  This  applica- 
tion was  filed  in  the  office  of  the  Conservation  Commission  January  25, 
1917.  On  February  15,  1917,  the  Commission  caused  the  site  of  the  proposed 
works  and  the  proposed  source  of  water  supply  to  be  inspected  by  one  of 
its  engineers. 

After  due  notice  published  in  the  Sherburne  NetoSy  a  hearing  was  held  on 
this  petition  in  the  Municipal  Building  in  the  village  of  Sherburne  on 
February  15,  1917,  at  10  o'clock  in  the  forenoon.  At  this  hearing  the 
Commission  considered  the  petition,  maps  and  plans  submitted,  examined 
witnesses  and  heard  arguments  for  and  against  the  project,  as  shown  by  the 
minutes.  The  petitioner  was  represented  by  Ward  N.  Truesdell,  Esq.,  its 
attorney.  Michael  W.  Farley  filed  objections  and  appeared  at  the  hearing 
in  opposition  in  person  and  by  E.  H.  OX]!onnor,  Esq.,  his  attorney. 

It  is  proposed  to  obtain  an  additional  supply  of  water,  for  use  in  case  of 
fire  or  other  emergency,  from  water  bearing  gravel  strata  underlying  the 
flats  of  the  Chenango  river  within  the  village  limits.  Just  west  of  the 
Ladcawanna  railroad  tracke  and  a  few  hundred  feet  north  of  the  railroad 
station  in  this  village  there  is  a  municipally  owned  electric  lighting  plant. 
To  the  equipment  of  this  plant  is  to  be  added  an  Underwriters*  fire  pump, 
of  one  thousand  gallons  per  minute  capacity  against  120  pounds  per  square 
inch  pressure,  operated  by  steam  from  the  boilers  now  installed.  Water  is 
to  be  obtained  from  a  well  simk  near  to  and  west  of  this  station.  This  well 
is  to  be  31  feet  in  diameter  and  14  feet  deep  with  a  capacity,  at  normal 
ground  water  levels,  of  60,000  gallons.  This  well  is  to  be  curbed  with  con- 
crete and  covered  with  a  wooden  roof.  As  flood  waters  of  the  Chenango 
river  frequently  cover  the  flats  up  to  the  electric  lighting  station,  special

provision  has  to  be  made  to  prevent  contamination  of  the  well  water  at  such 
times.  To  this  end  the  well  curb  is  to  be  raised  above  flood  level  and  outside 
thereof  an  earth  embankment  is  to  be  constructed,  nine  feet  wide  on  the 
top,  thus  preventing  the  river  water  from  resting  against  the  curb  and  possibly 
percolating  downwards  along  it.  The  pumping  station  is  to  be  connected 
with  the  electric  lighting  station  by  a  Are  door  and  both  stations  are  to  be 
operated  by  the  same  men.  The  pump  ie  to  be  connected  to  the  existing 
distribution  system  by  an  8-inch  force  main. 

Objections  to  the  granting  of  this  application  were  made  on  the  following 
groimds:  (a)  the  quality  of  water  from  this  well  may  not  be  satisfactory; 
(b)  a  supply  of  water  therefrom  cannot  be  depended  upon  on  account  of 
lowering  of  the  ground  water  level;  (c)  the  distribution  piping  in  the  village 
is  not  strong  enough  to  stand  the  increased  pressure. 

After  due  etudy  of  the  petition  and  its  exhibits,  the  evidence  and  arguments 
given  at  the  hearing  and  the  report  on  this  application  of  the  engineers  of 
the  Commission,  it  appears  as  follows: 

Shei^bume  is  a  village  in  the  town  of  the  same  name  in  Chenango  coimty.  It 
was  originally  incorporated  by  chapter  51  of  the  laws  of  1859  on  March  18, 
1859,  and  still  exists  as  an  incorporated  village.  It  has  a  separate  Board 
of  Water  Commissioners. 

Sherburne  is  located  near  the  center  of  the  northern  boundary  of  Chenango 
county.  It  is  adjacent  to  the  left  bank  of  the  Chenango  river  and  is  tra- 
versed by  the  Utica  division  of  the  Delaware,  Lackawanna  &  Western 
railroad.  The  present  population  of  this  village  is  about  1025,  the  total 
assessed  valuation  of  taxable  property  therein  by  the  last  roll  was  $456,965. 
The  village  has  outstanding  a  bonded  indebtedness  of  $47,500,  of  which 
amount  $19,000  is  chargeable  to  the  waterworks  system. 

In  1882  a  municipal  water  supply  system  was  established  in  this  village. 
This  system  is  supplied  with  water  by  gravity  from  reservoirs  on  Mad  brook 
east  of  the  village.  Until  recently  this  water  supply  system  has  been  adequate 
and  it  still  can  supply  a  quantity  of  water  sufficient  for  the  needs  of  the 
village.  Increased  consumption  in  some  factories,  located  just  north  of  and 
outside  the  village,  has  recently  so  reduced  the  pressures  in  the  mains  that 
the  fire  protection  is  no  longer  adequate.  For  this  reason  the  village  authori- 
ties desire  to  obtain  and  utilize  an  emergency  source  of  water  supply,  to  be 
used  only  in  case  of  fire.  This  situation  could  best  be  remedied  by  increasing 
the  storage  capacity  on  the  watershed  of  Mad  brook  and  constructing  another 
main  between  the  reservoirs  and  the  village.  The  cost  of  such  additional 
construction  would  be  heavy  and  the  village  authorities  have  selected  the 
project  now  imder  consideration  as  the  cheapest  method  of  obtaining  the 
desired  relief. 

Acting  on  a  taxpayers'  petition  filed  with  it  December  12,  1916,  the  Board 
of  Trustees  of  the  village  of  Sherburne,  at  a  meeting  that  day  held,  called 
a  special  election  to  vote  on  a  proposition  for  issuing  village  bonds  in  the 
amount  of  $11,000  for  the  carrying  out  of  this  project.  Such  election  was 
held  December  28,  1916,  and  the  proposition  carried  in  the  affirmative  by  a 
vote  of  34  to  4.  The  making  of  this  application  to  the  Conservation  Commis- 
sion and  the  verification  thereof  by  the  village  president  was  ratified  by  reso- 
lution of  the  Board  of  Trustees  at  a  meeting  held  February  15,  1917. 
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Preliminary  plane  for  the  proposed  structures,  reports  on  and  estimates 
of  cost  of  the  project  were  prepared  by  Charles  S.  Perry,  a  civil  engineer 
having  a  place  of  business  in  the  city  of  lAlbany. 

lAt  the  site  of  the  proposed  well  the  surface  soil  is  a  clay  loam  extending 
to  a  depth  of  aibout  four  feet  and  resting  on  a  bed  of  gravel  from  12  to  18 
inches  in  thickness,  which  in  turn  rests  upon  a  9-foot  bed  of  clay.  Under  this 
there  is  a  bed  of  fine  gravel,  bearing  water  in  considerable  quantities,  trom 
which  the  proposed  supply  is  to  be  obtained.  The  natural  groimd  water 
level  lies  between  4  and  6  feet  below  the  present  surface  of  the  ground.  Test 
wells  have  been  sunk  near  the  site  of  the  proposed  well,  these  have  been 
tested  by  pumping  and  water  therefrom  has  been  analyzed. 

As  this  water  is  desired  for  fire  protection  purposes  only  and  continuous 
pumping  is  not  contemplated,  the  amount  of  water  stored  in  the  well  is  of 
importance.  This  will  be  dependent  entirely  on  the  ground  water  level.  The 
evidence  shows  that  water  level  in  a  well  near  the  railroad  station  on  one 
occasion  fell  to  an  elevation  lower  that  the  bottom  of  the  proposed  well. 
This  effect  does  not  appear  to  have  extended  to  other  wells  in  the  neighbor- 
hood of  the  electric  lighting  station.  Xeither  the  small  stream  to  the  east  nor 
the  marshy  swale  to  the  west  of  the  proposed  well  have  ever  been  dry.  As 
the  water  level  in  these  water  courses  is  considerably  higher  than  the  bottom 
of  the  proposed  well,  which  is  to  be  located  between  the  two  and  not  far 
distant  from  them,  there  seems  excellent  reason  to  suppose  that  a  certain 
amount  of  water  will  always  be  available  in  this  well.  If  such  should  not  prove 
to  be  the  case,  the  village  authorities  could  convert  the  well  into  a  water-tight 
cistern,  fill  it  from  the  regular  reservoirs  and  hold  it  as  a  fire  reserve. 

As  above  mentioned,  the  stratum  ffom  which  water  is  to  be  drawn  is 
overlaid  by  about  nine  feet  of  clay.  Analyses  of  water  from  the  test  wells 
indicate  that  this  clay  is  effective  in  keeping  surface  contamination  from  the 
water  in  the  gravel.  As  long  as  the  flood  waters  of  the  Chenango  river  are 
successfully  excluded  from  the  well,  and  as  long  as  the  use  of  the  well  is 
occasional  and  intermittent  only,  it  seems  that  this  water  can  be  used 
without  danger  to  the  health  of  the  community.  If  continuous  pumping  of 
this  well  should  be  resorted  to,  the  ground  water  level  about  it  would  be 
lowered  and  there  would  be  grave  danger  that  a  condition  might  be  estab- 
lished whereby  contaminated  water  from  neighboring  streams  or  from  the 
surface  of  the  ground  might  mingle  with  the  well  water.  For  this  reason 
the  use  of  this  well  as  a  regular  source  of  water  supply  will  not  be  per- 
mitted and  continuous  pumping  of  water  therefrom  will  be  forbidden. 

By  pumping  water  from  this  well  it  is  proposed  to  increase  the  pressures 
in  the  distribution  system  during  fires.  These  pressures  will  not  be  greater 
than  those  for  which  the  system  was  designed,  nor  than  those  which  it  has 
many  times  carried.  Although  this  system  has  been  in  service  for  over  thirty 
years,  there  is  no  reason  to  fear  that  the  cast-iron  pipe  of  which  it  is 
constructed  will  have  deteriorated  to  a  point  where  it  can  no  longer  resist  such 
pressures. 

It  is  probable  that  the  money  appropriated  for  the  purpose  of  constructing 
these  additions  to  the  water  supply  system  in  the  village  of  Sherburne  will  be 
sufficient  for  the  purpose. 
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These  works,  if  properly  constructed  along  the  general  lines  outlined  in  the 
petition,  of  suitable  materials  and  with  satisfactory  workmanship,  in  accord- 
ance with  detailed  plans  and  specifications  which  shall  have  been  submitted 
to  and  approved  by  this  Commission,  will  be  safe. 

A  small  tract  of  land  on  which  to  sink  the  well  is  to  be  acquired. 

There  are  many  solutions  to  the  water  supply  problem  of  the  village  of 
Sherburne.  That  selected  is  probably  the  cheapest  one  which  will  give 
immediate  relief  to  the  present  unsatisfactory  conditions  as  to  fire  protection. 

The  carrying  out  of  this  project  will  have  no  effect  on  the  water  supply 
interests  of  any  other  municipality  in  the  State. 

The  legal  damages  which  may  be  caused  by  the  execution  of  the  plans  of  the 
petitioner  do  not  appear  to  be  such  as  to  require  any  special  consideration 
or  legislative  enactment  in  order  that  they  may  be  equitably  determined 
and  paid.

Provided,  however,  that  the  said  application,  maps  and  plans  as  submitted 
shall  be  modified  and  the  Commission  does  hereby  determine  that  they  be 
modified  and  that  the  work  done  thereunder  be  subject  to  the  following 
conditions : 

1.  All  the  work  proposed  in  this  application  shall  be  completely  con- 
structed in  accordance  with  the  plans  as  hereby  revised. 

2.  Full  detailed  plans  and  specifications  for  all  structures  proposed 
to  be  built  in  connection  with  this  project  shall  be  sulmitted  to  and 
approved  by  this  Commission  before  contracts  for  the  work  shall  be  let 
or  construction  thereon  started. 

3.  Water  from  this  well  shall  be  pumped  into  the  mains  of  the  village 
of  Sherburne  only  occasionally  and  intermittently  for  the  purpose  of 
fighting  fires  and  in  case  of  emergency.  Water  shall  not  be  pumped 
continuously  from  this  well,  unless  and  until  the  Conservation  Commis- 
sion shall  have  given  its  further  approval  to  the  use  of  this  well  aa  a 
source  of  domestic  water  supply.

Walter  W.  Welch,  acting  in  the  name  and  on  behalf  of  the  Gowanda  Water 
Works  Company,  of  which  he  is  the  secretary,  on  February  6,  1917,  made 
application  to  the  Conservation  Commission  for  its  approval  of  the  acquisition 
by  said  company  of  an  additional  source  of  water  supply  for  the  purpose  of 
supplying  water  to  the  inhabitants  of  the  village  of  Gowanda.  This  applica- 
tion was  filed  in  the  office  of  the  Conservation  Commission  February  6,  1917. 
On  March  2,  1917,  the  Commission  caused  the  site  of  the  proposed  works  and 
the  proposed  source  of  water  supply  to  be  inspected  by  one  of  its  engineers. 

After  due  notice  published  in  the  Gowanda  News  and  the  Gowanda  Enter- 
prise, a  hearing  was  held  on  this  petition  in  the  Town  Hall  in  the  village  of 
Gowanda  on  the  2nd  day  of  March,  1917,  at  2:15  o'clock  in  the  afternoon. 
At  this  hearing  the  Commission  considered  the  petition,  maps  and  plana 
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submitted,  examined  witnesses  and  heard  arguments  for  the  project,  as  shown 
by  the  minutes.  The  petitioner  was  represented  by  Walter  W.  Welch,  secre- 
tary thereof.  Objections  to  the  granting  of  this  application  were  filed  by 
Samuel  G.  Keyes,  who  was  not  represented  at  the  hearing.  Mr.  M.  J.  Brown 
and  Mr.  Nicholas  Anckner,  residents  of  the  village,  were  present  at  the 
hearing. 

It  is  proposed  to  utilize,  as  an  additional  source  of  water  supply  for  this 
company,  a  well  which  has  been  sunk  at  a  point  about  1,300  feet  southwest 
of  the  Erie  railroad  station  in  the  village  of  Oowanda.  This  well  is  10  inches 
in  diameter  and  has  been  sunk  to  a  depth  of  303  feet.  Water  from  this  well 
is  to  be  pumped  into  the  existing  distribution  system  by  a  triplex  plunger 
pump  of  260  gallons  per  minute  capacity,  run  by  an  electric  motor.  The 
necessary  force  main  is  to  be  laid  between  the  well  and  the  existing  distribu- 
tion system  in  the  neighborhood  of  the  Erie  station. 

Mr.  Keyes  objected  to  the  granting  of  this  application  on  the  grounds  of 
damage  due  to  the  diversion  of  water  from  Cattaraugus  creek,  which  water 
he  now  uses  for  the  development  of  electrical  energy  used  io  supply  light  and 
power  to  the  village  of  Gowanda. 

After  due  study  of  the  petition  and  its  exhibits,  the  evidence  and  arguments 
given  at  the  hearing  and  the  report  -of  the  engineers  of  the  Commission  on 
this  application,  it  appears  as  follows: 

Gowanda  Water  Works  Company  is  a  domestic  corporation,  organized  under 
the  provisions  of  the  Transportation  Corporations  Law  in  ld87.  Since  about 
that  time  this  company  has  been  supplying  water  for  domestic,  commercial, 
public  and  fire  protection  purposes  to  the  inhabitants  of  the  village  of 
Gowanda. 

Gowanda  is  an  incorporated  village  in  the  State  of  New  York,  lying  on 
either  side  of  Cattaraugus  creek,  partly  in  the  town  of  Persia,  Cattaraugus 
county,  and  partly  in  the  town  of  Collins,  Erie  county.  It  is  traversed  by  the 
Buffalo- Jamestown  division  of  the  Erie  railroad.  By  the  census  of  1915  the 
population  of  this  village  was  2,524. 

When  this  waterworks  system  was  first  installed,  water  for  it  was  obtained 
from  a  group  of  springs  and  ran  from  them  into  a  three  million  gallon 
reservoir,  140  feet  higher  than  the  business  portion  of  the  village,  and  from 
thence  conducted  by  gravity  into  a  distribution  system  in  the  village  streets. 
As  the  population  of  Gowanda  and  the  demand  for  water  increased,  additional 
groups  of  springs  were  connected  with  the  system  from  time  to  time,  so  that 
water  now  is  drawn  from  seven  different  groups;  the  last  of  these  was 
developed  about  10  years  ago.  The  safe  continuous  yield  of  these  springs  is 
stated  to  be  about  300,000  gallons  per  day. 

The  water  from  these  springs  is  not  always  of  satisfactory  quality,  but  it 
does  not  appear  to  be  dangerously  contaminated.  It  is  at  times  roily,  due  to 
surface  wash  after  heavy  rains,  and  this  condition  has  been  the  cause  of 
numerous  complaints. 

During  the  past  five  years  the  normal  demand  for  water  in  this  village  has 
approximately  equalled  the  yield  of  the  springs.  At  times,  however,  during 
the  dry  season  and  more  particularly  during  periods  of  extreme  cold  weather, 
the  demand  has  materially  exceeded  the  supply,  so  that  the  reserve  of  water 
in  the  reservoir,  which  is  essential  for  fire  protection  purposes,  has  been 
seriously  depleted. 
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Four  years  ago  the  Gowauda  Water  Works  Company  started  to  find  an  under- 
ground source  of  water  supply,  which  could  be  used  to  supplement  the  above 
mentioned  springs.  Seven  wells  have  been  sunk  in  various  localities,  only  one 
of  which  —  that  now  under  consideration  —  was  successful.  This  work  was 
authorized  by  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  company.  This  same  Board,  by 
resolution  adopted  at  a  meeting  held  December  30,  1916,  authorized  Mr.  Welch, 
the  secretary  of  the  company,  to  make  this  application  to  the  Conservation 
Commission. 

This  well  has  been  sunk  at  the  foot  of  an  abrupt  bank,  75  feet  in  height, 
at  the  edge  of  an  extensive  area  of  flat  land.  This  land  is  either  waste  or 
pasture  and  the  nearest  house  is  distant  1,400  feet  from  the  well.  In  sinking 
the  well  two  layers  of  impervious  clay  were  encountered  at  depths  of  15  and  75 
feet  below  the  surface.  The  water  comes  from  a  gravel  stratum,  lying  at  a 
depth  of  260  feet.  Since  last  July  this  water  has  been  flowing  freely  from  the 
well  at  an  elevation  about  10  feet  above  the  surface  of  the  ground  and  at  a 
rate  of  200,000  gallons  per  day  with  no  apparent  diminution  in  the  flow. 
There  seems  every  reason  to  anticipate  that  this  well  will  continue  to  yield  a 
material  amount  of  water. 

On  accoimt  of  the  distance  of  the  well  from  the  nearest  source  of  con- 
tamination, the  depth  of  the  water  bearing  stratum  and  the  overlaying 
impervious  clay  layers  water  therefrom  should  be  free  from  pollution. 
Analyses  of  the  water  from  this  well  were  submitted,  which  confirm  the  above 
findings  and  show  that  this  water  will  be  satisfactory  for  all  domestic  uses. 

This  additional  water  supply  system  will  cost  about  $7,000.  Detailed  plans 
have  not  yet  been  submitted  and  it  will  be  required  that  such  be  filed  with 
this  Commission  and  that  these  plans  provide  for  proper  and  safe  construction 
of  all  portions  of  the  work. 

About  one-quarter  of  an  acre  of  land  in  the  neighborhood  of  the  well  is  to 
be  purchased  and  rights  of  way  are  to  be  acquired  for  the  pipe  line  connecting 
the  pumping  station  with  the  distribution  system. 

The  objection  of  Mr.  Keyes  was  based  on  misinformation,  as  this  project 
does  not  involve  the  diversion  of  any  water  from  Cattaraugus  creek. 

The  carrying  out  of  this  project  will  have  no  effect  on  the  water  supply 
interests  of  any  other  community  in  the  State. 

The  legal  damages  which  may  be  caused  by  the  execution  of  the  plana  of 
the  petitioner  do  not  appear  to  be  such  as  to  require  any  special  consideration 
or  l^slative  enactment  in  order  that  they  may  be  equitably  determined  and 
paid. 

In  consideration  of  the  above,  and  subject  to  the  modifications  hereafter 
stated,  the  Conmiission  therefore  finds  and  determines : 

First.    That  the  plans  proposed  are  justified  by  public  necessity. 

Second,  That  said  plans  provide  for  the  proper  and  safe  construction  of  all 
work  connected  therewith. 

Third.  That  said  plans  provide  for  the  proper  protection  of  the  supply  and 
the  watershed  from  contamination  and  that  filtration  is  at  the  present  time 
unnecessary. 

tFowth.  That  said  plans  are  just  and  equitable  to  the  other  municipalities 
and  civil  divisions  of  the  State  afi'ected  thereby  and  to  the  inhabitants  thereof. 
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particular  consideration  being  given  to  their  present  and  future  necessities 
for  sources  of  water  supply. 

Fifth.  That  said  plans  make  fair  and  equitable  provisions  for  the  determi- 
nation and  payment  of  any  and  all  legal  damages  to  persons  and  property, 
both  direct  and  indirect,  which  will  result  from  the  execution  of  said  plans 
or  the  acquiring  of  said  lands. 

Provided,  however,  that  the  said  application,  maps  and  plans  as  submitted 
shall  be  modified  and  the  Commission  does  hereby  determine  that  they  be 
modified  and  that  the  work  done  thereunder  be  subject  to  the  following 
conditions : 

1.  All  the  work  proposed  in  this  application  shall  be  completely  con- 
structed in  accordance  with  the  plans  as  hereby  revised. 

2.  Complete  and  satisfactory  plans  for  all  structures  to  be  constructed 
under  authority  of  this  decision  must  be  filed  with  this  Commission.

S.  Seward  Hopkins,  Percy  R.  Morgan  and  John  L.  Harper,  Water  Commis- 
sioners of  River  Road  Water  District  No.  1,  of  the  Town  of  Lewiston,  Niagara 
county,  on  February  17,  1917,  made  application  to  the  Conservation  Com- 
mission for  approval  of  the  project  of  that  district  for  installing  a  water 
supply  system  and  obtaining  a  supply  of  water  therefor  from  the  village  of 
Lewiston.  This  application  was  filed  in  the  office  of  the  Conservation  Commis- 
sion February  20,  1917. 

Aftr  due  notice  published  in  the  Niagara  Flails  Chuteite  and  the  Niagara 
Falls  JourwUf  a  hearing  was  held  on  this  application  in  the  Town  Hall  in 
the  village  of  Lewiston  on  March  1,  1917,  at  10:00  o'clock  in  the  forenoon. 
At  this  hearing  the  Commission  considered  the  petiticm,  maps  and  plans  sub- 
mitted, examined  witnesses  and  heard  arguments  for  the  project,  as  diown  by 
the  minutes.  The  petitioners  were  represented  by  J.  Boiurdman  Scovell,  Esq., 
their  attorney.    No  objections  were  filed  and  no  cme  appeared  in  opposition. 

It  is  proposed  to  lay  in  the  single  street  of  thie  water  district  about  4800 
feet  of  6-inch  cast-iron  pipe,  connected  by  a  meter  to  the  waterworks  system 
of  the  village  of  Lewiston.  Eight  hydrantg  are  to  be  installed  for  purposes  of 
fire  protection.  Water  for  this  district  is  to  be  purchased  from  the  village  of 
Lewiston  by  meter  and  at  an  advance  of  15  per  cent,  over  the  regular  schedule 
of  meter  rates  now  in  force  in  that  village. 

After  due  study  of  the  petition  and  its  exhibits,  the  evidence  and  argument^ 
given  at  the  hearing  and  the  report  of  the  engineers  of  the  Commisslcm  on  this 
application,  it  appears  as  follows: 

River  Road  Water  District  No.  1,  of  the  town  of  Lewiston,  Niagara  county, 
was  formed  by  the  Town  Board  of  said  town  at  a  meeting  held  May  6,  1916,  at 
which  meeting  said  Town  Board  took  action  upon  a  taxpayers'  petition  for 
the  formation  of  the  district,  dated  March  28,  1916,  and  filed  with  said  Board 
April  25,  1916.  At  this  same  meeting  the  above  named  petitioners  in  the 
proceedings  were  appointed  water  commissioners  of  said  district  and  subse- 
q[uently  they  have  qualified  for  office  and  filed  the  bonds  required  by  statute. 
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This  district  lies  adjacent  to  the  right  bank  of  the  Niagara  river,  adjacent 
to  and  north  of  the  northerly  boundary  of  the  village  of  Lewiston.  It  is  about 
1500  feet  wide  and  about  5000  feet  long,  lying  on  either  side  of  the  highway 
between  Lewist<m  and  Youngstown.  There  are  about  fifteen  houses  in  this 
district.  The  assessed  valuation  of  taxable  property  therein  is  in  the  neigh- 
borhood of  $40,000. 

At  present  there  is  no  public  water  supply  system  in  this  district.  Water 
for  drinking  is  obtained  from  wells  which  are  not  particularly  satisfactory, 
water  for  other  domestic  purposes  is  generally  pumped  from  the  Niagara  river 
by  individual  pumping  plants.  This  water  is  so  badly  polluted  that  its  use  in 
any  habitation  is  inadvisable.    There  is  now  no  fire  protection  in  this  district. 

It  is  proposed  to  obtain  a  supply  of  water  for  this  district  from  the  water- 
works system  of  the  village  of  Lewiston.  Plans  for  that  system  were  approved 
by  this  Commission  December  1,  1915,  and  it  is  now  nearly  completed.  Water 
for  it  is  to  be  pumped  from  the  Niagara  river  and  purified  by  mechanical 
filtration  and  sterilization.  In  order  to  protect  the  inhabitants  of  Lewiston, 
this  Commission  has  imposed  drastic  conditions  as  to  the  operation  of  this 
purification  plant,  and  it  has  already  found  that  the  quality  of  the  water  in 
the  pipes  of  the  village  of  Lewiston  will  be  suitable  for  drinking. 

The  system  now  being  installed  by  the  village  of  Lewiston  is  capable  of 
supplying  about  275,000  gallons  per  day,  a  much  greater  quantity  of  water 
than  will  be  required  by  the  800  inhabitants  of  that  village.  Therefore  the 
village  can  supply  water  to  this  water  district  without  injury  to  the  interests 
of  the  inhabitants  of  said  village. 

These  proposed  works  can  be  constructed  for  about  $5000,  the  amount 
authorized  to  be  expended  therefor. 

The  authorities  of  the  village  of  Lewiston  and  of  this  water  district  have 
entered  into  a  tentative  agreement,  which  will  be  ratified  on  receipt  of 
approval  of  the  project  by  this  Commission,  whereby  the  village  agrees  to 
supply  the  district  with  water  for  a  term  of  five  years,  receiving  therefore 
payment  at  regular  meter  rates  plus  15  per  cent. 

In  the  event  that  at  any  time  the  village  of  Lewiston  should  not  care  to 
renew  this  contract,  this  water  district  could  obtain  water  only  by  installing 
additional  woiks  for  pumping  water  from  Niagara  river,  or  perhaps  from  the 
village  of  Yoimgstown.  If  the  authorities  of  River  Road  Water  District  ever 
desire  to  obtain  water  in  any  manner  other  than  by  purchase  from  the  village 
of  Lewiston,  application  for  approval  of  such  project  must  be  made  to  this 
Commission, 

The  carrying  out  of  this  project  will  have  no  adverse  effect  on  the  water 
supply  interests  of  any  community  in  this  State. 

The  legal  damages  which  may  be  caused  by  the  execution  of  the  plans  of  the 
petitioner  do  not  appear  to  be  such  as  to  require  any  special  consideration  or 
legislative  enactment  in  order  that  they  may  be  equitably  determined  and 
paid. 

In  consideration  of  the  above,  and  subject  to  the  modifications  hereafter 
stated,  the  Commission  therefore  finds  and  determines: 

First    That  the  plans  proposed  are  justified  by  public  necessity.

Fredus  H.  Wilcox  and  Leon  A.  Chapin,  acting  in  the  name  and  in  behalf 
of  the  North  Bangor  Water  Company,  Inc.,  of  which  "Uiey  are  the  president 
and  secretary  respectively,  on  May  23,  1917,  made  application  to  tiie  Con- 
servation Commission  for  its  approval  of  the  plans  of  said  company  for  acquir- 
ing a  source  of  water  supply  and  installing  a  water  supply  system  in  the 
village  of  North  Bangor,  in  the  town  of  Bangor  and  county  of  Franklin.  This 
petition  was  filed  in  the  office  of  the  Conservation  Commission  on  May  25,  1917.

After  due  notice  publiahed  in  the  Malone  Farmer,  in  the  Malone  Svening 
Telegram  and  posted  in  North  Bangor,  a  hearing  was  held  in  the  County  Court 
House  in  the  village  of  Malone  at  10:00  o'clock  in  the  forenoon  of  June  9, 
1917.  At  tills  hearing  the  Commission  considered  the  petition,  maps  and  plans 
submitted,  examined  witnesses  and  heard  arguments  for  the  project,  as  shown 
by  the  minutes.  The  petitioner  was  represented  by  George  J.  Moore,  Esq., 
attorney  for  the  applicant;  Fredus  H.  Wilcox,  president;  Leon  A.  Chapin, 
secretary,  and  Frank  H.  Smith,  engineer  for  the  company.  No  objections 
were  filed  and  no  one  appeared  in  opxwsition. 

The  project  now  under  consideration  involves  the  construction  of  a  public 
water  supply  system  in  the  village  of  North  Bangor,  owned  and  operated  by 
the  North  Bangor  Water  Company,  Inc.,  which  will  supply  water  to  the 
inhabitants  of  that  village  for  domestic  purposes  only.  It  is  not  proposed 
at  this  time  to  install  a  system  adequate  to  provide  any  fire  protection. 

Hie  water  for  this  purpose  is  to  be  obtained  from  a  spring  situated  1% 
miles  east  of  the  center  of  North  QBangor  village,  in  the  town  of  Bangor, 
Franklin  county.  This  spring  is  supplied  with  water  from  an  undeiigroond 
stream  f oimd  in  a  layer  of  sand  some  8  feet  below  the  surface  of  the  ground. 
This  spring  is  now  about  9  feet  deep  and  its  sides  are  protected  by  planks, 
making  a  well  about  4  feet  by  6  feet  in  plan.  It  is  proposed  to  sabstitiite 
concrete  walls  for  the  planks  and  to  extend  same  above  the  ground  so  as  to 
exclude  all  surface  water.  This  spring  is  to  be  further  protected  by  a  suitable 
building.    This  spring  is  at  an  elevation  of  92  feet  above  the  four  oomers  of 
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North  Bangor  village.  Commencing  at  the  spring  a  4-inoli  cart-iron  pipe 
will  he  laid  for  a  distance  of  1000  feet.  For  the  remainder  of  the  system 
3-inch  cast-iron  pipe  will  be  used.  (N'o  storage  is  required,  as  the  flow  from 
this  spring  is  ample  to  provide  for  the  expected  daily  consumption  and 
the  spring  feeds  directly  into  the  distribution  system.  No  purification  process 
is  to  be  employed. 

After  due  study  of  the  petition  and  its  exhibits,  the  evidence  and  arguments 
given  at  the  hearing  and  the  report  of  the  engineers  of  the  Ckmunission  on 
this  application,  it  appears  as  follows: 

North  Bangor  Water  Company,  Inc.,  is  a  domestic  corporation,  duly  organ- 
ised on  April  4,  1917,  under  and  in  pursuance  to  the  provisions  of  the  Trans- 
portation Corporations  Law.  This  company  was  organized  for  the  purpose  of 
supplying  water  -  for  domestic  use  -to  the  village  of  North  Bangor  and 
vicinity.  It  has  a  capital  stock  of  $10,000,  ten  per  cent  of  which  has  been 
paid  up  and  the  remainder  can  be  secured  at  any  time.  Fredus  H.  Wilcox 
and  Leon  A.  Chapin,  who  signed  and  verified  this  petition,  are  respectively 
the  president  and  secretary  of  the  company. 

North  Bangor  is  an  incorporated  village  in  the  town  of  Bangor,  Franklin 
county.  It  lies  in  the  northern  part  of  {his  county,  five  miles  west  of  Malone 
on  the  Ogdensburg  branch  of  the  Rutland  railroad.  The  population  is  484. 
It  has  no  manufacturing  industries  other  than  a  condensed  milk  factory, 
which  obtains  its  water  from  a  driven  well.  At  present  there  is  no  public 
water  supply  system  in  the  village  of  North  Bangor.  The  domestic  supply 
irt  taken  entirely  from  wells.  Many  of  these  wells  are  dry  and  in  many 
eases  three  or  four  families  get  their  water  from  one  well.  The  public  sehool 
does  not  even  have  a  well  on  its  pr«nises. 

Mr.  Frank  H.  Smith  of  Malone  is  engineer  for  the  company.  He  made  the 
survey  for  the  system,  as  well  as  reports  and  estimates  of  the  cost  and  will 
draw  up  the  plans  and  have  charge  of  the  proposed  construction  work. 

Hie  quantity  of  water  which  this  spring  will  yield  was  tested  by  a  fire 
engine  and  the  estimated  capacity  was  over  200,000  gallons  per  day.  This 
amount  is  several  times  in  excess  of  the  requirements  of  the  village. 

An  analysis  of  the  water  from  this  spring  was  submitted  with  the  petition. 
This  analysis  indicates  that  the  water  is  suitable  for  all  domestic  purposes. 

The  Commission's  engineer  reports  that  the  surroundings  of  this  spring  are 
in  good  sanitary  condition  and,  if  the  surface  water  is  excluded,  there  is  no 
reason  to  fear  contamination  from  local  sources. 

It  is  estimated  that  this  work  can  be  constructed  for  $10,232.60.  This 
estimate  seems  to  be  somewhat  low.  This  Commission  will  require  satis- 
factory proof  that  the  company  is  able  to  raise  the  funds  necessary  to  con- 
struct these  works  in  accordance  with  the  plans. 

As  detailed  plans  of  all  structures,  specifications  and  land  taking  maps 
have  not  been  submitted,  comment  cannot  now  be  made  on  the  safety  of  these 
works.  This  Commission  will  approve  only  of  such  plans  and  specifications 
as  provide  for  a  safe  and  adequate  system. 

The  land  which  the  company  proposes  to  acquire  appears  sufficient  to  protect 
the  purity  of  the  water  and  to  enable  it  to  construct  the  necessary  works. 
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No  alternative  source  of  supply,  offering  advantages  superior  to  those  of  the 
spring  which  it  is  proposed  to  use,  are  known. 

The  carrying  out  of  the  project  of  the  North  Bangor  Water  Company,  Inc., 
will  have  no  effect  on  the  water  supply  interests  of  any  other  community  in 
this  State. 

The  legal  damages  which  may  be  caused  by  the  execution  of  the  plans  of  the 
petitioner  do  not  appear  to  be  such  as  to  require  any  special  consideration  or 
legislative  enactment  in  order  that  they  may  be  equitably  determined  and 
paid. 

In  consideration  of  the  above,  and  subject  to  the  modifications  hereafter 
stated,  the  Commission  therefore  finds  and  determines: 

Firai,    That  the  plans  proposed  are  justified  by  public  necessity. 

Beoond,  Tliat  said  plans  provide  for  the  proper  and  safe  construction  of 
all  work  connected  therewith. 

Thvrd,  That  said  plans  provide  for  the  proper  protection  of  the  supply 
and  the  watershed  from  contamination  and  that  filtration  is  at  the  present 
time  unnecessary. 

Fftwrth,  That  said  plans  are  just  and  equitable  to  the  other  municipalities 
and  civil  divisions  of  the  State  affected  thereby  and  to  the  inhabitants 
thereof,  particular  consideration  being  given  to  their  present  and  future 
necessities  for  sources  of  water  supply. 

Fifth.  That  said  plans  make  fair  and  equitable  provisions  for  the  deter- 
mination and  payment  of  any  and  all  legal  damages  to  persons  and  property, 
both  direct  and  indirect,  which  will  result  from  the  execution  of  said  plans 
or  the  acquiring  of  said  lands. 

Provided,  however,  that  the  said  application,  maps  and  plans  as  submitted 
shall  be  modified  and  the  Commission  does  hereby  determine  that  they  be 
modified  and  that  the  work  done  thereunder  be  subject  to  the  following 
conditions : 

1.  Before  any  contracts  are  let  or  work  started  on  the  construction  of 
this  system,  full  detailed  maps,  plans  and  specifications  covering  all  the 
works  to  be  constructed  and  lands  to  be  taken  shall  be  submitted  to  this 
Conunission  for  its  approval,  and  thereafter  this  system  shall  be  com- 
pletely constructed  in  full  accordance  with  the  plans  and  specifications 
which  have  been  so  submitted  to  and  approved  by  this  Commission. 

2.  Before  any  contracts  are  let  or  work  started  on  the  construction  of 
this  system,  satisfactory  evidence  must  be  presented  to  this  Conunission 
that  the  company  is  able  to  raise  the  funds  necessary  to  completely 
install  this  system  in  full  accordance  with  the  plans  and  specifications 
which  have  been  submitted  to  and  approved  by  this  Commission. 

3.  After  these  works  have  been  constructed  they  shall  be  inspected  by 
and  be  subject  to  the  approval  of  this  Commission,  and  such  worics  shall 
not  be  operated  until  permit  to  do  so  has  been  issued  by  this  Commission, 
as  provided  by  section  523  of  the  Conservation  Law. 
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Wherefore,  the  Conservation  Commission  does  hereby  approve  the  said 
application  of  the  North  Bangor  Water  Company,  Inc.,  as  thus  modified. 

In  witness  whebeof,  the  Conservation  Commission  has  caused  this 
determination  and  approval  to  be  signed  by  the  Deputy  Com- 
missioner and  has  caused  its  official  seal  to  be  affixed  hereto 
[L.  s.]  and  has  filed  the  same  with  all  maps,  plans,  reports  and  other 
papers  relating  thereto  in  its  office  in  the  city  of  Albany,  this 
20th  day  of  June,  1917.

Edward  M.  Drake,  President  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  village  or 
Wappingers  Falls,  acting  on  behalf  of  and  in  the  name  of  said  village,  on  July 
2,  1917,  made  application  to  the  Conservation  Conunission  for  its  approval 
of  the  project  of  said  village  for  the  acquisition  of  a  source  of  water  supply 
and  the  construction  of  purification  works  and  a  storage  reservoir.  On  July 
26,  1917,  the  Commission  caused  the  site  of  the  proposed  works  and  the  pro- 
posed source  of  water  supply  to  be  inspected  by  one  of  its  engineers. 

After  due  notice  published  in  the  Wappingers  Chronicle  and  in  the  Evenmg 
Enterprise,  Evening  Star  and  Eagle  News,  newspapers  published  in  Wappingers 
Falls  and  Poughkeepsie  respectively,  a  hearing  was  held  on  this  petition  in  the 
Village  Hall  in  the  village  of  Wappingers  Falls  at  10  A.  m.,  July  26,  1917. 
At  this  hearing  the  Commission  considered  the  petition,  maps  and  plans  sub- 
mitted, examined  witnesses  and  heard  arguments  for  the  project,  as  shown 
by  the  minutes.  The  petitioner  was  represented  by  Holmes  Vanderwater, 
Esq.,  Village  Attorney.  No  objections  were  filed  and  no  one  appeared  in 
opposition. 
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It  is  proposed  to  use  the  water  of  Wappingerg  oreek  lor  the  municipal  aapply 
of  Wappingers  Falls.  The  Qamer  Print  Works  and  Bleachery,  a  oorporatioii 
with  its  principal  place  of  business  in  the  village  of  Wappingers  Falls,  owns 
the  water  rights  on  this  creek  within  the  village  limits  and  uses  the  water 
for  the  production  of  power.  The  village  has  an  agreement  with  this  com.* 
pany  whereby  it  can  divert  a  certain  amount  of  water  from  this  credc  lor 
the  municipal  water  supply  system. 

The  plan  proposed  is  to  take  water  from  the  lower  end  of  the  penstodc 
leading  to  the  power  plant  of  the  Bleachery  through  an  existing  10-inch  cast- 
ircm  pipe,  pass  the  water  successively  through  a  coagulating  tank  and  filter 
bed  to  a  clear  water  well,  from  which  it  will  be  lifted  by  a  c^itrifugal  pump 
to  a  steel  standpipe  to  be  located  on  a  hill  near  the  filter  plant.  The  coagu- 
lating basin  is  to  be  a  circular  wooden  tank,  19  feet  in  diameter,  with  a 
capacity  of  21,200  gallons.  Aluminum  sulplate  is  to  be  used  as  a  coagulant; 
this  will  be  dissolved  in  suitable  mixing  tanks  and  fed  by  gravity  into  the 
raw  water  as  it  enters  the  coagulating  tank.  This  tank  is  to  be  divided  into 
two  sections  by  a  baffle  and,  with  the  plant  operating  at  a  rate  of  400,000 
gallons  per  day,  will  provide  a  coagulating  period  of  about  1^  hours.  The 
filter  beds  are  to  be  of  the  rapid  sand  gravity  type  in  two  units,  with  an  area 
of  181  square  feet  each.  One  bed,  therefore,  when  filtering  400,000  gallons 
per  day,  will  be  operating  at  a  rate  of  90  million  gallons  per  acre  per  day. 
As  the  effluent  from  the  filter  beds  passes  into  the  clear  water  basin,  it  will 
be  treated  with  liquid  chlorine.  The  clear  water  basin  will  be  located  under 
the  filter  plant  and  will  contain  60,000  gallons.  This  filtered  and  sterilized 
water  will  then  be  lifted  from  the  clear  water  well  to  a  steel  standpipe  by 
two  centrifugal  pumps,  each  having  a  capacity  of  1000  gallons  per  minute 
when  operating  against  a  head  of  260  feet.  Each  pump  will  be  direct  con- 
nected to  a  3-phase  00-cycle  induction  motor  of  the  squirrel  cage  type,  with  a 
rating  of  100  brake  horse  power  each.  Power  to  operate  these  motors  will  be 
supplied  from  the  power  plant  of  the  Gamer  Print  Works  and  Bleachery, 
which  will  be  located  adjacent  to  the  filter  plant.  A  150,000  gallon  elevated 
steel  standpipe  will  be  located  on  a  hill  a  short  distance  from  the  filter  plant. 
This  tank  will  be  at  such  an  elevation  as  will  give  ample  pressure  on  the 
hydrants  for  fire  protection. 

After  due  study  of  the  petition  and  its  exhibits,  the  evidence  and  arguments 
given  at  the  hearing  and  the  report  of  the  engineers  of  the  Ckimmiasion  on 
this  application,  it  appears  as  follows: 

Wappingers  Falls  was  incorporated  as  a  village  in  1871.  It  includes 
portions  of  the  towns  of  Wappinger  and  Poughkeepsie  in  Dutchess  county  and 
is  situated  in  the  southwestern  portion  of  that  county  on  Wappingers  creek 
and  a  short  distance  east  of  the  Hudson  river.  In  1905  this  village  had  a 
population  of  3588  and  the  present  population  is  estimated  to  be  over  4000. 
By  the  last  roll  the  assessed  valuation  of  taxable  property  within  the  village 
limits  was  $1,603,000.  The  total  outstanding  bonded  indebtedness  of  the 
village  does  not  exceed  $200,000,  which  includes  that  issued  for  the  purposes 
of  the  improvement  contemplated  in  the  present  application.  Ninety-three 
thousand  dollars  of  the  total  indebtedness  is  charged  against  water  supply. 

Wappingers  Falls  has  at  present  no  public  water  supply  system.  Water 
for  domestic  use  is  taken  from  wells  situated  near  the  houses.    Fire  protection 
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is  provided  for  a  portion  of  the  village  by  a  short  sTstem  of  mains  owned  by 
the  village,  but  supplied  with  water  from  pumps  and  a  standpipe  owned  by  the 
Qamer  Print  Worics  and  Bleachery.  A  few  houses  have  taps  connected  with 
these  fire  mains  which  carry  raw  water  from  Wappingers  creek.  This  water  is 
not  suitable  for  drinking  purposes  and  there  is  grave  danger  that  the  water 
in  the  wells  will  become  contaminated.  The  village  has  recently  completed 
a  distribution  system  for  water  supply  and  a  complete  sewer  system  has  been 
installed,  but  without  an  adequate  supply  of  potable  water  these  two  systems 
are  of  no  avail.  The  need  for  a  new  source  of  water  supply  for  Wappingers 
Falls  is  <iuite  apparent. 

On  July  20,  1014,  application  was  made  to  this  Commission  by  the  village 
of  Wappingers  Falls  for  permission  to  construct  a  complete  system  of  diBtri- 
bating  mains  within  the  village  limits  (and  to  acquire  a  new  source  of  water 
supply.  It  was  proposed  to  construct  a  large  storage  reservoir  on  a  hill  to 
the  northwest  of  the  village  and,  as  there  seemed  to  be  a  12-foot  vein  of 
water-bearing  gravel  at  the  site  of  the  proposed  reservoir,  it  was  to  act 
also  as  an  infiltration  gallery.  Though  it  did  not  appear  to  this  Commission 
that  sufficient  water  would  be  found  at  this  source  to  supply  the  needs  of 
Wappingers  Falls,  it  approved  this  application  for  the  reason  that  whatever 
the  source  of  water  supply  for  this  village  might  be  a  storage  reservoir 
would  be  necessary  and,  should  it  develop  at  a  later  date  that  a  new  source  of 
water  must  be  acquired,  no  part  of  the  system  as  outlined  in  the  application 
would  be  without  its  use.  After  the  excavation  on  the  proposed  reservoir 
site  had  progressed  almost  to  completion,  it  developed  that  no  water  could  be 
obtained  at  this  source,  as  no  water  whatever  appeared  to  fill  the  hole  that 
had  been  excavated. 

It  wajB  next  proposed  to  cc»nplete  one-half  of  this  reservoir  as  a  storage 
reservoir  and  pump  water  to  it  from  Wappingers  creek  after  it  had  been 
properly  filtered.  The  estimated  cost  of  this  project  was  $40,000,  but,  when 
this  proposition  was  placed  before  the  taxpayers  at  an  election  in  May,  1016, 
it  was  defeated. 

The  village  then  entered  into  an  agreement  with  the  Gamer  Print  Works 
and  Bleachery,  whereby  the  company  agreed  to  sell  the  village  not  to  exceed 
400,000  gallons  per  day  for  twenty  years  from  Wappingers  creek,  to  conBtruct 
a  suitable  filter  plant  for  treating  this  water  and  to  install  a  pumping 
station  to  lift  the  filtered  water  to  a  standpipe.  The  company  further  bound 
itself  to  operate  this  plant  for  a  period  of  twenty  years  and  during  this  time 
the  rates  to  be  charged  the  village  for  water  to  be  sufficient  to  yield  the  com- 
pany five  per  cent  interest  on  the  money  invested  in  the  plant  and  three  per 
cent  amortisation  charges  to  cover  the  cost  of  the  plant.  At  the  end  of  twenty 
years  the  village  will  own  the  plant,  except  the  building  and  lands,  but  the 
company  will  continue  to  sell  the  village  the  right  to  take  400,000  gallons 
per  day  frcun  Wappingers  creek  and  will  lease  the  lands  and  buildings  all  for 
the  sum  of  $1,000  per  annum. 

Hie  village  on  its  part  will  construct  a  150,000  gallon  standpipe  to  be 
located  on  land  deeded  over  by  the  company  and  will  connect  this  tank  with 
the  filter  plant  and  the  village  distribution  system  with  a  12-inch  cast-iron 
pipe. 
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At  a  special  election  held  January  23,  1917,  the  taxpayers,  by  a  majority 
vote,  empowered  the  village  to  issue  bonds  for  $20,000  to  defray  the  cost  of 
completing  the  distribution  system  and  erecting  a  standpipe.  This  election 
was  called  by  the  Board  of  Trustees  at  a  meeting  held  December  2&,  1916. 
The  making  o  fthis  application  to  the  Conservation  Commission  was  author- 
ized by  a  resolution  passed  by  the  Board  of  Trustees  held  July  2,  1917. 

Plans  and  specifications  for  the  proposed  works  were  prepared  by  Mr.  H.  W. 
Taylor  with  offices  in  Albany  and  (New  York  and  by  the  firm  of  Nicholas  S. 
Hill,  Jr.,  and  S.  F.  Ferguson  of  New  York  city. 

It  is  now  requested  that  permission  be  given  to  use  Wappingers  creek  as  a 
source  of  water  supply  for  Wappingers  Falls.  About  2V^  miles  above  the 
village  of  Wappingers  Falls  the  United  States  (Geological  Survey  maintained 
H  gaging  station  from  May  19,  1903  to  June  30,  1905.  The  drainage  area  at 
this  point  is  194  square  miles.  During  this  period  the  minimum  flow  recorded 
was  13  cubic  feet  per  second.  This  minimum  flow  is  about  thirty  times  the 
amount  required  to  supply  the  needs  of  Wappingers  Falls.  At  Wappingers 
Falls  the  drainage  area  is  202  square  miles. 

Analysis  of  this  water  shows  it  to  be  moderately  hard,  to  have  some  color 
and  to  be  unsanitary  for  domestic  use.  Inspection  showed  that  Waj>pingers 
Lake  is  full  of  weeds  or  eel  grass,  which  comes  down  on  the  rodcs  and  requires 
frequent  removal.  This  water  has  sufficient  color  to  be  noticeable  at  times 
and  is  not  a  safe  water  to  drink  in  a  raw  condition. 

This  water  can  be  made  safe  and  potable  by  proper  protection  of  a  watershed 
and  by  filtration,  under  proper  supervision,  through  a  rapid  gravity  sand 
filter  of  approved  design. 

This  Commission  will  require  that  detailed  plans  for  the  proposed  filtration 
plant  be  submitted  and  approved  before  work  is  started.  In  addition  to  the 
various  requirements  for  this  plant  set  forth  in  the  specifications  submitted 
with  the  exhibits,  it  will  be  required  that  the  filter  beds  be  equipped  with 
suitable  loss  of  head  gages  and  rate  controllers.  Though  the  sanitary  condi- 
tions on  the  watersheds  of  W^appingers  creek  above  Wappingers  Falls  are  not 
bad,  by  the  enactment  of  rules  and  r^^lations  for  the  protection  of  the  sani- 
tary conditions  of  this  watershed  for  fifteen  miles  above  Wappingers  Falls, 
important  safeguards  will  be  added  to  this  water  supply  system. 

It  is  estimated  that  the  filter  plant  and  appurtenances  and  the  standpipe 
and  connections  can  each  be  constructed  for  $15,000.  It  seems  probable  that 
the  work  can  be  done  within  this  estimate. 

A  small  parcel  of  land  will  be  acquired  by  the  village  for  the  erection  of 
the  standpipe  and  right  of  way  for  the  force  mains.  Such  land  as  will  be 
required  for  this  purpose  is  now  owned  by  the  print  works  and  will  be  deeded 
over  to  the  village. 

There  appears  to  be  no  other  available  source  of  supply  sufficient  in  quantity 
to  meet  the  requirements  of  this  village. 

The  effect  of  the  carrying  out  of  this  project  for  the  village  of  Wappingers 
Falls  will  have  no  influence  on  the  water  supply  interests  of  any  other  com- 
munity in  this  State. 

The  legal  damages  which  may  be  caused  by  the  execution  of  the  plans  of  the 
petitioner  do  not  appear  to  be  such  as  to  require  any  special  consideration 
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or  legislative  enactment  in  order  that  they  may  be  equitably  determined  and 
paid. 

In  consideration  of  the  above,  and  subject  to  the  modifications  hereafter 
stated,  the  Commission  therefore  finds  and  determines: 

First.     Tliat   the  planvi   proposed  are  justified  by  public  necessity. 

Second.  That  said  plans  provide  for  the  proper  and  safe  construction  of  all 
work  connected  therewith. 

Third.  That  said  plans  provide  for  the  proper  protection  of  the  supply 
and  the  watershed  from  contamination  and  for  the  proper  filtration  of  such 
additional  supply. 

Fourth.  That  said  plans  are  just  and  equitable  to  the  other  municipalities 
and  civil  divisions  of  the  State  affected  thereby  and  to  the  inhabitants 
thereof,  particular  consideration  being  given  to  their  present  and  future 
necessities  for  sources  of  water  supply. 

Fifth.  That  said  plans  make  fair  and  equitable  provisions  for  the  deter- 
mination and  payment  of  any  and  all  legal  damages  to  persons  and  property, 
both  direct  and  indirect,  which  will  result  from  the  execution  of  said  plans 
or  the  acquiring  of  said  lands. 

Provided,  however,  that  the  said  application,  maps  and  plans  as  submitted 
shall  be  modified  and  the  Commission  does  hereby  ;det ermine  that  they  be 
modified  and  that  the  work  done  thereunder  be  subject  to  the  following 
conditions: 

1.  AH  the  work  proposed  in  this  application  shall  be  completely  con- 
structed in  accordance  with  the  plans  as  hereby  revised.  Detailed  designs 
for  the  proposed  filter  plant  must  receive  the  formal  approval  of  this 
Commission  before  construction  work  is  started.  These  designs,  in  addi- 
tion to  the  requirements  made  in  the  specifications  which  have  been  filed 
with  this  application,  must  make  provision  for  renewing  the  coagulating 
tank  and  for  adding  a  second  coagulating  tank,  should  that  at  any  time 
prove  necessary.  Also  they  must  provide  that  the  filter  beds  be  equipped 
with  satisfactory  rate  controllers  and  loss  of  head  gages,  and  that  a  gage 
be  installed  to  indicate  the  amount  of  water  in  the  clear  water  well. 

2.  After  the  completion  of  all  the  work  proposed  in  this  application, 
no  water  shall  be  admitted  to  the  distribution  system  of  this  village  until 
it  shall  have  been  filtered  to  the  satisfaction  of  this  Commission. 

3.  With  all  convenient  speed  the  authorities  of  the  village  of  Wap- 
pingers  Falls  shall  obtain  the  enactment  by  the  State  Department  of 
Health  of  rules  and  regulations  for  the  sanitary  protection  of  the  water- 
shed of  Wappingers  creek  for  a  distance  of  fifteen  miles  above  the  point 
of  diversion,  and  thereafter  the  provisions  of  these  rules  shall  be  dili- 
gently enforced  by  said  village  authorities. 

4.  After  these  works  have  been  constructed  they  shall  be  inspected  by 
and  be  subject  to  the  appr6val  of  this  Commission,  and  such  works  shall 
not  be  operated  until  permit  to  do  so  has  been  issued  by  this  Commis- 
sion, as  provided  by  section  523  of  the  Conservation  Law. 
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WmsBOfOBE,  the  OonBenration  CominiBBioii  does  herdl)^  approve  the  said 
application  of  the  village  of  Wappingers  Falls.

Daniel  P.  Ray,  Josiah  B.  Gage  and  James  F.  Oakleai,  Water  Commissioners 
of  the  city  of  Clean,  on  July  18,  1917,  made  application  to  the  Conservation 
Commission  for  its  approval  of  the  acquisition  of  a  new  source  of  water 
supply  for  that  city.  This  application  was  filed  in  the  office  of  the  Conservation 
Commission  on  July  20,  1917.  On  August  7,  1917,  the  Commission  caused 
the  site  of  the  proposed  source  of  supply  to  be  inspected  by  one  of  its 
engineers. 

After  due  notice  published  in  the  Clean  Evening  Times  and  the  Clean 
Evening  SeraZd,  a  hearing  was  held  on  this  application  in  the  Conunon 
Council  Chamber  in  the  city  of  Clean  on  August  7,  1917,  at  2  o'clock  in  the 
afternoon.  At  this  hearing  the  Commission  considered  the  petition,  maps 
and  plans  submitted,  examined  witnesses  and  heard  arguments  for  the 
project,  as  shown  by  the  minutes.  The  petitioner  was  represented  by  Dana 
L.  Jewell,  City  Attorney.  No  objections  were  filed  and  no  one  appeared  in 
opposition. 
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The  city  of  Clean  now  proposes  to  use  the  water  of  Clean  creek  for  its 
municipal  supply.  According  to  the  plans  submitted  water  will  be  diverted 
from  Clean  creek  about  200  feet  below  the  Brie  Railroad  bridge  across  this 
creek  into  a  sump  within  the  proposed  filter  plant,  from  which  it  will  be 
raised  to  a  grit  chamber.  From  this  chamber  the  water  will  flow  by  gravity 
through  four  coagulant  mixing  chambers,  a  sedimentation  tank  and  thence 
through  a  filter  bed  into  a  dear  water  well.  As  the  filtered  water  passes 
into  the  dear  water  well,  it  will  be  treated  with  chlorine  to  sterilise  it. 
From  the  dear  water  well  the  water  will  be  pumped  into  the  present  distribu- 
tion system. 

This  plant,  with  the  exception  of  the  grit  chamber,  is  to  be  constructed  with 
two  units  for  each  step  in  the  process,  so  that  any  part  of  the  system  can 
be  thrown  out  for  deaning  or  repairs  without  interfering  with  the  continuity 
of  the  filtering  process.  The  coagulant  mixing  chamber  will  have  four 
compartments  and  in  each  compartment  the  water  will  have  a  whirling 
motion,  so  that  .the  coagulant  and  raw  water  will  be  thoroughly  mixed.  The 
settling  basin  will  afford  a  detention  period  of  about  two  hours.  The  filter 
beds  will  be  of  the  rapid  gravity  type  and  will  be  composed  of  six  units  of 
1^  square  feet  each.  Hie  dear  water  basin  will  be  located  beneath  the  filter 
beds. 

After  due  study  of  the  petition  and  its  exhibits,  the  evidence  and  argu- 
ments given  at  the  hearing  and  the  report  of  the  engineers  of  the  Commission 
on  this  application,  it  appears  as  follows: 

Clean  was  incorporated  as  a  dty  in  1893  and  is  now  organized  under  the 
provisions  of  chapter  635  of  the  Laws  of  19*16.  It  is  situated  in  the  town 
of  Clean,  Cattaraugus  county,  on  the  Allegany  river  at  the  mouth  of  Clean 
creek.  In  1910  the  population  of  Clean  was  14,743,  while  for  1910  it  was 
estimated  at  19,064.  The  total  assessed  valuation  of  all  taxable  property 
within  the  city  limits  is  $10,168,019.60  and  the  total  outstanding  bonded 
indebtedness  of  the  dty  is  $004,930.71,  of  which  $91,600  was  issued  for  the 
purpose  of  constructing  the  present  water  supply  system. 

The  dty  of  Clean  now  gets  its  public  water  supply  from  drilled  wells. 
These  wells,  fourteen  in  number,  are  scattered  over  an  area  of  twenty  acres  on 
the  north  side  of  the  AUega^y  river  and  are  all  directly  connected  to  the 
pumps  which  are  located  on  the  south  side  of  the  river  near  the  Union  Street 
bridge.  The  water  is  lifted  against  a  head  of  260  feet  to  two  storage  reser- 
voirs with  a  total  capacity  of  10,600,000  gallons,  from  which  it  is  fed  into 
the  city  distribution  system  as  required.  The  sanitary  condition  of  the  water 
obtained  from  these  wells  has  always  been  very  satisfactory,  but  it  is  a  very 
hard  water  and  for  that  reason  considerable  objection  to  it  is  found  in 
domestic  and  industrial  use. 

Apparently  the  amount  of  water  that  can  be  obtained  from  this  source 
is  limited  while  the  population  of  Clean  is  steadily  increasing.  The  surface 
of  the  ground  water  in  the  vicinity  of  the  wdU  has  been  steadily  lowering. 
When  the  first  munidpal  pumping  plant  was  built  at  Clean,  the  pump  was 
placed  six  feet  bdow  the  surface  of  the  ground.  Later,  when  it  became  neces- 
sary to  replace  the  pump,  it  was  found  advisable  to  place  the  new  pump 
twenty  feet  bdow  the  ground  surface  and  at  the  present  time  the  level  of  the 
ground  water  has  so  receded  that  the  pumps  are  obliged  to  lift  the  water 
18  feet.    ESorta  have  been  made  to  increase  the  water  supply  for  Clean  by 
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drilling  new  wells  in  various  parts  of  the  city,  but  no  material  gain  to  the 
supply  was  obtained.  To  insure  ample  reserve  in  the  reservoirs  for  fire  protec- 
tion it  is  now  necessary  to  curtail  the  amount  of  water  delivered  to  various 
customers.  Should  the  ground  water  surface  continue  to  recede  at  the 
present  rate,  it  will  soon  be  necessary  to  again  lower  the  pumps  together 
with  all  piping  connecting  same  to  the  wells,  and  it  seems  quite  improbable 
that  this  move  will  bring  permanent  relief.  The  city  authorities,  therefore, 
felt  obliged  to  look  about  for  a  new  source  of  supply,  which  will  supplement 
and  possibly  in  time  entirely  replace  the  present  supply. 

The  construction  of  the  proposed  additional  water  supply  system  and  the 
issue  of  bonds  to  the  sum  of  $75,000,  to  defray  the  cost  of  construction 
thereof,  was  authorized  by  a  resolution  duly  adopted  by  the  Board  of  Water 
Commissioners  on  June  1^,  1917,  and  the  issue  and  sale  of  these  bonds  was 
duly  approved  by  a  resolution  of  the  Conomon  Council  adopted  at  a  meeting 
held  June  26,  1917. 

Mr.  E.  H.  Atwood,  an  engineer  residing  in  Olean,  has  been  engaged  to 
prepare  plans  and  specifications  for  the  proposed  work  and  the  works,  if 
built,  will  be  constructed  under  his  direction. 

According  to  the  application  Olean  creek  has  a  drainage  area  of  over  160 
square  miles  at  the  point  of  the  proposed  diversion.  No  low  water  stream 
flow  measurements  have  been  made  on  this  stream,  but  a  gaging  station  has 
been  maintained  at  Red  House  on  the  Allegany  river  since  September,  1903. 
The  lowest  run-off  recorded  during  this  period  is  .088  cubic  feet  per  second 
per  square  mile.  Applying  this  rim-off  to  Olean  creek  at  the  point  of  the 
proposed  diversion  we  get,  as  the  minimum  discharge,  9,100,000  gallons  per 
day,  which  is  nearly  four  times  the  consumption  expected  in  1927. 

Chemical  analysis  shows  the  water  of  Olean  creek  to  be  soft  and  quite 
suitable  for  domestic  and  industrial  use.  No  bacteriological  analysis  is 
available,  but  the  State  Department  of  Health  has  made  a  sanitary  survey 
of  this  watershed  and  reports  the  conditions  there  to  be  very  satisfactory. 
This  water,  however,  should  not  be  admitted  to  the  city  mains  imtil  it  has 
been  properly  filtered  and  sterilized. 

According  to  the  data  submitted  in  the  application,  these  works  can  be 
completely  constructed  for  $76,000,  and  it  seems  probable  that  this  work  can 
be  done  for  that  amount. 

As  detailed  plans  for  this  proposed  work  were  not  submitted  with  the 
application,  this  Commission  will  require  that  such  plans  and  specifications 
be  submitted  and  approved  before  construction  work  is  commenced. 

The  Board  of  Water  Commissioners  of  Olean  has  obtained  an  option  on 
about  4.5  acres  of  land,  which  will  give  ample  room  for  the  proposed  con- 
struction and  allow  room  for  extensions  to  the  plant,  should  such  be  neces- 
sary at  some  future  date. 

Other  sources  of  supply  exist,  but  a  careful  study  of  the  situation  shows 
that  the  one  adopted  is  in  every  way  the  best  adapted  to  meet  the  require- 
ments of  the  city. 

The  carrying  out  of  this  project  will  not  affect  the  water  supply  interests 
of  any  other  community  in  this  State. 

The  legal  damages  which  may  be  caused  by  the  execution  of  the  plans  of 
the  petitioner  do  not  appear  to  be  such  as  to  require  any  special  consideration 
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or  legislative  enactment  in  order  that  they  may  be  equitably  determined  and 
paid. 

In  consideration  of  the  above,  and  subject  to  the  modifications  hereafter 
stated,  the  Commission  therefore  finds  and  determines: 

First,    That  the  plans  proposed  are  justified  by  public  necessity. 

Second.  That  said  plans  provide  for  the  proper  and  safe  construction  of 
all  work  connected  therewith. 

Third,  That  said  plans  provide  for  the  proper  protection  of  the  supply 
and  the  watershed  from  contamination  and  for  the  proper  filtration  of  such 
additional  supply. 

fourth.  That  said  plans  are  just  and  equitable  to  the  other  municipalities 
and  civil  divisions  of  the  State  affected  thereby  and  to  the  inhabitants  thereof, 
particular  consideration  being  given  to  their  present  and  future  necessities 
for  sources  of  water  supply. 

Fifth,  That  said  plans  make  fair  and  equitable  provisions  for  the  deter- 
mination and  payment  of  any  and  all  legal  damages  to  persons  and  property, 
both  direct  and  indirect,  which  will  result  from  the  execution  of  said  plans 
or  the  acquiring  of  said  lands. 

Provided,  however,  that  the  said  application,  maps  and  plans,  as  submitted, 
shall  be  modified  and  the  Commission  does  hereby  determine  that  they  be 
modified  and  that  the  work  done  thereunder  be  subject  to  the  following 
conditions: 

1.  Before  any  contracts  are  let  or  work  started  on  the  construction  of 
these  works,  full  detailed  plans  and  specifications,  covering  all  the  works 
to  be  constructed,  shall  be  submitted  to  this  Commission  for  its  approval, 
and  thereafter  these  works  shall  be  completely  constructed  in  full  accord- 
ance with  plans  and  specifications  which  have  been  so  submitted  to  and 
approved  by  this  Commission. 

2.  With  all  convenient  speed  the  authorities  of  the  city  of  Olean  shall 
obtain  the  enactment  by  the  State  Department  of  Health  of  rules  and 
r^ulations  for  the  sanitary  protection  of  the  watershed  of  Olean  creek, 
and  thereafter  the' provisions  of  these  rules  shall  be  diligently  enforced 
by  said  city  authorities. 

3.  After  the  completion  of  all  work  proposed  in  this  application,  no 
water  from  Olean  creek  shall  be  admitted  to  the  distribution  system  of 
this  city  imtil  it  shall  have  been  filtered  to  the  satisfaction  of  this 
Commission. 

4.  After  these  works  have  been  constructed  they  shall  be  inspected  by 
and  be  subject  to  the  approval  of  this  Commission,  and  such  works  shall 
not  be  operated  until  permit  to  do  so  has  been  issued  by  this  Commission, 
as  provided  by  section  523  of  the  Conservation  Law. 

Whebefobe,  The  Conservation  Commission  does  hereby  approve  the  said 
application  of  the  city  of  Olean  as  thus  modified.

On  August  13,  1917,  Burton  F.  French,  acting  on  behalf  and  in  the  name 
of  the  village  of  Attica,  of  which  he  is  president,  made  application  to  the 
Conservation  Commission  for  permission  to  acquire  by  purchase  the  water 
properties  of  the  Attica  Water,  Gras  and  Electric  Company  and  lor  the 
approval  of  its  financial  and  engineering  plans  for  extensions  and  improve- 
ments thereto.  This  application  was  filed  in  the  office  of  the  Conservation 
Commission  on  August  16,  1917.  On  September  11,  1917,  the  Oommission 
caused  the  existing  waterworks  system  of  the  Attica  Water,  Oas  and  Electric 
Company  and  the  proposed  sources  of  water  supply  to  be  inspected  by  one 
of  its  engineers. 

After  due  notice  published  in  the  Sheldon  Democrat  and  Attica  Nmo9,  a 
hearing  was  held  on  this  petition  in  the  Opera  House  in  the  village  of  Attica 
on  September  11,  1917,  at  10:30  o'dodc  in  the  forenoon.  At  this  hearing  the 
Commission  considered  the  petition,  maps  and  plans  submitted,  examined 
witnesses  and  heard  arguments  for  the  project,  as  shown  by  the  minutes.  The 
petitioner  was  represented  by  Willis  E.  Hopkins,  Attorney  for  the  village  oi 
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Attica,  Burton  F.  French,  President,  and  John  Matteson  and  David  S.  Wilder, 
Trustees  of  the  village  of  Attica.  Thomas  A.-  Sullivan,  President  of  the 
Attica  Water,  Gas  and  EUectrie  Company,  appeared  for  that  company.  No 
objections  were  filed  and  no  one  appeared  in  opposition. 

It  is  proposed  by  the  village  to  acquire  by  purchase  the  water  properties 
of  the  Attica  Water,  Gas  and  Electric  Company  and  to  make  certain  exten- 
sions and  improvements  thereto.  The  present  waterworks  system  was  eoii« 
structed  about  1880  by  the  Attica  Water  Company  and  is  now  owned  and 
operated  by  the  aforesaid  Attica  Water,  Gas  and  Electric  Company,  a  corpo- 
ration organized  under  the  laws  of  West  Virginia.  The  present  water  supply 
is  taken  from  Crow  creek,  a  tributary  of  Tonawanda  creek,  at  a  point  about 
two  miles  south  of  the  village  of  Attica.  The  drainage  area  of  Crow  creek 
above  the  point  of  diversion  appears  to  be  about  8.1  square  miles,  consisting 
largely  of  cultivated  farm  lands.  The  population  of  the  watershed  appears 
to  be  about  200. 

The  present  system  comprises:  (1)  a  storage  reservoir  of  about  14  million 
gallons  capacity,  formed  by  an  earth  dam  with  masonry  spillway  across 
Crow  Creek;  (2)  a  supply  pipe  line  from  the  reservoir  to  the  filter  house, 
consisting  of  about  7100  feet  of  10-inch,  3050  feet  of  8-inch  and  2250  feet  of 
&-inch  cast-iron  pipe;  (3)  a  frame  filter  house  in  the  village  on  Exchange 
street,  in  which  are  installed  two  vertical  pressure  filters  having  a  combined 
capacity  of  about  250,000  gallons  per  day;  (4)  a  distribution  system  con- 
sisting of  42  fire  hydrants  and  about  6  miles  of  pipe,  most  of  which  is  4-inch, 
6-inch  and  8-inch  cast-iron  pipe,  though  there  is  a  considerable  amount  of 
wrought  iron  pipe  in  %-inch,  1-inch,  1%-inch  and  2-inch  sices;  and  (5)  the 
real  estate  at  the  storage  reservoir,  filter  lot,  right  of  way  for  pipe  line  and 
riparian  rights  to  the  stream  between  the  reservoir  and  the  village. 

After  the  present  supply  has  been  acquired  by  the  village,  it  is  proposed 
to  make  the  following  additions  and  improvements: 

1.  To  replace  with  new  10-inch  cast-iron  pipe  that  part  of  the  pipe  line 
from  the  reservoir  to  the  filter  plant,  which  now  consists  of  about  2250  feet 
of  0-inch  pipe,  the  new  10-inch  main  to  be  laid  alongside  the  present  ^inch 
main  and  connected  into  the  present  line  at  the  end  of  the  8-inch  pipe  above 
mentioned.  The  d-inch  pipe  is  to  remain  in  place  and  be  used  as  a  part  of 
the  distributing  system. 

2.  To  construct  on  the  filter  house  lot  a  pumping  plant  consisting  of  a 
brick  pump  well  to  receive  filtered  water  and  a  brick  pump  house,  and  to 
install  two  275,00O-gallon8-per-day  triplex  motor-driven  pumps  to  pump  water 
to  a  distributing  reservoir,  hereinafter  described. 

3.  To  lay  an  8-inch  force  main  from  the  piunping  plant  to  the  above 
mentioned  distributing  reservoir. 

4.  To  construct  a  400,000-gallon  reinforced  concrete  distributing  reservoir 
on  Bennington  Hill,  at  a  point  about  %  mile  west  of  the  corporation  line  of 
the  village  of  Attica,  the  fiow  line  of  this  reservoir  to  be  at  elevation  1246, 
which  is  about  110  feet  higher  than  the  storage  reservoir.  The  distributing 
reservoir  will  be  high  enough  to  supply  all  built-up  parts  of  the  village  with 
domestic  service  and  fire  protection.  An  electrically  operated  gate  valve,  or 
an  automatic  pressure  valve,  is  to  be  installed  on  the  pressure  main  to  con- 
trol the  supply  of  water  to  the  distributing  system. 
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5.  To  lay  new  8-inch  and  6-inch  cast-iron  mains  on  certain  streets  not  now 
supplied  with  water. 

6.  To  install  eight  new  fire  hydrants  on  West  Main  Street. 

7.  To  install  in  the  present  filter  house  two  new  horizontal  pressure  filters 
(capacity  not  stated)  with  coagulating  apparatus,  check  valves,  et<;. 

It  is  estimated  that  the  distributing  reservoir  will  supply  four  fire  streams 
66  feet  high  through  250  feet  of  hose  with  1-inch  nozzles  for  six  hours  without 
the  operation  of  the  pumps.  With  the  pumps  in  operation  the  four  fire 
streams  could  be  maintained  for  nine  hours  in  addition  to  the  usual  con- 
sumption at  the  rate  of  500,000  gallons  per  day.  The  improvement  plans 
provide  for  50  fire  hydrants,  42  of  which  are  now  in  service. 

The  village  engineer's  estimate  of  the  cost  of  this  project  is  $88,882.86, 
$53,000  of  which  is  for  the  purchase  of  the  existing  system  and  $35,882.86 
for  the  proposed  improvements. 

After  due  study  of  the  petition  and  its  exhibits,  the  evidence  and  argu- 
ments given  at  the  hearing  and  the  report  of  the  engineers  of  the  Commission 
on  this  application,  it  appears  as  follows: 

The  village  of  Attica,  situated  in  the  town  of  Attica,  county  of  Wyoming, 
was  incorporated  as  a  village  by  chapter  316  of  the  laws  of  1837.  Water- 
works matters  in  this  village  are  in  the  hands  of  the  Board  of  Trustees. 
The  population  reported  by  the  census  of  1915  was  2013.  There  has  been 
very  little  increase  in  population  during  recent  years  and  there  appears 
to  be  no  reason  to  expect  any  material  increase  in  the  near  future.  The 
assessed  valuation  of  all  taxable  property  within  the  village,  as  shown  by 
the  last  assessment  roll,  is  $1,052,411.  The  village  has  no  bonded  or  other 
indebtedness. 

From  the  testimony  presented  at  the  hearing  above  mentioned,  it  appears 
that  the  present  waterworks  system  is  inadequate  to  the  present  needs  of 
the  village.  A  considerable  part  of  the  village  lies  on  high  ground  to  the 
west  of  the  business  section  and  is  not  supplied  with  water  for  either 
domestic  consumption  or  fire  service.  The  pressure  in  the  business  section 
is  too  low  for  proper  fire  protection  and  there  is  no  storage  for  fire  service. 
It  appears  that  the  Attica  Water,  Gas  and  Electric  Company  is  either  unable 
or  unwilling  to  provide  the  money  neoeasary  to  make  the  needed  extensions 
and  improvements  to  the  present  water  supply  system.  The  yield  of  the 
watershed  tributary  to  the  present  reservoir  is  probably  ample  for  present 
needs  with  the  present  reservoir,  the  capacity  of  which  is  estimated  at  14 
million  gallons.  If  it  should  later  become  necessary,  the  capacity  of  this 
reservoir  can  be  considerably  increased  without  undue  expense.  The  quality 
of  the  present  supply  is  fair  for  surface  water,  but  analyses  of  both  raw  and 
filtered  water  indicate  a  small  amount  of  pollution.  The  present  filters  do 
not  provide  a  proper  degree  of  purification.  The  present  consumption  of 
water  is  estimated  at  about  450,000  gallons  per  day,  about  250,000  of  which 
represents  domestic  consumption,  while  the  remainder  is  used  by  the  Erie 
Railroad.  It  is  estimated  that,  after  the  proposed  improvements  have  been 
made,  the  consumption  will  amount  to  about  500,000  gallons  per  day.  There 
is  no  public  sewerage  system  in  the  village. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  held  on  December  11,  1916,  a 
special  election  was  called,  to  be  held  on  December  28,  1916,  to  vote  cm  » 
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proposition  to  purchase  the  water  properties  of  the  Attica  Water,  Qas  and 
Electric  Company  and  to  make  certain  extensions  and  improvements  thereto, 
and  to  issue  bonds  to  the  amount  of  $96,000  to  defray  the  cost  of  such 
purchase,  extensions  and  improvements.  This  election  was  held  and  the 
proposition  was  carried  in  the  affirmative  by  a  vote  of  166  to  21. 

At  a  regular  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  held  April  24,  1917,  Charles 
C.  Hopkins  of  Rochester  was  authorized  to  prepare  plans  for  presentation 
to  the  Conservation  Commission,  and,  at  a  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Trustees 
held  on  June  11,  1917,  this  application  to  the  Conservation  Commission  was 
authorized. 

It  is  not  proposed  to  acquire  any  new  source  of  supply,  or  to  increase  the 
storage  capacity  of  the  present  reservoir  at  this  time,  but  to  make  certain 
extensions  to  the  purification  works  and  distribution  system,  as  hereinbefore 
outlined.  From  the  stream  flow  data  available  it  appears  that,  in  an  extremely 
dry  year,  the  present  storage  of  14  million  gallons  would  maintain  a  flow 
of  about  310,000  gallons  per  day  and  that  to  maintain  a  flow  of  600,000  gal- 
lons per  day  would  require  a  storage  capacity  of  about  35  million  gallons. 

During  an  extremely  dry  period  it  would,  therefore,  be  necessary  to  reduce 
the  domestic  consumption,  or  to  shut  off  the  supply  to  the  Erie  Railroad. 
As  the  Erie  Railroad  has  its  own  pumping  plant,  from  which  it  can  pump 
water  from  Tonawanda  creek,  it  would  appear  that  the  estimated  domestic 
consumption  of  300,000  gallons  per  day  could  be  continuously  maintained 
without  undue  hardship  to  the  railroad. 

To  improve  the  quality  of  the  present  supply  it  is  proposed  to  install  addi- 
tional filters,  as  above  outlined.  It  is  proposed  to  ask  the  State  Department 
of  Health  to  enact  rules  and  regulations  for  the  protection  of  the  watershed 
and  also  to  remove  any  source  of  serious  pollution  which  may  be  found  to 
exist. 

As  hereinbefore  stated,  the  authorized  bond  issue  is  $96,000  and  the  esti- 
mated cost  of  the  proposed  purchase  and  extensions  thereto  is  $88,882.86, 
Itaving  $7,117.14  to  edver  pr^Ksible  increases  in  cost  and  other  unforeseen 
expenses.  It  appears  probable  that,  unless  there  are  further  increases  in 
construction  costs  or  large  unforeseen  expenses,  the  system,  as  outlined,  can 
be  completed  within  the  amount  of  the  bond  issue.  If,  however,  it  should  be 
found  that  the  amount  of  the  bond  issue  is  insufficient  to  complete  all  of  the 
proposed  extensions  and  improvements,  the  more  important  of  the  proposed 
improvements,  including  the  addition  to  the  supply  main,  the  additions  to 
the  filtration  plant,  the  pumping  plant,  the  distributing  reservoir  and  the 
force  main  between  the  pumping  plant  and  the  distributing  reservoir,  should 
be  first  installed,  omitting  such  additions  to  the  distribution  system  as  cannot 
be  installed  with  the  funds  available. 

Complete  detail  plans  have  not  yet  been  submitted.  Therefore  this  Com- 
mission will  now  approve  this  application  only  in  general  terms  and  will 
require  that  full  detail  plans  and  specifications  for  all  structures  be  sub- 
mitted to  it  for  approval  before  contracts  for  the  work  are  let. 

So  far  as  shown  on  the  plans,  the  proposed  construction  appears  to  be  safe. 

About  one  acre  of  private  land  is  to  be  taken  for  the  site  of  the  proposed 
distributing  reservoir.  It  appears  that  this  land  can  be  secured  at  a  reason- 
able price  and  that  ample  provision  therefor  has  been  made  in  the  estimate 
of  cost. 
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There  appears  to  be  no  other  satisfactory  source  of  supply  within  a  reason- 
able distance  of  the  village  of  Attica. 

It  appears  that  the  taking  of  this  supply  of  water  will  not  adversely  affect 
the  water  supply  interests  of  any  other  civil  division  of  the  State. 

The  legal  damages  which  may  be  caused  by  the  execution  of  the  plans  of 
the  petitioner  do  not  appear  to  be  such  as  to  require  any  special  consideration 
or  legislative  enactment  in  order  that  they  may  be  equitably  determined  and 
paid. 

In  consideration  of  the  above,  and  subject  to  the  modifications  hereinafter 
stated,  the  Commission  therefore  finds  and  determines: 

FWat,    That  the  plans  proposed  are  justified  by  public  necessity. 

Second.  That  the  said  plans  provide  for  the  proper  and  safe  construction 
of  all  work  connected  therewith. 

Third,  That  the  said  plans  provide  for  the  proper  protection  of  the  supply 
and  the  watershed  from  contamination  and  for  the  proper  filtration  of  such 
supply. 

Foiurth,  That  the  said  plans  are  just  and  equitable  to  the  other  munici- 
palities and  civil  divisions  of  the  State  affected  thereby  and  to  the  inhabitants 
thereof,  particular  consideration  being  given  to  their  present  and  future 
necessities  for  sources  of  water  supply. 

Fifth.  That  the  said  plans  make  fair  and  equitable  provisions  for  the 
determination  and  payment  of  any  and  all  legal  damages  to  persons  and 
property,  both  direct  and  indirect,  which  will  result  from  the  execution  of 
the  said  plans  or  the  acquiring  of  said  lands. 

Providod,  however,  that  the  said  applications,  maps  and  plans  as  submitted 
shall  be  modified,  and  the  Commission  does  hereby' determine  that  they  be 
modified  and  that  the  work  done  thereunder  be  subject  to  the  following 
conditions : 

1.  All  the  work  proposed  in  this  application  shall  be  completely  con- 
structed in  accordance  with  plans  which  have  previously  been  submitted 
to  and  approved  by  this  Commission. 

2.  No  contract  shall  be  let  or  construction  started  on  any  part  of  this 
waterworks  system  until  complete  plans  and  specifications  therefor  have 
been  submitted  to  and  approved  by  this  Commission. 

3.  The  village  of  Attica  shall  procure  the  enactment  by  the  State 
Department  of  Health  of  rules  and  regulations  for  the  sanitary  protec- 
tion of  the  watershed  used  by  said  village,  shall  put  this  watershed  in 
proper  sanitary  condition  and  thereafter  shall  diligently  enforce  the 
provisions  of  these  rules  and  regulations. 

4.  Provision  shall  be  made  for  the  installation  of  satisfactory  coagula- 
tion apparatus  for  all  water  to  be  filtered. 

6.  Loss  of  head  gages  and  rate  controllers  shall  be  installed  on  all 
filters. 

6.  If  future  analyses  or  inspections  or  changed  conditions  shall  indi- 
cate the  necessity  therefor,  the  village  of  Attica  shall,  upon  order  of  the 
Conunission,  install  at  a  suitable  point  apparatus  for  the  sterilisation 
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of  all  water  drawn  from  this  source  of  supply  to  the  satisfaction  of 
this  Ck)mini8sion^  and,  if  sterilization  shall  be  so  ordered,  the  village 
shall  thereafter  permit  no  water  to  be  taken  for  any  purpose  from  any 
part  of  its  supply  or  distribution  system  until  such  water  has  been 
sterilized  in  a  satisfactory  manner. 

7.  If  it  shall  be  found  that  all  of  the  proposed  extensions  and  improve- 
ments to  the  said  water  supply  system  cannot  be  completely  constructed 
and  all  just  and  proper  expenses  thereto  be  paid  from  the  moneys  received 
from  the  said  bond  issue  of  $96,000,  the  village  of  Attica  shall  submit  to 
this  Commission,  for  its  approval,  a  plan  showing  which  of  the  said  exten- 
sions and  improvements  it  considers  most  expedient  to  omit.  No  part 
of  the  said  extensions  or  improvements  shall  be  omitted  unless  such  plan 
shall  be  approved  by  this  Commission. 

8.  After  these  works  have  been  constructed,  they  shall  be  inspected  by 
and  be  subject  to  the  approval  of  this  Commission,  and  such  works  shall 
not  be  operated  until  permit  to  do  so  has  been  issued  by  this  Commission, 
as  provided  by  section  523  of  the  Conservation  Law. 

Wherefore,  the  Conservation  Commission  does  hereby  approve  the  said  appli- 
cation of  the  Village  of  Attica  as  thus  modified. 

In  witness  whereof,  the  Conservation  Commission  has  caused  this 
determination  and  approval  to  be  signed  by  the  Commissioner 
[l.  8.]  and  has  caused  its  official  seal  to  be  affixed  hereto  and  has  filed 
the  same  with  all  maps,  plans,  reports  and  other  papers  relating 
thereto  in  its  office  in  the  city  of  Albany  this  22Qd  day  of 
November,  1917.

On  October  26,  1917,  Arthur  Van  Hoesen,  President  of  the  Board  of  Trustees 
of  the  village  of  Ravena,  acting  on  behalf  and  in  the  name  of  the  said  village, 
made  application  to  the  Conservation  Commission  for  approval  of  its  aoquiai- 
tion  and  purchase  from  tlie  Hannacroix  Water  Company  of  the  existing  plant 
of  the  said  Hannacroix  Water  Company  and  of  its  financial  and  engineering 
plans  for  the  purchase  of  such  water  supply  system. 

After  due  notice  published  in  the  Albany  Evening  Journal  and  in  the 
Ravena  News-Herald,  a  public  hearing  was  held  on  this  application  in  the 
Ravena  Hose  House  in  the  vilkge  of  Ravena  on  November  17,  1917,  at  10:00 
o'clock  in  the  forenoon.  At  this  hearing  the  Commission  considered  the  peti- 
tion, maps  and  plans  submitted,  examined  witnesses  and  heard  arguments 
for  the  project,  as  shown  by  the  minutes.  The  petitioner  was  represented  by 
Messrs.  Curtis  &  Warren.  The  Hannacroix  Water  Company  was  represented 
by  Dr.  R.  B.  Lamb,  Treasurer  of  said  company.  No  objections  were  filed  and 
no  one  appeared  in  opposition. 

On  November  7,  1917,  the  Commission  caused  the  water  supply  syston  of 
the  Hannacroix  Water  Company  to  be  inspected  by  one  of  its  engineers. 

The  village  of  Ravena  proposes  to  purchase  the  entire  waterworks  system 
of  the  Hannacroix  Water  Company,  including  all  reservoirs,  mains,  pipes, 
hydrants,  land,  buildings  and  water  rights  of  every  nature,  and  thereafter 
to  operate  the  said  system  through  its  duly  accredited  officials. 

The  present  source  of  supply  is  surface  water,  diverted  from  Hannacroix 
creek  at  Dean's  Mills.  The  system  includes  a  storage  reservoir,  known  as 
the  Alcove  reservoir,  on  Elder  creek,  at  a  point  about  two  miles  above  the 
hamlet  of  Alcove;  a  dam,  intake  and  sterilization  plant  at  Dean's  (Mills;  a 
supply  main  leading  from  the  Dean's  Mills  intake  to  the  distribution  system 
in  the  village;  a  high  service  reservoir  located  on  the  hillside  southeast  of 
the  village;  a  pumping  plant;  and  a  distribution  system  covering  tiie  village 
of  Ravena  and  the  Coeymans  Water  District. 
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The  Alooye  reservoir  covers  an  area  of  about  31  acres  and  has  a  capacity 
of  about  75  million  gaUons.  It  is  located  at  an  elevation  of  about  620  feet 
above  sea  leveL  The  reservoir  is  formed  by  an  earth  dam  with  separate 
spillway  channel,  which  is  partly  paved  with  stone  and  contains  two  cut-off 
walls.  The  stored  water  is  drawn  from  the  reservoir  and  discharged  into 
Elder  creek,  through  which  it  finds  its  way  into  Hannacroix  creek  and  flows 
down  to  the  above  mentioned  intake  at  Dean's  Mills. 

This  intake  consiste  of  a  masonry  dam,  5  feet  high  and  135  feet  long,  con- 
crete head  works  and  a  small  frame  building  which  houses  a  chlorinating 
plant.  The  dam  is  founded  on  rock  and  is  in  fairly  good  condition.  The 
intake  is  protected  by  steel  racks. 

The  chlorinating  plant  is  equipped  with  two  tanks  for  mixing  hypochlorite 
of  calcium  and  a  device  for  applying  the  sterilizing  solution  to  the  water. 
This  device  is  operated  by  a  current  wheel,  arranged  so  as  to  apply  the 
solution  in  proportion  to  rate  of  draft.  Bacteriological  analyses  indicate 
that  the  plant  is  very  effective,  except  in  times  of  freshets,  when  the  water 
of  Hannacroix  creek  beccxnes  very  roily  and  is  quite  highly  contaminated 
from  surface  pollution. 

The  supply  main  is  about  13,700  feet  long.  It  ccmsists  of  a  l^inch  cast- 
iron  pipe,  leading  from  the  intake  to  the  village  distribution  system,  and  a 
lO-inch  cast-iron  pipe,  laid  alongside  the  12-inch  from  a  point  about  5800 
feet  below  the  intake  to  the  village  distribution  system  and  connected  into 
the  12-inch  pipe  at  both  ends. 

The  high  service  reservoir  covers  an  area  of  about  two  acres  and  has  a 
capacity  of  3,000,000  gallons.  It  is  located  at  an  elevation  of  about  320  feet 
above  sea  level.  It  is  connected  with  the  supply  main  by  about  1400  feet 
of  8-inch  cast-iron  pipe.  Located  on  this  pipe  line  is  the  pumping  plant, 
which  consists  of  a  small  frame  building,  housing  a  12-horsepower  Olds  gaso- 
line engine,  and  a  Snow  direct-acting  pump,  having  a  rated  capacity  of  about 
800  gallons  per  minute. 

The  distribution  system  consists  of  about  47,000  feet  of  4-inch,  0-inch, 
8*inch  and  10-indi  cast-iron  pipe  and  71  fire  hydrants.  There  are  also  about 
1500  feet  of  pipe  under  4  inches  in  diameter.  The  system  covers  practically 
all  of  the  built-up  parts  of  the  village  of  Ravena  and  the  Coeymans  Water 
District. 

The  Hannacroix  Water  Ck)mpany  also  owns  a  site  for  an  additional  storage 
dam  on  Hannacroix  creek  at  Indian  Fields.  Considerable  additional  storage 
can  be  created  at  this  point  within  reasonable  limits  of  cost.  The  elevation 
of  the  creek  at  Indian  Falls  is  about  600  feet  above  sea  level. 

The  fire  protection  afforded  by  the  high  service  reservoir  with  the  present 
system  of  mains  and  hydrants  appears  to  be  reasonably  good.  When  tested 
on  November  7,  1917,  pressures  ranged  from  46  pounds  on  the  highest  hydrant 
in  the  system  to  120  pounds  on  the  lowest.  The  West  Shore  railroad  also 
maintains  a  separate  pumping  plant  on  the  westerly  shore  of  the  Hudson 
Biver.  This  plant  is  entirely  independent  of  the  waterworks  system  and  is 
maintained  by  the  railroad  company  for  emergency  use  only. 

After  due  study  of  the  petition  and  its  exhibits,  the  evidence  and  argu- 
ments given  at  the  hearing  and  the  report  of  t^  engineers  of  the  Commission 
on  this  application,  it  appears  that: 
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The  vilUigie  of  Ravena  is  a  munieipal  corporation,  incorporated  as  a  villa^ 
under  the  Village  Law  September  9,  1^14.  It  is  located  on  the  West  Shore 
railroad,  about  13  miles  south  of  the  city  of  Albany  and  in  the  town  of 
Coeymams,  Albany  county.  The  population  was  1700  according  to  the  1915 
census,  and  is  now  estimated  at  about  1800.  The  assessed  valuation  of  the 
village,  as  shown  by  the  last  assessment  roll,  was  $620,865.  The  outstanding 
indebtedness  is  $50,600,  none  of  which  was  issued  for  water  supply  purposes. 

The  Hannacroiz  Water  Company  is  a  domestic  corporation,  created  about 
1896  for  the  purpose  of  supplying  water  to  the  then  unincorporated  villages 
of  Ravena  and  Ooeymaits.  Its  principal  office  is  in  the  village  of  Bavena. 
The  company  has  outstanding  bonds  to  the  amount  of  $59,000,  bearing  interest 
at  5%,  and  capital  stock  to  the  amoimt  of  $55,175,  on  which  dividends  aver- 
aging shout  7%  have  ordinarily  been  paid. 

From  about  1896  to  the  time  of  its  incorporation  in  1014,  the  village  of 
Eavena  existed  as  a  water  district,  formed  under  the  Town  Law.  At  about 
the  same  time  the  uninoorporated  village  of  Coeymans  was  also  oiganuDed 
as  a  separate  water  district.  This  district  is  still  in  existence,  its  affairs 
being  administered  by  the  Town  Board.  The  population  of  the  Goeymans 
Water  IHatrict  is  estimated  at  from  ^00  to  1000. 

The  village  authorities  believe  that,  by  the  purchase  and  operation  ol  this 
watervrotka  system,  a  considerable  saving  to  the  consumers  can  be  effected. 
It  is  also  stated  that  the  water  company  intends  to  raise  its  rates,  imlesB  the 
plant  is  taken  over  by  the  village. 

Aiter  considerable  discussion  the  water  company  agreed  to  sell  its  oomfilete 
plant  to  the  village  for  $110,000.  This  price  has  been  tentatively  agreed  upon 
by  the  village  and  appears  to  be  satisfactory  to  all  concerned.  All  parts  of 
the  present  system  are  in  reasonably  good  state  of  repair,  considering  the 
length  of  time  the  system  has  been  in  use.  The  yield  of  the  Hannacroix  creek 
at  the  Dean's  Mills  intake,  with  the  75  million  gallons  of  storage  in  the 
Elder  creek  reservoir,  is  adequate  for  all  the  reasonable  needs  of  the  village. 
This  water  is  moderately  soft  and  of  fair  sanitary  quality  for  surface  water. 
It  is  not,  however,  suitable  for  human  consumption  without  treatment.  The 
present  sterilisation  plant  is  reasonably  efficient.  A  long  series  of  analyses, 
made  at  approximately  weekly  intervals,  indicates  that  the  treated  water  is 
equal  in  quality  to  the  water  usod  by  most  cities  and  villages  in  this  State, 
except  during  freshets,  when  the  water  becomes  very  roily  and  cannot  be  ade- 
quately treated  by  the  present  chlorinating  plant. 

During  short  periods  of  roilyness,  it  is  possible  to  shut  off  the  supply  from 
the  Dean's  Mills  intake  and  to  draw  the  entire  supply  for  the  village  from 
the  high  service  reservoir.  This  reservoir,  with  a  capacity  of  about  3,600,000 
gallons,  contains  approximately  PA  days'  supply.  In  the  appropriation  tot 
the  purchase  of  this  system  no  provision  has  been  made  for  the  installation  of 
additional  treatment  works.  With  careful  operation  of  the  present  system 
and  special  attention  to  the  chlorinating  plant,  it  should  be  possible  to 
deliver  a  reasonably  satisfactory  water  to  the  consumers. 

The  present  consumption  of  water  is  estimated  at  one  million  gallons  per 
day,  800,000  of  which  represent  domestic  consumption  and  700,000  the  quan- 
tity supplied  to  the  West  Shore  railroad.  The  population  of  the  village  is 
increasing  very  slowly  and  it  is  not  anticipated  that  any  material  increase  in 
consumption  will  occur  in  the  near  future. 
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The  village  of  Ravena  lias  a  complete  seweri^  syvbem,  the  effluent  from 
which  Ib  treated  in  an  Imhoff  tank.  No  new  sources  of  supply  are  oontem- 
plated  in  this  application  and  no  improrements  are  provided  for. 

A  valuation  of  the  system  was  made  by  Morrell  Vrooman,  Consulting  Engi- 
neer of  Gloversville^  K.  Y.  At  current  prices  the  value  of  the  system  was 
estimated  on  August  1,  1917,  to  be  $149|085<.58.  Based  on  normal  prices,  how- 
ever, this  value  would  be  reduced  to  about  $1 14,000b  This  value  includes  all 
lands,  water  rights  and  other  property  of  the  Hannacroix  Water  Company. 

The  gross  income  of  the  Hannacroix  Water  Company  during*  the  year  ending 
October  31,  1916,  was  $13,585.IK),  of  which  $6357.34  was  received  from  the 
West  Shore  Railroad  Company  and  $7,228.16  from  domestic  service,  including 
hydrant  rentals.  It  is  estimated  that  the  gross  operating  expenses,  after 
acquisition  by  the  village,  will  be  about  $3,600  per  annum.  This  would  leave 
a  net  ineome  of  about  $10,000,  or  9%  on  the  purchase  price  of  $110,000. 

At  a  regular  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  village  of  Ravena, 
held  June  4,  1917,  a  resolution  to  call  a  special  election,  to  vote  on  the  propo- 
sition to  purchase  the  plant  of  the  Hannacroix  Water  Company  and  to  issue 
bonds  for  the  payment  thereof,  was  adopted.  This  election  was  held  June  19, 
1917,  and  the  proposition  was  carried  by  a  majority  of  79,  there  being  83 
votes  in  the  affirmative  and  4  in  the  negative.  On  July  11,  1917,  the  Board 
of  Trustees  of  the  village  authorized  the  sale  of  bonds  to  the  amount  of 
$110,000,  and,  on  August  20,  1917,  these  bonds  were  sold  to  George  B.  Gib- 
bons &  Company  at  $100,701.  On  July  30,  1917,  the  Board  of  Trustees 
authorized  the  president  of  the  Board  to  make  application  to  the  State  Con- 
servation Commission  for  permission  to  purchase  the  plant  and  property  of 
the  Hannacroix  Water  Company  for  $110,000. 

Mr.  Morrell  Vrooman,  Consulting  Engineer  of  Gloversville,  K.  Y.,  was 
engaged  to  make  a  valuation  of  the  waterworks  system.  As  the  agreed  pur- 
chase price  for  the  system  is  $110,000  and  the  amount  realized  from  the  sale 
of  the  bonds  was  slightly  in  excess  of  $110,000,  the  appropriation  appears  to 
be  sufficient  for  the  purchase  of  this  plant. 

All  parts  of  the  system  appear  to  have  been  safely  constructed. 

No  lands,  other  than  the  lands  and  water  rights  of  the  Hannacroix  Water 
Company,  are  to  be  acquired. 

There  appears  to  be  no  alternative  source  of  supply,  except  the  Hudson 
River.  '  The  expense  of  filtering  water  from  this  source  and  pumping  it  to  the 
village  system  would  be  prohibitive. 

No  other  civil  division  of  the  State  would  be  affected  at  this  time  by  the 
transfer  of  this  waterworks  system  to  the  village,  but  the  growth  of  popula- 
tion in  this  locality  may  at  some  future  time  make  it  necessary  for  other 
communities  to  go  to  Hannacroix  creek  for  their  water  supply.  This  Commis- 
sion will,  therefore,  limit  the  amount  which  may  be  diverted  from  Hanna- 
croix creek  under  this  application  to  the  reasonable  needs  of  the  village  of 
Ravena  and  the  Coeymans  Water  District. 

The  legal  damages  which  may  be  caused  by  the  execution  of  the  plans  of 
the  petitioner  do  not  appear  to  be  such  as  to  require  any  special  consideration 
or  legislative  enactment  in  order  that  they  may  be  equitably  determined  and 
paid.  • 

In  c<msideration  of  the  above,  and  subject  to  the  modifications  hereinafter 
stated,  the  CommiBsion  therefore  finds  and  determines: 
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Firat.    That  tlie  plans  proposed  ar«  justified  by  public  necessity. 

Second,  That  said  plans  provide  for  the  proper  and  safe  construction  of 
all  work  connected  therewith. 

Third.  That  the  said  plans  provide  for  the  proper  protection  of  the  supply 
and  the  watershed  from  contamination  and  that  filtration  is  at  the  present 
time  unnecessary. 

Fourth,  That  the  said  plans  are  just  and  equitable  to  the  other  munici- 
palities and  civil  .divisions  of  the  State  affected  thereby  and  to  the  inhabitants 
thereof,  particular  consideration  being  given  to  their  present  and  future  neces- 
sities for  sources  of  water  supply. 

Fifth.  That  the  said  plans  make  fair  and  equitable  provisions  for  the 
determination  and  payment  of  any  and  all  legal  damages  to  persons  and 
property,  both  direct  and  indirect,  which  will  result  from  the  execution  of 
said  plans  or  the  acquiring  of  said  lands. 

Provided,  however,  that  the  said  application,  maps  and  plans,  as  sub- 
mitted, shall  be  modified,  and  the  Commission  does  hereby  determine  that 
they  be  modified,  and  that  the  work  done  thereimder  be  subject  to  the 
following  conditions: 

1.  The  quantity  of  water,  which  may  be  diverted  from  Hannacroix 
creek,  or  its  tributaries,  under  this  decision,  shall  not  exceed  the  reason- 
able needs  of  the  commimity  served,  as  determined  by  the  Conservation 
Commission,  and  in  no  case  shall  such  diversion  exceed  two  million 
gallons  in  any  one  day  without  the  further  approval  of  the  Conservation 
Commission. 

2.  Nothing  in  this  decision  shall  prevent  the  Conservation  Commission 
from  authorizing  any  other  community  to  take  an  equitable  quantity  of 
water  from  Hannacroix  creek  or  its  tributaries,  providing  that  such 
taking  by  another  commimity  shall  not  deprive  the  village  of  Ravena 
and  such  other  communities  as  may  be  legally  supplied  with  water  by 
the  said  village  of  Ravena  of  a  sufficient  quantity  of  water  for  their 
reasonable  needs,  as  determined  by  the  Conservation  Commission. 

3.  The  village  of  Ravena  shall  procure  the  enactment  by  the  State 
Department  of  Health  of  rules  and  regulations  for  the  sanitary  protec- 
tion of  all  watersheds  used  by  the  said  village,  shall  put  these  waterdieds 
in  proper  sanitary  condition  and  thereafter  shall  diligently  enforce  the 
provisions  of  these  rules  and  regulations. 

4.  Both  the  high  service  and  the  storage  reservoirs  shall  be  properly 
fenced  in  such  manner  as  to  exclude  domestic  animals  from  the  diores 
of  the  said  reservoirs. 

5.  After  these  works  have  been  acquired  by  the  village  of  Ravena,  and 
after  reasonable  time  has  been  allowed  for  compliance  with  the  require- 
ments of  this  decision,  the  Commission  will  cause  the  works  to  be 
inspected  by  its  engineers,  and,  if  the  requirements  of  this  decision  have 
been  complied  with,  a  permit  to  operate  will  be  issued  to  the  viUage  of 
Ravena,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  ^f  section  523  of  the  Conaer^ 
vation  Law. 

Wherefore,  the  Conservation  Commission  does  hereby  approve  of  the  said 
application  of  the  Village  of  Ravena,  as  thus  modified. 
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Iir  'WTTNEBS  WHEBBOF,  the  Conservation  Commission  has  caused 
this  determination  and  approval  to  be  signed  by  the  Deputy  Com- 
missioner and  has  caused  its  official  seal  to  be  affixed  hereto  and 
fu  0.]  has  filed  the  same  with  all  maps,  plans,  reports  and  other  papers 
relating  thereto  in  its  office  in  the  city  of  Albany  this  14th  day 
of  December,  1917.

GENERAL  STATEMENT 

The  data  included  in  this  report  cover  the  water  year  ending 
September  30,  1917.  The  records  published  are  from  55  stations 
that  were  maintained,  some  for  the  entire  twelve  months,  others 
for  shorter  periods. 

Climatic  conditions  were  unusual.  The  records  show  no  real 
low  water  flows  and  no  damaging  flood  conditions.  It  was  only 
for  a  brief  period  in  August  and  September  that  the  water  was 
low  enough  to  canse  inconvenience  to  the  hydro-electric  plants. 
The  rains  that  usually  come  in  March  and  April  were  entirely 
lacking.  The  United  States  weather  bureau  records  show  that 
the  precipitation  for  these  months  was  the  lowest  on  record  for 
this  season  of  the  year. 

The  ice,  which  at  many  stations  formed  about  the  middle  of 
December  and  remained  during  the  entire  winter,  gradually 
melted  and  disappeared  from  the  effect  of  the  sunshine  and  higher 
temperatures  that  came  with  the  longer  days.  These  conditions 
are  much  more  favorable  to  good  records  of  stream  flow  than  are 
those  of  the  usual  winters  when  frequent  break-ups  occur.  With 
our  better  knowledge  of  handling  these  winter  conditions,  we  were 
able  to  maintain  a  greater  number  of  stations  with  less  expense 
and  to  obtain  better  records. 

During  the  year  44^  discharge  measurements  were  made,  430 
being  at  r^ular  stations.  The  number  of  month  records  was 
increased  by  15  per  cent  and  the  cost  per  month's  record  decreased 
two  per  cent,  notwithstanding  the  marked  increase  in  the  cost  of 
labor,  material,  transportation  and  supplies. 
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Three  water-stage  recorders  were  installed  during  the  year, 
bringing  the  total  number  of  these  stations  up  to  19.  Such 
equipment  will  eventually  be  installed  at  each  base  station  and 
at  such  other  stations  as  require  it. 

With  but  two  exceptions — west  branch  of  Ausable  river  near 
Newman  and  west  branch  of  Onondaga  creek  near  South  Onon- 
daga—  all  of  the  discharge  measurement  stations  have  been 
rated.  Several  stations  were  discontinued  because  of  excessive 
cost  of  up-keep  due  to  shifting  channel  conditions.  On  some 
streams  it  was  found  to  be  practical  to  relocate  the  station  and 
thus  to  continue  the  record  at  practically  the  same  point  as  far 
as  drainage  area  was  concerned.

DEFINITION    OF   TERMS 

The  volume  of  water  flowing  in  a  stream  —  the  "  run-oflT "  or  "  di8chai:ge  " 
—  is  expressed  in  various  terms,  each  of  which  has  become  associated  with  a 
certain  class  of  work.  These  terms  may  be  divided  into  two  groups  — 
(1)  those  that  represent  a  rate  of  flow,  as  second-feet,  gallons  per  minute, 
miner's  inches,  and  discharge  in  second-feet  per  square  mile,  and  (2)  those

that  repreflent  the  actual  quantity  of  water,  as  run-off  in  depth  of  inches, 
acre-feet,  and  millions  of  cubic  feet.  The  principal  terms  used  in  this  series 
of  reports  are  seeond-feet,  second-feet  per  square  mile,  run-off  in  inches,  acre- 
feet^  and  millions  of  cubic  feet.    They  may  be  defined  as  follows: 

"Second-feet"  is  an  abbreviation  for  "cubic  feet  per  second."  A  second- 
foot  is  the  rate  of  discharge  of  water  flowing  in  a  channel  of  rectangular 
cross  section  1  foot  wide  and  1  foot  deep  at  an  average  velocity  of  1  foot  per 
seccmd.  It  is  generally  used  as  a  fundamental  unit  from  which  others  are 
computed  by  the  use  of  the  factors  given  in  the  tables  of  convenient  equivalents. 

"  Second-feet  per  square  mile  "  is  the  average  number  of  cubic  feet  of  water 
flowing  per  second  from  each  square  mile  of  area  drained,  on  the  assumption 
that  the  run-off  is  distributed  uniformly  both  as  regards  time  and  area. 

"Bim-off  (depth  in  inches)"  is  the  depth  to  which  an  area  would  be 
covered  if  all  the  water  'flowing  from  it  in  a  given  period  were  uniformly 
distributed  on  the  surface.  It  is  used  for  comparing  run-off  with  rainfall, 
which  is  usually  expressed  in  depth  of  inches. 

An  "«cre-foot,"  equivalent  to  43,560  cubic  feet,  is  the  quantity  required 
to  cover  an  acre  to  the  depth  of  1  foot.  The  term  is  commonly  used  in 
connection  with  storage  for  irrigation. 

"Millions  of  cubic  feef  is  applied  to  quantities  of  water  stored  in  reser- 
voirs, most  frequaitly  in  connection  with  studies  of  flood  control. 

The  following  terms  not  in  common  use  are  here  deflned : 

" Stage^scharge  relation,"  an  abbreviation  for  the  term  "relation  of  gage 
height  to  discharge." 

"  Control,"  a  term  used  to  designate  the  section  or  sections  of  the  stream 
below  the  gage  which  determines  the  stage-discharge  relation  at  the  gage. 
It  should  be  noted  that  the  control  may  not  be  the  same  section  or  sections 
at  all  stages. 

TTie  "  point  of  zero  flow "  for  a  gaging  station  is  that  point  on  the  gage  — 
the  gage  height  —  to  which  the  surface  of  the  river  would  fall  if  there  were 
no  flow.

EXPLANATION  OF  DATA 

■ 

The  data  presented  in  this  report  cover  the  year  beginning  October  1^  1916, 
and  ending  (September  30^  1917.  At  the  first  of  January  in  most  parts  of 
the  United  iStates  much  of  the  precipitation  in  the  preceding  three  months  is 
stored  as  groimd  water,  in  the  form  of  snow,  or  in  ponds,  lakes,  and  swamps, 
and  this  stored  water  passes  off  in  the  streams  during  the  spring  break-up;  at 
the  end  of  September,  on  the  other  hand,  the  only  stored  water  available  for 
run-off  is  possibly  a  small  quantity  in  the  ground;  therefore  the  run-off  for  a 
year  b^inning  October  1,  is  practically  all  derived  from  precipitation  in 
that  year. 

The  base  data  collected  at  gaging  stations  consist  of  records  of  stage, 
measurements  of  discharge,  and  general  information  used  to  supplement  the 
gage  heights  and  discharge  measurements  in  detannining  the  daily  flow. 
The  records  of  stage  are  obtained  either  from  direct  readings  on  a  staff 
gage  or  from  a  water-stage  recorder  that  gives  a  continuous  record  of  the 
fluctuations.  Measurements  of  discharge  are  made  with  a  current  meter  by 
the  general  methods  outlined  in  standard  text-books  on  the  measuremeut  of 
river  discharge. 

From  the  discharge  measurements  rating  tables  are  prepared  that  give 
the  discharge  for  any  stage,  and  these  rating  tables,  when  applied  to  the 
gage  heights,  give  the  daily  discharge  from  which  the  monthly  and  yearly 
mean  discharge  is  determined. 

The  data  presented  for  each  gaging  station  in  the  area  covered  by  this 
report  comprises  a  description  of  the  station,  a  table  giving  reenlts  of  dis- 
charge measurements,  a  table  showing  the  daily  discharge  of  the  stream,  and 
iTtable  of  monthly  and  yearly  discharge  and  run-off.- 
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If  the  base  data  are  insufficient  to  determine  the  daily  discharge,  tables 
giving  daily  gage  heights  and  results  of  discharge  measurements  are  published. 

The  description  of  the  'station  gives,  in  addition  to  statements  regarding 
location  and  equipment,  information  in  regard  to  any  conditions  that  may 
affect  the  constancy  of  the  stage-discharge  relation,  covering  such  subjects  as 
the  occurrence  of  ice,  the  use  of  the  stream  for  log  driving,  shifting  of  channel, 
and  the  cause  and  effect  of  badc-water;  it  gives  also  information  as  to 
diversions  that  decrease  th«  flow  at  the  gage,  artificial  regulation,  maximum 
and  minimum  recorded  stages,  and  the  accuracy  of  the  records. 

The  table  of  daily  discharge  gives,  in  general,  the  discharge  in  second-feet 
corresponding  to  the  mean  of  the  gage  heights  read  each  day.  At  stations 
on  streams  subject  to  sudden  or  rapid  diurnal  fluctuation  the  discharge 
obtained  from  the  rating  table  and  the  mean  daily  gage  height  may  not  be 
the  true  mean  discharge  for  the  day.  If  such  stations  are  equipped  with 
water-stage  recorders  the  mean  daily  discharge  may  be  obtained  by  averaging 
the  discharge  at  regular  intervals  during  the  day  or  by  use  of  the  discharge 
integrator,  an  instrument  operating  on  the  principle  of  the  planimeter  and 
containing  as  an  essential  element  the  rating  curve  of  the  station. 

In  the  table  of  monthly  discharge  the  column  headed  "  Maximum  "  gives  the 
mean  flow  for  the  day  when  the  mean  gage  height  was  highest.  As  the 
gage  height  is  the  mean  for  the'  day,  it  does  not  indicate  correctly  the  stage 
when  the  water  surface  was  at  crest  height  and  the  corresponding  discharge 
was  consequently  larger  than  given  in  the  maximum  column.  Likewise,  in 
the  column  headed  "  Minimum  "  the  quantity  given  is  the  mean  flow  for  the 
day  when  the  mean  gage  height  was  lowest.  The  colimm  headed  '*  mean  "  is 
the  average  flow  in  cubic  feet  for  each  second  during  the  month.  On  this 
average  flow  computations  recorded  in  the  remaining  colunms,  which  are 
defined  on  page  6,  are  based. 

ACX]IUBACY  OF  FIELD  DATA  AND  COMPUTED  RESULTS 

The  accuracy  of  stream-flow  data  depends  primarily  (1)  on  the  perma- 
nency of  the  stage-discharge  relation  and  (2)  on  the  accuracy  observation 
of  stage,  measurements  of  flow,  and  interpretatien  of  records. 

A  paragraph  in  the  description  of  the  station  or  footnotes  added  to  the 
tables  gives  information  regarding  the  ( 1 )  permanence  of  the  stage-discharge 
relation,  (2)  precision  with  which  the  discharge  rating  curve  is  deflned,  (3) 
refinement  of  gage  readings,  (4)  frequency  of  gage  readings,  and  (5)  methods 
of  applying  daily  gage  heights  to  the  rating  table  to  obtain  the  daily 
discharge.^ 

For  the  rating  tables  "  well  defined  "  indicates,  in  general,  that  the  rating 
is  probably  accurate  within  5  per  cent;  *' fairly  well  defined,*'  within  10 
per  cent;  "poorly  defined),"  within  16  to  25  per  cent.  These  notes  are  very 
general  and  are  based  on  the  plotting  of  the  individual  measurements  with 
reference  to  the  mean  rating  curve. 

The  monthly  means  for  any  station  may  represent  with  high  accuracy  the 
quantity  of  water  flowing  past  the  gage,  but  the  figures  showing  discharge 
per  square  mile  and  depth  of  run-off  in  inches  may  be  subject  to  gross  errors

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caused  by  the  inclusion  of  Urge  non-contributing  districts  in  the  measared 
drainage  area,  by  lack  of  information  concerning  water  diverted  for  any 
use,  or  by  inability  to  interpret  the  effect  of  artifical  regulation  of  the  flow 
of  the  river  above  the  station.  "  Second-feet  per  square  mile  "  and  "  run-off 
(depth  in  inches)"  are  therefore  not  ccxnputed  if  such  errors  appear 
probable. 

The  table  of  monthly  discharge  gives  only  a  general  idea  of  the  flow  at 
the  station  and  should  not  be  used  for  other  than  preliminary  estimates;  the 
tables  of  daily  discharge  allow  more  detailed  studies  of  the  variation  in  flow. 
It  should  be  borne  in  mind,  however,  that  the  observations  in  each  succeeding 
year  may  be  expected  to  throw  new  light  on  data  previously  published.

Channel  and  control. —  Solid  ledge  overlain  with  coarse  gravel;  probably 
permanent. 

Extremes  of  discharge. —  Maximum  stage  during  year  from  water  stage 
recorder,  9.87  feet  at  11  a.  m.  June  12  (discharge,  13,500  second-feet) ; 
minimum  stage  from  water  stage  recorder,  1.62  feet  from  10  a.  h.  to  10  p.  m. 
October  13   (discharge,  109  second-feet). 

Ice. —  Stage-discharge  relation  probably  somewhat  affected  by  ice. 

Regulation. —  Large  diurnal  fluctuation  due  to  logging  operations  during 
the  spring  months.    Seasonal  distribution  of  flow  slightly  affected  by  storage. 

Accuracy. —  Stage-discharge  relation  practically  permanent;  affected  by  ioe 
fr(Hn  December  to  March  and  by  logs  during  the  latter  part  of  June.  Rating 
curve  fairly  well  defined  between  75  and  600  second-feet  and  well  defined 
between  600  and  6,000  second-feet.  Operation  of  water  stage  recorder 
satisfactory.  Daily  discharge  ascertained  by  applying  mean  daily  gage 
height  te  rating  table  except  when  fluctuation  required  mean  of  hourly 
discharge.    Resulte  good. 

Cooperation. —  Station  established  and  maintained  by  the  United  States 
Greological  Survey  in  cooperation  with  the  Conservation  Ck)nunis8ion.

This 
storage  capacity  of  about  4.7  billion  cubic  feet  provides  for  a  discharge  of 
approximately  600  second-feet  for  a  period  of  90  days.

Inclined  staif  gage  at  foot  of  an  old  bridge 
abutment  about  100  feet  above  Vischer  Ferry,  read  June  24  to  Decenri)er  16, 

1913,  and  May  24  to  June  2,  1914;  staff  gage  in  masonry  of  outer  lode  wall, 
just  above  upper  gates,  read  March  30  to  May  23,  1014,  and  March  30  to 
August  17,  191 6w  Datum  of  staff  gage  12.1  feet  lower  than  that  of  recordser. 
Ourley  water-stage  recorder  in  the  northerly  (out  stream)  comer  of  the 
basin, —  used  December  17,  1913,  to  March  29,  1914,  and  May  24,  1914,  to 
February  23,  1916.  This  gage  was  destroyed  by  ice  April  2,  1916,  and  the 
record  from  February  24  to  April  2  was  lost  with  it.  Water  stage  recorder 
inspected  and  staff  gage  read  by  lock  tenders. 

Discharge  measurements, —  Made  by  wading  below  the  dam  at  low  water 
daring  1913-14.  During  the  spring  of  1916  the  Crescent  dam  (next  down- 
stream) was  closed,  making  further  measurements  impossible.  No  provision 
for  measurements  at  meditun  and  high  stages. 

Channel  and  control. —  The  control  in  the  crest  of  the  spillway. 

Ewtremes  of  discharge. —  Maximum  stage  during  year,  from  water  stage 
recorder,  4.07  feet  at  9  a.  m.,  June  12  (discharge,  61,600  second-feet) ;  mini- 
mum stage,  from  water  stage  recorder,  0.32  foot  at  9  a.  m.,  September  20 
(discharge  800  second-feet). 

1913-1917:     Maximum  stage  recorded,  7.6  feet  just  before  noon,  March  2%, 

1914,  determined  by  leveling  from  flood  marks  (discharge  estimated  by  New 
York  State  Engineer  about  140,000  seoond-feet  This  stage  lasted  but  a  few 
moments  and  was  caused  by  the  breaking  of  an  ioe  jam  near  Schenectady. 
Minimum  stage  from  water-stage  recorder,  0.18  foot  from  4  a.  ic.  to  6  A.  ic., 
and  4  p.  M.  to  6  p.  M.,  October  31,  1914  (discharge  about  290  second-feet). 

Diversions. —  Water  was  diverted  into  Erie  canal  at  temporary  look  in 
north  end  of  dam  prior  to  December,  1914.  Measurements  of  this  diversion 
were  made  at  bridge  48,  about  a  mile  downstream,  but  no  allowance  for  the 
diversion  was  made  in  computing  the  flow. 

Barge  canal  lock  Na  7,  at  the  south  end  of  dam,  was  put  in  operation  May 
15,  1916.  The  following  tables  discharge  include  the  flow  over  the  spillway 
through  the  lock  and  water  wheels. 

Accuracy. —  Stage-discharge  relation  practically  permanent.  Probably  not 
affected  by  ice.  Rating  curve  fairly  well  defined  by  discharge  measurements 
between  360  and  2^00  second-feet.  Above  2,600  second-feet,  based  on  theo- 
retic coefficients.  Gage  in  lock  read  to  tenths  twice  daily,  January  29  to 
March  23.  Operation  of  water  stage  recorder  satisfactory  for  the  remainder 
of  year.  Daily  discharge  ascertained  from  staff  gage  record  by  applying 
mean  daily  gage  height  to  rating  table.  Daily  discharge  for  remainder  of 
year  detennined  by  use  of  discharge  integrator.     BesuHs  fairly  good  for

Accuracy. —  Stage-discharge  relation  permanent.  Rating  curve  used  is  the 
Francis  formula.  Corrections  are  made  for  velocity  of  approach  for  the 
high  stages.    Oage  read  to  hundredths  once  daily.    Results,  good.

Channel  and  control. —  Rough  and  full  of  boulders;  permanent. 

Extremes  and  discharge. —  Maximum  stage  recorded  during  year,  9.8  feet  at 
4  p.  M.,  June  12;  discharge,  5,240  second-feet.  Minimum  stage  recorded, 
3.02  feet  at  4  p.  M.,  August  5;  discharge,  28  second-feet. 

1911-1917:  Maximum  stage,  about  12.5  feet  during  night  of  March  28, 
1913;  determined  by  leveling  from  flood  mark;  discharge,  aboiit  10,000 
second  feet.  Minimum  stage  recorded,  3.0  feet  at  8  A.  M.,  September  29,  and 
November  8,  1913,  and  October  8,  1914;  discharge,  27  second-feet. 

Ice. —  Stage-discharge  relation  affected  by  ice. 
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Regulatum  and  diversion. —  The  State  dam  at  Forestport,  about  8  miles 
up-stream,  provides  a  reservoir  with  a  capacity  of  about  2,000,000,000  cubic 
feet.  Water  is  diverted  from  this  reservoir  during  the  navigation  season 
through  the  Forestport  feeder  flowing  west  to  a  basin  in  Boonville.  The 
Black  River  canal  flows  north  from  this  basin  entering  the  Black  river  at 
the  foot  of  Lyons  Falls.  A  spillway  from  the  basin  overflows  into  Mill  creek, 
a  tributary  to  Black  river.  Water  flowing  through  these  two  canals  returns 
to  the  river  below  the  gaging  station,  thus  passing  around  it.  The  Black 
River  canal  also  flows  south  from  Boonville,  passing  out  of  the  Black  river 
drainage  and  entering  the  summit  level  of  the  Erie  canal  (or  Barge  canal) 
at  Rome. 

Occasional  discharge  measurements  have  been  made  at  three  points  to 
indicate  the  distribution  of  the  diverted  water.  The  water  entering  Boon- 
ville through  the  Forestport  feeder  has  been  measured  at  the  highway  bridge 
about  1  mile  northeast  of  Boonville.  During  October,  1915,  two  water- 
stage  recorders  were  installed  on  this  canal  to  obtain  a  continuous  record 
flow.  This  is  published  as  a  separate  station  "  Forestport  Feeder  near 
Boonville,  N.  Y."  The  water  flowing  north  from  the  basin  through  the  Black 
River  canal  has  been  measured  at  the  highway  bridge  just  below  the  lock 
into  this  canal  near  the  railroad  station.  The  water  flowing  south  from 
the  baain  has  been  measured  at  a  private  farm  bridge  about  1  mile  southeast 
of  Boonville.  During  September,  1915,  two  water-stage  recorders  were 
installed  on  this  canal  to  obtain  a  continuous  record  of  the  flow.  This  is 
published  as  a  separate  station  "  Black  River  Canal,  flowing  south,  near 
Boonville,  N.  Y." 

Accuracy. —  Stage-discharge  relation  practically  permanent.  Affected  by 
ice  during  a  large  portion  of  the  period  December  to  iMarch,  inclusive. 
Rating  curve  well  defined  between  35  and  2,800  second-feet  and  fairly  well 
defined  between  2,800  and  4,500  second-feet.  Gage  read  t»  hundredths  daily. 
Daily  discharge  ascertained  by  applying  mean  daily  gage  heights  to  rating 
table.  Results  good,  except  for  periods  when  the  stage  discharge  relation 
was  affected  by  ice  when  they  were  fairly  good. 

Co-operation, —  Station  established  and  maintained  by  the  United  States

Extremes  of  discharge. —  Maximum  stage  recorded  during  period  of  record, 
13.4  feet  froon  6  P.  M.,  April  4,  to  7  A.  u.,  April  5;  discharge,  10,300  second- 
ieet  Minimum  stage  recorded,  1.05  feet  at  2:45  P.  M.,  Sunday,  June  20,  dur- 
ing a  current-meter  measurement;  discharge,  about  16  second- feet. 

Ice. —  Stage-discharge  relation  probably  not  affected  by  ice.

Location.-^  Slope  station  at  the  lower  end  of  feeder,  above  the  point  where 
it  enters  the  basin  at  Boonville.  A  spillway  takes  water  from  the  feeder 
just  below  gage  No.  2,  discharging  into  Mill  creek  and  entering  Black  river 
below  the  Boonville  gaging  station.  Other  spillways  above  Hawkinsville 
discharge  into  Black  river  above  the  gaging  station.  There  are  no  spillways 
between  gage  No.  1  and  gage  No.  2.    The  sum  of  this  record  and  the  record

Records  availahle, —  Occasional  current-meter  measurements,  1900  and  1905 
to  1915.  Continuous  record  October  30,  1915,  to  September  30,  1917. 

Gages, —  Two  Gurley  seven-day  watei^stage  recorders  with  natural  scale 
for  gage  heights.  The  float  wells  are  1%  by  2  feet,  inside  dimensions,  the 
bottoms  of  which  are  about  1%  feet  below  the  normal  elevation  of  water 
surface  in  the  canal.     They  are  about  2.53  miles  apart. 

Gage  No.  1  is  located  at  the  diown-stream  end  of  the  left  abutment  of  the 
steel  highway  bridge  in  the  village  of  Hawkinsville,  inspected  by  Mrs.  Anna 
Zwahlen. 

Gage  No.  2  is  located  on  the  left  bank  just  below  a  farm  bridge,  about  1 
mile  above  the  basin  at  Boonville,  inspected  by  Charles  Nugent. 

These  gages  and  the  two  gages  in  the  Black  River  canal,  flowing  south, 
near  Boonville,  are  all  set  at  the  same  datum. 

Discharge  measurements. —  Made  from  the  steel  highway  bridge  at  gage 
No.  1  in  Hawkinsville. 

Determination  of  dischwrge, —  Daily  discharge  determined  by  use  of  Chezy 
formula.  The  coefficient  is  computed  from  each  current  meter  measurement 
and  plotted  on  a  curve  showing  the  variation  of  "C"  through  the  season. 
A  smooth  curve  is  then  drawn  through  the  plotted  points  and  coefficient  for 
each  day  is  taken  off.  The  other  factors  in  Chezy  formula  are  obtained  from 
gage  height  records. 

Regulation, —  Flow  in  the  feeder  is  regulated  at  the  outlet  of  Fqrestport 
reservoir. 

Ice, —  No  flow  in  the  canal  during  frozen  season. 

Accuracy. —  The  values  of  the  coefficient  in  Chezy  formula  determined  from 
current  meter  measurements  are  consistent.  Daily  discharge  ascertained  as 
indicated  in  paragraph  on  determination  of  discharge.  Results  good,  except 
for  days  when  the  discharge  varies  widely  from  the  mean,  when  the  results 
are  fair. 

Co-operation, —  Station  established  and  maintained  by  the  United  States 
Geological  Survey  in  co-operation  with  the  Conservation  Commission.

—  In  the  village  of  Moose  River,  Lewis  county,  about  3  miles 
down-stream  from  McKeever,  5  miles  below  the  mouth  of  South  Branch  of 
Moose  river  and  nearly  20  miles  above  the  jimetion  of  Black  and  Moose 
rivers  at  Lyons  Falls. 

Drainage  area, —  370  square  miles.  {Measured  on  U.  S.  Q.  S.  topographic 
maps.) 

Records  wvaildble. —  June  5,  1900,  to  September  30,  1917. 

Gage, —  Staff  in  two  sections,  on  the  left  bank  a  short  distance  above  the 
cable;  read  by  Mrs.  Martha  Hannan  and  H.  W.  Hoch.  The  gage  datum  was 
lowered  0.17  foot  on  February  28,  1903,  and  again  5.00  feet  on  January  1, 
1913. 

Discharge  measuremente, —  Made  from  a  cable  a  short  distance  below  the 

Channel  and  control, —  Cobblestones  and  boulders;  fairly  permanent.  Cur- 
rent smooth,  depth  comparatively  uniform.  Ice  and  logs  occasionally  jam 
above  the  station  on  a  small  island. 

Emtremea  of  discharge, —  Maximum  stage  recorded  during  year,  13.2  feet  at 
8  A.  M.,  June  12;  discharge,  about  7,460  second-feet.  Minimum  stage 
recorded,  6.05  feet  at  8  A.  M.,  August  5  and  6;  discharge,  58  second-feet. 

1900-1917:  Maximum  stage  recorded,  16.3  feet  during  the  afternoon  of 
March  27,  1913,  determined  by  leveling  from  flood  marks;  discharge,  about 
16,500  second-feet.

Ice, —  Stage-discharge  relation  affected  by  ice. 

Regulation, — A  timber  dam  at  McKeever,  3  miles  up-stream,  is  used  for 
power  and  for  the  regulation  of  flow  during  log  driving.  Seasonal  flow 
affected  by  operation  of  the  State  dam  at  Old  Forge.  This  regulation  is 
indicated  by  a  record  from  station  **  Middle  Branch  of  Moose  River  at  Old 
Forge." 

Accu/racy, —  Stage-discharge  relation  practically  permanent.  Affected  by 
ioe  for  a  large  portion  of  the  period  from  December  to  March,  inclusive. 
Rating  curve  fairly  well  defined  between  100  and  5,500  «econd-feet.  Gage  read 
to  half  tenths  imiae  daily.  Daily  discharge  ascertauiied  by  applying  mean 
^ily  gage  height  to  rating  table.  Results  fairly  good  except  for  periods  when 
the  discharge  is  low  or  the  stage-discharge  relation  is  affected  by  ice  and 
results  are  fair.

Oages. —  Elevation  of  water  surface  in  the  reservoir  is  determined  by  a 
staff  gage  in  two  sections,  on  the  west  comer  of  the  gage  house;  read  by 
James  Dunbar,  gate  tender.  The  mean  elevation  of  the  crest  of  the  spillway 
is  at  gage  height  16.06  feet. 

Prior  to  September  28,  1013,  elevation  of  water  surface  was  determined 
by  measuring  the  distance  from  the  water  surface  to  a  reference  point  set 
at  the  elevation  of  the  crest  of  the  spillway. 

Widths  of  sluice  gate  openings  determined  by  measuring  on  the  gate 
stems  the  distance  they  have  been  raised. 

Discharge  measurements. —  Current  meter  measurements  made  from  a  tem- 
porary foot  bridge  at  the  mouth  of  the  outlet  tunnel,  below  the  gates. 

Determination  of  discharge. —  Records  include  the  discharge  through  one 
or  more  of  four  4-foot  circular  sluice  gates,  when  opened,  the  discharge  over 
the  spillway  and  the  discharge  through  tlie  logis'ay  at  the  west  end  of  the 
spillway. 

The  sluice  gates  have  been  rated  by  current  meter  measurements  made  at 
different  lake  elevations  but  no  measurements  have  been  made  of  the  dis- 
charge over  the  spillway  or  through  the  logway.  Theoretic  coefficients, 
based  on  the  Cornell  Experiment*,*  have  been  used  to  compute  ratings  for 
the  spillway  and  logway. 

Regulation. —  At  ordinary  stages  the  discharge  of  Beaver  river  is  com- 
pletely regulated  by  the  operation  of  the  sluice  gates. 

Extremes  of  stage. —  Maximum  elevation  of  water  surface  in  reservoir 
recorded  during  year,  18.8  feet,  on  April  22;  minimum  stage  recorded,  4.5 
feet  on  October  10. 

1008-1017:  Maximum  elevation  of  water  surface  in  reservoir,  10.46  feet 
on  March  20,  1013;  minimum  stage,  2.0  feet  on  September  20  and  October  1, 
1013. 

Extremes  of  discharge. —  Maximum  daily  discharge  during  year,  1,060 
second-feet  on  April  23;  minimum  discharge,  zero,  during  periods  when 
gates  were  closed  and  there  was  no  flow  over  spillway. 

100^1017:     Maximum  discharge,  3,206  second-feet  on  May  2,  1011. 

Accuracy. —  Stage  discharge  relation  permanent.  Probably  not  affected 
by  ice.  Rating  curves  for  sluice  gates  well  defined.  Lake  gage  read  to  half 
tenths  once  daily.  The  accuracy  of  these  computations  depends  to  a  large 
extent  upon  care  to  which  the  gates  were  set  to  the  recorded  openings. 
Results  fairly  good.

Special  study. — ^A  portable  water-stage  recorder  "was  installed  at  thi«  sta- 
tion and  a  continuous  gage  height  record  obtained  July  11  to  September  30, 
1914,  which  showed  a  ocfntinual  small  fluctuation* in  stage.  It  was  shown 
that  monthly  mean  discharge  based  on  a  semi-daily  gage  heights  is  in  error 
as  follows:

20,  1914;  minimum  daily  discharge  recorded,  90  second-feet,  September  28, 
1914. 

Special  study, —  A  portable  water  stage  recorder  was  operated  at  the  cable 
for  a  short  period  in  July,  1914.  Mean  daily  discharge  computed  from  its 
record  compared  very  closely  with  mean  daily  discharge  based  on  power 
plant  ratings. 

Ice, —  The  crest  of  the  spillway  is  kept  free  from  ice  so  that  the  stage- 
discharge  relation  is  not  affected. 

Regulation, —  The  lakes  and  ponds  on  the  main  stream  and  tributaries 
above  the  station  comprise  a  water  surface  area  of  about  25.5  square  miles. 
The  actual  storage  afforded  by  these  reservoirs  has  been  largely  increased 
by  the  State  dam  at  Lower  Saranac  lake,  the  operation  of  which  affects  the 
distribution  of  flow  throughout  the  year. 

Accuracy. —  Discharge  measurements  made  during  the  year  Indicate  that 
the  ratings  of  spillway  and  turbines  have  not  changed.  Discharge  over  the 
spillway  ascertained  by  applying  to  the  rating  table  mean  gage  heights  for 
six-hour  periods.  Discharge  through  the  turbines  ascertained  by  applying 
to  their  ratings,  the  mean  K.  W.  output  and  head  for  twelve-hour  periods. 
Results  fairly  good. 

Co-operation, —  Gage  height  records  and  watt-meter  readings  furnished  by 
Plattsburg  Gas  &  Electric  Co.,  Herbert  A.  Stutchbury,  superintendent.  Sta- 
tion established  and  maintained  by  the  United  States  Geological  Survey  in 
co-operation  with  the  Conservation  Commission.

Report  of  the  New  York  Monuments  Commission 

for  the  Battlefield  of  Antietam 


To  the  Legislature: 

I  have  the  honor  to  transmit  herewith  report  on  Monument  to 
the  One  Hundred  and  Fourth  New  York  Regiment,  erected  on 
the  hattlefield  of  Antietam,  Maryland,  and  proceedings  of  dedica- 
tion thereof,  held  September  27,  1917.

New  York,  March  4,  1918. 

The  veterans  of  the  One  Hundred  and  Fourth  New  York 
Regimental  Association  were  granted  an  appropriation  by  the 
Legislature  of  1916,  for  the  purpose  of  enabling  them  to  erect  a 
memorial  to  their  regiment  on  the  battlefield  of  Antietam,  Mary- 
land. Early  in  their  deliberations  for  this  project  they  appointed 
a  committee  from  among  their  members  to  represent  them  and 
act  in  their  behalf,  in  co-operation  with  the  New  York  Monu- 
ments Commission,  for  transacting  the  business  incident  to  the 
construction  of  the  monument  and  selecting  an  appropriate  site 
for  it.  On  October  27,  1916,  this  conmiittee,  consisting  of  H.  W. 
Burlingame  of  Warsaw  (secretary),  John  A.  Smith  of  Rush,  and 
H.  D.  Mack  of  Rochester,  in  conference  with  the  members  of  this 
Commission,  and  Major  Jacob  Monath,  Superintendent  of  the 
Antietam  battlefield,  selected  a  site  for  their  memorial  on  Corn- 
field avenue.  This  spot  is  located  a  little  to  the  south  of  the 
Miller  House  and  not  far  from  the  Dunker  church.  Following 
correspondence  had  with  his  office,  this  site  was  formally  approved 
by  the  quartermaster-general  at  Washington,  as  was  also  the 
design  prepared  by  this  Commission  for  the  monument  and  the 
text  for  the  inscription  tablet. 

The  National  Granite  Company  of  Montpelier,  Vt.,  was 
awarded  the  contract  for  the  stone  work,  and  the  bronze  parts 
were  furnished  by  John  Williams,  Inc.,  of  New  York. 

The  cost  of  erecting  the  monument  was  $1,392.70,  which  left 
an  unexpended  balance  of  $107.30  of  the  $1,500  appropriated 
for  it  under  chapter  646  of  the  Laws  of  1916.  Under  chapter 
181  of  the  Laws  of  1917  the  sum  of  $1,000  was  appropriated 
for  dedicating  it,  of  which,  when  the  account  was  closed,  there 
was  an  unexpended  balance  of  $191.17. 
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In  design  the  monument  is  a  square  shaft  constructed  of  dark 
Barre  granite.  It  is  eleven  feet  five  inches  in  hei^t,  surmounted 
by  a  ball  twelve  inches  higL  Carved  on  the  side  is  a  disc  twelve 
inches  in  diameter,  representing  the  badge  of  the  First  Army 
Corps.  The  coat-of-arms  of  the  State  of  New  York  in  bronze 
appears  on  the  front,  over  the  bitm:ae  tablet,  which  bears  the 
following  inscription :

The  Dedication 

On  September  27,  1917,  ten  days  after  the  fifty-fifth  anniver- 
sary of  the  battle,  the  One  Hundred  and  Fourth  memorial  was 
dedicated.  The  exercises  therefor  were  conducted  under  the 
auspices  of  this  Commission,  aided  by  H.  W.  Burlingame,  who 
acted  as  presiding  officer  for  the  occasion.  In  addition  to  the 
veterans  of  the  regiment  and  their  friends,  the  members  of  the 
official  party  for  the  General  Doubleday  and  General  Robinson 
dedications  at  Gettysburg  were  also  present.  The  invocation  was 
pronounced  by  the  Rev.  O.  C.  Baker  of  Warsaw.  Mrs.  G.  H. 
Martin  of  Warsaw,  daughter  of  Mr.  Burlingame,  unveiled  the 
memorial.  Music  and  singing,  by  a  choir  of  young  ladies  from 
Sharpsburg,  enhanced  the  ceremonies  considerably. 

United  States  Senator  James  W.  Wadsworth  of  Geaieseo,  X.  T., 
delivered  the  dedication  address.  He  had  just  come  in  his  auto- 
mobile from  Washington,  traveling  a  great  part  of  the  way  along 
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the  route  of  Geoend  McOleHan's  army  in  pursuit  of  Gaieral  Lee's 
army,  when  they  first  sought  to  effect  conquest  north  of  the  Poto- 
mac. This  and  the  memorable  clash  at  Antietam  which  ensued 
S«iator  Wadsworth  took  as  text  for  his  discourse,  supplementing 
his  resume  of  the  battle  and  the  war  that  was,  with  timely  and 
spirited  remarks  on  the  war  that  is.  State  Senator  John  Knight 
of  Areade  also  spoke  interestingly  on  phases  of  the  battle  and  the 
Civil  War,  as  well  as  on  the  pres^it  embroilment  across  the  water. 
Both  speakers  paid  a  glowing  tribute  to  the  part  played  by  the 
regiment  whose  monumeat  was  being  dedicated  during  the  strife 
of  the  early  sixties  —  at  Antietam  as  well  as  the  other  thirty  odd 
battles  and  actions  in  which  it  was  engaged  —  from  Cedar  Moun- 
tain, in  August,  1862,  to  Appomattox,  in  April,  1865.  The  One 
Hundred  and  Fourth  was  recruited  to  a  large  extent  in  their  own 
counties  of  Wyoming  and  Genesee;  among  its  survivors  in  attend- 
ance and  their  sons,  as  well  as  the  sons  of  veterans  who  belougeil 
to  it  but  have  passed  away,  they  recognized  a  good  many  of  their 
neighbors  from  Western  Wew  York,  and  meeting  them  that  morn- 
ing such  a  distance  from  home,  in  one  of  the  most  historic  spots 
in  all  Maryland,  was  a  feature  of  the  occasion  of  which  they  said 
they  will  retain  pleasant  recollections  for  a  long  time  to  come.

Ladies  and  Gentlemen  and  Comrades  —  Comrades  of  the  One 
Hundred  and  Fourth  and  of  all  the  liegiraents  here  Present. — 
Welcome  all!  Colonel  Stegman,  the  chairman  of  the  Xew  York 
Monuments  Commission,  in  his  usual  genial  and  encouraging 
manner,  has  Just  introduced  me  to  you  as  the  chairman  presiding 
at  this  dedication  of  the  monument  to  my  regiment.  In  this 
capacity  it  will  be  my  pleasure  and  duty  to  introchice  a  good  many 
others  to  you  in  their  turn  before  these  ceremonies  are  concluded. 
Well,  my  own  first  introduction,  as  I  call  it,  on  this  battlefield  is 
one  that  I  have  a  very  lively  recollection  of  still,  though  it  dates 
as  far  back  as  September  16,  1862,  (exactly  fifty-five  years  and 
ten  days  ago.  That  time  I  had  not  yet  reached  my  nineteenth 
year.  The  night  before  the  battle  we  slept  in  the  woods  a  little 
distance  rouder  to  my  right,  after  getting  a  taste  of  what  was  in 
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store  for  us  the  following  day.  It  was  certainly  a  night  of  expec- 
tancy and  anxiety.  Only  for  that  mental  discomfort,  in  spite 
of  having  to  stretch  our  legs  on  the  bare  ground,  with  the  sky  for 
a  canopy  —  our  Enfields  beside  us  —  we  could  have  slept  well 
enough.  So  tired  were  we  after  the  long  and  hurried  tramp  from 
South  Mountain  that  if  it  were  not  for  the  big  impending  struggle 
we  well  knew  could  not  be  avoided  a  stone  for  a  pillow  could  not 
have  hardly  kept  us  from  snoring.  The  earliest  bird  around  here 
was  hardly  on  the  wing  when  we  were  roused  on  the  morning  of  the 
I7th.  No  time  then  for  anything  but  quick  movement  forward. 
Many  of  us,  and  I  was  one  of  them  myself,  did  not  even  have 
time  to  get  a  morsel  of  breakfast.  And  then  came  the  second 
and  bigger  introduction  that  I  experienced  on  this  field.  Not  far 
away  from  us  some  thousands  of  not  very  friendly  visitors  from 
Virginia,  clad  in  gray,  were  roused  just  as  early  as  ourselves,  if 
not  earlier.  Stonewall  Jackson  it  was  who  called  them.  It  was 
not  long  until  they  gave  us  a  clear  warning  of  their  proximity 
and  intentions.  Commanded  by  Major  Lewis  C.  Skinner,  our 
raiment,  the  One  Hundred  and  Fourth,  and  the  other  regiments 
of  General  Duryee's  Brigade,  the  Ninety-seventh  and  One  Hun- 
dred and  Fifth  New  York,  and  the  One  Hundred  and  Seventh 
Pennsylvania,  hastened  onward  at  the  word  of  command.  Our 
brigade  formed  the  right  of  the  division  —  General  Rickett's ;  the 
Second  Brigade,  Colonel  Christian's,  was  in  the  center,  and  GJen- 
eral  HartsuiFs,  the  Third,  was  on  the  left.  Along  with  us 
rumbled  two  batteries  of  artillery.  Approaching  this  cornfield 
we  got  a  warm  reception ;  nor  did  we  on  our  part  fail  to  recipro- 
cate just  as  warmly.  What  followed  is  told  in  the  story  of  this 
famed  arena,  the  cornfield.  By  noon  there  was  hardly  a  stalk 
standing  on  the  cornfield,  as  it  was  then;  nor  is  it  hardly  an 
exaggeration  to  say  that  before  night  almost  every  square  foot  of 
the  ground  all  around  us  was  literally  soaked  with  carnage. 

''Few,  few,  shall  part  where  many  meet, 
And  every  turf  beneath  their  feet 
Shall  be  a  soldier's  sepulchre," 

not  inaptly  describes  the  result  of  the  fierce  fighting  that  raged  for 
hours  and  hours  in  the  cornfield,  as  reinforcement  after  reinforce- 
ment continued  coming  to  the  rescue  on  either  side.    There  is  no 
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need  my  rehearsing,  long  or  short,  facts  or  figures  in  proof  of 
what  I  have  said.  It  was  the  deadly  struggle  staged  on  the  corn- 
field that  has  made  Antietam  stand  apart  by  itself  as  the  one-day 
battle  of  the  Civil  War  that  had  the  longest  and  the  saddest 
casualty  list. 

We  veterans  of  the  battle  —  and  I  am  delighted  beyond  measure 
to  see  so  many  of  my  comrades  now,  with  whom  I  stood  that  day 
in  the  cornfield,  participating  in  this  dedication  —  we  who  took 
part  in  that  terrible  conflict  and  who  witnessed  that  evening  or 
the  following  day  the  havoc  wrought  on'  this  arena  need  go  no 
farther  than  our  own  memories  for  evidence  that  Antietam  was  an 
exceptionally  intense  engagement.  That  it  was  a  drawn  battle 
was  certainly  not  the  fault  of  the  actual  combatants  on  either  side. 
The  Blue  and  the  Gray  never  carried  their  daring  and  their 
exertions  to  greater  extremes  than  when  they  met  here. 

The  invasion  —  the  first  invasion  of  the  North  —  was  frus- 
trated, and  General  Lee  led  his  troops  back  to  Virginia  hastily; 
but  it  cannot  be  denied  that  they  gave  a  good  account  of  them- 
selves before  they  turned  round  to  recross  the  Potomac.  That 
they  did  face  south  in  short  order  after  one  day  of  big  fighting 
furnishes  proof  that  the  boys  in  Blue  gave  them  a  reception  very 
difPerent  from  what  they  had  expected  and  calculated  on  when 
deciding  to  try  conclusions  with  the  Army  of  the  Potomac  in  its 
own  territory.  They  found  in  General  McClellan  once  more  a 
commander  of  different  calibre  and  caution  to  General  Pope, 
whom  they  had  a  short  time  previously  bafiled  and  worsted,  in  the 
second  Manassas  campaign. 

But  generalities  of  this  nature  appertaining  to  the  battle,  how- 
ever relevant,  are  less  to  the  point  to  me  personally  now  for  the 
purpose  of  this  celebration  than  some  other  matters  that  I  have 
in  mind  and  that  I  must  refer  to  briefly.  Of  the  arenas  of  ptrife 
that  make  up  the  story  of  Antietam  I  have  only  touched  on  the 
cornfield.  The  melees  in  the  woods  of  that  day  near  here  as  well 
as  at  the  Dunker  church  (where  we  made  our  rendezvous  a  little 
while  ago)  and  Bumside  bridge  were  almost  as  destructive  and 
strenuous.  Colonel  Stegman  fought  with  his  regiment  at  the 
Dimker  church  and  he  will  tell  you  something  of  the  opposition 
that  was  encountered  there. 
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To  my  own  eomraftes  of  the  One  Hundred  and  Fonrth  wbo  are 
wJth  me  bei-e  to-day,  I  eanaot  Itdp  saying  —  c<mgratiilatioB«  — 
congratulations  on  this  beautiful  monument  tfeit  is  to  stand  for 
the  gcfierations  to  come  as  a  memorial  to  our  regiment  and  a 
reminder  that  we  were  among  those  who  fought  in  the  camfirfd. 
The  inscription  shows  that  our  casualties  totaled  eighty-two,  and 
of  these,  as  recorded  on  the  tablet,  eighteen  did  not  survive  their 
wounds.  It  is  twenty-nine  rears  ©nee  we  dedicated  the  raourt 
ment  to  our  regiment  at  Gretfvsbnrg;  KnA  compared  ^o  what  wc 
had  then  for  a  veteran  association  but  few  of  us  are  left. 
Altogether  at  this  dedication  tliere  are  only  twelve  of  us  —  twelve 
righteous  and  long-lived  warriors  we  are  justified  in  calling  oui^ 
selves.  There  are  more  of  us  yet  in  the  land  of  the  living  than 
this  nimiber,  but  this  is  all  that  were  able  to  come  to  Antietam. 
And  I  will  do  myself  the  honor  of  naming  them  for  you.  Besides 
myself  they  are:  Oliver  Velzy  of  Lewiston,  II.  D.  Mack  and 
Alonzo  IHeta  of  Roehestery  William  M.  deod  of  Hemlock,  H. 
Clark  of  Leroy,  Daniel  Clark  of  Canaseraga,  II.  J.  Whiting  of 
Silver  Springs,  R.  Dunning  of  Pike,  J.  A.  Smith  of  Rush,  J.  II. 
Scott  of  Mt.  Morris,  and  J.  Swartz  of  Dansville. 

At  Gettysburg  in  1888  we  had  Colonel  G.  G.  Prey,  who  com- 
manded our  regiment  in  that  battle,  and  Colonel  John  A.  Strang. 
Their  orations  appear  in  "  New  York  at  Gettysburg,^  published 
by  the  Xew  York  Monuments  Commission.  Colonel  Prey  has 
joined  the  majority',  and  Colonel  Strang,  who  resides  in  Califor- 
nia, was  prevented  by  distance  from  coming  here.  But  his  son, 
Arthur  Strang,  of  White  Plains,  is  here  to  represent  him.  So  is 
the  son  of  our  Gettysburg  commander,  W.  W.  Prey,  of  Arcade. 
Four  of  my  own  sons  are  also  present,  and  you  have  already  seen 
my  daughter,  Mrs.  G.  H.  Martin,  who  unveiled  the  monument. 

We  veterans  of  the  One  Hundred  and  Fourth  took  part,  with 
the  other  nine  organizations  of  the  First  Army  Corps  represented 
there,  in  the  General  Doubleday  and  Gfeneral  Robinson  dedications 
at  Gettysburg  last  Tuesday.  Our  regiment  belonged  to  General 
Robinson's  Division,  which  performed  such  valorous  and  valuable 
service  holding  back  the  Confederates  until  the  evening  reinforce- 
ments arrived.  Eut  very  few  of  the  Gettysburg  regiments  suffered 
more  severely  than  ours  —  19-i  out  of  330  nten  all  told.     Thanks 
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to  Colonel  Stegnum,  sl  large  muuber  of  the  people  atteadLog  the 
Gettj&bui:g  eveots  last  Tuesday  are  with  us  here  this  wnj\rw\inf^ 
We  haTe  State  officers  ajMl  uiambecs  of  the  Legi&lat^ire,  and  aiiioug 
these  latter  I  xruLSt  meatioa  specially  Senator  John  Xui^it  of 
Arcade^  to  whom,  as  well  as  to  Assemblyman  Bert  Gage,  our  asso- 
ciaticm  is  ever  so  much  indebted  for  gettmg  us  the  appropriations 
for  construetiug  oar  monument  and  dedicating  it.  Another 
engagement  that  he  oould  not  wdl  forego  prevented  Jli.  G«ge 
from  aocompanjing  as,  and  this  I  regret  exceedingly^  for  I  know 
that  he  woxdd  enjoy  taking  pai't  in  this  dedication. 

Besides  the  veterans  of  the  One  Hundred  and  Fourth  that  I 
have  already  named  we  have  also  veterans  of  other  Antietam  regi- 
ments present  hei«.  I  ha¥e  already  referi\ed  to  Gokniel  Stegman. 
I  could  not  refer  to  him  too  often  as  a  matter  of  thankfulness,  for 
he  and  his  colleagues  of  the  New  York  Monuments  Commission 
helped  us  cheerfully  in  the  work  of  putting  up  our  monument,  and 
the  success  of  this  dedication  is  also  in  a  large  measure  due  to 
the  preparations  they  had  caused  to  be  made  for  it.  Three  of 
Colonel  Stegman's  comrades  of  the  One  Hundred  and  Second  are 
with  him,  Rev.  Wm.  T,  Prey,  Major  Henry  M.  Maguire  and 
John  H.  McGean.  One  of  his  colleagues  of  the  Commission, 
Colonel  Clinton  Beckwith  of  the  One  Hundred  and  Twenty-first 
Regiment,  was  also  at  Antietam  the  years  gone  by  as  he  is  to-day. 
The  One  Hundred  and  Eighty-fifth  Kegiment  is  represented  by 
Major  Robert  P.  Bush,  a  member  of  the  Assembly  and  one  time 
Speaker  of  the  AssemUy,  Battery  L,  Pirst  Xew  York  Light 
Artillery  is  represented  by  General  John  A.  Reynolds,  Major 
George  Breck  and  Wm.  H.  Shelton.  And  last  hut  not  least  there 
is  Colonel  Hilary  A.  Herbert,  of  the  Eighth  Alabama,  who  fought 
here  as  a  brave  Southern  boy. 

I  have  Occasion  to  refer  again  to  Gettysburg  and  another  of  its 
distin^ished  commanders,  General  James  S.  Wadswortli,  of 
Geneseo,  who  had  the  honor  of  marching  the  first  infantry  trooi)s 
to  that  field  on  the  Union  side.  A  statue,  a  well-deserved  tribute, 
commemorates  his  splendid  work  on  Seminary  Ridge  in  the  open- 
ii^  confliet  there.  From  the  beginning  of  the  rupture  between  the 
North  and  the  South  until  mortally  wounded  at  the  Wilderness, 
May  6,  186-i,  none  dispLiyed  more  courage  and  devotion  in  uphold- 
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Ing  the  Union,  as  a  citizen  and  a  soldier,  than  General  Wadsworth. 
The  Wadsworths  of  Geneseo  are  still  running  their  careers  of  "use- 
fulness in  public  and  private  life;  and  one  of  them  has  done  us 
the  very  great  honor,  and  for  which  many  thanks  to  him,  to  drive 
over  this  morning  from  the  capital  of  the  nation  to  deliver  the 
principal  address  for  the  dedication  of  the  monument  to  the  One 
Hundred  and  Fourth.  He  is  maintaining  the  family  tradition 
right  well.  I  will  first  introduce  James  W.  Wadsworth,  Jr.,  of 
Geneseo,  as  the  grandson  of  the  noble  Gettysburg  hero,  but  he  has 
another  distinction  also,  for  he  is  one  of  the  Empire  State's  rep- 
resentatives in  the  United  States  Senate. 

Addbess  by  United  States  Sbnatob  James  W.  Wads- 

WOBTH,   Jb. 

Ladies  and  Gentlemen,  Mr.  Burlingame,  Colonel  Stegman,  and 
Veterans  of  the  One  Hundred  and  Fourth. —  I  must  confess  in 
the  beginning  that  I  find  it  no  easy  task  to  give  adequate  expres- 
sion to  my  feelings  on  this  occasion.  I  do  indeed  regard  the 
invitation  to  speak  at  the  dedication  of  this  monument  to  the 
One  Hundred  and  Fourth  New  York  R^ment  as  a  very  high 
honor.  For  a  number  of  reasons  this  pleasant  duty  appeals  to 
my  innermost  sentiments.  This  fine  regiment,  whose  memorial 
we  have  just  now  seen  unveiled,  was  recruited  largely  in  the  coun- 
ties of  Livingston  and  Wyoming,  near  my  own  home,  and  where 
my  forefathers  have  lived  for  generations.  Finding  so  many  from 
Western  New  York  here  this  morning,  I  am  given  an  opportunity 
of  coming  into  contact  with  home  folks,  some  of  them  honored 
survivors  of  the  engagement  fought  on  this  ground  —  all  but 
exactly  fifty-five  years  ago.  This  is  a  spectacle  and  an  occasion 
nothing  short  of  inspiring. 

I  have  met  you  here  this  morning  coming  from  a  different 
^.irection,  having  just  arrived  by  automobile  from  the  capital  of 
the  nation ;  and  as  I  sped  along  I  happened  to  recall  that,  generally 
speaking,  I  was  taking  the  route  of  McClellan's  Army  of  the 
Potomac  on  its  march  from  Washington  to  Antietam  those  memor- 
able days  preceding  September  17,  1862;  through  Frederick, 
Middletown  and  Boonsboro,  down  into  the  valley  of  Antietam 
ereek.  hurrying  over  here  to  head  off  Lee's  army  hastening  from 
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Harper's  Ferry;  and  while  passing  those  famed  places  I  could 
not  help  trying  to  visualize  to  myself  as  best  I  could  the  stirring 
scenes  then  enacted,  with  from  seventy  to  eighty  thousand  men 
tramping  across  this  beautiful  country  —  infantry,  cavalry  and 
artillery,  with  endless  lines  of  wagons  carrying  engineer,  pontoon 
and  si^e  trains  —  from  seventy  to  eighty  thousand  free-bom 
Americans  who  volunteered  to  save  this  nation,  and  who  in  thus 
volunteering  did  not  count  the  risk  to  themselves  or  care  what  they 
had  to  endure  so  long  as  the  great  object  that  brought  them  into 
the  struggle  was  accomplished ;  nor  did  their  services  cease  here ; 
for  two  years  longer  they  continued  their  efforts  in  many  another 
hotly  contested  field,  imtil  eventually  the  happy  end  to  civil  strife 
was  reached  at  Appomattox  in  the  spring  of  1865. 

And  this  same  One  Hundred  and  Fourth  Regiment  went 
through  it  all.  I  for  one  cannot  regard  this  occasion  lightly.  It 
may  be  regarded  by  some  as  a  mere  incident  in  their  everyday, 
busy  lives.  The  worthy  veterans  whom  we  are  now  assisting  in 
having  their  monument  dedicated  and  who  took  part  in  the  fierce 
fighting  on  this  cornfield  well  know  and  understand  the  signifi- 
cance of  these  ceremonies.  We  are  dedicating  a  memorial  to  a 
band  of  brave  Americans,  many  of  whom  gave  up  their  lives  in  a 
noble  cause.  There  is  a  moral  to  this  battlefield  celebration,  and 
it  has  a  principle  which  will  long  survive.  From  time  to  time, 
as  the  years  go  by  and  as  one  generation  succeeds  another  genera- 
tion, our  children  and  our  grandchildren  coming  here  from 
Western  New  York  will  pause  to  gaze  for  a  moment  on  this  monu- 
ment and  it  will  help  carry  their  attention  back  to  an  eventful 
period  in  the  history  of  this  nation.  When  you  are  all  gone  and 
when  the  men  of  my  generation  have  also  passed  away,  let  us 
hope  that  the  people  of  that  future  day  will  not  gaze  on  this 
monument  unmindful  of  what  it  stands  for  —  immindful  of  the 
tremendous  cost  in  blood  and  treasure  that  was  required  for  main- 
taining the  integrity  of  this  Republic. 

We  stand  upon  what  I  believe  —  if  I  remember  history  cor- 
rectly —  a  field  in  which  the  severest  one-day  engagement  of  the 
Civil  War  was  fought.  The  total  casualties  at  Antietam  aggre- 
gated 25,000,  out  of  a  total  engaged  of  what  has  been  estimated 
at  from  130,000  to  140,000.     This  presents  a  percentage  of  loss 
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comparable  with  the  tei'ri&c  losses  that  we  have  read  about  as 
having  taken  place  across  the  Atlantic  during  the  lafit  year.  The 
armies  of  the  Civil  War  of  course  did  not  appnMieh  iu  sijee  the 
armies  of  to-day.  Eut  let  us  not  forget  that  the  battles  of  that 
great  war  were  as  desperate  and  bloody,  in  proportion  to  the 
number  of  soldiers  engaged,  as  the  battles  now  being  fought  on 
the  Euro(>ean  fronts.  On  the  whole,  the  saerifiees  sustained  by 
the  One  Hundred  and  Fourth  Raiment  and  the  other  i^giments 
with  them  along  this  line  have  been  hardly  exceeded  anywhere. 
I  I'ecall,  moreover,  that  of  the  2d, 000  who  fell  at  Antietam  more 
than  half  of  them  fell  near  this  very  spot  in  the  space  of  a  thou- 
sand or  fifteen  hundred  yards  from  where  we  stand. 

And  why  were  these  sacrifices  made  ?  In  order  that  thia  great 
Kepul)iic  shimlcl  survive  and  its  great  institutionfi  be  {»'eserved. 
The  men  of  the  Confederacy,  we  admit,  went  into  the  strugi^e 
believing  that  they  were  right,  and  they  maintained  their  po:?ition 
numfully  to  the  bitter  end.  But  God  willed  otherwise.  Had  the 
Ciaifederacy  not  been  defeated  the  territories  that  to-day  make 
uj)  this  great  Bepublic  would  be  divided  into  two  or  moi^  nations, 
ns  a  result  of  which  none  of  them  could  have  progressed  along  the 
path  to  freedom  and  prosjjerity  that  our  great  country  is  enjoying 
to-day. 

Our  institutions  prior  to  1861,  with  the  single  exception  of 
slavery,  were  sound  in  the  main.  But  the  great  mass  of  the  peojJe 
of  that  time  were  in  doubt  as  to  the  righteousness  of  slavery,  and 
had  not  that  doubt  been  settled  and  settled  forever  and  a  division 
of  the  people  prevented,  the  United  States  would  not  now  exist 

We  have  a  right  as  a  consequence  of  youi*  efforts,  your  bravery 
and  your  sacrifice,  veterans  of  the  One  Hundred  and  Fcmrth,  and 
the  efforts  and  the  bravery  and  the  sacrifices  of  those  beside  whom 
you  fought  in  that  great  stru^le  little  more  than  half  a  oentuiy 
ago,  to  feel  proud  standing  here  in  this  bright  sunshine  to<lay 
that  we  are  freemen  of  a  great  united  country. 

Xow,  some  men  will  tell  you  that  there  is  nothing  worth 
fighting  for  in  this  life;  that  it  is  the  most  important  thing  in 
the  world  to  avoid  all  contest  —  physical  or  otherwise;  that  fight- 
ing in  itsdf  and  by  itself  is  a  greater  sin  than  to  penait  of  any 
other  evil  to  continue  to  exist  in  the  body  politic  or  in  the  nations 
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of  the  world.  We  are  told  from  some  quarters  these  days  that  it 
is  the  duty  of  Aiuericaiis  —  jofoi  desceadaiits,  veteniBS — to 
tvoidy  if  possiUe,  takiag  part  in  any  physical  ocmihat;  that  doing 
so  is  a  sign  of  baxbartsm;  that  it  will  leave  in  its  train  liie  badge 
of  militarism;  that  it  ia  inhoman  and  abhonent,  and  tliat  no  real 
and  good  man  should  ever  fight.  We  hear  this  from  day  to  day 
from  many  mouths  and  we  read  it  in  some  few  pafolications. 
What  do  the  boys  of  '61  think  of  that  doctrine?  Had  you  not 
fought  —  had  you  not  been  willing  to  carry  muskets  over  your 
shoulders  for  four  y^ears  and  face  l^e  perils  of  the  battlefields, 
what  would  have  been  the  result  and  what  kind  of  a  country  would 
we  have  to-day  ?  Is  it  worth  while  to  permit  a  country  to  perish 
and  the  institutions  of  liberty  and  freedom  to  fade  away,  and  die 
ideals  of  mankind  to  be  sacrifioed  and  given  up?  Is  it  worth 
while  to  let  our  civilization  be  dragged  back  to  the  civilization  of 
the  middle  ages,  just  to  establish  the  doctiine  that  fighting  is  a  sin  ? 

W^e  are  once  more  engaged  in  a  great  war.  And  why  did  we 
go  into  this  war  ?  I  say  it  most  deliberately  that  America  has  gone 
into  this  war  in  self-defense.  The  man  who  permits  any  other 
man,  or  group  of  men,  to  call  at  the  door  of  his  residence  and  say 
to  him  that  he  caniMt  appear  upon  the  streets  and  engage  in  his 
legitimate  and  peaceful  errands  of  business,  except  upon  pain  of 
death  —  the  man  who,  served  with  a  notioe  of  this  sort,  yields  to . 
it  and  concedes  the  right  of  might  to  govern  his  daily  walk  in  life, 
mufit  finally  perish  in  his  own  house. 

Nations  are  just  the  same  as  individuals ;  and  when  a  foreign 
power,  drunk  with  military  ambition,  notified  the  people  of  the 
United  iStates  that  no  one  of  them  should  engage  in  peaceful  errands 
upon  the  highways  of  the  world  outside  of  the  oloors  of  their  own 
nation,  it  was  incumbent  upon  the  people  of  the  United  States 
to  decide  whether  they  should  peridi  in  their  own  country  or  go 
out  and  defend  their  right  to  live  among  the  peoples  of  the  world. 
It  mav  have  seemed  to  some  a  somewhat  abstract  and  theoretical 
contention  to  have  the  question  raised  of  the  right  of  an  American 
citizen  to  travel  upon  the  hi^  seas.  We  fon^t  England  in  1812 
to  maintain  that  right  and  since  we  forced  it  upon  that  nation 
neither  En^and  nor  any  other  country',  up  imtil  two  years  ago, 
dared  to  say  to  Americans  that  they  must  stay  at  home  upon  pain 
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of  death.  It  may  have  seemed  abstract,  but  let  us  turn  our  minds 
back  to  the  pages  of  history  and  we  can  see  by  its  teaching  that 
when  a  nation  declines  to  defend  itself  it  has  lost  the  right  of 
holding  its  place  in  the  family  of  the  nations;  and  when  it  loses 
that  right  it  loses  the  power  to  protect  you  and  me  in  our  lives 
and  in  our  property. 

The  threat  that  Germany  made  against  the  United  States  was  a 
threat  against  its  present  peace  and  its  future  prosperity.  We 
had  no  other  alternative  then  consistent  with  our  honor  and  our 
security  but  to  accept  that  challenge.  When  I  look  back  on  the 
last  three  years  it  becomes  increasingly  apparent  to  me  that  we 
would  have  been  the  next  victims  of  German  aggression;  and  by 
the  same  token  it  becomes  increasingly  apparent  that  those  two. 
great  democracies  across  the  water  —  England  and  France  (just 
as  purely  self -governed  as  we  are) —  have,  practically,  been  fight- 
ing our  battle  as  well  as  their  own  during  that  time.  Everyone 
ought  to  rejoice  that  we  are  now  taking  our  place  by  their  side. 
It  is  a  battle  well  worth  participating  in.  It  is  nothing  to  be 
frowned  at  for  our  men  to  go  to  the  battlefields  of  France.  It  is 
high  time  for  them  to  be  there !  They  are  fighting,  as  our  allies 
are  fighting,  to  make  this  agony  impossible  for  the  future. 

The  world  has  seen  to  an  extent  never  before  known  in  the 
.history  of  mankind  millions  and  millions  of  suffering  people. 
Hundreds  and  hundreds  of  thousands  have  been  killed.  God 
in  his  infinite  mercy  and  in  his  wonderful  vision  must  intend 
that  out  of  all  this  welter  of  suffering  the  world  will  come  forth 
a  better  world  in  which  to  live.  It  cannot  be  —  we.  Christians, 
cannot  believe  —  that  Divine  Providence  intends  freemen,  devoted 
to  the  institutions  of  liberty  —  seeking  peace  only  —  shall  stand 
aside  and  permit  the  world  to  be  overrun  with  an  avalanche  of 
slaughter,  and  bow  to  the  doctrine  that  might  makes  right,  for  all 
time  to  come.  It  cannot  be  that  it  is  unworthy  for  this  nation  to 
assist  in  stamping  out  this  hideous  Frankenstein  that  threatens 
the  world's  civilization,  and  which,  if  uncurbed,  will  drive  all  the 
world  back  to  militarism.  We  are  fighting  to  stop  that;  we  are 
fighting  to  make  men  free.  Just  as  you  fought  to  guarantee  that 
the  free  institutions  of  America  should  not  be  coerced  from  within, 
we  are  fighting  now  to  the  end  that  they  shall  not  be  coerced  from 
without 
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Our  people  have  lived  in  this  country  for  generations,  inatten- 
tive to  the  outside  world ;  turning  the  forests  and  the  prairies  into 
fertile  fields  and  cultivating  them;  we  have  built  up  hamlets, 
towns  and  cities;  we  have  been  developing  our  commerce  and 
manufactures  with  tireless  energy;  we  have  been  devoting  our- 
selves to  social  and  economic  problems  for  the  welfare  of  our 
communities;  constructing  interminable  lines  of  railroads  and 
digging  deep  in  the  mines,  while  the  products  of  our  foundries 
and  our  mills  have  been  the  envy  of  the  world.  And  while  we 
have  been  devoting  our  energies  to  all  these  things  we  suddenly 
waked  up  to  the  fact  that  we  are  one  of  the  family  of  nations. 
And  when  we  see  what  has  happened ;  when  we  see  Belgium,  when 
we  see  Servia  and  Poland  and  northern  France,  and  when  we 
recall  with  horror  the  bombs  dropped  upon  schools  and  hospitals 

—  one  of  them  an  American  Red  Cross  hospital  —  when  we  con- 
template these  outrages  we  were  bound  to  be  concerned.  We  are 
in  a  great  crisis.  There  is  no  denying  it.  It  may  seem  far, 
geographically;  but,  as  a  matter  of  fact,  America  is  being 
defended  in  France  to-day  just  as  surely  as  she  was  being 
defended  on  this  ground  in  1862. 

And  one  of  the  things  that  has  inspired  me  most  since  we  went 
into  this  struggle  is  that  at  Washington  in  the  Congress  of  the 
United  States  there  has  not  been  since  that  declaration  of  war 
one  single  evidence  of  partisanship  or  division  among  its  members. 
The  government  is  our  government,  and  when  we  face  any  for- 
eign enemy  we  have  but  one  government;  and  until  this  thing 
shall  be  settled  —  until  this  world  agony  shall  be  brought  to  a 
close  —  let  each  and  every  one  of  us  —  whether  we  happen  to  be 
in  office  or  out  of  office  —  see  to  it  that  America  shall  act  and 
«how  the  same  sterling  virtues  —  no  matter  how  long  it  will  last 

—  no  matter  how  heavy  thie  burden  —  those  same  sterling  virtues 
as  were  displayed  on  the  spot  where  we  are  now  assembled  by  the 
men  to  whose  memory  this  monument  was  erected. 

Address  by  State  Senatob  John  Knight 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen,  and  Veterans  of  the 
One  Hundred  and  Fourth  Regiment. —  I  am  indeed  delighted  to 
be  here  to-day  participating  in  the  ceremonies  for  the  dedication 
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of  this  monument  erected  to  the  memoiy  of  the  One  Hundred 
and  Fourth  Xew  York  Hegiment,  an  honored  veteran  regiment 
with  many  of  whose  members  I  have  been  acquainted  a  long  time. 
To  be  at  Antietam  addressing  survivors  of  its  great  battle  is  an 
honor  I  appreciate  highly.  My  earliest  recollections  of  this  field 
go  baick  to  the  time  when,  as  a  boy,  I  heard  its  stoiy  from  the  lips 
of  some  of  its  participants.  This  is  some  twenty-five  or  thirty 
years  ago.  Accompanying  friends  of  his  who  took  part  in  this 
battle,  my  father  visited  Antietam  onoe,  and  he  had  much  to  say 
for  a  long  time  after  of  the  account  of  the  battle  as  he  heard  it 
from  them  on  the  spot.  One  of  that  party  was  Colonel  G.  G.  Prey, 
who  commanded  the  One  Hundred  and  Fourth  Kegiment  at 
Gettysbui'g;  and  to-day  I  find  myself  here  with  Colond  l^iey's 
son,  a  friend  from  my  own  town,  Arcada  I  do  not  wi^  to  call 
this  history  repeating  itself,  but  it  is  nevertheless  an  incident  that 
helps  make  this  celebration  pleasant  and  reminiscent  for  me. 

The  erection  of  battlefield  memorials  like  this  s^ms  to  me  one 
of  the  most  worthy  things  any.  State  can  da  They  constitute  sub- 
stantial and  enduring  tokens  of  recognition  and  gratitude.  Our 
State,  so  I  am  told,  is  represented  by  eight  monuments  on  this 
field.  It  appears  that  we  are  far  behind  P^msylvania  in  this 
respect;  and  inasmuch  as  we  surpassed  the  Keystone  State,  and 
every  other  State  for  that  matter,  in  the  number  of  soldiei's  we 
had  in  the  Mai*yland  campaign,  and  the  casualties  there,  w^e  should 
not  be  satisfied  with  remaining  second  to  any  other  commonwealth 
in  causing  monuments  to  be  ei'ected  to  their  memory.  In  this 
memorial  that  we  are  now  dedicating  service  and  sacrifice  are  fit- 
tingly commemorated  and  perpetuated,  and  the  honor  implied  in  it 
is  wdl  deserved.  Monuments  of  this  kind  standing  on  historic 
scenes  such  as  we  are  at  present  in  the  midst  of  also  afford  inspi- 
rati(»i  to  ourselves  of  an  after  generation,  and  as  well  they  will 
tend  to  promote  higher  and  better  patriotism  in  the  generations 
to  come  after  us. 

The  One  Hundred  and  Fourth  Regiment  enjoys  a  noble  record, 
one  of  the  best  of  any  organization  that  belonged  to  the  great 
Army  of  the  Potomac.  From  the  time  it  was  first  organized,  in 
April,  1862,  until  the  end  of  the  long  struggle  between  the  North 
and  the  South,  at  Appomattox,  three  years  after,  it  took  part  in 
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some  thirty  battles  and  actions.  Practically,  it  got  its  baptism 
of  fire  in  tbe  second  Manassas  campaign.  Here  sd  Antietam  it 
was  part  of  tiie  First  Brigade  (Duryee's),  Second  Division 
(Rickett's)  of  the  First  Corps  (Hooker's) ;  and  when  it  is  said 
that  Hooker  and  Stonewall  Jackson  were  Tiyah  at  their  best  on 
this  ground  it  is  enough  to  show  that  it  was  a  struggle  of  uncom- 
mon strenuousness  and  severity  and  that  the  men  engaged  in  it 
were  not  idle.  The  easnalties  of  the  One  Hundred  and  Fourth 
at  Antietam  numbered  eighty-two,  eighteen  of  them  being  killed 
outright  or  else  dying  of  their  wounds  subsequently.  In  Gettys- 
burg, the  most  famous  battlefield  of  them  all,  the  One  Hundred 
and  Fourth  Regiment,  arriring  there  greatly  depleted,  sustained 
casualties  that  totaled  194,  a  fearful  loss  when  it  is  stated  that 
they  had  only  830  men  all  told  when  the  conflict  began.  They 
were  part  of  the  forces  —  the  yanguard  —  that  heroically  endea- 
vored to  hold  the  Confederate  hosts  in  check  until  the  evening 
reinforeemants  completed  their  march  to  the  field.  Among  other 
wdl-known  encounters  to  their  credit  is  that  memorable  three-day 
bushwaeking  and  destructive  tussle  in  the  Wilderness,  the  begin- 
ning of  Creneral  Grant's  overland  campaign,  in  May,  1864. 

Western  "Neyr  York,  the  section  where  my  home  is,  takes  a 
special  pride  in  tbe  One  Hundred  and  Fourth,  for  the  reason  that 
most  of  the  companies  of  which  it  was  made  up  were  recruited 
there  —  in  Genesee,  Livingston  and  Wyoming.  The  county  of 
Grenesee  contributed  in  a  large  measure  to  its  formation,  due 
mostly  to  the  untiring  efforts  of  General  James  S.  Wadsworth  of 
Grcneseo;  and  this  r^ment,  needless  to  repeat,  also  rejoices  in 
being  called  the  Wadsworth  Guards.  Few  men,  it  seems  to  me, 
and  I  have  read  his  biography  carefully,  exerted  more  practical 
patriotism  or  enjoys  a  higher  reputation  for  important  and  varied 
service  during  those  stirring  years  of  the  Civil  War  than  Greneral 
Wadsworth.  His  means  and  his  services  —  his  services  as  an 
energetic  and  fearless  commander  —  he  made  a  voluntary  offer  of 
at  the  start ;  and  at  the  end  he  went  down  in  the  list  of  those  who 
"  gave  the  last  full  measure  of  devotion,^  for  at  the  Wilderness, 
on  May  6,  1864,  he  was  mortally  wounded  while  leading  his  men 
in  a  gallant  charge.  It  was  not  many  hours  before  that  when 
his  daring  and  indefatigable  work  won  the  admiration  of  General 
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Grant.  At  the  beginning  of  the  Civil  War,  when  the  commissariat 
at  Washington  was  in  dire  straits,  he  sent  two  cargoes  of  provisions 
to  the  government  at  his  own  expense.  A  really  great  man  Gren- 
eral  Wadsworth  proved  himself  during  that  crisis  in  the  history 
of  the  nation,  and  !N^ew  York  is,  was  and  always  will  be  proud 
of  him. 

The  nation  is  now  face  to  face  with  another  crisis ;  and  there  is 
no  doubt  that  this  year  of  1917  will  go  down  in  history  as  one  of 
the  most  important  in  our  country's  annals.  It  marks  the  time 
when  we  are  once  more  compelled  to  engage  in  war,  and  to  engage 
in  warfare  far  from  our  own  shores  in  the  continent  of  Europe. 
And  in  spite  of  this  stem  fact,  it  cannot  be  gainsaid  that  we  are 
essentially  a  peace  loving  and  peaceable  people.  But  the  reasons 
are  su£Scient  and  numerous  for  our  catering  this  fierce  interna- 
tional struggle.  The  purpose  of  this  world  war  is  that  peace  may 
be  made  lasting,  and,  as  has  been  well  said,  ^^  to  make  the  world 
safe  to  live  in."  A  war  is  now  raging  across  the  water  such  as,  it 
would  seem,  should  bring  the  blush  of  shame  even  to  the  cheeks 
of  a  barbarian.  International  laws  and  rules  have  been  violated ; 
treaty  obligations  have  been  ignored  and  set  at  defiance ;  the  lives 
of  our  citizens  have  been  wantonly  destroyed  by  the  Prussian 
nation  and  the  Central  Powers,  so  called.  It  is  not  alone  the 
liberty  of  Europe  that  is  at  stake  in  this  widespread  conflict ;  the 
liberty  of  this  land  and  its  welfare  are  also  at  stake. 

The  principles  involved  are  the  same  as  those  of  every  war  in 
which  this  country  has  ever  been  engaged.  The  Bevolution  was 
a  contest  for  justice  and  just  laws;  the  Bebellion,  one  for  human 
liberty,  and  the  war  with  Spain  was  fought  to  deliver  an  oppressed 
people  from  foreign  and  tyrannical  rule.  That  principle  is  best 
stated  in  the  language  of  our  own  Declaration  of  Independence, 
that  governments  are  established  among  men,  deriving  their  power 
from  the  consent  of  the  governed.  The  issue  is  democracy  versus 
autocracy. 

We  know  that  for  half  a  century  at  least  Germany  has  been 
teaching  a  philosophy  just  directly  opposite  to  the  principles  for 
which  we  stand  and  for  which  we  have  contoided  in  the  past; 
we  know  that  she  has  been  long  preparing  her  people  for  a*  time 
when  her  rulers  would  dominate  the  policies  and  politics  of  not 
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Europe  alone  but  of  the  world.  Success  for  that  country  in  this 
war  would  mean  just  this  —  it  would  mean  intolerable  disaster  to 
civilization.  If  Germany  is  returned  victor,  it  would  mean  that 
the  individual  will  be  debased  for  the  benefit  of  the  ruler;  other- 
wise, it  will  mean  that  the  people  shall  rule.  As  the  Union  could 
not  exist  half  slave  and  half  free,  so  ultimately  there  cannot  exist 
in  the  world  such  opposing  principles  of  government.  It  must  be 
settled  which  shall  predominate.  We  have  every  confidence  in 
the  final  result.  Our  cause  is  right  and  right  will  prevail.  With 
malice  towards  none,  we  will  continue  the  fight  to  the  end;  and 
the  same  power  which  has  guided  our  flag  through  all  other  wars 
will  go  with  it  across  the  water,  not  for  conquest  or  the  acquisition 
of  territory,  but  for  humanity,  justice  and  liberty.  "  May  the 
glory  of  this  Bepublic  be  as  lasting  as  the  sun  which  shines  upon 
the  flag  and  her  beneficent  influence  be  as  ceaseless  as  the  river 
which  flows  into  the  sea.'' 

The  states  wrote  in  the  Magna  Charta  of  our  liberty  as  a  nation 
the  well-known  words,  "  All  men  are  created  free  and  equal,"  and 
among  their  inalienable  rights  are  "  life,  liberty  and  the  pursuit 
of  happiness."  Still  they  permitted  the  institution  of  slavery  to 
continue.  Many  of  them  foresaw  that  it  would  rise  to  plague. 
It  seems  to  us,  looking  backward,  that  it  was  inevitable  that  it 
must  have  an  end.  It  r^nained  for  the  regiments  of  the  North, 
of  which  the  One  Hundred  and  Fourth  New  York  was  one,  to 
remove  the  incubus  of  slavery  and  strengthen  the  government 
which  our  forefathers  had  established.  The  South  of  the  days 
of  secession  and  slavery  has  long  since  passed  away.  We  have 
become  a  united  nation,  knowing  no  North,  no  South,  no  East, 
no  West,  and  glorying  in  its  government  and  the  freedom  and 
prosperity  of  its  citizens. 

AixDBEss  BY  Colonel  Lewis  R.  Stegmabt,  One  Hundred  and 
Second  New  Yoek  Volunteebs,  Chaibman  of  the  New 
YoBK  Monuments  Commission 

Mr.  Chairman,  Veterans  of  the  One  Hundred  and  Fourth  New 
York,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen. —  After  the  eloquent,  spirited  and 
appropriate  remarks  of  the  gentlemen  who  have  preceded  me  there 
is  but  little  left  for  me  to  say  on  this  occasion.    No  words  of  mine 
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are  necessary  to  testify  to  the  Bplendid  aiLd  magnifieeat  eonnige 
displayed  on  this  field  hy  tbe  boys  of  the  Wadsvorth  €rtiar^  and 
theb  cofKurades  of  the  other  r^im^ats  of  Daiyee^s  Brigade  whidi 
was  part  of  Ri^ett^s  Dtyision  of  the  First  Army  Corps^  the  eorpe 
eommanded  by  Hooker  when  he  fought  StODCwall  Jackson  here. 

We  stand  upon  hallowed  greund  —  the  memoraUe  eomfield  — 
the  bloodiest  spat  of  any  battlefield  of  the  OiTil  War,  wh^ne  within 
a  sqnare  of  a  thousand  yards,  measured  from  the  Dnnk^r  church 
as  a  center^  fifteen  tboosand  out  ci  twenty-five  thousand  men  went 
down  on  that  bright^  beautiful  day  of  September  17,  1862. 

Time  and  circumstances  do  not  permit  of  any  lengthened  review 
of  the  operations  on  this  field.  Volumes  hare  been  written  on 
the  battle  of  Antietam,  and  for  generations  to  coane  it  is  safe  to 
say  that  it  will  continue  to  attract  and  engage  writers  of  history. 
So  my  text  at  pres^it  must  be  confined  to  Riekett's  men  —  the 
men  who  struggled  bravely  on  the  arena  where  we  are  now  ga^ 
ered.  All  praise  to  the  boys  of  Meade  and  Doubleday  who  battled 
on  this  front  —  all  men  of  Hooker's  Corps  —  and  a  glorious  irecord 
was  surely  theirs;  but  for  the  event  we  are  celebrating  on  this 
occasion  the  achievements  and  valor  of  Riekett's  Divisioii,  and 
especially  the  One  Hundred  and  Fourth  Regiment,  are  uppennost 
in  our  minds.  It  must  not  be  forgotten  that  three  days  before  this 
^igagement  you  men  of  the  One  Hundred  and  Fourth  had  climbed 
the  slopes  of  South  Mountain  and  helped  drive  the  enemy  from  his 
defenses  there,  compelling  him  to  withdraw  to  the  western  side  of 
the  mountain.  The  next  day  you  were  mar<^ted  to  Keedysville, 
about  three  miles  southeast  of  where  we  are  now  standing,  and 
from  thence,  on  the  afternoon  of  the  16th,  you  crossed  the  Antie- 
tam  creek,  or  river,  as  it  might  more  properly  be  called,  and 
encamping  a  short  distance  in  rear  of  where  your  monument 
stands,  you  spent  the  night  there. 

At  early  dawn  Duiyee^s  Brigade,  to  which  you  bdonged,  moved 
from  its  bivouac,  passing  through  timbered  terrain  and  open  fields, 
the  enemy  impeding  its  advance  with  a  rain  of  shot  and  shell. 
Dejdoying  into  line,  the  brigades,  under  severe  fire,  entered  the 
famous  cornfield,  very  nearly,  I  judge,  on  a  line  with  this  road- 
way, and  fought  their  way  through  the  cornfield,  in  steady  rank& 
in  spite  of  a  fusillade  of  cannooi  and  destructive  musketry  from 
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three  Confederate  horigades.  Duryee's  Brigade  advanced,  tearing 
through  the  enemy's  columns  and  driving  them  back.  Then  came 
reinforcements  to  the  enemy  and  the  Union  line  was  compelled  to 
retire,  fghting  still  for  evei-y  foot  of  its  ground. 

Wliat  words  can  picture  the  heroism  of  four  hours  of  sueh  a 
fierce  conflict,  when  the  ranks  of  the  opposing  forces  swayed  to 
and  fro  in  deadly  encounter?  And  while  our  own  dead  were 
many,  the  rifles  of  Rickett's  men  had  laid  the  enemy  prostrate  in 
windrows,  aa  though  they  were  mown  down  by  a  scythe.  The 
scene  was  ghastly,  but  it  was  necessary  for  achieviog  success,  it 
was  part  of  the  story  of  every  hotly  contested  battlefield.  And 
when  they  finally  withdrew  from  the  direct  front  Rickett's 
Division  remained  active  all  day  in  support  of  the  artillery. 

Rickett's  Division  that  day  took  into  action  3,158  men  and 
sustained  a  loss  of  1,061  in  killed  and  wounded,  or  33  per  cent; 
and  bear  in  mind  that  this  loss  was  mainly  suffered  in  this  corn- 
field, in  not  mueh  more  than  one  hour's  time.  And  you  fought 
against  men  of  the  South  who  had  then  become  renowned  in  war 
—  mea  as  brave  as  ever  took  part  in  a  big  battle  —  Stonewall 
Jackson's  veterans.  Wh^i  Hooker  went  over  the  scene  and  saw 
the  carnage,  the  mingled  dead  of  the  Blue  and  the  Gray,  no  wonder 
that  he  wrote  of  it:  "  It  was  never  my  fortune  to  witness  a  more 
bloody,  dismal  battlefield." 

And  all  through  this  terrible  tfielee,  the  boys  of  the  One  Him- 
dred  and  Fourth  Xew  York  bared  their  bosoms  to  the  storm  of 
death-dealing  missiles  with  wonderful  couraga  And  your  com- 
mandera  of  the  brigade  and  division  were  maguific^it  in  the  same 
lines.  You  had  good  reason  to  be  fffond  of  yourselves  and  your 
commanders  that  day. 

While  you  were  bravely  contending  in  this  arena  of  strife, 
reinforcements  were  arriving  on  the  scene.  Mansfield's  Twelfth 
Corps  was  rapidly  marching  down  the  Smokestown  Road  to  assist 
in  repelling  and  halting  the  furious  attacks  of  the  enemy.  Not 
many  rods  to  the  eastward  of  here  you  can  observe  the  monument 
indicating  the  spot  where  Mansfield  fell,  mortally  wounded,  while 
engaged  in  deploying  his  troops,  and  entering  this  same  field  while 
you  men  of  Rickett's  Division  were  retiring.  And  those  boys  of 
the  Twelfth  Corps  met  with  the  same  storm  of  artillery  and  mus- 
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ketry  to  which  you  had  been  exposed,  and  finally  also  like  you 
they  gave  way  and  were  placed  behind  the  batteries.  That  was 
Williams's  Division  of  the  Twelfth  Corps.  A  little  further  to  the 
south  Greene's  Division  pushed  forward,  driving  the  foe  beyond 
the  Mumma  burning  house,  and  over  the  fields,  and  then  to  the 
Hagerstown  Pike  beyond  the  Dunker  church,  into  the  west  woods. 
And  after  several  hours  of  the  severest  conflict,  this  division  was 
also  forced  back,  just  as  had  been  Sedgwick's  Division  of  the 
Second  Corps,  led  by  "  Old  Bull  '^  Sumner  himself  in  person. 
It  was  a  queer  mix  up  of  regiments,  brigades,  divisions  and  cori)8 
on  this  end  of  the  Antietam  battlefield.  Before  the  fighting  was 
finished  the  bodies  of  the  men  of  the  First,  Twelfth,  Second  and 
Sixth  Corps  lay  strewn  over  the  ground  —  evidence  of  the  mighty

conflict  that  had  raged  here. 

Only  a  few  words  more  in  conclusion,  and  that  relates  to  the 
number  engaged  on  both  sides.  Those  who  fought  here  are  well 
aware  that  no  regiment  in  the  battle  lines  contained  the  muskets 
which  the  muster  rolls  called  for.  There  were  men  falling  out  on 
the  roadsides  under  the  burning  sun  and  there  were  details  for 
other  duties  —  all  reducing  the  numbers  actually  engaged.  One 
full  corps  and  a  division  credited  to  the  Union  army  were  not 
active  participants  at  all.  So  that,  as  a  matter  of  fact,  the  two 
contending  armies  were  nearly  equal  in  numbers  —  probably  about 
48,000  Union  soldiers  against  the  name  number  of  Confederates, 
and  the  latter  in  their  own  selected  positions;  and,  as  Napoleon 
has  well  said,  "  Positions  are  everything  in  a  battle." 

The  enemy  eventually  retreated,  and  that,  in  war,  means  a 
victory  for  those  who  hold  the  ground.    And  our  boys  held  on.

Wadsworth  Guards;  Livingston  County  Regiment. 

This  regiment,  Col.  John  Rorbach,  was  organized  at  Albany, 
March  4,  1862,  by  the  consolidation  of  the  Morgan  Guards,  Col. 
John  J.  Viele,  with  the  Geneseo  Regiment,  Wadsworth  Guards, 
Col.  Rorbach ;  the  ten  companies  of  the  latter  forming  seven,  and 
the  five  companies  of  the  former,  three,  H,  I  and  K,  of  the  new 
organization.  The  regiment  was  mustered  in  the  service  of  the 
United  States  for  three  years  between  September,  1861,  and 
March,  1862.  At  the  expiration  of  its  term  of  enlistment,  the  men 
entitled  thereto  were  discharged  and  the  regiment  retained  in 
service. 

The  companies  were  recruited  principally :  A  at  Nunda ;  B  at 
Springwater;  C  at  Centreville,  Eagle  and  Pike;  D  at  Geneseo; 
E  at  Groveland,  Cohocton  and  Bums ;  F  at  Rochester ;  G  at  Fow- 
lerville,  Alabama  and  Gainesville;  H  and  I  at  Troy;  and  K  at 
Troy  and  Cohoes. 

The  regiment  left  the  State  March  22,  1862 ;  served  in  General 
Wadsworth's  command,  Military  District  of  Washington,  from 
March,  1862;  in  2d  Brigade,  2d  Division,  Department  Rappa- 
hannock, from  May,  1862 ;  in  1st  Brigade,  2d  Division,  3d  Corps, 
Army  of  Virginia,  from  June  26,  1862 ;  in  1st  Brigade,  2d  Divi- 
sion, 1st  Corps,  Army  of  the  Potomac,  from  September  12,  1862 ; 
in  same  brigade  and  division,  5th  Corps,  Army  of  the  Potomac, 
from  April,  1864;  in  3d  Brigade,  4th  Division,  5th  Corps,  from 
May  9,  1864;  in  1st  Brigade,  2d  Division,  5th  Corps,  from  May 
30,  1864;  in  1st  Brigade,  3d  Division,  5th  Corps,  from  June  6, 
1864;  as  Provost  Guard,  5th  Corps,  from  August,  1864;  in  2(i 
Brigade,  3d  Division,  5th  Corps,  from  May,  1865;  and  it  was 
honorably  discharged  and  mustered  out,  under  Col.  John  R. 
Strang,  July  17,  1865,  near  Washington,  D.  C. 

During  its  service  the  regiment  lost  by  death,  killed  in  action, 
2  oflScers,  61  enlisted  men;  of  wounds  received  in  action,  3  officers, 
34  enlisted  men;  of  disease  and  other  causes,  2  officers,  145  enlisted 
men;  total,  7  officers,  230  enlisted  men;  aggregate,  237;  of  whom 
1  officer  and  61  enlisted  men  died  in  the  hands  of  the  enemy;  and 
it  took  part  in  the  following  engagements :

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1.  The  Fifty-first  National  Encampment  of  the  Grand  Army  of 
the  Bepublic  was  held  at  Boston  dnring  the  week  of  Augu£Ct  19th, 
at  which  the  del^ates  and  Past  Department  Commanders  to  the 
number  of  sixty-seven  were  in  attendance.  Headquarters  were 
established  at  Hotel  Vendome,  and  was  at  all  times  during  the 
Encampment  the  scene  of  activity,  especially  in  the  attendance  of 
a  large  number  of  visiting  Comrades,  as  the  registration  records 
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wiU  show,  thus  affording  valuable  information  to  many  inquiries. 
In  this  respect  we  are  much  indebted  to  Comrade  Edward  J. 
Mitchell,  Acting  Assistant  Adjutant  General,  who  was  in  immedi- 
ate charge  at  Headquarters.  The  parade  took  place  on  Tuesday, 
August  21st,  and  the  Department  Commander  takes  this  occasion 
to  thank  the  six  hundred  Comrades  who  appeared  and  who  con- 
tributed by  their  presence  in  line  to  the  splendid  showing  of  the 
Department,  evidenced  by  the  plaudits  of  the  vast  multitude 
which  thronged  the  entire  line  of  march.

It  is  with  sincere  regret  that  we  are  called  upon  to  announce  the 
death  of  Past  Department  Commander  Solomon  W.  Russell,  who 
departed  this  life  at  his  home  in  Salem,  Washington  county,  on 
Thursday,  October  18th,  aged  81  years.

To  Post  Conwnanders  and  Patriotic  Instructors: 

It  was  with  some  hesitancy*  that  I  accepted  the  honor  of  this 
appointment  because  of  my  conception  of  the  great  importance  of 
the  task  imposed,  and  of  the  fact  that  we  Veterans  cannot  be  very 
active  personally  in  carrying  out  the  objects  of  this  office.  Yet  I 
am  ready  to  lead  my  Assistants,  and  they  and  myself  will  be  glad 
to  cooperate  with  Post  Patriotic  Instructors  in  whatever  direction 
we  may  find  that  we  can  be  useful. 

The  injunction  to  us  is,  that  we  shall  "  instruct  the  youth  of 
our  land  on  the  duty  of  patriotism,"  and  to  see  that  the  laws  relat- 
ing to  the  flag  are  not  neglected  or  ignored.  Our  efforts  have  been 
mainly  confined  to  the  schools ;  but  I  am  going  to  urge  that  you 
widen  the  scope  of  our  influences,  because  in  these  days  that  are 
witnessing  a  peaceful  world  thrown  into  chaos,  with  destruction  of 
life  and  property  reigning  in  every. conceivable  form,  with  a  war 
involving  the  whole  world,  a  war  waged  with  a  fierceness  and 
barbarity  before  unheard  of,  it  is  of  the  highest  importance  that  a 
true  spirit  of  patriotism  shall  be  awakened  in  the  adult  as  well  as 
in  the  youthful  minds  and  hearts. 

While  encouraging  the  practice  of  providing  handsome  flags  to 
the  school,  I  will  remind  you  that  every  Board  of  Education  and 
of  School  Trustees  is  required  by  law  to  provide  flags  for  the 
school  houses.  I  would  impress  upon  you  that  there  are  many 
Organizations,  as  Fire  Companies  and  'Societies,  that  appear  in 
public,  that  neglect  to  provide  themselves  with  flags,  and  I  have 
found  that  it  is  through  thoughtlessness,  and  they  are  always 
ready  to  listen  to  and  to  comply  with  patriotic  suggestions. 

I  wish  particularly  to  request  that  you  extend  your  efforts  to  the 
churches ;  for  there  is  no  more  appropriate  place  for  our  banner, 
representing  as  it  does  so  much  that  is  pure  and  holy,  than  by  the 
pulpits  in  the  churches ;  and  I  recommend  that  you  advise  that  the 
flag  be  on  a  staff  with  a  floor  support  near  the  pulpit. 
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Continue  to  impress  upon  men  and  women  the  world-wide  prac- 
tice, too  largely  neglected  in  this  countiy,  of  saluting  a  passing 
flag  and  the  National  Anthem.  And  bear  in  mind  that  our 
Anthem  is  the  ^'  Star  Spangled  Banner,"  made  so  by  army  and 
navy  practice,  and  that  the  song  ^'America  "  does  not  require  a 
salute,  or  rising  of  an  audienca 

Discourage  the  floating  of  soiled  and  tattered  flags.  A  dirty 
flag  on  the  side  of  or  over  a  house,  or  on  a  pole,  or  a  flag  torn  to 
ribbons,  or  a  few  fragments  of  a  flag  on  a  staff,  are  not  displays  of 
patriotism,  but  indicate  an  indifference  to  the  significance  and  the 
glory  of  the  flag. 

Each  Comrade  can  exercise  a  quiet  influence  within  his  own 
circle  that  may  be  farther  reaching  than  he  would  ever  imagine, 
and  will  often  be  felt  where  and  when  he  would  least  expect  it 
Every  Veteran  of  the  War  for  the  TJnion,  a  war  that  has  not  yet 
been  equalled  in  its  expenditures  of  men  and  money  in  propor- 
tions to  the  populations,  is  himself  an  emblem  of  loyal 
AMERICAN  patriotism,  which  stands  for  "  Our  Country,  right 
or  wrong,"  embodying  a  determination  to  make  it  always  right 
and  secure  those  victoriea  and  that  progress  that  come  only 
through  struggles  that  are  right. 

Cooperate  in  all  things  with  the  Woman's  Belief  Corps  and 
all  kindred  Patriotic  Organizations. 

Finally,  brook  no  criticism  of  the  Government  and  its  wonder- 
ful efforts  in  the  world's  contest  against  Eaiserism  and  for  uni- 
versal Democracy.

My  Dear  Commander: 

At  the  meeting  of  the  National  Council  of  Administration  held 
in  the  Hotel  Vendome  at  the  close  of  the  51st  National  Encamp- 
ment, the  question  of  raising  funds  for  the  Southern  Memorial 
Fund  was  considered  at  some  length.  It  was  finally  decided  that 
the  Commander-in-Chief  should  ask  the  Departments  to  raise 
their  proportionate  amount  of  the  total  sum  necessary.  This  he 
has  delayed  doing,  hoping  that  the  amounts  subscribed  might  be 
sufficient.  The  appeals  made  in  General  Orders  have  been  so 
little  heeded  that  it  now  becomes  necessaiy  to  ask  each  Depart- 
ment Commander  to  secure  from  the  Posts  in  his  Department 
a  specified  amount.

Some  of  these  southern  Comrades  have  to  travel  many  miles  at 
great  expense  on  Memorial  Day  —  which  is  not  observed  by  the 
localities  in  which  they  live  —  to  carry  on  this  work  and  pay  this 
tribute  of  respect  and  affection,  and  we  of  ithe  large  and  stronger 
Departments  should  do  our  paii:  by  making  it  possible  for  them 
to  carry  on  this  work  of  love. 

Will  you  kindly  see  that  all  contributions  from  your  Depart- 
ment reach  the  Quartermaster-General  by  May  1st,  if  possible  ?

I.  At  a  meeting  of  the  Department  Council,  held  at  Head- 
quarters at  the  Capitol,  Albany,  February  26,  19118,  the  city  of 
Ithaca  was  selected  as  the  place  and  June  25,  26  and  27,  1918, 
as  the  dates  of  holding  the  Fifty-second  Annual  Encampment  of 
the  Department  of  New  York,  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic. 

II.  Department  headquarters  during  the  Encampment  will 
be  established  at  the  Hotel  Ithaca,  and  will  be  open  for  business 
at  10  o'clock  A.  M.  June  25.  Post  Commanders  and  del^ates 
will  report  to  the  Assistant  Adjutant-General  immediately  on 
arrival,  that  they  may  be  checked  and  receive  their  badgea  The 
Committee  on  Credentials  will  meet  at  the  same  time  and  place. 
Commanders  must  not  fail  to  bring  their  credentials  and  thus 
avoid  delays  and  embarrassment. 

III.  The  Department  is  taking  up  with  the  Trunk  Line  Asso- 
ciation, representing  the  various  railroads  in  the  State,  the  question 
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of  reduced  rates  for  members  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic 
and  associate  bodies  attending  the  Fifty-second  Annual  Encamp- 
ment at  Ithaca,  and  will  be  published  in  future  General  Orders. 

IV.  The  Committee  on  Accommodations  of  the  Board  of  Com- 
merce of  Ithaca  have  assumed  the  responsibility  of  providing 
rooms  for  all  applicants.  It  will,  therefore,  be  necessary  for  all 
Comrades  desiring  accommodations  to  communicate  with  the 
Committee  on  Accommodations,  Board  of  Commerce,  stating  their 
requirements.  Everything  is  conducted  on  European  plan,  with 
prices  ranging  from  $1.00  to  $2.50  per  day.  Ample  provisions 
will  be  made  to  furnish  meals  at  very  reasonable  prices.

Memobial  Day 

V.  The  day  of  solemn  yet  happy  memory  is  near  at  hand,  and 
in  accordance  with  custom  May  30th  will  be  observed  as  Memo- 
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rial  Day.  It  is  a  day  made  sweet  by  the  tender  memories  it 
revives,  made  grand  by  the  solemnity  of  its  ceremonies,  made 
glorious  by  the  revival  of  heroic  deeds,  made  precious  by  its 
inspiring  lessons  of  patriotism. 

America  will  celebrate  the  coming  day  of  remembrance  with 
a  holy  fervor  heretofore  unknown,  because  upon  land  and  sea 
our  sons  and  grandsons  are  offering  their  lives  to  the  cause  of 
humanity  and  are  to-day  battling  that  Liberty  may  kindle  her 
altar  fires  across  every  valley  and  on  every  mountain  top  of 
Europe.  Seeking  world  dominion,  the  mightiest  military  power 
on  earth  has  turned  fair  fields,  hallowed  homes,  peaceful  villages 
and  great  cities  into  shambles,  and  made  the  civilized  world  gasp 
with  horror.  There  is  no  divided  sentiment  in  the  Grand  Army 
as  to  the  righteousness  of  our  nation  in  aligning  itself  on  the  side 
of  the  Allies.  Glory  to  the  Stars  and  Stripes  —  it  is  fluttering 
side  by  side  with  the  flags  of  England  and  France  in  vindication 
of  national  honor  and  the  liberties  of  mankind. 

There  is  but  little  the  Grand  Army  can  do  in  the  way  of 
actual  service  to  frustrate  the  foul  conspiracy  to  strike  down 
Liberty,  but  we  can  do  much  to  inspire  our  noble  boys  to  do  valiant 
service  beneath  the  flag  our  blood  sanctified. 

VI.  The  National  Encampment  has  directed  that  General 
Logan's  Memorial  Day  order  shall  be  read  as  a  part  of  the  public 
services.  The  following  is  a  copy  of  Past  Commander-in-Chief 
Logan's  Memorial  Day  order: 


Headquabtebs  Geand  Army  of  the  Republic, 

Washington,  D.  C,  May  5,  1868. 


General  Order, 
No.  11. 


I.  The  30th  day  of  May,  1868,  is  designated  for  the  purpose  of 
strewing  with  flowers  or  otherwise  decorating  the  graves  of  com- 
rades who  died  in  defence  of  their  country  during  the  late  rebel- 
lion, and  whose  bodies  now  lie  in  almost  every  city,  village  and 
hamlet  churchyard  in  the  land.     In  this  observance  no  form  of 
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ceremony  is  prescribed^  but  Posts  and  Comrades  will  in  their  own 
way  arrange  such  fitting  services  and  testimonials  of  respect  as  cir- 
cumstances may  permit. 

We  are  organized,  Comrades,  as  our  Begulations  tell  us,  for  the 
purpose,  among  other  things,  ^^  of  preserving  and  strenghtening 
those  kind  and  fraternal  feelings  which  have  bound  together  the 
soldiers,  sailors  and  marines  who  united  to  suppress  the  late  rebel- 
lion." What  can  aid  more  to  assure  this  result  than  by  cherishingj 
tenderly  the  memory  of  our  heroic  dead,  who  made  their  breasts  a 
barricade  between  our  country  and  its  foes.  Their  soldier  lives 
were  the  reveille  of  freedom  to  a  race  in  chains,  and  their  deaths 
the  tattoo  of  rebellious  tyranny  in  arms.  We  should  guard  their 
graves  with  sacred  vigilance.  All  that  the  consecrated  wealth  and 
taste  of  the  nation  can  add  to  their  adornment  and  security  is  but 
a  fitting  tribute  to  the  memory  of  her  slain  defenders.  Let  no 
wanton  foot  tread  rudely  on  such  hallowed  grounds.  Let  pleasant 
paths  invite  the  coming  and  going  of  reverent  visitors  and  fond 
mourners.  Let  no  vandalism  of  avarice  or  neglect,  no  ravages  of 
time  testify  to  the  present  or  to  the  coming  generations  that  we 
have  forgotten  as  a  people  the  cost  of  a  free  and  undivided  republic. 

If  other  eyes  grow  dull  and  other  hands  slack  and  other  hearts 
cold  in  the  solemn  trust,  ours  shall  keep  it  well  as  long  as  the  light 
and  warmth  of  life  remain  to  us. 

Let  us,  then,  at  the  time  appointed  gather  round  their  sacred 
remains  and  garland  the  passionless  mounds  above  them  with  the 
choicest  flowers  of  springtime;  let  us  raise  above  them  the  dear 
old  flag  they  saved  from  dishonor ;  let  us  in  this  solemn  presence 
renew  our  pledges  to  aid  and  assist  those  whom  they  have  left 
among  us,  a  sacred  charge  upon  a  nation's  gratitude  —  the  soldier's 
and  sailor's  widow  and  orphan. 

II.  It  is  the  purpose  of  the  Commander-in-Chief  to  inaugurate 
this  observance  with  the  hope  that  it  will  be  kept  up  from  year  to 
year  while  a  survivor  of  the  war  remains  to  honor  the  memory  of 
his  departed  comradea  He  earnestly  desires  the  public  press  to 
call  attention  to  this  Order,  and  lend  it  friendly  aid  in  bringing  it 
to  die  notice  of  comrades  in  all  parts  of  the  country  in  time  for 
simultaneous  compliance  therewith. 
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III.  Department  Commanders  will  use  every  effort  to  make  this 
Order  effective.

It  is  further  directed  that  the  address  of  President  Abraham 
Lincoln  at  the  dedication  of  Gettysburg  Cemetery  be  also  read. 
It  is  as  follows : 

President  Lincoln's  Address  at  Gettysburg,  Nov.  19,  1863 

Four  score  and  seven  years  ago  our  fathers  brought  forth  upon 
this  continent  a  new  nation,  conceived  in  Liberty  and  dedicated  to 
the  proposition  that  all  men  are  created  ejqual.  Now  we  are 
engaged  in  a  great  Civil  War ;  testing  whether  that  nation,  or  any 
nation  so  conceived  and  so  dedicated,  can  long  endure.  We  are 
met  on  a  great  battlefield  of  that  war.  We  have  come  to  dedicate 
a  portion  of  that  field  as  a  final  resting  place  for  those  who  here 
gave  their  lives  that  that  nation  might  live.  It  is  altogether  fitting 
and  proper  that  we  should  do  this. 

But,  in  a  larger  sense,  we  cannot  dedicate — we  cannot  conse- 
crate —  we  cannot  hallow  —  this  ground.  The  brave  men,  living 
and  dead,  who  struggled  here  have  consecrated  it  far  above  our 
power  to  add  or  detract.  The  world  will  little  note,  nor  long 
remember,  what  we  say  here,  but  it  can  never  forget  what  they 
did  here.  It  is  for  us,  the  living,  rather,  to  be  here  dedicated  to 
the  unfinished  work  which  they  who  fought  here  have  thus  for  so 
nobly  advanced.  It  is  rather  for  us  to  be  here  dedicated  to  the 
great  task  remaining  before  us  —  that  from  these  honored  dead  we 
take  increased  devotion  to  that  cause  for  which  they  gave  the  last 
full  measure  of  devotion  —  that  we  here  highly  resolve  that  these 
dead  shall  not  have  died  in  vain  —  that  this  nation,  under  God, 
shall  have  a  new  birth  of  freedom  —  and  that  government  of  the 
people,  by  the  people,  for  the  people,  shall  not  perish  from  the 
earth. 
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Memorial  Sunday,  May  26th 

VII.  Memorial  Sunday  will  be  observed  on  May  26th,  and 
Posts  are  expected  to  attend  divine  service  and  invite  all  auxiliary 
and  kindred  orders  to  join  them  in  these  services. 

VIII.  Post  Commanders  are  requested  to  confer  with  School 
Superintendents  and  teachers  in  their  several  localities  to  hold 
patriotic  exercises  in  the  schools,  and  that  the  Comrades  co-oper- 
ate by  making  addresses  to  the  pupils  along  patriotic  lines  that 
will  be  instructive  and  interesting. 

Mothers'  Day,  May  12th 

IX.  The  sacrifices  and  labors  of  the  Mothers  in  behalf  of  the 
boys  at  the  front  during  the  crucial  period  of  '61  to  '65,  in  the 
War  of  ^8,  and  the  supreme  sacrifice  and  loyalty  of  the  Mothers 
who  have  given  their  sons  to  the  existing  war  for  humanity  can 
never  be  appropriateljr  appreciated  by  expressions  of  praise.  To 
them  is  due  the  Union  success  in  the  Great  War  of  the  Rebellion, 
the  success  of  America  in  the  War  of  '98,  and  to  the  Mothers  of 
the  boys  across  the  seas  will  be  due  the  success  of  our  arms,  which 
is  assured  in  the  triumphant  cause  of  humanity  against  which 
brutality  and  beastiality  cannot  long  prevail. 

It  is,  therefore,  recommended  that  Mothers'  Day,  May  12th 
next,  be  observed  by  our  Comrades  by  wearing  a  white  carnation. 

Flag  Day,  June  14th 

X.  It  is  directed  that  Flag  Day,  June  14th,  be  appropriately 
observed,  and  that  Old  Glory  be  flung  to  the  breeze  in  homes  and 
public  buildings,  and  Comrades  are  requested  to  put  forth  their 
best  efforts  to  that  end. 

XI.  Post  Patriotic  Instructors  will  forward  their  reports 
through  the  Post  Commander  to  the  County  Patriotic  Instructor 
immediately  after  Memorial  Day  and  not  later  than  June  7th. 
County  Patriotic  Instructors  will  forward  such  reports  of  their 
respective  counties  to  the  Department  Patriotic  Instructor,  Com- 
rade (Jeo.  L.  Hughson,  Peekskill,  N.  T.,  not  later  than  June  10th. 
Strict  Compliance  with  foregoing  is  required. 

XII.  Post  Commanders  are  directed  to  turn  over  Memorial 
Day  blanks  (enclosed  herewith)  to  the  Post  Chaplain,  who  will 
have  same  properly  made  out  and  promptly  forwarded  to  the 
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Assistant  Adjutant  General,  Department  Headquarters,  Capitol, 
Albany,  N.  Y.,  and  not  to  the  Department  Chaplain. 

XIII.  Under  an  amendment  to  the  Bules  and  Eegulations 
adopted  by  the  National  Encampment,  semi-annual  reports  ordi- 
narily made  for  term  ending  June  30th  are  discontinued.  Especial 
attention  is  directed  to  the  Rule  which  provides  that  per  capita 
tax  for  the  term  ending  June  30,  1918,  and  the  rate  of  tax  must 
be  based  on  last  report  for  term  ending  December  31,  1917;  more 
plainly  speaking,  the  per  capita  for  term  ending  June  30th  will  be 
for  number  of  Comrades  in  good  standing  December  31,  1917, 
and  shall  be  forwarded  to  the  Assistant  Quartermaster  General. 

XIV.  Special  attention  is  directed  to  amendment  of  Hules 
and  Regulations  which  provide  that  the  Senior  Vice  Post  Comr 
manders  and  Junior  Vice  Post  Commanders  are  by  virtue  of  their 
offices  tiel^ates  to' the  Department  Encampment,  and  it  is  expected 
th^  will  show  their  appreciation  of  the  honor  and  demonstrate 
their  interest  in  the  well-being  of  the  Grand  Army  by  being 
present  at  the  Encampment. 

Xational  Encampment 

XV.  The  National  Encampment  will  be  held  in  the  City  of 
Potrland,  Oregon,  the  week  beginning  Sunday,  August  18th.  The 
necessary  transportation  facilities  will  be  at  our  disposal  and  at 
a  rate  of  one  cent  a  mile,  the  lowest  rate  given  us  for  many  years. 
The  rate  applies  to  members  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic 
and  their  families  —  also  members  of  the  Army  Nurses'  Asso- 
ciation, Women's  Relief  Corps,  Ladies'  of  the  G.  A.  R.,  Daughters 
and  Sons  of  Veterans  and  Sons  of  Veterans  Auxiliary. 

It  is  requested  that  Posts  be  prepared  to  present  the  names 
of  Comrades  and  their  Posts  who  will  positively  attend  the 
Encampment  and  forward  same  to  Assistant  Adjutant  General  for 
submission  to  Department  Encampment  for  election  as  del^ates.

Past  Department  Commander  Michael  J.  Cummings  died  at 
his  home  in  Brooklyn  on  January  3,  1918.  He  enlisted  on  Janu- 
ary 12,  1864,  as  a  private  in  Company  B,  48th  Regiment,  New 
York  Volunteer  Infantry ;  was  wounded  at  the  battle  of  Olustee, 
and  was  honorably  discharged  as  Sergeant  September  1,  1865. 

After  some  years  spent  in  private  emplojnnent  he  was  appointed 
clerk  in  the  office  of  the  City  Clerk  of  Brooklyn  in  1877,  ana 
remained  there  for  fifteen  or  sixteen  years,  having  arisen  to  the 
office  of  City  Clerk,  which  he  held  for  some  years.  Under  Greater 
New  York,  on  January  1,  1898,  he  became  Secretary  of  the  Sewer 
Department,  and  when  that  Department  ceased  to  exist  he  was 
transferred  to  the  Sewer  Bureau,  in  the  Borough  President's 
office  in  Manhattan,  where  he  remained  until  his  death.  In  the 
discharge  of  his  public  duties  he  was  careful,  prompt  and  intel- 
ligent. 

Comrade  Cummings  was  mustered  into  Thomas  C.  Devin  Post 
N^o.  148,  Department  of  New  York,  on  September  12,  1884,  and 
remained  an  active  member  until  his  death.  He  was  Commander 
of  his  Post  in  1888,  and  Department  Commander  of  New  York 
in  190*9.  He  was  trustee  of  the  Permanent  Fund  of  the  Grand 
Army  of  the  Republic,  and  Chairman  of  the  board  at  the  time  of 
his  death  and  for  a  number  of  years  prior  thereto.  He  was  for 
eight  years  Chairman  of  the  Memorial  and  Executive  Committee, 
G,  A.  R.,  of  Kings  county. 

Comrade  Cummings  in  any  body' of  men  was  a  leader.  As  a 
Comrade  he  was  characterized  by  his  readiness  and  willingness  to 
help  a  Comrade,  regardless  of  any  consideration  other  than  the 
fraternal  tie.     Comradeship  meant  what  its  name  implies  to  him. 
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Past  Senior  Vice  Department  Commander  Wm,  A.  Boyd  died 
at  his  home  in  New  York  City  January  24,  1918.  He  enlisted 
April  20,  1861,  in  the  Tlst  K  Y.  S.  M.,  and  served  ninety  days. 
Re-enlisted  in  the  62d  N.  Y.  Vol.  Inf.  September  13,  1861,  and 
was  discharged  December  13,  by  reason  of  ill  health.  Mustered 
into  Lafayette  Post  140,  July,  1905.  He  was  elected  Senior  Vice 
Department  Commander  in  1908,  and  served  as  Judge  Advocate 
of  the  Department,  and  at  the  time  of  his  death  was  Chairman  of 
the  Memorial  Committee,  County  of  New  York,  and  Trustee  of 
the  W.  R  C.  Home  at  Oxford,  N.  Y.

F.  Hickey,  President  of  the  Ithaca  Board  of  Commerce,  presiding. 

President  Hickey. — ^Oommander  Kirchner,  members  of  the 
Grand  Army  of  the  Republic,  ladies  and  gentlemen:  To  open 
the  program  we  will  ask  you  to  kindly  rise  and  sing  '^America," 
after  which  we  will  ask  you  to  remain  standing  until  after  the 
invocation  by  Dr.  GriflSs. 

Rev.  William  Elliott  Griffis,  D.  D. — ^Let  us  invoke  the 
Divine  blessing.  Almight  God,  Father  of  all  Eternity,  and  Lord 
of  the  spirits  of  the  flesh,  we  give  Thee  thanks  that  Thou  hast 
bestowed  upon  us  this  beautiful  day  upon  which  we  come  together 
to  recall  the  memories  of  the  time  that  tried  men's  souls,  to  bring 
back  the  days  of  eager  effort  and  earnest  consecration  to  serve 
Thee  and  serve  our  country,  and  we  glorify  Thee'  that  while  we 
age  and  pass  away  Thou  art  the  same  and  Thy  years  do  not  fail ; 
time  writes  no  wrinkle  upon  thy  brow,  but  as  thou  wert  so  art 
Thou  now,  ready  to  bless  all  those  who  call  upon  Thee  and  serve 
Thee  in  earnestness  of  spirit,  and  we  to-day,  many  of  whom  have 
passed  the  meridian  of  life,  come  to  consecrate  to  Thee  our  bodies 
and  our  spirit,  our  country  and  our  dear  ones,  our  friends  who 
are  on  the  sea  and  beyond  the  sea,  struggling  that  the  people  might 
live  and  that  the  Government  which  is  of  the  people  and  by  the 
people  and  for  the  people  may  not  perish  off  the  earth.  Gk>d  bless 
our  sons,  our  brothers,  who  are  maintaining  the  cause  for  which 
our  fathers  lived  and  died,  and  may  they  ever  uphold  the  honor  of 
that  flag  which  our  fathers  died  to  plant  over  their  graves.  And 
now.  Almighty  God,  we  ask  especial  blessing  upon  the  Grand 
Army  of  the  Republic.  Be  with  the  veterans.  Be  with  the  old 
men.  Be  with  them  in  their  loneliness.  Be  with  them  in  their 
joys  and  sorrows.  Bless  all  who  love  them  and  take  care  of  them, 
and  make  their  declining  days  sweet  with  the  ministration  of  affec- 
tion. Almighty  God,  bless  the  women.  Keep  our  boys  from  the 
bad  ones,  bring  the  good  woman  with  all  her  powers  of  blessing 
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and  aid  and  comfort  to  stistain  our  army  so  that  it  may  be  one 
of  purity  and  of  righteousness.  Bless  the  President  of  the  United 
States  and  all  associated  with  himi  in  power,  our  Congress  and 
all  who  are  carrying  out  the  will  of  the  people,  from  the  greatest 
to  the  smallest.  Pardon  all  our  sins;  love  us  freely;  go  with  us 
when  we  walk  through  the  valley  of  the  shadow  of  death,  and  on 
the  bright  camping  grounds  of  the  other  world  may  we  answer  to 
the  call  and  sit  down  with  Thee  in  heavenly  places  in  Christ 
Jesus,  in  whose  name  we  begin  and  end  all  our  petitions,  giving 
glory  to  the  Father,  and  the  Son  and  the  Holy  Spirit,  now  and 
forevermore,  Amen. 

Peesident  Hickey. —  Commander,  members  of  the  Grand 
Army  of  the  Republic,  ladies  and  gentlemen :  A  few  months  ago 
a  committee  of  the  Grrand  Army  of  the  Republic  met  in  Albany 
to  decide  on  the  place  to  hold  the  convention.  The  Board  of  Com- 
merce of  the  city  of  Ithaca  sent  a  delegation  to  Albany  and  they 
were  earnestly  requested  if  possible  to  get  that  convention  for  the 
city  of  Ithaca.  On  that  committee  were  Judge  Kent  and  Comrade 
George  W.  Hunt,  of  this  city,  and  we  felt  if  anybody  could  per- 
suade the  G.  A.  R.  to  come  to  Ithaca  that  committee  could.  I  am 
informed  by  a  comrade  this  morning  that  after  a  plea  made  by 
three  different  cities  unanimous  choice  was  made  for  Ithaca. 

We  are  glad  to  have  you  with  us,  particularly  at  this  time,  for 
we  need  inspiration  at  this  critical  period  of  the  world's  history. 
I  am  not  going  to  take  your  time.  There  are  speakers  here  on 
the  program,  but  I  want  to  thank  the  G.  A.  R.  on  behalf  of  the 
people  of  the  city  of  Ithaca,  and  particularly  on  behalf  of  the 
Board  of  Commerce,  for  responding  to  our  request.  We  are  proud 
of  the  city.  You  are  accustomed  to  meeting  in  a  larger  place,  but 
we  feel  a  particular  pride  in  this  little  city,  and  we  believe  that 
after  you  have  spent  a  few  days  with  us  that  you  will  agree  that 
we  have  reason  to  be  somewhat  proud.  It  is  a  well  regulated  city 
and  a  well  governed  one,  and  for  this  we  have  reason  to  thank  our 
very  efiicient  Mayor,  whom  I  now  have  the  honor  to  introduce, 
Frank  B.  Davis,  Mayor  of  the  City  of  Ithaca. 

Mayor  Davis. —  Mr.  President,  Commander  Kirchner,  mem- 
bers of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic,  ladies  and  gentlemen : 
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I  want  to  thank  you  most  sincerely  for  this  invitation  to  welcome 
you  to  our  city.  It  is  indeed  a  genuine  pleasure  that  has  come  to 
this  city  in  entertaining  the  state  encampment  of  the  Grand  Army 
of  the  Republic.  In  extending  your  comrades  a  hearty  welcome 
from  Ithaca  it  is  unnecessary  to  remind  you  that  your  delibera- 
tions will  be  somewhat  shadowed,  more  or  less,  by  our  national 
and  international  affairs,  for  we  are  engaged  in  the  greatest  of  all 
wars  since  the  beginning  of  time.  It  is  a  war  that  has  tested  and 
tried  us  and  a  war  that  is  still  going  to  try  and  test  us  as  we  have 
never  been  tried  or  tested  before.  We  are  going  to  win  this  war. 
(Applause.)  That  is  absolutely  certain,  because  we  are  right  and 
because  we  are  strong. 

But  as  this  war  has  already  demanded  sacrifice  from  us  we  have 
still  got  to  make  more  and  more  sacrifices  of  money  and  of  blood. 
We  have  got  to  thoroughly  understand  that  the  country  needs  us, 
now  as  she  never  needed  us  before.  We  have  got  to  understand 
that  every  man,  woman  and  child  has  a  duty  to  perform  in  our 
country's  great  need,  and  we  have  got  to  conscientiously  learn 
what  we  can  best  do  toward  winning  this  war.  Some  must  go 
over  there ;  some  have  already  gone ;  and  still  more  must  go.  We 
have  got  to  make  sacrifices  of  money  as  we  have  already  done. 
Some  must  help  in  the  production  of  food  and  munitions  and 
ships,  as  they  have  done,  and  are  doing,  and  must  still  do.  But 
in  some  way  or  another  every  last  one  of  us,  every  man,  woman 
and  child  has  got  to  do  their  utmost  to  make  this  nation  and  the 
allied  nations  victorious  in  this  great  struggle  for  the  ideals  of 
free  government.  I  am  proud  that  I  can  stand  here  to-day  as  a 
citizen  of  this  great  state,  of  your  state,  of  my  state,  and  say  that 
New  York  is  a  loyal  and  patriotic  state.  I  am  proud  that  I  can 
stand  here  as  an  official  representative  of  the  people  of  this  city 
and  say  that  Ithaca  is  a  loyal  and  patriotic  city,  and  in  this  war 
will  meppiire  up  to  its  full  duty. 

I  feel  that  every  man,  woman  and  child  in  Ithaca  is  heart  and 
soul  with  our  Govelmment  in  this  great  struggle,  and  we  are 
enthusiastically  with  our  fellow-countrymen  in  upholding  the 
honor  of  our  country  whenever  its  integrity  is  assailed. 

When  the  American  flag  goes  up  all  others  must  come  down. 
(Applause.)    Wherever  it  leads  us,  on  land  or  sea,  on  this  conti- 
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nent  or  in  Europe,  our  hearts  are  with  it  and  we  willingly  sacrifice 
our  lives  in  its  defense.  That  is  your  spirit,  my  spirit,  and  the 
li^irit  of  seventeen  thousand  loyal,  patriotic  Ithacans  who  are 
behind  our  Government,  and  it  is  such  a  city  that  bids  you  a 
hearty  welcome.    I  thank  you,    (Applause.) 

Pbbsident  Hickey. —  Now  I  am  sure  you  will  be  pleased  to 
listen  to  your  beloved  Commander,  Commander  Kirchner. 

CoMMAia)£B  Kirchner. —  Mr.  Mayor,  on  behalf  of  the  com- 
rades of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic  of  this  state,  whom  I 
have  the  honor  to  represent  as  the  Department  Conmiander,  I 
thank  you  for  your  patriotic  and  kind  words  of  welcome.  When 
I  look  around  and  see  our  ladies  and  our  comrades  and  the  good 
citizens  of  Ithaca  I  am  sure  that  your  words  of  welcome  cam|e  from 
them  through  their  heart,  and  we  appreciate  your  kind  words. 
(Applause.) 

When  the  council  of  administration  met  at  our  Headquarters 
in  the  Capitol  at  Albany  and  the  matter  was  taken  into  considera- 
tion where  we  were  to  hold  our  52d  annual  encampment  of  this 
great  Department,  representatives  of  three  different  cities  in  this 
state  appeared  there,  presented  their  invitations,  and  when  Judge 
Kent  offered  the  city  of  Ithaca,  and  after  we  had  listened  to  his 
eloquent  address,  the  concensus  of  opinion  of  the  council  at  once 
was  that  the  city  of  Ithaca  was  the  place  to  hold  the  52d  annual 
encampment  of  this  Department. 

The  welcome  that  we  have  received,  and  the  friendship  of  the 
people  of  Ithaca  certainly  recompenses  the  Grand  Army  of  the 
Republic  for  conning  here,  and  we  are  glad  that  the  council  of 
administration  so  decided. 

Mr.  Mayor,  I  want  to  thank  you,  and  I  am  sure  that  I  express 
the  sentiment  of  every  veteran  in  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic 
of  this  great  state,  for  your  kind  welcome  to  this  city.  (Applause.) 

The  President. — "  Ithaca  in  military  history  "  is  the  subject 
of  the  address  which  will  be  delivered  by  Rev.  William  Elliott 
GrifBs,  D.  D.  Dr.  Griffis  is  a  lifelong  student  of  history,  and  I 
am  sure  you  will  appreciate  his  address. 

Rev.  W1LT.1AM  Elliott  Grifpis,  D.  D. —  Commander,  com- 
rades, Mr.  Mayor,  Mr.  Chairman,  ladies  and  gentlemen :    In  our 
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city,  where  you  honor  us  to-day  by  being  our  guests,  we  have  the 
memories  of  more  than  one  man  of  white  skin,  for  here  was  one 
of  the  hearthstones  of  the  great  Iroquois  confederacy,  founded  by 
the  noblest  type  of  savage  man  who  ever  stood  on  the  continent 
It  is  named  after  a  great  hero  and  traveler,  Ulysses,  and  the  name 
Ithaca  has  been  in  the  civilized  languages  of  the  world  for  over 
4,000  years,  so  we  at  least  are  proud  of  the  name,  and  the  sponger, 
who  gave  the  name  to  this  city,  was  no  less  a  personage  than 
Sineon  DeWitt,  a  general  on  the  staff  of  Washington's  army,  the 
first  graduate  of  Rutgers  College,  which,  when  the  Revolutionary 
War  broke  out,  enlisted,  faculty  and  students,  in  one  body  for  the 
army  of  freedom,  and  who  was  present  at  the  surrender  of  Bur- 
goyne  and  made  the  fortifications  at  Yorktown,  and  who  in  his 
later  life  was  Surveyor  General  of  the  State  of  New  York,  and 
surveyed  that  great  military  tract  by  which  the  Continentals  were 
in  some  measure  repaid  for  their  long  effort. 

Now,  one  word  as  to  these  Iroquois  Indians.  Some  day  our 
colleges  and  school  books  will  do  them  justice.  They  were  a  forest 
republic.  They  were  cruel.  So  was  the  white  man.  They  gave 
the  white  man  many  things  for  his  good.  Before  the  white  man 
with  his  theodolite  and  sections  had  found  out  the  topography  of 
this  wonderful  state,  the  Iroquois  had  built  the  Long  House 
extending  from  the  Hudson  to  the  Niagara  river  on  that  wonder- 
ful highland  that  stretches  all  through  central  New  York  like  a 
natural  castle,  has  Lakes  Erie  and  Ontario  for  its  northern 
boundary,  the  Hudson  for  its  eastern  boundary,  has  the  Monon- 
gahela  and  the  other  river  which  links  the  Ohio,  has  the  Potomac 
and  Delaware  for  its  main  natural  line,  and  on  this  land  she  built 
a  confederacy,  a  nation  of  tribes  which  had  in  it  eloquence  and 
diplomacy  and  many  things  which  we  have  been  glad  to  keep  and 
improve  upon. 

Now,  when  the  time  came  that  the  English  House  was  divided 
against  itself,  and  our  Continental  fathers  hoped  to  have  fourteen 
stripes  in  the  flag,  and  they  tried  hard  to  get  Canada  in,  they  went 
among  these  Iroquois  Indians  and  tried  to  get  them  neutral,  but 
where  the  Continental  Congress  could  spend  one  dollar  Great 
Britain  could  spend  one  hundred,  and  the  Indian  is  a  conservative 
man.    In  his  theology,  which  he  had,  and  his  ethics,  which  he  had, 
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and  his  ideas  which  he  had,  he  held  on  to  the  old  father  in  Great 
Britain,  and  when  the  Indians  met  our  men  at  Oriskany  the  most 
stubbornly  contested  battle  of  the  whole  Revolution  was  fought, 
for  the  Revolution  was  fought  chiefly  on  New  York  soil.  It  car- 
ried such  mourning  into  the  Long  House  that  these  warriors  of 
the  forest  determined  on  revenge  and  they  went  down  the  Susque- 
hanna and  destroyed  Wyoming,  and  went  down  through  Cherry 
Valley  and  destroyed  that;  and,  sir,  in  order  that  Washington's 
army,  for  he  never  had  more  than  15,000  drilled  or  disciplined 
troops,  so  that  the  frontier  could  be  protected  and  the  time  come 
when  they  might  march  to  Yorktown,  it  was  necessary  to  destroy 
this  Indian  country.  How  should  it  be  done  ?  To  build  forts  on  the 
frontier  and  garrison  them  was  entirely  beyond  the  resources  of 
the  Continental  Congress,  so  Washington  just  for  this  work  took 
6,000  of  his  best  troops  and  sent  them  into  this  part  of  the  country 
under  the  command  of  General  Sullivan. 

Now,  I  do  not  pretend  to  be  a  profound  student  of  strategy  and 
tactics,  but  I  have  noticed  that  the  man  who  is  of  Scotch  blood  or 
Scotch-Irish  blood  generally  makes  strategy  and  tactics  one  thing 
—  get  at  the  enemy  as  quickly  as  possible  and  annihilate  him. 
( Applause.)  And  so  Washington  and  SuUivan  in  the  Revolution, 
Grant  and  Sheridan  in  our  Civil  War,  and  Sir  Douglas  Haig,  all 
English-speaking  men  of  to-day,  have  one  idea  —  to  get  at  the 
army  of  the  enemy  and  destroy  it.  This  war  will  never  be  settled 
until  that  job  is  finished.  (Applause.)  Finished  it  will  be.  Now, 
Sullivan  led  5,000  Continentals  into  this  r^ion  when  there  were 
nothing  but  Indian  trails  and  very  few  people  had  ever  been  here 
except  captives  or  hunters.  How  to  get  at  these  people  was  the 
problem,  from  the  Mohawk  valley,  from  Oswego,  from  Pittsburg? 
Now,  I  have  taken  the  trouble  to  go  down  to  the  city  of  Washing- 
ton to  see  how  Washington  fought  out  from  the  beginning  the 
whole  expedition,  which  I  do  not  so  lightly  compare  with  Saratoga 
and  Yorktown  in  its  decisive  power  to  win  the  war.  Washington 
took  the  opinions  of  the  captives,  missionaries,  traders  and  hunters. 
He  put  them  all  down  on  a  page  and  finds  there  is  so  much  water 
in  this  river  at  a  certain  time,  woods  here,  open  country  there,  and 
by  and  by  he  fixes  his  plan  so  that  the  left  wing  started  from  Pitts- 
burg, the  right  wing  started  from  Schenectady  and  goes  up  the 
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Mohawk  valley,  and  the  center  comes  from  Easton,  with  die 
artillery. 

Now  Washington  was  jeered  at  and  laughed  at  and  crucified 
by  criticism  just  as  men  are  to-day  with  our  lying  newspapers, 
which  we  do  not  have  in  Ithaca  (laughter),  and  Washington 
was  jeered  at  because  he  took  artillery,  but  I  know  among  these 
veterans  there  are  artillerymen,  and  I  tell  you  it  was  the  artilleiy 
that  decided  the  day  at  the  great  decisive  battle  on  the  29th  of 
August,  1779,  which  gave  the  death  blow  to  the  Iroquois  con- 
federacy, so  that  after  Sullivan  had  finished  his  march  th^  were 
never  able  to  put  anything  in  the  field  but  a  scalping  party  and 
they  ravaged  the  Mohawk  Valley.  It  opened  the  pathway  to 
civilization. 

Now  on  the  way  back  there  was  a  festival  at  Eknira.  They 
had  lived  on  succotash  for  six  weeks,  and  every  bit  of  food  was 
carried  on  the  2,000  horses  that  went  with  them,  and  at  that 
festival  for  the  first  time  they  tested  beefsteak  in  the  woods. 
On  the  way  back  two  Continental  regiments  visited  Ithaca. 
Do  you  wonder  we  are  proud  ?  Do  you  wonder  that  our  Chai^ 
man's  head  and  our  Mayor's  head  are  swelled  a  little  today? 
Why,  we  had  the  4th  Pennsylvania  regiment  come  down  the  oAer 
side  of  the  lake  and  pass  through  our  city,  and  into  the  wilder 
ness,  and  also  the  3rd  New  Hampshire  that  saved  the  day.  So 
then  this  was  a  great  victory,  a  great  and  decisive  point  in  the 
history  of  the  Bevolution. 

Now  we  pass  by  many  years  until  in  1789  we  had  a  general 
government  for  the  first  time,  when  the  hunter  sovereignity  gave 
way  to  a  constitution,  one  of  the  noblest  ever  penned,  under  which 
we  as  a  nation  have  lived  while  growing  from  one  million  to  one 
hundred  million.  It  is  a  constitution  that  can  well  bear  emula- 
tion and  copying  in  other  lands. 

But  Ithaca  not  only  has  a  military  histoiy.  It  not  only  ^^t 
men  to  the  war  of  1812,  but  we  have  powder  mills  along  the 
streams  that  had  falls,  and  it  was  our  country's  namesake,  Daniel 
D.  Tompkins,  who  was  able  to  borrow  millions  of  dollars  on  his 
personal  credit  and  to  equip  12,000  men,  by  which  New  York 
State  was  saved  from  British  invasion.  Ithaca  also  counts  it  tn 
her  credit  that  it  was  from  Ithaca  that  Dr.  Parker  and  WhitnotfJi 
went  out  taking  the  first  white  men  and  women  across  the  Roeo" 
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Mountains  to  settle  the  great  states  of  Washington  and  Oregon, 
and  if  I  could  take  you  around  the  town  I  could  show  you  many 
things  that  might  draw  tears,  and  one  is  an  old  blacksmith  shop 
where  the  first  vote  was  taken  that  Ithaca  should  support  a  mis- 
sionary out  in  Washington  and  Oregon  which  opened  civilization 
on  the  Pacific  coast. 

We  had  men  in  the  Mexican  War.  There  died  only  a  few  weeks 
ago  a  'Cooper  in  Captain  May's  Dragoons  at  the  battle  of  Resaca 
de  la  Palma.  It  was  one  of  the  greatest  cavalry  charges  known 
until  Custer  came  along,  and  we  are  glad  to-day  to  welcome  these 
red  necktie  sons  of  Custer  and  we  are  glad  we  remember  Sheri- 
dan's 20,000  cavalry.    (Applause.) 

But  friends,  we  not  only  had  men  in  the  Spanish  War,  where 
there  was  hardly  enough  war  to  go  around,  but  every  time  we 
marched  up  to  that  cemetery"  we  can  dip  the  flag  in  honor  of  the 
graves  of  every  soldier  that  died  in  any  of  the  wars,  and  I  would 
to  God  there  were  introduced  into  the  ritual  of  the  Grand  Army 
the  dipping  of  the  flag  to  the  soldiers  of  all  the  wars  by  which 
our  country  has  been  preserved. 

And  now  and  last  we  have  come  to  the  final  struggle  of  democ- 
racy with  autocracy,  and  we  have  sent  our  sons  and  our  brothers 
across  the  sea,  and  our  prayers  have  gone  with  them,  and  the 
good  women  have  prayed  and  worked  and  toiled,  and  we  are  all 
hoping  and  praying  and  believing  that  autocracy  shall  down  and 
democracy  shall  live.     (Applause.) 

Mr.  Commander,  I  talked  to-day  with  a  veteran  88  years  old. 
I  look  into  the  faces  of  these  men  and  I  doubt  whether  there  is 
anyone  here  or  could  be  anyone  here  under  65.  I  look  into  the 
faces  of  men  whom  God  Almighty,  because  of  their  temperate 
lives,  has  allowed  to  live  to  three  score  years  and  ten.  I  am  proud 
to  look  into  the  faces  of  clean,  healthy  men  who  may  not  have  the 
strength  they  had  when  they  were  called  on  sometimes  to  march 
40  miles  a  day  with  40  rounds  and  a  gun  and  knapsack;  I  am 
glad  to  look  into  the  faces  of  such  clean  lived  men,  but  I  say  to 
you,  Mr.  President,  Mr.  Mayor,  Mr.  Commander,  that  if  by  some 
powerful  miracle  of  the  Almighty  we  every  one  of  us  could  lay 
oflF  55  years  what  would  we  do?  Well,  I  know  one  man,  what 
he  would  do,  and  when  I  say  that  I  think  all  the  men  here  also, 
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about  800,  I  think  I  know  what  they  would  do.  They  would 
stand  forth  in  the  ranks  of  those  who  have  gone  from  Scotland  and 
England  and  Ireland  and  Wales  to  hold  up  the  cause  of  freedom. 
(Applause.)  I  think  all  would  go  with  France,  the  hero  nation, 
and  be  willing  to  lay  down  his  blood,  his  life,  in  the  soil  where 
Lafayette  sleeps;  and  I  for  one,  and  no  doubt  there  are  many 
of  you,  if  I  could  lay  aside  55  years  I  should  enlist  for  Belgium. 
(Applause) — Belgium,  the  nation  that  with  only  68,000  men 
kept  back  for  six  weeks  a  horde  of  500,000.  It  was  six  weefca 
before  England  fired  a  shot,  and  France  was  occupied  in  the  south, 
and  little  Belgium  with  only  68,000  men  held  back  the  whole 
horde  of  them.  And  my  final  reason,  and  here  I  close  my  address, 
thanking  you  for  your  kind  attention,  my  final  reason  for  want- 
ing to  enlist  for  Belgium  is  this:  It  hasn't  got  into  our  school 
histories,  but  some  day  we  will  have  better  school  histories  than 
we  have  now,  some  day  the  old  prejudice  against  England  will 
go ;  some  day  we  will  realize  his  need  and  that  it  is  a  hero  nation ; 
some  day  we  will  realize  that  Japan,  whom  I  have  known  for  60 
years  —  I  taught  the  Japanese  students  who  came  to  our  country 
in  1866  —  I  had  the  honor  of  beginning  the  public  school  system 
of  the  United  States  in  Japan ;  I  had  the  honor  of  unfurling  the 
stars  and  stripes  first  in  the  capital  cities  of  the  United  States  — 
I  know  the  Japanese.  They  are  good  allies,  but  my  final  reason 
for  wanting  to  fight  for  Belgium  is  this:  It  is  generally  told 
in  our  school  histories  that  the  Dutch,  God  bless  them,  were  the 
first  people  that  settled  the  State  of  New  York.  That  is  not  true. 
You  cannot  settle  a  country  until  you  have  women  and  children 
to  make  homes.  (Applause.)  We  will  never  win  this  war  unless 
the  women  stand  by  us.  And  the  first  shipload  of  people  that 
made  home,  wives  and  children  and  babies  in  cradles,  who  culti- 
vated the  soil  —  who  was  it  came  over  in  the  good  ship  New 
Netherland  in  1623,  and  how  about  the  Walloons  Bout  who 
settled  Manhattan  Island,  settled  where  Albany  is  now,  settled  on 
the  shores  of  Gloucester,  N.  J.  ?  The  first  homes  established  in 
New  York,  New  Jersey,  Delaware  were  by  Walloons,  French 
speaking  Protestant  people,  driven  out  of  Belgium  by  the 
Spaniards  in  1567,  when  Belgium  was  desolated  as  it  is  now. 
That  is  the  reason  why,  in  honor  of  New  York  State  and  those 
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who  first  held  up  the  banner  with  its  millions,  I  should  enlist  for 
Belgium.     (  Applause. ) 

President  Hickey. —  Owing  to  illness  Prof.  C.  L.  Durham 
is  not  able  to  appear  before  you  to-day,  and  I  have  to  announce 
that  Prof.  Samuel  P.  Orth  of  Cornell  and  Ithaca  has  kindly 
consented  to  address  you  in  his  stead  on  the  present  war.  I  have 
the  honor  to  introduce  Prof.  Samuel  P.  Orth. 

Professor  Orth. —  Mr.  Chairman,  members  of  the  Grand 
Army  of  the  Republic :  I  am  one  of  those  very  unfortunate  per- 
sons who  was  too  young  to  be  one  of  you  and  too  old  to  be  one  of 
those  on  the  other  side,  and  beleive  me,  those  of  us  of  middle 
age  are  the  victims  of  this  war,  for  we  have  no  glorious  recollec- 
tions to  carry  our  memories  back  over  fields  heroically  won  as  you 
have,  and  we  have  no  anticipation.  Whether  we  can  be  in  at  the 
death  of  the  modem  Nero  on  the  other  side  of  the  banks  of  the 
Rhine  I  donH  know,  and  I  want  you  to  pity  me. 

I  went  up  to  the  doctor  when  war  was  declared.  My  family 
doctor  happens  to  be  the  one  who  examines  the  -boys  here.  He 
was  partly  to  blame,  probably,  for  the  derelict  he  was  examining, 
but  he  said  he  would  not  commission  me  to  carry  toothpicks  for  a 
Sergeant.     (  Laughter. ) 

All  the  background  of  those  who  belong  to  my  generation  was 
made  by  men  like  yourselves.  The  background  of  the  new  genera- 
tion is  made  by  your  sons  and  your  grandsons  and  my  brothers. 
Those  of  us  who  for  many  years  have  been  told  that  wars  were 
over  and  had  taken  the  anasthesia  prepared  by  the'camouflagers 
on  Wilhelm  Strasse  now  realize  that  the  heroic  in  human  nature, 
thank  God,  has  not  died  and  that  we  are  not  a  soft  nation 
(applause),  for  our  war  program  says  our  war,  and  when  I  was 
called  up  on  the  'phone  last  night  I  was  told  that  Bull  Durham  — 
we  call  him  that  because  we  like  him  —  was  to  talk  about  our 
war.  It  is  our  war.  It  was  our  war  when  the  inpertinent  Bem- 
storff  called  a  sacred  international  agreement  a  scrap  of  paper ;  it 
was  our  war  when  the  plains  and  beautiful  valleys  of  Belgium 
were  devastated  so  that  not  even  a  rose  bush  or  a  strawberry 
plant  could  smile  to  God's  recurring  sun.  It  was  our  war  when 
the  Gulf  Light  Sunk  it  was  our  war  when  Edith  Oavell,  God 
bless  the  women,  when  Edith  Cavell  was  shot  by  the  Hun  for 
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being  an  angel  of  mercy.  (Applause.)  It  was  our  war  —  ah, 
how  we  remember  the  sleepless  nights  that  followed  it  when  the 
Lusitania  was  sent  to  the  bottom  of  the  sea  with  300  babies  — 
300  infants,  into  a  great  eternity  whence  they  had  but  recently 
come.  What  kind  of  an  enemy  is  it  that  will  kill  the  babies  in 
warfare?  Go  back  to  the  days  of  Attila,  the  Hun.  Why,  the 
Iroquois,  Dr.  Griffis,  would  not  have  been  guilty  of  such  a  !bar- 
barous  act.  Do  you  want  to  outsavage  the  savage?  You  do  not 
need  to  read  the  history  of  the  great  pioneers  who  paved  the  way 
across  our  continent.  Read  the  history  of  modem  Germany  and 
you  will  outsavage  all  the  savagery  that  the  world  has  ever  seen. 
They  are  worse  than  tho  savage  because  they  claim  the  laboratory 
and  the  library  and  the  church  as  their  own  —  claims  which  no 
savage  ever  made.  It  is  our  war,  finally,  when  the  demons  of  the 
deep,  disregarding  every  claim  of  humanity  and  every  written 
portion  of  international  law,  it  was  our  war  when  they  b^an 
that  ruthless  warfare.  My  friends,  it  was  our  war,  written  in 
the  book  of  destiny,  and  it  is  our  war  to-day.  It  will  be  our  war 
imtil  that  old  flag  is  carried  through  the  streets  of  Berlin 
(applause),  by  the  boys  in  khaki.  (Applause.)  Do  you  know 
what  color  khaki  is  ?  It  is  a  mingling  of  the  blue  and  the  gray. 
(Applause.)  It  is  a  sun  kissed  color.  It  will  not  fade.  It  will 
not  waver,  it  will  never  know  defeat  (Applause.)  And  then  — 
then  it  will  be  the  world's  war  forever  and  it  will  be  written 
across  the  pages  of  history  in  golden  letters  that  the  constellation 
of  hope  for  mankind  was  a  cluster  of  stars  in  the  red,  white  and 
blue.    (  Applause. ) 

Lloyd  George  in  his  last  two  speeches  has  said  we  are  waiting 
for  America  to  come,  and  we  are  all  saying  for  God's  sake  let's 
hurry  up.  Clemencau,  the  grand  tiger  of  the  magnificent  French, 
has  said  in  his  last  three  interviews  that  it  depends  on  America. 
Poincaire,  the  doughty  and  scholarly  president  of  our  sister 
repuWic  in  France,  has  admitted  it.  The  eyes  of  sunny  Italy 
are  upon  us.  All  the  world  is  waiting  with  abated  breath  what 
America  is  going  to  do.  Why,  of  course,  it  is  our  war,  isn't  it  ? 
(Cries  of  Yes.) 

My  friends,  I  have  often  heard  my  father  tell  of  the  great 
suspenses  of  the  Civil  War.    He  told  how  he  did  not  sleep  during 
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all  the  nights  of  the  Battle  of  Gettysburg.  Where  he  lived  th^r 
could  not  get  long  distance  telephone  communication  then.  He 
told  me  how  he  held  his  breath,  he  and  his  neighbors,  when  it  was 
doubtful  whether  or  not  the  Mississippi  was  going  to  be  open  to 
the  gunboats  of  Farragut  and  to  the  heroes  of  Grant.  He  told  me 
how  it  was  dubious  how  the  Battle  of  Mobile  Bay  was  going  to 
eventuate.  We  mav  also  now  hold  our  breaths.  Two  more  thrusts 
of  the  Hun  army  and  the  long  reach  of  the  artillery  will  demolish 
the  capital  of  modem  art  —  Paris.  We  must  hold  our  breath  for 
those  brave  Frenchmen,  God  bless  them  all,  being  determined 
that  they  will  send  their  children  and  their  aged  now,  and  they  are 
doing  it  this  very  minute,  out  of  their  beautiful  and  resplendent 
capital  and  sacrifice  its  historic  buildings,  its  magnificent  boule- 
vards, its  works  of  art,  everything  that  it  stands  for  in  2,000 
years  of  history  rather  than  give  in  to  the  Hun.  Ladies,  you 
ought  to  have  a  warm  place  in  your  hearts  for  Paris.  But, 
ladies,  if  Paris  falls  where  are  you  going  to  get  the  design  for  the 
next  spring  bonnet?  (Laughter.)  I  will  tell  you,  gentlemen, 
and-  ladies.  If  Paris  falls  the  French  are  not  going  to  give  up, 
and  we,  while  we  will  gird  the  belt  a  couple  of  inches  tighter  and 
we  will  go  across,  because  Paris  must  be  avenged  as  Belgium  mupt 
be  avenged,  and  if  Paris  falls,  and  the  charge  to  Paris  is  a  symbol 
of  the  world  charge,  if  Paris  falls  it  means  that  the  Germans 
must  anticipate  a  like  result  for  every  Bourgeoise  town  on  the 
other  side  of  the  Rhine. 

Now,  why  is  it,  why  is  it?  I  am  going  to  answer  the  question 
very  briefly  why  it  is  our  war.  First  of  all  because  this  is  a  very 
different  world  from  that  which  George  Washington  lived  in. 
Why,  when  he  gave  the  advice  to  the  13  struggling  states  not  to 
engage  in  entangling  foreign  alliances  —  we  are  disentangling 
foreign  alliances  by  the  way  —  Benjamin  Franklin's  electric 
spark  was  still  a  plaything,  and  to-day  the  telephone,  electricity 
of  all  kinds,  in  all  manner  of  useful  methods,  is  being  applied  — 
when  he  gave  that  advice,  the  steam  running  out  of  a  cooking 
pot  upon  the  stove  was  still  merely  a  matter  of  amusement. 
Nobody  thought  of  harnessing  it.  To-day  we  cross  the  ocean  in 
a  week,  the  continent  in  five  days.  Why,  it  was  our  war  from  the 
])eginning  because  we  are  all  neighbors  now,  and  when  you  have 
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got  a  neighljor  whose  chickens  scratch  up  your  garden,  whose 
dog  fights  your  cat,  and  who  calls  you  names  over  the  back  fence, 
you  are  going  to  do  something  to  him.  (Laughter.)  We  are  all 
neighbors  now,  and  if  (here  is  one  in  the  family  of  nations  who 
carries  a  dirk  hidden  in  his  pocket  and  is  ready  to  stab  you  in  the 
back,  that  bully  must  he  put  somewhere  where  he  cannot  use  the 
dirk  on  us.     (Applause.) 

But  there  is  another  reason.  The  Kaiser  for  once  told  the 
truth  —  it  took  him  a  long  time  to  get  to  it  —  in  his  anniversary 
announcement  the  other  day.  He  said,  sir,  it  was  a  war  between 
two  ideals.  I  hate  to  call  his  side  of  the  fence  an  ideal,  but  I 
am  using  his  words.  It  was  a  war  between  two  ideals,  the  ideal 
of  dynasty  and  the  ideal  of  democracy.  Now  a  dynasty  is  every- 
thing that  a  democracy  is  not.  A  dynasty  can  make  plans  from 
generation  to  generation  and  hide  them  beneath  the  cloak  of  dis- 
simulation until  the  favorable  moment  comes.  Then  it  can  cast 
aside  the  cloak  and  strike  —  exactly  what  the  Prussian  has  done 
now.  Democracy  —  De  Tocqueville,  the  first  and  greatest  camou- 
flager,  said  it  is  the  weakness  of  democracy  that  it  cannot  persist 
in  a  plan.  Why,  we  cannot  even  plan  from  one  administration 
to  another.  A  dynasty  is  above  law;  a  democracy  is  built  upon 
law;  a  dynasty  can  hide  its  sins  beneath  the  glittering  favor  of 
fcsplendor ;  a  democracy  can  only  do  humble  penance  in  sackcloth 
and  ashes  for  its  mistakes ;  a  dynasty  exploits  the  people  a  democ- 
racy lifts  the  humblest  into  the  golden  realm  of  opportunity;  a 
dynasty  is  a  reactionary  system  against  which  our  fathers  fought 
in  the  battles  of  the  Revolution,  and  it  was  the  system  of  dynast;/ 
that  President  Monroe  had  in  mind  when  he  issued  the  famoiis 
manifesto  which  now  l>ears  the  name  of  the  Monroe  Doctrine 
when  he  said  their  system,  the  dynasty  system,  established  upon 
f)ur  continent  would  be  looked  upon  by  us  with  fear  and  aversion. 
You  cannot  have  to-day,  men  and  women,  you  cannot  have  to-day 
with  the  modern  inventions,  the  modem  methods  of  getting  about 
from  one  continent  and  one  place  to  another,  you  cannot  have 
to-day  with  the  lightening  exchange  of  information,  two  such 
antagonistic  systems  of  government  standing  side  by  side.  There 
are  now  two  ideas  of  government.  When  this'  war  is  over  there 
will  be  only  one  idea  of  government.     (Applause.) 
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That  is  the  reason  why  it  is  our  war.  If  the  Kaiser  puts  his 
foot  upon  the  necks  of  civilization  you  and  I  will  suftei  and 
our  children  and  our  children's  children  will  suffer.  The  next 
peace  that  is  made,  the  peace  after  this  war,  is  not  going  to  bear 
the  legend  that  we  found  in  all  the  manufactured  goods  that 
flooded  our  mjEirkets  "  Made  in  Germany " ;  it  is  going  to  be 
made  in  Washington,  if  I  am  any  kind  of  a  prophet,  and  that 
peace,  gentlemen  of  the  Grand  Army  and  ladies,  that  peace,  Mr. 
Chairman,  that  peace  is  going  to  be  an  insurance  policy  to  our 
children,  to  our  grandchildren,  to  our  great  grandchildren, 
beoause  it  will  be  our  way  of  ending  our  war.     (Applause.) 

Just  one  final  word.  (Cries  of  go  on.)  Gentlemen,  I  have 
said  it  is  our  war,  and  I  have  said  that  collection  of  stars  in  the 
azure  of  the  greatest  banner  that  kisses  the  breeze  is  the  con- 
stellation and  hope  of  the  world.  What  would  have  happened 
to  that  collection  of  stars  if  you  had  not  won  the  Civil  War? 
Have  you  thought  of  that?  Well,  then  why  isn't  it  your  war? 
(Cries  of  It  is.) 

And  how  it  must  please  you  to-day,  you  who  have  come  here, 
every  one  of  you  with  the  snows  of  many  years  resting  upon 
your  brows,  to  find  the  vindication  of  ChancellorsviUe  adJ 
Gettysburg,  of  all  that  march  of  heroic  events,  to  find  its  vindi- 
cation now,  that  over  on  the  other  side  of  the  ocean  were  men 
who  wondered  what  you  were  fighting  for.  And  do  you  know 
what  fills  me  with  more  pride  than  anything  else  ?  I  have  been 
in  England  a  good  many  times.  I  was  over  there  when  they 
began  their,  great  debate  what  to  do  with  the  House  of  Lords, 
whether  to  pull  its  wisdom  teeth  or  all  the  teeth.  And  a  couple 
of  the  members  of  the  House  of  Commons  carried  around  with 
them  the  Federalist,  which  contains  the  writings  particularly  of 
Alexander  Hamilton  on  the  question  of  a  bicameral  or  unicameral 
parliament.  And  I  said  "  I  am  glad  to  see  you  are  reading 
from  an  American  statesman,"  "  Oh,  no,"  one  of  the  gentlemen 
said,  "Alexander  Hamilton  was  bom  an  Englishman."  "  Oh," 
I  said,  "  but  he  died  an  American." 

Now  it  pleases  it  me  more  than  anything  else  to  see  the  Saint 
of  this  war,  the  prophet  of  this  war  —  who  is  he  —  Abraham 
Lincoln,  quoted  more  than  any  other  single  statesman  by  Lloyd 
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George  and  all  the  British  parliamentarians  at  this  time.  You 
can  hardly  read  a  speech  that  Lloyd  George  makes  or  that 
Clemenceau  makes,  and  he  was  in  this  country  a  number  of  years 
—  was  a  school  teacher  down  in  Connecticut  somewhere,  but 
what  they  are  saying  something  that  Abraham  Lincoln  said,  and 
if  my  faith  and  yours  is  based  upon  reality  the  spirit  of  the 
greatest  American  who  ever  lived,  and  one  of  the  greatest  men 
ever  made  in  the  image  of  God,  is  looking  down  with  benign 
satisfaction  that  a  united  republic  is  marching  in  the  van  of  the 
battle  of  civilization  in  our  war,  in  the  war  which  you  helped 
make  victorious  for  youth,  saved  the  constellation  in  the  flag 
from  disintegration  and  made  it  a  United  States  of  America. 
God  bless  you  all. 

(Prolonged  applause.) 

(Three  cheers  were  called  for  and  given  for  Prof.  Orth.) 

President  Hickey. —  Sir  Commander  and  comrades,  we  will 
close  the  program  by  simply  extending  to  you  a  very  warm  invi- 
tation to  come  again. 

The  Commander. —  Comrades  and  delegates,  I  desire  to  state 
that  we  now  adjourn  and  will  meet  in  this  hall  at  two  o'clock 
precisely,  when  the  opening  session  of  our  encampment  will  begin. 

Comrade  Tanner. —  It  is  now  half-past  11.  Let  us  have  the 
opening  of  the  encampment,  the  Commander's  address  and  the 
appointment  of  committees.  Won't  the  Commander  accept  that 
suggestion  ? 

Com:mander  Kirciiner. —  I  will. 

Comrade  Tanner, —  Then-I  so  move. 
The  motion  was  duly  seconded  and  carried. 

Commander  KmcnNEB. —  I  want  to  say  to  the  visiting  com- 
rades and  ladies  that  we  wish  them  to  retire  so  that  we  can  enter 
upon  our  duties  as  delegates  to  this  encampment.  Now  all  persons 
who  are  not  delegates  to  this  encampment  will  please  retire. 

The  Acting  Assistant  Adjutant-General. —  Is  the  officer 
of  the  day  present  ? 
(No  response). 
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AoTiNa  Assistant  Ad  jutant-Obnerax. —  Commander,  I 
would  suggest  that  you  select  two  or  three  comirades  to  go  along 
the  line  and  take  up  the  countersign.  The  officer  of  the  day  isn't 
present  nor  has  he  his  guards  here. 

The  Commander. —  Is  the  officer  of  the  day  present  ? 
(There  was  no  response) . 

The  Commander. —  Comrade  McCloskey,  Comrade  Michael 
Woods  will  step  up  here.  I  want  a  couple  of  more  comrades  to 
take  up  the  countersign.  Comrade  Cole  and  Comrade  Irvine. 
Xow  each  of  you  comrades  take  an  aisle  and  take  up  the  counter- 
sign, and  the  quicker  you  do  it  the  sooner  we  will  get  ready. 

After  taking  the  countersign  from  the  delegates  the  comrades 
reported  to  the  Commander,  who  announced  that  all  present  were 
members  of  the  Grand  Army. 

The  Commander. —  Comrades,  this  is  the  52d  annual  encamp^ 
ment  of  the  Department  of  ISTew  York  of  the  Grank  Army  of  the 
Republic.  We  meet  in  fraternity,  charity  and  loyaltj^  and  may 
our  hearts  beat  as  one  in  sustaining  the  great  objects  of  our  asso- 
ciation.   The  Chaplain  will  invoke  the  Divine  blessing. 

Rev.  D.  T.  McMillan,  Acting  Department  Chaplain,  then 
invoked  Divine  blessings  as  follows : 

Almighty  God,  most  merciful  Father,  we  thank  Thee  for  that 
kind  protecting  providence  that  has  brought  us  together  to-day. 
Thou  art  the  source  of  light  and  wisdom.  We  pray  that  Thou  wilt 
direct  us  in  the  exercises  of  this  encampment,  to  Thy  glory,  to  the 
welfare  of  Thy  people  and  the  great  interests  which  we  represent. 
Quiet  our  hearts  and  minds,  we  pray  Thee,  with  the  assurance  of 
the  progress  of  that  war  beyond  which  so  disturbs  us,  where  our 
sons  have  gone.  Give  them,  we  pray  Thee,  victory,  and  m^ay  they 
return  with  songs  of  victory  in  Thine  own  good  time,  but  do  not 
grant  peace,  Oh  God,  until  it  shall  come  to  us  permanently  to  bless 
the  human  race.  We  have  but  one  Master,  and  that  is  God,  the 
Father,  here  and  everywhere.  Hear  us  and  bless  us  for  Christ's 
sake.    Amen. 

The  Commander. —  I  now  declare  the  5 2d  annual  encampment 
of  the  Department  of  New  York,  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic, 
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open  in  due  form.    The  first  order  of  business  is  the  report  of  the 
Committee  on  Credentials. 

The  Chairman  of  the  Committee  of  Credentials  reported  that 
up  to  the  present  time  451  comrades  had  received  their  badges  as 
delegates  to  the  encampment. 

The  Commander. —  Comrades,  you  have  heard  the  report  of 
the  Committee  on  Credentials;  what  is  your  pleasure? 
On  motion  duly  seconded  the  report  was  adopted.

The  Commander  tfien  read  his  address,  which  is  as  follows : 

ADDRESS  OF  THE  DEPARTMENT  COMMANDER 

Comrades. —  In  compliance  with  the  Rules  and  Regulations  of 
our  Order,  and  following  the  example  of  my  predecessors,  I  have 
the  honor  to  submit  for  your  consideration  a  report  of  my  action 
as  Commander  of  this  Department  during  the  past  year. 

I  wish  to  congratulate  the  Comrades  for  the  harmony  in  our 
ranks,  and  the  evident  desire  on  their  part  to  carry  on  the  work  of 
the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic  in  accordance  with  the  established 
Rules  and  Regulations  of  our  Order. 

In  accepting  the  honorable  office  to  which  I  was  chosen  by  your 
unanimous  vote  a  year  ago,  I  pledged  myself  to  act  as  far  as  I  was 
able  for  the  best  interest  of  every  Comrade  of  this  Department  — 
whether  that  pledge  has  been  fulfilled  is  for  you  to  decide. 

The  past  year  has  been  crowded  with  Ifational  and  Interna- 
tional questions  of  grave  importance  affecting  the  well-being  of  th-^ 
civilized  world,  and  while  the  American  people  were  reluctant  to 
enter  this  great  war,  yet  the  force  of  circumstances  leading  to 
that  end  were  irresistible.  Our  Army  and  Navy  are  now  ranpe«l 
with  the  Allies  in  the  great  battles  in  Europe  for  justice  ami 
humanity.  The  continued  insolence  of  the  German  Imperial 
Government  could  not  longer  be  tolerated  by  our  people,  and  now 
that  we  are  in  this  war,  and  our  Soldiers  and  Sailors  are  showing: 
to  the  world  their  fighting  qualities,  there  is  but  one  course  f'^r 
our  Country  to  pursue,  and  that  is  to  fight  with  all  its  powers  for 
victory  in  this  holy  cause.  We  have  not  entered  this  war  through 
any  selfish  motives,  nor  do  we  look  for  any  reward.  We  have 
entered  this  war  in  the  defense  of  our  rights  as  a  N'ation,  and  in 
favor  of  the  oppressed  people  of  Europe  who  have  appealed  to  ii?  I 
for  help.  The  Grand  Armiy  of  the  Republic  is  to-day  more  highly 
esteemed  than  ever  before.  The  present  war  has  turned  thr 
thoughts  of  the  people  more  keenly  to  the  scenes  of  our  Civil  War. 
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and  the  memories  of  that  terrible  conflict  have  been  revived.  The 
people  of  OTir  Coimtry  are  again  brought  face  to  face  with  what 
war  means,  and  realize  what  the  Veterans  of  that  war  passed 
through  to  save  our  glorious  Union  and  Flag,  which  now  holds 
such  an  honored  place  among  the  Nations  of  .the  world. 

Visitations 

During  the  year  I  have  visited  a  number  of  Posts  in  different 
parts  of  the  State,  also  attended  reunions  and  other  celebrations 
of  Veterans  and  their  Auxiliaries,  where  I  met  many  of  our  Com- 
rades and  was  at  all  times  well  received  and  hospitably  enter- 
tained. I  found  everywhere  a  desire  on  the  part  of  our  Comrades 
to  exemplify  the  principles  of  Fraternity,  Charity  and  Loyalty, 
and  to  advance  the  interests  of  our  Order.  In  addition,  I  have 
kept  in  close  touch  with  others  through  correspondence  on  vari- 
ous matters  of  interest  appertaining  to  our  Order,  and  gave 
instructions  and  advice  when  needed.  In  this  important  duty  I 
was  ably  assisted  by. Past  Department  Commander  Edward  J. 
Atkinson,  my  Assistant  AdjutantXJeneral,  whose  familiarity  with 
the  requirements  of  our  Order  greatly  facilitated  our  work. 

Fifty-First  National  Encampment 
The  Fifty-First  National  Encampment  of  the  Grand  Army  of 
the  Republic  was  held  in  the  city  of  Boston,  Mass.,  during  the 
week  of  August  19,  1917,  at  which  the  delegates  and  Past  Depart- 
ment Commanders  to  the  number  of  sixty-seven  were  in  attend- 
ance. Headquarters  of  the  Department  were  established  at  the 
llotel  Vendome,  and  was  at  all  times  during  the  Encampment 
the  scene  of  activty,  especially  in  the  attendance  of  a  large  num- 
ber of  visiting  Comrades,  as  the  registration  records  show,  thus 
affording  valuable  information  to  many  inquirers.  In  this  respect 
we  are  indebted  to  Comrade  Edward  J.  Mitchell,  Acting  Assist- 
ant Adjutant-General,  who  was  in  immediate  charge  at  Head- 
quarters. The  parade  took  place  on  Tuesday,  August  21st,  and 
the  Department  Commander  was  very  much  gratified  that  the 
six  hundred  Comrades  who  appeared  contributed  by  their  pres- 
ence in  line  to  the  splendid  showing  of  the  Department,  as  evi- 
denced by  the  plaudits  of  the  vast  multitude  which  thronged  the 
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entire  line  of  march.  The  hospitality  of  the  city  of  Boston,  and 
the  provisions  made  by  the  local  committee  for  the  enjoyment  of 
our  Comrades  and  their  families  will  remain  with  us  a  lasting 
and  happy  memory. 

The  delegates  met  in  caucus  at  the  Hotel  Vendome  on  Tuesday 
evening,  August  21st,  and  unanimously  endorsed  Comrade 
Orlando  A.  Somers,  of  Indiana,  for  Commander-in-Chief.  They 
also  recommended  the  reappointment  of  our  Comrade,  Cola  D. 
R.  Stowits,  to  the  office  of  Quartermaster-Greneral,  so  ably  filled 
by  him  for  a  number  of  years.  Comrade  George  A.  Price,  of  Post 
No  327,  was  again  chosen  to  represent  our  Department  on  the 
National  Council  of  Administration,  and  it  was  the  sense  of  the 
caucus  that  Atlantic  City  receive  our  support  as  the  place  for 
holding  the  National  Encampment  of  1918,  and  New  York  was 
so  recorded  in  the  Encampment,  but  by  a  bare  majority  of  one 
vote,  however,  the  city  of  Portland,  Oregon,  was  selected.  The 
week  of  August  18th  has  been  the  time  fixed,  and  the  rate  of  fare 
at  one  cent  per  mile,  the  lowest  rate  given  in  many  years.  We 
bespeak  for  those  who  attend  a  magnificent  excursion,  and  trast 
that  our  Department  will  be  fully  represented. 

Soldiers  and  Sailors'  Home  at  Bath 

On  October  16,  1917,  I  visited  the  Soldiers  and  Sailors'  Home 
at  Bath,  X.  Y.,  in  company  with  the  Assistant  Adjutant-General, 
and  devoted  part  of  two  days  to  the  inspection  of  that  institution. 
We  were  cordially  received  by  Col.  S.  M.  Morgan,  the  Com- 
mandant, and  Past  Department  Commander  Zan  L.  Tidball,  the 
Adjutant  of  the  Home.  The  day  after  our  arrival  being  the 
regular  monthly  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  we  were 
accorded  an  opportunity  to  meet,  and  were  greeted  by  the  mem- 
bers of  that  body. 

The  Commandant  being  officially  engaged  with  the  Board  of 
Trustees,  we  were  escorted  by  Adjutant  Tidball  through  all  the 
departments  of  the  home,  and  given  every  oppoirf:unity  for  our 
inspection.  Particular  inspections  were  made  of  the  subsistence 
and  dormitory  departments.  The  food  furnished  to  the  members 
of  the  Home  is  of  the  best  quality  and  well  prepared.  The  dor- 
mitories are  supplied  with  clean  find  comfortable  beds  and  l)e<l- 
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ding,  and  all  whom  we  came  in  contact  with  expressed  themselves 
well  satisfied  with  their  surroundings  and  treatment.  The  hos- 
pital was  visited  and  found  well  equipped  for  the  proper  care  and 
comfort  of  the  sick. 

The  building  that  was  destroyed  by  fire  some  time  ago,  I  was 
informed,  was  to  be  rebuilt  in  the  near  future,  which  will  add 
very  much  to  the  comfort  of  our  Comrades  at  the  Home. 

Woman's  Relief  Corps  Home 

My  visit  to  the  Woman's  Relief  Corps  Home  at  Oxford,  N.  Y., 
in  company  with  the  Assistant  Adjutant-General,  was  most 
pleasant  and  satisfactory.  Past  Department  Commander  James 
S.  Graham,  Superintendent  of  the  Home,  met  us  at  the  station, 
and  extended  every  courtesy  and  opportunity  to  inspect  the  build- 
ings and  their  beautiful  surroundings,  and  the  various  arrange- 
ments for  the  care  and  comfort  of  the  old  men  and  women  under 
his  charge.  The  buildings  are  so  constructed  and  connected  as  to 
afford  recreation  during  the  bad  weather,  so  that  at  all  times  the 
inmates  have  an  opportunity  to  exercise.  The  private  rooms  are 
commodious,  clean  and  comfortable.  The  bill-of-fare  contains  a 
well  assorted  variety  of  substantial  food  of  excellent  quality,  which 
is  well  prepared  and  served.  The  kind  attention  and  treatment 
bestowed  by  Comrade  Graham  and  his  good  wife  upon  these  old 
people  must  create  in  their  hearts  a  home-like  feeling. 

Mount  McGregor 

My  visit  to  Mount  McGregor  was  an  interesting  and  enjoyable 
trip.  I  was  received  by  Comrade  Robert  F.  Knapp,  of  Saratoga 
Springs,  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Mount  Mc- 
Gregor Association,  and  Comrades  Ormsbee  and  Remington,  who 
accompanied  me  to  the  Grant  Cottage  and  presented  me  to  Mrs. 
Clarke,  the  widow  of  Comrade  O.  P.  Clarke,  and  now  the  custo- 
dian of  the  Cottage,  since  the  death  of  her  husband,  having  been 
appointed  to  that  position  by  the  Board  of  Trustees.  The  present 
and  future  welfare  and  interest  of  this  historical  spot  and  Cottage 
wherein  the  great  General  passed  the  last  moments  of  his  life  is 
carefully  looked  after  by  ^Irs.  Clarke,  the  official  custodian. 
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On  my  visit  I  found  that  there  was  no  flag-pole  on  the  grounds 
to  display  the  flag  of  our  country.  I  recommend  that  the  Legisla- 
ture be  requested  to  make  an  appropriation  to  provide  for  the 
placing  of  a  pole  and  flag  at  the  Grant  Cottage  at  Mount  MiKrregor. 

Memorial  Day 

Memorial  Day  of  1918  will  pass  into  history  as  among  those 
of  the  most  eventful  in  the  history  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the 
Republic.  While  the  membership  of  our  Order  is  diminishing, 
the  observance  of  the  day,  and  the  popular  interest  in  it  at  this 
time,  while  our  Country  is  engaged  in  this  world  war,  its  sacred 
memories  have  never  been  more  generally  observed. 

Flag  Day 

Flag  Day  this  year  has  been  usually  well  observed  in  our  Depart- 
ment, and  especially  under  the  present  conditions,  while  our 
Country  is  engaged  in  this  world  war.  The  celebration  of  the 
day  appears  to  all  our  people  as  a  public  duty,  and  the  display  of 
the  flag  in  this  Department  has  been  very  general  during  the  past 
year.  It  is  now  seen  upon  every  public  building  and  private 
residence  throughout  the  country. 

Veterans'  Rights 

At  the  last  Department  Encampm,ent  held  at  Saratoga  Springs, 
1917,  the  Committee  on  Resolutions  presented  to  the  Encampment 
the  case  of  Comrade  Edwin  A.  Dotv,  of  Albanv,  who  was  demoted 
and  whose  salary  was  reduced,  in  violation  of  law.  His  counsel, 
Wm.  T.  Byrne,  having  been  retained  by  the  Comrade,  and  who  is 
engaged  in  fighting  the  case  in  the  Court  of  Claims  against  the 
State  of  New  York,  for  which  the  said  Wm.  T.  Byrne  presented 
the  following  bill :  "  For  professional  sersnees  and  disbursements 
in  the  matter  of  the  claim  of  Edwin  A'.  Doty  against  the  State  of 
New  York,  beinjo:  Claim.  No.  0081  in  said  court,  the  sura  of 
$250.00." 

The  matter  was  referred  to  the  Council  of  Administration  with 
the  recommendation  that  they  be  authorized  to  take  such  action  as 
they  may  deem  proper. 
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The  matter  was  brought  before  the  Council  at  the  meeting  in 
Albany  on  January  26,  1918,  and  by  a  unanimous  vote  appro* 
priated  the  sum  of  $250.00  from  the  defense  fund  to  carry  the  case 
through  the  court,  Comrade  Doty  pledging  himself  to  return  said 
amount  to  the  Department  if  successful,  of  which  his  counsel 
seemed  to  be  assured. 

I  recommend  that  this  encampment  confirm  the  action  of  the 
Council  in  this  case. 

Woman's  Relief  Corps 

The  close  fraternal  relations  existing  between  the  Grand  Army 
of  the  Republic  and  its  Auxiliary,  the  Woman's  Relief  Corps, 
under  the  able  leadership  of  Department  President  Mrs.  Ada  T. 
Gardinier,  of  New  York  City,  convinces  us  that  we  are  under 
great  obligations  to  these  noble  women  for  their  faithful  services, 
not  only  in  the  present,  but  iii  the  years  past.  I  trust  we  fully 
appreciate  the  work  they  are  doing  for  us.  Many  Posts  of  this 
Department,  as  well  as  throughout  the  country,  have  been  able  to 
retain  their  membership  and  organization  because  of  the  financial 
aid  and  encouragement  the  Woman's  Relief  Corps  has  given  by 
their  co-operation,  and  I  cannot  too  strongly  recommend  its 
expansion. 

Ladies  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic 

The  Ladies  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic  are  composed 
of  the  wives,  mothers,  sisters  and  daughters  of  the  Veterans  of  the 
Civil  War.  Although  they  are  a  separate  and  distinct  organization 
from  the  Woman's  Relief  Corps,  yet  they  are  doing  a  good  and 
noble  work  in  assisting  our  Comrades  and  their  families  in  every 
possible  way,  and  in  so  doing  merit  our  lasting  obligations  for  their 
noble  and  loyal  support,  under  the  leadership  of  Mrs.  Mary  J. 
Campbell,  of  Penn  Yan,  N.  Y.,  the  Department  President. 

Daughters  of  Veterans 

This  organization  is  one  in  which  the  Grand  Army  of  the 
Republic  is  and  should  be  specially  interested,  since  it  is  com- 
posed exclusively  of  the  daughters  and  granddaughters  of  the  Civil 
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War  Veterans.  It  is  deserving,  and  should  receive  every 
encouragement  to  strengthen  and  firmly  establish  itself  for  the 
future,  and  it  has  during  the  past  year  made  good  progress  under 
the  leadership  of  Miss  Lillian  G.  Dyas,  of  Binghamton,  N.  Y., 
the  Department  President. 

Sons  of  Veterans 

The  Sons  of  Veterans  are  making  good  progress  in  m^any  sec- 
tions of  the  State.  They  seem  to  have  been  very  active  during 
the  past  year  under  the  able  leadership  of  Division  Commander  J. 
Harris  Loucks,  of  Albany,  K".  Y.,  and  are  realizing  that  they  must 
soon  take  up  the  work  of  their  fathers.  Their  organization  will, 
we  hope,  in  the  near  future  grow  in  number  as  rapidly  as  that  of 
the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic  must  decrease.  Their  work  will 
soon  be  the  work  now  done  bv  the  Grand  Armv.  This  thev  are 
beginning  to  realize,  and  I  believe  we  have  every  reason  to  feel 
that  when  the  time  comes,  they  will  take  up  our  work  and  do  it 
well. 

Sons  of  Veterans  Auxiliary 

The  Sons  of  Veterans  Auxiliarv  are  to  the  Sons  of  Veterans 
what  the  Woman's  Relief  Corps  are  to  the  Grand  Army  of  the 
Republic.  I  am  pleased  to  say  that  they  are  doing  good  and 
patriotic  work  under  the  influence  of  their  Department  President, 
Mrs.  Harriet  A.  Pettinger,  of  Rochester,  'N.  Y. 

Department  Officers'  Reports 

I  respectfully  call  your  attention  to  the  reports  of  the  differ- 
ent Department  Officers  for  the  year  just  closed.  There  is  one  item 
in  the  report  of  the  Assistant  Adjutant-General  that  I  deem  import- 
ant and  proper  to  eall  to  your  attention,  and  that  is  the  losses 
by  suspension.  Doubtless  these  suspensions  are  for  causes  deemed 
proper,  but  it  seems  to  me  that  much  charily  could  l>e  exercised  in 
the  matter  of  suspension  for  non-payment  of  Post  dues.  We  can- 
not hope  at  this  late  day  to  obtain  recniits  from  those  who  have 
held  aloof  fmm  our  ranks  all  these  rears,  but  we  can  retain  in 
membership  those  now  on  our  rolls.  We  should  not  drop  or  sus- 
pend any  Comrade  for  non-payment  of  dues.    If  he  is  worthy,  we 
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should  see  that  his  name  remains  on  the  Post  roster  until  the  sum- 
mons comes  that  cancels  all  his  debts.

Age,  76 
years. 

Past  Judge  Advocate  Horace  D.  Ellsworth  died  at  his  home  in 
Canton,  St.  Lawrence  County,  X.  Y.,  February,  1918. 

The  Department  Commander  and  members  of  his  Staff  were 
present  and  attended  the  funeral  services  of  Comrades  Russell, 
Cummings  and  Boyd.

Before  concluding  this  report,  I  desire  to  express  my  sincere 
appreciation  to  the  members  of  my  Official  Staff  who  so  faithfully 
and  loyally  assisted  me  in  upholding  the  standard  of  our  great 
Order.  To  the  members  of  the  Council  of  Administration,  to  my 
Aides-de-Camp,  and  to  all  my  Comrades  who  so  loyally  assisted 
me  in  the  discharge  of  mv  duties  mv  sincere  thanks  are  due. 
While  my  obligations  to  these  Comrades  are  great,  yet  I  feel  under 
special  obligations  to  some  members  of  mv  Staff.  Permit  me  to 
especially  mention  the  faithful  services  of  my  Assistant  Adjutant 
and  Quartermaster  General  Comrade  Edward  J.  Atkinson.  His 
close  attention  and  clear  perception  of  the  duties  of  his  Office 
were  of  the  greatest  value  to  my  administration. 

To  my  Senior  Aide-de-Camp  Comrade  Isidore  Isaacs  are  due 
my  sincere  thanks  for  his  faithful  and  ever  loyal  services  during 
my  term  of  Office. 
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I  cannot  let  this  opportunity  pass  without  a  word  of  conynenda- 
tion  for  the  services  of  Miss  Bemiee  Case,  our  Clerk  at  Depart- 
ment Headquarters.  Her  faithfulness  and  devotion  to  duty  have 
been  of  untold  value  and  her  ability  in  systematic  office  work  can- 
not be  excelled  and  those  who  have  experienced  the  need  of  such 
services  can  more  fully  appreciate  their  value. 

Comrades,  my  duties  as  Commander  of  this  great  Department 
are  about  finished.  I  have  done  my  best  to  render  faithful  service 
for  the  distinguished  honor  conferred  upon  me  one  year  ago. 
While  the  duties  of  the  Office  have  l)een  exacting,  yet  they  were 
very  pleasant.  I  have  had  an  opportunity  to  meet  more  Com- 
rades and  knowing  them  better  than  otherwise  would  have  been 
possible. 

I  again  thank  you  for  the  honor  bestowed  upon  me  and  the 
kind  consideration  and  cheerful  assistance  rendered  me  through- 
out the  past  year.

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CoMMANDEB  KiKCHNER. —  Comrades,  what  is  your  pleasure? 

Comrade  Tanner:  You  have  announced  my  name  as  chair- 
man of  the  Committee  on  Resolutions.  I  want  to  give  notice  to  my 
fellow  members  that  I  now  call  a  meeting  of  that  committee  for 
nine  o'clock  to-morrow  morning.  When  I  say  nine  o'clock  it 
means  nine  o'clock  and  it  means  much  more  discomfort  to  me  than 
it  can  to  them,  for  I  cannot  get  much,  if  any,  sleep  until  long  after 
midnight  and  my  sleep  will  be  abridged  in  the  morning,  and  1 
would  call  the  meeting  of  the  committee  for  room  No.  4  over  in 
the  Ithaca  Hotel,  which  is  the  headquarters  room  of  Grand  Army 
Posts  which  has  been  placed  at  our  service  for  that  purpose,  and 
we  would  like  whatever  resolutions  there  may  be,  that  will 
go  to  that  committee,  if  they  can  be  handed  in  now  so  that 
we  can  measure  up  as  to  the  quantity  of  work  we  will  have 
to  do  we  shall  be  very  glad.  I  take  it  that  all  the  comrades  are 
anxious  to  do  the  business  of  this  en<;ampment,  do  it  thoroughly 
and  as  soon  as  possible  and  get  back  to  their  homes  as  soon  as 
they  can. 

Now,  sir,  every  one  will  agree  that  there  is  a  shadow  on  this 
encampment,  and  I  think  they  will  agree  with  me,  sir,  that  it  is 
proper  that  we  should  take  notice  of  it  in  our  opening  to-day. 
Our  able,  genial  and  efficient  Assistant  Adjutant-zGeneral  and 
Quartermaster-General,  Eddie  Atkinson,  is  not  able  to  be  with 
us,  and  in  my  opinion  I  doubt  most  seriously  if  he  will  ever  be 
with  us  again.  I  hope  so.  But  he  is  lying  in  his  home  down  in 
Yonkers,  and  I  think,  sir,  that  one  of  the  first  things  for  the  Act- 
ing Assistant  AdjutantXJeneral  should  be  an  authorization  to  pre- 
pare a  resolution  to  be  telegraphed  to  him  this  afternoon  to  let 
him  know  that  we  miss  him,  and  that  though  absent  he  is  not  for- 
gotten. Eddie  Atkinson  and  I  liave  disagreed  often  in  Grand 
Army  matters  but  we  have  ever  held  the  grasp  of  comradeship  and 
there  has  been  a  close  friendship  between  us,  and  to  me,  coming 
to  Ithaca,  sir,  with  the  knowledge  that  for  once  I  cannot  have 
Eddie  recite  the  "  Dandy  Fifth  "  is  a  sorrow  to  me  now,  sir,  and 
if  we  have  a  stenographer  here  I  will  take  the  liberty  of  dictating 
to  the  stenographer. 

Commander  Kirch ner. —  Yes,  we  have  one  here. 
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Comrade  Tanner. —  Then  let  him  take  this : 
E.  J.  Atkinson,  90  Bruce  Avenue,  Yonkers,  N.  Y. 

Your  Comrades  of  the  Grand  Army,  assembled  in  their  52d 
Encampment  at  Ithaca,  N.  Y.,  meet  and  miss  you  and  mourn  your 
absence.  Our  hearts  go  out  to  you  in  the  affliction  that  is  upon 
you,  which  "s^e  know  you  are  bearing  with  the  same  steady  nerve 
and  splendid  spirit  that  carried  you  through  the  bloody  years  of 
the  60'8.  We  hope  that  Providence  will  grant  you  surcease  of 
pain  and  complete  recovery  and  reunion  with  us  at  some  future 
day.    We  give  you  this  message,  buck  up  and  hold  fast 

That  is  to  be  signed  by  the  Department  Commander,  if  you 
please. 

On  motion  duly  seconded  the  resolution  of  Comrade  Tanner 
was  adopted,  and  the  acting  Assistant  Adjutant-General  was 
directed  to  send  the  telegram. 

Commander  Orr. —  I  offer  the  following  resolution  and  ask 
that  it  be  read  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Resolutions. 

Comrade  Tanner. —  Under  our  rule  the  resolution  is  to  be  read 
and  referred  to  the  committee  without  debate. 
The  resolution,  as  read,  is  as  follows : 

Whereas,  The  war  news  from  the  front  indicates  that  the 
tide  of  battle  in  the  Great  World  War  is  turning  in  favor  of  our 
allies.    Now,  therefore, 

Resolved,  That  we  congratulate  our  sons  and  grandsons.  That 
they  are  honored  in  serving  in  such  a  cause. 

We  served  to  uphold  the  flag  of  this  nation  and  preserve  it  a 
*'  United  Republic,"  but  they  are  serving  in  a  war  waged  to  pre- 
serve the  liberties  of  all  the  natidns  of  the  earth,  small  and  great, 
against  the  tyranny  of  autocracy  and  militarism. 

It  has  been  said  that  republics  are  ungrateful  We  veterans  of 
the  Civil  War  are  living  examples  of  the  falsity  of  this  charge,  so 
far  as  the  Republic  of  the  United  States  is  concerned.  Our  gov- 
ernment has  made  the  most  liberal  provision  for  its  soldiers, 
veteran  soldiers,  and  their  widows,  of  any  nation  in  history. 

We  send  a  message  of  good  cheer  to  our  boys  at  the  front  and 
remind  them  that  this  nation  has  never  been  defeated  in  any  war 
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it  has  entered  upon,  and  does  not  propose  and  must  not  be  now. 
(The  Central  Powers  will  please  take  notice  of  this.) 

We  pledge  ourselves  anew  to  the  great  principles  for  which  this 
republic  stands  and  wiU  back  "Our  Boys"  at  the  front  to  the 
last  dollar  and  will,  if  necessary,  join  them  on  the  firing  line. 
Further 

"  Resolved,  That  the  Stars  and  Stripes  is  concededly  the 
flag  joined  with  those  of  our  allies  to  win  the  world  from 
ruthless  and  unspeakable  cruelty  as  waged  by  our  enemies, 
to  light  the  pathway  of  a  righteous  civilization  throughout 
the  world  and  to  crush  out  of  existence  the  last  vestige  of 
Prussianism." 

Comrade  Bell. —  I  desire  to  ask  the  Committee  on  the  Com- 
mander's Address  to  meet  immediately  after  the  adjournment 
upon  the  platform  here,  and  also  the  Committee  on  the  Judge 
Advocate's  Report.  We  will  have  room  enough  on  the  stage  for 
both  committees  and  it  won't  take  long. 

Comrade  Zan  S.  Tidball. —  I  offer  the  following  resolution : 

"  Whereas,  The  recent  acts  of  the  Congress  of  the  United 
States,  increasing  widows'  pensions  and  the  pensions  of  the 
veterans  of  the  Civil  War,  have  brought  relief  to  the  men  and 
the  families  of  those  who  risked  their  lives  in  defense  of  the 
flag; 

'^Resolved,  That  the  Department  of  New  York,  Grand 
Army  of  the  Republic,  in  Annual  Encampment  held  in  the 
city  of  Ithaca  June  25^27,  l!9il8,  expresses  its  gratitude  to 
the  Congress  for  its  generous  and  praiseworthy  action ; 

^'Resolved,  That  we  sincerely  appreciate  the  prompt 
approval  of  said  acts  by  President  Wilson ; 

"  Resolved,  That  we  are  under  deep  and  lasting  obligation 
to  Senator  Smoot  for  his  untiring  work  in  securing  the  enact- 
ment of  the  laws  affording  this  relief ; 

'^Resolved,  That  a  copy  of  these  resolutions,  properly 
authenticated,  be  sent  to  the  President  of  the  Senate,  Speaker 
of  the  House  of  Representatives,  President  Wilson  and  Sen- 
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ator  Smoot,  and  that  copies  thereof  be  furnished  to  the 
Associated  Press  and  the  United  Press." 

Commander  Kirchner, —  This  resolution  will  be  referred  to 
the  Committee  on  Resolutions. 

Commander  Kirchner  laid  before  the  Convention  the  following 
communication:

tary despotism  should  defeat  our  army  and  navy  our  splendid 
sacrifices  would  have  been  made  in  vain ;  therefore 

''  Resolved,  That  we  suggest  and  recommend  that  the 
Constitution  and  By-Laws  of  our  Order,  in  order  to  secure 
its  perpetuation,  be,  for  the  reasons  offered  above,  amende*! 
to  provide  that : 

"All  honorably  discharged  soldiers,  sailors,  and  marines  of 
the  Spanish- American  W^ar  and  of  the  present  European  War 
are  eligible  for  admission  to  the  comradeship  of  the  Grand 
Army  of  the  Republic ;  and

Resolved,  Further  that  we  earnestly  request  our  Depart- 
ment Commander  to  so  favorably  consider  our  suggestion 
4ind  recommendation  as  to  advocate  its  indorsement  by  the 
next  State  Encampment  for  transmissiofn  to,  with  recom- 
mendation for  adoption  by,  the  National  Encampment  at  its 
its  next  annual  session.

Comrade  Tanner, —  We  have  no  power  to  do  «anything  with 
that  except  to  refer  it  to  the  del^ation  to  the  next  annual  encamp- 
ment We  cannot  uproot  the  rules  and  regulations  that  are  the 
very  foundation  of  the  Grand  Army. 

Commander  KiRcnNER. —  I  refer  that  to  the  Committee  on 
Resolutions.  I  want  to  say  that  a  request  is  made  there  that  the 
Commander  of  this  Department  should  endorse  it.  I  want  to  say 
now  in  the  presence  of  every  comrade  here  that  I  will  not  endorse 
it    (Applause.) 

Comrade  Oscar  Smith. —  I  offer  the  following  resolution: 

"  Whereas,  Learning  there  was  to  be  a  vacancy  on  the 
Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Soldiers'  and  Sailors'  Home,  at 
Bath,  Jf.  Y.,  the  comrades  in  Albany  were  advised  that  it 
would  be  of  great  advantage  to  the  Board  and  the  Home  if 
one  of  the  Trustees  were  from  Albany  or  its  immediate 
vicinity.  That  the  appropriations  and  supplies  required  by 
the  Home  made  it  necessary  that  one  or  more  of  the  Trustees 
should  come  to  Albany  frequently  to  look  after  these  matters, 
and  as  they  were  serving  without  compensation,  except  to 
cover  actual  expenses,  less  labor  and  better  results  could  be 
attained  by  a  resident  member  of  the  Board.  That  Albany 
and  its  vicinity  had  not  been  represented  on  this  Board  for 
eighteen  years.      Comrade   Past   Department    Commander 
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James  M.  Snyder,  of  Troy,  was  induced  to  become  a  candi- 
date for  this  position.  He  is  a  most  capable  business  man,, 
a  member  of  the  firm  of  Earl  &  Wilson,  one  of  the  oldest 
shirt  and  collar  manufacturers  of  Troy,  "N.  Y.  Comrade^ 
Snyder  is  one  of  the  best  and  most  favorably  known  in  the 
capital  district.  He  resides  but  six  miles  from  the  capital; 
he  is  a  most  worthy  comrade,  and  would  be  at  the  service  of 
the  Board  at  all  times.  His  candidacy  was  endorsed  by  his^ 
comrades  of  Rensselaer,  Albany  and  Schenectady  counties, 
by  the  Mayors  of  the  city,  city  officials  without  regard  to 
party,  also  by  many  respected  and  influential  comrades  about 
the  State.  It  was  later  learned  that  one  other  candidate  had 
asked  for  this  appointment,  one  Comrade  George  B.  Loud, 
of  New  York  city,  to  succeed  himself.  In  order  to  have  the 
Comrade  appointed  that  could  render  the  best  service  and 
satisfy  the  largest  number  of  veterans  of  the  State,  the  Gov- 
ernor has  left  it  to  the  vote  of  this  encampment  and  will 
appoint  the  one  you  select.     Therefore, 

"  Resolved,  That  we  believe  that  Comrade  J.  M.  Snyder  is 
the  one  that  can  render  the  best  service;  that  his  locality 
has  a  prior  claim;  that  a  comrade  located  there  can  render 
the  best  service  for  the  Board,  and  thru  them  for  the  Home 
and  its  inmates ;  and  we  therefore  pledge  him  our  votes  ^and 
most  loyal  support  in  this  encampmtent,  and  aak  the  Governor 
to  appoint  him  to  fill  the  vacancy  now  existing  in  the  Board 
of  the  Bath  Home.'' 

Commander  Kibchner. —  Referred  to  the  Committee  on 
Resolutions.  Are  there  any  further  resolutions  or  communica- 
tions to  be  offered? 

Comrade  Orb. —  Yes,  Commander  Kirchner,  I  have  a  resolu- 
tion which  I  -ask  to  be  read. 

"Whereas,  There  is  pending  in  the  Congi'ess  of  the 
United  States  a  bill  known  as  the  Volunteer  Officers  Retired 
bill,  said  bill  having  passed  the  Senate;  now,  therefore, 

"  Resolved,  That  the  thanks  of  this  Encampment  be  hereby 
mtended  to  the  members  of  the  United  States  Senate  for 
their  favorable  action  upon  this  bill. 
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*^  We  earnestly  urge  the  House  of  Eepresentatives  to  con-

Dear  Sir  and  Comrade. —  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  herewith 
my  report  as  Senior  Vice-Department  Commander  for  the  past 

year. 

In  July  last  I  attended  the  annual  meeting  in  Rochester  of  the 
Monroe  County  Veterans'  Association,  which  was  honored  by  the 
presence  of  Commander  Kirchner  and  several  members  of  his 
•  ji-  -ial  ttaif.  In  January  I  installed  the  officers  of  Peisaner  Post 
No.  106,  making  the  twentieth  time  I  have  had  the  honor  and 
privilege  of  inducting  into  office  the  officers  of  a  Post  composed 
entirely  of  German  veterans,  conducting  both  services  and  ritual 
in  German,  and  than  whom  no  more  loyal  and  patriotic  veterans 
and  citizens  exist  in  our  broad  land. 

While  in  attendance  at  the  National  Encampment  at  Boston  I 
was  taken  seriously  ill,  and  from  that  time  until  recently  I  have 
been  able  to  give  but  little  time  to  either  business  or  Grand  Army 
affairs. 

Oil  last  ^feniorial  Day  T  was  able  to  perform  the  duties  of  Chief 
^larshal.  The  parade  was  the  largest  seen  in  Rochester  on  any

march.

Comrade   Edward  J.   Atkinson,  Assistant  Adjviant'Oeneral, 
Department  of  New  York,  O.  A.  JR.: 

Dear  Sir  and  Comrade. —  Pursuant  to  the  requiremeats  of  the 
rules  and  regulations,  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following 
report  as  Judge-Advocate  of  the  Department  of  New  York,,  Grand 
Army  of  the  Republic,  for  my  term  ending  on  the  26th  inst. 

Only  three  questions  have  been  submitted  to  me  by  the  Depart- 
ment Commander  during  my  term,  in  each  of  which  I  wrote  an 
opinion,  copies  of  which  are  attached  hereto  as  a  part  of  this 
report. 

Question  1: 

Has  the  Veterans'  Relief  Committee  representing  the  Grand 
Army  of  the  Republic  power  to  determine  the  amount  to  be  raised 
by  the  municipality  for  the  relief  of  indigent  veterans  ? 

The  answer  is  in  the  n^ative,  the  committee  having  only 
advisory  power. 

Question  2: 

Is  it  against  the  law  to  have  the  name  of  the  Post  printed  on 
the  flag  ? 

The  answer  is,  Yes.     The  law  makes  no  distinction  in  the 

matter. 

Question  3 : 

Is  a  city  liable  for  the  care  of  an  indigent  veteran  residing 
outside  the  municipality  ? 

Answer,  No. 

In  case  number  one  it  would  seem*  from  the  wording  of  the 
statute  that  the  Relief  Committee  has  full  power  to  determine  the 
amount  to  be  raised  for  indigent  relief,  and  the  lower  courts  so 
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held;  but  on  review  the  higher  courts  in  each  instance  reyersed 
the  lower  courts  and  held  to  the  contrary  doctrine. 

Permit  me  through  you  to  thank  the  Department  Commander 
for  expressing  his  confidence  in  me  by  appointing  me  to  the  posi- 
tion of  Judge- Advocate  for  this  Department,  my  fifth  term  in  the 
oflice,  and  to  extend  assurance  of  my  great  appreciation  of  his- 
many  courtesies  and  that  of  other  Comrades  and  officers.

Statement  of  Facts 

The  Veterans'  Relief  Committee  of  the  city  of  Middletown,  hav- 
ing complied  with  all  the  requirements  of  law  regarding  the  relief 
of  indigent  veterans,  determined  and  decided  that  certain  sums  of 
money  were  necessary  for  that  purpose  and  requested  the  proper 
authorities  of  the  city  of  Middletown  to  provide  the  same  as 
required  by  section  80  of  the  Poor  Law.  The  city  refused  to  pro- 
vide the  amount  requested,  and  provided  a  lesser  amount,  presuma- 
bly under  claim  that  the  lesser  amount  would  be  sufficient  for  the 
purposes  required. 

Conclusion  of  Law 

The  city  acted  within  its  legal  rights.  The  conclusions  of  the 
Relief  Committee  as  to  the  amount  required  for  relief  of  indigent 
veterans  is  not  binding  upon  the  city.  The  municipality  has  full 
power  to  determine  the  amount  of  money  necessary  to  be  provided 
bv  it  for  the  relief  of  veterans. 
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Chapter  706  of  the  Laws  of  1887  provided  for  the  relief  of 
''  poor  and  indigent  "  veterans,  and  together  with  amendments  to 
the  acts  subsequently  made,  specified  with  great  particularity  the 
methods,  manner  and  proceedings  necessary  to  effect  such  relief. 
Upon  one  point,  however,  the  law  was  not  clear.  It  provided  that 
certain  officials  should  provide  such  "  sum  or  sums  of  money  as 
may  be  necessary "  for  veteran  relief,  but  does  not  distinctly 
specify  who  has  authority  to  determine  what  that  amount  shall  ba 
A  controversy  arose  on  this  point  immediately  after  the  original 
law  was  enacted,  which  could  only  be  decided  by  the  courts.  The 
lower  courts  held  that  the  Eelief  Committee  had  full  power  in  the 
matter,  and  that  the  municipality  had  no  authority  to  overrule  its 
action ;  but  the  higher  courts  on  appeal  refused  to  sustain  this  con- 
tention, and  held  that  the  municipality  had  power  to  modify  and 
revise  the  nction  of  the  Committee,  and  was  required  to  appro- 
priate only  such  sum  or  sums  of  money  for  veterans'  relief  as  in 
its  judgment  was  necessary. 

There  are  two  cases  in  the  higher  courts  covering  this  point,  viz. : 
People  ex  rel.  Crawford  v.  City  of  Kome  (136  N.  Y.  489-1893), 
and  People  ex  rel.  Conde  v.  Meyers  as  Comptroller  of  the  City  of 
Schenectady,  161  A.  D.  315-1914,  both  cases  holding  that  the 
municipality  has  full  power  of  revision  over  the  action  of  the 
Eelief  Committee  in  determining  the  amount  to  be  raised  and  pro- 
vided for  relief  of  veterans.  This  must  therefore  be  accepted  as 
the  law.  It  is  believed,  however,  that  in  case  an  inadequate  amount 
should  be  appropriated  an  alternative  writ  of  mandamus  could  be 
obtained  and  the  question  of  fact  tried  out  and  if  the  Committee's 
contention  is  sustained  a  peremptory  writ  would  issue  compelling: 
pa\Tiient  as  requested  by  the  Committee.

Query  by  Comrade  James  W.  Smith,  Post  No.  619,  Mechanic- 
viUe,  K  T. : 

Is  it  "  against  the  law  to  have  the  name  of  the  Post  printed  on 
the  United  States  Flag  ? '' 

The  answer  must  be  in  the  affirmative.  Chapter  54  of  the  New 
York  State  Laws,  1917,  is  so  definite  and  clear  that  no  comment 
is  necessaiy.    It  contains  the  following  provisions : 

"  Any  person  who  in  any  manner,  for  exhibition  or  display, 
43hall  place  or  cause  to  be  placed,  any  word,  figure,  mark,  pic- 
ture, design,  drawing  or  any  advertisement,  of  any  nature 
upon  any  flag,  standard,  color  or  ensign  of  the  United  States 
of  America,  or  state  flag  of  this  state  or  ensign,  or  shall  expose 
or  cause  to  be  exposed  to  public  view  any  such  flag,  standard, 
"Color  or  ensign,  upon  which  after  the  first  day  of  September, 
nineteen  hundred  and  five,  shall  have  been  printed,  painted 
or  otherwise  placed,  or  to  which  shall  be  attached,  appended 
or  annexed,  any  word,  figure,  mark,  picture,  design  or  draw- 
ing, or  any  advertisement  of  any  nature,  or  who  shall  expose 
to  public  view,  manufacture,  sell,  expose  for  sale,  give  away 
or  have  in  possession  for  sale,  or  to  give  away,  or  for  use  for 
Tiny  purpose,  any  article  or  substance,  being  an  article  of 
merchandise,  a  recoi)taele  of  merchandise  or  article  or  thing 
for  cnrrying  or  tran. sporting  merchandise  upon  which  after 
the  first  day  of  September,  nineteen  hundred  and  five,  shall 
have  been  printed,  painted,  attached,  or  otherwise  placed  a 
representation  of  any  such  flag,  standard,  color  or  ensign  to 
advertise,  call  attention  to,  decorate,  mark  or  di>;tinguish,  the 
article  or  substance,  on  which  so  placed,  or  who  shall  publicly 
mutilate,  deface,  defile,  or  defy,  trample  upon,  or  cast  con- 
tempt, either  by  word  or  act,  upon  any  such  flag,  standard, 
<!olor  or  ensign,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor.'' 

It  will  be  seen  from  the  above  that  no  word,  figure,  mark,  pic- 
ture, design,  drawing  or  any  advertisement  can  lawfully  be 
placed  upon  the  flag  for  exhibition  or  display.

Opinion  No.  3,  February,  1918. 

Syllabus 

A  city  is  not  required  to  relieve  or  care  for  an  indigent  veteran 
who  is  not  a  resident  thereof. 

Dr.  Raphael  H.  Medrick  of  Port  Jervis,  N.  Y.,  submits  an 
inquiry  as  to  whether  a  city  is  liable  to  pay  an  order  given  by  a 
doctor  on  the  city  treasurer  by  the  Commander  and  other  members 
of  the  Relief  Committee  for  caring  for  an  old  soldier  and  his  wife 
residing  outside  the  city  limits,  the  soldier  being  a  member  of  the 
city  Post  in  good  standing,  and  the  Commander  not  having  filed  a 
bond  with  the  town  board  of  the  township  surrounding  the  city. 

Section  80  of  the  Poor  Law  provides  in  part  as  follows : 

"  Xo  poor  or  indigent  soldier,  sailor  or  marine  who  has 
served  in  the  military  or  marine  service  of  the  United  States 
and  who  has  been  honorably  discharged  from  such  service 
nor  his  family  nor  the  families  of  any  who  may  be  deceased,. 
shall  be  sent  to  an  almshouse,  but  shall  be  relieved  and  pro- 
vided for  at  their  homes  in  the  city  or  tovm  where  they 
reside/' 

It  is  clear  therefore  that  no  liability  would  attach  on  the  part 
of  the  city  in  the  matter  referred  to  by  Dr.  Medrick.  Steps,  how- 
ever, should  be  taken  to  procure  relief  of  the  Comrade  under  the 
provisions  of  the  above  law. 

Reference  is  made  to  Opinion  No.  I  of  this  series  under  date 
of  September,  1917,  in  the  matter  of  the  relief  of  indigent  veterans 
of  the  city  of  Middletown  bearing  upon  this  subject,  but  not  neces- 
sarv  to  the  determination  of  this  case.

The  historj'  of  the  Grand  Anny  of  the  Republic  will  be  a

First  in  the  wav  of  tax  exemption  on 
property  purchased  with  pension  monies,  also  providing  homes 
for  indigent  veterans.     The  Bath  Home  gives  comfort  to  1.047 
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of  our  country's  defenders.    Two  hundred  and  eleven  being  absent 
on  furlough. 

The  Women's  Relief  Corps  Home  at  Oxford  gives  pleasant 
homes  to  29  veterans'  wives.

The  Women's  Relief  Corps  Home  is  a  veritable  paradise  for 
indigent  couples  and  widows  of  veterans.

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REPORT  OF  CHAPLAIN

Edwabd  J.  Atkinson,  Assistcmt  Adjutant  and  Quartermaster 
General,  Department  of  New  York,  0.  A.  B.: 

Deab  Sib  and  Combadb. — As  the  Department  year  is  near 
its  close  I  submit  this  as  my  report  of  Department  Chaplain: 
My  duties  have  been  very  light ;  no  deaths  have  occurred  in  my 
own  Post,  neither  have.  I  been  called  upon  to  officiate  at  the 
funeral  of  any  Civil  War  Veterans,  but  I  have  interested  myself 
in  the  matter  of  getting  headstones  for  the  unmarked  graves  <If 
soldiers'  wives  and  widows.  I  have  found  in  my  own  county 
"  Lewis ''  that  while  the  law  provided  for  them  no  provision 
to  pay  for  them  had  been  made  by  our  Board  of  Supervisors, 
but  I  was  assured  this  was  an  error  and  would  be  corrected  at 
the  next  session.  I  also  found  one  unmarked  grave  of  a  soldier 
of  1812,  and  a  headstone  is  being  prepared  for  that.  I  do  not 
recall  as  having  seen  in  Memorial  Day  orders  anything  in  regard 
to  placing  flag  or  flowers  on  the  graves  of  the  wives  and  widows 
of  Civil  War  Veterans,  and  would  suggest  that  in  the  future 
the  attention  of  Posts  be  called  to  this  fact  and  that  flags  and 
flowers  be  placed  upon  these  graves  at  the  same  time  they  are 
placed  upon  those  of  deceased  Comrades.  Not  being  called  upon 
to  make  a  tabulated  mortuary  report  I  am  not  able  to  state  how 
many  have  been  mustered  out  during  the  year  1917;  neither 
have  I  received  the  Posts  Chaplain's  Memorial  Day  Keport,  so 
have  no  data  as  to  attendance  on  that  day — and  now.  Com- 
rades, again  thanking  you  for  the  honor  conferred  in  my  re-elec- 
tion I  commend  you  and  yours  to  the  love  and  care  of  Him 
Who  has  provided  for  all  our  needs,   and  brought  us  safely

through  another  year.  With  the  hope  and  prayer  that  when  we 
are  mustered  out  of  this  life  we  shall  be  mustered  into  the  Grand 
Army  above  where  God  is  the  Supreme  Commander.

look.  They  are  men  who  have  seen  similar  services.  They  belong 
to  that  peculiar  type  of  men  and  temperament  of  men  very 
similar.  Fifty  years  have  winnowed  out  those  of  the  diflferent 
variety  from  among  our  ranks,  and  when  I  go  among  the  Com- 
rades frequently  I  see  men  who  look  like  brothers  as  well  as 
Comrades,  showing  that  there  is  a  certain  type  of  us  who  have 
achieved  long  Life,  and  I  sometimes  say  we  are  the  survival  of 
the  fittest    (Applause.) 

Physically  that  is  true.  Many  of  us  have  been  buried  upon  the 
battlefields,  and  the  cause  of  their  not  being  here  to-day  is  not  a 
question  of  the  survival  of  the  fittest. 

A  year  ago  over  here  at  Boston  where  I  was  honored  with  the 
position  of  Commander-in-Chief  I  had  some  little  doubts  about 
the  propriety  of  having  allowed  my  department  to  have  presented 
my  name  for  that  high  honor.  I  had  my  doubts  whether  I  would 
be  able  to  make  good  or  not,  and  I  have  still  enough  of  that 
doubt  in  my  mind  to  be  trying  to  make  good  every  day  since  the 
encampment  adjourned  at  Boston. 

One  of  the  things,  two  and  three  of  them,  that  I  had  in  my 
own  mind  I  thought  to  accomplish,  yet  I  made  no  mention  of  it 
to  any  person  for  fear  I  might  fail.  I  did  not  want  this  position 
just  to  hold  it  for  the  honor  that  was  in  it,  but  for  the  opportunity 
that  would  come  to  me  to  do  something  for  my  Comrades. 
(Applauea)  I  had  in  mind  the  splendid  men  who  had  preceded 
me  in  this  office  and  the  high  standard  at  which  they  had  kept  the 
great  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic,  and  I  had  feared  that  I 
might  fail  to  worthily  be  their  successor.  I  had  in  my  mind  a 
matter  that  was  fresh  in  my  memory,  because  on  the  Memorial 
Day  preceding  the  Boston  encampment,  for  some  reason  or  other 
that  I  had  never  been  able  to  define  letters  came  to  me  from  the 
South  appealing  to  me  personally  for  funds  with  which  to  bear 
the  expenses  of  Memorial  Day  in  the  South  land.  Now  I  do 
not  know  whv  that  should  be.  I  was  not  noted  for  my  means. 
I  was  not  different  from  the  other  Comrades,  but  they  did  come 
in  numbers,  appealing  for  money  to  buy  flowers  to  place  upon 
the  graves  of  our  dead  Comrades  in  the  South  land.  I  was  so 
impressed  with  their  action  that  I  made  up  my  mind,  if  possible, 
if  I  ever  received  the  honors  of  that  office,  that  I  would  provide 
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some  way  or  other  by  which  that  fund  might  be  raised  and  our 
Comrades  not  have  to  beg  for  money  with  which  to  buy  flowers  to 
put  on  the  graves  of  our  dead  Comrades. 

At  the  first  meeting  of  the  committee  —  the  committee  repre- 
senting all  the  departments  —  which  assembled  immediately  upon 
the  adjournment  of  the  encampment,  I  brought  the  matter  before 
them,  suggesting  that  if  we  would  apportion  the  sum  among  the 
various  departments  that  were  able  to  give  they  would  give  it 
willingly,  and  asked  estimates  from  our  efficient  Quartermaster- 
General  as  to  what  sum  would  be  necessary,  and  having  ascer- 
tained, the  matter  was  apportioned  between  the  departments, 
and  this  last  Memorial  Day,  without  any  hardships  to  anybody 
or  any  Post,  we  had  plenty  of  money  to  attend  to  that  affair, 
and  the  Quartermaster-General  says  we  have  enough  to  do  it 
again.  (Applause  and  cries  of  good.)  I  was  very  much  gratified 
about  that. 

Another  thing  I  had  in  my  mind,  and  that  was,  inasmuch  as 
the  encampment  was  to  go  to  the  far  West  that  a  reduced  rate 
of  fare  ought  to  be  procured.  I  mentioned  that  to  some  of  my 
friends,  some  of  the  Past  Commanders-in-Chief,  and  they  said 
Somers,  it  is  not  worth  while  to  waste  your  time  and  energy  on 
that.  We  have  tried  that  out.  You  cannot  do  anything.  Not- 
withstanding that  I  said  I  am  going  to  make  a  try,  and  before  I 
had  been  at  home  one  week  I  was  in  correspondence  with  the 
railroad  corporations,  I  didn't  wait  until  the  eve  of  the  conven- 
tion, and  it  was  not  two  weeks  until  I  had  delegations  of  railroads 
hammering  on  my  front  door  every  hour  of  the  day  nearly  want- 
ing that  you  should  go  west  over  their  roads,  and  I  asked  them 
what  inducements  they  had.  They  answered  superior  equip- 
ments. Superior  equipment  —  we  can  care  for  you  better  than 
the  other  fellows,  and  that  was  the  statement  of  each  one  of  them. 
I  said,  men,  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Bepublic  is  not  asking  for 
superior  equipment;  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic  when  it 
went  to  the  war  if  it  was  fortunate  it  went  in  cattle  cars, 
(Applause),  and  we  were  pretty  well  content  then.  Ordinary 
equipments  will  do  us,  but  give  us  a  reduced  rate,  that  is  what 
we  are  asking  for,  don't  mention  the  equipment  Well,  I  ham- 
mered along  that  way  until  there  was  a  congestion  in  the  railroad 
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traffic  passenger  service  of  the  cotintiy,  and  one  morning  the 
papers  said  the  Government  had  taken  over  the  railroads,  and  all 
my  work  had  been  for  nothing,  jnst  as  I  had  been  told  it  would 
be,  and  I  laid  awake  that  night,  and  next  morning  before  I  sat 
down  to  breakfast  I  got  it  through  my  clumsy  noddle  that  it  would 
be  easier  to  do  business  with  the  Government  that  we  had  saved 
than  it  would  be  to  do  it  with  the  railroad  corporations,  and  I 
got  busy  and  called  my  very  efficient  committee  together,  or  a 
majority  of  them,  Washington  Gardner,  our  distinguished  road 
chairman,  and  at  the  risk  of  spending  some  of  the  Grand  Army's 
small  amount  of  money  we  repaired  to  Washington  to  see  Secretary 
McAdoo,  to  see  what  Mac-a  doodle-do.  We  went  there,  and  to 
make  a  long  story  short  we  got  everything  we  wanted  or  asked 
for  in  the  way  of  a  reduced  rate.  When  we  called  upon  the 
Secretary  he  was  in  a  jolly  good  humor,  and  there  is  nothing  like 
having  a  man  in  a  jolly  good  humor  when  you  want  to  ask  a 
favor  of  him.  First  get  him  in  a  good  humor.  My  friend,  the 
Quartermaster-General,  knows  just  how  to  do  that.  I  sometimes 
do  it  a  little  differently,  but  he  was  in  a  jolly  good  humor  and 
we  had  only  been  int;roduced  when  he  commenced  talking,  not 
like  a  great  dignified  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  in  a  nation  of 
one  hundred  million,  but  more  like  a  schoolboy  than  anything 
else,  and  he  said,  "  Men,  I  am  just  feeling  in  such  a  good  humor 
that  I  have  to  let  something  go."  He  said,  ^*  Yesterday  I  sent  out 
27,000  telegrams,  that  is  a  good  many  telegrams  to  send  in  one 
day,  to  the  banks  of  this  country  asking  them  if  they  would  lotm 
me  10  per  cent,  of  their  reserve  fund,  three  billions  of  dollars, 
for  ninely  days,  until  I  could  float  a  new  Liberty  Loan,  and  here 
are  the  answers,"  and  on  the  long  table  in  the  office  there,  there 
were  hundreds  and  thousands  of  answers,  and  he  l*ead  some  of 
them,  and  they  were  very  brief.  Sometimes  the  bank  would  say 
"  Sure  "  and  that  would  be  all.  Sometimes  "You  bet."  Some- 
times "  Twice  that  much."  And  one  said,  "Yes,  come  down  and 
get  everything  we  have  got  excepting  the  fixtures,"  and  he  was 
so  pleased,  and  he  had  a  right  to  be,  that  he  was  in  splendid  good 
humor.  As  soon  as  opportunity  offered  I  told  him  the  purpose  of- 
our  visit.  I  told  him  that  for  a  number  of  years  we  had  been 
unable  to  secure  a  reduced  rate  over  the  railroads  to  our  National 
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Encampment  north  of  Mason's  and  Dixon's  line.  That  south  of  it 
the  men  who  wore  the  gray  had  invariably  seeured  a  one  eent  rate 
and  I  had  only  proceeded  that  far  when  he  said  '^  Yes^  yee."  He 
is  the  son  of  a  confederate  soldier  himself.  He  said  '^  Yes,  they 
were  just  in  here  last  wed^  they  wanted  to  know  if  I  would  give 
them  the  same  rate  the  railroads  had  been  giving  th^m  to  th^ 
meetings,  and  I  told  them  of  course  I  would."  Well,  men,  my 
case  was  made  that  minute.  It  was  just  made  then.  I  said  to 
him.  Well,  Mr.  Secretary,  I  am  going  to  ask  you  if  you  won't 
grant  the  same  favor  to  the  men  who  fought  to  save  the  RepuUie 
that  you  have  granted  to  the  men  who  fou^t  to  destroy  it/'  and 
there  was  but  one  answer  and  it  came  quickly,  "  Of  course  I  will,'* 
I  didn't  have  to  be  wise  at  alL  It  was  just  as  easy  as  taking 
candy  from  a  baby.  -So  I  went  out  of  that  office  and  I  think  I  was 
six  inches  taller  than. when  I  went  in.  I  had  done  something  to 
favor  every  man  who  wants  to  go  to  Portland,  and  I  hope  every 
man  in  titie  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic  wants  to  go. 

A  voice. —  We  all  want  to  go. 

Well,  one  cent  a  mile  it  is  now,  with  some  trimmings  that  have 
been  added  since  then,  but  without  that  it  would  have  been  diiee 
cents  and  a  half  a  mUe  and  still  some  trimmings,  but  the  waj  it  is. 
it  is  one  cent  a  mile.  Of  course,  the  Pullmans  come  extra,  and 
this  half-cent  a  mile  extra  for  riding  on  the  Pullman  makes 
another  little  frill.  I  don't  know  that  I  can  do  anything  with  the 
secretary  about  that  added  half  cent.  I  am  going  to  try  to  make 
him  believe  ihat  we  were  to  have  the  fare  without  that  if  I  can, 
but  I  don't  know  how  that  will  be. 

Well,  another  thing,  men.  Soon  after  I  came  into  office  letters 
commenced  coming  to  me  from  Comrades  scattered  all  over  the 
Republic  telling  me  that  the  increased  cost  of  living  had  so 
absorbed  their  funds  that  they  were  not  able  to  buy  food  and  fnel 
and  pay  for  medical  services,  and  many  of  them  were  sick,  and  by 
reason  of  our  increased  age  and  infirmities  had  lost  their  earning 
capacity,  so  that  they  relied  solely  upon  their  pensions,  and  with 
these  changes  there  was  much  suffering.  It  may  not  be  that  way 
in  your  department.  You  people  look  like  you  are  able  to  take  care 
of  yourselves ;  but,  friends,  there  are  thousands  of  our  Comrades 
who  do  not  have  the  means  of  subsistence  and  who  have  lost  their 
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earning  capacity^  bo  we  concluded  we  would  see  the  Senate  Com- 
mittee on  Pensions  and  see  if  we  could  not  have  a  meeting  of  them^ 
and  our  friend  Senator  Smoot  (applause)  ^  the  widows'  friend, 
Senator  Smoot,  said  yes,  he  would  call  the  committee  together  and 
they  would  hear  us,  and  he  called  the  committee  together,  and  with 
them  came  Sepreeentatiye  Sherwood,  our  Comrade  from  Ohio. 
Kow,  men,  in  appointing  that  committee  I  gave  it  all  the  thought 
and  judgment  that  I  had  to  secure  a  proper  committee,  and  I  had 
reasons  for  naming  every  man  that  is  a  member  of  that  conxmittee. 
I  named  Washington  Gardner  because  of  his  rdlations  to  the  Grand 
Army  of  the  Bepublic  and  because  of  his  experience  in  legislation 
and  because  he  is  a  splendid  man  with  a  very  agreeable  presence 
and  a  very  persuasive  voice,  and  I  made  him  chairman  of  that 
committee.  I  put  Colonel  Boyce  of  Washington  on  because  he  is 
on  the  ground  and  had  experience  on  the  committee.  I  put  ColondL 
McElroy  on  that  committee  because  he  edits  the  National  Tribune 
and  is  everlastingly  talking  and  sometimes  doing  things,  too,  and 
I  found  him  to  be  a  very  useful  man.  But  I  put  General  Sherwood 
on  because  he  was  my  Comrade  and  because  he  was  in  Congress, 
and  for  another  reason  that  I  do  not  often  use  when  I  am  doing 
things,  and  that  was  because  he  was  a  Democrat  (Laught^  and 
applause.)  You  know  we  don't  have  any  politics,  but  it  is  about 
the  first  time  I  ever  found  one  that  I  could  put  in  a  proper  place 
and  use  him.  (Laughter. )  And  then  I  came  down  to  Indiana  and 
put  Judge  Hensch  on  because  he  was  a  Democrat  and  Department 
Commander.  .  Now,  I  want  to  say  this :  I  have  observed  that  I 
am  unable  to  distinguish  any  difference  when  these  men  are  just 
Comrades.  When  they  are  Comrades  a  Democrat  looks  just  as 
good  to  me  as  a  Hepublican  does,  and  I  have  respect  for  them  and 
for  their  politics,  because  in  this  Republic  every  man  has  a  right 
to  do  as  he  pleases,  and  I  respect  the  fellow  who  opposes  me  if  he 
is  sincere  just  as  much  as  if  he  is  for  me.  Let  him  make  his  fi^t, 
stand  up  and  give  and  take,  and  I  wanted  Judge  Hensdi  because 
he  was  a  good  friend  of  "  Tommie  "  Marshall,  the  Vice-President, 
and  a  number  of  other  distinguished  Congressman,  and  so  I  made 
up  this  kind  of  a  committee  and  happened  to  be  ex  officio  a  member 
of  the  committee  myself,  and  I  thou^t  that  was  a  pretty  good 
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thing,  too.    (Laughter.)    Well,  we  had  the  Senate  Committee  and 
presented  the  matter  to  them,  and,  men,  they  listened  just  as  care- 
fully as  if  they  were  going  to  be  beneficiaries  of  the  bill  them- 
selyes,  and  when  I  told  them  of  a  number  of  cases  there  could  be 
no  question  but  what  they  were  convinced.    I  took  one  of  my  near  . 
neighbors,  a  man  who  had  served  four  years,  and  who  was  such  a 
sufferer  from  asthma  and  phthisic  that  he  spend  his  houra  on  his 
elbows  and  knees  because  that  was  the  only  position  in  which  he 
could  get  his  breath,  gasping  all  the  time  nearly,  and  with  medical 
attention  two  or  three  times  a  week,  and  he  was  getting  $2S.    He 
had  an  old  wife  trying  to  nurse  him.    He  had  an  orphan  grand- 
child, and  they  were  trying  to  live  in  a  four-room  house  for  which 
they  paid  $10  a  month.    Their  doctor's  bills  averaged  $5  to  $10  a 
week.    Coal  was  $10  a  ton.    Clothing  and  food  was  proportionately 
high.    And  I  said :    Gentlemen,  how  is  that  man  to  live,  how  is  he 
to  live,  and  are  you  going  to  let  him  go  to  his  grave  for  lack  of 
medical  attention,  fuel  or  food.     Is  that  the  way  the  men  who 
saved  the  Republic  are  to  end  their  days  ?    And  one  of  them  said, 
and  it  was  my  own  Senator,  too,  he  said.  You  make  an  application 
for  a  special  pension  and  I  will  see  that  it  is  granted.     I  said, 
Senator  New,  I  know  fifty  men  in  my  neighborhood  who  are  in 
just  as  distressing  a  condition  as  that  man;  will  you  grant  all  of 
them  special  pensions  ?    And  there  are  thousands  of  them  in  the 
Bepublic.    And,  suffice  to  say,  men,  it  was  made  clear  to  them,  so 
clear  that  they  could  only  see  one  course,  and  our  friend,  Senator 
Smoot,  says,  "  I  will  take  the  matter  up  immediately,  and  I  think 
I  can  have  the  Senate  Committee  pass  on  it  to-morrow.'*    Well, 
that  was  early  enough.    But  that  night,  before  I  slept,  someone 
called  me  on  the  'phone  and  said,  ^^  The  Senate  Committee  passed 
on  that  to-day  and  it  was  xmanimous."    (Applause.) 

And  I  was  greatly  encouraged,  but  my  friend  Sherwood  had  his 
bill  in  the  lower  house  and  he  was  very  tenacious,  and  General 
Sherwood  is  a  very  old  man  and  very  deaf,  and,  (dFter  all  my  tjdk- 
ing  to  him^  and  after  my  telling  him  that  I  did  not  like  his  bill 
and  did  not  want  it  to  become  enacted  into  law,  he  afterwards  said 
I  told  him  I  was  in  favor  of  it.  Now,  that  was  only  caused  by  his 
lack  of  hearing,  and  it  is  very  unfortunate  for  him,  because  Gen- 
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eral  Sherwood  is  a  great  soldier  and  a  brave  man  and  our  friend, 
and  so  it  was  jnst  unfortunate.  Well  the  Sherwood  bill  passed 
the  Housa  I  did  not  want  it.  It  said  that  this  bill  shall  not  apply 
to  any  soldier  whose  income  exceeds  $1,000,  including  his  pension. 
That  is,  if  your  income  was  $1,000  and  $5  you  were  not  entitled 
to  a  pension  under  it.  If  your  income  was  $995  you  were  entitled 
to  a  pension  under  it.  If  you  were  a  little  better  off  next  year  and 
it  went  over  the  thousand  dollars  you  lost  your  pension.  If  you 
were  a  little  poorer  next  year  or  had  to  call  the  doctor  twice  more 
you  would  be  entitled  to  it,  and  I  didn't  want  something  that  I 
had  and  I  did  not  have.  I  did  not  want  it.  And  then  it  said  it 
shall  not  apply  to  a  man  if  he  was  a  member  of  a  Soldiers' 
Home.  NoWy  men,  it  looked  too  much  like  placing  the  stigma  of 
pauperism  upon  my  comrades,  and  I  said  this  to  my  Senator, 
'*  Senator  New,  if  it  comes  to  the  question  of  starvation  or  being 
denominated  as  a  pauper  let  them  starve."  (Applause,)  "  If  this 
Kepublic  wants  them  to  end  their  days  that  way  let  them  end  it 
that  way."  SuflSce  it  to  say  that  when  the  Sherwood  bill  went  to 
the  Senate  the  Smoot  bill  was  substituted  for  it  and  the  Smoot  bill 
passed  the  Senate,  and  to  make  it  short  when  it  went  back  to  the 
House  the  Smoot  bill  was  substituted  for  the  Sherwood  bill  in  the 
House  upon  General  Sherwood's  motion  (applause),  and  15 
minutes  after  the  bill  was  laid  upon  the  President's  desk  it  had 
been  signed  (applause),  and  became  a  law  to  be  enforced  from  and 
after  its  passage,  and  next  time  you  get  your  pension  I  just  want 
you  to  remember  that  I  had  something  to  do  with  it.    (Applause.) 

And  that  is  more  gratification  to  me  than  anything  else  there  is 
in  the  commandership  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic,  that 
I  believe  I  have  been  able  to  do  something  for  my  comrades  who 
most  needed  help.    (Applause. ) 

Those  are  the  three  things  I  had  in  my  mind  when  I  was  elected 
Commander  in  Chief.  Another  thing  I  have  in  my  mind  now  — 
I  don't  know  whether  I  will  be  able  to  accommplish  anything  in 
that  matter  or  not  —  but  there  are  two  men  outside  of  the  Grand 
Army  of  the  Republic  who  might  be  in  it  to  every  one  that  is 
inside  of  it,  and  if  these  men  who  have  been  the  beneficiaries  of 
the  legislation  procured  by  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic  are 
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not  in  they  ^uld  be  with  us.  And  any  soldier  who  has  any  regard 
for  his  comrades,  or  any  gratitude,  if  he  don't  become  a  member 
of  the  Grand  Army  he  is  a  slacker.  Now  it  is  up  to  the  Depart- 
m^it  of  New  York  to  get  after  these  fellows.  There  are  some  of 
them  that  ought  to  be  with  us.  There  are  a  few  of  them  probably 
we  do  not  want  Scrutinize  their  record  carefully.  But  we  ought 
to  add  at  least  one-third  to  our  nimibers  within  the  next  year. 
Now  if  that  shall  be  accomplished  I  will  feri  fully  satisfied  with 
my  administration. 

Now  in  going  to  Portland  I  wish  every  man  on  the  Atlantic 
coast  could  go  to  the  Pacific  coast.  It  would  be  like  I  said  to  the 
people  oyer  at  Boston  —  probably  some  of  you  heard  me  say  it  — 
that  I  was  proud  of  the  city  of  Boston  with  its  800  years  of  history, 
and  if  I  could  I  would  have  every  citizen  of  the  Republic  go  to 
Boston  and  visit  that  most  historic  city  with  all  of  its  patriotic 
monuments  and  tablets  and  everything  else  that  is  good  in  Ameri- 
can history,  because  I  said  I  believed  they  would  be  better  Ameri- 
can citizens  if  they  would  do  that.  Well,  that  pleased  my  Boston 
friends  very  much.  Then  I  said  to  them,  and  if  I  could  I  would 
have  every  citizen  of  Boston  go  and  visit  this  vast  empire  that 
stretches  away  out  to  the  Pacific  ocean,  and  I  believe  the  people  of 
Boston  would  be  better  American  citizens.  I  do  say  that  any  man 
who  travels  this  country  in  its  great  dimensions  will  feel  like  he  is 
a  better  American  citizen  than  if  he  had  stayed  at  home. 
(Applause.)  It  is  a  wonderful  empire  that  stretches  away  off  to 
the  Pacific  slope,  and  it  would  be  a  grand  thing  if  in  our  closing 
days  we  could  visit  that  country  that  we  had  saved  and  made  so 
glorious.  I  hope  we  will  just  strain  a  little  to  see  our  way  cle«r 
to  go  there.  If  you  have  the  one  cent  rate  and  the  pension  famish- 
ing money  to  pay  that  rate  why  not  blow  it  in,  boys,  and  go  ? 

I  expect  I  will  have  opportunity  to  talk  to  you  again,  and  I 
thank  you  for  the  time  and  ask  pardon  for  having  taken  so  much 
of  it.     (Great  applause.) 

(Three  cheers  were  given  for  the  Commander-in-Chief.)

Members  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic,  Woman's  Relief 
Corps,  National  Association  of  Army  Nurses  of  the  Civil  War, 
Ladies  of  the  G.  A.  R,  Daughters  of  Veterans,  Sons  of  Veterans, 
and  Sons  of  Veterans'  Auxiliary,  who  purpose  attending  the 
National  Encampment,  and  members  of  their  families,  who  are 
entitled  to  the  reduced  rates,  must  secure*  their  certificate  from  the 
Adjutant  of  their  respective  Posts,  or  of  the  Post  nearest  them.

Comrade  Tanner. — Commander,  in  this  Encampment  we  hear 
a  great  deal  about  conservation  of  food.  I  am  interested  at  the 
present  moment  in  the  conservation  of  time.  Your  Committee 
on  Resolutions  will  meet  to-morrow  morning  at  nine  o'clock  aud 
be  in  here  very  soon  after  that  to  niake  their  report  It  won't 
be  much  trouble  I  imiagine  from  what  I  have  in  my  pocket  to 
dispose  of  that  order  of  business.  Under  our  rules  and  regula- 
tions the  election  and  installation  of  officers  comes  as  the  last 
thing  of  the  encampment.  Now  let  us  get  the  candidates  before 
us  and  get  through  with  the  report  Let  us  have  the  nomina- 
tions now  and  then  a  good  many  of  us  can  get  away  about  no^n 
to-morrow,     I  move  you,  sir,  that  we  go  into  nomination  of 
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officers  and  that  election  be  made  a  special  order  for  to-morrow 

morning  at  10  o'clock. 

The  motion  was  duly  seconded  and  carried. 

QuABTEBMASTEB^ENERAL  Stowits. —  The  time  of  the  Com- 
mander-in-Chief is  very  short.  He  has  several  visitations  to 
make  among  our  allied  associates  in  tibis  city,  and  I  Aerefore  ask 
tiiat  he  be  excused. 

CoMMANDEB  KiBCHNEB. —  According  to  the  rules  and  regula- 
tions the  first  office  for  which  there  are  to  be  nominations  is  that 
of  Commander  for  the  ensuing  year.  We  are  now  prepared  to 
hear  them. 

CoMBADE  Bell. —  Comrades  of  the  Encampment,  on  behalf  of 
my  comrades  of  Kings  County  it  is  my  honor  and  pleasure  to 
nominate  for  Commander  of  this  great  department  for  the  ensuing 
term  Comrade  Lewis  S.  Pilcher  of  U.  S.  Grant  Post  327  of 
Brooklyn.     (Applause.) 

At  the  outbreak  of  the  Rebellion  Comrade  Pilcher  was  a  student 
in  the  University  of  Michigan.  After  his  graduation  in  1862  he 
entered  the  medical  school  to  fit  himself  for  the  practice  of  the 
profession  of  medicine  in  which  he  was  destined  to  be  so  dis- 
tinguished. Early  in  1864  the  call  for  troops  was  so  pronounced 
that  he  abandoned  his  studies  and  enlisted  in  the  2nd  United 
States  Colored  Cavalry  in  February,  1864,  as  hospital  steward  for 
which  his  training  has  fitted  him  to  give  good  service.  He 
remained  in  the  army  in  the  faithful  discharge  of  his  duties 
until  his  honorable  discharge  in  September,  1865.  He  then 
returned  to  his  studies,  which  he  completed  in  1866,  receiving  his 
degree  of  M.  D.  In  1867  he  was  commissioned  as  an  assistant 
surgeon  in  the  navy.  In  the  harbor  of  Havana,  while  on  his 
first  cruise,  he  was  ordered  to  take  the  place  of  the  surgeon  of 
of  the  training  ship  Saratoga  who  was  dying  of  yellow  fever,  the 
first  victim  of  an  epidemic  of  that  great  plague  which  had  broken 
out  on  that  great  ship.  Thirty-seven  of  her  crew,  numbering  in 
all  224,  were  attacked  and  17  died  on  the  homeward  voyage. 
Surgeon  Pilcher  stuck  to  his  task  with  heroic  fortitude,  minister- 
ing to  all  sufferers  with  entire  self  forgetfuUness  and  when  his 
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ship  leaehed  New  York  and  he  wag  relieved  from  responsibility 
he  fell  in  the  sick  ward  and  had  to  make  a  fight  for  his  own  life 
which  fortunately  proved  SQceessful. 

After  five  years'  service  in  the  navy  Comrade  Pilcher  resigned 
his  commission  and  began  the  practice  of  his  profession  in 
Brooklyn,  and  in  that  he  soon  became  distinguished,  and  in  time 
reached  the  front  rank  as  a  surgeon,  not  only  in  Brooklyn,  but  in 
the  entire  country. 

Comrade  Pilcher's  work  in  the  Grand  Army  haa  been  notabla 
He  was  successfully  Commander  of  his  Post  and  was  chosen  as 
Surgeon  General  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic.  Comrade 
Pilcher  has  made  good  wherever  he  has  been  placed.  He  was  a 
good  soldier.  He  is  a  good  citizen,  a  distinguished  surgeon,  and 
in  our  ranks  he  has  been  noted  for  his  comradeship,  for  learning, 
for  standing  for  those  things  which  were  of  advantage  and  interest 
to  his  comrades. 

Now,  Comrades  of  the  Encampment,  without  further  elabora- 
tion, I  desire  to  say  that  the  Kings  County  comrades  assure  you 
that  Comrade  Pilcher  is  worthy  of  your  election  as  Commander  of 
this  great  Department,  and  ask  you  to  compliment  them  by  his 
election,  in  the  full  confidence  that  the  interests  of  our  great  order 
will  thereby  be  promoted.     (Great  applause.) 

CoMBADE  Sw^YDER. —  Commander  and  comrades,  I  do  not 
believe  that  it  is  necessary  for  me  to  say  one  word  to  you,  who 
have  been  coming  to  these  encampments  all  these  years,  and  who 
are  acquainted  with  Dr.  Pilcher.  You  know  his  worth,  you  know 
his  ability.  Dignified,  interested  in  comradeship  and  in  every 
effort  that  he  has  made  he  has  proven  himself  worthy  of  the  honor 
that  this  encampment  ought  to  bestow  upon  him.  I  cannot  say 
one  word  more  than  already  been  said  in  his  favor,  but  I  do, 
representing  the  delegates  from  Rensselaer,  Schenectady  and 
Washington  Counties,  who  are  here,  and  who  would  manifest 
their  appreciation  for  a  comrade  who  has  been  with  us  all  these 
years,  second  his  nomination  for  the  office  of  Department 
Commander.     (  Applause. ) 

CoMKABE  Smith. —  There  is  nothing  that  I  can  say  but  what 
has  been  said  by  Comrades  Bell  and  Snyder;  consequently  I 
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simply  rise  to  say  that  the  Albany  County  delegates  are  delighted 
and  instruct  that  I  shall  say  for  them  that  they  will  vote  for 
Comrade  Pilcher  for  Department  Commander. 

Comrade  Lyth  (of  Buffalo). — ^At  the  request  of  numerous 
comrades  from  the  City  of  Buffalo,  and  from  others,  neighbors  of 
ours,  I  rise  to  second  this  nomination.  We  do  it,  knowing  the 
conscientious  work  that  has  been  put  in  by  our  Comrade  Pilcher, 
and  we  hope  and  trust  to  see  him  successful  at  the  head  of  this 
organization  and  we  will  never  regret  it.     (Applause.) 

Comrade  Bush. —  Commander  and  comrades,  at  the  request 
of  delegates  from  Baldwin  Post  Ko.  6  I  rise  to  second  the  nomi- 
nation of  Comrade  Pilcher  for  the  office  of  Department  Com- 
mander. (Applause.)  Two  years  ago  I  suggested  it  to  his  son 
when  he  told  me  of  the  interest  that  his  father  took  in  the  Grand 
Army,  of  his  pleasure  in  being  elected  Commander  of  his  Post, 
and  I  suggested  it  to  the  son  that  his  father  allow  me  to  present 
his  name  for  Commander,  but  the  comrades  of  the  department 
had  been  promised  and  pledged,  and  we  finally  thought  it  was  not 
wise  to  present  his  name  at  that  time.  I  have  hugged  this  desire 
ever  since  and  am  only  too  pleased  now  to  second  his  nomination. 
One  reason  is  that  he  is  a  doctor,  and  that  calls  on  me  to  tell  a  story 
of  a  gentleman  of  Irish  decent  that  was  in  my  office  the  other 
day  and  war  topics  came  uppermost  in  our  conversation.  He 
said,  "  Were  you  a  doctor  during  the  war  ?"  "  No,  I  was  a 
private."  Tes,  you  were  making  wounds  instead  of  curing  them  ?" 
"  Yes."  "  You  got  in  the  habit  of  killing  people  down  there?" 
"  Well,  we  were  expected  to  if  we  had  a  chance."  "  And  so  when 
you  got  that  habit  you  came  home  and  studied  medicine?" 
(Laughter.)  In  the  same  line  as  he  suggested  it.  But  I  want  to 
say  of  our  Comrade  Pilcher  that  his  fights  since  he  came  out  of 
the  navy  have  been  against  disease  and  that  he  has  evinced  the 
same  interest  for  the  health  of  his  comrades  that  he  has  for  the 
success  of  the  Grand  Army,  and  I  take  pleasure  in  seconding  his 
nomination. 

Comrade  Stafford. —  On  behalf  of  the  delegates  from 
Chautauqua  County  I  take  great  pleasure  in  seconding  the  nomi- 
nation of  Dr.  Pilcher  for  the  office  of  Department  Commander. 
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Comrade  Mitchell. —  On  behalf  of  the  delegates  from  West- 
chester County  we  take  great  pleasure  in  seconding  the  nomi- 
nation of  Comrade  Pilcher. 

Comrade  Weaver. —  fiepresenting  Post  151,  of  Syracuse,  I 
have  been  selected  to  present  to  this  department  the  name  of  a 
comrade  for  the  high  ojBSice  of  Department  Commander.  This 
comrade  of  mine  as  a  boy  of  19  in  August,  1862,  enlisted  in  Com- 
pany K  of  the  10th  New  York  Heavy  Artillery,  and  he  served 
three  years.  He  left  to  look  after  his  business,  making  arms  for 
the  Government  at  that  time.  He  was  a  tool  maker  and  was 
earning  his  share  of  the  profits  of  from  two  to  three  hundred 
dollars  a  week.  He  left  that  to  go  with  his  boys  into  the  army. 
He  has  been  a  successful  business  man.  He  is  connected  with  the 
Commercial  Travelers  Association  and  is  Senior  Vice-President 
of  that  organization  of  some  90,000  men.  He  has  been  a  comrade 
of  the  Grand  Army  for  48  years.  For  four  successive  years  he 
was  commander  of  his  Post^  President  of  the  Memorial  Associa- 
tion of  our  city,  and  he  is  a  trusted,  worthy  comrade. 

Now,  comrades,  I  am  one  of  the  countrymen  I  do  not  believe 
in  New  York  having  the  office  of  commander  all  the  time.  They 
have  it  at  the  present  time.  Only  a  little  while  ago  Comrade  Bell 
was  Commander  from  Kings  "County,  and  there  are  other  com- 
rades whose  claims  should  be  considered,  and  we  are  entirelv 
opposed  in  our  section,  and  many  of  my  comrades  who  are  here 
assembled  are  of  the  same  feeling,  that  we  do  not  like  to  see  the 
office  of  Commander  selected  a  year  in  advance.  We  are  now 
comrades  engaged  in  a  great  war,  to  demonstrate  whether 
democracy  shall  prevail  or  aristocracy.  Now  let  us  take  it  up 
here  in  the  Grand  Army  and  fight  it  out  on  that  line.  Let  the 
delegates  selected  and  the  officers  of  the  department  come  here  and 
select  their  officers.  That  is  the  way  to  do  it.  If  not,  you  may 
just  as  well  be  a  rubber  stamp  and  stay  at  home  if  these  nomi- 
nations are  to  be  made  and  ratified,  then  what  is  the  use  of  our 
coming  here  to  ratify  their  work  ?  Half  a  dozen  can  do  it  as  well 
as  for  us  to  come  here,  if  we  are  to  have  nothing  to  say.  Tou 
will  make  no  mistake,  comrades,  in  endorsing  the  man  whose  name 
I  shall  present  for  Commander,  John  H.  Forey  of  Post  No.  151. 
(Applause. ) 
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CoiCKADE  Pabsors. —  I  am  from  U.  S.  G-rant  Post  827.  Com- 
mander and  comrades,  I  ha^e  never  had  any  idea  that  liiere  was 
any  aristocracy  in  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Bepublie.  I  have 
belonged  to  it  a  great  many  years.  I  graduated  from  the  public 
school  at  the  age  of  14.  I  didn't  have  any  education.  Our  com- 
rade whom  we  present  for  Department  Commander  Louis  S. 
Pilcher  —  Comrade  Bell  in  stating  some  of  his  good  qualifications 
failed  to  mal^e  this  statement:  At  the  age  of  14  he  entered 
college  in  the  Michigan  University  and  at  the  age  of  17  he 
graduated,  the  youngest  graduate  that  ever  went  out  of  Michigan 
University.  He  is  a  comrade  as  we  all  are.  There  are  no 
aristocrats.  We  do  not  elect  our  delegates  from  one  part  of  the 
state  but  from  every  part  of  the  state  because  of  their  qualificar 
tions  for  the  oflSce.  I  speak  for  Comrade  Pilcher  as  hundreds  of 
my  comrades  do.  I  speak  for  Comrade  Pilcher  for  the  Post  to 
which  I  belong,  which  has  200  members,  and  every  member  of 
that  Post  heartily  endorses  him  because  they  know  he  will  make 
a  great  Commander  of  the  Department  of  the  State  of  New  York 
We  hope  that  the  comrades  here  wiU  elect  Comrade  Pilcher  and  we 
will  be  responsible  for  him.  If  he  fails  to  make  such  a  Coraimander 
as  we  expect  him  to  make  we  will  court  martial  him. 

Commander  Kikchneb. — ^Are  there  any  other  nominations? 

Comrade  Depew  (Root  Poet  151). —  I  am  not  Chauncey 
Depew  but  I  suppose  I  am  somewhat  connected  with  him,  hut  I 
am  not  such  a  talker  as  he  is.  I  rise  to  second  the  nomination  of 
Comrade  Forey.  I  do  it  because  I  know  the  man.  I  have  heen 
in  the  Grand  Army  with  him  for  a  good  many  years  and  I  know 
from  the  record  that  he  is  a  good  man  and  a  good  comrade.  I 
do  not  say  he  is  any  better  than  any  other  comrade,  flmt  I  do  say 
he  is  as  good  as  any  other  comrade  whether  he  comes  from  Buffalo, 
Brooklyn  or  New  York.  We  are  all  supposed  to  be  good  men. 
If  we  were  not  we  would  not  be  in  the  Grand  Army  to-day.  We 
would  not  have  the  Grand  Army  badge  on  us  if  we  were  not 
considered  good  men  to-day  by  our  Government  that  we  help  to 
support,  as  we  do  support,  and  which  we  helped  to  save.  Cosnrade 
Forey  did  as  much  as  any  other  comrade  could  do,  and  if  he  is 
elected  Commander  this  Grand  Army  convention  will  make  no 
mistake.    You  will  find  him  a  true  man  in  every  respect,  and  let 
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me  say  this,  that  the  lowest,  if  there  is  one,  comrade  in  the  post 
has  just  as  mueh  favor  from  Comrade  as  the  highedt  one.  He 
knows  no  difference  in  that  respect 

We  have  colored  men  in  our  Post,  colored  men  that  we  are  prond 
of,  that  helped  to  throw  off  the  shackles  of  slavery.  John  H. 
Forey's  right  hand  is  out  to  meet  them  on  every  occasion  the  same 
as  it  is  to  meet  our  own.  It  is  a  pleasure  for  me  to  second  the 
nomination  of  such  a  man.  I  began  to  think  there  was  nobody 
here  but  Brooklyn  men  and  New  York  men,  but  I  guess  there  are 
a  few  others.  Now  we  ask  that  the  Commander  of  this  depart- 
ment for  the  coming  year  be  selected  from  the  central  or  western 
part  of  the  state.  There  is  in  the  central  and  in  tlie  western  part 
of  this  state  just  as  good  men  as  you  can  find  in  any  other  part 
of  the  state,  and  so  I  ask  you,  comrades,  you  who  are  delegates 
to  this  convention,  to  stand  firm  for  the  central  and  western  part 
of  the  state  by  electing  ohn  H.  Forey.    (Applause.) 

CoMSADE  D.  W.  BuBDicK  (Post  41). —  I  rise  to  second  the 
nomination  of  John  BL  Forey.  My  knowledge  of  John  H.  Forejr 
IB  that  in  1862  on  the  30tk  of  August  he  enlisted  in  my  battery. 
He  served  with  me  during  the  war^  until  I  was  promoted  to 
another  command.  He  is  a  faithful,  honest  straight  forward 
Grand  Army  man.     (Applause.) 

Thomas  H.  Stritoh. —  Department  Coromander  and  com- 
rades, I  want  to  say  to  this  comrade  who  spoke  a  while  ago  that 
there  are  some  comrades  from  New  York  City  who  are  willing  to 
go  outside  of  their  own  city  and  vote  for  a  comrade  that  eomes 
from  another  section  of  the  state.  I  am  here  to  represent  myself. 
I  am  not  authorized  to  cast  a  vote  for  this  candidate  or  that 
candidate.  I  ame  here  to  represent  myself  and  in  that  way  I  am 
going  to  second  the  nomination  of  Comrade  Forey  for  Department 
Commander,  for  this  very  reason,  Commander  and  Comrades: 
Time  after  time  we  come  to  these  different  conventions,  you  know 
it  as  well  as  I  do,  and  we  have  no  choice  in  the  selection  of  candi- 
dats  for  the  different  offices.  They  are  selected  ahead  of  us.  We 
come  here  and  we  are  supposed  to  do  as  we  are  told.  On  this 
occasion,  conxrades,  you  who  are  members  of  Posts,  who  are  dele- 
gates, you  have  your  chance  now  to  show  whether  you  will  vote 
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for  the  selected  candidate  or  thee  andidate  that  is  chosen  by  the 
comrades  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic  of  the  State  of  New 
York.  That  is  why  I  am  here  to  second  the  nomination  of  Com- 
rade Forey.     (Applause.) 

Comrade  Ballard  (of  Watertown). —  I  rise  to  second  the 
nomination  of  Comrade  Forey.  Our  Post  is  entitled  to  five  votes 
in  this  encampment.  I  am  the  only  man  to  represent  the  Post 
I  could  not  get  the  Commander,  nor  the  Senior  Vice-Commander, 
nor  the  Junior  Vice-Commander,  nor  the  other  delegates  to  come. 
They  said  there  was  no  use  to  come,  the  selection  for  the  future  for 
the  office  of  Commander  was  made  last  year  at  Saratoga.  I  am 
not  here  to  make  a  speech,  but  that  is  the  truth,  and  not  only  that, 
but  for  a  fact  my  Post  instructed  me,  instructed  the  delegates 
that  should  come  to  this  encampment  to  support  Comrade 
Forey.  They  knew  him,  they  knew  him  as  a  young  man,  they 
knew  him  as  a  soldier,  they  were  comrades  with  him,  and  they 
know  what  is  said  in  his  favor  here  to-day  is  every  word  true, 
and  I  know  that  the  efferson  County  delegates,  who  are  entitled 
to  be  here  but  are  not  here,  becaxuae  they  say  it  is  no  use  to  cctme, 
because  the  elections  are  all  fixed  up  the  year  beforehand. 

Comrade  Bell. —  I  desire  to  say  that  I  attended  the  encamp- 
ment at  Saratoga  last  year  and  I  know  for  a  fact  that  Comrade 
Pilcher's  name  was  not  mentioned  there  and  he  was  not  a  candi- 
date there;  that  the  name  of  another  comrade  was  mentioned, 
and  that  it  was  only  long  aferward  that  Comrade  Pilcher  was 
named  as  candidate  and  he  had  nothing  to  do  with  what  the  com- 
rade says. 

Comrade  Doody  (Post  69). —  Commander,  I  will  state  that 
consistency  is  a  jewel,  and  I  have  bwn  here,  coming  many  and 
many  occasions  to  the  different  encampments  of  this  great  state. 
I  have  always  been  an  independent,  and  those  of  you  who  know  me 
pretty  well  know  that  I  have  opposed  certain  restrictions  as  to 
nominations  but,  as  I  said,  consistency  thou  art  a  jewel,  and  there 
is  but  very  little  consistency  in  some  of  the  statements  made  here  in 
regard  to  nominations.  When  I  am  asked  to  go  into  a  caucus  or  a 
conference  I  am  honorable  enough  to  state  my  opinions,  I  am 
honorable  enough  when  I  state  them  to  stand  to  them,  I  am  honor- 
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able  enough  to  know  that  when  a  nomination  is  made  and  I  am 
bound  to  do  so  I  will  do  it.  That  is  an  honorable  trait  in  a  gentle- 
man and  in  a  comrade  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic 
especially. 

Now  then  when  you  go  into  a  caucus  you  will  support  your 
nominees,  won't  you,  as  men  ?  I  say  to  a  man  who  goes  into  a 
caucus,  if  he  opposes  that  caucus  when  he  comes  here,  I  call  him 
nothing  but  a  sycophant  and  a  treacherous  man.  That  is  my 
expression  of  this,  and  hence  when  a  man  comes  to  me  and  says, 
"  Comrade  Doody,  are  you  in  favor  of  a  certain  man  ? "  I  say  I 
have  to  consider  that  and  I  have  considered  carefully,  and  I  have 
done  it  here  independent  of  the  caucus  and  I  have  succeeded. 
This  time  I  say  to  you,  comrades,  that  it  is  no  more  than  just  and 
right  that  when  a  man  is  asked  to  go  into  a  caucus  and  he  does  it 
and  then  chooses  to  break  it,  that  is  a  treacherous  act  of  conduct 
on  his  part,  and  it  would  be  on  my  parrt,  hence  I  will  second  the 
nomination  of  the  man  from  Brooklyn  because  I  was  bound  to  do 
it  as  an  honorable  rm^n  and  will  do  it,  and  I  second  the  nomina- 
tion of  Comrade  Pilcher.     (Applause.) 

Comrade  Blaik. —  Commander  and  comrades,  it  is  indeed 
refreshing  to  those  of  an  independent  mind  to  have  listened  to  the 
discussion  here  within  the  last  few  minutes,  'but  I  feel  in  all  my 
experience  of  nearly  12  years  of  active  work  in  the  Grand  Army 
that  I  have  failed  to  discover  any  revelations  of  autocracy.  There 
has  been  a  great  deal  said,  and  there  is  no  man  within  the  sound 
of  my  voice  who  is  more  hostile  to  autocracy  than  I  am.  I  believe 
in  a  square  deal,  and  I  also  believe  in  preparation,  and  without 
experience,  witiiout  consultation,  and  without  weighing  the  things 
that  are  apt  to  crop  up  from  time  to  time  you  wiU  not  succeed,  and 
when  you  call  a  caucus  that  caucus  gives  you  a  chance,  you  inde- 
pendent men  I  am  appealing  to  now — it  gives  you  a  chance  to  say 
what  you  feel  and  you  can  act  accordingly.  But  when  you  go  into 
a  icaucus,  and  I  was  "Chairman  of  the  New  York  County  caucus  of 
the  City  of  New  York,  and  I  represent  67  votes  who  have  been 
pledged  to  the  candidate  from  Brooklyn,  and  I  want  to  tell  you, 
comrades,  that  this  argument  of  autocracy  is  a  catch  penny  argu- 
ment that  counts  for  nothing  with  fair-minded  fighting  men.  If 
I  go  into  a  caucus  I  am  a  free  man,  I  go  there  to  abide  by  the 
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vote  of  the  majority.  This  is  the  rale  of  the  American  B^ublie 
everywhere.  Otherwise  we  would  have  anarchy  aU  over  this  land. 
The  minority  has  always  submitted  to  the  majority^  and  you  mi^t 
call  it  by  whatever  name  you  please  you  must  recognize  the  fact 
that  there  oannot  be  any  suooess  in  any  department  of  life,  includ- 
ing convention  work,  without  some  preparation  and  without 
weighing  the  eonditions  as  they  confront  you,  and  the  reason  I 
rise,  Cammaader,  is  that  I  was  Chairman  of  the  caucus  in  New 
York  City  and  I  felt  justified  in  taking  the  floor  and  defending 
the  caucus  of  which  I  was  chairman     (Applause.) 

Comrade  Stbitch.— t  I  do  not  want  any  wrong  impression  to 
go  out  that  the  Post  I  was  commander  of  was  represented  at  that 
caucus  by  me.  I  want  the  comrades  to  understand  I  did  not  attend 
the  caucus.  If  I  was  healthy  enough  to  do  it  I  would  have  done 
it,  but  the  caucus  I  am  attending  is  the  caucus  of  accredited  dele- 
gates. That  is  you.  You  know  the  object  of  a  caucus.  It  is 
simply  the  gathering  of  a  few.  It  is  not  a  representative  body 
by  any  means.  The  idea  of  a  comrade  standing  up  here  and  say- 
ing he  has  the  authority  to  cast  the  vote  of  67  Posts  of  New  York 
( Cries  of  he  did  not  say  that. )  I  want  this  understood,  that  my 
Post  was  not  pledged  in  that  caucus.  I  have  always  been  a  con- 
sistent comrade.  I  have  always  attended  meetings  of  the  depart- 
ment and  many  of  the  National  Encampments  for  many  yearsy 
and  have  done  my  work  there.  However,  I  am  doing  my  woik 
now  and  I  am  doing  it  on  the  floor. 

(Several  voices  moved  that  nominations  be  closed.)

CoMMAiniEB  KiBOHNES. — A  motion  has  been  made  and  dvij 
seconded  that  nominations  be  closed.  Are  you  ready  for  the 
question? 

(Cries  of  question.) 

All  those  in  favor  of  the  motion  that  nominations  be  closed  will 
say  aye,  and  those  opposed  no. 
The  m:otioil  is  carried. 

CoMMAiTDBB  KiBCHNBE. — ^We  are  now  ready  to  receive  nomi- 
nations for  Senior  Vice  Department  Commander. 
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CoMEADE  Mbkes  (Poflt  559). — ^Comrades,  I  want  first  to  direct 
your  attention  to  a  branch  of  the  service  on  whom  rested  the  initial 
force  of  this  rebellioiL  The  regular  army  of  the  United  States 
was  composed  of  commissioned  oflGlcers  largely  from  the  South,  in 
sympathy  with  a  cabinet  and  President  who  were  in  favor  of  dis^ 
solution.  That  body  of  commissioned  officers,  to  a  large  extent, 
when  the  opportunity  offered,  hauled  down  the  old  flag  and  put  up 
'  1  ee  the  stars  and  bars.  But  there  was  a  little  company  of 
the  rank  and  file  that  was  down  in  the  wilds  of  Texas  who  when 
they  were  parading  up  and  were  asked  to  step  three  paces  to  the 
front  and  join  the  Confederacy  with  the  promise  of  promotion  and 
rapid  advancement  —  one  of  the  comrades  who  is  a  member  of  my 
Post  stepped  forward  and  said  to  Joe  Johnston,  "  I  enlisted  undCT 
that  flag,  I  enlisted  to  serve  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States 
and  to  take  such  pay  and  allowances  as  Congress  from  time  to  time 
might  offer.  Now,  Colonel,  if  you  will  take  that  flag  with  you  we 
are  with  you  to  a  man.^'  And  the  truth  of  what  is  verified  by  the 
fact  that  it  came  from  Joseph  E.  Johnston's  lips  at  the  time  of  the 
funeral  of  General  Grant  when  I  presented  Comrade  Mood  in  the 
carriage  where  Johnston  sat  along  with  General  Sheridan. 
Another  comrade  of  my  Post  was  a  Sergeant  Major.  His  wife 
was  a  company  laundress.  She  took  the  flag  and  pinned  it 
around  her  skirts  and  the  Sergeant  was  condemned  by  a  Court 
Marshal  to  be  shot  because  he  cut  a  flag  staff  down,  and  Johnston 
was  the  one  that  interceded  and  saved  his  life.  These  are  the 
regular  army  boys.  These  are  the  men  that  were  first  in  the  field 
and  last  in  the  field,  and  I  come  to-day  before  you  boys  to  ask  you 
to  do  your  duty  by  the  regular  army.  I  know  how  you  regarded 
us  during  the  times  of  strife.  I  know  that  the  regular  army 
man  with  the  scales  on  his  shoulders  was  despised,  but  we  have 
proved  ourselves  loyal  comrades.  We  do  not  get  the  benefit  that 
you  have  by  mingling  with  your  associates  who  went  to  the  front 
and  came  back  with  you.  For  fifty  years  I  never  met  a  man  who 
served  in  my  company,  and  yet  I  was  a  faithful  member  of  the 
Grand  Army  of  the  Republic,  and  now  I  ask  you  to  consider 
the  name  of  one  man  who  served  in  the  r^ular  army  during  the 
last  period  of  the  war,  was  sent  after  the  war  to  the  frontier, 
received  a  medal  from  Congress  for  services  in  the  Indian  War,

and  80  I  say  with  Webster,  Comrade  Ostrander  needs  no  eulogy. 
There  is  Comrade  Ostrander.  You  need  no  eulogy,  you  are  a 
comrade,  and  therefore  I  take  great  pleasure  in  placing  you  in 
nomination.     (  Applauise. ) 

Comrade  Nayland  (Post  259). — ^Without  any  oratory  or  fur- 
ther talk,  from  my  personal  knowledge  of  Comrade  Ostrander, 
knowing  him  to  be  a  good  man  and  true,  and  loyal  and  true  mem- 
ber of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic,  I  take  great  pleasure  at 
this  time  in  seconding  his  nomination  for  the  office  of  Senior  Vice 
Department  Commander.    (Applause.) 

Comrade  Nachtman  (of  Middletown  Post). —  I  rise  to  second 
Comrade  Ostrander. 

Comrade  Stritch  (Post  330). —  I  rise  to  second  the  nomina- 
tion of  Comrade  Ostrander,  for  this  reason:  I  like  the  way  he 
began  his  fight.  He  b^an  canvassing,  seeking  comrades  individu- 
ally for  a  year  or  more,  asking  their  Bu£Praga  He  has  gone  about 
his  work  independently.  He  has  gone  about  it  cleverly  and  to^lay 
he  has  convinced  most  of  the  comrades  that  he  deserves  this  office 
and  I  am  very  glad  to  be  here  and  second  this  nomination. 

Comrade  Nachtman  (of  Middletown  Post). —  I  rise  to  second 
the  nomination  of  Comrade  Ostradder. 

Comrade  Allis  (Post  66). —  I  rise  to  place  in  nomination  for 
Senior  Vice  of  this  Department  a  member  of  my  Post  who  has 
occupied  the  various  chairs,  who  has  been  a  member  for  years  with- 
out number,  who  has  devoted  the  last  10  or  12  years  of  his  entire 
time  to  patriotic  work,  being  as  luck  would  have  it  so  situated  that 
he  can  devote  his  time  to  that  way.  He  has  been  patriotic  instruc- 
tor of  our  Post  for  the  last  10  years  and  also  of  the  County  of 
Onondaga.  Having  held  these  various  offices  he  certainly  is  quali- 
fied, as  all  those  who  know  him  will  certify,  to  hold  any  position 
in  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Eepublic,  and  I  have  the  honor  of 
presenting  the  name  of  H.  Stewart  Warner  of  Post  66  for  Senior 
Vice  Commander  of  this  Department.

He  is  willing 
at  any  time  to  spend  his  time  when  there  is  anything  wanted  for 
the  benefit  of  the  Grand  Army,  and  I  am  glad  I  have  the  oppor- 
tunity of  seconding  his  nomination  —  Comrade  Henry  Stewart 
Warner. 

CoMBADE  Blaib. —  Commander,  in  behalf  of  the  delegates  that 
met  in  caucus  from  the  County  of  New  York  I  am  authorized  to 
cast  lo-morrow  and  therefore  naturally  will  second  this  nomination 
for  Comrade  Warner  —  and  we  have  this  to  say,  that  we  recognize 
that  the  upper  part  of  the  State,  and  especially  the  central  part 
of  the  State  should  have  recognition  on  the  ticket.  Now  we  did 
not  come  here  from  New  York  asking  you  for  the  Commander 
because  we  had  the  Commander  last  year,  and  I  wish,  Commander, 
to  remind  the  delegates  that  it  is  no  longer  a  question  of  territory, 
for  if  it  was  considered  —  the  number  of  men  that  this  State  sent 
to  the  front  in  the  60's,  you  must  not  lose  sight  of  the  fact  that 
New  York  city  furnished  250,000,  and  the  balance  of  the  State 
furnished  an  equal  number,  therefore  when  we  do  get  a  little  more 
at  our  end  of  the  State  you  should  always  remember  that  we  did 
half  the  work  so  far  as  following  the  call  of  Abraham  Lincoln  is 
concerned.  I  therefore  second  the  nomination  of  Comrade  Warner 
for  Senior  Vice  on  behalf  of  67  delegates  from  the  County  of 
New  York. 

Comrade  Stritch. —  I  want  to  know  if  my  post,  the  post  I 
represent  is  named  ? 

Comrade  Blair. —  It  is  not. 

Comrade  Loud. —  I  do  not  rise  to  second  any  nomination  but 
simply  to  correct  a  misstatement.  I  was  present  at  the  caucus  of 
the  New  York  delegates.  They  acted  upon  the  recommendation  of 
the  Department  Commander  to  decline  to  act  upon  any  other 
nomination.  A  motion  was  made  to  endorse  candidates  for  Senior 
and  Junior  Vice  Commander,  and  no  action  was  taken,  and  the 
comrade  who  has  made  a  statement  to  the  contrary  is  mistaken 
I  would  like  to  ask  the  comrade  if  I- am  not  stating  the  truth. 

Comrade  Blair. —  Not  exactly. 
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CoMRABB  Isaacs. —  I  wish  to  state,  comrades,  while  it  is  hardly 
right  for  the  Departmeat  Coaiynander  or  the  Adjutant-Oeneral 
to  interfere  with  either  candidate  —  unfortunately  I  was  selected 
secretary  of  the  caucus  conunittee.  Ed  Atkinson  was  elected  chair- 
man. Under  instructions  from  the  chairman  I  called  a  caucus  of 
the  delegates  from  the  Posts  of  "New  York.  Every  delegate  was 
notified  to  be  present.  Against  my  wishes  and  desires  I  was 
re-elected  secretary.  The  question  came  up  on  the  adoption, of  a 
report  or  recommendation  whom  the  Posts  of  New  York  should 
endorse  for  Department  Commander.  Forty-nine  we:.:  cast  for 
Comrade  Pilcher.  No  other  name  was  mentioned.  Seven  posts 
declined  to  vote.  There  was  a  committee  appointed  of  five  by  the 
chairman  to  meet  here  and  make  a  recommendation  to  the  con- 
ference for  New  Yoik  city,  whom  they  should  support  for  Senior 
Vice  Commander.  They  performed  that  duty,  and  I  wish  to  state 
that  Comrade  Blair  is  perfectly  right  —  67  comrades  signified 
their  intention  of  voting  for  Comrade  Warner.

I  have  known  the  comrade  for  many 
years.  I  have  known  him  to  be  an  honest,  faithful  comrade  of  the 
Grand  Army  of  the  Bepublic,  and  I  am  going  to  say  that  I  appeal 
to  the  aristocracy,  the  aristocracy  of  the  citixenship  of  the  United 
States  of  America  that  is  composed  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the 
Republic  —  the  men  who  saved  this  Republic  in  the  time  of  periL 
That  matchless  cavalry  leader,  George  A.  Custer,  and  also  Philip 
Sheridan  and  you  dough  boys  always  felt  contented  when  you 
knew  that  Sheridan  was  on  the  way  and  Custer  on  the  flanks,  and 
therefore  it  gives  me  great  pleasure  to  second  the  nomination  of 
Comrade  Stewart  Warner. 

Comrade  MIcConekey  (of  Kings). —  On  bdialf  of  the  dele- 
gates from  Kings  county  I  rise  to  heartily  endorse  and  second  the 
nomination  of  Comrade  Warner. 

(On  motion  duly  seconded  nominations  for  S^or  Vice  Com- 
mander were  closed). 

The  Commaistdeb. —  Nominations  for  Junior  Vice  Department 
Commander  are  in  order. 
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CoMSADB  Tanheb. —  ComniMider  and  comrades,  in  the  Grand 
Army  I  live  in  Washington  and  shall  until  the  Grand  Army  lays 
me  away.  I  am  disposed  to  go  a  good  ways  from  home  on  this 
occasion,  clear  from  Brooklyn  to  Buffalo.  I  have  been  amused 
here  this  afternoon,  living  in  Washington  as  I  have  for  29  years,  I 
sometimes  go  up  to  the  Capitol  and  sit  preferably  in  the  gallery  of 
the  House  of  Representatives.  You  can  hear  a  great  deal  of  talk 
and  if  you  are  posted  f  airiy  well  you  can  know  how  little  sincerity 
there  is  in  the  speaking.  Before  this  war  broke  out,  sir,  I  had  no 
knowledge  of  the  meaning  of  the  word  camouflage.  We  are  gel- 
ting  very  much  accust(»ned  to  it  now.  We  know  what  it  is,  and  I 
have  heard  a  great  deal  pf  it  here  this  afternoon.  While  I  am 
inclined  to  think,  if  I  may  accept  the  judgment  and  expression  of 
some,  that  I  am  a  low  down  "  ornery  "  sort  of  a  cuss  in  the  Grand 
Army,  notwithstanding  my  membership  running  back  to  the  year 
1868,  because  if  certain  things  be  true  I  must  believe  that  I  am 
an  autocrat.  A  year  ^  at  Boston  propositions  were  made  to  me, 
and  you  would  have  thought  that  I  had  the  Grand  Army  of  New 
York  in  my  pocket.  And  yet  the  gentlemen  who  made  that  propo- 
sition, and  there  were  several  of  them,  are  denouncing  autocracy 
to-day,  and  they  are  claiming  a  great  individual  wrath.  Any  man 
who  can  take  my  right  from  me  as  a  Grand  Army  man  has  got  to 
be  a  better  man  than  I  am.  I  never  entered  a  Grand  Army  or 
political  convention  but  what  I  owned  aU  that  was  under  my  hat. 
It  is  my  business  to  do  as  I  do  and  it  is  not  for  you  to  denounce  as 
autocrats  those  who  differ  from  you.  It  is  not  for  you  to  denounce 
when  a  year  ago  you  were  reactjr  to  go  into  a  combination  that 
would  cover  not  only  one  year  but  two  years.    Enough  of  that. 

A  matter  of  form  —  yes  —  your  badges  show  it,  your  e3q)re8r 
sions  show  it.  Dr.  Pilcher  is  going  to  be  your  next  Department 
Carnjmander.  Periiaps  if  there  is  one  of  us  here  that  ought  to  have 
any  shadow  of  reason  for  voting  against  him  it  might  well  be  me. 
As  I  told  the  National  Convention  of  the  Grand  Army,  when  I 
nominated  him  for  Surgeon-General,  way  back  he  held  the  knife  oni 
me,  and  with  a  little  carelessness  he  could  have  let  the  blood  out 
of  me  and  I  would  have  been  saved  many  years  of  pain,  but  I 
thank  God  that  I  have  lived  to  be  here  and  take  part  in  this,  the 
finest  encampment  of  this  department  that  we  have  had  for  years. 
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I  have  heard  one  statement  made  here  from  the  Mayor  of  the 
city  of  Ithaca  that  I  doubt.  He  says  they  have  only  17,000  popula- 
tion. I  say  we  saw  35,000  at  least  on  the  streets.  So,  boys,  don't 
think  that  any  of  this  rough  stuff  goes  outside  of  the  hall.  We  will 
be  exchanging  cigars  and  in  the  old  days  we  would  have  been 
taking  a  drink  together.  It  all  disappears  when  the  ballot  is 
counted  and  the  smoke  is  wafted  away. 

Now  I  have  been  on  my  feet  many  times  in  the  Grand  Army  to 
nominate  and  to  second,  and  of  course,  we  always  have  joy  in  serv- 
ing our  friends,  and  sometimes  it  is  deeper  and  goes  back  farther 
than  it  does  in  others,  and  I  am  at  this  moment,  sir,  to  dip  into 
the  memory  of  many  years,  away  back  in  the  early  70's,  whai  I 
first  became  acquainted  with  a  comrade  of  the  Grand  Army  whom 
I  have  always  held  in  the  deepest  affection  ever  since,  and  that  is 
George  W.  Flynn  of  Buffalo  for  Junior  Vice  Commander  of  this 
Department.  If  you  want  his  record  —  he  joined  the  85th  New 
York  in  1861  and  followed  the  ^fail  to  Juljr,  1865,  all  along  the 
bloody  trail  that  that  regiment  trod.  When  his  term  of  enlistment 
expired  he  re-enlisted  in  the  same  regiment  If  you  want  his 
educational  qualifications  I  say  to  you  that  he  was  a  graduate  of 
the  Universities  of  Andersonville  and  Florence.  In  the  Grand 
Army  he  has  been  one  of  the  most  faithful  comrades  we  ever  had. 
I  would  have  been  delighted  long  years  ago,  sir,  to  have  asked  my 
comrades  to  give  him  even  a  higher  position  than  he  now  aspires  to, 
or  has  consented  to  be  a  candidate  for  to-day,  but  I  never  could  get 
his  consent.  I  congratulate,  while  I  am  on  my  feet,  sir,  you  for 
the  splendid  record  you  have  made,  the  Grand  Army  for  the  way 
in  which  you  have  upheld  its  character  and  dignity  and  for  those 
who  may  be  disappointed  I  would  say  be  patient  —  perhaps  under 
suffering  of  greater  or  lesser  length  of  time,  if  God  Almighty  will 
spare  your  lives  long  enough  we  will  take  you  up  with  joy  in  turn, 
but  to-day  for  Junior  Vice  Commander  of  the  Department  I  ask 
you  all  to  take  George  W.  Flynn  of  Buffalo.     (Applause.) 

Comrade  Adam  J.  Wagner  (Post  542). —  I  rise  to  say  a  few 
words  in  favor  of  the  remarks  just  made  by  Comrade  Tanner.  At 
the  installation  of  officers  of  Post  9  of  Buffalo  this  year,  Comrade 
Flynn  celebrated  his  40th  anniversary.    On  that  day  he  was  mus- 
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tered  in  as  Commander  of  Post  87  in  the  city  of  Buffalo.  I  have 
known  him  for  50  years  or  more,  and  a  more  honored  and  more 
enthusiastic  and  more  worthy  comrade  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the 
Republic  we  haven't  got.  I  take  great  pleasure  in  seconding  the 
nomination  of  Comrade  George  W.  Flynn.    (Applause.) 

Comrade  Holland. —  I  rise  to  second  the  nomination  of  Com- 
rade Flynn.  Comrade  Flynn  belonged  to  my  brigade.  He  was 
captured  with  me  at  Plymouth,  North  Carolina,  taken  to  Ander- 
sonville  and  to  Florence  with  me,  and  a  man  that  lived  through 
those  two  places,  to  stand  on  this  floor  ought  to  be  with  us  to-day, 
is  entitled  to  some  consideration,  therefore  I  am  glad  to  second  the 
nomination  of  Comrade  Flynn. 

Comrade  Costello  (Post  443). —  Commander,  I  move  that  the 
nominations  be  closed,  and  that  we  nominate  Comrade  Flynn 
unanimously. 

The  motion  was  duly  seconded  and  carried* 

Comrade  Costello. —  I  move  that  the  rules  be  suspended  and 
that  the  Adjutant-General  cast  one  baillot  for  Comrade  Flynn  for 
Junior  Vice  Department  Commander. 

The  motion  was  duly  seconded  and  carried  and  the  Adjutant- 
General  under  the  direction  of  the  Commander  cast  one  ballot  for 
Comrade  George  W.  Flynn  of  Buffalo  for  Junior  Vice  Com- 
mander. 

Commander  Kirchnbr.— I  declare  Comrade  George  W. 
Flynn  duly  elected  Junior  Vice  Commander  of  this  department. 

The  next  order  of  business  is  the  nomination  for  Chaplain. 

Comrade  Tanner. —  I  did  not  intend  to  be  a  repeater  so 
quickly,  but  you  know  I  have  deep  concern  for  the  spiritual  con- 
dition of  you  boys.  I  know  you  are  in  need  of  it.  I  have  my  own 
ideas  about  it.  I  carried  a  National  Encampment  for  Chaplain- 
in-Chief  once  when  there  were  four  candidates  by  saying  that  I 
knew  the  Grand  Army  so  well,  and  how  much  intercession  they 
would  need  at  the  throne  of  God,  that  my  favorite  for  Chaplain-in- 
Chief  was  the  man  who  lived  5,000  feet  nearer  God  than  any  of 
the  rest  of  the  candidates,  and  splendid  old  P.  C.  Iliss. 
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of  Salt  Lake  City,  who  went  to  his  grave  lees  than,  a  year 
ago  was  elected  just  because  of  that  little  thing  that  got  them. 
Now  then  I  am  concerned  to  have  a  Chaplain  of  the  Grand  Army 
of  the  Republic  of  the  Department  of  New  York  who  can  measure 
up  to  the  remark,  who  can  appear  as  our- Chaplain  in  the  coming

On  motion  duly  seconded  nominations  for  Chaplain  were 
closed.

I  allude  to  Comrade  Robert  P.  Bush  of 
Elmina.     I  say  of  Dr.  Lush,  with  all  my  heart,  that  with  all  his 
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faults  I  love  him  still.  Sometimes  he  hasn't  kept  still  enough 
to  suit  me,  but  it  is  all  in  the  wash.  The  Grand  Army  of  the 
Republic  owes  Dr.  Bush  more,  I  think,  than  it  will  ever  have  to 
repay.  For  the  thirteen  years  he  was  in  the  Legislature  of  this 
State  he  did  a  great  deal  for  it,  and  in  our  conference  last  night 
we  thought  it  was  time  to  give  some  recognition  there.  I  had 
supposed  that  somebody  from  Baldwin  Post  would  be  here  and 
from  his  intimate  knowledge  of  the  record  of  Dr.  Bush  and  his 
Grand  Army  work  would  place  him  in  nomination  and  state  those 
things  which  are  to  his  credit,  all  of  them,  from  1861  to  1918. 
I  nominate  Dr.  Bush. 

Comrade  Lawson. —  I  withdraw  the  name  of  Comrade  Taylor 
and  heartily  endorse  the  nomination  of  Comrade  Bush.

CAMP  FIRE. 

June  26,  1918,  8  p.  ddl 

The  Camp  Fire  was  opened  by  singing  the  Star  Spangled 
Banner  by  the  entire  assemblage. 

Comrade  Stowits,  Chairman, —  In  the  eternal  revolving  of 
the  cycle  of  time  three  score  years  are  but  an  infinitesimal  part, 
but  in  that  small  number  of  years  there  is  fraught  events  which 
will  change  the  life  of  a  nation  or  the  life  of  a  people.     A  little 
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less  than  three  score  years  ago  a  throng  of  young  men  in  this 
land  assembled  for  the  purpose  of  trying  to  establish  and  settling 
for  all  time  whether  a  free  nation  could  exist  How  well  they 
succeeded  is  known  to  you  all.  Past  years  have  demonstrated 
fully  what  they  started  to  do  and  what  they  carried  out  Even 
to-day  the  very  principles  that  our  boys  stood  for  are  now  the 
principles  of  the  allied  nations  of  this  world  and  they  are  going 
to  finally  establish  the  fact  that  democracy  is  settled  forever. 
(Applause.)  I  do  not  propose  to  take  up  your  time  with  any 
further  remal'ks  as  we  have  quite  a  long  program,  and  I  therefort 
call  on  the  doctor  for  the  invocation. 

Rev.  Db.  Kline. —  Let  us  pray.  Our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  we 
pray  Thee  that  we  may  realize  Thy  presence  in  our  midst  to-night ; 
we  thank  Thee  that  the  Kingdom  of  Heaven  means  democracy  in 
the  largest  and  best  interpretation  of  that  term;  we  thank  Thee, 
Lord,  for  what  the  men  of  the  Grand  Army  fought  for  in  the  60's, 
and  we  are  glad  Lord,  that  because  they  fought  so  well  and  so 
bravely  and  so  chivalrously  that  we  are  gathered  here  to-night 
under  the  flag  that  we  love  better  than  we  love  our  own  lives,  a 
free  nation,  an  undivided  nation,  and  we  are  glad.  Lord,  that  their 
successors  their  grandsons  are  out  on  the  front  to-night  battling 
for  the  same  cause,  that  liberty  and  justice  and  a  true  fraternity 
may  obtain  in  this  world,  that  it  may  be  delivered  once  and  for 
all  from  Prussian  militarism  and  from  German  tyranny;  God 
bless  our  boys  on  the  fighting  front  to-night;  we  are  proud  of 
them ;  we  are  glad  because  they  have  shown  the  very  spirit  that 
the  men  in  the  60's  showed,  that  they  are  willing  to  give  their 
lives  bravely  and  heroically  for  the  very  same  cause  for  which 
these  very  men  and  those  whom  we  buried  in  the  cemeteries  all 
over  this  country  gave  their  lives  ®o  long  ago ;  we  thank  Thee  for 
our  nation;  we  thank  Thee  because  in  Thy  providence  Thou  hast 
called  us  to  take  this  providential  part  in  this  great  world  struggle. 
God  give  us  victory,  help  us  to  make  whatsoever  sacrifice  is 
necessary  to  that  end.  May  we  be  willing  to  pay  the  price  as 
this  nation  paid  the  price  in  the  60's,  and  may  we  count  no  sacri- 
fice too  great  that  this  war  may  be  won  and  that  victory  once 
more  may  be  ours.     God  bless  this  encampment  that  has  met  in 
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our  city.  We  thank  Thee  for  the  splendid  sessions  of  to-day,  for 
the  spirit  of  the  delegates/ and  now,  Lord,  in  this  great  Camp 
Fire  to-night  may  we  feel  that  Thou  art  with  us.  God  bless  our 
Governor.  We  thank  Thee  for  his  presence  on  this  platform 
to-night.  Speak  through  him,  O  Lord,  and  may  the  message  jn>t 
touch  our  hearts,  bum  within  us,  and  may  his  words  not  be  for- 
gotten, and  may  we  go  away  from  this  service  with  a  higher  degree 
of  patriotism  than  wfe  had  before,  with  a  realization  of  the 
responsibilities  of  citizenship  greater  than  we  had  before.  There 
is  Corporal  Tanner,  Oh  Lord.  We  thank  Thee  for  his  life  and  for 
the  place  he  has  in  the  affections  not  only  of  the  Grand  Army  of 
the  Republic  but  of  this  entire  nation.  Bless  the  others  that 
take  part  in  this  program  to-night,  and  may  we  feel  when  it  is 
over  that  we  are  better  for  having  been  here,  from  the  lowest  to 
the  greatest.  We  cannot  forget.  Lord,  to  pray  for  the  President 
of  the  United  States.  We  thank  Thee  for  his  life.  We  thank 
Thee  for  his  wise  statesmanship  that  he  has  manifested  in  this 
critical  juncture  of  our  nation's  history,  and  God  bless  him,  and 
those  in  authority  under  him,  and  those  associated  with  him  in 
this  great  war.  God  be  with  them  all.  Bless  our  Army  and 
J^avy,  and  may  we  feel  that  God  is  with  us,  and  may  we  not 
forget.  Oh  Lord,  that  righteousness  exalteth  a  nation,  and  may 
we  ever  put  that  before  us  and  may  we  strive  to  be  a  nation  ever 
whose  object  is  the  Lord.  We  ask  it  in  Christ's  name.  Our 
Father  who  art  in  Heaven  hallowed  be  Thy  name ;  Thy  Kingdom 
come.  Thy  will  be  done  on  earth  as  it  is  in  Heaven.  Give  us 
this  day  our  daily  bread  and  forgive  us  our  trespasses  as  we 
forgive  those  who  trespass  against  us,  and  lead  us  not  into  tempta- 
tion but  deliver  us  from  evil,  for  Thine  is  the  kingdom  and  the 
power,  and  the  glory,  forever  and  ever,  Amen. 

CoMKADE  Sto WITTS. —  My  fricuds,  especially  those  outside  the 
Grand  Army  of  the  Eepublic,  I  wish  to  say  that  this  great  organ- 
ization at  its  birth,  when  the  first  gun  was  fired  upon  Fort  Sumter, 
52  years  ago,  a  plan  was  formulated  to  organize  the  Grand  Amiv 
of  the  Republic,  and  from  that  day  to  this  hour  comrades  haw 
met  in  annual  session  throughout  the  various  departments  in 
this  land,  also  in  National  Encampment.      The  great  Empire 
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State  of  New  York  has  had  a  department  since  1866  and  this  is 
the  62nd  encampment  that  we  have  had.  We  are  here  enjoying 
the  hospitalities  of  this  beautiful  city,  for  which  we  thank  you 
veiy  much.  I  will  now  present  the  Department  Commander  of 
the  State  of  New  York,  Comrade  William  F.  Kirchner. 

Commander  Kirchner. —  Mr.  Chairman  and  Governor,  com- 
rades, ladies  and  friends :  As  the  Commander  of  this  great  depart- 
ment of  the  Empire  State,  and  in  behalf  of  the  comrades  who 
represent  that  state,  I  want  to  thank  the  good  people  and  citizens 
of  Ithaca  for  this  wonderful  entertainment  that  they  are  giving 
to  the  delegates  and  their  auxiliaries  at  this  time  at  our  52nd 
annual  encampment  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic     I 
assure  you  that  every  veteran's  heart  beats  with  gratitude.     We 
have  come  here  amongst  you  to  continue  our  deliberations  and  we 
hope  that  while  we  are  here  that  our  deliberations  will  be  a  success 
and  that  our  encampment  will  also  be  a  success  to  the  good  people 
who  are  entertaining  us  in  the  City  of  Ithaca.    As  the  presiding 
officer  said,  52  years  ago  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic  found 
its  organization  in  a  little  town  in  the  State  of  Illinois  known  as 
Decatur,  organized  by  a  Reverend  gentleman  who  was  a  veteran 
of  that  Civil  War  on  the  4th  day  of  April  1866  and,  from  that 
one  post  every  state  in  the  United  States  added  from  time  to  time. 
The  department  of  New  York  was  organized  in  1866.     It  held  its 
first  encampment  at  that  time,  and  year  after  year  we  have  met  to 
legislate  for  the  interests  and  the  benefit  of  our  organization  and 
our  principal  foundation  was  patriotism,  and  we  have  taught  that 
from  that  day  to  this,  so  that  our  rising  generation  could  realize 
what  it  meant  after  four  years'  hardi  fighting  during  the  60's. 
To-day,  the  sons  and  grandsons  of  that  great  organization,  that 
great  army  that  fought  the  battles  in  the  60's,  are  now  fighting 
for  the  same  principles  that  we  did  in  the  60's.     They  are  on  the 
other  side  doing  what  we  did  at  that  time,  and  from  all  the  reports 
that  we  have  got  to  the  present  time  the  American  boys  are  making 
good.      (Applause.)      We  have  lived  a  lifetime  and  we  thank 
God  that  he  permitted  so  many  of  us  to  remain,  and  I  hope  that 
he  will  allow  us  a  little  longer  because  we  want  to  receive  our 
boys  when  they  come  back  with  the  Stars  and  Stripes.  (Applause.) 
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It  was  a  glorious  sight  in  1865,  oa  the  23d  and  24th  of  May, 
when  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic  after  its  victories,  and  the 
surrender  at  Appamatox  passed  in  review  to  the  President  of  the 
United  States  and  our  great  captain,  U.  S.  Grant.  We  want  to 
live  to  receive  our  boys  in  the  same  way.  We  want  to  be  the 
reviewing  officers  and  we  are  satisfied  that  they  are  our  sons  and 
grandsons,  the  present  generation  of  young  men  who  have  done 

this. 

Now  I  do  not  want  to  detain  you  any  longer ;  I  do  not  want  to 
say  any  more,  because  you  are  going  toj  have  a  wonderful  number 
of  good  and  able  speakers,  and  I  am  only  wasting  your  time,  and 
I  want  you  to  enjoy  the  evening.     I  thank  you.     (Applause.) 

Oombade  Isaacs. —  Mr.  Chairman,  ladies  and  gentlemen,  I 
will  not  take  up  your  time.  I  am  well  aware  of  the  distinguished 
gentlemen  who  are  present  this  evening  who  will  entertain  you 
better  than  I.  I  am  simply  here  to  perform  a  pleasant  duty. 
Commander  Kirchner,  when  all  the  good  comrades  at  Saratoga 
elevated  you  to  the  highest  position  in  the  gift  they  made  no 
mistake;  you  made  good.  (Applause.)  For  the  past  year  you 
have  rendered  valuable  services  to  your  comrades.  I  wish  to 
state  in  my  membership  of  50  years  in  the  Grand  Army  with  no 
reflection  on  the  illustrious  comrades  who  have  preceded  you,  I  do 
not  know  of  one  who  has  done  better  work  than  you  have  per- 
formed, and  in  behalf  of  the  comrades,  your  official  staff  and  your 
many  friends  who  are  comrades  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the 
Eepublic,  I  wish  to  present  to  you  this  slight  token  of  our  affec- 
tion and  esteem.  Wear  it  on  your  heart.  It  is  a  symbol  of  the 
highest  order  of  patriotism,  so  vigilant  and  so  grava  Wear  it 
that  it  may  be  to  the  other  comrades  who  may  aspire  to  the  posi- 
tion which  you  now  hold,  and  who  may  follow  in  your  footsteps, 
an  inspiration  to  do  the  higher  and  the  nobler  things,  as  I  here 
say  to  you  well  done,  good  and  faithful  servant.     (Applause.) 

(Comrade  Isaacs  then  pinned  upon  the  breast  of  Commander 
Kirchner  a  beautiful  jewelled  embleuL) 

My  duty  as  chief  aide  was  to  see  that  the  boys  put  up,  and  thcv 
put  up  very  liberally.  In  fact  they  responded  better  than  1 
expected  they  would,  and.  Commander,  as  you  are  now  to  retire 
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—  to-morrow  at  this  time  you  will  be  as  I  am,  you  will  be  a  high 
private  in  the  ranks,  and  when  you  get  back  and  go  dowu  tc  that 
place  in  Jers^  called  Asbury  Park,  and  as  you  sit  there  on  your 
yeranda  and  you  gaze  at  the  names  of  your  friends  you  will  say 
as  I  say  here  to  you  for  he  was  a  jolly  good  fellow,  and  in  behalf 
of  your  official  staff  and  your  comrades  I  present  you  this  slight 
token  of  our  esteem.  You  will  find  here  the  names  of  all  of  your 
comrades  who  were  your  friends,  and  T.  want  to  tell  you  you  had 
a  big  pile  of  them.     (Applause.) 

Comrade  Kirchner. —  I  want  to  say  to  you  and  through  you 
to  my  comrades  who  have  been  so  generous  to  me  that  there  is 
nothing  in  the  world  that  I  appreciate  more  than  the  high  honor 
that  was  conferred  upon  me  one  year  ago  by  the  unanimous 
choice  of  my  comrades,  and  to-night  to  receive  this  great  token  of 
friendship,  the  insignia  of  my  office  as  a  member  of  the  Grand 
Army  of  the  Republic,  I  do  not  know  what  to  say,  but  I  sincerely 
thank  you,  sir,  and  my  comrades  for  this  great  surprise.  It  was 
not  a  surprise  in  one  way.  It  has  been  a  custom  for  years  that  when 
the  Commander  retires  after  doing  his  one  year's  duty,  and  we 
only  had  on  one  or  two  occasions  a  comrade  who  succeeded  himr 
self  and  Comrade  James  Tanner,  was  one  of  those,  because  we 
needed  him.  (Applause.)  Comrade  Tanner  was  the  man  who 
fathered  and  established  the  home  for  the  poor  soldiers  at  Bath, 
and  the  work  that  he  commenced  in  his  first  term  we  certainlv 
had  to  retain  him  to  complete  in  his  second,  so  I  thank  you,  sir, 
from  the  botton  of  my  heart,  I  thank  my  comrades  one  and  all. 
We  are  here  to-night,  we  may  be  somewheres  else  a  year  from  now, 
but  my  wish  is  that  we  may  all  meet  again  at  our  53rd  annual 
encompment     I  thank  you.     (Great  applause.) 

Comrade  Isaacs. —  I  would  request  Mrs.  Ellis,  daughter  of 
our  Department  Commander  to  step  forward.  I  simply  wish  to 
say,  Mrs.  Ellis,  you  are  about  to  undertake  quite  a  trip  across  the 
continent,  to  attend  the  I^ational  Encampment  at  Portland. 
Tou  are  not  aware  that  I  heard  you  express  yourself  that  you 
would  like  to  have  a  certain  thing  when  you  started  over,  so  that 
you  could  do  some  good  work  for  the  boys  who  are  doing  and 
giving  their  all  on  the  other  side,  and  having  more  money  than 
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we  knerw  what  to  do  with  I  now  present  to  you  on  behalf  of  the 
official  staff  of  your  father  this  token  of  our  esteem.     (Applause.) 

Comrade  Isaacs. — Mrs.  Gaudineer,  is  she  present?  Mrs. 
Gaudineer,  the  comrades  down  in  New  York  City,  knowing  full 
well  the  good  work  you  have  done  in  the  past  year  helping  our 
poor  comrades  down  there,  and  their  widows,  have  authorized  me 
in  their  behalf  to  present  to  you  this  slight  token  of  affection  and 
esteem,  and  with  it  goes  our  best  wishes  for  your  future  pros- 
perity and  welfare. 

Mrs.  Gaudineeh. —  Comrade  Isaacs,  I  can  hardly  find 
words  to  thank  you  for  this  token.  I  do  not  know  what  it  is,  but 
whatever  it  is  it  will  always  be  a  pleasant  reminder  of  my  year  in 
office  when  I  had  the  assistance  of  my  comrades  of  the  Grand 
Army  of  the  Republic  on  each  and  every  occasion,  and  I  thank 
one  and  all.     (Applause.) 

Comrade  Isaacs. — Mrs.  Demarest  will  please  step  forward. 
We  all  know  in  New  York  City  what  this  lady  has  done.  We 
appreciate  it.  A  few  years  ago  she  held  the  proud  position  of 
President  of  the  Women's  Relief  Corps.  To-day  she  holds  the 
office  of  secretary,  and  Mrs.  Demarest,  we  know  what  you  have 
done  in  the  past  and  we  do  not  know  of  any  woman  in  the  Women's 
Relief  Corps  that  has  done  the  work  and  is  able  to  do  the  work  that 
you  have  performed.  In  behalf  of  the  comrades  in  New  York 
City  please  take  this  and  God  bless  you.     (Applause.) 

Mrs.  Demarest. —  You  know  and  I  hope  the  comrades  in  New 
York  City  know  that  whatever  work  my  hands  can  do,  ray  head 
can  think  of,  my  heart  can  dictate  for  the  veterans  of  the  Grand 
Army  of  the  Republic  I  am  always  ready  and  willing  to  do  as 
long  a3  God  lets  me  live.     (Applause.) 

The  Chairman. —  The  quartette  will  sing  The  Battle  Hymn 
of  the  Republic. 

Comrade  Stowits. —  Comrades,  it  will  hardly  be  necessary 
for  me  to  even  mention  or  eulogize  the  next  speaker.  He  is  our 
superior  officer.  He  is  the  Commander  in  Chief  of  the  Grand 
Army  of  the  Republic,  a  position  second  to  the  highest  possible 
in  the  land.    (Applause.)    You  have  heard  from  him  many  times. 
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You  have  read  his  documents  that  have  heen  sent  out  in  General 
Orders,  you  know  what  he  has  meant  and  you  know  after  his 
career  is  nearly  over  how  well  he  has  succeeded.  Now  we  will 
just  demonstrate  to  the  citizens  of  Ithaca  what  he  is  by  presenting 
him  —  the  Commander  in  Chief,  Orlando  A.  Somers. 

CoMMANDEB  IN  Chibf  Somebs. — Your  Excolleucy,  comrades 
of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic,  members  of  the  Relief 
Corps,  ladies  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic,  Sons  of  Vete- 
rans, Daughters  of  Veterans  and  Sons  of  Veterans  Auxiliary  — 
American  citizens  all  —  and  there  is  no  higher  title  in  this 
republic  to-day  than  that  of  American  citizen.  (Applause.)  It 
means  more  to  America  and  more  to  mankind  than  any  other 
occasion  in  the  history  of  the  republic.  I  am  here  representing 
the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic  and  I  am  proud  of  them,  I 
have  been  in  almost  every  nook  and  comer  of  the  republic  and 
everywhere  I  am  proud  of  them,  and  having  met  them  and  the 
people  of  the  republic  on  occasions  like  this  I  am  not  only  proud 
of  my  comrades,  but  I  am  proud  of  the  American  citizens  who 
are  their  friends.     (Applause.) 

It  is  difficult  in  this  day  to  confine  one's  remarks  to  the  Grand 
Army  of  the  Republic  and  its  history.  It  has  a  glorious  history. 
T  am  sometimes  asked,  I  was  over  in  Boston  not  long  ago,  and  I  • 
was  asked  by  a  newspaper  man  if  I  expected  to  say  anything 
about  the  present  war.  I  said  to  him,  my  friend,  have  you 
listened  to  a  prayer  any  time  lately  that  did  not  speak  of  the 
present  war ;  have  you  listened  to  a  sermon  that  did  not  mention 
the  present  war;  I  said  if  you  have  you  had  better  change  your 
place  of  worship.  (Applause.)  I  am  pleased  to  say  to  you  that, 
as  here,  every  nook  and  comer  of  this  great  republic  is  wide 
awake  and  full  of  patriotism,  and  it  means  more  now  than  in  any 
other  period  of  its  history,  but  I  am  going  to  confine  myself  for 
a  little  while  to  what  has  been  done,  and  while  our  history  is  and 
has  been  history,  most  of  it,  we  are  just  as  proud  of  our  com- 
rades who  are  absent  as  we  are  of  the  history  they  made.  The 
Grand  Army  of  the  Republic,  to  me,  is  composed  of  the  grandest 
citizens  of  the  republic,  and  after  the  winnowing  of  50  years  I 
can  present  to  you  to-night  the  most  dignified  looking  body  of 
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men  that  ever  assembled  in  this  city.  (Applause.)  I  am  asking 
the  men  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic  to  respond  to  the 
gavel  that  the  people  of  Ithaca  may  take  a  look  at  you. 

(Upon  the  rapping  of  the  gavel  the  del^ates  arose  amidst  the 
applause  of  the  assemblaga) 

I  think  it  was  when  the  Huns  overran  Rome  some  time  in  the 
past  centuries  that  a  squad  of  them  brokfe  into  the  Roman  Senate 
who  were  then  in  session  counseling  as  to  what  was  the  best 
means  to  preserve  the  republic,  notwithstanding  the  city  was  in 
the  hands  of  the  enemy,  and  having  broken  into  the  Senate 
Chamber  they  stood  in  awe  before  them  and  retired  and  reported 
to  their  King  that  they  had  just  found  an  assembly  of  Kings. 
The  Roman  Senate  was  never  comprised  of  a  more  dignified 
body  than  that  of  the  members  of  the  Grand  Army  who  are 
assembled  here  this  evening,  and  it  was  the  boast  of  Rome  that 
to.  be  a  citizen  of  Rome  was  a  greater  honor  than  to  be  a  king 
in  any  other  land.  And  I  say  to-night  that  to  be  an  American 
citizen  is  a  prouder  boast  than  ever  to  have  been  a  Roman. 
(Applause.) 

Speaking  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic  and  its  accom- 
plishments briefly  —  I  want  the  people  who  are  here  to  bear  in 
mind  something  of  what  these  men  have  dona  I  want  to  talk 
history  a  little.  I  heard  some  professor  say  very  recently  that 
when  the  history  of  the  republic  was  written  it  would  read  a 
little  differently  from  now.  The  truth  of  it  is  our  school  his- 
tories sometimes  give  so  much  space  as  five  lines  to  a  great  battle. 
They  are  afraid  they  will  offend  somebody,  and  for  half  a  cen- 
tury we  have  been  trying  to  reconcile  our  enemies.  That  is  not 
the  way  we  settled  the  question.  It  was  unconditional  surrender. 
(Applause.)  And  men  of  IS'ew  York  when  we  settle  the  question 
with  (Germany  the  Germans  will  be  unconditionally  surrendered. 
(Great  applause.)  And  Uncle  Samuel  will  sit  at  the  head  of  the 
table,  and  when  he  has  signed  his  name  to  that  document  it  will 
mean  democracy  for  all  lands.  (Applause.)  The  American  flag 
never  recognized  any  other  conditions  than  unconditional  sur- 
render. Now  we  have  no  trouble  with  our  former  enemies 
because  our  victory  meant  more  to  them  than  to  any  other  people 
in  the  republic,   and  they   are  enjoying  greater  blessings  on 
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account  of  it  than  they  ever  could  have  enjoyed  in  our  defeat. 
Sometimes  the  people  now  think  that  it  was  not  much  of  an  army 
we  belonged  to.  I  want  to  speak  a  moment  about  that  for  fear 
when  you  are  considering  the  present  army  you  will  think  it  wa» 
just  a  squad  of  foragers  or  something  of  that  kind.  I  want  to 
say  to  these  young  people  in  -figures  and  terms  that  they  can 
imderstand  and  which  they  cannot  forget  that  our  army  was 
composed  of  1700  regiments  of  infantry,  a  thousand  men  to  the 
regiment.  Frequently  more  than  half  of  this  number  was  lost 
in  battle,  in  hospital,  in  prison  pen,  and  the  regiments  were 
re-graded  and  their  roster  finally  gave  them  twice  as  many. 
Now  you  cannot  forget  the  1700  r^ments  of  infantry,  and  if 
you  can  just  get  that  in  your  mind  you  will  know  more  about 
the  army  of  the  Civil  War  than  you  have  ever  known  before. 
And  we  had  270  r^ments  of  cavalry,  1200  men  in  a  regiment, 
and  if  you  will  ask  some  of  these  boys  that  had  to  give  the  road 
while  the  cavalry  regiments  scurried  by  them,  giving  out  the 
dust,  they  will  tell  you  the  procession  was  a  mile  long  and  they 
never  would  get  by,  but  there  were  270  regiments  of  cavalry, 
1200  men  in  a  regiment,  and  re-graded  to  fill  their  losses. 

Now  you  have  the  infantry,  that  is  the  men  that  walked  and 
carried  the  muskets,  and  you  have  the  cavalry,  the  men  that 
carried  the  sabres  and  carbines,  and  I  guess  you  cannot  forget 
the  numbers.  If  anyone  has  forgotten  raise  your  hand. 
(Laughter).  I  am  glad  to  see  you  remejnber.  You  will  remem- 
ber to-morrow,  and  we  had  900  batteries  of  artillery,  six  guns  to 
the  battery,  5,400  guns.  Now  you  have  an  idea  of  the  army  we 
belonged  to. 

Oh,  but  they  say  they  are  numbering  them  by  millions  now. 
Well,  we  had  2,800,000  enlistments,  and  after  the  war  was  over  we 
discharged  a  million  and  more  of  men  whose  terms  were  not 
expired,  the  finest  army  that  ever  trod  the  earth;  and  we  had 
accomplished  more  than  had  been  accomplished  in  any  other  war, 
in  any  other  nation  or  in  any  other  age  than  had  been  accom- 
plished in  all  historv'.  We  had  saved  the  republic  and  freed  a  race 
from  slavery.   (Applause.) 

Now  you  may  search  sacred  or  profane  history  for  any  other 
war  in  which  so  much  was  accomplished.    Well,  that  is  something

for  the  Grand  Army  to  be  proud  of,  something  for  the  Grand  Army 
to  be  remembered  for,  and  something  that  the  world  now  begins 
to  appreciate  more  than  ever.  Why,  there  never  has  been  a  time, 
I  do  not  suppose,  in  the  history  of  Ithaca  when  the  Department 
of  New  York  could  have  brou^t  together  such  a  splendid 
audience  as  this,  full  of  patriotic  fervor,  ready  to  give  anything 
they  may  have  for  the  republic. 

Well,  something  else  the  Grand  Army  has  achieved.  For  more 
than  50  years  the  Grand  Army  and  its  auxiliary  and  allies  have 
been  the  only  organized  force  in  the  republic  that  has  kept  alive 
the  forces  of  patriotism.  (Applause.)  Well,  you  have  got  to 
think  awhile  to  know  just  what  that  means.  The  American  people 
for  half  a  century  have^been  a  nation  of  pacifists,  and  if  you  tell  a 
fellow  he  is  a  pacifist  now  he  don't  take  it  very  well,  he  don't 
consider  it  an  honor.  The  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic  have 
been  trying  to  keep  the  people  alive  to  the  necessity  of  prepared- 
ness, but  the  people  thought  we  were  kind  of  vain  dreamers.  They 
didn't  understand  the  price  of  a  republic  or  they  would  not  have 
come  to  that  conclusion.  For  50  years  the  American  people  have 
been  getting  rich  chasing  the  almighty  dollar,  and  the  Grand 
Army  of  the  Republic  have  been  trying  to  keep  the  forces  of 
patriotism  burning  upon  the  altars  of  the  republic  Eveiy  4th 
of  July  we  have  heaped  the  fagots  on  the  smouldering  embers 
and  fanned  them  into  a  flame.  We  have  put  on  there  the  fagots 
of  the  historv  of  the  Revolution,  of  the  Declaration  of  Inde- 
pendcnce  and  of  their  victories  and  tho  splendid  history  made  by 
our  forefathers,  and  we  have  awakened  the  people,  awakened 
some  of  the  business  men  long  enough  for  them  to  close  their 
business  doors,  the  banks  and  the  stores,  for  two  hours  until  the 
speaker  could  be  heard.     (Laughter.) 

On  Washington's  birthday  sometimes  we  could  get  some  of  them 
to  close  for  a  few  minutes  and  go  around  the  comer  to  hear  the 
orjitoT,  but  I  never  saw  a  crowded  house  and  have  not  seen  it  in 
50  vears,  and  on  Lincoln's  birthdav  it  was  little  better.  WTien 
you  got  around  to  the  meeting  you  found  there  the  comrades  of 
the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic,  the  women  of  the  Relief  Corps, 
the  ladies  of  the  Grand  Army,  the  Sons  of  Veterans,  the  Daughters 
of  Veterans,  and  the  Sons  of  Veterans  Auxiliary,  and  the  minister 
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to  invoke  the  divine  blessing,  and  he  usually  gave  way  and  looked 
after  his  other  duties  while  another  minister  closed  the  services. 
(Laughter.)  If  they  had  both  been  there  in  the  beginning  one  of 
them  would  have  served  the  purpose.  Well,  the  Grand  Army  on 
such  occasions  as  that,  and  their  allies,  have  again  put  the  fagots 
on  the  smouldering  embers  and  fanned  it  into  a  flame  and  it  blazed 
up  and  a  few  people  saw  the  flame  and  we  kept  the  fire  alive. 

And  on  Memorial  Day  again,  we  have  come  with  flags  and 
flowers  to  the  graves  of  our  comrades,  to  honor  the  memory  of  the 
men  who  saved  the  republic.  And  sometimes  the  people  gathered 
along  the  streets  and  watched  our  procession  go  by.  (Laughter.) 
And  then  returned  to  their  business  after  we  had  gone  to  the  ceme- 
tery and  everything  resumed  its  normal  conditions.  And  then  my 
friends,  at  the  graveside  or  more  than,  a  million  of  men,  of  our 
comrades,  we  have  been  a  living  sermon  of  patriotism  and  some- 
times there  was  nobody  present  excepting  the  Grand  Army  and 
their  allies  and  the  families  of  the  dead  comrades  the  grieving 
relatives,  and  not  a  store  in  the  city  would  be  closed  nor  banks, 
nor  a  lawyer  leave  his  office,  nor  anything  of  that  kind,  and  we 
have  been  uneasy  about  the  republic,  and  we  have  had  our  allies, 
the  Relief  Corps,  the  ladies  of  the  Grand  Army  and  others  go  into 
the  public  schools  with  their  flags  and  their  flag  salute  to  see  if 
we  could  not  work  on  the  children  before  they  got  into  business, 
and  we  have  succeeded  so  well  that  we  are  sending  the  children 
across  the  seas  to  fight  the  battles  of  the  republic  now,  (applause) 
and  every  mother  that  taught  that  kind  of  a  lad  a  lesson  was  serving 
this  republic  just  as  well  as  if  she  had  been  on  the  battle  line. 
And  every  Grand  Army  Post  has  each  day  been  just  as  before 
serving  their  country  as  they  were  able  to  serve  it  on  the  battle 
line.  The  truth  of  it  is  if  it  had  not  been  for  our  organization  I 
doubt  very  much  whether  the  response  to  the  call  for  men  to 
defend  the  flag  would  have  been  answered  without  riots  in  our 
great  cities,  I  doubt  it.  But  as  it  is  there  is  no  party  objecting  to 
the  war.  Each  party  is  vieing  with  the  other  and  seeing  who  shall 
do  the  most  for  the  republic.  Now  if  we  had  not  been  able  to  keep 
alive  the  forces  of  patriotism  and  if  our  people  had  not  heen 
imbued  with  it  by  this  great  army,  these  millions  of  men  would 
have  been  useless,  because  without  pjitriotism  they  would  have  been 
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little  better  than  a  mobilized  mob  and  a  menace  to  the  republic, 
and  without  patriotism  our  great  navy  would  be  no  better  than 
junk,  there  would  be  no  men  to  fight  them,  to  command  them  to 
obey,  80  we  are  taking  to  ourselves  the  fact  that  we  have  been 
serving  our  country  every  day  since  '61  and  we  are  serving  it 
to-night.     (Applause.) 

Now  about  the  present  war,  just  a  minute.  I  was  over  at 
Washington  and  because  I  had  four  stars  on  my  badge  the  doors 
opened  there  out  of  regard  to  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic  that 
I  !was  representing  and  there  was  no  trouble.  No  matter  what  the 
hurry  was  at  the  White  House  or  at  the  cabinet  offices,  no  matter 
how  they  were  pressed  for  time  we  were  admitted,  and  the  things 
we  went  there  for  were  accomplished,  and  among  other  things  we 
wanted  to  get  on  good  terms  with  the  President  and  his  cabinet 
and  the  United  States  Senata  We  had  a  reason  for  it  and  we 
succeeded.  Among  other  things  we  said  to  the  President  of  the 
United  States  that  in  all  his  efforts  to  prosecute  the  war  to  a 
successful  conclusion  he  would  find  the  Grand  Army  of  the 
Republic  behind  him.  (Applause.)  And  that  there  would  not  be 
a  slacker  among  them.  (Applause.)  Having  gotten  through  with 
the  business  at  Washington  we  took  a  run  up  to  Philadelphia, 
an  historic  city,  a  city  of  which  every  American  ought  to  be 
proud,  and  we  went  into  the  old  hall  there  and  looked  at  the  tables 
and  the  chairs  and  the  ink  bottle  of  which  the  declaration  was 
written  and  thought  of  the  great  men  who  had  assembled  there 
and  of  their  achievements,  and  one  other  point  in  Philadelphia 
that  interested  me  more  than  either  of  these  was  a  grave  of  a  man 
who  had  had  much  to  do  with  the  formation  of  my  convictions 
about  what  one's  duty  is  to  the  republic,  and  I  hunted  among  the 
stones  there  and  found  the  grave  of  Commodore  Stephen  Decatur, 
for  I  wanted  to  read  myself  the  inscription  on  the  stone  of  the 
toast  he  gave  when  there  was  counsel  among  the  wise  men  about 
what  to  do  about  certain  complications,  and  you  know  our  officers 
in  the  army  and  in  the  navy  cannot  be  Democrats,  cannot  be 
Republicans,  they  just  have  to  be  soldiers.  They  are  not  expected 
to  have  any  opinion  on  politics.  They  are  to  do  the  fighting, 
and  when  Commodore  Stephen  Decatur  was  asked  his  opinion 
he  raised  his  glass  and  said,  ^^  My  country,  may  she  ever  be  right; 
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right  or  wrong,  my  country."  (Applause.)  And  I  have  believed 
and  obeyed  that  without  question,  sir,  since  I  had  that  con- 
viction. And  when  ever  this  country  declares  war,  whether  its 
constituted  authorities  then,  no  matter  what  my  conviction  has 
been,  nor  no  matter  what  your  conviction  has  been,  when  his 
country  declares  war  it  is  your  duty  not  to  raise  any  question 
about  this  or  that,  because  right  or  wrong  you  are  for  your 
country  or  you  are  against  it.  (Applause.)  If  you  are  against 
it  in  time  of  war  the  Grand  Army  has  but  one  name  for  that, 
and  we  call  it  treason,  and  we  say  the  penalty  for  treason  is 
death.  (Applause.)  And  reserving  my  rights  to  criticize  the 
public  servants  in  a  friendly  way  I  go  Stephen  Decatur  one 
better,  I  say  this  administration,  may  it  ever  be  right,  Jbut  right 
or  wrong  I  am  behind  this  administration.     (Applause.) 

Of  course  in  a  democracy  the  people  come  together  once  in  a 
while  in  a  capacity  and  say  what  shall  be  the  policies  of  the 
country,  and  until  the  people  say  we  demand  a  change,  we  must 
either  be  for  the  administration  or  against  the  administration.  In 
all  of  its  laudable  efforts  to  prosecute  this  war  to  a  successful  con- 
clusion we  are  behind  the  administration. 

As  my  guide  was  driving  me  about  Philadelphia  he  pointed  to 
a  house  sitting  on  a  hill  and  said  that  mansion  is  the  former 
home  of  Benedict  Arnold.  Well,  I  had  forgotten  that  Arnold 
ever  had  a  home,  but  Arnold  had  had  a  home,  and  Arnold  had 
been  a  patriot  and  one  of  George  Washington's  most  trusted 
Generals,  and  the  story  of  how  he  ceased  to  be  a  patriot  and  how 
his  very  name  became  a  hissing  is  a  pathetic  one.  You  remember 
that  he  led  that  army  up  through  the  woods  of  Maine  in  the  winter 
time  and  with  General  Montgomery  assaulted  Quebec.  Mont- 
gomery was  killed  and  the  army  defeated.  Arnold  had  a  limb 
shattered,  was  grievously  wounded,  and  he  retreated,  came  down 
here  on  the  Hudson,  and  in  the  battle  there  at  Saratoga  after 
he  had  o^btained  leave  of  absence  to  heal  his  wounds  and  had 
not  yet  left,  when  the  battle  was  on  and  our  army  was  being 
defeated  Arnold  mounted  his  horse  and  rode  to  the  head  of  his 
troops,  his  former  command,  and  charged  the  Red  Coats  repeat- 
edly, and  the  Battle  of  Saratoga  was  won.  It  would  have  been 
lost  had  he  not  done  that.    And  in  those  charges  he  again  had  a 
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limb  shattered  and  asked  to  be  retired  to  Philadelphia  to  heal 
his  wounds.  Meanwhile  his  wife  had  died  and  left  him  with 
some  orphan  children.  Meanwhile  six  officers -of  inferior  rank 
and  service  had  been  promoted  over  him,  and  feeling  the  sting 
of  disgrace  and  humiliation  on  account  of  this  and  suffering 
greviously  for  the  loss  of  his  wife  he  was  put  in  command  at 
Philadelphia  and  for  some  minor  trouble  there  was  court  martialed 
and  was  subject  to  a  reprimand  by  George  Washington.  George 
Washington  reprimanded  him  just  as  slightly  as  possible  and 
said  to  him,  *^  General  Arnold,  I  have  complete  confidence  in 
you  and  I  will  share  the  command  of  my  own  army."  Arnold 
meanwhile  had  been  environed  by  the  loyalists  of  Philadelphia 
and  he  had  made  love  to  Mary  Chapin's  daughter,  a  loyalist  lady, 
and  married  her  and  being  surrounded  by  loyalists,  who  kept  not 
only  his  woimds  of  mind  opened  but  his  other  woimds  unhealed, 
Arnold  after  all  his  glorious  history  plotted  treason  and  under- 
took to  deliver  West  Point  to  the  enemy.  You  know  the  further 
story  of  it.  It  shows  this,  men,  and  if  any  of  you  have  had  any 
greater  cause  to  turn  against  your  government  than  Arnold  had 
I  (have  never  read  of  it  —  I  have  never  read  of  it  — iut  it  shows 
this,  no  matter  what  the  cause  nor  what  your  service  has  been  if 
you  are  not  loyal  now  you  are  a  traitor  to  your  country. 
(Applause.) 

I  went  on  up  further  and  saw  another  example  that  I  want 
to  call  your  attention  to,  upstanding,  near  the  window  of  a  room 
at  Yale  Collie  there  is  a  splendid  statue,  a  statue  of  a  splendid 
American  officer,  nobility  stamped  in  every  line  and  expression. 
The  man  to  whom  that  was  erected  was  a  captain  in  Washington's 
army  and  he  desired  to  get  information  from  within  the  enemy's 
lines,  and  Captain  Nathan  Hale,  a  graduate  of  Yale  University, 
undertook  to  secure  the  information  disguised  as  a  school  teacher. 
He  secured  the  information  and  was  on  the  point  of  returning 
when  he  was  captured.  He  was  tried  by  court  martial,  if  I 
remember,  at  night,  condemned  to  be  shot  at  daylight,  and  stand- 
ing there  with  his  hands  tied  behind  him  he  was  asked  if  he  had 
anything  to  say.  He  said  "  yes,  I  have  this  to  say,  that  my  only 
regrets  are  that  I  have  but  one  life  to  give  for  my  country." 
(Applause.) 
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It  has  been  an  honor  to  bear  the  name  of  Hale  in  all  the  days 
since. 

I  have  met  a  relative  of  Benedict  Arnold,  a  splendid  citizen, 
and  he  is  yet  under  the  shadow  of  the  disgrace  of  his  ancestor. 
It  ought  to  be  a  warning  to  every  American  citizen  against  leav- 
ing any  shadow  of  doubt  as  to  his  loyalty. 

Now  as  to  our  boys  beyond  the  sea,  I  have  no  fears  but  what 
they  will  bring  that  flag  back  untarnished;  I  have  no  fears  !but 
what  it  will  float  over  Berlin.  (Prolonged  applause.)  I  have 
no  fears  but  what  Prussianism  will  be  crushed.  It  may  take 
years.  It  may  take  millions  of  men.  If  you  will  take  out  the 
same  per  cent,  of  our  young  men  that  was  taken  out  during  the 
Civil  War  you  will  have  12  millions  of  young  men  in  our  army, 
and  no  matter  what  England  may  do,  no  matter  if  their  army  is 
driven  back  on  the  straits  and  their  towns  destroyed,  no  matter 
if  the  Prussian  flag  floats  over  Paris,  the  war  has  become  our 
war,  (applause)  and  these,  people  are  our  allies,  and  when  this 
war  is  settled,  as  I  have  said  before,  we  are  going  to  dictate  the 
terms  of  peace,  and  that  is  an  assurance  to  all  mankind  that 
they  will  be  altogether  righteous  and  just. 

Now  I  thank  this  great  audience  for  having  listened  to  a  repre- 
sentative of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic,  I  think  the  grandest 
body  of  men  that  ever  marched  to  war  in  any  land.  I  thank  you. 
(Long  continued  applause.) 

CoMBADE  Stowits. —  FcUow  citizeus  all,  especially  those  of 
the  great  Empire  State,  it  is  now  my  happy  privilege  to  present 
the  Governor  of  the  State  of  New  York,  which  has  been  my  lot 
three  times  before.  We  all  love  Governor  Whitman  for  what  he 
is,  for  what  he  has  been  and  what  he  will  be.  He  is  the  soldiers' 
friend.  (Applause.)  And  I  yet  fail  to  remember  an  instance 
where  he  has  not  to  the  best  of  his  ability  granted  every  reason- 
able request  that  we  have  asked.  Without  further  ceremony  I 
present  His  Excellency,  the  Governor  of  the  State  of  New  York. 
(Applause.) 

Governor  Whitman. —  Corporal  Tanner  just  remarked  to  the 
Commander  in  Chief  and  to  me  that  he  did  not  feel  at  all  gloomy 
to-night,  that  he  never  felt  better  or  happier  in  his  life  than  he 
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does  to-night.  I  believe  that  the  members  of  the  Grand  Army  of 
the  Eepublic  of  the  United  States,  notwithstanding  the  fact  that 
the  world  is  still  in  the  shadow  of  an  awfnl  war,  I  say  I  believe 
that  you  and  each  one  of  you  have  reason  to  be  proud  and  to  be 
happy  so  far  as  we  can  be  happy  when  men  are  being  killed  and 
giving  up  their  lives  for  the  things  that  we  love  —  this  great 
country  of  ours  —  although  it  does  love  the  soldier  of  to-day; 
although  it  is  tremendously  proud  of  this  army  steadily  growing 
of  the  first  bom  of  every  generation;  although  we  are  devoted  to 
this  army,  the  army  of  to-day,  we  have  not  forgotten,  and  we 
never  can  forget,  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic.     (Applause.) 

Why,  if  it  were  not  for  you,  if  it  had  not  been  for  you  and  the 
kind  of  men  you  were  and  are,  and  the  things  that  you  did,  there 
would  not  be  anything  for  these  soldiers  of  to-day  to  fight  for 
at  all.  (Applause.)  They  would  not  have  any  country,  or  at 
least  any  such  country  as  we  have;  th^  would  not  have  the  flag 
without  one  stripe  dishonored  or  polluted,  withoij^t  one  star 
obscured.  You  kept  it  what  it  was  and  you  made  it  what  it  is. 
(Applause.) 

And  don't  you  think  for  a  moment,  notwithstanding  what  one 
or  another  may  say ;  don't  you  think  for  a  moment  that  the  Amer- 
icans of  to-day  do  not  understand  that,  because  thqr  do  understand 
that.  This  splendid  gathering  to-jiight  of  the  citizens  of  Ithaca 
—  and  I  don't  altogether  agree  with  the  Commander  in  Chief  — 
I  have  seen  a  good  many  Memorial  Day  parades,  and  it  has  been 
my  observation  that  the  peoples  of  our  cities  and  of  our  towns 
look  with  reverence  upon  these  lines,  these  thinning  lines  of  the 
nation's  heroes,  and  always  have,  as  they  have  passed  down  our 
streets  and  away  to  the  cemeteries  or  holy  places  of  our  land  to 
dedicate  the  graves  of  those  whose  wasted  bodies  fiUed  the  patriot 
graves  of  the  nation.  You  live  and  you  ever  will  live,  and  the 
comrades  whom  you  have  laid  away  live  in  the  hearts  and  in  the 
love  and  in  the  reverence  of  a  great  people  who  realize  that  the 
very  life  of  the  nation  which  they  love  has  been  preserved  for  us. 
and  God  grant  for  our  children's  children  by  your  heroism,  by 
your  devotion,  by  your  sacrifice  and  suflFering,  and  by  the  death 
of  many  of  those  who  walked  side  by  side  and  shoulder  to  shoulder 
with  you  in  the  time  that  tried  men's  souls,  even  as  they  are  being 
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tried  to-day.  But  you  have  reason  to  be  happy  in  the  fact  that 
when  the  crisis  has  come,  when  the  life  of  the  nation,  or  rather  the 
very  things  that  you  struggled  for  and  the  things  that  you  offered 
up  life  for,  whether  the  offering  was  accepted  or  not ;  when  those 
things  are  imperilled  again,  that  the  land  which  you  saved  is 
ready  and  able  and  willing  and  proud  to  save  again  for  their 
children's  children.      (Applause.) 

Volumes  have  been  written  as  to  the  causes  of  the  war  of  the 
American  Revolution.  You  remember  in  our  school  histories 
there  were  chapters  always  headed  —  and  I  suppose  there  are  now 
—  the  causes  of  the  Civil  War.  Volumes  will  be  written  as  to 
the  causes  of  the  conflict  in  Europe.  In  the  Declaration  of  Inde- 
pendence there  are  twenty-seven  specifications.  Our  grandfathers 
charged  the  sinful  old  head  of  George  the  Third,  and  he  was  a 
German,  with  twenty-seven  different  offenses  which  justified  their 
rebellion.  They  might  have  omitted  them  all.  Three  lines  in 
the  Declaration  of  Independence  told  the  story,  and  the  same 
cause  existed  eighty  years  later,  the  same  cause  exists  to-day  — 
we  hold  these  truths  to  be  self-evident,  that  all  men  are  created 
equal,  that  they  are  endowed  by  their  Creator  with  certain  inalien-, 
able  rights,  that  among  these  are  life,  liberty  and  the  pursuit  of 
happiness.  The  pursuit  of  happiness  —  that  is  what  everything 
is  for  that  is  worth  While,  that  is  what  our  homes  are  for,  our 
schools  are  for,  our  churches  are  for,  that  is  what  our  businesses 
are  for  and  our  allies  are  for  —  to  increase  the  sum  of  human 
happiness,  to  make  life  and  living  in  the  nations  happy  for  the 
people  of  the  world,  and  for  the  support  of  this  declaration  — 
don't  let  us  forget  that  —  we  are  committed  to  this  thing  long 
before  we  are  born,  any  of  us  —  the  nation  which  grew  out  of 
these  gatherings  or  groups  of  men  which  threw  off  the  bondage 
under  which  they  lived  —  for  the  support  of  this  declaration  with 
reliance  on  the  protection  of  Divine  Providence  we  do  mutually 
pledge  to  each  other  our  lives,  our  fortunes  and  our  sacred  honor. 

Two  systems  of  government  existed  even  then  in  the  world 
and  over  here  under  the  natural  conditions  in  this  great  wonder- 
ful new  land  a  people  had  grown  up  to  realize  that  the  teaching 
that  God  had  anointed  a  man  in  London  to  direct  their  affairs 
was  absurd,  that  God  could  anoint  any  man  to  control,  direct  and 
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guide  and  influence  and  impress  his  will  and  his  power  and  his 
ideas  and  his  thoughts  to  dictate  to  them  or  any  group  of  men  that 
they  should  do  and  what  they  should  believe  and  what  they 
should  think  —  that  the  principle  of  tho  Divine  right  of  a  human 
being  to  control  a  nation  or  a  people  was  absurd.  It  is  about  all 
there  is  to  the  Declaration.  There  was  not  room  in  this  new 
world  for  the  idea  that  our  forefathers  had  gotten  hold  of,  that 
all  men  were  created  equal,  and  the  idea  of  English  tyranny. 
They  could  not  live  together. 

Now  a  funny  thing  happened.  It  seems  incredible  now,  that 
the  men  who  should  sign  their  names  to  the  Declaration  of  Inde- 
pendence and  be  told  when  they  were  doing  it  by  their  friends 
they  were  signing  their  death  warrant,  that  men  who  should  be 
willing  to  face  death  —  everything  to  be  sacrificed  if  failure 
ensued  —  for  the  proposition  that  all  men  are  created  equal  and 
that  liberty  was  a  divine  right,  should  themselves  go  right  home 
after  signing  that  document  and  hold  human  beings  in  slavery. 
It  is  really  one  of  the  most  incredible  things  in  history  that  our 
ancestors  should  be  willing  to  die  for  a  proposition  that  God 
gave  liberty  to  everj^body  and  themselves  hold  slaves.  There  was 
not  room  enough  in  the  United  States  of  America,  there  wasn't 
room  enough  in  this  great  new  free  country  that  those  men 
brought  into  being  for  the  Declaration  of  Independence  and  for 
African  8laver5^     The  two  things  could  not  last. 

A  great  New  York  statesmen  said  it  was  an  irrepressible  con- 
flict; it  had  to  come.  It  might  have  been  delayed,  perhaps.  It 
might  have  been  brought  about  earlier  perhaps  under  other  con- 
ditions, but  the  Emancipation  Proclamation  was  just  as  naturally 
the  product  of  the  Declaration  of  Independence  and  followed  it 
just  as  inevitably  as  to-morrow's  sunlight  follows  to-night's  dark- 
ness.    It  had  to  come. 

But  the  idea  had  gone  far  beyond  the  boundaries  of  this  great 
land  of  ours.  Here  it  finds  its  fullest  fruition.  The  world  has 
got  hold  of  the  idea.  One  man  is  not  made  by  Almighty  God 
to  impress  his  will  upon  millions  and  millions  of  people.  If  he 
is  a  benevolent  monarch  people  will  stand  it  a  little  while  longer, 
but  if  he  is  the  kind  of  creature,  if  he  is  a  monarch  gone  mad  like 
the  creature  to-day  upon  the  imperial  throne  of  the  German 
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Empire  it  cannot  last.  (Applause.)  Why?  There  isn't  room 
enough  in  the  world  for  the  idea  for  which  you  men  struggled  and 
sacrificed  and  many  of  those  near  and  dear  to  you  died,  there  isn't 
room  enough  in  the  world  for  the  things  which  you  and  I  have 
been  taught  from  our  cradles  that  are  worth  while,  there  isn't 
room  enough  in  this  world  for  the  teachings  of  the  Christ  of 
Bethlehem  and  the  evil  and  abominable  thing  which  has  grown 
up  in  Central  Europe  during  the  last  forty  years.  It  is  going 
to  go  down.     (Applause.) 

I  know  there  is  a  Germany  of  literature  and  of  art  and  of 
poetry  and  of  songs  and  of  music ;  there  is  a  Germany  of  folk  love 
and  folk  song  there  is  a  Germany  that  liv.es  in  the  hearts  of  hun- 
dreds and  thousands  and  millions  of  descendants  of  Germany; 
they  look  back  and  love  it  and  have  every  reason  to,  and  in  years 
gone  by  have  loved  it  too.  But  that  Germany  is  no  more.  It 
has  given  place  to  the  Germany  of  the  quickening  sabre  and  the 
iron  heel,  to  the  Germany  committed  to  the  obsession  that  brutal, 
physical  might  makes  right  and  nothing  else;  that  treaties  are 
scraps  of  paper;  that  international*  law  is  to  be  disregarded; 
that  the  sacredness  and  sanctity  of  womanhood  and  manhood 
mean  nothing  to  the  human  race;  that  art  is  not  to  be  respected; 
that  infancy  can  be  sacrificed;  that  that  nation  is  the  greatest 
that  can  slaughter  the  most  —  the  nation  that  in  blind  devotion 
to  a  despot  gone  mad  is  hurrying  a  mighty  people  to  their 
destruction. 

But  don't  make  any  mistake.  The  German  people  are  with 
their  government.  The  German  people  are  with  their  Emperor. 
The  German  people  believe  that  his  is  the  voice  of  God.  The 
German  people  are  satisfied  that  through  his  lips  the  Almighty 
is  speaking  to  them.  They  are  meeting  the  test.  There  is  no 
question  about  it.  They  have  been  trained  to  believe  what  they 
do  believe.  It  has  been  taught  to  them  from  their  cradles  as 
the  things  we  love  have  been  taught  to  us,  and  when  the  test  has 
come  they  are  true  to  the  things  which  they  have  been  taught 
and  the  government  to  which  they  have  looked  up  to  from  their 
childhood.  The  German  people  are  with  their  government. 
Their  wonderful  willingness  to  sacrifice  life,  their  devotion  to 
the  things,  misguided  and  misdirected  as  they  are,  cannot  be 
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questioned.  It  is  a  whole  nation  that  is  menacing  the  world 
It  isn't  the  Royal  family  alone.  Terrible  as  it  is,  however  great 
the  sacrifice,  however  long  the  time,  if  that  system  is  not 
destroyed,  then  the  sacrifices  which  you  men  made  were  made  in 
vain.  If  we  cannot  win  this  war,  if  this  thing  is  going  to  be 
allowed  to  go  on  and  increase  in  strength  and  power,  as  it  will 
if  it  isn't  beaten  now,  then  these  holy  dead  did  die  in  vain.  But 
it  is  not  going  on.  We  think  we  have  made  some  sacrifices.  We 
think  we  have  done  pretty  well  as  a  state,  and  we  hava  They 
asked  us  for  122,000  men  a  little  over  a  year  ago  when  the  first 
selective  draft  law  went  into  eflFect,  and  I  want  to  say  right  here 
I  believe  that  selective  draft  law  in  its  conception  and  operation 
has  been  the  best  consription  law  ever  devised.  I  believe  it  has 
been  faithfully  carried  out,  and  I  believe  it  is  to  the  everlasting 
credit  of  the  Wilson  administration  that  this  law  has  been  so 
successful  everywhere,  in  every  State  in  this  Union. 

They  asked  us  for  122,000  men.  Do  you  know  how  many  we 
gave  them  in  this  State?  They  asked  us  for  122,000  men  and 
we  gave  them  176,000  men  under  the  first  draft.  (Applause.) 
Of  course  th^  could  not  all  be  taken  in  the  draft  Some  were 
too  old,  some  did  not  meet  the  conditions,  but  many  were  so 
anxious  to  go  that  thousands  volunteered  in  the  army  and  navy 
reserve,  so  that  there  were  up  to  four  months  ago  176,000.  Under 
the  second  call  we  have  to-day  in  all  235,000  men  from  this  State 
wearing  the  uniform  of  the  armies  and  navies  of  the  United 
States,  and  by  the  first  of  January  next  if  the  present  plans  are 
accomplished,  as  no  doubt  they  will  be,  there  will  be  300,000 
men  from  the  State  of  New  York  enlisted,  not  for  three  months, 
but  enlisted  until  the  close  of  the  war.     (Applause.) 

Now  that  seems  pretty  good,  doesn't  it?  But  I  know  what 
these  men  are  thinking  about.  They  know  a  good  deal  better 
than  I  did  up  to  a  few  months  ago,  but  I  have  been  studying, 
I  have  been  looking  up  the  records.  'We  are  eleven  millions  of 
people  in  this  State  to-day.  We  will  have  given  by  the  first  of 
January  300,000  men.  Do  you  know  how  many  we  would  give 
if  we  should  give  now  in  like  proportion  to  the  numbers  which 
our  grandfathers  gave  and  our  grandmothers  too  when  they  gave 
their  sons  in  the  60's  ?    How  many  this  wonderful  State  of  ours 
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would  give  if  we  should  give  in  like  proportion  as  the  State  gave 
then  to  the  holy  cause  for  which  you  fought?  We  would  give 
1,100,000  men  out  of  the  State  of  New  York  alone.  (Applause.) 
Now  you  think  that  over.  It  was  a  wonderful  time  in  the  history 
of  this  country.  'Never  in  the  history  of  the  world  did  men  and 
women  acquit  themselves  so  like  men  and  women,  worthy  of 
everything  that  we  love  to  call  American,  as  did  those  peoples 
in  these  little  towns,  for  most  of  them  were  comparatively 
small  then  —  one  in  ten  of  the  population,  men,  women  and 
children  —  not  one  in  ten  men  —  one  in  ten  of  the  population, 
men,  women  and  children,  of  this  great  State  went  out  ready  to 
die  that  the  nation  and  State  might  live.  We  think  we  have 
done  something.  Why,  ladies  and  gentlemen,  we  haven't  done 
anything  yet  compared  with  the  thing  that  was  done  when  these 
men  went  out,  but  we  know  this,  that  we  have  the  men  and  we 
have  the  means  and  the  same  kind  of  heroic  spirit  characterizes 
the  boy  of  to-day  as  characterized  the  boy  of  the  60^8,  and  we  are 
going  to  give,  and  we  are  going  to  keep  right  on  giving  and  we  are 
going  to  answer  every  call,  we  are  ready  to  do  it,  we  are  willing 
to  do  it,  we  are  proud  to  do  it,  because  the  New  Yorker  of  to-day 
is  the  descendant  of  the  New  Yorker  of  the  days  which  were  the 
greatest  day  you  men  have  ever  known.     (Applause.) 

Now  when  we  are  asked  to  give  for  the  Red  Cross,  when  we  are 
asked  to  buy  Liberty  Bonds,  I  want  some  of  my  generation  to 
look  up  the  record,  to  find  out  how  much  those  bonds  that  the 
people  took  all  through  our  state  in^  the  60's,  how  much  they  were 
worth.  We  do  not  have  any  doubt  that  these  bonds  we  are  buy- 
ing are  as  good  as  gold.  There  was  a  good  deal  of  doubt  as  to 
whether  the  United  States  bonds  in  those  days  were  as  good  as 
gold.  But  they  sold  them  just  the  same.  Your  great  country 
met  its  obligation  then  just  as  it  is  going  to  meet  its  obligation 
now.  We  aje  not  going  to  hesitate.  We  are  not  going  to  grumble 
either.  I  like  that  remark  of  Copporal  Tanner.  He  isn't  gloomy. 
No,  we  are  not  gloomy.  He  is  proud  and  happy  and  we  have 
reason  to  be  proud  and  happy.  We  have  a  great  country  with  a 
splendid  opportunity  to  render  this  tremendous  service  to 
humanity  and  civilization  that  we  can  here  in  1918  save  the  world- 
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for  the  things  for  which  you  saved  the  Nation  50  years  ago. 
(Applause.) 

Our  test  has  come.  We  have  been  teaching  our  children  loyalty 
to  the  flag.  We  have  been  persuading  ourselves  and  telling  our 
friends  from  every  stump  all  over  this  country  on  the  4th  of 
July  and  on  Decoration  Day  that  it  is  nobler  to  die  for  the  right 
than  to  live  for  the  things  that  are  wrong.  Have  we  grown  stiff 
as  a  people  ?  Do  not  we  love  our  country  as  you  men  did  in  the 
days  gone  by  ?  Don't  we  believe  the  things  we  are  saying  ?  The 
trial  has  come  and  so  far  there  has  been  no  question,  no  hesitancy, 
no  holding  back.  When  the  call  went  out  under  the  draft  there 
were  no  draft  riots  anywhere  though  we  were  warned  they  were 
going  to  be.  The  boys  came  in  from  all  over  the  state.  There 
were  only  a  few  absentees.  One  man  wrote  me  he  was  called  to 
go  on  Thursday  but  he  could  not  go  Thursday  because  he  \vas 
busy,  he  would  try  to  come  around  Sunday.  Another  man  wrote 
me  he  was  called  to  come  on  Friday.  He  was  going  to  be  married 
on  that  day  and  it  would  take  more  than  Uncle  Sam  to  stop  him 
but  he  would  come  another  day  of  the  week.  There  was  another 
man,  a  colored  man,  a  fine  fellow.  You  have  heard  the  story, 
published  in  New  York.  He  was  asked  if  he  claimed  exemption 
and  he  said,  "  Exemption,  what  is  that  ? "  and  it  was  explainetl 
to  him.  He  said,  "  N»t  for  mine.  The  next  stop  for  this  nigger 
am  Berlin."'  (Laughter  and  applause.)  Rather  a  homely  way  of 
putting  it,  but  you  know  I  like  that.  It  represented  in  a  homely 
English  sentiment  that  course  of  our  people  all  over  our  state  and 
all  over  our  land,  and  they  won't  stop  short  of  Berlin  either. 
(Applause.) 

We  sing,  and  oh,  how  impressive  that  song  was  tonight.  We 
have  a  right  to  feel  in  this  cause  we  have  waited  a  good  while. 
We  weren't  any  too  quick  to  come  in,  but  we  have  the  right  to 
feel  now  that  we  are  fighting  for  no  selfish  purpose.^  There  is 
nothing  sordid  or  mean  or  unworthy.  There  is  no  desire  for 
aggrandizement  or  territorial  acquisition.  I  know  we  are  not  as 
a  people  seized  with  any  desire  for  revenge  or  to  retaliate.  We 
are  not  vindictive  though  we  have  suffered  injury  and  indigna* 
tionu    We  are  going  out  in  a  cause  which  we  believe  is  a  righteou5 
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cause.  Our  boys  are  going  out  to  fight  in  a  war  which  from  our 
souls  we  know  is  a  holy  war.  You  have  read  of  the  gospel  written 
in  burnished  rows  of  steel.  You  men  know  what  those  words 
mean.  Eight  has  prevailed  sometimes.  It  did  in  the  60^s  at  the 
point  of  the  steel  bayonet,  ye^  at  the  cannon's  mouth.  Our  God 
is  marshing  on.  I  have  seen  Him  in  the  watch  fires  of  a  hun- 
dred circling  camps,  our  God  is  marshing  on.  You  can  see  Him 
to-night  in  the  camps  of  the  Nation  where  our  boys  are,  those 
from  your  homes,  those  from  your  city,  those  from  the  university 
up  here  on  the  hill,  those  from  every  home  throughout  the  length 
and  breadth  of  our  great  state  and  land.  I  can  see  Him  in  those 
watch  fires  where  those  boys  are  waiting  to  be  taken  across  to 
pay,  if  in  the  infinite  wisdom  of  God  they  shall  be  called  upon 
to  pay,  the  last  full  measure  of  devotion,  and  you  can  see  Him 
in  these  camps  on  the  other  side  of  the  sea  back  of  the  trenches 
perhaps  where  our  boys  are  waiting  the  call  forward.  He  has 
sounded  forth  the  trumpet  that  shall  never  call  retreat.  Our  God 
is  marching  on. 

And  he  is  my  friend,  He  is  marching  with  those  wonderful 
chaps  from  Italy,  and  oh,  how  differently  we  feel  for  them,  fight- 
ing the  Austrian  from  their  territory  —  He  is  marching  too  with 
those  wonderful  men  from  Canada.  You  know  what  Canada  has 
done,  they  with  eight  millions,  we  have  eleven  millions  —  I  mean 
the  State  of  New  York  has  eleven  millions.  With  eight  millions 
of  people  in  the  entire  Dominion  of  Canada  they  have  sent  500,- 
000  men  across.  Our  God  is  marching  with  them  and  with  those 
millionjs  of  others  following  the  Cross  of  St.  Andrew  and  St. 
George  to  protect  the  British  Empire  and  to  give  her  victory 
again.  Our  God  is  marching  with  those  soldiers,  those  heroes  of 
France  who  singing  as  they  bleed  and  smiling  as  they  die  have 
made  a  place  for  their  country  in  the  hearts  of  mankind  which  no 
nation  has  ever  held  before,  and  our  God  is  marching  too  with 
another  army,  it  is  a  little  army  yet,  but  if  it  shall  please  His  will 
to  prolong  this  war  it  is  going  to  be  a  mighty  army,  the  Army  of 
Americans,  (Applause.)  that  are  going  across  the  sea  following 
our  holy  banner  of  the  Stars  and  the  Stripes  of  the  land  of  the 
free  and  the  home  of  the  brave,  a  banner  which  has  never  known 
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defeat   aiid    which,    please   Gad,    it    never    shall.      (Prolonged 
applause.) 

Ladies  and  gentlemen,  just  one  moment.  On  behalf  of  the 
Sons  of  Veterans,  I  am  very  proud  of  the  privilege,  I  am  very 
proud  of  the  request  which  has  been  made  of  me  as  the  Governor 
of  the  State  of  New  York,  to  present  to  the  Grand  Army  of  the 
Republic  of  this  state  —  I  think  we  may  go  further  and  say  to 
the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic  of  the  Nation,  the  service  flag, 
the  very  beautiful  service  flag  which  hangs  at  the  back  of  the 
stage.  It  represents  —  every  star  represents  the  968  sons  of 
veterans,  the  boys  in  whose  veins  flow  the  blood  of  the  heroes 
of  Gettysburg  and  Antietam  and  Chanoellorsville,  the  sons 
of  the  soldiers  who  to-day  either  on  the  sea  or  in  France,  most  of 
them  are  on  the  way  over  from  this  state  who  are  going  over  to 
offer  the  same  sacrifice  which  you  offered  for  the  same  cause. 
(Applause.) 

Comrade  Stowits. —  Friends,  it  will  hardly  be  necessary  to 
say  anything  in  presenting  the  next  speaker.  He  is  known  and 
loved  by  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic  perhaps  better  than  any 
other  single  comrade  in  the  United  States.  He  is  the  silver- 
tongued  orator  of  this  great  organization.  I  therefore  take  great 
pleasure  in  presenting  Corporal  James  Tanner.     (Applause.) 

Comrade  Tanner. —  Mr.  Chairman,  Commander-in-Chief, 
Governor,  one  and  all  —  I  come  here  in  your  presence  to-night 
from  a  dinner  where  we  limited  the  talk  to  the  lips  of  the  Grov- 
emor,  and  he  in  an  apologetic  way  told  a  story  which  it  seems  to 
me  is  100  times  more  proper  for  me  to  tell  here  at  13  minutes 
past  10  than  it  was  for  him  there.  It  was  the  story  of  a  couple 
of  countrymen  coming  out  of  a  Court  House  where  they  had  been 
listening  to  the  trial  of  a  man  arraigned  for  murder,  and  one  of 
the  men  said  to  the  other,  *^  They  will  hang  that  fellow.''  The 
other  one  said,  "  No,  you  are  mistaken,  New  York  don't  hang 
men  any  more,  they  elocute  them  to  death."     (Laughter.) 

I  do  feel  good  to-night  and  I  live  up  to  the  prohibition  senti- 
ments of  this  Nation.  I  have  had  occasion  to  tell  no  less  a  per- 
sonage than  our  Department  Commander  one  thing.    I  have  told 
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it  to  my  boys  before  Kirchner  started  to  tell  me  of  some  of  his  ail- 
ments, and  I  said  "  Shut  up,  I  have  troubles  of  my  own,"  but  I 
have  stood  up  under  it  for  56  years  and  I  am  here  yet  and  I  will 
see  many  of  them  off  to  bed  before  I  seek  my  couch. 

The  years  have  been  many  and  they  have  been  full  of  pain  and 
much  sorrow.  I  have  not  been  particularly  in  love  with  life  for 
a  good  while.  There  are  cords  that  draw  mightily  to  the  other 
side.  Now  I  pray  Gk)d  that  I  may  live  until  I  see  this  world 
trouble  settled  and  settled  right.     (Applause.) 

I  wonder  —  born  and  brought  up  under  the  eaves  of  the 
Methodist  Church  that  preaches  the  doctrine  of  eternal  damna- 
tion—  I  wonder  that  an  outraged  and  just  God  has  not  looked 
down  from  the  Heavens  and  opened  to  its  bottommost  depths  the 
pit  and  sent  down  there  to  eternal  damnation  the  only  rival  the 
devil  can  ever  have,  and  that  is  his  representative  on  the  throne 
of  Germany  to-day.     (Laughter  and  applause.) 

The  things  that  produce  this  state  of  feeling  are  unspeakable. 
Men  hesitate  to  speak  of  them  among  themselves.  Our  lips  are 
closed  in  the  presence  of  the  respectable  womanhood  of  the 
nation. 

I  got  a  message  the  other  day  from  the  son  of  a  glorious  old 
comrade  of  the  Grand  Army,  Judge  Collins  of  Minnesota,  who 
has  gone  to  his  rest,  and  this  message  comes  from  the  trenches 
in  Picardy,  and  there  was  a  sentiment  in  it  that  pleased  me 
immensely :  "  The  highest  hope  we  boys  have  over  here  is  that 
we  can  measure  up  to  the  record  our  daddies  made  in  the  60's. 
We  are  over  here,  and  we  won't  come  back  till  its  over  over  here." 
(Applause.)     I  am  a  little  reminiscent  in  my  thoughts. 

I  have  been  a  member  of  the  Grand  Army  fifty  years  and  some- 
how or  other  the  boys  have  been  getting  me  to  talking  all  those 
years.  I  want  to  remind  them  to-night  of  one  thing  —  in  those 
early  years  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic  certain  fellows 
spruced  up  and  you  kept  step  and  you  bowed  gracefully  —  none 
of  you  limped  unless  you  had  lost  your  limb.  You  felt  im- 
mensely proud  of  yourselves  and  of  the  great  youths  that  you 
were  the  representative  of.  I  told  you  then  not  to  arrogate  to 
yourselves  in  your  thoughts  all  the  patriotism  and  all  the  courage 
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that  American  manhood  could  ever  contain,  for  I  told  you  then 
that  as  the  years  ran  away  and  boys  were  bom  to  us  that  they 
would  step  as  steady,  they  would  stand  as  bravely  on  the  field  of 
battle,  if  occasion  came,  and  they  would  hold  Old  Glory  as  firm 
as  we  ever  held  it,  and  carry  it  as  far,  and  the  day  has  come. 
We  had  that  feeling  then  because  we  knew  the  mothers  that  bore 
the  boys,  and  never  has  the  womanhood  of  the  United  States  of 
America  stood  in  nobler  splendor  than  she  stand  to-day. 
(Applause.)  We  see  them  knitting,  knitting,  knitting,  day  and 
night,  the  first  thing  in  the  morning  in  many  cases,  and  the  last 
thing  at  night,  sitting  in  theatres  knitting,  sitting  at  home  and 
saying*  don't  talk  to  me  I  am  purling  (Laughter,)  or  they  would 
drop  a  stitch,  but  did  you  ever  stop  to  think  how  as  the  woman 
knits  the  socks  and  the  sweaters  and  all  those  things  that  she  is 
knitting  into  those  garments  her  heart's  high  hope,  her  prayers, 
but  above  all  her  faith  that  the  manhood  of  America  will  meas- 
ure up  to  all  that  is  required  and  not  disgrace  womanhood  ? 

We  have  had  a  splendid  time  in  Ithaca.  I  must  remember 
that  I  am  charged  by  the  Grand  Army  not  to  overlook  some 
things. 

Oh,  it  was  a  great  address  we  listened  to  to-day  —  two  of  them 
—  historically  from  Dr.  Griffis  and  the  War  of  To-Day  by  Pro- 
fessor Orth. 

I  heard  one  statement  made  from  the  platform  over  at  the 
Lyceum  that  I  think  conveyed  more  misinformation  to  us,  even 
though  it  fell  from  the  lips  of  the  Mayor,  than  any  statement  I 
have  heard  in  a  long  time.  He  told  us  that  the  population  of  this 
city  was  17,000.  I  will  swear  to  it  that  I  saw  at  least  35,000 
on  the  streets  to-day.  (Laughter  and  applause.)  And  every  face 
beamed  their  good  will  and  their  good  nature,  and  the  little  tots 
that  could  not  stand  wiggled  their  hands  as  they  stood  in  the 
carry-all  greeting  us.  Oh,  yes,  there  is  another  thing  about 
Ithaca.  Last  night  I  foimd  in  your  local  paper  —  I  tore  out  that 
column  —  My  comrades  ever  since  the  war  have  nailed  the  "  Cor^ 
poral"  to  me.  I  have  often  been  asked  if  I  was  christened 
Corporal.  The  plain  statement  is  it  was  the  highest  rank  I  ever 
got,  so  you  may  imagine  my  pleasure  when  I  read  the  paper  last 
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night :  "According  to  a  special  despatch  in  the  !N"ew  York  Sun 
to-day  Corporal  Duncan  C.  Hutchinson,  son  of  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Stephen  G.  Hutchinson,  of  104  East  Falls  street,  Ithaca,  has 
been  noticed  for  individual  honors  by  the  French  and  the  Ameri- 
can Governments  for  the  following  brave  feat :  After  two  officers 
and  two  non-commissioned  officers  of  his  unit  had  been  killed  he 
took  conmiand  of  the  platoon,  consolidated  the  ground  they  had 
occupied  and  held  it"  (Applause.)  I  am  glad  to  know  that 
there  is  a  corporal  from  Ithaca  who  is  holding  up  the  records  and 
doing  his  level  best.     (Laughter  and  applause.) 

I  have  seen  considerable  of  the  Presidents  of  the  United  States 
in  my  time.  I  have  reflected  upon  what  inadequate  compensa- 
tion they  have  for  taking  that  great  burden  upon  their  shoulders. 
Even  in  times  of  profound  peace  and  prosperity  it  is  a  hard  place 
to  fill.  They  are  pulled  and  hauled  and  solicited  by  friends  who 
court  their  favor  and  want  to  persuade  them  to  do  things,  whether 
they  are  just  the  things  for  the  President  to  do  or  not,  if  it  will 
be  for  that  friend's  personal  advantage.  How  much  heavier  it 
is  in  war  time  ?  I  have  lived  in  the  days  of  three  great  Presidents 
of  the  United  States  who  met  death  by  assassination ;  I  have  been 
by  the  bedside  of  the  first  of  those  martyrs,  and  the  greatest  of 
all,  by  the  death  bed  of  Abraham  Lincoln  —  I  stood  on  that  awful 
morning  of  1865  and  saw  him  for  the  last  time.  Now,  then,  my 
heart  goes  out  in  sympathy  to  President  Woodrow  Wilson  who 
is  carrying  to  the  best  of  his  ability  the  gigantic  burden  that  rests 
upon  his  shoulders.  Some  of  us  thought  in  the  past  we  did  not 
get  into  this  thing  quite  as  quickly  as  we  ought  to,  but  that  is 
in  the  past.  We  are  in  it,  and  the  President  sees  and  saw  a  good 
while  ago  that  we  had  to  go  into  it  for  all  we  may.  Our  good 
friend  Colonel  Roosevelt  when  they  were  talking  about  putting 
half  a  million  or  a  million  said  we  must  put  five  million  over, 
and  then  in  the  parlance  that  I  quote  from  some  of  you  old 
fellows,  President  Wilson  said  "  Why  keep  the  limit  down  to  five 
millions  ? "  He  was  ready  to  make  our  numerical  strength  the 
limit  of  the  game.     (Applause.) 

We  are  proud  of  the  fact  to-day  that  the  nation  stands  behind 
our  President  as  solidly  as  the  North  stood  behind  Abraham 
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Lincoln  in  the  sixties,  and  even  more  so.  You  talk  about  slackers  ? 
We  will  make  their  names  as  infamous  in  the  next  generation 
as  we  made  that  of  Copperheads.  Did  you  ever  hear  why  we  did 
not  call  them  rattlesnakes  ?  Because  the  rattlesnake  is  a  gallant 
reptile.  It  sounds  a  warning  before  it  strikes.  The  copperheads 
do  not  do  it.  That  is  why  we  named  them  —  for  that  class 
of  people. 

We  are  getting  compensation  out  of  this  war.  It  is  no  mere 
figure  of  speech.  Our  people  are  living  nearer  to  Qod  to-day 
because  this  war  is  on  us.  Men  are  going  to  church  more.  If 
you  could  read  the  secrets  of  their  minds  you  would  find  them 
praying  more.  Our  loved  ones  are  over  there  and  all  we  can 
say  is  "  into  Thy  hands,  Oh  Qod,  we  commit  them."  We  want 
them  to  do  their  full  duty.  We  want  them  to  teach  the  Kaiser 
a  great  lesson.  He  needs  education.  (Applause.)  He  said  to 
our  Ambassador,  Judge  Grerard,  before  we  got  into  the  war,  that 
when  this  war  was  over  he  would  not  receive  any  further  nonsense 
from  the  United  States  of  America.  I  wonder  if  he  does  not 
think  he  is  receiving  something  now  that  isn't  exactly  nonsense. 
(Laughter.)  It  may  get  so  hot  that  some  of  the  hostile  forces, 
hostile  to  the  Kaiser,  can  reach  him  or  one  of  his  six  sons. 
Families  devastated  in  their  membership  in  Germany  but  no 
casualities  in  the  Kaiser's  family.  From  his  impious  lips  there 
falls  the  declaration  time  and  again  that  he  is  the  spokesman 
of  God  Almighty  on  this  earth  and  that  he  is  authorized  to 
dictate  what  shall  govern  this  world.  He  then  proceeds  to  coun- 
tenance the  evil  and  unspeakable  outrages  that  we  never  dreamed 
it  was  possible  for  human  beings  to  bring  about;  murderers  of 
womanhood  and  worse;  no  respect  for  age  or  innocence — all 
sacrificed  to  this  Moloch  of  whom  I  hope  it  will  be  true,  as  you 
do,  that  when  the  conditions  of  peace  are  to  be  determined  those 
conditions  will  be  placed  before  him,  if  he  is  alive  then,  with  the 
command,  "  Sign,  or  you  go  to  St.  Helena,  as  Bonaparte  did." 

I  am  one  of  those  who  is  ready  to  do  without  anything  made  in 
Germany  for  the  future.  (Applause.)  The  proposition  to  excuse 
our  children  from  learning  the  German  language ;  the  proposition 
to  exclude  its  teaching  in  our  educational  institutions  is  taking 
great  hold  on  the  people.      There  are  those  who  are  opposed  to  it, 
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but  it  is  being  abolished.  They  talk  that  German  is  the  language 
of  culture  and  they  quote  Goethe  and  Wagner  and  Heine  and 
others  that  represent  a  Germany  that  is  as  much  different  from 
the  blood-thirsty  policy  of  the  Hun  as  day  is  from  night.  I  am 
one  of  those  who  would  gladly  welcome  the  abolishment  of  the 
teaching  of  that  language  in  all  our  educational  institutions,  but 
based  on  my  Christian  faith  I  can  give  a  little  consolation  to 
those  who  would  preserve  it  by  assuring  them  that  when  this 
thing  is  over,  aye,  from  this  time  on,  German  will  be  the  pre- 
vailing language  spoken  in  hell  for  all  time  to  come.  (Great 
laughter  and  applause.) 

The  Ghairman. —  Now  if  you  will  remain  quite  just  a  few 
moments  the  remainder  of  this  program  will  be  short.  The 
speeches  are  limited  to  five  minutes,  therefore  they  will  not  detain 
you.  The  first  is  an  address  by  the  Commander-in-Ghief  of  the 
Sons  of  Veterans.  I  find  he  is  not  here  so  we  will  omit  that. 
I  have  pleasure  in  introducing  the  President  of  the  Women's 
Belief  Corps,  Mrs.  Lois  M.  Knaus: 

Mrs.  Knaus. —  Mr.  Chairman,  Commander,  Your  Excellency, 
Comrades  and  friends:  We  are  are  told  that  the  Comrades  of 
the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic  are  the  remmant  of  a  mighty 
host  I  want  to  say  to  the  Comrades  here  you  are  a  mighty  good 
looking  remnant.  (Laughter.)  I  want  to  say  to  the  Comrades 
here  that  I  was  proud  of  every  one  of  you  as  you  stood  up  to-night, 
to  think  of  this  great  number  of  your  Comrades  here  to-night 
when  they  tell  us  you  are  a  remnant.  I  am  proud  to  come  to 
you  to-night  as  the  representative  of  160,000  women,  the  aux- 
iliary of  the  G.  A.  E.,  the  Women's  Relief  Corps,  the  organiza- 
tion that  for  35  years  has  stood  side  by  side  with  you  doing  what 
we  could  for  you  and  your  Comrades.  We  are  proud  to  do  it. 
It  has  been  a  privil^e  to  do  it,  and  I  want  to  say  to  you  to-night 
just  this :  Your  Commander-in-Chief  said  they  stood  back  of  the 
administration  and  I  want  to  say  the  Women's  Relief  Corps 
stands  shoulder  to  shoulder  with  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic 
back  of  the  administration.  And  further,  I  want  to  say.  Com- 
rades, while  we  are  going  to  do  all  possible  for  you,  and  we  are 
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not  going  to  say  anything  about  the  time  when  we  will  have  no 
G.  A.  R,  for  we  arc  going  to  have  a  G.  A.  R.  for  a  long  time  — 
you  are  too  healthy  looking  for  us  to  say  it  is  near  the  end,  but 
we  have  adopted  the  boys  in  brown  and  we  are  going  to  do 
exactly  the  same  for  them  that  we  have  been  doing  for  you  for 
35  years.  (Applause.)  Just  as  long  as  there  is  a  boy  in  brown 
on  the  other  side  that  needs  our  attention,  just  as  long  as  there 
is  a  boy  here  that  needs  our  attention,  we  are  going  to  give  him 
all  he  wants. 

We  have  learned  of  the  Corporal  that  did  well,  we  give  all 
honor  to  the  high  officers  —  we  know  what  that  means  —  we  have 
to  have  them,  but  is  is  the  Corporals  and  the  men  behind  the 
guns  that  have  done  the  work,  and  we  honor  every  one  of  you 
for  it.  It  is  the  boys  in  the  trenches  to-day  that  are  doing  the 
work.  We  never  say  if  we  win  the  war,  we  say  when  we  win  the 
war,  because  we  know  our  boys  are  going  to  do  it.  The  American 
boys  have  not  gone  over  there  to  come  back  defeated.  We  are 
going  to  be  able  to  welcome  them  and  we  hope  to  do  so  before 
long. 

To-night  there  came  to  mind  the  expression  of  an  old  German 
laundress  when  she  was  having  trouble  in  her  home,  and  we  said 
why  do  you  suppose  the  Grood  Lord  allows  those  people  to  live, 
and  she  said,  "  Oh,  that's  nothing  to  do  with  it.  God  has  no  use 
for  them  and  Devil  he  does  better  by  keeping  his  here,"  and  that's 
the  way  I  presume  with  the  Kaiser.  He  is  doing  better  by  keep- 
ing here,  but  we  hope  he  won't  keep  him  here  too  long.  We  don't 
want  too  many  of  our  boys  to  go,  and  I  want  to  say  I  am  so  glad 
to  be  with  you  and  look  into  your  faces,  because  you  are  men  we 
love,  and  when  we  see  what  you  have  done  for  us  and  that  you 
have  made  it  possible  for  this  land  and  this  government  to  go 
into  this  war  as  we  have,  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic,  the 
Women's  Relief  Corps  and  the  allied  organizations  have  been 
preparing  our  boys  and  girls  for  this,  for  the  girls  are  doing 
with  their  mothers  all  that  is  posible.  And  the  women  are  to  be 
a  big  factor  in  this  war.  We  have  been  a  big  factor  in  every 
war.  When  you  were  out  you  did  not  have  the  Red  Cross;  you 
did  not  have  the  Women's  Relief  Corps,  but  you  had  the  women 
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of  that  time  doing  all  possible,  and  the  women  of  to-day  are 
going  to  do  all  possible  and  go  over  the  top  with  the  boys. 

There  is  a  limit  to  what  we  have  to  say  so  I  am  going  to  leave 
you  with  a  little  toast  I  am  very  fond  of : 

Here's  to  the  people  of  the  wind-tossed  north  as  we  meet  on  the  fields  of 

France; 
May  the  spirit  of  Grant  be  over  them  all  as  the  sons  of  the  north  advance. 
Here's  to  the  grey  of  the  sun-kissed  south  as  we  meet  oa  the  fields  of  France; 
May  the  spirit  of  Lee  be  over  them  all  as  the  sons  of  the  south  advance. 
Here's  to  the  blue  and  the  grey  as  one  as  they  meet  on  the  fields  of  France ; 
May  the  spirit  of  God  be  over  them  all  as  the  sons  of  our  fiag  advance. 

('Applause.) 

The  Chairman. —  We  will  next  have  an  address  by  Mrs.  Mary 
E.  Tarbox,  the  National  President  of  the  Ladies  of  the  G.  A.  R. 

Mrs.  Tarbox. —  It  is  one  of  the  most  delightful  things  to-day 
that  as  we  enjoy  the  blessings  of  the  privilege  of  religion,  the 
privileges  of  education,  the  privileges  of  thought,  and  that  we 
do  not  for  one  moment  forget  the  men  who  in  the  greatest  crisis 
the  worid  ever  knew  gave  to  us  these  blessed  privileges.  We  can- 
not forget  them ;  we  do  not  forget  them ;  we  will  not  forget  them. 
In  fact  I  think  from  what  I  have  seen  in  the  last  two  months  they 
are  just  beginning  to  live,  for  we  see  reflected  in  the  faces  of 
the  boys  who  have  gone  across  that  we  women  of  the  organiza- 
tion have  been  educating  them  in  patriotism  all  these  years  and 
teaching  them  what  these  men  gave  to  us  —  this  beautiful  heritage 
which  we  are  enjoying  in  this  country,  and  as  we  see  all  this 
reflected  in  their  faces,  the  faces  of  their  fathers,  their  grand- 
fathers and  others,  we  cannot  for  a  moment  think  that  these  men 
will  ever  be  forgotten.  No,  they  are  just  beginning  to  live.  The 
heart  may  lie  withered  in  the  dust  but  that  which  He  warmed 
will  live  on  forever.  When  they  brought  this  flag  home  fifty- 
three  years  ago  which  they  fought  for,  untarnished  and  unblem- 
ished, it  was  a  vastly  different  proposition  then,  with  its  thirty-six 
stars,  from  the  flag  that  is  calling  to-day  with  its  forty-eight  stars, 
representing  countries  from  the  Atlantic  to  the  Pacific,  with  the 
world  calling  for  help,  and  these  boys  with  the  same  spirit  as 
their  fathers  have  gone  forth  to  defend  it.  They  will  come  back 
with  it  just  the  same  as  did  their  fathers  and  grandfathers  fifty- 
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three  years  ago.    The  same  impulses  move  them,  the  same  God, 
the  same  flag,  the  same  country. 

The  God  to  whom  Columbua  in  reyerence  bent  the  knee; 
The  Qod  who  brought  the  Pilgrims  in  safety  oyer  the  sea. 
The  God  their  fathers  worshipped  they  worship  still  today. 
The  God  to  whom  brave  Washington  at  Valley  Forge  did  pray, 
One  God,  one  flag,  one  country,  that  flag  the  red,  white  and  blue 
And  a  country  that  is  the  grandest  the  centuries  ever  knew. 
The  flag  that  in  the  sixties  flew  in  triumph  to  the  breeze. 
That  same  flag  today  is  a  token  to  our  boys  across  the  seas, 
It  points  the  way  to  Liberty,  to  men  from  shore  to  ehore. 
The  flag  that  stands  for  freedom  is  the  flag  we  all  adore. 
One  God,  one  flag,  one  country,  that  one  the  red,  white  and  blue. 
And  the  country  that's  the  grandest  the  centuries  eyer  knew. 

Emblems  and  history  may  fade  from  the  portal, 
Keystone  may  criunble,  pillows  may  fall. 

You  are  the  comrades  whose  work  is  immortal. 
Crowned  by  the  dome  that  is  over  us  all. 

(Applause.) 

The  Chairman. —  We  will  now  hear  from  the  Daughters  of 
Veterans,  the  National  President,  Miss  Anna  B.  Dunham,  and 
Department  President,  Miss  Lillian  G.  Dyas. 

Miss  Dunham. —  Mr.  Chairman,  Commander-in-Chief,  Your 
Excellency,  allied  organizations  and  friends:  I  am  certainly 
proud  to  he  one  of  the  New  York  Department.  It  gives  ub  great 
pleasure.  I  hring  to  you  the  cordial  and  loving  greetings  of 
every  Daughter  throughout  the  United  States,  and  they  are 
greetings  that  come  from  the  heart.  To-night  we  meet  as  one 
large  patriotic  family  around  this  camp  fire,  and  although  the 
Daughters  are  among  the  younger  organizations  we  are  hy  no 
means  the  least.  We  claim  the  same  place  as  a  daughter  in  the 
household,  for  it  to  to  her  the  rest  of  the  family  look  for  every- 
thing. 

Our  order  was  organized  at  Massilon,  Ohio,  on  the  30th  day 
of  May,  1885,  for  the  purpose  of  assisting  the  Grand  Army  of  the 
Republic,  and  to  keep  green  the  memory  of  those  who  partici- 
pated in  that  heroic  struggle  to  save  and  preserve  the  Union. 
Ours  is  a  permanent  organization  and  will  last  so  long  as  history 
records  the  Civil  War.    We  have  passed  the  age  of  creeping  and 
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are  able  to  stand  alone.  Instead  of  the  daughters  leaning  on  the 
Grand  Army,  the  Grand  Army  will  lean  on  the  daughters. 

As  the  flower  of  our  young  manhood  has  again  been  called  out 
history  repeats  itself.  Patriotism  is  not  dead,  neither  does  it 
slumber.  Every  age  had  had  its  patriot.  Every  student  of 
history  recalls  Leonidas  and  his  three  hundred  brave  Spartans 
who  f  eU  at  Thermopylae  that  their  country  might  be  saved-  How 
many  a  school  boy  has  declaimed  on  the  bravery  of  the  young 
French  martyr  who  fell  fighting.  His  name  was  always  called 
at  the  roll  call  and  the  soldier  standing  next  would  answer  "  Dead 
on  the  Field  of  Honor."  Who  has  not  stood  with  reverence 
before  the  statue  of  the  unknown  dead  in  Arlington  cemeterv 
where  twenty-one  hundred  soldier  boys  are  buried,  their  names 
and  regiments  unknown,  who  laid  down  their  lives  that  their 
country^s  honor  might  be  preserved.  And  so  we  might  go  down 
the  annals  of  history.  We  are  just  beginning  to  realize  more 
and  more  what  the  Oivil  War  really  accomplished.  Had  it  not 
been  for  the  battles  of  Cedar  Mountain  and  Chancellorsville  and 
others  the  world  would  know  nothing  of  democracy.  Had  General 
Meade  lost  at  Gettysburg  General  Pershing  would  be  out  of 
business.  Gettysburg  is  not  only  the  decisive  battle  of  the 
Civil  War  but  the  one  upon  which  present  history  is  living.  We 
will  never  know  the  suffering  that  has  been  endured,  nor  the 
blood  that  has  been  shed  on  the  many  battlefields  of  our  country, 
in  order  that  we  might  sing  "My  Country  Tis  of  Thee,  Sweet 
Land  of  Liberty,"  and  I  am  proud  to-night  to  be  at  the  head  of 
an  organization  that  stands  for  so  much.  We  are  doing  our  best 
to  help  the  boys  over  the  top  right,  but  we  are  doing  no  more 
than  we  ought  to  do,  for  these  boys  are  as  true  to  us  as  our 
fathers  were  to  our  mothers  in  the  sixties,  for  our  fathers  were 
the  soldier  boys  of  the  sixties  and  our  boys  are  the  soldier  boys 
of  to-day. 

Our  prayer  is  for  peace.  The  Hun  and  Imperial  Germany  must 
be  beaten  into  submission  first  before  we  can  have  peace.  Com- 
rades, we  cannot  pay  you  too  high  an  honor  for  the  work  you  have 
done,  and  your  work  will  not  cease  until  every  member  of  the 
Grand  Army  of  the  Republic  has  answered  the  last  call  of  the 
Great  Commander.     The  Daughters  will  go  on  from  where  you 
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left  off,  for  you  know  when  a  woman  makes  up  her  mind  to  do  a 
thing  she  does  it,  for  she  has  the  determination,  and  it  is  this 
determination  that  is  bringing  about  the  conditions  whereby  she 
is  accompanying  her  husband  to  the  polls  on  election  day. 

Now  while  we  are  enjoying  the  cordial  hospitality  of  the 
citizens  of  Ithaca  it  is  my  wish  that  we  will  all  meet  again  at  our 
National  Encampment  in  August. 

The  daughters,  the  daughters  forever, 

Our  glorioua  nation's  defense, 
May  the  wreaths  we  have  twined  never  wither 

Kor  the  fame  of  our  fathers  grow  dim. 
May  the  daughters  united  ne'er  sever. 

But  for  our  country  prove  true. 
The  sons  and  the  daughters  forever, 

Three  cheers  for  the  red,  white  and  blue. 

The  Chairman. —  We  shall  now  have  the  pleasure  of  hearing 
from  Miss  Lillian  G.  Dyas,  Department  President,  Daughters  of 
Veterans.  ■ 

Miss  Dyas. —  Commander-in-Chief,  Commander  Kirchner, 
Governor,  visiting  officers  and  friends:  You  have  had  many 
speakers  to-night  and  are  weary.  I  am  not  going  to  weary  you 
more  by  repeating  what  has  been  told  you  so  many  times,  but  I 
am  here  to  say  to  you,  Commander  Kirchner,  that  you  have  been 
very  kind  to  the  New  York  Department,  and  it  has  been  appre- 
ciated by  every  member,  so  I  have  the  honor  to-night  to  thank  you 
for  your  kindness  to  us,  and  to  ask  you  to  accept  this  gift  as  a 
token  of  love  and  esteem  from  every  daughter  of  the  New  York 
Department,  and  their  wish  to  you  is  a  life  filled  with  love,  peace 
and  contentment.    (Applause.) 

Commander  Kiechnek. —  I  am  hardly  able  to  say  anything 
now,  because  this  certainly  is  one  of  the  most  unexpected  tokens 
of  my  friendship  towards  the  daughters,  because  I  have  a  daughter 
myself,  and  there  is  njothing  better  in  this  world  for  an  old  man 
when  he  loses  his  side  partner  than  his  daughter,  and  I  thank  you. 
(Applause.) 

The  Chaplain. —  Now  may  the  grace  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ, 
the  love  of  God,  the  fellowship  and  communion  of  the  Holy  Spirit 
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rest  upon  and  abide  with  each  one  of  you  now  and  forevermore. 
Amen. 

Thursday,  Jwie  27,  1918. 

Commander  Kirchner. —  Comrades,  we  will  now  proceed  with 
the  business  of  this  Encampment.  The  first  order  of  business  will 
be  to  receive  the  report  from  the  Committee  on  Keaolutions. 

Comrade  Tanner. —  The  Committee  on  Resolutions  won't 
^occupy  very  much  of  your  time,  for  I  am  happy  to  say  on  these 
propositions  the  action  of  the  committee  in  every  instance  has  been 
unanimous.  The  first  resolution  we  present  to  you  is  the  resolu- 
tion endorsing  Comrade  Past  Department  Commander  James  M. 
SnyderJ  of  Troy,  for  Trustee  of  the  Soldiers'  Home  at  Bath.  The 
committee  was  unanimous  in  its  report,  with  the  exception  of 
Comrade  Smith,  Past  Department  Commander,  of  Albany,  who 
did  not  vote  because  he  had  offered  this  resolution. 

Commander  Kirchner. —  It  has  been  regularly  moved  and 
seconded  that  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Resolutions  be 
adopted.    Are  you  ready  for  the  question  ? 

Comrade  Loud. —  As  that  resolution  concerns  me  I  would  like 
the  attention  of  the  Department  for  three  or  four  minutes  only. 
That  resolution  is  for  the  purpose  of  retiring  me  as  Trustee  of  the 
Home  and  the  appointment  of  Comrade  Snyder,  of  Troy.  The 
wording  of  the  resolution  indicates  that  it  is  the  wish  of  the  Gov- 
ernor of  the  State  that  the  matter  be  referred  to  the  Encampment. 
When  I  heard  that,  two  weeks  ago,  the  Governor  was  interviewed 
and  he  stated  he  had  made  no  suggestion  to  anyone  and  no  one 
was  authorized  to  speak  for  him,  I  have  been  holding  over  since 
February,  by  instruction  of  the  Governor,  who  advised  me  I  was 
legally  a  Trustee,  sustained  by  the  opinion  of  the  Attorney- 
General,  until  an  appointment  was  made.  Comrades,  I  was  never 
an  applicant  for  appointment  as  Trustee.  In  May,  1915,  when 
the  Comrades  of  New  York  gave  me  a  public  reception  at  the 
Hotel  Majestic,  that  appointment  of  Trustee  in  place  of  Congress- 
man Goulden,  of  my  state,  by  the  Governor,  was  a  surprise  to  me 
and  came  to  me  as  a  complete  surprise.  I  have  served  as  Trustee 
for  three  years.     The  officers  of  the  Home  and  everyone  have

asked  for  my  reappointment,  and  there  are  other  endorsements 
which  I  do  not  need  to  mention,  hut  among  them  the  Association 
of  Nurses  of  the  Civil  War,  learning  of  this  matter,  had  recom- 
mended my  reappointment,  because  the  president  of  that  associa- 
tion and  her  mother  nursed  me  when  I  was  carried  from  the 
battlefield  in  1863  wounded  and  supposedly  mortally  wounded. 
"NoWy  Comrades,  the  purpose  of  that  resob^iog.  is  to  appoint  a 
Trustee  from  near  Albany,  so  that  the  Comrade  will  be  more  con- 
venient for  the  service  of  the  Board.  Comrade  Maxwell,  the 
President  of  the  Board,  lives  at  Amsterdam,  and  can  be  had  in 
Albany  at  any  moment  on  call.  The  Greater  New  York  Comrades 
are  represented  in  that  Home  by  438  members  out  of  the- 1,005. 
Below  Poughkeepsie  and  including  Poughkeepsie  there  are  606 
members  in  that  Home.  It  is  purposed  to  take  one  of  the  Trustees 
from  that  Home  and  give  it  to  Eensselaer.  when  it  has  one  in  the 
adjoining  county  of  Montgomery,  having  31  members,  the  two 
counties  having  61  members  as  against  606  below  Poughkeepsie 
represented  by  two  trustees,  one  of  which  it  is  purposed  by  thi? 
resolution  to  take  away. 

As  for  my  claim  to  reappointment,  I  have  nothing  to  say.  Most 
of  you  know  me  and  those  that  know  me  best  know  there  is  no  man 
in  the  United  States  that  has  ever  worn  the  button  of  the  Grand 
Army  of  the  Republic  that  has  fought  the  number  of  battles  I 
have  fought,  and  successfully,  during  the  past  few  years.  I  do 
not  want  to  take  the  time  of  the  Encampment  further.  I  am  still 
your  Comrade  and  have  worn  the  badge  probably  longer  than  any 
man  in  this  Encampment  —  since  December,  1866,  fifty-two  years 
next  December.  I  do  not  think  there  is  a  man  in  the  Encamp- 
ment that  outdates  me  and  I  do  not  think  there  is  a  man  in  the 
Encampment  who  has  been  more  active  than  I  have  and  always 
in  the  interest  of  the  Comrades. 

CoMBADB  Smith.—  The  statement  by  Comrade  Loud  that  Com- 
rade Maxwell  resides  in  an  adjoining  county  shows  that  he  is  not 
up  in  geography.  The  facts  are  that  he  is  a  busy  lawyer  residing 
in  Amsterdam,'  thirty  odd  miles  away.  Those  of  you  who  know 
anything  about  legislation  at  Albany  know  it  requires  a  man  on 
the  job  there  and  a  man  who  can  be  there  on  call.     It  is  pretty 
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important  at  times  to  have  a  man  at  the  Capitol  to  look  after  the 
special  appropriations  they  require  at  the  Home,  and  also  to  pro- 
cure the  supplies  they  need.  Comrade  Snyder  was  put  forward 
by  Albany  for  the  reason  that  we  have  not  had  a  man  there  at  the 
Capitol  for  eighteen  years  —  not  since  Comrade  Palmer  was  one 
of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  and  the  Board  itself  for  some  years 
have  been  asking  that  we  put  forward  a  resident  who  could  be  on 
the  ground  at  all  times  in  the  interest  of  the  Home.  We  have  not 
seen  fit  to  do  it.  We  had  no  candidate  we  wanted  to  put  for^ 
ward.  But  again  asked  this  year  by  numerous  comrades  to  for- 
ward a  man  in  Albany,  or  near  it,  they  selected  Comrade  Snyder 
as  the  best  man  we  could  get.  He  is  a  member  of  a  large  manu- 
facturing concern  in  Troy,  only  six  miles  away,  and  he  can  look 
after  the  interests  of  the  Home  very  much  better  than  Comrade 
Maxwell,  a  very  good  man,  who  lives  38  miles  away,  and  who  is 
compelled  even  now  to  leave  the  encampment  on  account  of  busi- 
ness. Comrade  Snyder  is  not  tied  up  that  way.  Comrade  Loud 
was  a  candidiate  before  the  Governor  and  is  a  candidiate  before 
the  Governor,  and  told  me  after  we  had  Comrade  Snyder  in  the 
race  that  the  Gt)vemor  had  agreed  to  appoint  him.  The  Gov- 
ernor says  he  did  not.  The  matter  was  held  up  so  long  by  reason 
of  the  very  strong  endorsements  of  Comrades  Snyder  coming 
from  all  over  the  State  by  prominent  and  influential  comrades, 
that  he  was  in  doubt  what  to  do,  and  it  was  suggested  that  the 
matter  be  referred  to  this  encampment  and  let  the  boys  here 
decide  who  in  their  judgment  could  best  serve  the  Home.  It 
isn't  a  question  of  Comrade  Loud  or  Comrade  Snyder,  but  a  ques- 
tion of  having  somebody  on  the  ground  to  do  the  work,  which  is 
important,  and  no  one  knows  it  better  than  those  familiar  with 
politics  in  the  city  of  Albany,  as  I  have  been  for  forty-odd  years. 
We  simply  ask  that  the  Home  and  its  best  interests  be  taken  care 
of  by  Comrade  Snyder  who  is  fully  able  to  do  it.  The  Governor 
has  stated  he  has  made  no  promises,  as  stated  by  Comrade  Loud. 
Comrade  Loud  told  me  he  had.    He  is  awaiting  your  action. 

Comrade  Blair. —  I  rise  to  speak  in  favor  of  the  resolution 
reported  by  the  Committee  on  Resolutions.  I  will  be  very  brief. 
We  have  heard  so  much  about  autocracy  that  we  now  have  a 
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chance  to  repudiate  all  that  has  been  claimed  by  those  who  believe 
that  this  organization  is  controlled  by  some  mysterious  power 
under  the  name  of  autocracy.  The  law  gives  us  the  right  to  name 
a  Board  of  Trustees,  and  for  the  first  time  in  the  history  of  my 
attendance  at  these  encampments,  going  back  only  ten  or  twelve 
years.  There  has  always  been  wire  pulling  to  succeed  in  having 
the  Governor  appoint  trustees  for  the  Bath  Home  and  for  the 
Oxford  Home.  The  Governor  has  the  right  to  appoint  these  trus- 
tees at  the  Bath  Home,  and  we  are  asked  for  the  first  time  that  I 
can  remember  to  have  something  to  say  as  to  who  shall  be  the 
Trustee,  and  therefore  I  rejoice  as  a  Grand  Army  man,  and  active 
for  the  past  ten  years,  that  we  have  at  last  an  opportunity  to  voice 
the  sentiments  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic  in  encampment 
assembled  of  declaring  our  choice  for  the  man  that  should  be  a 
Trustee  at  the  Bath  Home,  and  I  move,  if  it  has  not  been  already 
moved,  the  adoption  of  the  resolution  reported  by  the  Committee 
on  Resolutions. 

Comrade  Tanner. —  I  suppose  there  are  some  of  you  who 
remember  that  I  might  very  consistently  ask  your  attention  to  say 
a  word  about  the  Bath  Home.  When  in  1876  I  went  on  the  plat- 
form in  Albany  to  accept  my  first  election  as  Department  Com- 
mander I  paralyzed  my  friends  and  champions  in  that  encamp- 
ment by  telling  them  that  while  I  was  Commander  of  this  Depart- 
ment there  would  be  no  special  effort  made  to  increase  our  mem- 
bership. They  confessed  to  me  afterwards  they  thought  I  had  a 
brain  storm.  I  let  it  sink  in  and  then  I  added  for  the  reason 
that  I  have  official  documents  that  show  me  that  in  many  houses 
in  this  State  there  are  honorably  discharged  old  soldiers  whose 
only  crime  is  their  poverty,  who  cannot  under  the  terms  of  admis- 
sion to  the  National  Home  be  admitted,  and  there  is  no  State 
home,  and  I  propose  to  give  you  while  I  am  Department  Com- 
mander of  the  State  of  New  York  for  breakfast,  dinner  and 
supper,  a  soldiers'  home  in  the  State  of  New  York,  and  I  had  the 
pleasure  of  laying,  its  comer  stotie,  and  I  saw  the  roof  put  on  I 
am  proud  of  it.  Having  gone  over  the  State  for  two  years,  until 
we  had  raised  $60,000,  and  then  having  gone  before  the  legis- 
lature and  got  the  legislature  by  unanimous  vote  to  take  charge 
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of  that  home  the  peopfe  did  maintain  it,  and  I  have  a  right  when 
its  interests  are  concerned  to  say  something. 

Now,  then,  there  seems  to  be  an  idea  among  a  few  that  this 
is  persecution  of  Comrade  Loud.  Never  a  greater  mistake  made 
in  the  world.    He  has  had  a  term  — 

Comrade  Loud. —  Not  half  a  term. 

Comrade  Tanner. —  Many  of  his  comrades  desire  another  to 
succeed  him.  We  in  the  committee  voted  unanimously  on  the 
basis  of  Snyder^s  near  residence  to  Albany,  and  his  life  since  the 
war,  making  familiar  with  business  matters.  The  contention 
about  whether  the  Governor  promised  or  whether  he  did  not 
promise  —  as  to  that  I,  of  course,  have  no  knowledge,  but  Com- 
rade Smith  told  me  that  Comrade  Loud  had  told  him  that  the 
Governor  has  promised  to  appoint  him.  Last  night  I  was  at  a 
dinner  at  the  University,  and  I  had  a  seat  alongside  of  the  Gov- 
ernor during  the  dinner  and  I  mentioned  this  matter  to  him,  and 
the  Governor  denied  absolutely  and  flatly  that  he  had  ever  made 
any  promise.  He  further  said  to  me,  "  If  you  endorse  Snyder 
to-morrow  I  will  appoint  him  Trustee  next  week."  Now,  then, 
there  is  the  business,  there  is  the  argument,  and  it  is  not  personal  to 
any  comrade.  We  are  grateful  to  Comrade  Loud  for  the  good 
service  he  has  given  to  the  Home,  but  there  are  a  good  many  boys 
in  the  State  who  are  perfectly  willing  to  give  good  service,  and 
there  isn't  enough  to  pass  around.  I  move  the  adoption  of  the 
resolution. 

Comrade  Stillman. —  During  the  number  of  years  that  I 
have  been  a  delegate  from  the  Post  which  I  represent  I  have 
never  stood  upon  my  feet  on  this  floor  or  the  floor  of  an  encamp- 
ment to  debate  or  discuss  any  important  questions  that  have  come 
before  it  for  its  deliberation.  I  have  always  thought  and  always 
believed  that  there  were  those  here  who  were  more  experienced 
and  better  qualified  to  discuss  and  pursue  the  proper  methods  for 
the  benefit  of  this  organization  and  the  Grand  Army  of  the 
Republic,  but  to-day,  without  any  pre-conceived  notions,  without 
any  imputations,  I  feel  it  a  duty  and  a  privilege  to  say  that  I  am 
in  favor  of  this  resolution.    Comrade  Snyder  will  probably  be  as 
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much  surprised  as  anyone  to  hear  me  stand  on  this  floor  and  say  ( 
a  word  in  favor  of  the  passage  of  this  resolution.  Comrade  I 
Snyder^s  record  in  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic  is  known  by 
all  of  you.  They  say  to  know  a  man  you  must  live  with  hira  at 
homa  I  want  to  say  I  have  known  Comrade  Snyder  ever  since  he 
first  donned  the  uniform  of  the  United  States  troops  to  sustain 
that  flag.  I  want  to  say  to  you  I  was  with  him  on  the  30th  day  of 
August,  1862,  when  we  left  the  city  of  Troy  for  the  front ;  I  was 
with  him  when  at  Harper's  Ferry  shortly  after  our  entrance  into 
the  Southern  States  where  by  the  treachery  of  another  we  were 
captured  by  Gteneral  Johnston.  I  want  to  say  to  you  I  was  with 
Comrade  Snyder  under  General  Van  Cott  in  the  Second  Army 
Corps.  I  want  to  say  to  you,  comrades,  I  was  with  Comrade 
Snyder  at  Appomattox.  I  was  with  him  when  we  marched  tri- 
umphantly through  the  streets  of  the  city  we  had  left  three  years 
previously,  he  a  young  man  at  that  time  of  no  financial  standing, 
without  the  opportunities  that  other  young  men  had  in  this  coim- 
try,  imtil  now  he  has  risen  through  his  own  efforts  to  a  position  of 
affluence. 

(Cries  of  question.) 

Combabe  Loud. —  Comrade  Tanner  has  said  I  served  a  term. 
I  have  not  served  half  a  term.  I  took  the  unexpired  term  of 
Congressman  Goulden  less  than  three  years  ago,  and  I  have  never 
been  absent  from  a  meeting  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Home  since  I 
was  appointed. 

Commandeb  Kirchneb. —  The  question  is  on  the  adoption  of 
the  resolution.  Are  you  ready  for  the  question?  All  those  in 
favor  of  the  adoption  of  the  resolution  will  say  "Aye  "  and  those 
opposed  "  No."  (After  a  pause.)  It  appears  to  be  carried  unani- 
mously and  is  carried  unanimously. 

Combade  Tanneb. —  I  have  here  a  resolution  relating  to  the 
one-half  cent  a  mile  extra  charge  on  the  Pullman  tickets.  The 
Commander-in-Chief  said  that  he  was  taking  hold  of  that  matter 
and  we  thought  we  could  consistently  and  properly  leave  it  in  the 
hands  of  the  Commander-in-Chief,  and  that  is  our  report 

The  report  of  the  committee  was  adopted. 
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Comrade  Tannee. —  Next  is  the  Volunteer  Officers  Retire- 
ment Bill,  favoring  that  bill,  and  I  will  state,  as  quite  a  number 
of  comrades  are  interested  in  it,  that  very  recently  Past  Com- 
manders-in-Chief Beard  and  Comrades  Rasseurer  and  Swords, 
were  working  on  this  bill,  and  I  was  told  that  Judge  Dent,  Chair- 
man of  the  House  Military  Committee,  who  has  always  opposed 
this  bill,  says  now  that  the  bill  has  passed  the  Senate,  his  hands 
are  down  and  he  would  not  oppose  it  Our  report  is  favorable 
on  that. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  was  accepted,  and  the  resolution 
unanimously  adopted. 

Comrade  Tanner. —  This  resolution  I  have  in  my  hand  is  a 
combination  of  thanks  to  the  President,  thanks  to  Secretary 
McAdoo,  thanks  to  Senator  Smoot,  thanks  to  Congress,  for  the 
favors  we  have  received,  and  we  unanimously  urge  its  adoption. 

The  report  of  the  committee  was  accepted  and  the  resolution 
unanimously  adopted. 

Comrade  Tanner. —  The  next  is  a  message  to  the  boys  who 
are  over  there.    We  unanimously  recommend  its  adoption. 

The  report  of  the  conmiittee  was  accepted  and  the  resolution 
unanimously  adopted  by  a  rising  vota 

Comrade  Tanner. —  The  next  resolution  opening  the  doors  of 
the  Grand  Army  to  Sons  of  Veterans,  Spanish  War  Veterans, 
and  those  who  may  become  veterans  of  this  war,  when  it  was 
offered  yesterday  Comrade  Knobloch  said  he  wanted  to  be  heard, 
but  he  explained  afterwards  he  comes  from  the  Post  that  sent  it ; 
they  asked  him  to  present  it  and  he  refused.  The  Commander-in- 
Chief  said  he  would  not  endorse  it,  and  the  report  of  the  Com- 
mittee is  adverse. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  was  adopted. 

Comrade  Tanner. —  Here  is  a  voluminous  matter  handed  to 
us  at  the  last  moment.  We  have  put  an  endorsement  on  it  "  Too 
late  to  be  considered,"  and  we  respectfully  refer  it  to  the  incom- 
ing Council  of  Administration. 

The  report  of  the  committee  was  adopted. 
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Comrade  Tanner. —  Now  here  is  a  matter  that  we  fdt 
deserved  further  consideration,  and  besides  that  there  isn't  real 
necessity  for  it.  It  is  a  resolution  that  pronounces  in  favor  when 
a  Grand  Army  Post  surrenders  its  charter  and  passes  out  of 
existence  that  certain  action  be  taken  concerning  its  property. 
The  resolution  reads: 

Whereas,  as  Sometime,  the  flags,  charters — mementos,  relics 
and  other  personal  and  real  property  — ,  belonging  to  the  various 
posts  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic,  and  to  the  various 
Departments  as  well  as  to  the  Conmiandery-in-chief  of  the  G.  A. 
R.  will  necessarily  pass  into  other  hands  from  its  present  owner- 
ship, and. 

Whereas,  the  organization  of  Sons  of  Veterans  is  of  the  lineal 
blood  of  their  sires  of  the  G.  A.  R.  and  therefore  are  most 
interested  in  the  preservation  of  these  sacred  things  as  well  as 
the  memory  of  the  men  of  the  G.  A.  R.,  therefore  be  it 

Resolved  by  the  Department  of  New  York,  in  Convention 
assembled  at  Ithaca,  N.  Y.,  in  June,  1918,  that  its  repre- 
sentatives of  the  Commandery-in-chief  appointed  to  be  held  in 
the  year  1918  be  and  they  hereby  are  instructed  to  bring  the 
matter  to  the  attention  of  that  body  that  the  same  may  be  duly 
considered  and  such  action  taken  as  will  result  in  the  legal 
method  of  accomplishing  the  desired  purpose;  and  be  is  further 

Resolved,  that  the  Department  of  the  State  of  New  York,  G. 
A.  R.  take  such  action  at  this  present  Encampment  as  will  result 
in  the  suitable  and  l^al  method  of  transferring  its  said  property 
and  that  of  the  various  Posts  of  this  State  to  the  Sons  of  Vet- 
erans' organization,  such  transfer  to  take  effect  at  such  time  as 
the  G.  A.  R.  shall  determine. 

Our  recommendation  is  that  it  be  referred  to  the  incoming 
Council  of  Administration. 

The  report  of  the  committee  was  adopted. 

Commander  Kirchner. —  Comrade  Bush  will  read  a  resolu- 
tion. 

Comrade  Bush. —  Commander  and  Comrades :  I  was  asked 
to  draw  up  resolutions  just  a  few  moments  ago  respecting  our 
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treatment  in  the  city  of  Ithaca  during  the  encampament,  and  I 
will  say  that  when  I  had  finished  them  the  Committee  on  Resolu- 
tions could  not  be  found  at  the  hotel,  and  that  is  the  reason  they 
were  not  handed  in. 

Whereas,  many  delagatcs  and  others  who  usually  attend  the 
annual  encampment  of  the  G.  A.  R.  of  this  Department  expressed 
a  fear  that  from  its  location  and  apparent  isolation  Ithaca  would 
not  be  a  good  place  in  which  to  meet,  that  accommodations  for 
housing  and  feeding  the  delegates  of  the  G.  A.  R.  and  its  auxil- 
iaries would  be  insufficient,  and. 

Whereas,  we  have,  en  joyed  the  hospitality  of  the  University 
City  now  for  three  or  more  days  and  have  been  well  housed  and 
well  fed,  ,and  entertained  most  delightfully,  that  we  have  been 
enlightened  as  to  capacity  of  this  great  educational  center  — 
as  a  convention  city  —  therefore 

Resolved,  that  the  thanks  of  the  encampment  are  hereby 
tendered  to  the  Ithaca  Board  of  Commerce,  to  William  Elliott 
Griffiths,  D.  D.,  to  Prof.  Samuel  C.  Orth,  and  to  the  Mayoi, 
and  the  people  of  Ithaca  generally  for  their  successful  efforts  in 
making  this  encampment  one  of  the  pleasantest,  if  not  the 
pleasantest,  ever  held  in  this  Department. 

The  resolution  was  unanimously  adopted  by  a  rising  vote. 

CoMBADE  Hunt. —  I  would  like  to  respond  to  this  as  I, 
together  with  Judge  Kent,  was  sent  to  Albany  to  get  this  con- 
vention and  the  only  thing  we  had  in  view  was  to  make  it  a 
success.  We  thank  you  for  your  appreciation  of  our  efforts. 
When  we  went  before  the  committee  we  found  them  unanimously 
in  favor  of  coming  here,  but  their  fear  was  that  Ithaca  was  too 
small.  We  claimed  to  be  the  biggest  little  city  in  the  country. 
Well,  they  decided  to  come  here,  and  instead  of  it  being  a  circus 
to  have  you  come  I  have  been  working  ever  since  last  February 
to  make  it  a  success.  We  are  glad  you  came,  and  we  want  you 
to  go  home  knowing  there  is  a  little  place  called  Ithaca  on  the 
map.     (Applause.) 

Comrade  Bell. —  The  committee  appointed  to  consider  and 
recommend  candidates  for  the  Council  of  Administration  and 
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for  del^ates  unanimously  report  the  following,  and  I  will  say 
that  every  member  of  the  committee  was  present  For  Council 
of  Administration  for  the  coming  term: 

Henry  Lily,  Post  170 ;  Wm.  G.  Caw,  Post  90 ;  C.  A.  Weaver, 
Post  151;  Thomas  J.  McConkey,  Post  499;  A.  H.  Stafford, 
Post  285. 

I  move,  Commander  Kirchner,  that  the  report  of  the  com- 
mittee be  adopted  and  that  the  entire  vote  of  the  encampment 
be  cast  for  each  one  of  these  candidates. 

The  report  of  the  committee  was  unanimously  adopted  and 
the  candidates  reported  for  the  Council  of  Administration 
declared  duly  elected. 

CoMSADig  Bell. —  The  committee  further  ijiatruets  me  to 
report  the  Delegate  ticket  as  follows: 

CoMKADE  Bell. —  I  move  that  the  report  be  adopted  and  the 
entire  vote  of  the  encampment  be  cast  for  each  one  of  these 
comrades. 

The  report  of  the  conmiittee  was  adopted  unanimously  and  the 
delegates  declared  elected. 

CoMKADE  Bell. —  I  am  also  instructed  by  the  conmiittee  to 
report  the  list  of  alternates  and  to  move  the  adoption  of  the  report 
of  the  committee  and  the  election  of  the  alternates  whose  names 
are  presented.

Women's  Relief  Corps.  I  appoint  Comrades  Isaacs,  SiUiman 
and  Parsons  as  a  committee  to  proceed  to  the  outpost  and  to 
escort  the  ladies  to  this  rostrum,  together  with  whomsoever  else 
may  be  there. 

CoMBADE  SiLLiMAN. —  Commandor,  it  gives  me  great  pleasure 
to  introduce  the  National  President  of  the  Women's  Relief  Corps ; 
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also  the  President  of  the  Department  of  New  York  and  the 
Secretary. 

Commander  Kiechneb. —  In  behalf  of  the  comrades  of  this 
department  I  extend  a  soldier's  welcome.  Please  be  seated.  Com- 
rades, I  have  pleasure  in  introducing  to  you  the  National  Presi- 
dent of  the  Women's  Relief  Corps,  Mrs.  Lois  M.  Knaus,  the 
Department  President  of  the  Women's  Relief  Corps,  Mrs.  Ada  T. 
G-audineer,  and  the  Department  secretary.  I  would  now  request 
Mrs.  Enaus,  the  National  President,  to  address  you. 

Mbs.  Knaus. —  Comrades  of  the  Department  of  New  York, 
while  I  regret  very  much  not  to  see  more  of  the  comrades  here  I 
am  glad  to  see  those  that  are  here,  and  I  bring  to  you  the  greet- 
ings of  the  National  Organization  one  hundred  and  sixty  thou- 
sand strong,  that  are  working  for  you  and  your  comrades,  and 
I  want  to  say  this,  that  we  are  working  for  you  as  we  have  done 
for  thirty-five  years.  We  have  a  comrade  in  Ohio  who  disputes 
that.  They  always  say  that  women  are  trying  to  conceal  their 
age  and  instead  of  35  years  the  Women's  Relief  Corps  is  37 
years  old,  because  in  Indianapolis  in  1881  was  the  time  when 
the  women  were  first  requested  to  form  an  organization  and  not 
until  two  years  later  was  it  taken  care  of.  Now,  comrades,  my 
explanation  of  this  is  that  in  1881  the  Grand  Army  of  the 
Republic  proposed  to  the  women  and  it  took  them  two  years  to 
decide  whether  they  would  accept  that  proposal.  (Laughter.) 
They  talked  the  matter  over  carefully  and  in  1883  th^  decided 
they  would  be  the  auxiliary  and  go  to  work  with  you  as  your 
helpmates.  We  have  tried  to  do  our  duty  ever  since  and  are 
going  to  continue  to  do  so. 

I  want  to  say  to  the  comrades  of  New  York  you  have  a  special 
interest  to  me  as  my  husband  was  a  New  York  soldier.  He 
belonged  to  the  Third  New  York  Cavalry,  As  I  looked  at  you 
last  night,  so  many  of  you,  I  wondered  if  I  was  looking  into  the 
faces  of  any  of  his  comrades  because  in  Ohio  we  have  one  in  our 
city  that  was  a  comrade  of  my  husband  in  his  regiment,  and  when 
in  your  department  that  thought  was  very  strong  in  my  mind. 
Comrades;  I  wish  you  success.     I  hope  and  pray  that  we  may 
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have  you  with  us  for  many  years  to  come.  I  am  not  going  ito 
take  any  further  time.  I  know  you  are  anxious  to  get  out.  I 
know  our  Department  President  is  anxious  to  get  off  to  her  work, 
but  I  want  to  say  to  you  that  we  have  taken  the  boys  and  we  are 
going  to  do  for  them  what  we  tried  to  do  for  you.  They  are 
your  boys  and  our  boys  and  we  are  going  to  stand  with  them  and 
with  you.  I  want  to  say  one  thing  that  may  sound  a  little  hard, 
but  I  do  not  believe  this  could  be  won  without  the  women  standing 
back  of  the'  boys.  We  want  to  stand  back  of  them  and  encourage 
them  in  every  way  possible.  We  will  knit  and  we  will  sew  and 
do  everything  possible  to  make  them  comfortable,  and  we  want 
them  to  know  we  are  going  to  work  with  them  and  help  them  get 
over  the  top,  and  now  I  am  going  to  say  to  you  that  I  leave  you 
with  an  old  darkey's  blessing  that  was  left  with  me  when  he 
said :  "  God  bless  you  and  keep  you.  May  the  Lord  always  let 
sunshine  on  the  side  of  the  street  which  you  live  on,"  God  bless 
you  and  keep  ybu  and  may  we  have  you  for  many,  many  years. 

CoMMAKDEH  KiBCHNEB. —  I  uow  take  great  pleasure  in  pre* 
senting  to  you  Mrs.  Ada  T.  Gaudineer,  President  of  the  Relief 
Corps  of  the  Department  of  New  York. 

Mbs^  Gaudineeb.  —  Commander  Kirchner,  and  comrades : 
As  President  of  the  Womans'  Relief  Corps,  State  of  New  York, 
it  gives  me  great  pleasure  to  bring  to  each  comrade  the  loving 
greetings  of  your  auxiliary  the  Woman's  Relief  Corps,  and  to 
render  to  you  the  following  report  of  one  year's  work :

Comrades  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic,  the  members  of 
your  auxiliary,  the  Woman's  Relief  Corps,  are  proud  to  be 
identified  with  you,  our  country's  heroes ;  as  you  are  the  men  who 
have  be  tried  and  not  found  wanting. 

The  flag  that  you  carried  away  in  the  stirring  days  of  '61  and 
returned  to  us  in  '65,  without  a  star  missing,  and  with  the  assur- 
ance that  our  Nation  should  be  united,  under  one  great  flag, 
stands  out  to  the  world  to-day  as  the  emblem  of  a  dean,  true 
democracy. 

In  its  high  and  mighty  place  the  eyes  of  the  whole  civilized 
world  are  turned  to  it  as  the  saviour  of  oppressed  humanity. 
Coimtless  thousands  of  our  lads  are  following  it  across  the  seas, 
and  who  can  doubt  the  final  outcome  ?  We  will  win  this  war,  we 
must  win  this  war.  Many  of  our  dear  lads  have  the  blood  of  our 
Comrades  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic  flowing  through 
their  veins,  and  who  can  doubt  when  put  to  the  test  of  fijre  and 
shell  they  will  lack  courage?  You,  my  comrades,  have  been 
their  inspiration,  as  from  their  youth  they  have  been  imbued 
with  patriotism,  furnished  by  the  recitation  of  your  glorious 
achievements  in  the  various  battles  of  the  Civil  War.  So,  my 
comrades,  you  have  twice  served  your  country.  First  by  real 
service  and  secondly,  by  inspiring  all  who  know  the  history  of 
our  land,  and  love  our  grand  flag,  to  answer  the  call  of  duty  and 
do  their  part  to  keep  it  in  its  proud  place  among  nations,  and 
prove  to  all  mankind  the  truth  of  President  Wilson's  words  on 
Flag  Day,  a  year  ago,  "  For  us  there  is  but  one  choice  —  we  have 
made  it.  We  are  ready  to  stand  at  the  bar  of  history,  and  our 
flag  shall  wear  a  new  lustre.  Once  more  we  shall  make  good 
with  our  lives  and  fortunes  the  great  faith  to  which  we  were  born, 
and  a  new  glory  shall  shine  in  the  faces  of  our  people." 

God  grant  that  many  of  you  comrades  may  be  spared  to  see 
our  boys  come  marching  home,  with   the  flag  your  sacrifices 
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hallowed  held  on  high  proclaiming  to  all  mankind  the  eternal 
brotherhood  of  man.

Mrs.  Demarest. — Commander  and  comrades  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  New  York,  I  know  you  are  busy,  and  after  all  this 
eloquence  that  has  preceded  me  I  do  not  feel  that  I  could  add 
anything  in  any  way  to  it.  I  feel  like  the  country  orator  who 
had  been  in  the  habit  on  the  Fourth  of  July  of  delivering  the 
oration.  He  spoke  a  great  many  years  and  after  a  while  grew 
a  little  tired  of  his  oration  and  they  brought  in  an  orator  from 
somewhere  else  and  of  course  he  carried  the  crowd  in  every  way, 
and  paralyzed  our  dear  friend,  the  country  orator,  so  after  it 
was  all  over,  although  he  had  his  oration  in  mind  all  right  he 
arose  and  said,  "Well,  lets  fire  off  the  salute  and  go  home.*' 
(Laughter  and  applause.) 

Commander  Kirchner. —  I  will  ask  the  Judge  Advocate, 
Colonel  Joseph  E.  Ewell,  to  respond  to  the  Women's  Relief 
Corps. 

Colonel  Ewell. —  Commander  and  comrades.  National  Presi- 
dent, State  President,  and  Secretary  of  the  Women's  Relief  Corps : 
I  desire  to  congratulate  you,  ladies,  upon  your  successful  and 
gallant  "  going  over  the  top  "  on  this  occasion.  We  managed  to 
stand  you  off  at  the  outpost  ioi  a  while,  and  that  enabled  a  large 
part  of  the  garrison  to  escape,  but  now  I  expect  they  wish  they 
had  not  for  we  surrender  unconditionally.  We  thank  you  for 
coming  here.  We  thank  you  for  your  kind  words.  We  thank 
you  for  your  kindly  sentiments,  and  we  beg  to  assure  you  that  to 
the  largest  extent  and  to  the  fullest  degree  we  are  appreciative  and 
responsive,  and  we  reciprocate  to  the  full  extent  of  our  capacity 
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to  do  so  all  that  you  have  said  and  done,  and  we  also  beg  to  assure 
you  further  that  our  respect  and  our  regard  for  the  grand  and 
noble  organization,  the  Women's  Relief  Corps,  never  reached  a 
higher  mark  than  at  the  present  psychological  moment,  after 
listening  to  the  addresses  which  we  have  heard  at  this  encamp 
ment  and  which  we  have  just  heard.  It  has  been  said,  I  do  not 
know  how  true,  that  woman's  mission  was  to  civilize  and  educate 
man  and  teach  him  good  manners  and  make  him  better  and  more 
considerate,  more  humane,  and  if  such  a  thing  were  possible  per- 
haps more  beautiful.  I  do  not  know  whether  this  is  so  or  not,  but 
we  are  willing  to  admit  that  the  Women's  Eelief  Corps  has  gone 
a  long  way  in  this  direction,  which  we  appreciate  highly.  The 
Women's  Eelief  Corps  is  emphatically  and  distinctly  a  patriotic 
organization,  and  it  believes  not  only  in  the  patriotism  of  good 
words  but  in  the  patriotism  of  good  works.  I  do  not  know  of  any 
more  patriotic  work  than  to  aid  the  nation  in  making  good  its 
pledges,  voiced  by  President  Lincoln  in  his  second  inaugural,  to 
care  for  him  who  had  borne  the  brunt  of  battle,  and  his  widow  and 
his  orphan.  Your  noble  organization  has  been  engaged  for  these 
many  years  in  that  splendid  work  and  not  only  that,  but  you  seem 
to  enjoy  it ;  you  seem  to  have  found  what  Ponce  de  Leon  failed  to 
discover  in  all  his  energies  —  the  fountain  of  entemal  youth,  and 
the  evidences  that  we  see  all  around  us  at  his  encampment  are  proof 
of  this  fact.  It  was  through  the  energy  and  the  persistent  deter- 
mination of  the  Women's  Relief  Corps  that  that  magnificient  insti- 
tution for  the  care  of  veterans  and  their  widows  and  orphans, 
which  is  so  magnificently  conducted  at  the  present  time,  was 
established,  and  if  the  Women's  Relief  Corps  in  all  its  existence 
did  nothing  beyond  that  it  would  be  entitled  to  the  lasting  grati- 
tude of  every  comrade,  of  every  soldier  and  every  soldier's  friend. 

But  the  activities  of  the  Relief  Corps  are  not  limited — the 
patriotic  activities  are  not  limited  to  the  care  of  old  veterans.  It 
goes  along  on  every  line  where  there  is  a  demand  and  a  call  for 
patriotic  work,  and  in  these  times,  during  this  great  war,  it  is 
doing  its  full  share  along  those  lines. 

Now  I  will  not  take  up  your  time  further ;  I  will  only  say  that 
we  beg  of  you  to  convey  to  your  organization  our  compliments  and 
our  greetijigs  in  return  for  yours^  and  to  assure  your  organization 
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of  our  continued  respect  and  high  regard,  and  that  we  hope  you 
will  continue  your  good  work  in  the  future  as  in  the  past  and  with 
the  same  reward,  honor  and  approving  conscience.     (Applause.) 

Commander  Kirchner. —  I  thank  you  foi  coming  in.  I 
would  now  request  the  comrades  to  escort  the  ladies  to  the  door 
and  return  with  the  other  delegation  that  are  there. 

Comrade  Isaacs. —  It  gives  me  great  pleasure  to  introduce 
Mrs.  Harriet  Goetz,  Past  Department  President  of  the  Daughters 
of  Veterans,  and  also  Mrs.  Howell,  Past  Department  President  of 
the  Daughters  of  Veterans. 

Commander  Kirchner. —  Ladies,  on  behalf  of  the  Grand 
Army  of  the  Eepublic,  I  extend  to  you  a  soldier's  welcome  and 
we  are  pleased  to  hear  from  you.  I  present  to  you,  comrades,  Mrs. 
Harriet  Goetz,  Past  Department  President  of  the  Daughters  of 
Veterans. 

Mrs.  Goetz. —  Commander  and  comrades  of  the  Grand  Army 
of  the  Republic :  It  is  a  daughter's  greeting  I  bring  to  you  to-day. 
We  are  very  proud  of  being  daughters  of  such  men  as  you  are. 
We  do  not  plead  the  eloquence  of  oratory,  but  we  do  plead  the 
eloquence  that  comes  from  father  to  daughter.  The  Commander-

I  do  know  what  they  have  succeeded  in  doing 
in  our  part  of  the  State.  I  know  what  they  have  done  to  cariy 
out  their  share  of  the  great  work  of  the  Daughters  of  Veterans 
throughout  the  national  organization.  I  know  that  they  are 
worthy  successors  of  worthy  sires.  I  know  that  they  demand  and 
must  have  the  support  of  every  man  in  the  Grand  Army  of  the

It  is  with  sincere  regret  that  we  are  called  upon  to  announce  the 
death  of  Past  Department  Commander  Solomon  W.  Russell,  who 
departeil  this  life  at  his  home  in  Salem,  Washington  county,  on 
Thursday,  October  18th,  aged  eighty-one  years.  Comrade  Russell 
entered  the  servdee  and  was  mustered  in  as  Captain  of  Company  A, 
Seventh  New  York  Cavalry,  on  September  7,  1861.  He  resigned 
therefrom,  and  subsequently  became  Adjutant  of  the  49tli  Regi- 
ment of  Infantry  of  New  York,  and  was  promoted  to  Captain  and 
Major,  and  was  grievously  wounded  at  the  Battle  of  Rappahan- 
nock Station,  on  November  7,  1863  (while  on  the  Staff  of  his 
kinsman,  General  David  A.  Russell,  who  was  killed  at  the  Battle 
of  Winchester,  Va.),  and  was  mustered  out  of  service  in  June, 
1865.  He  returned  home,  took  up  his  chosen  profession  of  law 
and  made  a  distinguished  figure  in  it ;  not  only  that,  but  in  all 
those  civic  activities  of  his  home  town,  where  he  was  recognized 
as  its  leading  citizen.  His  departure  from  our  midst  creates  a 
void  that  cannot  be  filled,  and  his  modest,  unobtrusive  deportment, 
will  long  be  remembered  when  all  that  was  mortal  of  him  shall 
have  crumbled  to  decay.

Past  Department  Commander  Michael  J.  Cummings  died  at  hisi 
home  in  Brooklyn  on  January  3,  1918.  He  enlisted  on  January' 
12,  1864,  as  a  private  in  Company  B,  48th  Regiment,  New  York 
Volunteer  Infantry;  was  wounded  at  the  battle  of  Olustee,  and 
was  honorably  discharged  as  Sergeant  September  1,  1865. 

After  some  years  spent  in  private  employment  he  was  appointed 
clerk  in  the  office  of  the  City  Clerk  of  Brooklyn  in  1877,  and 
remained  there  for  fifteen  or  sixteen  years,  having  risen  to  the 
office  of  City  Clerk,  which  he  held  for  some  years.  Under  Greater 
New  York,  on  January  1,  1898,  he  became  Secretary  of  the  Sewer 
Department,  and  when  that  Department  ceased  to  exist  he  wa< 
transferred  to  the  Sewer  Bureau  in  the  Borough  President's  office 
in  Manhattan,  where  he  remained  until  his  death.  In  the  ditr 
charge  of  his  public  duties  he  was  careful,  prompt  and  intelligent. 

Comrade  Cummings  was  mustered  into  Thomas  C.  Devin  Post 
No.  148,  Department  of  New  York,  on  September  12,  1884,  and 
remained  an  active  member  until  his  death.  He  was  Commander 
of  his  Post  in  1888,  and  Department  Commander  of  New  York 
in  1909.  He  was  trustee  of  the  Permanent  Fund  of  the  Grand 
Army  of  the  Repulblic,  and  Chairman  of  the  board  at  the  time  of 
his  death  and  for  a  number  of  years  prior  thereto.  He  was  for 
eight  years  Chairman  of  the  Memorial  and  Executive  Conmiittee. 
G.  A.  R.,  of  Kings  county. 

Comrade  Cummings  in  any  body  of  men  was  a  leader.  As 
a  Comrade  he  was  characterized  by  his  readiness  and  willingness 
to  help  a  Comrade,  regardless  of  any  consideration  other  than  the 
fraternal  tie.     Comradeship  meant  what  its  name  implies  to  him.

Past  Senior  Vice  Department  Commander  William  A.  Boyd 
died  at  his  home  in  New  York  City  January  24,  1918.  He 
enlisted  April  20,  1861,  in  the  71st  N.  Y.  S.  M.,  and  served  ninety 
days.  Re-enlisted  in  the  62d  New  York  Volunteer  Infantry 
September  13,  1861,  and  was  discharged  December  13,  by  reason 
of  ill  health.  Clustered  into  Lafayette  Post  140,  July,  1905.  He 
was  elected  Senior  Vice  Department  Commander  in  1908,  and 
served  as  Judge  Advocate  of  the  Department,  and  at  the  time  of 
his  death  was  Chainnan  of  the  Memorial  Committee,  Countv  of 
New  York,  and  Tniatee  of  the  Woman's  Relief  (^or}>s  Home  at 
Oxford,  N.  Y.

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NOTE  TO  EIGHTH  EDITION. 


The  amendments  made  by  the  Laws  of  1917  have  been  incor- 
porated in  the  text  There  is  pending  a  concurrent  resolution  to 
amend  the  Constitution  of  the  State  in  regard  to  preference.  It 
has  passed  the  present  Legislature  by  the  necessary  two-thirds 
vote  and  has  been  referred  by  it  to  the  Legislature  to  be  chosen 
in  1918.  It  extends  the  preference  for  military  or  naval  ser- 
vice, but  seems  to  leave  the  preference  to  the  Civil  War  veterans 
untouched. 

The  resolution  reads  as  follows: 

"Section  1.  Resolved  (if  the  Assembly  concur),  That 
section  nine  of  article  five  of  the  constitution  be  amended  to 
read  as  follows: 

"§  9.  Appointments  and  promotions  in  the  civil  service 
of  the  state,  and  of  all  the  civil  divisions  thereof,  including 
cities  and  villages,  shall  be  made  according  to  merit  and  fit- 
ness to  be  ascertained,  so  far  as  practicable,  by  examinations, 
which,  so  far  as  practicable,  shall  be  competitive;  provided, 
however,  that  honorably  discharged  soldiers,  sailors  and 
marines  who  have  served  as  sudh  in  the  army,  navy  or  marine 
corps  of  the  United  States  in  the  time  of  war,  and  who  are 
citizens  and  residents  of  this  state,  shall  be  entitled  to  prefer- 
ence in  appointment  and  promotion  over  all  others,  without 
regard  to  their  standing  on  any  list  from  which  such  appoint- 
ment or  proniotion  may  be  made,  in  the  following  order : 

"  1.  All  honorably  discharged  soldiers,  sailors  or  marines 
who  served  as  such  in  the  army,  navy  or  marine  corps  of  the 
United  States  during  the  civil  war; 

"  2.  All  honorably  discharged  soldiers,  sailors  or  marines 
who  served  as  such  in  the  army,  navy  or  marine  corps  of  the 
United  States  during  the  war  with  Spain  or  the  insurrection 
in  the  Philippine  Islands  prior  to  July  fourth,  nineteen 
hun'dred  and  two,  who  were  residents  of  this  state  at  the  time 
of  enlistment. 

"  Laws  shall  be  made  to  provide  for  the  enforcement  of 
this  section."

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NOTE  TO  NINTH  EDITION. 


I  have  inaerted  the  amendmentB  made  by  the  Lawa  of  1918 
in  their  proper  plaeea.  It  is  wordiy  of  remark  tliat  by  chapter  345 
of  the  Laws  of  1918  three  thousand  dollars  was  appropriated 
for  the  transportation  and  maintenance  of  aurvivora  of  the 
Seventy-ninth  Regiment  of  New  York  •Veteran  Volunteers 
(Highlanders)  and  certain  other  persons  and  for  the  dedication 
of  a  monument  to  said  veterans  erected  on  the  battlefield  of  Knox- 
ville,  Tennessee. 

I  have  inserted,  as  being  of  interest  to  our  patriotic  order, 
section  674  of  the  Education  Law,  added  by  chapter  246  of  the 
Laws  of  1918,  which  provides  for  the  exclusion  of  any  text-book 
from  the  public  schools  of  this  State  containing  disloyal  matters 
or  statements.     That  section  reads  as  follows: 

'^  §  674.  Text-books  containing  seditious  or  disloyal  matter. 
No  text-book  in  any  subject  used  in  the  public  schools  in  this 
state  shall  contain  any  matter  or  statements  of  any  kind 
which  are  seditious  in  character,  disloyal  to  the  United  States 
or  favorable  to  the  cause  of  any  foreign  country  with  which 
the  United  States  is  now  at  war.  A  commission  is  hereby 
created,  consisting  of  the  commissioner  of  education  and  of 
two  persons  to  be  designated  by  the  regents  of  the  University 
of  the  state  of  New  York,  whose  duly  it  shall  be  on  complaint 
to  examine  text-books  used  in  the  public  schools  of  the  state> 
in  the  subjects  of  civics,  economics,  English,  history,  lan- 
guage and  literature,  for  the  purpose  of  determining  whether 
such  text-books  contain  any  matter  or  statements  of  any  kind 
which  are  seditious  in  character,  disloyal  to  the  United 
States  or  favorable  to  the  cause  of  any  foreign  country  with 
which  the  United  States  is  now  at  war.  Any  person  may 
present  a  written  complaint  to  such  commission  that  a  text- 
book in  any  of  the  aforesaid  subjects  for  use  in  the  public 
schools  of  this  state  or  offered  for  sale  for  use  in  the  public 
schools  of  this  state  contains  matter  or  statements  in  viola- 
tion of  this  section,  specifying  such  matter  or  statements  in 
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detail.  If  the  conunissioii  determine  that  the  text-book 
against  which  complaint  is  made  contains  any  such  matter 
or  statements,  it  shall  issue  a  certificate  disapproving  the 
use  of  such  text-book  in  the  public  schools  of  this  state, 
together  with  a  statement  of  the  reasons  for  its  disapproval, 
specifying  the  matter  found  unlavrful.  Such  certificate  of 
disapproval  of  a  text-book,  with  a  detailed  statement  of  the 
reasons  for  its  disapproval,  shall  be  duly  forwarded  to  the 
boards  of  education  or  other  boards  or  authorities  having 
jurisdiction  of  the  public  schools  of  the  cities,  towns  or 
school  districts  of  this  state,  and  after  the  receipt  of  such 
certificate  the  use  of  a  text-book  so  disapproved  shall  be  dis- 
continued in  such  city,  town  or  school  district. 

"Any  contract  hereafter  made  by  any  such  board  of  educa- 
tion or  other  school  authorities  for  the  purchase  of  a  text- 
book in  any  of  such  subjects,  which  has  been  so  disapproved, 
shall  be  void.  Any  school  officer  or  teacher  who  permits  a 
text-book  in  any  of  such  subjects,  which  has  been  so  dis- 
approved, to  be  used  in  the  public  schools  of  the  state,  shall 
be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor.^'

BURIAL  AND  BURIAL  PLOTS 

1.  BuBiAL  AND  Headstone  (Poor) 

§  84.  Burial  of  soldiers,  sailors  and  marines  —  The  board  of 
supervisors  in  each  of  the  counties  shall  designate  some  proper 
person  or  commission,  other  than  that  designated  for  the  care  of 
poor  persons,  or  the  custody  of  criminals,  who  shall  cause  to 
be  interred  the  body  of  any  honorably  discharged  soldier,  sailor 
or  marine,  who  has  served  in  the  military  or  naval  service  of  the 
United  States,  or  the  body  of  the  wife  or  widow  of  any  soldier, 
sailor  or  marine,  married  to  him  previous  to  nineteen  hundred 
and  ten,  who  shall  die  such  widow,  and  who  shall  hereafter  die 
without  leaving  sufficient  means  to  defray  his  or  her  funeral  ex- 
penses, but  such  expenses  shall  in  no  case  exceed  fifty  dollars.  If 
the  deceased  has  relatives  or  friends  who  desire  to  conduct  the 
burial,  but  are  unable  or  unwilling  to  pay  the  charge  therefor, 
such  sum  shall  be  paid  by  the  county  treasurer  to  the  person  so 
conducting  such  burial  upon  due  proof  of  the  claim,  made  to  such 
person,  or  commission  of  the  death  and  burial  of  the  soldier,  sailor 
or  marine,  or  the  wife  or  widow  of  such  soldier,  sailor  or  marine, 
and  audit  thereof.  Such  interment  shall  not  be  made  in  a  ceme- 
tery or  cemetery  plot  used  exclusively  for  the  burial  of  poor  per- 
sons deceased,  and  the  board  of  supervisors  of  each  county  is 
hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  purchase  and  acquire  lands, 
or  to  appropriate  money  for  the  purchase  and  acquisition  of  lands, 
for  a  cemetery  or  cemetery  plot  for  the  burial  of  any  such  honor- 
ably discharged  soldiers,  sailors  or  marines  and  their  wives  and 
widows  and  also  to  provide  for  the  care,  maintenance,  or  improve- 
ment of  any  cemetery  or  plot  where  such  honorably  discharged

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soldiers,  sailors  or  marines  and  their  wives  and  widows  are  buried 
or  may  hereafter  be  buried,      (a.  L.  1915  c.  445.) 

§  85.  Headstones  to  be  provided  —  The  grave  of  any  honor- 
ably discharged  soldier,  sailor  or  marine  who  served  in  the  army 
or  navy  of  the  United  States  or  of  the  ^^dfe  or  widow  of  such  an 
honorably  discharged  soldier,  sailor  or  marine,  whose  body  has 
been  heretofore  or  shall  hereafter  be  interred  pursuant  to  the 
last  preceding  section,  the  grave  of  any  honorably  discharged 
soldier,  sailor  or  marine  who  served  in  the  army  or  navy  of  the 
United  States  who  shall  have  been  heretofore  buried  in  any  of 
the  counties  of  this  state,  but  whose  grave  is  not  marked  by  a 
suitable  headstone,  and  who  died  without  leaving  means  to  de- 
fray the  expense  of  such  headstone,  or  whose  grave  shall  have 
remained  unmarked  for  twenty-five  years  by  a  suitable  headstone, 
shall  be  marked  by  a  headstone  containing  the  name  of  the 
deceased,  the  war  in  which  he  served,  and,  if  possible,  the  organi- 
zation to  which  he  belonged  or  in  which  he  served.  The  head- 
stone at  the  grave  of  the  wife  or  widow  of  such  an  honorably  dis- 
charged soldier,  sailor  or  marine  shall  contain  the  name  of  the 
deceased,  the  war  in  which  her  husband  served,  and,  if  possible, 
the  organization  to  which  he  belonged  or  in  which  he  served.  Such 
headstone  shall  not  cost  more  than  twenty-five  dollars,  and  shall 
be  of  such  design  and  material  as  shall  be  approved  by  the  board 
of  supervisors,  and  the  expenses  of  such  burial  and  headstone  as 
above  provided  for,  and  a  reasonable  sum  for  the  services  of  the 
person  or  commission  designated  in  section  eighty-four  and  the 
necessary  expenses  of  said  person  or  commission,  shall  be  a  charge 
upon  and  shall  be  paid  by  the  coun+y  in  which  the  said  soldier, 
sailor  or  marine,  or  the  wife  or  widow  of  such  soldier,  sailor  or 
marine,  shall  have  died;  and  the  board  of  supervisors  or  other 
board  or  oificer  vested  with  like  powers,  of  the  coimty  of  which 
such  deceased  soldier,  sailor  or  marine,  or  the  wife  or  widow  of 
such  soldier,  sailor  or  marine,  was  a  resident  at  the  time  of  his 
or  her  death,  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  audit  the  ac- 
count and  pay  the  expenses  of  such  burial  and  headstone,  and  a 
reasonable  sum  for  the  services  of  the  person  or  commission 
designated  in  section  eighty-four  and  the  necessary  expenses  of 
said  person  or  commission;  provided,  however,  that  in  case  such 
deceased  soldier,  sailor  or  marine,  or  the  wife  or  widow  of  such 
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soldier,  sailor  or  marine,  shall  be  at  the  time  of  his  or  her  death 
an  inmate  of  any  state  institution,  including  state  hospitals  and 
soldiers'  homes,  or  any  institution,  supported  by  the  state  and 
supported  by  public  expense  therein,  the  expense  of  sudi 
burial  and  headstone  shall  be  a  charge  upon  the  county  of  his 
or  her  legal  residence.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  person  or  com- 
mission in  this  article  provided  prior  to  the  annual  meeting  of  the 
board  of  supervisors  to  make  an  annual  report  to  such  board  of 
supervisors  of  all  applications  since  the  last  annual  report  for 
burial  and  the  erection  of  tombstones  as  provided  herein  together 
with  the  amounts  allowed;  all  applications  herein  referred  to 
shall  accompany  said  annual  report  and  be  placed  and  kept  on  file 
witii  the  board  of  supervisors,     (a.  L.  1915,  c.  147.)

2.  BuBiAL  Plot  and  Removal  op  Remains  (Town) 
§  336.  Soldiers'  burial  plot  —  The  town  board  in  each  of  the 
towns  of  this  state  may  upon  the  application  in  writing  of  anj 
veteran  soldiers^  association  in  the  town,  or  upon  a  petition  in 
writing  of  five  or  more  veteran  soldiers  in  towns  where  no  veteran 
soldiers'  organization  exists,  purchase  or  provide  a  soldiers'  plot  in 
one  or  more  cemeteries  where  no  burial  plots  are  now  owned  by 
eoldiers'  organizations,  in  which  burial  plots  deceased  soldiers 
may  be  interred,  and  except  in  the  county  of  Broome,  may  also 
provide  for  the  annual  caro  of  soldiers'  burial  plots  in  cemeteries, 
at  the  rate  of  not  to  exceed  fifty  cents  for  each  soldiers'  grave  in 
such  burial  plot  or  plots  and  the  expense  shall  be  included  in  die 
town  expenses,  assessed,  levied  and  collected  in  the  same  manner 
as  other  town  expenses  are  levied  and  collected. 

In  the  county  of  Broome,  the  board  of  supervisors  shall  provide 
for  the  annual  care  of  soldiers'  burial  plots,  either  heretofore  or 
hereafter  established,  in  all  cemeteries  in  such  county,  at  the 
rate  aforesaid,  and  the  expense  thereof  shall  be  a  county  charge 
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audited,  assessed,  levied  and  collected  in  the  same  maimer  as  are 
other  county  charges,     (a.  L,  1914,  c.  235.) 

§  337.  Removal  of  remains  of  deceased  soldiers  —  Upon  a 
verified  petition  presented  to  a  judge  of  a  court  of  record  by  any 
soldiers'  organization  in  any  town  or  city  in  this  state  by  a  ma- 
jority of  its  officers,  or  a  majority  of  any  memorial  committee  in 
any  town  or  city  where  there  are  two  or  more  veteran  soldiers' 
organizations,  upon  the  petition  of  five  or  more  veteran  soldiers, 
the  judge  to  whom  said  verified  petition  is  presented  shall  make 
an  order  to  show  cause  returnable  before  him  at  a  time  aad  place 
within  the  county  in  not  less  than  fourteen  nor  more  than  twenty 
days  from  the  date  of  presentation  of  said  petition,  why  the  re- 
mains of  any  deceased  soldiers  buried  in  potter's  field,  or  in  any 
neglected  or  abandoned  cemeteries,  should  not  be  removed  to  and 
reinterred  in  a  properly  kept  incorporated  .cemetery  in  the  same 
town  or  city  or  in  a  town  adjoining  the  town  or  city  in  which  the 
remains  of  a  deceased  soldier  are  buried,  and  to  fix  the  amount 
of  the  expenses  for  such  removal  and  reinterment,  and  the  order 
to  show  cause  Jshall  provide  for  its  publication  in  a  newspaper,  to 
be  designated  in  the  order,  which  is  published  nearest  to  the  ceme- 
tery from  which  the  removal  is  sought  to  be  made,  once  in  each 
week  for  two  successive  weeks.  The  verified  petition  presented  to 
the  judge  shall  show  that  the  petitioners  are  a  majority  of  the 
officers  of  a  veteran  soldier  organization,  or  a  majority  of  a  me- 
morial committee  in  towns  or  cities  where  two  or  more  veteran 
eoldier  organizations  exist,  or  that  the  petitioners  are  honorably 
discharged  veteran  soldiers  in  towns  or  cities  where  no  veteran 
eoldier  organization  exists,  and  (1)  the  name  of  the  deceased 
eoldier  or  soldiers  whose  remains  are  sought  to  be  removed,  and 
if  known  the  company  and  regiment  in  which  he  or  they  served ; 
(2)  the  name  and  location  of  the  cemetery  in  which  he  is  interred 
and  from  which  removal  is  asked  to  be  made;  (3)  the  name  and 
location  of  the  incorporated  cemetery  to  which  the  remains  are 
desired  to  be  removed  and  reinterred;  (4)  the  facts  showing  the 
reasons  for  such  removal.  Upon  the  return  day  of  the  order  to 
show  cause  and  at  the  time  and  place  fixed  in  said  order,  upon 
filing  proof  of  publication  of  the  order  to  show  cause  with  the 
judge,  if  no  reason  or  objection  is  made  thereto,  he  shall  make  an 
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order  directing  the  removal  of  the  remains  of  said  deceased  soldier 
or  soldiers  to  the  cemetery  designated  in  the  petition  within  the 
town  or  city  or  within  a  town  adjoining  the  town  or  city  in  which 
the  remains  are  then  buried  and  shall  specify  in  the  order  the 
amount  of  the  expenses  of  such  removal,  which  expenses  of  re- 
moval and  reinterment,  including  the  expense  of  the  proceeding 
under  this  section,  shall  be  a  charge  upon  the  county  in  which 
the  town  or  city  is  situated  from  which  the  removal  is  made  and 
such  expenses  shall  be  a  county  charge  and  audited  by  the  board 
of  supervisors  of  the  county  and  paid  in  the  same  manner  as  other 
county  charges.  On  and  after  the  removal  and  reinterment  of 
the  remains  of  the  deceased  soldier  or  soldiers  in  the  soldiers'  plot, 
the  expenses  for  annual  care  x>f  the  grave  in  the  soldiers'  burial 
plot  to  which  the  removal  is  made  shall  be  annually  provided  by 
the  town  or  city  in  which  the  remains  were  originally  buried,  at 
the  rate  of  not  to  exceed  fifty  cents  per  grave  and  shall  be  paid 
annually  to  the  incorporated  cemetery  association  to  which  the  re- 
mains of  each  deceased  soldier  may  be  removed  and  reinterred. 
The  petition  and  order  shall  be  filed  in  the  county  clerk's  oflBce  of 
the  county  in  which  the  remains  of  the  deceased  soldier  were 
originally  interred,  and  the  service  of  a  certified  copy  of  the  final 
order  upon  the  cemetery  association  shall  be  made  prior  to  any 
removal.  Any  relative  of  the  deceased  soldier  or  soldiers,  or  the 
officer  of  any  cemetery  association  in  which  the  remains  of  the 
deceased  soldier  or  soldiers  were  originally  interred,  or  the  au- 
thorities of  the  county  in  which  the  soldier  or  soldiers  were 
originally  buried,  may  oppose  the  granting  of  said  order  and  the 
judge  shall  summarily  hear  the  statement  of  the  parties  and  make 
such  order  as  the  justice  and  equity  of  the  application  shall  re- 
quire. Any  headstone  or  monument  which  marks  the  grave  of 
the  deceased  soldier  shall  be  removed  and  reset  at  the  grave  in 
the  cemetery  in  which  the  removal  is  permitted  to  be  made  and 
in  each  case  the  final  order  shall  provide  the  amount  of  the  ex- 
penses of  such  removals  and  reinterment  and  resetting  of  the  head- 
stone or  monument,  including  the  expenses  of  the  proceedings 
under  this  section ;  except  that  where  provision  is  otherwise  made 
for  the  purchase  or  erection  of  a  new  headstone,  monument  or 
marker  at  the  grave  in  the  cemetery  to  which  such  removal  is 
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permitted,  such  old  headstone  or  monument  need  not  be  so  re* 
moved  and  reset,  in  which  ease  such  final  order  ehall  not  provide 
for  the  expense  of  resetting.  The  order  shall  designate  the  person 
or  persons  having  charge  of  the  removals  and  reinterments.  Upon 
completion  of  the  removal,  reinterment  and  resetting  of  the  head- 
stones or  monuments,  the  person  or  persons  having  charge  of  the 
same  shall  make  a  verified  report  of  the  removal,  reinterment  and 
resetting  of  the  headstone  or  monument  and  file  the  report  in  the 
derk^s  oflBce  of  the  proper  county.  The  word  "  soldier  "  shall  be 
construed  to  mean  an  honorably  discharged  soldier,  sailor  or 
marine  who  served  in  the  army  or  navy  of  the  United  States,  and 
the  words  "  soldiers'  plot,"  shall  be  construed  to  mean  a  plot  of 
land  in  any  incorporated  cemetery  set  apart  to  be  exclusively 
used  as  a  place  for  interring  the  remains  of  deceased  veteran 
soldiers  of  the  United  States.

tion  shall  receive  students  to  the  number  of  one  each  year  from 
each  assembly  district  in  this  fitate,  to  be  selected  as  hereinafter 
provided,  and  shall  give  them  instruction  in  any  or  in  all  the 
prescribed  branches  of  study  in  any  department  of  said  institu- 
tion, free  of  any  tuition  fee  or  of  any  incidental  charges  to  be 
paid  to  said  university,  unless  such  incidental  charges  shall  have 
been  made  to  compensate  for  materials  consumed  by  said  students 
or  for  damages  needlessly  or  purposely  done  by  them  to  the  prop- 
erty of  said  university.  The  said  free  instruction  shall,  moreover, 
be  accorded  to  said  students  in  consideration  of  their  superior 
ability,  and  as  a  reward  for  superior  scholarship  in  the  academies 
and  public  schools  of  this  state.  Said  studenta  shall  be  selected 
as  the  l^islature  may  from  time  to  time  direct,  and  until  othei^ 
wise  ordered  as  follows : 

1.  A  competitive  examination,  under  the  direction  of  the  edu- 
cation department,  shall  be  held  at  the  county  court-house  in  each 
county  of  the  state,  upon  the  first  Saturday  in  June,  in  each  year, 
by  the  city  superintendents  and  the  school  commissioners  of  the 
county.

commissioner  of  education  shall  require. 

7.  In  certifying  the  qualifications  of  the  candidates,  preference 
shall  be  given,  where  other  qualifications  are  equal,  to  the  children 
of  those  who  have  died  in  the  military  or  naval  service  of  the 
United  States.

as  occasion  may  require,  to  have  a  corporate  seal  and  at  pleasure 
to  alter  and  change  the  same,  and  to  have  succession,  that  is,  this 
charter  shall  not  determine  nor  said  corporate  existence  cease 
except  by  act  of  legislature,  so  long  as  there  shall  be  one  hundred 
or  more  members  of  said  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic  in  good 
standing  under  its  rules,  residing  within  the  limits  of  the  state 
of  New  York,  who  shall  desire  the  continuance  of  the  same. 
§  2.  Theobjectsof  said  corporation  shall  be: 

1.  To  preserve  and  strengthen  those  kind  and  fraternal  feel- 
ings which  bind  together  the  soldiers,  sailors  and  marines  who 
united  to  suppress  the  late  rebellion,  and  to  perpetuate  the  memoiy 
and  history  of  those  who  died  that  the  nation  might  live. 

2.  To  assist  such  former  comrades  in  arms  who  may  need  help 
and  protection,  and  to  extend  needful  aid  to  the  widows  and 
orphans  of  our  deceased  comrades. 

3.  To  maintain  true  allegiance  to  the  United  States  of  America, 
based  upon  a  paramount  resipect  for,  and  fidelity  to,  the  national 
constitution  and  laws,  to  discountenance  whatever  tends  to  weaken 
loyalty,  incites  to  insurrection,  treason  or  rebellion,  or  in  any 
manner  impairs  the  efficiency  and  permanency  of  our  free  institu-  ( 
tions,  and  to  encourage  the  spread  of  universal  liberty,  equal  i 
rights  and  justice  to  all  men.  - 

§  3.  The  management  and  disposition  of  the  property  of  said        ^ 
corporation  shall  be  vested  in  a  board  of  fifteen  trustees,  to  be

cers who  are  members  of  such  department  as  he  or  his  successors 
may  appoint,  and  be  used  by  him  and  them  for  the  purpose  of

Such  records  shall  be 
accessible  at  all  times  under  suitable  rules  and  regulations  to 
members  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic  and  ovheiif  engaged 
in  collecting  historical  information.  The  commander  of  the 
Grand  Army  of  the  Republic  for  the  department  of  New  York 
shall  annually  report  to  the  legislature,  on  or  before  April  first, 
Buch  portions  of  the  transactions  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the 
Republic  as  he  deems  to  be  of  interest  to  that  organization  and  to 
the  people  of  the  state.

§  79.  Assessment  of  labor  for  the  removal  of  snow  —  The  town 
superintendent  of  a  town  in  which  the  obstructions  in  the  high- 
ways caused  by  snow  shall  be  removed  by  the  labor  of  persona 
and  corporations  liable  to  assessment  in  each  town  for  highway 
taxeS;  pursuant  to  the  last  preceding  section  shall  annually  on  or 
before  November  fifteenth  divide  the  town  into  a  convenient  num- 
ber of  highway  districts  and  file  a  description  thereof  in  the  office 
of  the  town  clerk,  and  before  such  date  shall  make  an  estimate 
giving  the  probable  number  of  days^  labor  needed  during  the 
following  year  for  the  removal  of  obstructions  caused  by  snow  in 
the  highways  and  for  the  prevention  of  such  obstructions  and  shall 
assess  one  day's  labor  upon  each  male  inhabitant  of  the  town 
above  the  age  of  twenty-one  years,  excepting  honorably  discharged 
eoldiers  and  sailors  who  lost  an  arm  or  a  leg  in  the  military  or 
naval  service  of  the  United  States,  or  who  are  unable  to  perform 
manual- labor,  by  reason  of  injuries  received  or  disabilities  in- 
curred in  such  service,  members  of  any  fire  company  formed  or 
created  pursuant  to  any  statute,  and  situated  within  such  town, 
persons  seventy  years  of  age  or  over,  clergymen  and  priesta  of 
every  denomination^  paupers,  idiots  and  lunatics.  The  balanee 
of  such  estimated  numiber  of  days  shall  be  apportioned  and  aa- 
aeaaed  upon  the  estate,  real  and  personal,  of  every  inhabitant  of 
the  town,  including  corporations  liable  to  taxation  therein,  as.  the 
same  shall  appear  by  the  last  assessment-roll  of  the  town,  and 
upon  each  parcel  or  tract  of  land  ovnied  by  the  nonresidents,  ex- 
cepting such  as  are  occupied  by  an  inhabitant  of  the  town,  which 
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shall  be  assessed  to  the  occupant.  The  assessment  of  labor  for 
personal  property  must  be  in  the  district  in  which  the  owner 
resides,  and  real  property  in  the  district  where  it  is  situated,  ex- 
cept that  the  assessment  of  labor  upon  the  property  of  corpora- 
tions may  be  in  any  district  or  districts  of  the  town,  and  such 
labor  may  be  worked  out  or  commuted  for  as  if  the  corporation

5.  Fbom  Taxation;  Real  Property  Boitght  With  Pension 

(Tax.) 

§  4.  Exemption  from  taxation  —  The  following  properly  shall 
be  exempt  from  taxation: 

5.  All  property  exempt  by  law  from  execution,  other  than  an 
-exempt  homestead.  But  real  property  purchased  with  the  pro- 
ceeds of  a  pension  granted  by  the  United  States  for  military  or 
naval  services,  and  owned  by  the  pensioner,  or  by  his  wife 
or  widow,  is  subject  to  taxation  as  herein  provided.  Sudi 
property  shall  be  assessed  in  the  same  manner  as  other  real  prop- 
erty in  the  tax  districts.  At  the  meeting  of  the  assessors  to  hear 
the  complaints  concerning  assessments,  a  verified  application  for 
the  exemption  of  such  real  property  from  taxation  may  be  pre- 
sented to  them  by  or  on  behalf  of  the  owner  thereof ^  which  applica- 
tion must  show  the  facts  on  which  the  exen^^tion  is  claimed,  in- 
cluding the  amount  of  pension  money  used  in  or  toward  the  pur- 
chase of  such  property.

§  60.  Trustees  —  The  property  heretofore  conveyed  to  the  state 
by  the  corporation  known  as  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic 
floldiers'  home  of  New  York,  and  all  property  heretofore  or  here- 
after acquired  by  the  state  for  the  same  purpose,  shall  continue  to 
be  known  as  the  "New  York  State  soldiers  and  sailors'  home,  and 
shall  continue  to  be  under  the  management  and  control  of  a  board 
of  trustees  consisting  of  twelve  members,  of  which  the  governor, 
attorney-general  and  the  commander  of  the  department  of  New 
York,  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic,  shall  be  ex  o^cio  members ; 
and  the  remaining  nine  members  shall  be  reputable  citizens  of  the 
state  appointed  by  the  governor,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  con- 
sent of  the  senate,  and  each  shall  hold  office  for  three  years.  No 
trustee  shall  receive  any  compensation  for  his  services  as  such 
trustee  or  otherwise,  except  the  trustee  elected  to  act  as  secretary 
who  may  receive  a  reasonable  annual  compensation  for  his  serv- 
ices, to  he  fixed  bj  the  board,  with  the  approval  of  the  comptroller, 
not  exceeding  the  sum  of  two  hundred  and  fifty  dollars.     The 
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board  shall  annually  elect  bj  ballot  a  president,  secretary^  treas- 
urer and  executive  committee,  but  the  offices  of  secretary  and 
treasurer  may  be  held  by  one  trustee  or  separately  as  the  board 
may  determine.  The  board  shall  be  known  as  the  board  of  trustees 
of  the  New  York  state  soldiers  and  sailors'  home. 

§  61.  Powers  of  trustees — The  board  of  trustees  shall  have 
possession  of  all  property  belonging  to  or  constituting  such  home 
and  may  complete  the  buildings  therein  already  commenced  or 
hereafter  to  be  erected,  and  keep  them  in  readiness  for  occupation 
with  any  funds  appropriated  therefor  or  that  may  come  into  their 
hands  for  such  purpose,  and  may  pay  any  existing  indebtedness  of 
i^nch  corporation  which  shall  be  or  mi^t  become  a  lien  upon  such 
property  or  any  part  thereof.  The  board  may  make  contracts  in 
its  name,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  comptroller,  for  work  and 
materials  for  the  completion  of  the  buildings  on  such  property, 
the  furnishing  thereof  and  of  supplies  for  use  and  consumptioD 
herein,  but  shall  spend  no  moiio>-  and  incur  no  indebtedness  for 
such  purpose  beyond  the  appropriation  previously  made  therefor 
by  the  legislature.  It  may  adopt  rules  and  regulations,  subject 
to  like  approval,  specifying  the  duties  of  the  officers  of  the  home, 
the  government  of  its  inmates,  fixing  the  terms  and  conditions  of 
admission  thereto  and  the  cause  and  m-anner  of  expulsion  there- 
from. The  board  may  require  and  take  in  its  name  any  security 
by  way  of  bond  or  otherwise  from  any  person  appointed  or  elected 
by  it,  for  the  faithful  performance  of  his  duties,  and  for  truly 
accounting  for  all  moneys  or  property  received  by  him  for  or  on 
account  of  the  boar'd  of  trustees  or  in  the  performance  of  such 
duties.  And  the  said  board  shall,  have  power  to  organize  and 
maintain  a  band,  the  same  to  be  paid  for  out  of  the  maintenance 
funds  of  the  home,  not  exceeding  six  thousand  dollars  per  annum.

§  64.  Admission  to  home  —  Every  honorably  discharged  sol- 
dier or  sailor  who  served  in  the  army  or  navy  of  the  ITnited  States 
during  the  late  rebellion,  the  Spanish-American  war  or  the  insur- 
rection in  the  Philippines,  who  enlisted  from  the  state  of  New 
York,  or  who  shall  have  been  a  resident  of  this  state  for  one  year 
preceding  his  application  for  admission,  and  who  shall  need  the 
aid  or  benefit  of  such  home  in  consequence  of  physical  disability 
or  other  cause  within  the  scope  of  the  regulations  of  the  board, 
shall  be  entitled  to  admission  thereto,  subject  to  the  conditions, 
limitations  and  penalties  prescribed  by  the  rules  and  r^ulations 
of  the  board,  provided  preference  of  admission  be  given  to  veterans 
of  the  civil  war  in  case  of  lack  of  accommodations.  The  board 
of  trustees  shall  require  an  applicant  for'  admission  to  such  home 
to  file  with  the  application  for  admission  his  own  affidavit  of  resi- 
dence and  such  affidavit  shall  be  received  as  prima  facie  evidence 
of  the  residence  of  such  applicant  in  any  action  or  proceeding 
against  the  county  of  his  residence,  in  which  the  residence  of  such 
applicant  shall  be  material,     (a.  L.  1912,  c.  190.) 

§  65.  Transfer  of  inmates  to  State  hospital — ^Any  soldier  or 
sailor  regularly  admitted  into  the  home  found  to  be  insane,  may 
be  transferred  by  an  order  of  the  president  and  secretary  of  the 
board  of  trustees  and  the  superintendent  of  the  home  to  any  state 
hospital  for  the  insane,  there  to  remain  at  the  expense  of  the  home 
until  legally  discharged,  and  such  expense  shall  be  paid  out  of  the 
maintenance  fund  of  the  home,  at  the  same  rate  as  is  charged  for 
the  support  of  the  county  insane.

It  shall  also  have  power  to  appoint 
sudh  other  subordinate  officers  as  may  be  necessary,  and  for  just 
cause  remove  any  or  all  of  them  from  office.  Under  proper  rules 
and  regulations  and  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  civil 
service  law  they  may  delegate  the  power  to  hire  and  discharge  sub- 
ordinate employees  to  the  superintendent.  (Renumbered  L.

§  257.  Record  —  The  board  of  managers  shall  keep  in  a  book 
provided  for  that  purpose  and  kept  in  the  institution,  a  fair  and 
full  record  of  the  doings  of  the  board,  which  shall  be  open  at  all 
times  to  the  inspection  of  its  members  and  such  other  persona  and 
officers  of  the  state  as  are  by  law  vested  with  the  powers  of  visita- 
tion and  inspection,  or  appointed  by  the  governor,  the  legislature 
or  other  competent  authority  to  make  an  inspection  or  investiga- 
tion of  the  institution.

standing  therein ;  and  may  file  in  the  office  of  the  secretary  of  state 
A  certificate  of  such  election^  signed  and  acknowledged  by  the  first 
three  elective  officers  of  such  lodge,  chapter,  commandery,  con- 
sistory, council,  temple,  post,  court,  tribe,  grotto  or  aerie,  stating 
the  time  and  place  of  such  election  and  that  the  same  was  regular, 
the  names  of  such  trustees,  and  the  term,  severally,  for  which 
they  are  elected  to  serve,  and  the  name  of  the  lodge,  chapter,  com- 
mandery, consistory,  council,  temple,  post,  court,  tribe,  grotto, 
aerie  or  camp,  for  which  they  are  elected,  (a.  L.  1909,  c.  240, 
§  4;  L.  1910,  c.  420.) 

§  3.  Powers  —  Such  trustees  may  take,  hold  and  convey  by 
and  under  the  direction  of  such  lodge,  chapter,  commandery,  con- 
sistory, council,  temple,  post,  aerie  or  camp,  all  the  temporalities 
.and  property  belonging  thereto,  whether  real  or  personal,  and 
whether  given,  granted  or  devised  directly  to  it  or  to  any  person 
or  persons  for  it,  or  in  trust  for  its  use  and  benefit,  and  may  sue 
for  and  recover,  hold  and  enjoy  all  the  debts,  demands,  rights  and 
privileges,  and  all  buildings  and  places  of  assemblage,  with  the 
appurtenances,  and  all  other  estate  and  property  belonging  to  it 
in  whatsoever  manner  the  same  may  have  been  acquired,  or  in 
whose  name  soever  the  same  may  be  held,  as  fully  as  if  the  right 
and  title  thereto  had  been  originally  vested  in  them ;  and  may  pur- 
chase and  hold  for  the  purpose  of  the  lodge,  chapter,  commandery, 
consistory,  council,  temple,  aerie,  post  or  camp,  other  real  and 
personal  property,  and  demise,  lease  and  improve  the  same.  They 
may  also  issue  their  bonds  or  other  evidences  of  indebtedness  in 
such  amounts  and  for  such  time  and  in  such  form  as  they  shall 
determine  for  the  exclusive  purpose  of  raising  money  to  pay  for 
any  real  estate  purchased  and  held  by  them,  and  for  the  improve- 
ment of  the  same,  as  hereinabove  provided,  and  may  mortgage 
such  real  estate  for  the  purpose  of  securing  the  bonds  or  other  evi- 
dences of  indebtedness  so  issued  by  them.  The  proceeds  of  such 
bonds  or  other  evidences  of  indebtedness  shall  be  applied  exclu- 
sively to  pay  for  such  real  estate  and  the  improvement  thereof. 
Every  such  lodge,  chapter,  commandery,  consistory,  council, 
temple,  post,  aerie  or  camp  may  make  rules  and  regulations,  not 
inconsistent  with  the  laws  of  this  state,  or  with  the  constitutioii 
or  general  rules  or  laws  of  the  grand  lodge  -or  other  govemiliig 
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body  to  which  it  is  subordinate^  for  managing  the  temporal  affairs 
thereof,  and  for  the  disposition  of  its  property  and  other  temporal 
concerns  and  revenue  belonging  to  it,  and  the  secretary  and  treas- 
urer thereof,  duly  elected  and  installed  according  to  its  constitu- 
tion and  general  regulations  and  law,  shall,  for  the  time  being, 
be  ex  officio  its  secretary  and  treasurer.  No  board  of  trustees  for 
any  lodge,  chapter,  commandery,  consistory,  council,  temple,  aerie, 
post  or  camp  filing  the  certificate  aforesaid,  shall  be  deemed 
to  be  dissolved  for  any  neglect  or  omission  to  elect  a  trustee 
annually,  or  fill  any  vacancy  or  vacancies  that  may  occur  or 
exist  at  any  time  in  said  board,  but  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for 
said  lodge,  chapter,  commandery,  consistory,  council,  temple, 
aerie,  post  or  camp  to  fill  such  vacancy  or  vacancies  at  any  regular 
communication  thereafter  to  be  held,  and  till  a  vacancy  arising 
from  the  expiration  of  the  term  of  office  of  a  trustee  is  filled,  as 
aforesaid,  he  shall  continue  to  hold  the  said  office  and  perform  the 
duties  thereof,     (a.  L.  1910,  c.  420.) 

§  4.  Terms  of  trustees  —  *  *  *  If  other  than  a  lodge  or 
chapter  of  Free  and  Accepted  Masons,  the  trustees  first  elected 
shall  be  divided  by  lot  by  the  officers  making  the  certificate  of 
election,  so  that  the  term  of  one  will  expire  in  one  year,  one  in 
two  years,  and  one  in  three  years  thereafter.  One  trustee  shall 
annually  thereafter  be  elected  by  such  lodge,  chapter,  commandery, 
consistory,  council,  temple  or  post,  by  ballot,  in  the  same  manner 
and  at  the  same  time  as  the  first  three  officers  thereof  severally  are 
or  shall  be  elected  according  to  its  constitution,  by-laws  and  regu- 
lations; and  a  certificate  of  such  election  under  the  hands  of 
such  officers  and  the  seal  of  the  lodge,  chapter,  commandery,  con- 
sistory, council,  temple  or  post,  if  it  has  any,  shall  be  made,  and 
shall  be  evidence  of  such  election  and  entitle  the  person  so  elected 
to  act  as  trustee.  If  any  trustee  dies,  resigns,  demits,  is  sus- 
pended or  expelled,  removes  from  the  state,  or  becomes  incapaci- 
tated for  performing  the  duties  of  his  office,  his  office  shall  be 
deemed  vacant.  Such  lodge,  chapter,  commandery,  consistory, 
council,  temple  or  post  may,  at  any  regular  communication,  con- 
vocation, encampment  or  other  regular  meeting,  by  whatever  name 
known,  fill  any  vacancy  in  the  office  of  trustee,  by  ballot,  which 
election  shall  be  certified  in  like  manner  and  with  like  effect  as 
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an  annaal  election,  and  the  person  so  elected  shall  hold  his  office 
during  the  unexpired  term  of  the  tmstee,  whose  place  he  was 
elected  to  fill. 

§  6.  Powers  of  trustees  —  Such  trustees  shall  have  the  care, 
management  and  control  of  all  the  temporalities  and  property  of 
the  lodge,  chapter,  oommandery,  consistory,  council,  temple  or  post, 
and  they  shall  not  sell,  convey,  mortgage  or  dispose  of  any  prop- 
erty except  by  and  under  its  direction,  duly  had  or  given  at  a 
regular  or  stated  communication,  convocation,  encampment  or 
meeting  thereof,  according  to  its  constitution  and  general  regula- 
tions. They  shall  at  all  times  obey  and  abide  by  the  directions, 
orders  and  resolutions  of  such  lodge,  chapter,  conmiandery,  con- 
sistory, council,  temple  or  post,  duly  passed  at  any  regular  or 
stated  commimication,  convocation,  encampment  or  meeting 
thereof  not  in  conflict  with  the  constitution  and  laws  of  this  state 
or  of  the  grand  body  to  which  it  shall  be  subordinate,  or  of  sucb 
lodge,  chapter,  commandery,  consistory,  council,  temple  or  post 

§  6.  Reorganization  —  Any  such  lodge,  chapter,  oommandery, 
consistory,  council,  temple  or  post  heretofore  incorporated  by  the 
laws  of  this  state,  or  thereby  heretofore  enabled  to  take  and  hold 
real  or  personal  property,  or  both,  may  surrender  its  act  of  in- 
corporation, charter  or  privilege  so  conferred  upon  it,  and  may 
become  enabled  to  take  and  hold  real  or  personal  property,  or  both, 
under  the  provisions  of  this  chapter,  on  making  and  filing  a  cer- 
tificate in  the  manner  specified  in  this  chapter,  and  stating  therein, 
in  addition  to  what  is  required  in  such  a  certificate,  the  surrender 
of  such  act  of  incorporation,  charter  or  privilege,  specifying  the 
same.  The  property  theretofore  held  and  possessed  by  it  shall 
be  fully  vested  in  its  trustees,  who  shall  have  all  the  rights,  powers 
and  privileges,  and  be  subject  to  all  the  provisions  of  this  chapter. 

§  7.  Joint  corporations  —  Any  *  ♦  *  post  of  the  Grand 
Army  of  the  Bepublic  chartered  and  installed  according  to  the 
regulations  of  that  organization;  ♦  ♦  ♦  may  unite  in  form- 
ing a  corporation  for  the  purpose  of  acquiring,  constructing^  main- 
taining and  managing  a  hall,  temple  or  other  building,  or  a  home 
for  the  aged  and  indigent  members  of  such  order  and  their  de- 
pendent widows  and  orphans,  and  of  creating,  collecting,  and  main- 
taining a  library  for  the  use  of  the  bodies  uniting  to  form  such 
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corporation.  Each  body  hereafter  uniting  to  form  such  corpora- 
tion shall  at  a  regular  meeting  thereof,  held  in  accordance  with  its 
constitution  and  general  rules  and  regulations  or  by-laws,  elect  a 
member  thereof  for  a  term  of  one,  two  or  three  years,  as  the 
rules,  regulations  and  by-laws  of  the  body  may  prescribe,  to  rep- 
resent it  in  such  corporation. 

If  the  bodice  uniting  to  form  such  corporation  do  not  exceed  thirty 
in  number,  then  each  representative  so  elected  shall  be  a  trustee  of 
said  corporation,  and  shall  make  and  file  in  the  office  of  the  clerk 
of  the  county  where  such  building  is,  or  is  to  be  located,  a  certifi- 
cate of  such  election  signed  and  acknowledged  by  the  highest  two 
officers  of  the  body  electing  him,  stating  the  time  and  place  of  the 
election,  its  regularity,  the  name  of  the  trustee,  and  the  name  of 
the  body  from  which  he  was  elected.  If  the  bodies  uniting  to 
form  such  corporation  shall  exceed  thirty  in  number  then  the 
representatives  elected  as  hereinbefore  provided,  shall  assemble 
Annually  at  a  time  and  place  fixed  by  the  constitution,  by-laws, 
rules  and  regulations  of  the  corporation,  and  shall  elect  from 
amongst  themselves  a  president,  vice-president,  secretary  and  treas- 
urer, each  of  whom  shall  be  ex  officio  trustees  of  the  corporation, 
and  not  less  than  nine  or  more  than  twenty-four  other  trustees.  In 
case  only  two  bodies  unite  to  form  such  corporation,  the  number 
of  trustees  to  be  elected  from  each  body  shall  not  be  less  than  one 
or  more  than  three,  who  shall  be  elected  in  the  manner  above  pre- 
scribed and  whose  certificate  of  election  shall  be  made  and  filed  in 
the  manner  above  prescribed. 

The  trustees  so  elected  shall  make,  acknowledge  and  file  with 
the  secretary  of  state  a  certificate  stating  the  name  of  the  corpo- 
ration to  be  formed,  its  purposes  and  objects,  the  names  and  places 
of  residence  of  the  trustees,  the  names  of  the  bodies  which  they 
respectively  represent,  the  names  of  the  bodies  uniting  to  form  the 
corpooration  and  their  location,  and  the  name  of  the  town,  village 
or  city  and  the  county  where  such  building  is,  or  is  to  be  located ; 
and  thereupon  the  several  bodies  so  uniting  shall  be  a  corporation 
for  the  purposes  specified  in  such  certificate,    (a.  L.  1915,  c.  492.) 

§  8.  Trustees  —  The  persons  executing  such  certificate  and 
named  therein,  shall  be  the  board  of  trustees  of  such  corporation. 
If  but  two  bodies  unite  to  form  such  corporation,  its  by-laws  may

prescribe  the  terms  of  office  of  the  trustees.  If  more  than  two 
bodies  so  unite^  the  trustees  shall  divide  themselves  by  lot  into 
three  classes,  not  including,  however,  the  president,  vice-president, 
secretary  and  treasurer,  if  such  officers  shall  have  been  elected  as 
pro\ided  in  section  seven  hereof,  who  shall  be  one  year  trustees, 
so  that  the  term  of  office  of  the  first  class  shall  expire  in  one  year; 
the  term  oi  office  of  the  second  class,  in  two  years;  and  the  term 
of  office  of  the  third  class,  in  tliree  years,  provided,  however,  that 
no  trustee  shall  continue  as  such  after  he  has  ceased  to  be  a 
representative. 

On  a  vacancy  occurring  in  the  office  of  a  trustee  of  such 
corporation,  the  body  which  he  represented  shall  fill  such 
vacancy,  provided  the  bodies  uniting  to  form  such  corporation  do 
not  exceed  thirty  in  number,  and  the  person  so  chosen  shall  bold 
office  for  three  years,  if  chosen  on  the  expiration  of  the  term  of 
his  predecessor,  and  otherwise,  until  the  expiration  of  the  original 
term. 

But  if  the  bodies  uniting  to  form  such  corporation  exceed 
thirty  in  number,  then  any  vacancy  occurring  by  reason  of  Ae 
expiration  of  a  term  or  by  failure  of  any  trustee  to  be  re-elected 
as  a  representative,  shall  be  filled  for  three  years  or  for  the  balance 
of  the  unexpired  term  as  the  case  may  be,  by  the  representatives 
in  annual  session;  and  any  vacancy  occurring  otherwise  than  as 
above  specified,  shall  be  filled  until  the  next  annual  meeting  of 
the  representatives  by  the  body  that  has  lost  representation  by 
reason  of  the  vacancy,  when  it  shall  be  filled  by  said  representa- 
tives for  the  remainder  of  the  unexpired  term.  If  the  bodies 
uniting  to  form  such  corporation  exceed  thirty  in  number,  then 
the  representatives,  but  if  less  than  thirty  in  number  then  the 
board  of  trustees,  may  admit  or  prescribe  rules  and  regulations 
for  the  admission  as  members  of  such  corporation  of  other  bodies 
chartered  or  instituted  by  the  same  general  governing  body  as  any 
of  the  bodies  named  in  such  certificate,  or  by  any  superior  or 
higher  jurisdiction  or  governing  body  of  the  order  to  which  any 
of  such  bodies  belong,  and  may  prescribe  rules  and  regulations 
for  the  withdrawal,  expulsion  or  suspension  of  any  body  or  bodies 
having  membership  in  such  corporation  when  the  representatives 
of  such  corporation  exceed  thirty  in  number. 
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■ 

Where  the  bodies  uniting  to  form  such  corporation  do  not  exceed 
thirty  in  number,  the  board  of  trustees  shall  fix  the  term  of  office 
of  such  trustees  elected  to  represent  new  members  of  sudh  cor- 
poration at  one,  two  or  three  years,  and  shall  so  apportion  such 
new  trustees  that  as  nearly  as  possible  the  terms  of  office  of  one- 
third  of  the  trustees  of  such  corporation  shall  expire  annually.

Every  corporation  formed  under  this  chapter  must  file 
annually  immediately  after  its  annual  meeting,  in  the  clerk's 
office  of  the  county  where  such  building  is  or  is  to  be  located,  a 
certificate  giving  the  names  and  addresses  of  the  principal  officers 
of  the  corporation  and  the  names  and  addresses  of  the  members 
of  the  board  of  trustees,  and  the  names  and  location  of  all  bodies 
admitted  to  or  withdrawn  or  expelled  from  membership  since  the 
filing  of  the  last  preceding  certificate. 

§  9.  Powers  of  joint  corporations  —  Such  corporation  may  ao- 
quire  real  property  in  the  town,  village  or  city  in  which  such  hall, 
home,  temple  or  building  is  or  is  to  be  located,  and  erect  such  build- 
ing or  buildings  thereupon  for  the  uses  and  purposes  of  the  corpora- 
tion, as  the  trustees  may  deem  necessary,  or  repair,  rebuild  or  re- 
construct any  building  or  buildings  that  may  be  thereupon  and  fur- 
nish and  complete  such  rooms  therein  as  may  appear  necessary  for 
the  use  of  such  bodies  or  for  any  other  purpose  for  which  the  corpo- 
ration is  formed ;  and  may  rent  to  other  persons  any  portion  of  such 
building  or  real  property  for  business  or  other  purposes.  Until  such 
real  property  shall  be  acquired  or  such  building  erected  or  made 
ready  for  use,  the  corporation  may  rent  and  sublet  such  rooma 
or  apartments  in  such  town,  village  or  city  as  may  be  suitable  or 
convenient  for  the  use  of  the  bodies  mentioned  in  such  certificate, 
or  of  such  other  bodies  as  may  desire  to  use  them,  and  the  board 
of  trustees  may  determine  the  terms  and  conditions  on  which  rooms 
and  apartments  in  such  building  or  buildings,  when  erected,  or 
which  may  be  leased,  shall  be  used  and  occupied.  Before  such  cor- 
poration composed  of  not  more  than  thirty  bodies  shall  purchase  or 
sell  any  real  property,  or  erect  or  repair  any  building  or  build- 
ings thereupon,  and  before  it  shall  purchase  any  building  or  part 
of  a  building  for  the  use  of  a  corporation,  it  shall  submit  to  the 
bodies  constituting  the  corporation,  the  proposition  to  make  suctf 
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sale  or  purchase,  or  to  erect  or  repair  any  such  building  or  build- 
ings, or  to  rent  any  building  or  part  thereof,  for  the  use  of  the 
corporation ;  and  unless  such  proposition  receives  the  approval  of 
two-thirds  of  the  bodies  constituting  the  corporation,  such  propo- 
sition shall  not  be  carried  into  effect.  The  evidence  of  the  ap- 
proval of  such  proposition  by  any  such  body  shall  be  a  certificate 
to  that  effect  signed  by  the  presiding  officer  and  secretary  of  the 
body,  or  the  officers  discharging  duties  corresponding  to  those  of 
the  presiding  officer  and  secretary,  under  the  seal  of  such  body. 
But  where  land  is  purchased  for  the  purpose  of  erecting  a  hall, 
home  or  temple  thereon,  the  buildings  upon  such  land  at  the  time 
of  such  purchase  may  be  sold  by  the  trustees  without  such  consent 
The  powers  of  the  board  of  trustees  of  every  corporation  created 
hereunder  and  composed  of  more  than  thirty  bodies,  respecting 
sales,  purchases  and  repairs,  shall  be  fixed  by  the  by-laws  adopted 
by  the  representatives  of  the  various  bodies  composing  such  cor- 
poration, or  shall  be  determined  by  such  representativeB  when 
assembled  in  annual  session.  Every  corporation  created  hereunder 
shall  have  power  to  enforce,  at  law  or  in  equity,  any  legal  contract 
which  it  may  make  with  any  of  the  bodies  composing  it  respecting 
the  care  and  maintenance  of  members  or  other  dependents  of  such 
body,  the  same  as  if  such  body  or  bodies  were  not  members  of  the 
corporation.  Any  corporation  created  hereunder  shall  have  power 
to  take  and  hold  real  and  personal  estate  by  purchase,  gift,  devise 
or  bequest  subject  to  the  provisions  of  law  relating  to  devises  and 
bequests  by  last  will  and  testament  or  otherwise,  (a.  L.  1913, 
c.  11.) 

§  10.  Mortgaging  property  —  If  the  funds  of  the  corporation 
shall  not  be  sufficient  to  pay  for  any  real  property  purchased  by 
the  board  of  trustees  in  pursuance  of  law,  or  for  the  construction, 
repair  or  rebuilding  of  a  suitable  building  or  buildings,  and  the 
finishing  or  furnishing  of  apartments  therefor,  the  corporation 
may  issue  its  bonds  bearing  interest,  semi-annually,  for  such 
additional  sum  as  may  be  required  therefor,  and  may  execute  to 
any  such  trustee  or  trustees,  as  the  board  may  select,  a  nkortgage 
upon  its  real  property  as  security  for  the  payment  of  such  bonds. 
The  proceeds  of  such  bonds  shall  be  applied  to  the  payment  of 
debts  of  the  corporation  incurred  by  the  purchase  of  such  real

property,  or  the  construction  and  repair  of  a  building  or  buildings 
thereupon  or  the  finishing  or  furnishing  of  apartments  therein. 
Any  of  the  bodies  specified  in  section  seven  may  invest  its  funds 
in  the  bonds  authorized  by  this  section  to  be  issued.  Such  corpo- 
ration shall  have  authority  also  to  borrow  of  any  person  or  corpora- 
tion such  sum  as  in  the  judgment  of  its  board  of  trustees  may  be 
required  to  pay  the  cost  of  the  construction,  repair,  rebuilding  or 
reconstruction  of  any  such  building  or  buildings,  and  the  finishing 
or  furnishing  of  apartments  therein,  and  to  secure  the  paym^it  of 
any  moneys  so  borrowed,  and  to  execute  and  deliver  its  bond  for 
the  sum  so  borrowed,  and  to  secure  the  payment  of  the  same  by 
mortgage  upon  its  real  property  as  collateral  thereto,  (a.

§^11.  Reincorporation  of  joint  corporations  —  A  corporation 
heretofore  organized,  the  members  whereof  represent  lodges  or 
bodies  in  any  of  the  benevolent  or  fraternal  orders  mentioned  or 
described  in  section  seven  hereof,  may  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  all 
its  members  present  and  voting  at  a  regular  or  regularly  called 
meeting  thereof,  proceed  to  reincorporate  under  this  chapter  with 
the  same  name  and  for  the  same  purposes  for  which  it  was  origi- 
nally organized.  In  thus  proceeding  to  reincorporate,  the  board 
of  trustees  or  directors  may  be  increased  or  diminished  within  the 
limits  prescribed  by  section  seven  hereof,  but  any  decrease  in  such 
membership  shall  not  take  effect  so  as  to  affect  the  term  of  office 
of  any  trustee  or  director  of  the  old  corporation.

Such 
reorganization  shall  not  effect  a  dissolution  of  the  corporation,  but 
shall  be  deemed  a  continuation  of  its  corporate  existence  without 
affecting  its  property  rights,  or  its  liabilities,  or  the  liabilities  of 
its  members  or  officers  as  such ;  but  thereafter  it  shall  have  only 
such  other  rights,  powers  and  privileges  and  be  subject  only  to 
such  other  duties  and  liabilities  as  a  corporation  created  for  the 
same  purpose  under  this  chapter.

ARTICLE  6 
Veteran  Soldiers'  and  Sailors'  Associations 

§  160.  Certificate  of  .incorporation  —  Twenty-five  or  more  hon- 
oiably  discharged  soldiers  or  sailors  of  the  Union  army  or  navy, 
or  the  male  descendants  of  such  soldiers  or  sailors^  may  become  a 
corporation  for  social,  literary,  patriotic,  charitable  and  historical 
purposes,  by  making,  acknowledging  and  filing  a  certificate  stating 
the  particular  object  for  which  the  corporation  is  to  be  created; 
the  name  of  the  proposed  corporation;  the  town,  village  or  city 
in  which  its  principal  ofHce  is  to  be  located ;  the  names  of  fifteen 
persons  to  be  its  directors  until  the  first  annual  meeting,  and  the 
times  for  holding  its  annual  meetings. 

Such  certificate  shall  not  be  filed  without  the  approval,  ii^Jorsed 
thereupon  or  annexed  thereto,  of  a  justice  of  the  supreme  court 

On  filing  such  certificate,  in  pursuance  of  law,  the  signers 
thereof,  their  associates  and  successors  shall  be  a  corporation  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  of  such  certificate;  but  no  person 
shall  be  eligible  to  membership  of  such  corporation  unless  he 
have  the  same  qualifications  as  the  persons  authorized  to  sign  the 
certificate  of  incorporation  thereof. 

§  1(51.  Shares  —  The  by-laws  of  such  a  corporation  may  pro- 
vide that  the  property  of  the  corporation  shall  be  divided  into 
transferable  shares  of  one  hundred  dollars  each,  entitling  the 
holder  thereof  to  one  vote  for  each  share,  at  all  meetings  of  the 
corporation.  Each  shareholder  shall  be  liable  to  the  amount  un- 
paid on  the  shares  held  by  him,  for  the  debts  and  liabilities  of 
the  corporation;  but  shall  not  be  entitled  to  receive  any  interest 
or  dividends  thereon.  Such  a  corporation  shall  be  a  membership 
corporation  and  not  a  stock  corporation. 

§  162.  Property  —  All  sums  over  the  necessary  expenses  of 
such  corporation  and  over  and  above  the  amount  necessary  to  dis- 
charge the  principal  and  interest  on  any  mortgage  or  bond  issued 
by  it  shall  be  held  by  the  directors  as  a  fund  for  the  purchase  of 
memorials,  preservation  of  relics  and  historical  evidences  and 
trophies,  and  for  charity  to  Union  veterans,  their  families  or  de- 
soendants.

ARTICLE  11 

SoiJ)iERs'  Monument  Corporations 

§  170.  Certificate  of  incorporation  —  Three  or  more  persons 
may  become  a  corporation  for  the  purpose  of  erecting  a  monu- 
ment, monuments  or  memorial,  including  a  memorial  hall  or 
building,  to  perpetuate  the  memory  of  the  soldiers  and  sailors  who 
served  in  the  defense  of  the  Union  in  tho  war  of  the  rebellion,  or 
lu  the  army  or  navy  of  the  United  States  in  the  late  war  with 
•?pain,  or  of  the  army  or  navy  of  the  United  States  in  any  war  in 
I'hich  the  government  of  the  United  States  has  been  engaged,  in- 
ludiug  the  American  revolution  on  the  side  of  the  Colonies;  such 
iiionument  or  memorial  alike  to  perpetuate  the  memory  of  those 
soldiers  and  sailors,  who,  since  rendering  such  military  or  naval 
service  have  become  resident  of  and  die  in  the  town,  city  or  county 
!u  which  such  monumeut  or  memorial  is  erected;  by  making, 
Hcknowledging  and  filing  a  certificate,  stating  the  particular  object 
for  which  the  corporation  is  to  be  created ;  the  name  of  the  pro- 
posed corporation;  the  number  of  its  directors,  not  less  than  six 
nor  more  than  twelve ;  the  names  and  places  of  residence  of  the 
persons  to  be  directors  until  the  first  annual  meeting,  and  the 
time  for  holding  its  annual  meetings.  Such  certificate  shall  not 
le  filed  without  the  approval,  indorsed  thereupon  or  annexed 
tberefo,  of  a  justice  of  the  supreme  court.  On  filing  such  certifi- 
cate, in  pursuance  of  law,  the  signers  thereof,  their  associates  and 
successors  shall  be  a  corporation  in  accordance  with  the  provisions 
of  such  certificate. 

§  171.  Property;  erection  of  monuments  —  Such  a  corporation 
may  acquire  and  hold,  within  the  coimty  in  which  its  certificate 
of  incorporation  is  recorded,  not  more  than  five  acres  of  land  to  be 
used  exclusively  for  the  erection  of  a  suitable  monument  or  monu- 
ments or  other  memorial  to  perpetuate  the  memory  of  the  soldiers 
and  sailors  who  served  in  defeusc*  of  the  Union  in  the  war  of  the 
rebellion,  or  who  served  in  the  army  or  navy  of  the  United  States 
in  the  late  war  with  Spain,  or  in  the  army  or  navy  of  the  United 
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States  ill  any  war  in  which  the  government  of  the  United  States  has 
been  engaged,  including  the  American  revolution  on  the  side  of  ^ 
Colonies;  such  monument  or  memorial  alike  to  perpetuate  the 
memory  of  those  soldiers  and  sailors  who,  since  rendering  such 
military  or  naval  service,  have  become  resident  of  and  die  in  the 
town,  city  or  county  in  which  such  monument  or  memorial  is 
erected.     Such  a  corporation  may  erect  any  such  monument^ 
monuments  or  memorial  upon  any  public  street^  square  or  ground 
of  any  town^city  or  village,  with  the  consent  of  the  proper  officers 
thereof,  or  may  purchase  or  accept  the  donation  of  land  suitable 
for  that  purpose;  and  may  take  and  hold  the  property  given, 
devised  or  bequeathed  to  it  in  trust,  to  apply  the  same  or  the 
income  or  proceeds  thereof  for  the  erection,  improvement,  embel- 
lishment, preservation,  repair  or  renewal  of  such  monument,  monu- 
ments or  memorial,  or  of  any  structure,  fences  or  walks  upon  its 
lands,  or  for  planting  or  cultivating  trees,  shrubs,  flowers  and 
plants,  in  and  around  or  upon  its  lands,  or  for  improving  or  em- 
bellishing the  same  in  any  manner  consistent  with  the  design  and 
purposes  of  the  association,  according  to  the  terms  of  such  grant, 
devise  or  bequest     It  may  take  by  gift  or  purchase  any  lots  or 
lands  in  any  cemetery  within  such  county  to  be  used  and  occupied 
exclusively  for  the  burial  of  honorably  discharged '  soldiers  and 
sailors  who  served  in  either  of  such  wars,  and  for  the  erection  of 
suitable  monuments  or  memorials  therein.     A  town  clerk  or  the 
board  of  trustees  of  a  village  shall,  upon  the  petition  of  twenty-five 
resident  taxpayers,  submit  to  a  biennial  town  meeting  or  village 
election,  as  the  case  may  be,  a  proposition  to  raise  by  taxation  a 
sum  stated  therein,  not  exceeding  five  hundred  dollars  in  any  one 
year,  for  the  purpose  of  erecting  such  a  monument,  or  contributing 
to  the  expense  of  such  a  monument,  erected  by  a  corporation  under 
this  section,  or  for  repairing  or  improving  the  same  and   the 
grounds  thereof;  and  such  tax  shall  be  levied  in  the  manner  pre- 
scribed by  law  for  levying  general  taxes  in  such  town  or  viUage, 
and  when  raised  shall  be  applied  to  the  purposes  specified  in  such 
proposition. 

The  property  of  any  corporation  formed  pursuant  to  laws  of 
eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-six,  chapter  two  hundred  and  seventy- 
three,  as  amended  by  laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and  eighty-^i^t, 
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chapter  two  hundred  and  ninety-nine,  shall  be  exempt  from  levy 
and  sale  on  execution,  and  from  all  public  taxes,  rates  and  assess- 
ments,  and  no  street,  road,  avenue  or  thoroughfare  shall  be  laid 
through  the  lands  of  such  association  held  for  the  purposes  afore- 
said without  the  consent  of  the  trustees  of  such  corporation,  except 
by  special  permission  of  the  legislature  of  the  state. 

§  172.  Improvement  taxes  —  A  tax  may  be  levied  and  collected 
on  the  taxable  property  in  a  town,  village  or  city  in  which  such 
monument,  monuments  or  other  memorial  may  be  erected,  for  the 
purpose  of  repairing  or  improving  the  same  and  the  grounds 
thereof;  and  such  tax  shall  be  levied  in  the  manner  prescribed  by 
law  for  levying  general  taxes  in  such  town,  village  or  city. 

§  173.  Transfers  of  moneys  from  unincorporated  association  to 
incorporated  association  in  same  place  —  Any  unincorporated 
association  which  shall  have  been  organized  solely  for  the  purpose 
of  raising  funds  to  be  devoted  to  the  erection  of  a  monument  or 
memorial  to  perpetuate  the  memory  of  the  soldiers  and  sailors 
who  served  in  the  defense  of  the  Union  in  the  late  war  may,  by  a 
majority  vote  of  all  its  members  who  shall  be  present  and  voting 
at  a  meeting  thereof,  called  as  in  this  section  provided,  transfer 
to  and  vest  in  any  incorporated  association  which  shall  have  been 
organized  under  a  general  statute,  or  under  the  foregoing  sections 
of  this  article  for  the  sole  purpose  of  erecting  a  like  monument  or 
memorial  in  the  same  town  or  village  where  such  unincorporated 
association  is  located,  any  or  all  money  which  it  shall  have  accumn- 
lated  for  such  object,  except  as  hereinafter  provided,  provided  that 
such  transfer  does  not  conflict  with  any  provision  of  the  constitu- 
tion or  by-laws  of  such  association,  and  that  it  shall  be  made  and 
the  money  so  transferred  shall  be  accepted  by  such  incorporated 
association  in  trust  to  apply  the  same,  or  the  income  thereof,  ex- 
clusively for  the  purposes  mentioned  in  section  one  hundred  and 
seventy-one  of  this  article.  Any  member  of  such  unincorporated 
association  who  shall  have  contributed  individually  to  the  fund 
so  raised,  and  paid  such  contribution  into  the  treasury  of  such 
association,  the  same  appearing  upon  the  books  of  the  treasurer, 
shall  be  entitled  to  demand  and  receive  the  amount  of  such  con- 
tribution from  the  treasurer  of  such  association,  in  case  such 
transfer  shall  be  made  and  before  the  same  shall  be  consummated^ 
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upon  filing  with  the  president  or  secretary  of  such  unincorporated 
association  his  or  her  affidavit  to  the  effect  that  he  or  she  has  not 
approved  of  such  transfer  by  vote  or  otherwise.  No  vote  upon  the 
question  of  transferring  the  funds  of  such  unincorporated  asso- 
ciation &s  hereinbefore  provided  for  shall  be  had  or  taken  except 
at  a  meeting  of  such  asociation  especially  called  for  that  pur- 
pose by  the  president  or  secretary  or  other  managing  officer  thereof, 
upon  notice  given  at  least  ten  days  before  the  time  fixed  for  such 
meeting,  personally  or  by  mail  to  each  member  of  such  association 
whose  residence  or  post-office  address  is  known,  which  notice  shall 
state  the  subject  of  the  meeting  to  be  the  consideration  of  making 
such  transfer  pursuant  to  this  section.

§  24.  Holiday  and  half-holiday  —  The  term  holiday  includes 
the  following  days  in  each  year:  The  first  day  of  January  known 
as  New  Year's  day ;  the  twelfth  day  of  Fehniary,  known  as  Lin- 
coln's birthday;  the  twenty-second  of  February,  known  as  Wash- 
ington's birthday;  the  thirtieth  day  of  May,  known  as  Memorial 
day;  the  fourth  day  of  July,  known  as  Independence  day;  the 
first  Monday  of  September,  known  as  Labor  day ;  the  twelfth  day 
of  October,  known  as  Columbus  day,  and  the  twenty-fifth  day  of 
December,  known  as  Christmas  day;  and  if  either  of  such  days 
is  Sunday,  the  next  day  thereafter ;  each  gieneral  election  day  and 
each  day  appointed  by  the  president  of  the  United  States  op  by 
the  governor  of  this  state  as  a  day  of  general  thanksgiving,  gen- 
eral fasting  and  prayer  or  other  general  religious  observances. 
The  term  half-holiday  includes  the  period  from  noon  to  midnight 
of  each  Saturday  which  is  not  a  holiday,     (a.  L.  1909,  c.  112.)

%  63.  Leave  of  absence  for  veterans  on  Memorial  day  —  It  shall 
be  the  duty  of  the  head  of  every  public  department  and  of  every 
court  of  the  state  of  New  York,  of  every  superintendent  or  fore- 
man on  the  public  works  of  said  state,  of  the  county  officers  of 
the  several  counties  of  said  state,  and  of  the  head  of  every  depart- 
ment, bureau  and  office  in  the  government  of  the  various  cities  and 
villages  in  this  state,  to  give  leave  of  absence  with  pay  for  the 
twenty-four  hours  of  the  thirtieth  day  of  May,  or  such  other  day

§  186).  Appropriaiion  by  town  hoard  for  Memorial  day  —  It 
shall  be  lawful  for  the  town  boards  of  any  town  in  this  state  at 
any  regular  or  special  meeting  to  vote  any  sum  of  money  not 
exceeding  fifty  dollars  in  any  year,  or  in  towns  of  over  five  thou- 
sand inhabitants  according  to  the  last  preceding  state  enumera- 
tion, in  which  are  maintained  two  or  more  "posta  of  the  Ghrand 
Army  of  the  Bepublic,  a  sum  not  exceeding  one  hundred  dollars

Additional  appropriations  for  Memorial  day  upon 
the  adoption  of  a  proposition  therefor  —  Upon  the  adoption  of  a 
proposition  therefor,  by  the  qualified  electors  of  the  town  entitled 
to  vote  thereon,  as  hereinafter  provided,  the  town  board  of  any 
town  may  appropriate  from  town  fimds  a  sum  not  exceeding  the 
amount  which  it  is  authorized  by  the  provisions  of  this  section  to 
raise  by  tax  for  the  purpose  of  defraying  the  expenses  of  the 
proper  obserx^ance  of  Memorial  or  Decoration  day,  in  addition  to 
any  moneys  which  such  town  board  is  authorized  to  provide  for  by 
section  one  hundred  and  thirty-six  of  this  chapter.  A  proposition 
directing  the  appropriation  of  town  moneys  for  the  additional  ex-

The  board  of  supervisors  may  l^alize  the  vote  of 
any  town  for  such  purpose,  and  after  such  vote  they  may  raise  or 
authorize  the  specified  sum  or  sums  of  money  to  be  raised  for 
auch  purpose  in  any  of  the  modes  provided  for  by  law  for  raising 
money  for  towns.  All  moneys  expended  by  any  town  for  the 
purposes  authorized  by  this  section  shall  be  expended  under  the 
direction  of  the  supervisor,  town  clerk  and  justices  of  the  peace 
of  such  town  or  a  majority  of  them  or  by  a  commissioner  or  com- 
missioners for  that  purpose  appointed  by  such  town  officers  or  by 
a  majority  of  them.  But  nothing  in  this  section  shall  affect  the 
right  of  the  electors  to  vote  on  a  proposition  heretofore  directed 
to  be  submitted  by  a  board  of  supervisors,  or  the  power  of  a  board 
of  supervisors  to  carry  into  effect  the  vote  upon  such  proposition.

iSection  1.  The  board  of  supervisors  of  Jefferson  county  shall 
submit  to  the  electors  thereof  at  the  general  election  to  be  held  in 
such  county  on  the  fourth  day  of  November,  nineteen  hundred 
and  thirteen,  a  proposition  to  authorize  the  board  of  supervisors 
of  such  county  to  expend  not  more  than  one  hundred  thousand 
dollars  in  acquiring  a  site  in  the  city  of  Watertown,  and  erecting 
thereon  a  soldiers  and  sailors'  memorial  hall.  If  for  any  reason 
such  submission  shall  not  be  made  at  the  general  election  to  be 
held  on  the  fourth  day  of  November,  nineteen  hundred  and  thir- 
teen, it  shall  be  made  at  the  next  general  election  thereof,  to  be 
held  in  said  county.

If  a  majority  of  the  votes  upon 
such  proposition  shall  be  in  the  aflSrmative,  the  board  of  super- 
visors of  such  county  may  acquire  a  site  for  such  memorial  hall 
in  the  city  of  Watertown  and  may  cause  to  be  erected  thereon  a 
soldiers  and  sailors'  memorial  hall  at  an  expense  not  exceeding  in 
the  aggregate  for  the  acquisition  of  the  site  and  the  construction 
and  equipment  of  the  building  one  hundred  thousand  dollars.

tionary war  as  was  carried  on  previous  to  the  signing  and  pro- 
mulgation of  the  Declaration  of  Independence  by  the  continental 
congress,  and  such  purposes  shall  be  properly  indicated  by  tablet. 
or  otherwise.  The  soldiers  and  sailors'  memorial  hall  and  his- 
torical association  of  Jefferson  county  shall  have  the  management 
of  such  memorial  hall,  and  shall  authorize  the  use  thereof  for 
military  drills  by  a  camp  or  camps  of  the  Sons  of  Veterans  of 
such  county ;  and  as  a  headquarters  and  place  of  meeting  of  such 
Sons  of  Veterans  and  any  auxiliary  society  of  such  Sons  of 
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Veterans ;  and  as  a  place  of  meeting  by  the  Historical  Society  of 
JefiFerson  county;  and  as  a  place  for  the  proper  displaying  and 
storing  of  such  property  in  the  way  of  relics  as  belongs  to  the 
said  Historical  (Society  and  such  as  may  hereafter  be  donated  to 
it  for  preservation  and  for  safekeeping.  Conveniences  for  such 
purposes  will  be  provided  for  in  said  building.  It  shall  also  be 
used  as  a  place  of  meeting  for  the  LeRay  de  Chaumont  Chapter 
of  the  Daughters  of  the  American  Hevolution;  as  a  place  of 
meeting  for  the  Julia  Dent  Grant  Circle  of  the  G.  A.  R.,  for  a 
place  of  meeting  of  the  Northern  Frontier  Chapter  of  the 
Daughters  of  the  War  of  1812;  as  a  place  of  meeting  for  Joe 
Spratt  Post,  No.  323,  G.  A.  R. ;  for  a  place  of  meeting  for  the 
Relief  Corps  Auxiliary  to  said  post;  and  for  the  storage  and 
preservation  of  such  personal  property  owned  by  these  organiza- 
tions as  they  may  have  in  their  possession,  respectively.  The 
said  hall  when  completed  and  so  erected  to  be  used  so  far  as  may 
be  for  meetings  for  the  assemblage  of  the  people  at  different  times 
to  promote  patriotic  objects,  but  not  to  be  used  to  the  exclusion  of 
tlie  proper  use  of  the  societies  whose  names  are  given  herein. 
Rules  and  regulations  for  the  occupancy  of  said  building  not  in- 
consistent with  the  purposes  of  this  act  may  be  made  from  time 
to  time  by  the  board  of  supervisors  of  Jefferson  county.

Laws  shall  be 
made  to  provide  for  the  enforcement  of  this  section.

§  21.  Preferences  allowed  honorably  discharged  soldiers, 
sailors  and  marines  —  In  every  public  department  and  upon  all 
public  works  of  the  state  of  New  York  and  of  the  cities,  counti^, 
towns  and  villages  thereof,  honorably  discharged  soldiers,  sailors 
and  marines  from  the  army  and  navy  of  the  United  States  in  the 
late  civil  war  who  are  citizens  and  residents  of  this  state,  shall 
be  entitled  to  preference  in  appointment  and  promotion  without 
regard  to  their  standing  on  any  list  from  which  such  appointment 
or  promotion  may  be  made  to  all  competitive  and  non-competitive 
positions,  provided  their  qualifications  and  fitness  shall  have  been 
ascertained  as  provided  in  this  chapter  and  the  rules  and  regula- 
tions in  pursuance  thereof;  and  a  person  thus  preferred  shall  not 
be  disqualified  from  holding  any  position  in  the  civil  service  on 
account  of  his  age  or  by  reason  of  any  physical  disability,  pro- 
vided such  age  or  disability  does  not  render  him  incompetent  to 
perform  the  duties  of  the  position  applied  for.  Whenever  any 
list  of  eligible  persons,  prepared  under  authority  of  this  chapter, 
shall  contain  the  names  of  honorably  discharged  soldiers,  sailors 
and  marines  entitled  to  preference  as  aforesaid,  any  reference  in 
this  chapter  or  in  the  rules  and  r^ulations  in  pursuance  thereof 
to  the  persons  standing  highest  on  such  list  shall  be  deemed  to  in- 
dicate those  standing  highest  of  those  entitled  to  preference  by 
the  provisions  of  this  section  and  such  persons  shall  be  given 
preference  on  any  list  of  registered  applicants  for  employment  in 
the  labor  service,  in  accordance  with  the  dates  of  their  several 
applications  as  though  such  applications  had  been  filed  prior  to 
those  of  any  persons  on  such  lists  not  entitled  to  the  preference 
provided  by  this  section.  A  refusal  to  allow  the  preference  pro- 
vided for  in  this  and  the  next  succeeding  section  to  any  honorably 
discharged  soldier,  sailor  or  marine,  or  a  reduction  of  his  com 
pensation  intended  to  bring  about  his  resignation  shall  be  decmeil 
a  misdemeanor,  and  such  honorably  discharged  soldier,  sailor  or 
marine  shall  have  a  right  of  action  therefor  in  any  court  of 
competent  jurisdiction  for  damages,  and  also  a  remedy  by  manda- 
mus for  righting  the  wrong.

late  rebellion  or  of  the  Spanish- American  war,  or  that  he  has  served 
beyond  sea,  such  county  clerk  shall  issue  without  cost  to  such 
soldier,  sailor  or  marine  a  licen§e  certifying  him  to  be  entitled  to 
the  benefits  of  this  article.  A  license  issued  without  cost  under 
the  provisions  of  this  section,  shall  be  personal  to  the  licensee,  and 
any  assignment  or  transfer  thereof  shall  be  absolutely  void.  A 
person  assigning  or  tranferring,  or  attempting  to  assign  or  trans- 
fer any  such  license  contrary  to  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall 
be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,    (a.

No  body  of  men  shall  be  granted  a  certificate 
of  incorporation  under  any  corporate  name  which  shall  mislead,  or 
tend  to  mislead,  any  person  into  believing  that  such  corporation  is 
connected  with  or  attached  to  the  National  Guard  or  Naval  Militia 
of  this  state  in  any  capacity  or  way  whatsoever.  In  case  any 
such  certificate  has  been  heretofore  or  may  hereafter  be  granted, 
which  in  the  judgment  of  the  adjutant-general  of  the  state, 
misleads  or  tends  to  mislead  anyone  into  believing  that  such  cor- 
poration is  connected  with  or  attached  to  the  National  Guard  or 
Naval  Militia  in  any  capacity  or  way  whatsoever,  the  adjutant- 
general  of  the  state  shall  notify  such  corporation,  in  writing,  to 
forthwith  discontinue  the  use  of  its  said  corporate  name  and 
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forthwith  take  the  necessary  steps  to  change  its  name  pursuant 
to  the  statute  in  such  case  made  and  provided,  to  some  name  not 
80  calculated  to  mislead.  In  the  event  such  proceedings  are  not 
forthwith  taken  and  completed  within  six  months  from  the  service 
of  said  notice,  the  attorney-general  is  authorized  and  directed  to 
bring  an  action  to  procure  a  judgment  vacating  or  annulling  the 
act  of  incorporation  of  such  corporation,  or  any  act  renewing  the 
corporation  or  continuing  its  corporate  existence  or  annulling  the 
existence  of  such  corporation.  INTo  city  or  town  shall  raise 
or  appropriate  any  money  toward  arming  or  equipping,  uni- 
forming or  in  any  other  way  supporting,  sustaining  or  provid- 
ing drill  rooms  or  armories  for  any  such  body  of  men;  but  asso- 
ciations wholly  composed  of  soldiers  honorably  discharged  from 
the  service  of  the  United  States,  or  members  of  the  order  of  Sons 
of  Veterans  may  parade  in  public  with  firearms  on  Decoration 
day,  or  on  May  first,  known  as  Dewey  day,  or  upon  the  reception 
of  any  regiments  or  companies  of  soldiers  returning  from  such 
service,  and  for  the  purpose  of  escort  duty  at  the  burial  of  deceased 
soldiers,  and  students  in  educational  institutions  where  military 
science  is  a  prescribed  part  of  the  course  of  instruction  and  cadet 
organizations  composed  of  youths  under  eighteen  years  of 
age,  under  responsible  instructors,  may,  with  the  consent 
of  the  governor,  drill  and  parade  with  firearms  in  public  under 
the  superintendence  of  their  instructors.  This  section  shall 
not  be  construed  to  prevent  any  organization  authorized  to  do  so 
by  law  from  parading  with  firearms,  nor  to  prevent  parades  by 
the  national  guard  or  naval  militia  of  any  other  state.  The  inde- 
pendeiit  military  oriranizations  mentioned  in  this  section,  not 
regularly  organized  as  organizations  of  the  national  guard  or  naval 
militia,  are  hereby  made  subject  to  the  orders  of  the  governor  in 
case  of  emergency  or  necessity,  to  aid  the  national  guard  or  naval 
militia  in  quelling  invasion,  insurrection,  riot  or  breach  of  the 
peace  provided  the  officers  and  members  of  such  organization  shall, 
when  so  called  upon,  first  sign  and  execute  and  deliver  through 
their  commanding  officer  to  the  officer  to  whom  it  is  ordered  to 
report,  a  form  of  enlistment  in  form  to  be  prescribed  by  the 
governor  in  regulations  or  orders  for  a  term  not  less  than 
thirty  days  nor  more  than  ninety  days  at  one  time;  and

At  a  militaiy  funeral  or  at  the  funeral  of  a 
United  States  soldier,  sailor  or  marine,  or  of  a  national  guards- 
man, or  of  a  deceased  member  of  an  association  of  veteran  soldiers, 
sailors  or  marines,  or  of  a  disbanded  militia  regiment,  or  of  a 
secret  fraternal  society,  or  of  an  association  of  employees  of  the 
national,  state  or  municipal  government,  music  may  be  played 
while  escorting  the  body ;  also  in  patriotic  military  processions  on 
Sunday  previous  to  Decoration  day,  known  as  Memorial  Sunday, 
to  cemeteries  or  other  places  where  memorial  services  are  held, 
and  also  by  organizations  of  the  national  guard  or  naval  ^lilitia, 
or  of  an  association  of  employees  of  the  national,  state  or  municipal 
governments,  attending  religious  service  on  Sunday;  but  in  no 
case  within  one  block  of  a  place  of  worship  where  service  is  then 
being  celebrated.  A  person  wilfully  violating  any  provision  of 
this  section  is  punishable  by  a  fine  not  exceeding  twenty  dollars  or 
imprisonment  not  exceeding  ten  days,  or  both.  (a.

fully uses  the  name  of  such  society,  order  or  organization,  the 
titles  of  its  officers,  or  its  insignia,  ritual  ceremonies,  unless 
entitled  to  use  or  wear  the  same  under  the  constitution  and 
by-laws,  rules  and  regulations  of  such  order  or  of  such  society, 
order  or  organization,  is  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  (a.  L.  1915,

§  80.  Relief  of  soldiers,  sailors  and  marines^  and  their  families. 
No  poor  or  indigent  8<ddiery  sftilor  or  marine  who  has  served  in 
the  military  or  nrvnl  serviee  of  the  United  States  and  who  has 
been  honorably  disefaarged  from  ewch  service  nor  his  family  nor 
the  families  of  any  who  may  be  deceased,  shall  be  sent  to  any 
almshovee,  but  shall  be  relieved  and  provide  for  at  their  homes 
in  the  city  or  town  where  they  may  reside,  so  far  as  practicable, 
provided  such  soldier,  sailor  or  marine  or  the  families  of  those 
deceased,  are,  and  have  been,  residents  of  the  state  for  one  year ; 
and  the  proper  auditin]g  board  of  such  city  or  town  or  in  those 
counties  where  the  poor  are  a  county  dbarge,  the  superintendent^ 
if  but  one,  or  8itperinte(ndeiit»  of  tiie  poor,  as-  such  auditing  board 
in  those  counties,  shall  provide  such  sum  or  sums  of  money  as  may 
be  necessary  to  be  drawn  upon  by  the  commander  and  quarter^ 
master  of  any  post  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic,  or  of  any 
camp  of  the  United  Spanish  War  Veterans  of  the  city  or  town^ 
made  upon  the  written  recommendation  of  the  relief  conmiittee  of 
such  post  or  camp ;  or  if  Aere  be  no  post  or  camp  in  a  town  or 
city  in  which  it  is  necessary  that  such  relief  should  be  granted^ 
upon  the  like  request  of  the  commander  and  quartermaster  and 
recommendation  of  the  relief  committee  of  a  Grand  Army  poet^ 
or  a  camp  of  the  United  Spanish  War  V^erans,  located  in  the 
nearest  town  or  city,  to  the  town  or  city  requested  to  so  furnish

§  81.  Post  or  camp  to  give  notice  thai  it  assumes  charge.  The 
commander  of  any  such  post  or  camp  which  shall  undertake  to 
supervise  the  relief  of  poor  veterans  or  their  families^  as  herein 
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provided,  before  his  acts  shall  become  operative  in  any  town,  city 
or  cotmty,  shall  file  vnth  the  clerk  of  such  town,  city  or  county,  a 
notice  that  such  post  or  camp  intends  to.  undertake  such  supervi- 
sion of  relief,  which  notice  shall  contain  the  names  of  the  relief 
committee,  commander  and  other  officers  of  the  post  or  camp ;  and 
also  an  undertaking  to  such  city,  town  or  county,  with  sufficient 
and  satisfactory  sureties  for  the  faithful  and  honest  discharge  of 
his  duties  under  this  article;  such  imdertaking  to  be  approved  by 
the  treasurer  of  the  city  or  county,  or  the  supervisor  of  the  town, 
from  which  such  relief  is  to  be  received.  Such  commander  shall 
annually  thereafter,  during  the  month  of  October,  file  a  similar 
notice  with  said  city  or  town  clerk,  with  a  detailed  statement  of 
the  amount  of  relief  requested  by  him  during  the  preceding  year, 
with  the  names  of  all  persons  for  whom  such  relief  shall  have  been 
requested,  together  with  a  brief  statement  in  each  case,  from  the 
relief  committee,  upon  whose  recommendation  the  relief  was 
requested,  provided,  however,  that  in  cities  of  the  first  class  said 
notice  and  said  detailed  statement  shall  be  filed  with  the  comp- 
troller of  such  city,  and  said  undertaking  shall  be  approved  by 
him,  and  provided  further  that  in  any  city  of  the  first  class  which 
is  now  or  may  hereafter  be  divided  into  boroughs,  such  notice,  and 
such  detailed  statement  each  in  duplicate  shall  be  filed  with  the 
comptroller,  and  he  shall  forward  one  of  said  duplicates  to  the  com- 
naissioner  or  deputy  commissioner  of  charities  for  the  borough  in 
which  the  headquarters  of  such  post  or  camp  is  situated,  except 
that  in  the  boroughs  of  the  city  of  New  York,  no  undertaking  shall 
be  filed  by  the  commander  or  the  committee  of  the  post  or  camp 
nor  shall  any  annual  statement  of  the  amounts  of  relief  granted  be 
required.  And  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  commissioner  of  ohari- 
ti€*s  to  annually  include  in  his  estimate,  of  the  amount  necessary 
for  the  support  of  his  department,  such  sum  or  sums  of  money  as 
may  be  necessary  to  carry  into  effect  the  provisions  of  sections 
eighty,  eighty-one,  eighty-three,  and  except  in  the  city  of  New 
York,  eighty-four  and  eighty-five  of  this  chapter,  and  the  proper 
officers  charged  with  the  duty  of  making  the  budget  of  any  such 
city  shall  annually  include  therein  such  sum  or  sums  of  money 
as  may  be  necessary  for  that  purposa  Provided,  further,  that  in 
the  city  of  New  York  the  relief  shall  be  paid  direct  to  the  bene- 
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£ciaries  by  the  commissioner  of  public  charities  on  a  written 
recommendation  signed  by  the  relief  committee,  the  commander 
and  the  quartermaster  of  such  post  or  camp.  The  comptroller  of 
the  city  of  New  York  shall,  out  of  the  amount  appropriated  for 
such  relief,  provide  a  cash  fund  to  be  placed  under  the  control 
of  the  commissioner  of  public  charities  from  which  to  pay  such 
relief,  and  he  shall  replenish  said  fund  upon  presentation  of 
properly  receipted  recommendations  for  the  amounts  paid  out 
of  said  fund.  Moneys  actually  laid  out  and  expended  except 
in  the  boroughs  of  the  city  of  New  York  by  any  such 
post  or  camp  for  the  relief  specified  in  section  eighty  of  this 
chapter  shall  be  reimbursed  monthly  to  such  post  or  camp  by  the 
comptroller  on  vouchers  duly  verified  by  the  commander  and 
quartermaster  of  said  post  or  camp,  showing  the  date  and  amount 
of  each  payment,  the  certificate  of  the  post  or  camp  relief  com- 
mittee, signed  by  at  least  three  members,  none  of  whom  ^aU 
have  received  any  of  the  relief  granted  by  the  post  for  which  reim- 
bursement is  asked,  showing  that  the  person  relieved  was  an  actual 
resideut  of  such  city,  and  that  they  recommend  each  payment,  and 
the  receipt  of  the  recipient  for  each  payment,  or  in  case  such  re- 
ceipt could  not  be  obtained,  a  statement  of  such  fact^  with  the 
reason  why  such  receipt  could  not  be  obtained.  Such  vouchers 
shall  be  made  in  duplicate  on  blanks  to  be  supplied  by  the  comp- 
troller and  shall  be  presented  to  the  commissioner  of  public  chari- 
ties for  the  borough  in  which  the  headquarters  of  the  post  or  camp 
is  situated,  and  if  such  commissioner  is  satisfied  that  such  moneys 
have  been  actually  expended  as  in  said  voucher  stated,  he  shall  ap- 
prove the  same,  and  file  one  of  said  duplicates  in  his  office  and 
forward  the  other  to  the  comptroller,  who  shall  pay  the  same  by  a 
warrant  drawn  to  the  order  of  the  said  commander.  And  provided 
further  that  in  the  city  of  New  York  if  the  comptroller  is  satr 
isfied  that  a  poor  or  indigent  soldier,  sailor  or  marine,  who  has 
served  in  the  military  or  naval  service  of  the  United  States,  or 
his  family,  and  has  been  honorably  discharged  therefrom,  or  the 
families  of  any  who  may  be  deceased,  are  in  actual  want,  and 
that  immediate  relief  is  needed  by  either,  provided  he  or  they 
shall  have  been  residents  of  the  state  for  the  year  last  past,  and  is 
or  are  actual  residents  of  said  city,  he  may,  in  his  discretion  au- 
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thorize  and  empower  the  commander  of  the  post  or  camp  to  fur- 
nish relief  to  him  or  them  in  a  reasonable  amount,  and  pay  the 
amount  by  warrant  to  the  commander  of  the  post  or  camp^  taking 
the  receipt  in  duplicate  of  the  commander  of  the  post  or  camp 
therefor,  and  file  one  of  said  receipts  in  his  oiBce,  and  forward 
the  other  to  the  commissioner  or  deputy-commissioner  of  charities 
for  the  borough  in  which  the  headquarters  of  the  post  or  camp 
is  situated;  and  said  duplicate  receipts  shall  be  the  vouchers  for 
the  payment  of  the  same.  And  provided  further,  that  in  any  city, 
county  or  borough  in  which  Grand  Army  posts  or  caiilps  have 
organized  or  may  organize  a  memorial  and  executive  committee, 
the  latter  shall  be  regarded  as  a  post  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the 
Republic  or  a  camp  of  the  United  Spanish  War  Veterans.

the  members  thereof.  No  posts  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic

§  86.  Persons  entitled  to  relief  —  No  poor  or  indigent  woman 
who  served  not  less  than  ninety  days  as  a  nurse  in  hospital,  iSeld 
or  camp  with  the  military  or  naval  service  of  the  United  States, 
in  the  war  of  the  rebellion,  the  Spanish-American  war  or  the  war 
of  the  Philippine  insurrection,  shall  be  sent  to  any  almshouse, 
but  shall  be  relieved  and  provided  for  at  her  home  in  the  city  or 
town  where  she  may  reside,  so  far  as  practicable,  provided  such 
woman  nurse  is,  and  has  been  a  resident  of  the  state  for  one  year.

such  citj'  or  town,  or  in  those  counties  where  the  poor  arc  a  county 
charge,  the  superintendent,  if  but  one,  or  superintendents  of  the 
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poor,  as  such  auditing  boards  in  those  counties,  shall  provide  such 
sum  or  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary  to  be  di^awn  upon  by 
the  president  and  treasurer  of  the  New  York  State  Department  of 
the  National  Association  of  Civil  War  Army  Nurses  made  upon 
the  written  recommendation  of  such  relief  committee  of  such 
New  York  State  Department  of  the  National  Association  of  Civil 
War  Army  Nurses,  and  such  written  request  shall  be  sufficient 
authority  for  the  expenditures  to  be  made.  Immediately  upon 
such  relief  and  aid  being  provided  for,  the  written  recommenda- 
tion of  the  relief  committee  of  the  New  York  State  Department 
of  the  National  Association  of  Civil  War  Army  Nurses,  and  all 
other  testimony  and  all  facts  relating  thereto,  together  with  a 
verified  statement  of  the  sum  or  sums  of  money  expended  shall 
be  transmitted  to  the  state  board  of  charities.  Such  board  shall 
examine  all  matters  relating  thereto  and  if  satisfied  that  such 
expenditure  was  proper,  and  that  the  expenses  thereof  were 
actually  and  necessarily  incuiTed  in  such  care  and  support,  shall 
audit  and  allow  the  amount  of  such  expense,  which  when, so 
audited  and  allowed  shall  be  paid  by  the  state  treasurer,  on  the 
warrant  of  the  comptroller,  to  the  person  incurring  the  same  out 
of  any  money  appropriated  therefor.  The  amount  of  such  aid 
and  its  duration  shall  be  determined  by  the  state  board  of  chari- 
ties. The  New  Y'ork  State  Department  of  the  National  Associa- 
tion of  Civil  War  Army  Nurses  shall  on  the  first  day  of  January 
and  the  first  day  of  July  of  each  year  furnish  to  the  state  board 
of  charities  a  verified  statement  of  the  names  and  addresses  of  its 
officers,  and  the  names  and  addresses  of  its  relief  committee.

city,  town  or  village  in  the  state,  or  who  shall  have  been  a  member 
thereof  at  the  time  of  the  disbandmcnt  of  such  volunteer  tire  de- 
partment shall  be  removed  from  such  position  except  for  in- 
competency or  misconduct  shown  after  a  hearing  upon  due  notice 
upon  stated  charges,  and  with  the  right  to  such  employee  or  ap- 
pointee to  a  review  by  a  writ  of  certiorari.  If  the  position  so 
held  by  any  such  honorably  discharged  soldier,  sailor  or  marine 
or  volunteer  fireman  shall  become  unnecessary  or  be  abolished  for 
reasons  of  economy  or  otherwise,  the  said  honorably  discharged 
soldier,  sailor  or  marine  or  volunteer  fireman  holding  the  same 
shall  not  be  discharged  from  the  public  service,  but  shall  be 
transferred  to  any  branch  of  the  said  service  for  duty  in  such 
position  as  he  may  be  fitted  to  fill,  receiving  the  same  compensation 
therefor,  and  it  is  hereby  made  the  duty  of  all  persons  clothed  with 
power  of  appointment  to  make  such  transfer  effective.    The  burden 
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of  proving  incompetency  or  misconduct  shall  be  upon  the  person 
alleging  the  same.  In  every  county  of  the  state  wholly  included 
within  the  limits  of  a  city  but  not  comprising  the  whole  of  such 
city,  no  regular  clerk  or  head  of  a  bureau  or  person  holding  a 
position  in  the  classified  state  civil  service,  subject  to  competitive 
examination,  shall  be  removed  until  he  has  been  allowed  an  oppor- 
tunity of  making  an  explanation;  and  in  every  case  of  removal 
the  true  grounds  thereof  shall  be  forthwith  entered  upon  the 
records  of  the  department  of  the  office  in  which  he  has  been  em- 
ployed, and  a  copy  filed  with  the  state  civil  service  commission. 
In  case  of  a  removal,  a  statement  showing  the  reasons  therefor  shall 
be  filed  in  the  department  or  office  where  such  clerk,  head  of  a 
bureau  or  person  had  been  employed.  Whenever  such  offices,  posi- 
tions or  employments  in  every  county  of  the  state  hereinbefore 
specified  are  abolished  or  made  unnecessary,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  head  of  the  department  or  office  in  which  such  persons  had  been 
employed,  to  furnish  the  names  of  the  person  or  persons  affected 
to  the  state  civil  service  commission,  with  a  statement  in  the  case 
of  each  of  the  date  of  his  original  appointment  in  the  service.  It 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  state  civil  service  commission  forthwith  to 
place  the  names  of  said  persons  upon  a  list  of  suspended  employees 
for  the  office  or  position  or  for  the  class  of  work  in  which  they  have 
been  employed,  or  for  any  corresponding  or  similar  office,  position 
or  class  of  work,  and  to  certify  the  said  persons  for  reinstatement  or 
re-employment  in  the  order  of  their  original  appointment  before 
making  certification  from  any  other  list.  The  failure  of  any 
person  on  any  such  list  for  reinstatement  or  re-employment  to 
accept  after  reasonable  notice,  an  office  or  position  in  the  same 
county  and  at  the  same  salary  or  wages  as  the  position  formerly 
held  by  him,  shall  be  held  to  be  a  relinquishment  of  his  right  to 
reinstatement  as  herein  stated.  Nothing  in  this  section  shall  be 
construed  to  apply  to  the  position  of  private  secretary,  cashier  or 
deputy  of  any  official  or  department,    (a.

§  23.  Compensation  of  veterans  reinstated  by  order  of  the 
courts  —  Any  honorably  discharged  soldier,  sailor  or  marine,  who 
having  served  as  such  in  the  Union  army  or  navy  during  the  war 
of  the  rebellion,  shall  have  been,  or  may  hereafter  be  removed  from 
any  position  held  by  him  by  appointment  or  employment  in  the 
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state  of  New  York  or  in  the  several  cities,  counties,  towns  or  vil- 
lages thereof  in  contravention  or  violation  of  any  provision  of 
section  twenty-two  of  this  article  and  who  shall  have  been  restored 
to  such  position  or  employment  either  by  a  peremptory  writ  of 
mandamus  of  the  supreme  court  or  by  final  order  on  a  writ  of 
certiorari,  as  authorized  by  said  section  twenty-two,  shall  be 
entitled  to  receive  and  shall  receive  from  said  state  or  the  city, 
county,  town  or  village  thereof  under  which  said  position  or 
employment  was  held  by  him,  the  same  compensation  therefor 
from  the  date  of  such  unlawful  removal  to  the  date  of  his  said 
restoration  to  said  position  or  employment  which  he  would  have 
been  entitled  by  law  to  have  received  in  such  position  or  employ- 
ment but  for  such  unlawful  removal,  and  such  veteran  shall  be 
entitled  to  a  writ  of  mandamus  to  enforce  the  payment  thereof,  but 
such  compensation  or  salary  or  wages,  due  in  such  position  or 
employment,  shall  be  subject  to  the  provisions  of  sections  four 
hundred  seventy-four  and  four  hundred  seventy-five  of  the  judi- 
ciary law  for  services  rendered  in  either  or  both  said  special 
proceedings  but  otherwise  shall  be  paid  only  directly  to  such 
veteran.

1.  Retirement  from  State  Service     (Civil  Serv.) 

§  21-a.  Retiring  veterans  of  the  late  civil  war  and  granting 
them  pensions.  Every  soldier,  sailor,  or  marine  of  the  army  or 
navy  of  the  United  States  in  the  latef  civil  war,  honorably  dis- 
charged from  service,  who  shall  have  been  employed  for  a  con- 
tinuous period  of  ten  years  or  more  in  the  civil  service  of  the 
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t^tate  of  Xew  York  and  the  several  cities  and  counties  thereof, 
and  who  shall  have  reached  the  age  of  seventy  years,  upon  his  own 
request,  or  if  employed  in  manual  labor,  shall  be  retired  from 
his  employment  by  the  State  of  New  York  and  the  several  cities 
and  counties  thereof,  and  thereafter  and  during  his  life,  the  state 
department  or  institution  which  employed  him  at  the  time  of  his 
retirement,  shall  pay  to  him,  in  the  same  maimer  that  the  salary 
or  wages  of  his  former  position  were  customarily  paid  by  him,  an 
aimual  sum  equ^l  in  amount  to  one-half  the  salarj'  or  wages  paid 
to  him  in  the  last  year  of  his  employment;  provided,  however, 
tliat  the  amount  so  to  be  paid  to  such  retired  veteran  shall  not 
exceed  the  sum  of  one  thousand  dollars  per  annum.  (Added  L 
iyi6,  c.

Upon 
being  retired  pursuant  to  this  act  such  person  shall  be  paid  in  the 
same  manner  that  the  salary  or  wages  of  his  former  position  were 
customarily  paid  to  him  an  annual  sum  equal  in  amount  to  one- 
half  the  salary  or  wage  paid  to  him  in  the  last  year  of  his  employ- 
ment, provided,  however,  that  the  amount  so  paid  to  such  retired 
veteran  shall  not  exceed  the  sum  of  one  thousand  dollars  per 
annum.

age  of  seventy  years  may,  upon  his  own  request  and  the  approval 
of  the  adjutant-general,  or  upon  being  incapacitated  for  perform- 
ing the  duties  of  his  position,  shall  be  retired  from  such  employ- 
ment, and  thereafter  during  his  life  the  adjutant-general  shall 
pay  to  him  in  the-  same  manner  that  the  salary  or  wages  of  his 
former  position  were  customarily  paid  to  him  an  annual  sum 
equal  in  amount  to  one-half  the  salary  or  wages  paid  to  him  in 
the  last  year  of  his  employment;  provided,  however,   that  the 
amount  so  to  be  paid  to  such  retired  veteraa  shall  not  exceed  the 
sum  of  one  thousand  dollars  per  annum.

4.  Retirement  from  New  York  City  Service  (Charter) 

§  165.  Any  member  of  the  board  of  estimate  and  apportionment 
is  hereby  authorized,  whenever  in  his  judgment  it  shall  be  to  the 
iniierest  of  the  public  service,  to  recommend  to  said  board  the  re- 
tii'ement  from  active  service  of  any  officer,  clerk  or  employee  who 
shall  have  been  in  the  employ  of  the  city  of  New  York  or  of  any 
of  the  municipalities,  counties  or  parts  thereof  which  have  been 
incorporated  into  the  city  of  New  York  for  a  period  of  twenty 
years  if  an  honorably  discharged  soldier,  sailor  or  marine,  who 
served  as  such  in  the  union  army  or  navy  during  liie  war  of  the 
rebellion  and  otherwise  for  a  period  of  thirty  years  and  upward 
and  who  shall  have  become  physically  or  mentally  incapacitated 
for  the  furtier  performances  of  the  duties  of  his  position.  The 
term  of  service,  however,  shall  not  be  affected  by  any  change  in 
title,  duty  or  salary  or  by  any  promotion  or  by  any  vacation  or 
leave  of  absence  or  by  any  temporary  disability  by  reason  of  sick- 
ness or  accident  or  by  any  transfer  from  one  department  or  office 
to  another  department  or  office  during  the  period  of  service,  or  by 
any  change  of  any  of  the  boards,  bureaus  or  departments  in  which 
service  shall  have  been  performed  from  an  .office  paid  by  fees  to  a 
salaried  office.  But  this  section  shall  not  apply  to  any  person  who 
is,  or  may  be,  entitled  to  share  in  the  police  pension  fund,  or  in 
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the  fire  department  relief  fund,  or  in  the  public  school  teachers' 
retirement  fund,  or  in  the  health  department  pension  fond,  or  in 
the  retirement  fund  of  the  College  of  the  City  of  New  Yoik.

5.   Bbtisemekt  bt  Appellate  Division  (Jud.) 

§  117.  Retirement  of  employees  by  the  appellate  division  of 
the  second  department.     The  appellate  division  of  the  supreme 
court  of  the  second  department  is  hereby  authorized  in  its  discre- 
tion to  retire  any  clerk,  assistant  clerk,  stenographer,  interpreter, 
librarian,  attendant  or  typewriter  operator  who  shall  have  served 
as  such  in  the  supreme  court  in  and  for  the  second  or  ninth  judi- 
cial districts  or  in  any  court  which  has  been  consolidated  with  the 
said  supremfe  court  and  who  shall  have  become  physically  or 
mentally  incapacitated  for  the  further  performance  of  the  duties 
of  his  position,  provided- such  service  in  one  or  more  of  such  posi- 
tions has  continued  for  a  period  of  twenty-five  years  or  more;  or 
any  honorably  discharged  soldier  or  sailor  of  the  civil  war  serving 
as  such  clerk,  assistant  clerk,  stenographer,  interpreter,  librarian, 
attendant  or  typewriter  operator  who  at  the  time  of  such  retire- 
ment shall  have  served  continuously  for  a  period  of  ten  years 
and  who  shall  have  reached  the  age  of  seventy  years.     Any  person 
retired  from  service  pursuant  to  this  section  shall  be  paid  an 
annual  sum  or  annuity  to  be  determined  by  the  appellate  division 
of  the  second  department  not  exceeding  one-half  of  the  average 
amount  of  his  annual  salary  or  compensation  for  a  period  of  two 
years  preceding  the  time  of  such  retirement.     Such  annuity  shall 
be  paid  in  equal  monthly  installments  during  the  lifetime  of  the 
person  so  retired,  and  the  amount  thereof  shall  otherwise  be  col- 
lected and  paid  in  the  same  maimer  as  the  salary  or  compensation 
of  such  person  was  required  to  be  collected  and  paid  at  the  time 
of  such  retirement.

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WAR  RECORDS 

1.  BuBEAu  OF  Eeoobds     (Mil.) 

§  19.  Bureau  of  records  of  the  war  of  the  rebellion;  compUtian 
and  preservation  of  the  records  and  relics;  free  inspection  of  the 
same  and  quarters  in  the  capitol  —  1.  The  adjutant-general  of  the 
fitate  shall  establish  and  maintain  as  part  of  his  o£Sce,  a  bureau  of 
records  of  the  war  of  the  rebellion,  in  which  all  records  in  his  office 
relating  to  such  war,  and  relics  shall  be  kept.  He  shall  be  the 
<;ustodian  of  all  such  records,  relics,  colors,  standards  and  battle 
flags  of  New  York  volunteers  now  the  property  of  the  state  or  in 
its  possession,  or  which  the  state  may  hereafter  acquire  or  become 
possessed  of,  and  he  shall  appoint  a  chief  of  this  bureau  who  shaU 
hold  office  under  his  direction  for  six  years. 

2.  The  adjutant-general  of  the  state  by  all  reasonable  ways  and 
means,  shall  complete  such  records  and  gather  from  every  available 
source  such  colors,  standards  and  battle  flags  as  were  borne  by 
New  York  state  troops  in  the  war  of  the  rebellion,  and  such 
statistics  and  historical  information  and  relics  as  may  serve  to 
perpetuate  the  memory  and  heroic  deeds  of  the  soldiers  of  the 
state,  and  keep  and  carefully  preserve  the  same  in  such  bureau. 

3.  He  is  authorized  to  request  and  accept  from  incorporated 
associations  of  veterans  of  the  different  regiments,  statements  and 
information  duly  authenticated  by  them,  descriptive  of  their 
<x)lors,  standards  and  battle  flags,  together  with  the  number  and 
<;lass  of  arms  of  the  regiment,  the  date  and  place  of  muster  into 
the  service  of  the  state  and  also  into  the  service  of  the  United 
Statesj  the  period  of  service,  and  the  date  and  place  of  muster 
out,  the  date  of  departure  for  the  seat  of  war,  the  various  battles 
and  engagements  and  places  of  service,  including  garrison  duty, 
the  time  of  joining  brigades,  corps  and  armies,  with  the  time  and 
nature  of  the  service,  and  the  najnes  of  colonels  of  such  regiments, 
the  names  of  those  killed  in  action,  including  those  who  died  of 
wounds,  and  the  names  of  those  who  died  of  disease  during  their 
period  of  service.  He  is  further  authorized  to  ask  the  co-operation 
and  assistance  of  the  adjutant-general  of  the  United  States,  and  of 
the  city,  county  and  town  authorities  and  officials,  and  of  the 
Grand  Army  of  the  Eepublic,  the  Military  Order  of  the  Loyal 
Legion,  and  of  organizations  and  persons  in  the  state  of  New  York 
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and  elsewhere  in  the  collection  of  such  other  information,  relics,^ 
memorials  and  battle  flags  as  is  contemplated  by  this  article,  in 
order  to  make  as  complete  as  possible  the  records,  history  and 
statistics  of  the  patriotic  service  of  the  volunteer  soldiers  of  the 
state  during  the  war  of  the  rebellion. 

4.  The  adjutant-general  of  the  state  is  directed  to  cause  to  be 
transcribed  and  kept  in  books  of  record  in  such  bureau  the  his- 
torical facts,  information  and  statistics  as  provided  above;  and  is 
authorized  to  determine  a  convenient  size  for  the  volumes  in  which 
such  statistics  and  historical  data  may  be  bound,  and  to  request 
veteran  associations  and  others  proposing  to  supply  such  historical 
data  and  information  to  furnish  the  same  on  printed  or  manuscript 
sheets  of  a  uniform  size  to  correspond  with  the  size  of  such 
volumes. 

5.  He  is  further  authorized  to  provide  locked  and  sealed  cases^ 
with  glass  fronts,  as  nearly  air-tight  as  practicable,  in  which  shall 
be  kept  and  displayed  the  colors,  standards  and  battle  flags  above 
mentioned,  and  receive  placards  in  duplicate,  which  incorporated 
regimental  veteran  associations  are  privileged  and  empowered  to 
furnish  and  upon  which  shall  be  inscribed  synopses  of  the  his- 
torical information  and  statistics  herein  provided  to  be  furnished 
to  such  bnrean  by  regimental  veteran  associations,  or  failing  to 
receive  such  data  and  information  from  such  veteran  associa- 
tions, for  the  preparation  of  such  placards,  he  may  utilize  the 
authentic  information  which  he  may  obtain  from  other  sources,  as 
herein  provided,  which  placards  shall  be  uniform  in  size  and  color 
and  shall  be  attached  to  or  conspicuously  placed  in  proximity  \fy 
the  colors,  standards  and  battle  flags  to  which  they  refer.  If  any 
placard  or  inscription  shall  be  lost,  destroyed  or  removed,  the 
adjutant-general  of  the  state  shall  at  once  replace  it  by  duplicate 
of  the  original  on  file. 

The  legislature  shall  annually  make  suitable  appropriations 
to  enable  the  adjutant-general  of  the  state  to  carry  out  the  pro- 
visions of  this  section. 

G.  The  books,  records  and  other  property  and  relics  deposited 
in  such  bureau  shall  be  open  to  inspection  and  use,  except  the  use 
of  the  colors,  standards  and  battle  flags,  at  such  reasonable  hours 
and  under  such  regulations  as  the  adjutant-general  of  the  state  may 
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•determine.  Ho  battle  flag,  book  or  any  property  placed  in  such 
bureau  for  the  purpose  of  this  article,  shall  be  removed  therefrom, 
or  from  the  immediate  custody  and  control  of  the  adjutant-general 
of  the  state  without  an  act  of  the  legislature. 

7.  The  trustees  of  the  capitol  are  authorized  and  directed  to 
provide  suitable  and  convenient  quarters  for  the  bureau  of  records 
whenever  the  adjutant-general  of  the  state  shall  require  and  make 
demand  therefor,  and  to  properly  fit  up  and  prepare  the  same  for 
the  safe-keeping  of  such  records,  books  and  property,  and  for  the 
display  of  such  colors,  standards,  battle  flags  and  relics  which  shall 
be  known  and  maintained  as  the  hall  of  military  records.  The 
several  municipalities  of  the  state  may  deposit  their  record  books 
and  papers  relating  to  the  war  in  the  archives  of  the  hall  for  safe- 
keeping, and  transcripts  therefrom  shall  be  furnished  on  applica- 
tion by  the  chief  officer  of  the  municipality  without  cost  to  it. 
Officers  or  soldiers  may  deposit  therein  their  discharge  papers, 
descriptive  lists,  muster  rolls  or  company  or  regimental  books  and 
papers  for  safe-keeping. 

The  interest  arising  from  the  investment  of  the  funds  con- 
tributed by  towns,  cities  and  individuals  for  the  erection  of  a 
liall  of  military  records  shall  be  devoted  to  the  maintenance  of 
the  hall  of  military  records  provided  in  this  section.

§  90.  Appointment  of  state  historian  — The  governor  shall  ap- 
point, by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  senate,  a  state 
historian,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  collect,  collate,  compile,  edit 
and  prepare  for  publication  all  official  records,  memoranda  and 
data  relative  to  the  colonial  wars,  war  of  the  revolution,  war  of 
eighteen  hundred  and  twelve,  Mexican  war  and  war  of  the  rebel- 
lion, together  with  all  official  records,  memoranda  and  statistics 
effecting  the  relations  between  this  commonwealth  and  foreign 
powers,  between  this  state  and  other  states  and  between  this  state 
and  the  United  States.
